enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That, subject to and qualified by other provisions hereof, Section 
#4582, #4583, 44584, 44585 and #4586 of Article 34, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be and they are hereby amended in the 
following particulars that is to say: 

(a) Amend said Section #4582 by striking out the word “five 
(5)” on line two of said section as printed in the Code and insert 
in lieu thereof the word “three(3)” so that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: “Sec. 4582: County Boarp or Commis- 
SIONERS.—The county government of Lexington County shall be 
administered by three (3) commissioners to be known as ‘County 
Board of Commissioners of Lexington County’, who shall hold 
office for the terms hereinafter specified and provided for, unless 
sooner removed by the Governor for incapacity, neglect of duty, 
or official misconduct.”

County shall on the first day of each calendar month make a writ- 
ten report of the preceeding month to the Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, showing all monies received, the source thereof, the 
fund to which the same has been placed, the amount paid from each 
fund, and the balance in the County Treasurer’s hands apportioned 
to each fund, and any anticipated funds to be received by him to be 
credited to any special Fund.

AN ACT to Fix the Number, Compensation, Duties, Term 
of Office and Manner and Place of Appointment of the 
Magistrates and Their Constables in Dorchester 
County. 


Section 1. Magistrates, Dorchester County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the terms of office of all the present Magistrates in and for 
Dorchester County shall expire on the 31st day of January, 1933, 
and thereafter there shall be five (5) Magistrates in said County, to 
wit: One (1) at Reevesville; one (1) at St. George; one (1) at 
Harleyville; one (1) at Ridgeville; and one (1) at Summerville. 
That on and after February 1st, 1935, the office of Magistrate at 
Reevesville shall be abolished. 

§ 2. Jurisdiction—Salaries—Qualification.—Ejach of said 
Magistrates shall have jurisdiction over the entire County for the 
trial and disposition of cases, and shall receive the annual salaries 
hereafter provided by the General Assembly. Each of said Magis- 
trates shall be a resident of the territory to be served by him and with- 
in which the primary clubs are situate whose voters nominate him, 
as hereinafter provided. 

§ 3. Appointment — Nomination — Districts.—The five 
Magistrates herein provided for said County shall be appointed for 
terms of two years, commencing February 1, 1933, by the Governor, 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, as now provided by law, 
but nominations for such appointments, which shall be recommenda- 
tions only, may be made in any party primaries held in the County 
and pursuant to the rules and regulations of the County Executive 
Committee of such party, not inconsistent with the terms hereof. 
The Magistrate at Reevesville shall be voted for at the following 
voting clubs in the primary, or such other clubs as may hereafter 
be formed within their respective territories: Cattle Creek, Reeves- 
ville and Grover. The Magistrate at St. George: Pregnall, St. George 
No. 1, St. George No. 2 and Indian Fields. The Magistrate at 
Harleyville: Rosses and Harleyville. The Magistrate at Ridgeville: 
Beech Hill and Ridgeville. The Magistrate at Summerville: Jedburg, 
Knightsville, Carolina (Summerville), Dorchester (Summerville) 
and Delmars. 
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§ 4. Constables—Salaries.—The Magistrates at St. George, 
Summerville, Ridgeville and Harleyville shall each name a Constable, 
who shall receive the same salary provided for the Magistrate mak- 
ing the appointment. The other Magistrate shall appoint no Con- 
stables, but shall call on the Sheriff’s Deputies or Rural Police to 
serve any papers for them. 

§ 5. Magistrates to Make Monthly Reports—Penalty.— 
Each Magistrate in said County shall on or before the first Monday 
in each month report in writing to the Clerk of Court a complete 
list of all cases handled by him during the preceding month, together 
with their disposition, and shall turn over to the County Treasurer 
at the same time all moneys collected during the preceding month 
for fines, etc., taking his receipt therefor: Provided, That in the 
event any Magistrate shall fail to make such report to the Clerk 
of Court and turn over such funds collected to the County Treas- 
urer, that said Magistrate shall not receive any salary for the said 
preceding month until such report is made and such funds turned 
over as aforesaid: Provided, furiher, That in the event any Mag- 
istrate shall fail for two succeeding months to make his report and

Those in favor of retaining the Rural Police System 
in Laurens County shall strike out the words “reduced to three” 
and “abolished”. 
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§ 4. Result to Be Reported.—The managers of the respec- 
tive voting precincts of Laurens County shall forthwith report the 
result of said election to the County Chairman of Laurens County, 
and the County Chairman of said county shall forthwith report the 
result of said election to the members of the General Assembly of 
Laurens County. 

§ 5. Effect.—If a majority or plurality of the votes be in

son of the failure of said bank or banks or banking institution, or 
refusal of said bank or banks or banking institution to keep the said 
funds safely and repay the same with any accrued interest ; such se- 
curity either in a personal or indemnity bond or collateral shall be 
aproved by the chairman of the board of county commissioners, 
county attorney, State Senator, and clerk of the court, or a majority 
of them: Provided, That any two of them may temporarily approve

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No funds shall be deposited in any bank by any public officer or 
officers of the County of Georgetown except upon competitive bids 
from reliable and responsible bidders, which bids shall be awarded 
after mailing notices to each bank or banking institution within the 
said County: Provided, That the Bank making the most advantage- 
ous bid shall be entitled to and receive all deposits of said County 
for the year, if such bank or banking institution complies with 
the requirements hereof as to security: Provided, further, That if 
two or more banks make the same bid the funds shall be divided be- 
tween such banks in proportion to their capital stock and surplus, 
and if such bank or banks cannot furnish sufficient security for all 
deposits as provided herein, the bank or banks making the next best 
bid shall be given the amount of the deposits in excess of the first 
bank or banks ability to secure such funds: Provided, That if no 
bank in Georgetown County will comply with the provisions hereof, 
then the county officers will have the authority to invite bids from 
banks outside of the County and make deposits of county funds in 
the bank or banks making the most advantageous bid and complying 
with the provisions hereof: Provided, That the advertisement for 
and award of bids provided for in this Section shall be made by the 
County Board of Commissioners and each officer or officers of said 
County, after notice by said Board of County Commissioners shall 
deposit the funds in their hands or thereafter to be received by them 
in the bank or banks selected as a depository hereunder. If more 
than one bank be chosen as depositories, each officer shall divide the 
funds to be deposited by them among the banks in such proportion 
as the Board of County Commissioners may direct from time to 
time: Provided, That all county officers shall report to the County 
Commission at the end of each month a statement of the funds they 
have on deposit: Provided, further, That the County Commission 
shall have the right to demand additional security from the bank or 
banks named as the depository bank for County funds whenever in 
their judgment the security is inadequate. 

The County Treasurer of Georgetown County and any other of- 
ficer of said county who have any funds now on hand are hereby re- 
quired immediately upon notice being given him or them by the 
Board of County Commissioners of the bank or banks selected as a 
depository to place such funds in said bank or banks.

All able-bodied male persons between the ages of 
21 and 50 years, inclusive, residing in Oconee County, shall pay an 
annual commutation road tax of One Dollar, which shall be included 
in the taxpayer’s return to the Auditor, and shall be paid as and when 
other taxes are paid. The tax herein provided for if not paid when 
due shall be subject to the same penalties and collected by executions 
as are other taxes: Provided, That Ministers of the Gospel in 
charge of congregations, persons disabled in the military service of 
this State or of the United States, Confederate Veterans, school 
trustees, persons physically unable to do manual labor, and persons

AN ACT Fixing the Rate of Taxation on Dogs in Hampton

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School Trustees for 
New Forest School District, in Barnwell County. 


Section 1. Election of Trustees for New Forest School 
District, Barnwell County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County Superin- 
tendent of Education of Barnwell County shall on the third Tuesday 
in February, 1933, and on the same day in February of each year 
thereafter hold an election for securing school trustees for New 
Forest School District in Barnwell County. He shall provide a ballot 
box with a sufficient number of blank ballots upon which the names 
of the trustees shall be written by those who vote in said election. 
He shall open the poles for balloting at 9 A. M. and close the same 
at 2 P. M. He shall appoint two electors of said District to assist 
him in holding the election and the said election shall be held at 
some convenient and suitable point within the said district, The 
County Superintendent of Education shall advertise the holding of 
said election each year by posting a notice of same in three con- 
spicuous places within the said District. At the first election to be 
held under this Act, the County Superintendent of Education shall 
appoint the three receiving the highest number of votes in said elec- 
tion to serve the said district as trustees as follows: the one receiv- 
ing the highest number of votes shall hold office for a term of three 
years, the one receiving the second highest number of votes shall 
hold office for a term of two years and the one receviing the third 
highest number of votes shall hold office for a term of one year, The 
term of office shall begin on March 1st, 1933. Every year thereafter 
one trustee shall be nominated annually for said district for a term 
of three years and until his successor is nominated and qualified. 

§ 2. Term of Incumbents Expire March 1, 1933.—The 
term of office of the present trustees of New Forest School District 
in Barnwell County shall terminate on March Ist, 1933.

AN ACT to Authorize the Dorchester County Delegation, 
Together with the County Treasurer and the Chairman 
of the Board of Directors to Dispose of Certain Bonds 
and Notes, and to Provide for the Expenditure of the 
Funds Derived Therefrom. 


Section 1. Sale of Bonds or Notes Held by Dorchester 
County Treasurer—Expenditure of Proceeds and Certain 
Other County Funds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the members of the delegation in 
the General Assembly from Dorchester County, together with the 
County Treasurer and the Chairman of the Board of Directors are 
hereby authorized and empowered by resolution adopted by the 
majority thereof in meeting assembled, to dispose of or sell any 
Bonds or Notes now held, or which may hereafter be acquired by 
the County Treasurer of Dorchester County, for the benefit of 
Dorchester County. That they may direct the expenditure of any 
funds realized on the sale of any Bonds or Notes as they may by 
such resolution direct, and they may in the same manner direct the 
expenditure of any other funds in the County Treasurer’s hands; 

Provided, however, That the authority herein conferred shall be 
strictly limited to the disposition of such funds in the hands of the 
Treasurer as, under existing law, may be applicable to general county 
purposes, and in no case shall be construed to embrace any funds 
due the State of South Carolina, school funds sinking funds pro- 
vided for by law.

AN ACT to Exempt From Local and County Taxes Certain 
Personal Property Within Oconee County 


Section 1. Certain Personalty Exempted From County

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furniture actually used by a family for household purposes within 
Oconee County, and one milk cow used by the family, is hereby 
exempted from all local and county taxes, The intent of this Act is 
that it shall not be retroactive, but shall apply only to taxes for the 
year 1933 and thereafter. 

§ 2. Duty of County Auditor.—It shall be the duty of the 
County Auditor to keep a separate column for the entry of the prop- 
erty exempted from local and County taxes by the above Section 
so that the State Levy, if any there be, may be laid and collected.

AN ACT to Provide Annual Salaries for the County Officers 
of Laurens County and to Provide for the Payment of 
Fees Collected by Such Officers to the County Treas- 
urer Monthly and to Require the County Officers to 
File Monthly Reports of Such Collections with the 
County Auditor. 


Section 1. Laurens County Officers to Receive Salaries 
in Lieu of Fees.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That from and after March Ist, 1933, the 
following officers of Lattrens County to-wit; the Sheriff, the Clerk 
of Court, the County Treasurer, the County Auditor, and all other 
county officers now on a fee basis, or on part salary and part fee

~ annual County Supply Bill and which shall be in full compensation 
for their services and in lieu of all fees allowed their respective 
offices under the law. 

§ 2. Fees — Collection — Disposition. — The County of- 
ficers referred to and included in Section 1 hereof shall collect in 
advance the fees allowed now under the law to them in the perform- 
ance of their duties and shall keep an accurate account of all such 
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’ collections and shall on or before the 10th day of each month pay 
all fees collected by them for the month just preceding to the County 
Treasurer of Laurens County and shall within the same time limit 
file with the County Auditor of Laurens County a duly verified and 
itemized statement showing the amounts and sources of collection. 

§ 3. Duty of County Board.—lIt is hereby made the duty of

Section 1. § 3386, 1932 Code Amended—Size of Nets 
to Be Used for Shad Fishing, 1933.—Be it cnacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the state of South Carolina: That Section 3386, 
Volume 2, Code of Laws of South Carolina 1932 be, and the same 
is hereby amended by striking from said section the following pro- 
viso ; “Provided, however, That nets now in use of mesh not less than 
five and one-half inches may be used during the shad season of 
1932,” and by inserting in lieu thereof the following proviso: 

“Provided, however, That nets of mesh not less than five and one- 
half inches may be used during the shad season of 1933”. so that 
said section 3386 when so amended shall read as follows :” 

“No nets for catching shad shall be used with a mesh of less 
than six (6) inches nor extending more than half way across any 
stream, nor within two hundred (200) yards of any net previously 
set, nor shall it be lawful to set any nets for catching shad in lakes or 
in coves, tributary to any stream, whether navigable’or not: Provided, 
That the provisions of Sections 3385 and 3386 shall not apply to 
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the use of bow nets or revolving dip traps operated on Great Pee 
Dee River between Cheraw and the North Carolina line, which may 
be used between January Ist and May Ist: Provided, further, That 
no net or seine shall be used in the muddy waters of any river within 
twenty-five (25) yards of the mouth of any clear water stream 
emptying into said river. Provided, however, That nets of mesh not 
less than five and one-half inches may be used during the shad sea- 
son of 1933. Provided further, it shall be unlawful to sell or offer 
for sale any net suitable or intended for shad fishing of a mesh less 
than six inches. 

Any person, firm or corporation violating the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and be punished by a fine 
not exceeding One Hundred Dollars, and/or be imprisoned for not 
exceeding thirty days.

AN ACT to Establish a Civil and Criminal Court for a 
Certain Portion of Oconee County, To Fix Its Jurisdic- 
tion, To Provide for Its Officers, Their Appointments 
or Election, To Provide Remuneration, Term of Office, 
And to Define Their Powers and Prescribe Their Du- 
ties. 


Section 1. Civil and Criminal Court for Certain Por- 
tion of Oconee County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: For that portion of Oconee County 
bounded by the Seneca River and its headwaters, the North Caro- 
lina line, Chattooga River and the Tugaloo River, and the An- 
derson County line, there is hereby created and established a Civil 
and Criminal Court with such jurisdiction in said territory, with 
such officers, and with such powers and duties as are hereinafter 
defined and prescribed. 

§ 2. Jurisdiction.—The said Court shall be inferior to the 
Court of Common Pleas and General Sessions. It shall have con- 
current jurisdiction with the Court of Common Pleas in all matters 
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both at law and in equity (except where title to real estate is in- 
volved) where the matter in controversy or the thing sued for does 
not exceed the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00). The said 
Court shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the Court of General 
Sessions in all cases less than felonies where the punishment does 
not exceed ten years imprisonment or $5000.00 fine. All cases within 
the above limits which are now for trial before the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas or before the Court of General Sessions may be trans- 
ferred before this court for trial. After the passage of this Act all 
cases within the said limits may be instituted either in this court, or 
in Circuit Court and transferred to this court for trial. 

§ 3. Officers.—(1)—Judge—There shail be a judge of the 
said court who shall be one learned in the law who shall be a resi- 
dent of the County. It shall be his duty to convene the said court 
for the trial of criminal cases every second Monday of each month 
and to continue the monthly term until all cases on the docket are 
tried or otherwise disposed of. He shall at all times hold the said 
court open for the purpose of accepting pleas of guilty, He shall 
likewise at the conclusion of the criminal business at each monthly 
term hear and dispose of any civil business on docket which may be 
ready for disposal, and he shall at all times hold the said court open 
for the purpose of giving judgment by default. 

The judge of the said court shall have the power to summon the 
Grand Jury of the county for the purpose of passing on any bills of 
indictment prepared by the Solicitor of the circuit which are in the 
jurisdiction of the said court, and for no other purpose. He shall 
have the power to issue writs of injunction and prohibition, manda- 
mus, punish for contempt as the Circuit Court, and grant bail in 
cases within his jurisdiction. Within the limits of jurisdiction of 
this court the judge of the Civil and Criminal Court hereby created 
is invested with all the authority and powers that rest in judges of 
the Circuit Courts of this State. 

(2) Prosecuting Attorney—These shall be a prosecuting Attorney 
of said court whose duty it shall be to investigate all criminal cases 
‘instituted in or transferred to his court, and to diligently prepare and 
prosecute the said cases with all convenient speed with as little delay 
and cost as is commensurate with the orderly administration of jus- 
tice. He shall consult all witnesses for the State before a term of 
court and have only such as are material to appear for the trial. To 
this end he is empowered to summons the witnesses to appear at his 
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office before the term of court next ensuing, and they shall be bound 
to appear when so summoned under penalty of being punished as 
for contempt. The witnesses so summoned for consultation shall re- 
ceive as full compensation mileage to and from home one time at 
five (.05) cents a mile. The Prosecuting Attorney shall so arrange 
his trial docket that cases shall be set for trial on a particular day 
and the material witnesses shall be summoned to attend court on 
that day and no other. On the trial of cases the witnesses for the 
state shall receive the fees and mileage now provided by law. 

(3)—The Judge and Prosecuting Attorney of the said Court shall 
hold their respective offices for a term of four years and until their 
successors are qualified and commissioned. For the first term they 
shall be appointed by the Governor in the same manner as are Mas- 
ters in equity. Thereafter the Judge of the said court shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Bar Asso- 
ciation of Oconee County and the Prosecuting Attorney shall be 
nominated in the primary and elected at the general election next 
ensuing before the expiration of his term of office. The Judge and 
Prosecuting Attorney shall take the oath required ie Judges of the 
Circuit Courts and Solicitors. 

(4) Remuneration—The Judge and the Prosecuting Attorney of 
the said court shall each receive a salary of Fifty($50.00) dollars 
per month to be paid by the treasurer upon the vouchers of the 
Supervisor of the county. 

§ 4. Juries.—All cases tried in said court shall be tried by 
a jury consisting of six qualified jurors, In civil cases each party shall 
be entitled to strike three names. In criminal cases the state and de- 
fendant shall enjoy the number of challenges now prescribed by law 
for similar cases in the Circuit Court. The jury Commissioners of 
the county on the first Monday of each month without notice shall 
draw publicly from the regular jury box of the county 18 names of 
persons who shall be summoned by the sheriff to serve as jurors 
for the ensuing term of said court. The jurors attending said Court, 
excepting Grand Jurors, shall receive one ($1.00) dollar per day 
and five (.05) cents a mile to and from their homes by the ‘shortest 
route one time during such term. The jurors summoned for the trial 
of criminal cases shall continue for the trial of civil matters: Pro- 
vided, that no juror shall be required to attend longer than one week, 
excepting where the trial of a case in which he is a juror shall con- 
tinue beyond the week. 
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§ 5. Clerk—Records—Judgments.—The clerk of the cir- 
cuit Court, shall act as clerk of this court and shall keep stich calen- 
dars, minutes, and records as are necessary in a court of record. 
Judgments in this court shall be entered of record in the judgment 
books of the Circuit Court. The cost and fees allowed in the Cir- 
cuit Court shall obtain likewise in this court. 

§ 6. Sheriff.—The Sheriff of the County shall attend, and 
be subject to the orders of this court in like manner as the Circuit 
Court. 

§ 7. Stenographer.—The Judge shall appoint an official 
Stenographer for the court who shall be sworn to truly take and 
transcribe the proceedings of the court. The stenographer shall re- 
ceive three ($3.00) dollars per day while actually engaged in court 
to be paid by the county in criminal cases and by the losing party in 
civil cases, but the party demanding a stenographer in civil cases 
shall advance the stenographer’s cost. It shall not be the practice to 
take the testimony in criminal cases except where the defendant 
demands it. For transcripts of record, the stenographer shall receive 
the fees allowed stenographers in Circuit Court. 

§ 8. Bailiffs.—The Judge of said court may appoint not ex- 
ceeding two Bailiffs as occasion may require to serve said court. 
The compensation of the said Bailiffs shall be one ($1.00) dollar 
per day. 

§ 9. Pleading and Practice.—The same forms of plead- 
ing and practice and the same rules of evidence shall obtain in this 
court as are provided for and observed in cases in the Circuit Courts. 

§ 10. Appeals.—Appeals shall be taken from said Civil and 
Criminal Court direct to the Supreme Court under the same rules 
as are now prescribed for appeals from the Circuit Courts. 

§ 11. All Acts, or parts of Acts, inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 12. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 5577 of the 1932 Code of Laws 
of South Carolina Relating to An Election of School 
Trustees in Oconee County So As to Provide for Their 
Appointment and Term of Office. 


32 STATUTES AT LARGE [Act 31 


Section 1. School Trustees—Oconee County—Term.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: From and after the passage of this Act, school trustees in Oco- 
nee County shall hold office for a term of three years, their terms 
being so arranged that the term of one trustee shall expire each year. 
To determine the order in which the terms of the boards of trus- 
tees commissioned after the passage of this Act shall expire, the 
boards appointed shall each for himself draw from a concealed con- 
tainer prepared by the Superintendent of Education a card on which 
shall be written either one year, two years, or three years, They shall 
be accordingly commissioned for the length of term drawn, Irre- 
spective of the time of appointment in the year 1933 the terms of 
office of the trustees shall expire the first day of July, 1934, first day 
of July, 1935, and the first of July, 1936, accordingly as they shall 
have drawn and been commissioned for one, two, or three years, 

§ 2. Appointment.—The County Board of Education, on 
or before the fifteenth day of March, 1933, shall appoint boards of 
trustees for all school districts in the county where the term of office 
expires in 1933. In those school districts where the term of office of 
trustees or any of them expires in the year 1934, the County Board 
of Education, on or before the fifteenth day of March, 1934, shall 
appoint and commission a board of trustees for such districts, Im- 
mediately upon such appointments of such boards they shall repair 
to the office of Sunerintendent of Education and determine the length 
of their respective terms according to the provisions of Section 1 
of this Act. Each year following the appointment of trustees for 
any district as herein provided, the County Board of Education, on 
or before the first day of June shall appoint and commission one 
trustee for a term of three years to succeed that trustee whose term 
of office expires on the first day of July following. 

§ 3. Certain Patrons May File Petition in Behalf of 
Individuals—Effect.—The patrons of a school district having 
children or wards who actually attend the school of the district may 
express their choice without the necessity of any election by filing 
with the County Board of Education a written petition signed by a 
majority of such patrons requesting the appointment of a particular 
person for a trustee. The County Board of Education shall pay due 
regard to such petition, but in the interest of the school, they may, 
in their discretion appoint some other person. 
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§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. . 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create a Rural Police System for Oconee 
County, to Provide for Their Appointment, Removal, 
Remuneration and Define Their Powers and Duties. 


Section 1. Rural Police System for Oconee County— 
Creation—Number—Appointment—Term—Removal. — Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There is hereby created a Rural Police System for Oconee County, 
to consist of four Rural Police, They shall be appointed and com- 
missioned by the Governor upon recommendation of the County 
Senator, with the county members of the House of Representatives 
or a major fraction of them. They shall be commissioned to hold 
office at the pleasure of the county delegation and shall be subject 
to removal upon the recommendation of the County Senator, with 
the county members of the House of Representatives or a major 
fraction of them, and it shall be mandatory upon the Governor when 
such recommendation is made to revoke formally any commission 
so recommended. . 

§ 2. Powers and Authority.—They shall have full police 
authority, shall have power to arrest without warrant in all cases 
where crimes are committed in their view and they succeed in ap- 
prehending the perpetrator of the crime while on the scene or during 
continuous flight and chase. In all cases, other than those heretofore 
mentioned, they are authorized and empowered to arrest on any legal 
warrant, and make regular search and seizures, In cases of felonies, 
or where they have legally sufficient reason to suspect that a felony 
has been committed, and there is danger of the escape of the felon, 
they may arrest without warrant provided that they at once proceed 
to have a warrant issued. The shall have power to call to their aid, 
in time of need, and deputize any bystander or citizen within call 
for the purpose of serving process upon a felon, or one charged with 
a felony, or to assist them in preventing the commission of a felony. 
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§ 3. Duties.—It shall be the duty of the rural police to police 
regularly and exclusively the rural districts of the county, but may 
make arrests in towns; they shall strive for the enforcement cf all 
laws of the State; diligently watch for violations of the law, ard 
search out and apprehend all violators of the law. To this end, it 
shall be their duty to meet with the county delegation of the General 
Assembly and formulate and adopt a regular system of patrol 
throughout the County. Such system of patrol shall be so arranged 
as to take them into all parts of the County in such way as to render 
the enforcement of the law most efficiently, They shall follow the 
system of patrol so formulated as nearly as possible, deviating from 
it only on call or in case of emergency, They shall keep a daily 
written record upon blanks to be furnished by the County showing 
the number of miles traveled and where, investigations made and 
what, arrests made and whom, trials and result, and penalty on con- 
' viction. These reports shall be sworn to and shall be filed on the 
first day of each ensuing week with the County Senator as Chair- 
man of the County Delegation. The rural police shall call in the 
various communities of the county upon persons known to favor 
law enforcement and seek information, advice and counsel as to 
conditions in their community with respect to law and order. They 
shall at all times, when not in conflict with other duties, act in co- 
operation with the other law enforcement officers, both state and 
federal. , 


§ 4. Compensation.—Each rural police shall receive as com- 
pensation such sum as the county delegation may from year to year 
appropriate for this purpose. 

§ 5. Attend Court—Serve Criminal Process.—It shall be 
the duty of the rural police to attend without summons all courts 
in cases where they are witnesses, or have made the investigation 
and procured the apprehension of the defendant. They shall serve 
all criminal processes when placed with them for service and shall 
do so as speedily as possible. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Reduce the Number of Trustees in Waterloo

Section 1. Trustees for Waterloo Special School Dis- 
trict No. 14, Laurens County—Number.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the number 
of trustees of waterloo special School District, No. 14, in Laurens 
County, be, and the same is hereby reduced in number from seven 
(7) to five (5). That the five trustees now acting in that capacity ;

and Rex Lanford shall continue in office until their successors are 
selected in the manner now provided by law.

Act 597 of 1932 Acts Amended—Compen- 
sation of Sheriff of Georgetown County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act en- 
titled “An Act to Provide for the Compensation of County Officers 
and Employees of Georgetown County,” designated as Act No. 597 
of the Acts of 1932, be and the same is hereby amended by inserting 
after the word “processes” on line 7 of said Act the following: “ex- 
clusive of tax executions which are hereinafter provided for,” so 
that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 1. That beginning January 1, 1932, the County Officers 
of Georgetown County shall receive the compensation as herein pro- 
vided, and such salaries shall be in lieu of all other fees or com- 
pensation either directly or indirectly from the County or State, ex- 
cept the Sheriff who shall receive five (5c) cents per mile actual 
travel in serving legal processes exclusive of tax executions which 
are hereinafter provided for; Clerk of Court $2,200.00; Sheriff $2,- 
350.00; County Auditor $2,200.00; County Treasurer $2,200.00: 
Provided, That the salary herein made for County Auditor and 
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Treasurer shall be inclusive of the amount paid by the State; 
Coroner, $100.00 and $10.00 for each inquest held. All of the above 
salaries shall be per annum, payable monthly. The salaries herein- 
above provided for shall be in lieu of all clerk hire and fees of what- 
ever nature or description collected by them as now provided for by 
law, and all fees collected by any officer under the law now requir- 
ing such fees to be collected shall be turned over to the County Treas- 
urer of Georgetown County monthly, together with a statement from 
such officer properly verified, showing the amounts collected by him 
during the preceding month and also fees accruing to the office and 
not collected, a copy of said report shall be filed with the County 
Commissioners at the same time it is filed in the Treasurer’s office 
and the County Commissioners shall not pay any salary of any County 
officer who fails to file such report. The same fees as are now pro- 
vided for by law for the various services, recording, ete., in each 
effice shall be collected in advance except as to recording judgments 
and pleadings: Provided, That the Clerk of Court shall not enter up 
any judgment in any default case unless the cost of said cases as 
taxed by him are paid in full. And the said Clerk shall not enter up 
judgment in any litigated case unless the cost as taxed by him be 
either paid or secured by a bond approved by him, Where a judg- 
ment or decree provides for the sale of real estate by the Clerk or 
‘Sheriff, the Clerk may enter up judgment without payment or se- 
curity or costs. Any officer failing to comply with the provisions of 
this Act shall be immediately served with written notice by the 
County Commissioners demanding such report, and if within ten 
(10) days after the service of said written notice the officer has 
failed to file this report he shall be removed from his office by the 
Governor upon request of the Legislative Delegation: Provided, 
jurther, That in addition to the fees herein allowed the Sheriff for

AN ACT to Abolish the Offices of the Present Magistrates 
and Constables of Spartanburg County and to Provide 
Eight (8) Magistrates in Spartanburg County and to 
Fix Their Salaries. 


Section 1. Present Offices of Magistrates and Con- 
stables in Spartanburg County Abolish«d.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
offices of the present Magistrates and Coxstables of Spartanburg 
County are abolished. 

§ 2. Magistrates for Spartanburg County—Number— 
Term—Salaries.—There shall be eight (8) Magistrates for Spar- 
tanburg County, who shall go into office on February 15, 1933, or 
as soon thereafter as they may be appointed and qualify. Their 
terms of office shall be for two (2) years from the date of their 
appointment and until their successors shall have been appointed and 
qualified. The said Magistrates shall be appointed by the Governor 
upon the consent and advice of the Senate. They shall receive an- 
nual salaries as follows, payable monthly : 

Spartanburg, No. 1 at the City of Spartanburg $1,200.00; Spar- 
tanburg, No. 2 at the City of Spartanburg $1,200.00; Inman $350.00; 
Landrum $150.00; Chesnee $250.00; Woodruff $350.00; Enoree 
$150.00; Lyman $350.00. 

Of matters within the jurisdiction of Magistrates’ Courts, both 
civil and criminal, the said Magistrates shall have jurisdiction all 
over Spartanburg County. Their salaries as fixed herein shall be 
payable monthly and shall be in lieu of all fees both in civil and in 
criminal cases. They shall collect no fees for the performance of any 
duty connected with a criminal matter. However, in civil matters 
they shall collect the fees authorized and now allowed by law and 
' shall keep an accurate account thereof and the amount of such fees 
collected by them during the calendar month just preceding to the 
Auditor of Spartanburg County, and at the same time shall pay over 
to the ‘Treasurer of Spartanburg County all of such collections ac- 
companying each payment with an itemized statement, showing the 
source and amount of such fees. All such fees in civil matters shall 
be payable in advance. The reports required herein of the Magis- 
trates shall be sworn to, and it is made unlawful for the Supervisor, 
or governing body of Spartanburg County, to approve or pay claims

AN ACT Creating a Sinking Fund Commission for the 
County of Jasper; Providing Who Shall Compose Said | 
Commission, and Defining Its Powers and Duties. 


Section 1. Sinking Fund Commission, Jasper County— 
Members.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That there is hereby created a Sinking Fund Com- 
mission in Jasper County. The members shall be the Treasurer, Clerk 
of Court and Auditor of Jasper County, of which the Treasurer 
shall be Chairman and the Clerk of Court Secretary thereof. 

§ 2. Turn Bond Funds over to Commission.—That all 
monies and securities now held by the Treasurer of Jasper County 
for the payment of bonds shall within thirty days after the approval 
of this Act be turned over to said commission, and all monies here- 
after received by the Treasurer of Jasper County for the payment 
of bonds, and interest thereon, shall be turned over to the said Com- 
mission on the 10th day of January and the 30th day of June of each 
year. 

§ 3. Payment of Interest Due by County.—The said Com- 
mission shall pay all interest on bonds and bonded indebtedness of 
Jasper County as same matures from said fund. 

§ 4. Investment of Funds.—The said Commission is au- 
thorized to invest funds in its hands in United States bonds, State 
of South Carolina bonds, Jasper County bonds, or bonds of any 
political subdivision of Jasper County, or Jasper County notes se- 
cured by tax levy, or taxes due, provided said tax levy or taxes due

pledged as security must be at least twenty per cent. in excess of the 
amount borrowed. 

§ 5. Disposition of Securities—Redemption of Bonds.— 
The said Commission is authorized to dispose of any of the se- 
curities now held by the Treasurer, or hereafter acquired, and re- 
deem any bonds whenever there are sufficient funds on hand for. that 
purpose: Provided, no securities shall be sold below par nor shall 
any bonds be redeemed above par without the consent of the dele- 
gation. 

§ 6. Deposit of Funds Not Invested.—That all monies 
now on hand, or hereafter collected and not invested as above set 
forth, and not needed to pay obligations within six months, shall be 
placed to the credit of the Sinking Fund Commission in a savings 
account in some reliable bank within sixty days from the approval 
of this Act, or within thirty days from the date of the collection of 
said monies. 

§ 7. Execution of Checks—Bond Required. of Members 
—Compensation.—That all checks shall be signed by the chair- 
man and countersigned by the secretary of the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, The members of said Commission shall give bond in the 
sum of ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars each and shall receive as 
compensation for their services as members of said commission the 
sum of fifty ($50.00) dollars each per year, and the premium on the 
bond of the members and their salaries shall be paid from the funds 
of the Sinking Fund Commission for Jasper County.

AN ACT to Create a Board of Trustees for Hunter School 
District Number Five in Laurens County and to Name 
and Fix the Number of Trustees and Term of Office 
and.Prescribe Their Powers, Duties and Authority, and 
to.Provide Manner and Method of Selecting, Trustees 
and Filling Vacancies. 


Section 1. Trustees for Hunter School District No. 5, 
Laurens County—Appointment—Vacancies.—Be it enacted 
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by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Board of Trustees of Hunter School District Number five (5) 
Laurens County shall be composed of the following five members 
who are hereby appointed and constituted the Board of Trustees 
of said School District, and who shall hold office for the term here- 
inafter in this section of this Act respectively designated for each 
and until the successor for each shall have been appointed as here- 
inafter in this Act prescribed, to-wit: Butler Boyd is hereby ap- 
pointed to hold office until June 30th, 1938; C. M. Bailey is hereby 
appointed to hold office until June 30th, 1937; Dr. T. L. W. Bailey 
is hereby appointed to hold office until June 30th, 1936; W. W. 
Harris is hereby appointed to hold office until June 30th, 1935; Mrs. 
E.. J. Adair is hereby appointed to hold office until June 30th, 1934. 
At the expiration of the term of office of each of said trustees, his 
successor shall be appointed as hereinafter in Section 2 of this Act 
provided. In the event of a vacancy in the office of any of the afore- 
said trustees, appointment to fill any such vacancy shall be made by 
the Board of Trustees; any appointment made thereto by the Board 
of Trustees shall be sufficient authority to the person so appointed 
to take the oath of office and assume and exercise the duties thereof. 

§ 2. Election—Term—Vacancy.—A mass meeting of the 
resident qualified electors of Hunter School District Number Five 
_ in Laurens County shall be held at 3 o’clock P. M. on the second 
Tuesday of June, 1934, and at the same time on the second Tuesday 
of June of each year thereafter, for the purpose of selecting a trustee 
to succeed the trustee whose term expires on June 30th next there- 
after. Every such meeting shall be under the management of the 
Board of Trustees of said school district, one of whom shall preside; 
and the meeting shall be held in the High School Auditorium (for 
whites) of said school district. In the event the said high school 
auditorium is not available, then the meeting shall be held in the 
auditorium of some other school building of the dibtrict to be desig- 
nated by the board of trustees. The Trustees selected at any such 
meeting shall be a person qualified under the law to act as trustee. 
The selection of any trustee at any such meeting shall be by roll call 
vote of the resident qualified electors present ; the name of the quali- 
fied person receiving a majority of the votes of the qualified electors 
present and voting shall be immediately thereafter certified by the 
board of trustees to the County Board of Education. The person 
whose name has been certified to the County Board of Education by 
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the board of trustees shall be commissioned as a trustee for said 
school district by the County Board of Education for the term of 
five years beginning with the first day of July next following after 
the selection of such trustee by the resident qualified electors as in 
this Act prescribed ; and such person shall hold office until his suc- 
cessor has been selected and commissioned as in this Act provided. 
Any vacancies occurring in the board of trustees of said school dis- 
trict the filling of which is not provided for in Section 1 of this Act, 
- shall be filled by appointment by the board of trustees of said dis- 
trict until the next regular selection date, at which time a trustee 
shall be selected to fill out the unexpired term represented by the 
vacancy.

Section 1. § 3499, 1932 Code, Amended—Appointment 
of Industrial Peace Officers—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 3499, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to the appointment of 
Peace Officers for Industrial Corporations, be, and the same is hereby 
amended by striking from said section the following: 

“The said deputy shall be removed by the said sheriff and another 
deputy appointed by him satisfactory to the said president or treas- 
urer or other executive officer of said corporation, whenever the 
said president or treasurer or other executive officer shall make a 
statement in writing to the sheriff of said county, stating that the 
said deputy is not discharging his duties to the satisfaction of said 
president or treasurer or other executive officer, and requesting a 
change of appointment ;” and by inserting in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: 

“In communities or localities of one hundred or more inhabitants 
two or more such deputies shall be appointed by the sheriff of the 
county in which said community or locality is situated, if the presi- 
dent, treasurer, or other executive officer of the industrial corpora~ 
tion located therein shall so request in writing, the number of such 
deputies to be maintained in any such communities to be determined 
by the industrial corporation ; and in case of an industrial corporation 
owning, operating or controlling plants, branches or factories in sep- 
arate communities or localities, each community or locality may be 
provided under the terms of this Section with one or more such 
deputy sheriffs or constables upon the written request of the proper 
officer of such corporation. Any deputy appointed under this Section 
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‘ shall be removed from office by the sheriff and his commission shall 
stand cancelled, if the president, treasurer or other executive officer 
of the corporation which requested his appointment shall file with 
the sheriff a written request that he be removed. Provided, however, 
The said sheriff in the exercise of his discretion may revoke the 
commission of said special officer for any cause whatsoever.” 

So that said Section 3499 when so amended shall read as follows: 

‘Upon a written statement of the president or treasurer or other 
executive officer having the management of any industrial corpora- 
tion located in any county of this State, setting forth that in his 
opinion the interests of the industrial community and locality under 
their management require special police supervision, and that in the 
said community fifty or more inhabitants are comprised; and directed 
to the sheriff of the said county, it shall thereupon be the duty of 
the said sheriff to appoint a discreet and suitable person as his deputy 
and one satisfactory to the president and treasurer or other executive 
officer of said corporation requesting the appointment, whose term 
of office shall expire with the term of the sheriff, unless sooner by 
him removed; and who shall reside within the community and upon 
the property for whose protection he is appointed, and whose salary 
shall be paid by the corporation at the instance of whose president 
or treasurer or other executive officer managing the said corporation 
the appointment is made, the amount to be fixed by contract with 
said corporation, acting through its president or treasurer or other 
executive officer; and whose jurisdiction as its officer shall extend 
over the property controlled by the said president or treasurer or 
other executive officer having the management of said corporation, 
and in addition over all territory within a radius of one mile from 
the main building in which the industry of the corporation is oper- 
ated. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the said deputy 
shall take the oath prescribed by the Constitution and Statutes of 
this State. In communities or localities of one hundred or more in- 
habitants two or more such deputies shall be appointed by the sheriff 
of the county in which said community or locality is situated, if the 
president, treasurer, or other executive officer of the industrial cor- 
poration located therein shall so request in writing, the number of 
such deputies to be maintained in any such communities to be deter- 
mined by the industrial corporation; and in case of an industrial 
corporation owning, operating or controlling plants, branches or fac- 
tories in separate communities or localities, each community or local- 
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ity may be provided under the terms of this Section with cv or 
more such deputy sheriffs or constables upon the written request 
of the proper officer of such corporation. Any deputy appointed 
under this section shall be removed from office by the sheriff and 
his commission shall stand cancelled, if the president, treasurer or 
other executive officer of the corporation which requested his ap- 
pointment shall file with the. sheriff a written request that he be 
removed, Provided, however, The said sheriff at any time in the 
exercise of his discretion may revoke the commission of said special 
officer for any cause whatsoever.”

Fee for Search by Clerk of Court and Register 
of Mesne Conveyance, York County, Abolished.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the fee for searches now provided by law and collected by the Clerk 
of Court and Register of Mesne Conveyance of York County be, 
and the same is hereby abolished. 

§ 2. Collection of Fees by Clerk of Court and Register

Court and Register of Mesne Conveyance, except that in cases where 
the subject matter of the action is real or personal property suffi- 
cient in value to yield the costs and filing and cancellation fees on 
crop mortgages given to the United States Government or any de- 
partment thereof, such fees shall not be collected in advance. 

§ 3. Same—Record of Fees Collected—Settle Monthly. 
—That the Clerk of Court and Register of Mesne Conveyance shall 
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keep in duplicate accurately and completely itemized accounts of all 
fees and charges collected, and shall on or before the tenth (10th) 
day of each calendar month submit one copy sworn to by him to the 
Treasurer of the county, together with payment to said Treasurer 
in full of all such fees and charges collected during the preceding 
month, which funds shall be placed by the Treasurer of the County 
to the credit of the Ordinary County funds. 

§ 4. Monthly Accounts—When—Payment.—Any per-

AN ACT to Amend Section 37, Volume I, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, Relating to the Powers of Cir- 
cuit and Special Judges at Chambers, So as to Enlarge 
the Powers and Jurisdiction at Chambers. 


Section 1. § 37, 1932 Code, Amended—Circuit Judges 
May Hear Appeals from Magistrate and Municipal Courts 
at Chambers.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 37, Volume I, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, relating to powers of circuit and special 
Judges, be and the same is hereby amended by adding at the end 
of paragraph one of said Section the following proviso: 

“Provided, further, That circuit Judges shall have the power to 
hear appeals for magistrate’s courts and/or Municipal Courts to the 
Court of General Sessions, and the Court of Common Pleas, upon 
notice herein required being given for the hearing of the same,” so 
that said Section 37 when so amended shall read as follows: 
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“Section 37. All regular and special Judges shall have at cham- 
bers in any county within the circuit in which they are resident or 
in the circuit in which they are assigned to hold Court, all powers 
and jurisdiction, which they have and exercise in open Court in any 
county within said circuit, except for the determination of such 
matters as necessitate trial by jury. They may hear and determine 
actions for partition and foreclosure suits and all other equity mat- 
ters concerning real estate whether within or without the county 
where the land in question lies: Provided, In all contested matters 
the adverse party shall be entitled to notice of the time and place of 
any hearing at chambers, which notice when not otherwise fixed by 
statute or rule, shall be at least ten days prior thereto. And Provided, 
Further, That no hearing except with consent, shall be had outside 
the Judicial Circuit of the Judge having jurisdiction: And Provided, 
Further, That where the service is made by publication the ten days’ 
notice of application for judgment may be inserted in the first or 
any subsequent publication or mailed at the last known residence 
of the defendant or defendants: And Provided, Further, That in all 
other cases except by consent, and in partition and foreclosure suits 
and cases where summons is served by publication, the notice of the 
application for judgment shall not be made until after the time for 
answering or making return has expired: And Provided Further, 
That circuit Judges shall have the power to hear appeals from mag- 
istrate’s courts and/or Municipal Courts to the Court of General 
Sessions, and the Court of Common Pleas, upon notice herein re- 
quired being given for the hearing of the same. 

In case any Judicial Circuit is without a resident Judge, by reason 
of death, absence, disqualification or otherwise and no other Judge, 
special or regular, is presiding therein, then jurisdiction in all mat- 
ters arising in such circuit is conferred tpon and shall be exercises 
by the resident Judge of the adjoining circuit or by any Judge pre- 
siding therein; and any Judge exercising such jurisdiction shall first 
satisfy himself of the necessity of same by affidavit of the moving 
party.”

AN ACT to Declare it a Felony to Receive or to Attempt 
to Take Money or Other Property, Under Threat of 
Kidnapping, or the Commission of Some Other Felony, 
and to Provide Punishment Therefor, and to Define 
Kidnapping and Provide a Penalty Therefor. 


Section 1. Obtaining Money or Property Under Threat 
of Kidnapping or Committing a Felony—Penalty.—Be it eu- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
any person or persons who shall obtain any money, or property of any 
kind, from another, by way of threat or threats, that if the money 
or property is not paid or turned over, a person will be kidnapped, 
or some other felony will be committed, shall be guilty of a felony 
and upon conviction shall be imprisoned for a period of not more 
than ten years. 

§ 2. Taking or Attempt to Take Money or Property by 
One Making Threat—Penalty.—If money or property is sought 
to be turned over, or left where the person making such threat, or 
threats, can get it, pursuant to such threats, the taking, or the at- 
tempt to take, of such money or property, by the person making such 
threats, shall constitute a felony, regardless of its value or character, 
and upon conviction the same punishment shall be inflicted as is 
provided in Section 1 of this Act. 

§ 3. Misdemeanor to Make Such Threats—Penalty.— 
That the making of such threat or threats, whether anything is ob- 
tained thereby or not, shall constitute a misdemeanor and punish- 
ment shall be inflicted by imprisonment for not more than one year. 

§ 3-A. Kidnapping Defined—Penalty.—Any person or 
persons who detains anyone from the free exercise of his or her 
liberties and against l:is or her consent shall be deemed and construed 
to be kidnapping, and upon conviction for such shall be imprisoned 
for a period of not less than five years, or more than forty years. 
Provided, It shall not be construed kidnapping between parties who 
have some right to the detention of any child or children.

other public funds shall be liable upon their official bonds for the

in the names of the officers in their official capacities and to secure

§ 2. Treasurer’s Checking Account—Temporary Ac- 
counts.—For convenience as an active or checking account the 
Treasurer of said County may maintain a deposit account in a bank 
or other depository in an amount not exceeding Ten Thousand (10,- 
000.00) Dollars, for which said Treasurer need not require security 
as prescribed in the foregoing section of this Act; and the other 
officers of said county who may collect funds from any source which 
are to be temporarily held by them may likewise deposit such funds

“Provided, further, The Town Council of the Town of Port Royal 
shall have power by ordinance to impose an annual tax on all real 
and personal property within the corporate limits of said town, but 
such tax shall not exceed twenty mills or two dollars on each one 
hundred valuation,” so that said section when so amended shall read 
as follows: 

“Section 7414: The said town council shall also have power by 
ordinance to impose an annual tax upon all real and personal prop- 
erty within the corporate limits of said town, but such tax must not 
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exceed fifty cents on the one hundred dollars: Provided, The Town 
Council of the towns of Moncks Corner and St. Stephens, in Berkeley 
County, South Carolina, shall have power by ordinance to impose 
an annual tax on all real and personal property within the corporate 
limits of said towns, but such tax must not exceed fourteen mills, 
provided no increase of said levy above five mills shall be made 
until the same is submitted to the qualified electors in said towns 
and approved by them, and it shall also have power, by ordinance, 
to levy an annual tax upon any business or occupation conducted 
within the corporate limits. The taxes so levied shall constitute a 
lien upon the property upon which it is levied paramount to all liens, 
except the lien for state and county taxes. For the purpose of col-

AN ACT to Create a Comptroller for Oconee County, to 
Provide for His Qualifications, Appointment, Term of 
Office, and Remuneration: To Prescribe His Powers 
and Define His Duties and Provide Advisors to Him. 


Section 1. Comptroller for Oconee County—Creation.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: There is hereby created the office of Comptroller for Oconee 
County. 

§ 2. Appointment—Qualification—Term—P a y.—T he 
Comptroller shall be agpointed and removed by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of the County Senator, with the County Mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives or a major fraction of them. 
The Comptroller shall be a person fully capable of keeping and 
auditing the books of the County; he shall hold office for a term of 
four years and until his successor is appointed and qualified ; he shall 
receive as compensation, Eighteen Hundred ($1800.00) Dollars 
a year, payable monthly on vouchers of the Supervisor. 

§ 3. Powers.—The Comptroller is hereby invested with full 
authority at all times to require all officers of the County to submit 
all records, books, papers, moneys and deposits for his inspection 
and supervision ; he is invested with full authority to take charge of 
and safely keep all moneys for the retirement of bonds whether they 
be County, Township or School District bonds, and to deposit, lend, 
or invest the same with the written approval of the Board of Ad- 
visors hereinafter provided for. 
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§ 4. Duties—-Secretary.—(1) It shall be the duty of the 
Coraptroller and his office to carefully supervise each and every of- 
fice of the County collecting or disbursing moneys and to see that the 
laws governing them are strictly observed. (2) He shall monthly ex- 
amine the collections of all officers collecting moneys, and shall see 
that all such moneys are promptly paid into the hands of the Treas- 
urer; he shall monthly assist the Treasurer in making proper dis- 
tribution according to law of all funds coming into the hands of 
the Treasurer ; he shall likewise each month assist the Superintend- 
ent of Education in making the proper allotment of school funds to 
each school district of the County. (3) The Comptroller shall keep 
a set of books in which he shall carry a separate account for each 
item for which any taxes are collected or moneys are appropriated. 
He shall each month credit the several accounts with any collections 
made during the month previous for that account, and shall charge 
to the several accounts the sum total of any disbursements made 
.against each account as appears from the books of the several of- 
fices, carrying forward each month the balance remaining to the 
credit of that account. He shall furnish the Treasurer and each of- 

ficer authorized to issue vouchers a statement each month of the 
balance to the credit of each account on which the officer is author- 
ized to issue vouchers. (4) The Comptroller shall make and keep an 
account of all bonds owing by the County, Townships, or school 
Districts, together with the dates of maturity, and all moneys for 
retiring the bonds whether current collections or sinking funds. He 
shall from time to time ascertain and report in writing to the Super- 
visor and the County Delegation to the General Assembly whether 
the several funds will be sufficient to pay the bonds and interest 
when due. (5) The Comptroller is specifically charged with the duty 
of enforcing the law that no warrant or voucher shall be honored 
and no check issued in excess of the moneys provided for any par- 
ticular purpose, and to this end he shall report to the Grand Jury all 
overdrafts against any account and the officer responsible for same. 
When any fund is exhausted he shall notify the County Delegation 
to the General Assembly, the Treasurer, and the Supervisor or Su- 
perintendent of Education accordingly as the Supervisor or Superin- 
tendent of Education issues vouchers against the fund. (6) The 
Comptroller shall, not later than the first day of April, 1933, take 
over from the Sinking Fund Commission of Oconee County as now 
constituted all moneys, bonds, notes, contracts, or other evidences 
of debt owned by or due to the County, Townships, or the several 
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School Districts. By and with the written approval of the Board of 
Advisors, the Comptroller shall deposit and safely keep, or lend, or 
invest ali moneys belonging to any sinking fund and coming into 
his hands. He may with the written approval of the Board of Ad- 
visors, when in their judgment it would be to the best interest of 
any sinking fund involved, sell any bonds, notes, contracts, or other 
evidences of debt in which the sinking fund may be invested. He shall 
monthly apply for and receive from the Treasurer all moneys col- 
lected for the retirement of bonds whether the same be sinking funds 
or collections for current payments on principal or interest of bonds. 
At the expiration of his term of office whether by resignation, re- 
moval, or limitation of time, the Comptroller shall faithfully account 
to his successor for all matters handled by him, and shall deliver to 
his successor all books, records, papers, moneys, bonds, notes, con- 
tracts and other evidences of indebtedness in his hands belonging 
to the County, Townships or any of the School Districts. (7) The 
Comptroller shall appoint a secretary to himself who shall receive 
six hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum payable monthly on 
vouchers of the Supervisor. The secretary shall keep under the di- 
rection of the Comptroller the records of his office, and shall assist 
in the performance of the duties herein required of the Comptroller. 
The Comptroller’s office shall act as clerk to the Supervisor. 

§ 5. Board of Advisors to Comptroller—Duties and 
Powers—Deposits.—For the purpose of safely handling and pre- 
serving the moneys for the retirement of bonds of the County, 
Townships, atid School Districts, whether current collections for 
payment of bonds or interest, or whether sinking funds, the Bank 
of Walhalla and the South Carolina State Bank of Seneca are here- 
by constituted a Board of Advisors to the Comptroller. They are 
authorized and empowered to advise with and approve all deposits, 
investments and loans of moneys in the hands of the Comptroller 
for the payment of County, Township or School District bonds, and 
the sale of any bonds, notes, contracts, or other evidence of debt 
held by the said Comptroller for any of said funds. And no deposit, 
investment, loan, or sale shall be made by the Comptroller without 
the written approval of the said Board of Advisors. 

§ 6. Payment of Principal and Interest on Bonds— 
Vouchers.—The Comptroller and his Board of Advisors are 
charged with the payment of the principal and interest of all bonds 
from moneys which are in their keeping for payment of same. All 
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vouchers shall be signed by the Comptroller and countersigned by 
each of the Board of Advisors. 

§ 7. School and County Funds—Separation—Deposi- 
tories.—The Comptroller is authorized and empowered, and it shall 
be his duty, to require the Treasurer to segregate and keep separate 
the school funds of the County from the ordinary County funds, and 
to direct the depositories for said funds. 

§ 8. Oath—Bond.—The Comptroller before assuming the 
duties of his office shall take and subscribe the oath required of other 
fiscal officers, and shall enter into bond in the sum of $40,000.00 with 
some authorized guaranty or bonding company as surety thereon, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties. The premiums 
tor said bonds shall be paid on the vouchers of the Supervisor of 
the County.

ice, to act in the capacity of, and perform the duties of chief Mate 
or Master of Ocean Steamers of any gross tons and First Class 
Pilot of Georgetown Bay and Winyah Bay to docks at Georgetown ; 
or any person who by reason of service and experience in piloting 
steamboats across the Georgetown Bar and the waters of Winyah 
Bay and tributaries, shall in lieu of all other requirements be deemed, 
skilled, competent and otherwise sufficiently qualified to perform the 
duties of a full branch of licensed pilot for the port of Georgetown, 
and upon satisfactory evidence of such qualifications by such ap-

Section 1. § 4131, 1932 Code, Amended—Commuta- 
tion Road Tax, Chester County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Section 4131 of the Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be and the same is hereby amended 
by striking out all of said Section and substituting in lieu thereof 
the following to be known as Section 4131, so that said Section 
when so amended shall read as follows: 
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Section 4131: That all able-bodied male persons between the ages 
of twenty-one and fifty, both inclusive, on March lst of any year 
residing in Chester County, not exempt under the general law, ex- 
cept those who are required to perform road duty or pay commuta- 
tion tax in incorporated cities and towns, shall be subject to road 
duty and shall be required to perform or cause to be performed an- 
nually three (3) days’ labor upon the roads of the county in the 
sub-division of the county with respect to roads and highways in 
which he shall reside: Provided, all persons subject to road duty 
may in lieu of performing such labor pay to the County Treasurer 
the sum of One ($1.00) Dollar, which shall be due when other 
county taxes are due, and which shall be included in the taxpayer’s 
return to the auditor and shall be paid to the County Treasurer 
as and when other taxes are paid. If the tax is not paid when due 
the defaulting taxpayer shall be subject to the terms and penalties 
provided in this Section. The names of all persons subject to road 
duty herein specified, who shall fail to pay the commutation tax 
specified herein when due, shall be transmitted by the County Treas- 
urer to the Board of County Directors, who shall proceed as herein 
specified to require these delinquent road taxpayers to perform the 
road work herein required ; And all persons subject to road duty who 
shall fail to pay the commutation tax herein provided when due 
shall be called out sometime during the remainder of the year fol- 
lowing the last day of payment of such taxes, at such times as may 
be designated by the Board of County Directors to perform the 
number of days labor above mentioned. It shall be the duty of the 
magistrate and the magistrate’s constable in each township to co- 
operate with the Board of County Directors and road supervisor 
in the enforcement of the law relating to the commutation tax and 
the collection of said tax after the taxpayer shall be in default. In 
all cases when magistrate’s constables shall collect this commutation 
tax after default without warrant having been sworn out and criminal 
- prosecution entered, he shall be entitled to receive and collect a fee 
of one ($1.00) dollar for said service to be paid as costs by the de- 
linquent taxpayer; and in all cases where criminal prosecution is 
instituted before a magistrate, the magistrate shall be entitled to a 
fee of one ($1.00) dollar and the constable a fee of one ($1.00) 
dollar to be retained by them out of any fines imposed or amount 
collected by them from delinquent taxpayer over and above the one 
dollar due county for road tax: Provided, further, That any person 
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caliming exemption from the provisions of this Section on account 
ef physical disability shall be required to furnish a certificate of 
disability dated within sixty days of its presentation from one reg- 
ular reputable physician and shall, in addition, file with the County 
Board of Directors an affidavit showing that he is not financially 
able to pay said commutation tax; if he be physically unable to per- 
form the duties required of him but financially able to pay the tax, 
he shall be required to pay the tax notwithstanding his physical dis- 
ability.

AN ACT to Amend Section 5474 Volume Two Code of Laws 
of South Carolina , 1932, Relating to Transportation 
of Pupils to and from Public Schools, So as to Author- 
ize Local Trustees in Lexington County to Designate 
Official Routes and to Participate in Letting Contracts 
for the Transportation of Pupils, and to Further Regu- | 
late the Terms of Such Contracts. 


Section 1. § 5474, 1932 Code, Amended—Letting of 
Contracts for Transportation of School Children in Lexing- 
ton County Regulated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That subdivision 1 of Section 5474, 
Volume II, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, entitled “Dis- 
bursement of Funds for Transportation of Pupils to and from Public 
Schools,” be amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 
“Provided, That in Lexington County the local Trustees of School 
Districts operating bus routes for transportation of school children 
shall designate such official routes which shall be the most direct 
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routes through the territories served, so as to reduce each official 
route to the minimum mileage.” 

Amend subdivision 3 of said Section 5474 by adding after the 
words “Jasper County” on line 13 the words “and Lexington Coun- 
ty,” and by adding after the words “Jasper County” on line 23 the 
words “and the superintendent of education for Lexington County,” 
and by adding at the end of said subdivision 3 the following: “Pro- 
vided, That in Lexington County contracts for transportation of 
pupils may be let for a term of from one to three years, and shall 
be let on or before the second Tuesday in July of any year in which 
new contracts are to be made,” so that said Section 5474 when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 5474: (1) The county board of education of the re- 
spective counties of South Carolina shall designate official routes 
for the transportation of pupils to and from public schools in said

(2) “There shall be paid for transportation out of the State funds 
appropriated for the 6-0-1 school law the sum of three hundred 
fifty thousand ($350,000.00) dollars to be apportioned to the coun- 
ties of the State on the basis of per pupil per mile of transportation 
on these official transportation routes, in each of the counties of 
the State: Provided, That no pay shall be made for fractions of a 
mile. 

(3) “All contracts for transportation of pupils shall be let only 
after public bidding has been advertised for in one or more news- 
papers of the county at least once a week for not less than three 
consecutive weeks. All bids shall be addressed to the county super- 
intendent of education, marked on outside of sealed envelope ‘Bid 
for transportation of pupils on route No. , and shall be 
opened at the hour designated in the advertisement. Bids shall be 
opened and awards made by the county board of education, who 
shall have the right to reject any and all bids, and to readvertise for 
new or additional bids. All contracts for transportation shall be 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidder: Provided, however, That 
the provisions of this subsection shall not apply to counties or school 
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districts owning their own school buses, and in stich cases such 
counties and school districts shall share in the funds provided in 
subsection 2 the same as all other counties and school districts ; Pro- 
vided, That in Jasper County and Lexington County all such con- 
tracts for transportation of pupils shall be let by the superintendent 
of education and the trustees of the respective school districts in 
said county, after notice to all bidders by publication of the same 
in one or more newspapers having circulation in said county for three 
(3) consecutive weeks prior thereto, which notice shall state the 
time and place the contracts shall be let. All bids for any such con- 
tracts shall be submitted, in writing in sealed envelopes, and filed 
with the trustees of the respective school districts, and which bids 
shall be held under seal by the trustees with whom filed.

of the State of South Carolina, the County of Union or Township 
or School District Bonds of said County, at the market value of the 
same on the day of such deposit or deposits. 

§ 2. insure Funds Deposited in Officer’s Safe, Etc.—All 
officers and their deputies, who have the custody of public funds 
belonging in part or in whole to the County of Union, shall safe- 
guard the same against Joss whenever deposited in the safe of the 
officer or other safe place by taking out Burglary, Theft, and/or 
Breach of Trust Insurance in an amount to cover all such de- 
posits. 

§ 3. Liability of Officers.—The official bond of all officers, 
and of deputy officers under them, shall be held liable for any and 
all loss by whatever cause to the said County when said public 
funds are not deposited in accordance with the foregoing provisions 
of this Act.

AN ACT to Abolish the Office of the Tax Collector in Edge- 
field County and to Devolve These Duties upon the 
Sheriff of Said County, and to Abolish Certain Fees 
and Commissions Allowed in the Collection of Delin- 
quent Taxes. 


Section 1. Sheriff, Edgefield County, Collect Its Delin- 
quent Taxes—Office of Tax Collector Abolished.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
powers, duties and authority now vested by law in the tax collector 
of Edgefield County as to the collection of delinquent taxes, seizure 
and sale of property, the making of deeds, and all other powers in- 
cident to the performance of the duty of collecting back taxes, are 
on and after May Ist, 1933 conferred upon the sheriff of Edgefield 
County, and he shall have and exercise all of the powers and au- 
thority conferred by law upon sheriffs in this State in the matter of 
collection of delinquent taxes, and thereupon the office of Tax Col- 
lector of Edgefield County is abolished. 

§ 2. Settlement by Tax Collector.—Within ten days prior

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the County Board of Com- 
missioners as the Forfeited Land Commission of Sum- 
ter County to Set Aside Land as Game Sanctuaries in 
Sumter County and to Provide for the Propagation and 
Protection of Game and Timber Thereon. 


Section 1. Game Sanctuaries for Sumter County.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The County Board of Commissioners of Sumter County as the For- 
feited Land Commission of Sumter County be, and it hereby is di- 
rected to forthwith set aside for game sanctuaries, such tracts of 
land owned by such Forfeited Land Commission of not less than 
two hundred (200) acres in each tract, in the several sections of 
Sumter County, suitable for such purposes; and upon the setting 
aside of such lands as herein directed, the said Board shall forth- 
with advertise in the two newspapers published in Sumter County a 
notice against trespass thereon, and post notice against trespass by 
any person for the purpose of hunting thereon. Such land so set 
aside as herein provided shall be held as game sanctuaries for a 
period of not less than twenty years. 

§ 2. Protection for Sanctuaries and Game—Plant Crops. 
or Trees.—The said Board shall provide for the protection of said 
game sanctuaries from fire, and shall for such purpose cause such 
fire brakes to be cut as may be necessary, using chain gang labor 
whenever necessary for such work as may be proper to protect and 
preserve such sanctuaries from fire, and for the purpose of planting 
food or cover crops or pine or other merchantable trees thereon. 

§ 3. Duties of County Peace Officers.—It shall be the 
duty of the Rural Police, the Sheriff, Game Warden and Constables 
of Sumter County to protect the said lands so set aside as aforesaid 
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from trespass, or fire, and to prosecute any person trespassing, or 
setting out fire on said lands set aside as aforesaid. 

§ 4. Record Deeds for Sanctuaries—Use Restricted.— 
Upon setting aside such lands as hereinabove provided, the said 
Board shall file and cause to be recorded in the proper books of the 
office of the Clerk of Court a deed or deeds, setting aside said lands 
as game sanctuaries of said County for the period of twenty years, 
and for such period of time said lands shall be held and used for no 
other purpose, save to take therefrom such timber aS may be mer- 
chantable and to plant and harvest food and cover crops thereon.

AN ACT Relating to the Deposit of Public Funds of Lan- 
caster County and the Liability of Officers and of Their 
Bondsmen Therefor; and to Repeal an Act Entitled 
“An Act to Regulate the Deposit of County Funds in 
Lancaster County. 


Section 1. Deposit of Lancaster County Funds by Its 
Treasurer—Depositories. Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That the Treasurer of Lancas- 
ter County is hereby required to keep all Sinking Funds in his hands 
or coming into his hands on deposit at interest with the banks of 
Lancaster County in proportion to the capital stock of said banks, 
and all checking funds shall likewise be deposited by the Treasurer, 
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Provided, The County Treasurer of Lancaster County is authorized 
to use the Bank of Kershaw as a depository of County funds of said 
County. The monies so deposited shall be deposited according to the 
capital stock and surplus funds. Provided, further, That in case it 
is necessary for the County to borrow money, the bank or banks of- 
fering the lowest rate of interest shall be entitled to preference in 
the deposit of checking account funds; but no depository shall be 
allowed to charge exchange on any County check drawn on said 
bank. 

§ 2. Act 493 of 1914 Acts Repealed—Deposit of Lan- 
caster County Funds.—That an Act entitled “An Act to Regu- 
late the Deposit of County funds in Lancaster County,” known as 
Act No. 493, approved February 18, 1914, be, and the same is here- 
by repealed. . 

§ 3. Depositories for Sheriff—Liability of Treasurer and 
Sheriff for Deposits.—That banks in which the Treasurer of 
Lancaster County is authorized to deposit public funds shall also 
constitute depository banks for the Sheriff of Lancaster County. 
That in the event the Treasurer of Lancaster County or the Sheriff 
of Lancaster County loses any public funds by reason of the same 
being deposited in any of the banks authorized by law, the said of- 
ficers nor their bondsmen shall be liable therefor; Provided, That 
the Sheriff is not relieved of paying moneys collected by him over to 
the Treasurer within the time limit now fixed by law.

Provided, further, That the Treasurers 
of Jasper and Colleton Counties shall refund all dog taxes paid in 
1933—and that the Supervisors of Jasper and Colleton Counties are 
authorized and required to issue their warrants payable to the Treas- 
urers for the actual cost of all 1933 dog tags now in the possession 
of the Treasurers,” so that said section when so amended shall read 
as follows:

amination, at his own expense, by a biologist to be approved by the 
State board of health, of a sample of its water, drawn from a faucet 
used for drinking purposes, packed and shipped in accordance with 
the instructions to be furnished by the secretary of the State board 
of health, and the result of such examination shall be verified by a 
statement under oath of the chemist or biologist making the same, 
and published at least once in a newspaper published in the town or 
city using said water, within ten days after receipt thereof. For 
carrying out the provisions of this section, the State board of health 
is authorized and empowered to have the bacteriological examination 
made as hereinbefore provided for and to charge for the same the 
sum of five dollars for each examination. As a check and as a guaran- 
tee of the faithful performance of the requirements laid down in 
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this section, the State board of health shall make, or have made by 
its authorized agents, such inspections of the water sheds and such 
chemical and bacteriological examinations of the public water sup- 
plies of the State as may be deemed necessary to insure their purity. 
Should such inspections or examinations show condition or condi- 
tions dangerous to the public health, the secretary of the State board 
of health shall notify the mayor, the municipal health officer and the 
superintendent or manager of the waterworks at fault, and demand 
the immediate removal of said dangerous condition or conditions. 
If, at the end of thirty days after the service of said notice and de- 
mand, the said dangerous condition or conditions shall have not been 
removed, to the extent that due diligence could accomplish such re- 
moval, the said secretary shall have printed in one or more of the 
local newspapers a plain statement of the facts for the information 
and protection of the citizens using the water. Provided, That noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed to prohibit any municipality 
from imposing such additional tests and requirements as they may 
deem necessary, and the decision of the municipal authorities shall 
be supreme. Every water company, its managing officers and di- 
rectors, and the mayor and alderman of every city and town, who 
shall neglect or fail to comply with and carry out the provisions of 
this section, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished by a fine 
of not exceeding one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not ex- - 
ceeding thirty days for each and every offense.”

Section 1. Tax Collector to Certify Nulla Konas, Errors, 
or Duplicate Charges in Tax Records—Return such Execu- 
tions within 2 Years.—Re it enacted by the General Assembly 
of.the State of South Carolina: That the Tax Collector for every 
nulla bona, error, or duplicate charge in the executions which are 
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turned over to him by the County Treasurer shall attach a certificate 
to each execution setting forth the fact that the said execution is a 
nulla bona, error, or duplicate charge and the reason for such ex- 
ecution being uncollectible.

That the County Auditor cannot establish in consultation with the 
Tax Collector and County Treasurer that an execution is not a 
nulla bona, error, or duplicate charge; and Provided, further, That 
if the tax charges of any particular school district have already been

—Members—Term.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: There is hereby created a Rural Police 
Commission for Pickens County which shall consist of three (3) 
reputable citizens of said county, to be designated as hereinafter 
provided, and whose terms of office shall be for a period of three

The Mayor and Council 
of the Town of Seneca shall appoint three managers to hold said 
election. The managers shall take the usual oath and shall require 
the same of all persons offering to vote. The polls shall be opened 
at 8:00 A. M. and remain open until 4:00 P. M., after which the 
ballots shall be counted and the result be declared. Those receiving 
the highest vote shall be declared duly elected and shall be commis- 
sioned by the County Board of Education for the ensuing term. The 
Mayor and Council may establish as many polling places as they 
deem necessary appointing three managers for each precinct. 

§ 3. Trustees—Terms—Elections for Successors.—The 
trustees elected as provided for in Section 2 shall hold office for 
terms of two, four, and six years, to be determined according as 
they receive the highest vote at the election. In the event of a tie 
vote, then the terms shall be determined by lot. After the first elec- 
tion, an election for one trustee shall be held every two years on 
the second Tuesday in March without petition therefor, but after 
two weeks published notice, to elect a successor to that trustee whose 
term expires in that year and the one so elected shall serve for a 
term of six years. 

§ 4. Extent of Repeal. —all Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with this Act are repealed insofar as they affect the said 
district. 

§ 5. Effective Date.—This Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval’ by the Governor.

further, That in the case of attachments the Clerk shall not sign 
the warrant for the same until the costs have been paid and, Pro- 
vided, further, That where complaint has been filed, upon settle- 
ment of said case a certificate of the Treasurer that the costs have 
been paid shall be necessary before said settlement shall be valid.

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Section 1. § 4495, 1932 Code, Amended—Payment 
and Use of Road Tax, Horry County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That section 4495, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, Volume Two, 1932, relating to 
commutation road tax in Horry County, be, and the same is hereby 
amended by adding the following proviso at the end of said section: 
“Provided, That any person liable for the payment of capitation 
road tax under the provisions of this Act may be permitted to work 
upon the public county roads of said county for six days in each 
calendar year in lieu of payment of said capitation road tax. Pro- 
vided, further, That all funds collected under the provisions of this 
section shall be expended upon the road from which it is collected, 
except funds collected from persons living upon roads under the 
control of the State Highway Department, and in such cases, such 
funds so collected shall be expended within the township for which 
_ it is collected and under the direction of the County Road Commis- 
sioner. Provided, further, That the County Road Commissioner and 
the County Board of Commissioners are authorized and empowered 
to provide for the working of roads in the County, appoint overseers 
and do all things necessary to carry this Act into effect,” so that 
said section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 4495: All able-bodied male persons, between the ages 
of twenty-one and fifty-five years, both inclusive, in the County of 
Horry shall be required annually to pay a capitation road tax of 
three ($3.00) dollars on or before the 31st day of December of each 
year, except ministers of the Gospel actually in charge of a congre- 
gation, persons permanently disabled in the military service of this 
State and of the United States, and to persons who served in the 
late war between the states, which capitation tax must be paid by the 
person subject thereto to the County Treasurer, and on the payment 
of same a receipt shall be issued showing the date, amount and pur- 
pose for which paid, and signed by the person collecting the same: 
Provided, That any person claiming exemption from the provisions 
of this section on the ground of physicial disability, where such dis- 
ability is not apparent, shall be required to give a certificate of dis- 
ability from two regular physicians. The said capitation tax shall 
be due and payable at the same time that the poll tax of said county 
is due and payable and shall be charged against all persons liable 
therefor by the County Auditor in the same manner as poll taxes are

Section 1. Taxes Due Calhoun, Oconee, and Williams- 
burg Counties Payable with School Claims.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Treasurer and County Sheriff of Williamsburg County, 
Calhoun County, Oconee County, are hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to accept and receive valid school claims of Williams- 
brg County, Calhoun County, Oconee County, in payment of County 
Taxes due by holders of said claims. Provided, That no school 
claim held by a third party shall be accepted in payment of taxes 
hereunder in a greater amount than said third party shall have paid 
for the same plus interest at 8% per annum, and the remainder of 
the face of such claim over and above the amount so invested by said 
third party shall be payable by the County Treasurer direct to the 
original claimant, when funds therefor are available. Provided, That 
no such claim shall be acceptable for taxes unless accompanied by 
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a statement in writing endorsed thereon or attached thereto signed by 
the original claimant setting forth the date of transfer and the 
amount received by such original claimant from the transferee. In 
the event such statement cannot be obtained as a result of causes 
beyond the control of the transferee, then the treasurer may accept 
such claim hereunder upon such written verified proof as to dates 
and amounts as the treasurer may deem satisfactory. 

§ 2. Not Applicable to State and Drainage Taxes.— 
This Act shall not be applicable to the payment of State taxes or 
drainage district taxes. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 632 and 633 of Volume I, Code 
of Laws of 1932 and All Acts Amendatory Thereof so 
as to Provide for the Rate of Per Diem and Mileage of 
Jurors and Certain Other Attendants Upon Court. 


Section 1. §§ 632 and 633, 1932 Code, Amended— 
Jurors—Other Court Attendants—Per Diem and Mileage. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Sections 632 and 633 and all Acts amendatory there- 
of, whether or not direct reference thereto be made in any such 
amendatory Act, be and the same are hereby amended by striking 
out the same and by inserting in lieu there the following, to be 
known as Section 632: 

‘ “Section 632. That jurors serving in the Circuit Courts of this 
State shall, in addition to mileage at the rate of five cents per mile, 
going to and returning from Court, receive a per diem in the several 
counties of this State, as follows: 

“(a) In the Counties of Abbeville, Bamberg, Chesterfield, Dor- 
chester, Hampton and McCormick, One Dollar and Fifty cents; 

“(b) In the Counties of Anderson, Barnwell, Berkeley, Calhoun, 
Cherokee, Chester, Clarendon, Colleton, Darlington, Dillon, Edge- 
‘field, Florence, Georgetown, Greenville, Greenwood, Horry, Ker- 
shaw, Lancaster, Laurens, Lee, Lexington, Marion, Marlboro, New- 
berry, Oconee, Orangeburg, Pickens, Richland, Saluda, Spartanburg, 
Sumter, Williamsburg and York, Two Dollars. 
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“Provided, That in the County of Marlboro petit jurors shall re- 
ceive, in addition to the per diem, Two Dollars for each night when 
detained on jury duty after ten o’clock p. m. 

“Provided, further, That in the County of Calhoun compensation 
of constables and Court criers shall be the same as that fixed by 
jurors. Provided, further, That in Calhoun County not more than 
two constables shall be engaged for attendance upon the Court of 
Common Pleas and not more than three shall be engaged for attend- 
ance upon the Court of General Sessions, except that the presiding 
Judge may provide by order for additional constables upon the ne- 
cessity therefor being made to appear to his satisfaction. 

“(c) In the County of Union, Two Dollars and Fifty Cents. 
Provided, That petit jurors shall receive, in addition to the per diem, 
Two Dollars and Fifty Cents for each night, when detained on jury 
duty after ten o'clock p. m. 

“(d) In the Counties of Aiken, Allendale, Beaufort, Fairfield and 
Jasper, Three Dollars. 

“(e) In Charleston County, Five Dollars. 

Provided, That when in said county any juror serving upon any 
case is detained by said jury service after twelve o’clock midnight, 
it shall be considered that the said juror shall have entered into a 
new day of jury service: Provided, That when a juror in said county 
is discharged from jury service before one o’clock p. m. on any dag, 
he shall only be paid one-half of the per diem herein set forth, to 
wit: The sum of Two Dollars and Fifty Cents. 

“(f£) Jurors in Magistrates Courts shall receive Fifty Cents for 
each civil case tried and mileage as allowed other jurors. 

“(g) Whenever provision is made by law for the payment of 
mileage of jurors, witnesses and other persons required to attend 
Court, or to travel to perform any legal duty, said mileage shall be 
computed and paid for by the shortest practical route to be traveled 
over any regular established highway.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with this Act be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

' § 3. This Act shall have effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Fix the Number of Members of the County 
Board of Education of Dorchester County; to Fix Their 
Terms of Office; to Define Certain Duties; to Fix the 
Method of Appointment; and, to Provide for the Ap- 
pointment of Members of Boards of School: Trustees 
and to Fix Their Terms of Office. 


Section 1. County Board of Education, Dorchester Coun- 
ty—Members—Term—Appointment.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That upon the 
expiration of the terms of office of the present members of the 
County Board of Education of Dorchester County the said Board 
shall be composed of four members: The County Superintendent of 
Education, ex-officio; Mr. J. H. Spann of Summerville, South Caro- 
lina; Mrs. J. E. Thrower of Ridgeville, South Carolina; Mr. E. C. 
Eberhardt of Reevesville South Carolina. The Board as thus con- 
stituted shall serve until July 1, 1934 and until their successors have 
been appointed. The regular terms of office of the members of the 
Board shall be for a period of one year. They shall be appointed by 
the Governor, upon the recommendation of the Legislative Delega- 
tion from Dorchester County. 

§ 2. School Trustees—Appointment — Term — Vacan- 
cies for Board of Education and Trustees.—That upon the 
expiration of the present terms of office of the members of the 
several Boards of School Trustees of Dorchester County their suc- 
cessors shall be appointed by the County Board of Education pro- 
vided for in this Act. The terms of office of the members of the 
Boards of School Trustees as first constituted under this Act shall 
be for one, two and three years, respectively, and until their succes- 
sors have been appointed and qualified, and the length of the respec- 
tive terms shall be designated by the County Board of Education. 
The regular terms of office of the members of the Boards of School 
Trustees from and after the special terms hereinabove provided for 
shall be for three years and until their successors have been ap- 
pointed and qualified, and shall be appointed for the regular term by 
the County Board of Education. Vacancies occurring for any reason 
in the County Board of Education or in any Board of School Trus- 
tees shall be filled for the remainder of the unexpired term in the 
manner provided for the filling of the regular term.

Taxes for School Purposes in Greenville County Under 
the Provisions of Section 5356, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina 1932, and to Further Define the Method of 
Holding Elections for the Issuance of School Bonds in 
Greenville County Pursuant to Section 5359, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina 1932. 


Section 1. Special Taxes for School Purposes by § 5356, 
1932 Code, Greenville County—Petition—Election.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly cf the State of South Carolina: 
From and after the approval of this Act no special tax to supple- 
ment the present school taxes in Greenville County or in any school 
district within said county shall be levied pursuant to the provisions 
of Section 5356, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, or any Acts 
amendatory thereof, unless and until a majority of the resident 
electors within any such school district in Greenville County, and 
a like proportion of the resident free holders of the age of twenty- 
one (21) years, file a petition with the County Board of Education 
of said county asking for the same and stating the rate of tax levy 
proposed and when such petition has been filed an election shall be 
held pursuant to the provisions of Section 5356, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, at which election only such electors as return 
real or personal property for taxation and who exhibit their tax 
receipts and registration certificate, as required in General Elections, 
shall be allowed to vote. 

§ 2. Issuance of Bonds for School Purposes by § 5359, 
1932 Code, Greenville County—Election.—From and after 
the passage of this Act no bonds for school purposes shall be is- 
sued by Greenville County or by any school district within said 
county pursuant to the provisions of Section 5359, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, unless and until the question of issuing bonds, 
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authorized in said Section, shall first be submitted to the qualified 
voters of such school district who return real or personal property 
for taxation within said district and no such election shal! be held 
except upon the written petition or request of at least a majority of 
the resident electors,and a like proportion of the resident free hold- 
ers of the age of twenty-one (21) years to determine whether said 
bonds shall be issued or not. 

§ 3. That all Acts‘or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Treasurer and Au- 
ditor of Allendale County to Borrow and Provide for 
the Replacement of Loans for General County Purposes 
From Certain Sinking Funds in Allendale County. 


Section 1. Allendale County May Borrow from Its Sink- 
ing Funds for General County Purposes.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Treas- 
urer and Auditor of Allendale County are hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow not exceeding Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) 
Dollars in any one calendar year, at such times as may be necessary, 
for general county purposes from any Sinking Fund held by the said 
county Treasurer, if in the discretion of the Legislative Delegation 
of said County it should be deemed advisable. Any loan made here- 
under shall be evidenced by the official note of the County Board 
of Commissioners, payable to such Sinking Fund, the said note to 
bear interest at a rate not less than the rate of interest at which said 
Sinking Fund shall be invested on the date of such loan. No loan 
shall be made hereunder except with the approval in writing of the 
Legislative Delegation duly endorsed thereon. And the said Treas- 
urer and Auditor and the County Board of Commissioners of Al- 
lendale County are hereby vested with full power to do and perform 
any and all such acts as shall be necessary and proper to render 
effective the provisions of this Act, and to create a valid and binding 
obligation of the said County of Allendale pledging the full faith 
on credit of the said County and pledging as security all taxes ap- 
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plicable to the purposes for which said money may be borrowed, for 
payment of all sums which may be borrowed hereunder. 

§ 2; Form of Notes, Etc.—All notes or evidences of in- 
debtedness executed hereunder shall be substantially in the form pre- 
scribed in Section 3949 Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932. 

§ 3. All Acts of parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

’ AN ACT to Amend Section 3374, Vol. 2, Civil Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, by Reducing the Impost Tax 
on White Shad From Eight (8) to Five (5) Cents Each. 


Section 1. § 3374, 1932 Code, Amended—Impost Tax 
on White Shad Reduced.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 3374, Vol. 2, 
Civil Code, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be amended by 
striking out in line nine of the said Section the word and figure 
“eight (8)” and by inserting in lieu thereof the word and figure 
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“five (5)” so that when so amended the said Section shall read as 
follows: 

“Section 3374—The following fisheries’ tax is hereby imposed 
upon all fish or fisheries products taken or canned, shucked or shipped 
for market, to-wit: On each sixty ounces of canned oysters two 
cents ; on every gallon of shucked oysters five cents; on every bushel 
of clams in the shell ten cents; on each bushel of oysters in the shell 
ten cents; on each terrapin (during the open season) five cents; on 
soft crabs, two cents per dozen; hard crabs, ten cents per bushel; 
on crab meat, two cents per gallon; shrimp, when cooked, one cent 
for each sixty ounces or fraction thereof; on each pound of green 
shrimp, one-eighth of one cent; Provided, That an impost tax of 
five (5) cents shall be put upon each white shad and two (2) cents 
upon each hickory shad offered for sale, or shipped from any point 
in the State to any point within or without the State; Provided, That 
the license tax on raw, oysters shall be five cents per gallon whether 
sold to local consumers or otherwise, and where said oysters are 
sold in less than gallon lots, a tax stamp shall be affixed at the rate 
of five cents per gallon.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Purchase, Construction and Im- 
provement of Waterworks Systems in Cities, Villages 
and Incorporated Towns and Water Districts in the 
State of South Carolina, and to Provide for the Issu- 
ance of Revenue Bonds Payable Solely Out of the Rev- 
enues Derived Therefrom, and to Provide for the Oper- 
ation of Such Systems in Case of Deficiencies in Reve- 
nues, and Declaring an Emergency. 


Section 1. Municipalities May Purchase, Construct or 
Improve Waterworks.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That any city, village or incor- 
porated town in the State of South Carolina, may purchase or con- 
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struct a waterworks system or construct betterments and improve- 
ments to its waterworks system as in this Act provided. 

§ 2. Cumulative—Definitions.—This act shall be construed 
as cumulative authority for the purchase or construction of a 
waterworks system or for the construction of betterments and im- 
provements thereto, and shall not be construed to repeal any existing 
laws with respect thereof. The term “waterworks” as used in this 
act shall be construed to mean and include a waterworks system in 
its entirety or any integral part thereof, including mains, hydrants, 
meters, valves, standpipes, storage tanks, pumping tanks, intakes, 
wells, impounding reservoirs or purification plants, The term “‘munici- 
pality” as used in this act shall be construed to mean any city, village 
or incorporated town in the State of South Carolina. The term “leg- 
islative body” as used in this act shall be construed to mean the 
mayor and council of any city or the president and councilman, in- 
tendent and warden of any village or incorporated town. 

§ 3. Purchase or Construction of Waterworks by Muni- 
cipality — Ordinance Required—Contents.—Whenever the 
legislative body of any municipality shall determine to purchase or 
construct a waterworks system under the provisions of this statute, 
it shall cause an estimate to be made of the cost thereof, and shall, 
by ordinance, provide for the issuance of Revenue Bonds under the 
provisions of this statute, which ordinance shall set forth a brief 
description of the contemplated improvement, the estimated cost 
thereof, the amount, rate of interest, time and place of payment and 
other details in connection with the issuance of the bonds. Such bonds 
shall bear interest at not more than six per cent (6%) per annum, 
payable semi-annually, and shall be payable at such time and place 
not exceeding twenty (20) years from their date as shall be pre- 
scribed in the ordinance providing for their issuance. Such ordi- 
nance shall also declare that a statutory lien shall exist upon the 
revenues of the property so to be acquired or constructed, fix a mini- 
mum rate or rates for water to be collected prior to the payment of 
all of said bonds, and shall pledge the revenues derived from the 
waterworks system for the purpose of paying such bonds and in- 
terest thereon, which pledge shall definitely fix and determine the 
amount of revenues which shall be necessary to be set apart and 
applied to the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds 
and the proportion of the balance of such revenues and income which 
are to be set aside as a proper and adequate depreciation account,

and the remainder shall be set aside for the reasonable and proper 
operation thereof. The rates to be charged for the services from such - 
waterworks shall be sufficient to provide for the payment of inter- 
est upon all bonds and to create a sinking fund to pay the principal 
thereof as and when the same become due, and to provide for the 
operation and maintenance of the system, and to provide an adequate 
depreciation fund. 

§ 4. Publish Ordinance—Protest—Effect.—After such 
ordinance shall have been adopted, same shall be published once in 
a newspaper published in such municipality, or if there be no news- 
paper so published,.then such ordinance shall be posted in at least 
three public places therein, with a notice to all persons concerned 
stating that said ordinance has been adopted, and that the munici- 
pality contemplates the issuance of the bonds described in the ordi- 
nance, and that any person interested may appear before the gov- 
erning body, upon a certain date which shall not be less than ten 
(10) days subsequent to the publication or posting of such ordinance 
and notice, and present protests, At such hearing all objections and 
suggestions shall be heard and the legislative body shall take such 
action as it shall deem proper in the premises. 

§ 5. Revenue Bonds—Amount—Execution—Sale—Tax 
Exempt.—Bonds herein provided for shall be issued in such 
amounts as may be necessary to provide sufficient funds to pay all 
costs of construction or acquisition, including engineering, legal and 
other expenses, together with interest to a date six months sub- 
sequent to the estimated date of completion, Bonds issued under 
the provisions of this act are hereby declared to be negotiable in- 
struments, and same shall be executed by the presiding officer and 
clerk of the municipality and be sealed with the corporate seal of 
the municipality, and in case any of the officers whose signatures 
appear on the bonds or coupons shall cease to be such officers before 
delivery of such bonds, such signatures shall nevertheless be valid 
and sufficient for all purposes the same as if they had remained in 
office until such delivery. Said bonds may be sold at not less than 
ninety cents on the dollar and the proceeds derived therefrom shall 
be used exclusively for the purposes for which said bonds are is- 
sued, and the same may be sold at one time or in parcels as funds 
are needed. Said bonds shall be exempt from State, Municipal, 
County and School taxes. 
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§ 6. Payment of Bonds.—Bonds issued under the provisions 
of this statute shall be payable solely from the revenues derived from 
such waterworks system, and stich bonds shall not in any event con- 
stitute an indebtedness of such municipality within the meaning of 
the constitutional provisions or limitations, and it shall be plainly 
stated on the face of each bond that the same has been issued under 
the provisions of this act, and that it does not constitute an indebted- 
ness of such municipality within any constitutional or statutory limi- 
tation, 

§ 7. Bonds a Lien on Revenue—Enforcement.—There 
shall be and there is hereby created a statutory lien upon the revenues 
of the waterworks system so acquired or constructed from the pro- 
ceeds of bonds hereby authorized to be issued, which shall exist in 
favor of the holder of said bonds and each of them, and to and in 
favor of the holder of the coupons attached to said bonds, and the 
income of such waterworks system shall remain subject to such 
statutory lien until payment in full of the principal and interest of 
said bonds. Any holder of bonds issued under the provisions of this 
act or of any coupons representing interest accrued thereon, may, 
either at law or in equity, enforce the statutory lien hereby con- 
ferred, and may, by proper suit, compel the performance of the 
duties of the officials of the issuing municipality set forth in this act. 
If there be default in the payment of the principal of and/or in- 
terest upon any of said bonds, any court having jurisdiction in any 
proper action may appoint a receiver to administer said waterworks 
system on behalf of the municipality with power to charge and col- 
lect rates sufficient to provide for the payment of said bonds and 
interest thereon, and for the payment of the operating expenses and 
to apply the income and revenues in conformity with this act and 
the ordinance providing for the issuance of such bonds. 

§ 8 Water Rates—Surplus.—Rates for water fixed prece- 
dent to the issuance of bonds shall not be reduced until all of said 
bonds shall have been fully paid, and may, whenever necessary, be 
increased in amounts sufficient to provide for the payment of such 
bonds, both principal and interest and to provide proper funds for 
the depreciation account and operation and maintenance charges. lf 
any surplus shall be accumulated in the operating and maintenance 
fund which shall be in excess of the cost of maintaining and operat- 
ing the plant during the remainder of the fiscal year then current, and 
the cost of maintaining and operating the said plant during the fiscal 
year then next ensuing, then any such excess may be by the Com- 
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missioners of Public Works of such municipality, or where there 
are no Commissioners of Public Works, by the legislative body, 
transferred to either the depreciation account or to the bond and in- 
terest redemption account as the Commissioners of Public Works 
or the legislative body may designate, and if any surplus shall be — 
accumulated in the depreciation account over and above that which 
the Commissioners of Public Works or the legislative body shall find 
may be necessary for the probable replacements which may be needed 
during the then present fiscal year, and the next ensuing fiscal year, 
such excess may be transferred to the bond and interest redemption 
account, and if surplus shall exist in the bonds and interest redemp- 
tion account same shall be applied in so far as possible in the pur- 
chase or retirement of outstanding revenue bonds payable from such 
account, and for that purpose the Commissioners of Public Works © 
or legislative body is hereby authorized to purchase bonds not due 
in the open market at not more than the fair market value thereof. 

§ 9. May Condemn Waterworks or Property.—For the 
purpose of acquiring any waterworks system under the provisions 

of this act, or for the purpose of acquiring any property necessary 
therefor, the municipality shall have the right of condemnation 
therefor to be made in the same manner and same way as provided 
for railroad corporations in Chapter 160 of the Civil Code of South 
Carolina, 1932, as now or hereafter amended. 

§ 10. Improvements and Betterments to Waterworks.— 
Whenever any municipality now or hereafter shall own and operate 
a waterworks system, whether constructed under the provisions of 
this act or not, and shall desire to construct improvements and bet- 
terments thereto, it may issue Revenue Bonds under the provisions 
of this act to pay for same, and the procedure therefor, including the 
fixing of rates and the computation of the amount thereof, shall be 
the same as in this act provided for the issuance of bonds for ac- 
quisition or construction of a waterworks system in a municipality 
which has not theretofore owned and operated a waterworks sys- 
tem, provided, however, that in the ordinance declaring the inten- 
tion to issue the bonds and providing details in connection therewith, 
the council shall provide, find and declare in addition to the other 
requirements set out in this statute, the value of the then existing 
system and the value of the property proposed to be constructed, and 
the revenue derived from the entire system when the contemplated 
betterments and improvements are completed, shall be divided ac- 
cording to such values and so much of the revenue as is in proportion 
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to the value of such betterments and improvements as against the 
value of the previous existing plant as so determined, shall be set 
aside and used solely and only for the purpose of paying the Revenue 
Bonds issued for such betterments, together with costs of the opera- 
tion and the depreciation thereof, and such revenue shall be deemed 
to be income derived exclusively from such betterments and im- 
provements. 

§ 11. Proceeds From Bonds and Revenue—Records-— 
Custodians—Deposit.—Any municipality issuing Revenue Bonds 
under the provisions of this act shall, either itself or through its 
Commissioners of Public Works, install and maintain a proper sys- 
tem of accounts, showing the amount of revenue received and the 
application of the same, and such municipality shall at least once a 
year cause such accounts to be properly audited by a competent audi- 
tor and the report of such audit shall be open for inspection at all 
proper times to any tax payer, water-user or any holder of bonds 
issued under the provisions of this act, or any one acting for and 
on behalf of such taxpayer, water user or bondholder. Where such 
municipality has Commissioners of Public Works, said Commis- 
sioners of Public Works shall handle and manage the funds derived 
from income received from waterworks system, constructed in whole 
or in part under the provisions of this statute, but where such mu- 
nicipality has no Commissioners of Public Works, the treasurer of 
such municipality shall be custodian of the funds derived from in- 
come received from waterworks system constructed either in whole 
or in part under the provisions of this statute, and shall-give proper 
bond for the faithful discharge of his duties as such custodian, which 
bonds shall be fixed and approved by the legislative body of the 
municipality. All of the funds received as income from a waterworks 
system constructed in whole or in part under the provisions of this 
statute, and all funds, received from the sale of Revenue Bonds is- 
sued to construct such waterworks system, shall be kept separate and 
apart from the other funds of the city, and separate accounts shall 
be maintained in which shall be placed the interest and sinking fund 
moneys and other account in which shall be placed the depreciation 
funds, and to provide for refunding outstanding certificates payable 
out of water revenue. 

§ 12. Refunding Revenue Bonds.—Whenever all of the 
holders of unpaid water revenue certificates of a particular issue, 
which were heretofore issued to pay the cost of constructing a water 
works system and are payable from the revenues thereof, shall offer

in writing to exchange same for refunding revenue bonds to be is- 
sued under the provisions of this statute, the legislative body shall 
receive the same, and if found to be properly executed, may adopt 
an ordinance incorporating therein such offer, setting forth the de- 
termined value of the entire waterworks system as same then exists, 
the value of so much of the system as was paid for by the issue of 
certificates, the unpaid portion of which are proposed to be refunded, 
the details in connection with the issuance of the bonds in the same 
manner as is provided for in the issuance of reveriue bonds, and 
fix the minimum rate or rates to be charged for water and. pledge 
such revenues, if and when the refunding revenue bonds are issued, 
to pay such bonds. Such revenues shall be applied as provided in this 
act for revenue bonds and particularly Sections 8 and 10. The 
amount of refunding revenue bonds shall not exceed and may be 
less than the par amount of certificates to be surrendered and shall 
not exceed and may be less than the determined value of so much 
of the systems as was paid for by such issue of certificates, less the 
amount of certificates paid. Such ordinance shall be published to- 
gether with notice of hearing thereon in the same manner as is pro- 
vided in this act in case of the issuance of revenue bonds, and hear- 
ing shall be had thereon as is provided in this act in case of the is- 
suance of Revenue Bonds. After such hearing the refunding revenue 
bonds may be issued, or a less amount thereof may be issued with 
the consent of the certificate holders, or the ordinance may be re- 
pealed, all as the legislative body shall determine, If the refunding 
revenue bonds are issued the certificate shall be surrendered and 
cancelled simultaneously therewith. Refunding revenue bonds issued 
under the provisions of this act shall be payable only out of the 
revenues derived from the system as provided in the ordinance and 
according to the terms of this act. Holders of refunding revenue 
bonds issued under the provisions of this act shall have similar rights 
as holders of revenue bonds issued hereunder, including the power 
to apply for a receiver to operate the system, and the municipality 
shall be under the same obligations to bondholders as is provided to 
holders of revenue bonds issued under the provisions of this act. 

§ 13. Additional and Alternative Method.—This act 
shall, without reference to any other statute be deemed full authority 
for the construction, acquisition, improvement, equipment, mainte- 
nance, operation and repair of the works herein provided for and for 
the issuance and sale of the bonds by this act authorized, and shall 
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be construed as an additional and alternative method therefor and 
for the financing thereof, and no petition or election or other or 
further proceeding in respect to the construction or acquisition of 
the works or to the issuance or sale of bonds under this act and no 
publication of any resolution, ordinance, notice or proceeding relat- 
ing to such construction or acquisition or to the issuance or sale of 
such bonds shall be required except such as are prescribed by this 
act, any provisions of other statutes of the state to the contrary 
notwithstanding : Provided, however, That all functions, powers and 
duties of the state board of health shall remain unaffected by this 
act. 

§ 134%. Water Districts Included.—All water districts 
heretofore and hereafter created under either a general or special 
Act shall, unless inconsistent with the terms of the Act under which 
it was created, have the full right to exercise and avail itself of all 
of the terms and provisions of this act and the commissioners or 
governing body of such district shall have and perform the duties 
and powers in this act conferred on the Mayor, City or Town Coun- 
cil, or the intendent and warden. The Chairman of such commission 
or governing body shall perform the duties, powers and functions of 
the Mayor or intendant. Accurate records of all official actions and 
resolutions shall be kept, and where under the provisions of this 
Act, publication is required, such action or official resolution shall 
be published and the official actions and resolutions of such com- 
mission or governing body shall for'the purpose of this act and for 
the purposes of the function of such commission have the same force 
and effect as ordinances referred to in this Act where its provisions 
are set into operation by City or Town Councils, intendants or 
wardens, The intent and purpose of this Section is to confer upon 
water districts without the corporate limits of municipalities the same 
rights, privileges, duties, powers and authority as conferred by this 
Act upon municipalities. 

§ 14. Construe Liberally.—This act being necessary for the 
public health, safety and welfare, it shall be liberally construed to 
effectuate the purpose thereof. 


§ 15. Saving Clause.—The sections and provisions of this 
act are separable and are not matters of mutual essential inducement, 
and it is the intention to confer the whole or any part of the powers 
herein provided for, and if any of the sections or provisions or parts 
thereof is for any reason illegal, it is the intention that the remain- 
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ing sections and provisions or parts thereof shall remain in full force 
and effect. 

§ 16. Effective Date.—Whereas an emergency exists for 
the immediate taking effect of this act, this act shall take effect im- 
mediately upon approval by the Governor.

Section 1. Office of Master, Dorchester County, Abol- 
ished.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the office of Master of Dorchester County be, 
and the same is hereby abolished. 

§ 2. Judge of Probate, Acting Master—Powers and 
Duties—Compensation.—That the powers and duties now ex- 
ercised by the Master of Dorchester County are devolved upon the 
Judge of Probate of said County, as Acting Master.

and Oconee Counties. 


Section 1. § 1768, 1932 Code, Amended—Anderson, 
Colleton, Oconee, and Spartanburg Counties Exempted.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Section 1768, Volume I, Civil Code, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, be and the same is hereby amended by adding 
at the end of said Section the following provision, to-wit : “Provided, 
That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to hunting, shooting, 
trapping, and killing of foxes in Anderson, Colleton, Spartanburg 
and Oconee Counties, or digging out of the ground, or pushing, or 
dragging out of a tree or log of foxes in said counties,” so that said 
Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 1768. It shall be unlawful to hunt, shoot, trap or kill 
any fox in this State, or to dig out of the ground or to push or drag 
out of a tree or log any fox or foxes in this State, except as here- 
inafter provided: Provided, That fox or foxes may be hunted or run 
with dogs in this State from September the 15th until the 15th day 
of February each year: and, Provided, further, That any person or 
persons may shoot, chase or kill any fox or foxes at any time that 
they are doing any damage upon the property of such person or 
persons or property under their control: and, Provided, further, It 
shall be unlawful to sell and ship live fox within the State: and, 
Provided, further, That no person or persons shall chase any fox 
or foxes as herein provided except on his or their own land or lands 
under his or their control. Any person or persons violating the pro- 
visions of this Section shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
twenty-five dollars or by imprisonment for not more than thirty

Section 1. § 7403, 1932 Code, Amended—Election and 
Term of Intendant and Wardens in Town of Port Royal, 
Beaufort County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 7403 of the Code of Laws, 
1932, be amended by adding at the end of said Section the following 
proviso: “Provided, further, That in the Town of Port Royal, Beau- 
fort County, said officers shall be elected every two (2) years and 
their term of office shall be for two (2) years and until their suc- 
cessors shall be elected and qualified,” so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 7403: The officers of such town shall be an intendant 
and four wardens, who shall be citizens of the United States, and 
shall have been residents of said town for four months immediately 
preceding said election. Said officers shall be elected annually and at 
such place in each town as the intendant and wardens shall designate, 
ten days’ public notice being previously given. They shall hold their 
office for a term of one year and until their successors shall have 
been elected and qualified: Provided, however, 'That in the Town of 
Andrews, in the County of Georgetown and in the Towns of Moncks 
Corner and Bonneau in the County of Berkeley and the Town of 
McClellanville, in Charleston County, said officers shall be elected 
every two years, and their term of office shall be for two years and 
until their successors shall have been elected and qualified : Provided, 
however, That in the Town of Clio, in the County of Marlboro, said ” 
officers shall be elected every two (2) years, and their term of office 
shall be for two (2) years, and until their successors shall have been 
elected and qualified: Provided, That in the Town of Chesterfield 
there shall be held a primary for the nomination of an intendant and 
wardens before such persons are elected to said offices.

Penalty in Certain Cases in the City of Spartanburg. 


Section 1. § 7470, 1932 Code, Amended—Penalty for 
Non-Payment of Taxes in City of Spartanburg when Due. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Section 7470, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina 1932, be, and the same is hereby amended by adding the 
following proviso at the end of said Section. 

“Provided, further, That in the City of Spartanburg the council 
shall have power to provide for the payment of a penalty not ex- 
ceeding ten (10%) per cent of the taxes so levied for nonpayment 
of the said taxes when due, payable when the said taxes become de- 
linquent but only two (2%) per cent of such penalty shall be levied 
for the first month that such taxes are delinquent, three (3%) per 
‘cent for the second month, and five (5%) per cent for the third 
month; but the total penalty shall in no event exceed ten (10%) 
per cent. The provisions of this proviso shall apply to the taxes for 
the year 1932 in the City of Spartanburg and all parties who have 
heretofore paid a penalty in excess of a total of ten (10%) per cent 
of the amount of such taxes shall have same refunded by said city.”, 
so that said Section 7470 when so amended shall read as follows: 
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Section 7470—All municipal corporations containing more than 
‘five thousand inhabitants shall have power to impose by ordinance 
published at least ten days, setting forth the amount levied for the 
several purposes, for which the levy may be made, an annual tax 
in such amount as in the discretion of the said municipal corporation 
may be necessary for corporate purposes, on all real estate lying 
within the corporate limits of said city or town, and all personal 
property within the same, including bonds and stocks of banks and 
insurance companies and other corporations, the real estate of 
churches and school associations from which such churches and 
school associations draw a revenue or which are intended to be rented 
out for such purposes, except stich as is exempt from taxation under 
the Constitution and laws of this State. Such tax shall be levied by 
the town authorities on the property within the corporate limits as 
assessed for taxation for county and State purposes. The said council 
shall also have power to provide for the payment of a penalty not 
exceeding fifteen (15%) per cent of the taxes so levied for non- 
payment of the said taxes when due, payable when the said taxes be- 
come delinquent ; and the taxes so levied and also the penalty, shall 
constitute a lien upon the property upon which the said tax is levied 
until paid, paramount to all other liens except the lien for county 
and State taxes; and for the purpose of collecting the same, the 
said city or town council shall have the power to enforce the pay- 
“ment of all such taxes and penalties levied and provided for, under 
the authority of this Article against the property of defaulters, to 
the same extent and substantially in the same manner, as is pro- 
vided by law for the collection of State and county taxes and pen- 
alties, except that executions to enforce the payment of the said 
taxes and penalties due the said city or town shall be issued under 
the seal of the corporation by the clerk thereof, and directed to the 
chief of police, or any other officer designated by the city or town 
council for that purpose; and except, further, that all sales under 
and by virtue of such executions shall take place in front of the city 
or town hall or other pubilc place designated by ordinance in such 
city or town. The said clerk and the said chief of police, or other 
officers so designated as aforesaid, shall be allowed the same fees 
and costs in the enforcement of such executions and for sale there- 
under as are allowed, respectively, to the county treasurer and 
sheriff, which fees and costs shall be enforceable and collectible in 
the same manner as fees and costs under county and State tax exe- 
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cutions and on sales thereunder. In addition to the annual tax au- 
thorized under this section, the city council shall have the right to 
levy such further annual tax as may be necessary to pay the interest 
on all outstanding bonds issued by said city or town and to create 
the necessary sinking funds for the redemption of said bonds at 
their respective maturities. All such additional taxes as have hereto- 
fore been levied for the purpose of paying interest on bonds and 
creating sinking funds are hereby validated in all respects: Pro- 
vided, however, That no city shall have power to extend by ordi- 
nance the lien kzrein provided for a longer term than three years 
after said tax shall become due and payable: Provided, That the town 
of Bamberg shall include the levy for the health and drainage district 
in the per cent allowed under the provisions of this section: Pro- 
vided, further, That nothing in this section contained shall be so con- 
strued as to prevent any city or town, the fiscal year of which differs 
from the fiscal year of the State, from enforcing payment of its taxes 
and penalties and executions therefor, according to the fiscal year 
of such city or town. Provided, further, That nothing in this section 
shall be so construed as to affect or abridge the lien of any assess- 
ment heretofore or hereafter levied by any such municipal corpora- 
tion upon abutting property for the purpose of paving for any 
permanent improvements upon streets or sidewalks, or the inter- 
section of streets, or the curbing of streets or drains. Provided, fur- 
ther, That in the city of Spartanburg the council shall have power 
to provide for the payment of a penalty not exceeding ten (10%) 
per cent of the taxes so levied for nonpayment of the said taxes when 
due, payable when the said taxes become delinquent, but only two 
(2%) per cent of such penalty shall be levied for the first month 
that such taxes are delinquent, three (3%) per cent for the second 
month, and five (5%) for the third month, but the total penalty 
shall in no event exceed ten (10%) per cent.

Section 1. § 5572, 1932 Code, Amended—Appointment 
and Term of Trustees Irmo School District No. 45, Lex- 
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ington County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 5572, Volume II, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to the number of Trustees 
and the appointment or election of same in Irmo School District No. 
45 and Fairview School District No. 27, in Lexington County, be 
amended by striking out all of the first sentence of said Section re- 
lating to Irmo School District and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following: 

“That the Board of Trustees of Irmo School District No. 45 in 
Lexington County, South Carolina, on and after April 15, 1933, shall 
consist of five (5) members to be appointed by the County Board 
of Education of Lexington County; one member shall be appointed 
for a period of one year, one for a period of two years, one for a 
period of three years, one for a period of four years, and one for a 
period of five years, and on April 15th thereafter one member shall 
be appointed who shall hold office for a period of five years, or until 
his successor shall qualify. Should a vacancy occur in said Board at 
any time from death, resignation or otherwise, the County Board of 
Education for Lexington County shall fill said vacancy for the un- 
expired term,” so that said Section 5572 when “o amended shall 
read as follows: 

“Section 5572. The Board of Trustees of Irmo School District

shall be appointed for a period of one year, one for a period of 
two years, one for a period of three years, one for a period of four 
years, and one for a period af five years, and on April 15th each year 
thereaiter one member shall be appointed who shall hold office for 
a period of five years, or until his successor shall qualify. Should 
a vacancy occur in said Board at any time from death, resignation 
or otherwise, the County Board of Education for Lexington County 
shall fill said vacancy for the unexpired term. After the first day of 
July, 1929, the board of trustees of Fairview school district No. 27 
of Lexington County shall consist of five (5) members, who shall 
be elected by the qualified electors in said district as hereinbelow 
provided ; to wit: On or before the first day of June, 1929, and each 
two years thereafter, the trustees of Fairview School District No.

Weigher for Town of Johnston, Edgefield County—Election 
—Compensation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 6424, Volume ITI, Code of 
Laws of: South Carolina, 1932, be amended by striking out all that 
appears in paragraph 1 of said Section after the words “shall be 
elected” on line 4 and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “One 
public cotton weigher for said town, whose term of office shall begin 
on the Ist day of September thereafter, and continue for a period of 
two years, or until his successor shall have been elected and quali- 
fied, at which election only such qualified electors who shall buy or 
sell cotton in the town of Johnston, and who live within a radius 
of six miles from the depot of said town shall be eligible to vote. 
The said cotton weigher shall bepaid for his services ten (10c.) 
cents for every bale of cotton weighed by him, five (5) cents to be 
paid by the purchaser and five (5) cents to be paid by the seller” 
so that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 6424— On the third Saturday in August, 1931, and on 
the same day every two years thereafter, there shall be conducted in 
the town of Johnston, Edgefield County, §. C. an election at which 
there shall be elected one public cotton weigher for said town, whose 
term of office shall begin on the Ist day of September thereafter, and 
continue for a period of two years, or until his successor shall have 
been elected and qualified, at which election only such qualified 
electors who shall buy or sell cotton in the town of Johnston, and 
who live within a radius of six miles from the depot of said town 
shall be eligible to vote. The said cotton weigher shall be paid for 
his services ten (10c.) cents for every bale of cotton weighed by 
him, five (5) cents to be paid by the purchaser and five (5) cents 
to be paid by the seller. 

For the purpose of holding the election provided for in this sec- 
tion, the county commissioners of Edgefield County shall, thirty 
days before such election, appoint three managers and a clerk, who 
shall be required to take their oath as managers and who shall con- 
duct such election as general elections are now conducted, and who 
shall declare the result of said election, and the one person receiving 
the highest number of votes cast shall be declared to be the duly

AN ACT Relating to the Broadcasting of Athletic Events of 
State Institutions of Higher Learning 


Section 1. Broadcast by Radio Athletic Events Partic- 
ipated in by State Institutions of Higher Learning.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the heads, or governing boards, of State institutions of higher learn- 
ing are hereby authorized and directed to permit a full play by play 
account concurrent with the play,under reasonable regulations to 
be prescribed by them, the broadcasting by radio of athletic contests 
wholly between such South Carolina institutions or any other in- 
stitutions: Provided, That no charge shall be made for the privilege 
of broadcasting said games and that at least three Broadcasting Com- 
panies shall be extended said privilege of broadcasting if desired. 

§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Prohibit Any Person, Firm or Corporation From 
Locking Employees in Buildings and Thereby Endang- 
ering Their Lives by Fire, and to Provide a Penalty 
Therefor. 


Section 1. Locking of Employees in Buildings—-When 
Uniawful.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Any person, firm or corporation employing per- 
sons and working them in buildings is forbidden to lock such em- 
ployees in said buildings where by so doing they become endangered 
by fire: Provided, The provisions of this Act shall not apply to any 
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building or buildings, room or rooms, that may be locked so as to 
be opened from the inside by any employee of ordinary intelligence. 

§ 2. Peace Officers to Enforce.—It shall be the duty of 
the Sheriff, Constables and all other law enforcing officers to see 
that the provisions of this Act are observed and to proseciite all 
violations thereof called to their attention or discovered by them. 

§ 3. Penalty for Violation.—Any violation of this Act shall 
be deemed a misdemeanor and the violator shall be subject to a 
fine of not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars nor more than One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, or not exceeding six (6) months in 
prison in the discretion of the Court. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
repealed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled, “An Act to Prohibit 
Any Person or Persons Placing, Depositing or Throw- 
ing Stink Bombs, or Tear Gas Bombs, or Any Substi- 
tute or Device Therefor Which Contains Foul or Of- 
fensive Odors, in Public Buildings or Store Houses, or 
Theatres, or Motion Picture Theatres, or Other Public 
Place, and to Provide a Punishment for the Violation 
Hereof”, Known as Act No. 882 of the 1932 Acts of 
South Carolina, Approved April 21st, 1932, so as to 
Exempt Peace Officers in the Discharge of Their Duties 
From the Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. Act 882 of 1932 Acts Amended—Peace Of- 
ficers in the Discharge of Their Duties Exempted.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
an Act entitled, “An Act to Prohibit any Person or Persons Placing, 
Depositing or Throwing Stink Bombs, or Tear Gas Bombs, or Any 
Substitute or Device Therefor which contains Foul or Offensive 
Odors, in Public Buildings or Store Houses, or Theatres, or Motion 
Picture Theatres, or Other Public Place, and to Provide a Punish- 
ment for the Violation Hereof”, known as Act No. 882 of the 1932 
Acts of South Carolina, approved April 21st, 1932, be and the same 
is hereby amended by adding the following proviso at the end of 
Section 1: 

“Provided, However, the Provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
peace officers engaged in the discharge of their duty”, so that said 
Act when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 1: That on and after the passage and approval of this 
Act, it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to place or de- 
posit or throw any stink bombs or tear gas bomb or any substitute 
or device used therefor which contains foul or offensive odors in 
any public building, or store house, or theatre, or motion picture 
theatre, or any private residence, or any boarding house or other 
building where people lodge or reside, or within the curtilage of any 
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such building, or on any sidewalk or street in front of any such build- 
ing or in front of or near any rear or side entrance to any such 
building, or at any exit to any such building, or in, at, or near any 
hole or vent, or ventilator in any such building: Provided, However, 
the provisions of this Act shall not apply to peace officers engaged 
in the discharge of their duty. 

Section 2: Any person violating any of the provisions of Section 1 
of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction shall 
be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, or by 
a fine of not more than One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, or both 
at the discretion of the trial judge. 

Section 3: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 4: This Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.”

AN ACT to Provide for the Purchase, Construction and Im- 
provement of Waterworks, Electric and/or Power Sys- 
tems in Cities, Villages and Incorporated Towns and 
Water Districts in the State of South Carolina, and to 
Provide for the Issuance of Revenue Bonds Payable 
Solely Out of the Revenues Derived Therefrom, and to 
Provide for the Operation of Such Systems in Case of 
Deficiencies in Revenues, and Declaring an Emergency. 


Section 1. Municipalities May Purchase, Construct, or 
Improve Waterworks, Electric Lighting and/or Power Sys- 
tems.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That any city, village or incorporated town in the 
State of South Carolina, may purchase or construct a waterworks, 
electric lighting and/or power system or construct betterments and 
improvements to its water works, electric lighting and/or power 
system and/or systems as in this act provided. 
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§ 2. Cumulative—Definitions.—This Act shall be con- 
strued as cumulative authority for the purchase or construction of 
a waterworks, electric light and/or power system, or systems, for 
the construction of betterments and improvements thereto, and shall 
not be construed to repeal any existing laws with respect thereof. 
The term “Waterworks” as used in this act shall be construed to 
mean and include a waterworks system in its entirety or any in- 
tegral part thereof, including mains, hydrants, meters, valves, stand- 
pipes, storage tanks, pumping tanks, intakes, wells, impounding res- 
erviors or purification plants. The term “lighting system” shall be 
construed to mean and include an electric lighting and/or power 
system in its entirety or any integral part thereof, including lands, 
houses, engines, dynamos, poles, lines, meters, dams, waterways 
and everything now or hereafter, considered necessary, proper, eco- 
nomical or convenient thereabout, and used for lights, and/or power 
for individual, and/or commercial purpose, or purposes, or as 
customary. The term “municipality” as used in this act shall be 
construed to mean any city, village or incorporated town in the 
State of South Carolina. The term “legislative body” as used in 
this act shall be construed to mean the mayor and council of any 
city or the president and councilmen, intendant and warden of any 
village or incorporated town. 

§ 3. Purchase or Construction—Ordinance Required— 
Contents.-—Whenever the legislative body of any municipality shall 
determine to purchase or construct a waterworks system and/or 
“lighting system” under the provisions of this statute, it shall cause 
an estimate to be made of the cost thereof, and shall, by ordinance, 
provide for the issuance of Revenue Bonds under the provisions 
of this statute, which ordinance shall set forth a brief description, 
of the contemplated improvement, the estimated cost thereof, the 
amount, rate of interest, time and place of payment and other de- 
tails in connection with the issuance of the bonds. Such bonds shall 
bear interest at not more than six per cent (6%) per annum, payable 
semi-annually, and shall be payable at such times and place not ex- 
ceeding twenty (20) years from their date as shall be prescribed in 
the ordinance providing for their issuance. Such ordinance shall 
also declare that a statutory lien shall exist upon the revenues of 
the property so to be acquired or constructed, fix a minimum rate 
or rates for water and/or lights and/or power to be collected prior 
to the payment of all of said bonds, and shall pledge the revenues 
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derived from the waterworks and/or lighting system, or systems, 
for the purpose of paying stich bonds and interest thereon, which 
pledge shall definitely fix and determine the amount of revenues 
which shall be necessary to be set apart and applied to the payment 

of the principal of and interest on the bonds, and the proportion of 
the balance of such revenues and income which are to be set aside 
as a proper and adequate depreciation account, and the remainder 
shall be set aside for the reasonable and proper operation thereof. 
The rates to be charged for the services from such waterworks 
and/or lighting system shall be sufficient to provide for the payment 
of interest upon all bonds and to create a sinking fund to pay the 
principal thereof as and when the same become due, and to provide 
for the operation and maintenance of the system, and/or systems, and 
to provide an adequate depreciation fund. 

§ 4. Publish Ordinance—Protest-—-Effect.—After such 
ordinance shall have been adopted, same shall be published once in 
a newspaper published in such municipality, or if there bo no news- 
paper so published, then such ordinance shall be posted in at least 
three public places therein, with a notice to all persons concerned 
stating that said ordinance has been adopted, and that the munici- 

. pality contemplates the issuance of the bonds described in the ordi- 
nance, and that any person interested may appear before the gov- 
erning body, upon a certain date which shall not be less than ten 
(10) days subsequent to the publication or posting of such ordi- 
nance and notice, and present protests. At such hearing all objec- 
tions and suggestions shall be heard and the legislative body shall 
take such action as it shall deem proper in the premises. 

§ 5. Revenue Bonds—Amount—Execution—Sale—Tax 
Exempt.—Bonds herein provided for shall be issued in such 
amounts as may be necessary to provide sufficient funds to pay all 
costs of construction or acquisition, including engineering, legal 
and other expenses, together with interest to a date six months 
subsequent to the estimated date of completion. Bonds issued un- 
der the provisions of this act are hereby declared to be negotiable 
instruments, and same shall be executed by the presiding officer and 
clerk of the municipality and be sealed with the corporate seal of 
the municipality, and in case any of the officers whose signatures 
appear on the bonds or coupons shall cease to be such officers be- 
fore delivery of such bonds, such signatures shall nevertheless be 

' valid and sufficient for all purposes the same as if they had remained 
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in office until such delivery. Said bonds may be sold at not less 
than ninety cents on the dollar and the proceeds derived therefrom 
shall be used exclusively for the purposes for which said bonds are 
issued, and same may be sold at one time or in parcels as funds 
are needed. Said bonds shall be exempt from State, Municipal, Coun- 
ty and School taxes. 

§ 6. Payment of Bonds.—Bonds issued under the provisions 
of this statute shall be payable solely from the revenues derived from 
such water works, and/or lighting system, and such bonds shall not 
in any event constitute an indebtedness of such municipality within 
the meaning of the constitutional provisions or limitations; or ex- 
cept as repaid from the actual property to be purchased from funds 
received hereunder, and the revenue from such property.And it 
shall be plainly stated on the face of each bond that the same has 
been issued under the provisions of this act, and that it does not 
constitute an indebtedness of such municipality within any con- 
stitutional or statutory limitation. 

§ 7. Bonds a Lien on Revenue—Enforcement.—There 
shall be and there is hereby created a statutory lien upon the revenues 
of the waterworks and/or lighting system so acquired or constructed 
from the proceeds of bonds hereby authorized to be issued, which 
shall exist in favor of the holder of said bonds and each of them, and 
to and in favor of the holder of the coupons attached to said bonds, 
and the income of such waterworks, and/or lighting system shall re- 
main subject to such statutory lien until payment in full of the prin- 
cipal and interest of said bonds. Any holder of bonds issued under 
the provisions of this act or of any coupons representing interest 
accrued thereon, may, either at law or in equity, enforce the statutory 
lien hereby conferred, and may, by proper suit, compel the perform- 
ance of the duties of the officials of the issuing municipality set 
forth in this act. If there be default in the payment of the principal 
of and/or interest upon any of said bonds, any court having juris- 
diction in any proper action may appoint a receiver to administer 
said waterworks, and/or lighting system on behalf of the munici- 
pality, with power to charge and collect rates sufficient to provide 
for the payment of said bonds and interest thereon, and for the 
payment of the operating expenses and to apply the income and 
revenues in conformity with this act and the ordinance providing 
for the issuance of such bonds. 
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§ 8. Water, Light and Power Rates—Surplus.—Rates 
for water, light or power fixed precedent to the issuance of bonds 
shall not be reduced until all of said bonds shall have been fully 
paid, and may, whenever necessary, be increased in amounts suf- 
ficient to provide for the payment of such bonds,both principal and 
interest and to provide proper funds for the depreciation account 
and operation and maintenance charges. If any surplus shall be 
accumulated in the operating and maintenance fund which shall 
be in excess of the cost of maintaining and operating the plant 
during the remainder of the fiscal year then current, and the cost 
of maintaining and operating the said plant during the fiscal year 
then next ensuing, then any such excess may be by the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works of such municipality, or where there are 
no Commissioners of Public Works, by the legislative body, trans- 
ferred to either the depreciation account or to the bond and interest 
redemption account as the Commissioners of Public Works or the 
legislative body may designate; and, if any surplus shall be accumu- 
lated in the depreciation account over and above that which the 
Commissioners of Public Works or the legislative body shall find 
may be necessary for the probable replacements which may be needed 
during the then present fiscal year, and the next ensuing fiscal year, 
such excess may be transferred to the bond and interest redemption 
account, and if surplus shall exist in the bonds and interest re- 
demption accotint same shall be applied in so far as possible in the 
purchase or retirement of outstanding revenue bonds payable from 
such account, and for that purpose the Commissioners of Public 
Works or legislative body is hereby authorized to purchase bonds 
not due in the open market at not more than the fair market value 
thereof. 

§ 9. Condemn Waterworks and/or Lighting System or 
Property.—For the purpose of acquiring any waterworks and/or 
lighting system under the provisions of this act, or for the purpose of 
acquiring any property necessary therefor, the municipality shall 
have the right of condemnation therefor to be made in the same 
manner and same way as provided for railroad corporations in 
Chapter 160 of the Civil Code of South Carolina, 1932, as now or 
hereafter amended; and all appeals shall have precedence’ for trial 
at the next, and each succeeding term of Common Pleas Court 
until finally ended.

§ 10. Improvements and Betterments to Waterworks 
and/or Lighting Systems.—Whenever any municipality now or 
hereafter shall own and operate a waterworks, and/or lighting sys- 
tem, whether constructed under the provisions of this act or not, 
and shall desire to construct improvements and betterments thereto, 
it may issue Revenue Bonds under the provisions of this act to pay 
for same, and the procedure therefor, including the fixing of rates 
and the computation of the amount thereof, shall be the same as in 
this act provided for the issuance of bonds for acquisition or con- 
striction of a waterworks, and/or lighting system in a municipality 
which has not theretofore owned and operated a waterworks, and /or 
lighting system, provided, however, that in the ordinance declaring 
the intention to issue the bonds and providing details in connection 
therewith, the council shall provide, find and declare in addition to 
the other requirements set out in this statute, the value of the then 
existing system and the value of the property proposed to be con- 
structed, and the revenue derived from the entire system when the 
contemplated betterments and improvements are completed, shall 
be derived according to such values; and so much of the revenue 
as is in proportion to the value of such betterments and improvements 
as against the value of the previous existing plant as so determined, 
shall be set aside and used solely and only for the purpose of paying 
the Revenue Bonds issued for such betterments, together with costs 
of the operation and the depreciation thereof, and such revenue shall 
be deemed to be income derived exclusively from such betterments 
and improvements; the liens and rights to revenue in such case to 
apply solely to such improvements and betterments as herein pro- 
vided. 

§ 10-(a). Includes Towns Purchasing and Distributing 
Its Water and/or Power.—This act shall apply also to all towns 
that purchase its water and/or lights and/or power in bulk, or 
wholesale, and distributes, or retails such bulk or wholesale pur- 
chase, 

§ 11. Proceeds From Bonds and Revenue—Records— 
Custodians—Deposit.—Any municipality issuing Revenue Bonds 
under the provisions of this act shall, either itself or through its 
Commissioners of Public Works, install and maintain a proper 
system of accounts, showing the amount of revenue received and 
the application of the same, and such municipality shall at least once 
a year cause such accounts to be properly audited by a competent 
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auditor and the report of such audit shall be open for inspection 
at all proper times to any taxpayer, water-user, light-user, power- 
user, or any holder of bonds issued under the provisions of this 
act, or any one acting for and on behalf of such taxpayer, water user, 
light use, power user, or bond holder. Where such municipality 
has Commissioners of Public Works, said Commissioners of Public 
Works shall handle and manage the funds derived from income 
received from waterworks, and/or lighting system, constructed 
in whole or in part under the provisions of this statute, but 
where such municipality has no Commissioners of Public Works, 
the treasurer of such municipality shall be custodian of the 
funds derived from income received from waterworks and/or light- 
ing system constructed either in whole or in part under the provisions 
of this statute, and shall give proper bond for the faithful lis- 
charge of his duties as such custodian, which bond shall be fixed 
and approved by the legislative body of the municipality. All of 
the funds received as income from a waterwort:s and/or lighting 
system constructed in whole or in part under the provisions of this 
statute, and all funds, received from the sale of Revenue Bonds 
issued to construct such waterworks and/or lighting system, shall 
be kept separate and apart from the other funds of the city, and 
separate accounts shall be maintained in which shall be placed the 
interest and sinking fund moneys and other account in which shall 
be placed the depreciation funds, and to provide for refunding out- 
standing certificates payable out of water, lighting and/or power 
revenue, 

§ 12. Refunding Revenue Bonds.—Whenever all of the 
holders of unpaid water, light and/or power revenue certificates of 
a particular issue, which were heretofore issued to pay the cost of 
constructing a water works, and/or lighting system and are payable 
from the revenues thereof, shall offer in writing to exchange same 
for refunding revenue bonds to be issued under the provisions of 
this statute, the legislative body shall receive the same, and if found 
to be properly executed, may adopt an ordinance incorporating 
therein such offer, setting forth the determined value of. the entire 
water works, and/or lighting system as same then exists, the value 
of so much of the system as was paid for by the issue of certificates, 
the unpaid portion of which are proposed to be refunded, the de- 
tails in connection with the issuance of the bonds in the same manner 
as is provided for in the issuance of reventie bonds, and fix the 
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minimum rate or rates to be charged for water, lights, pu <r, etc., 
and pledge such revenues, if and when the refunding revenue bonds 
are issued, to pay such bonds. Such revenues shall be applied as 
provided in this act for revenue bonds and particularly Sections 
8 and 10. The amount of refunding revenue bonds shall not exceed 
and may be less than the par amount of certificates to be surrendered 
and shall not exceed and may be less than the determined value of 
so much of the systems as was paid for by such issue of certificates, 
less the amount of certificates paid. Such ordinance shall be published 
together with notice of hearing thereon-in the same manner as is 
provided in this act in case of the issuance of revenue bonds, and 
hearing shall be had thereon as is provided in this act in case of the 
issuance of Revenue Bonds. After such hearing the refunding rey- 
enue bonds may be issued, or a less amount thereof may be issued 
with the consent of the certificate holders, or the ordinance may be 
repealed, all as the legislative body shall determine. If the refunding 
revenue bonds are issued the certificate shall be surrendered and 
cancelled simultaneously therewith. Refunding bonds issued under 
the provisions of this act shall be payable only out of revenues de- 
rived from the system, and/or systems, as provided in the ordinance 
and according to the terms of this act. Holders of refunding revenue 
bonds issued under the provisions of this act shall have similar 
rights as holders of revenue bonds issued hereunder, including the 
power to apply for a receiver to operate the system, and the munici- 
pality shall be under the same obligations to bond-holders as is 
provided to holders of revenue bonds issued under the provisions 
of this act. 

§ 13. Additional and Alternative Method.—This act shall, 
without reference to any other statute, be deemed full authority for 
the construction, acquisition, improvement, equipment, maintenance, 
operation and repair of the works herein provided for and for the 
issuance and sale of the bonds by this act authorized, and shall be 
construed as an additional and alternative method therefor and for 
the financing thereof, and no petition or election or other or further 
proceeding in respect to the construction or acquisition of the works 
or to the issuance or sale of bonds under this act and no publication 
of any resolution, ordinance, notice or proceeding relating to such 
construction or acquisition or to the issuance or sale of such bonds 
shall be required except such as are prescribed by this act, any 
provisions of other statutes of the state to the contrary notwithstand- 
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ing: Provided, however, That all functions, powers and duties of 
the State Board of Health shall remain unaffected by this act. 

§ 1314. Water Districts Included.—Al! water districts 
heretofore or hereafter created under either a general or a special 
Act shall, unless inconsistent with the terms of this act under which it 
was created, have the full right to exercise and avail itself of all of 
the terms and provisions of this Act and the commissioners or gov- 
erning body of such district shall have and perform the duties and 
powers in this Act conferred on the Mayor, City or Town Council, 
or the intendant and warden. The chairman of such commission or 
governing body shall perform the duties, powers, and functions of 
the Mayor or intendent, Accurate records of all official actions and 
resolutions shall be kept, and where under the provisions of this 
Act, publication is required, such action or official resolution shall 
be published and the official actions and resolutions of such com- 
mission or governing body shall for the purpose of this act and 
for the purposes of the function of such commission have the 
same force and effect as ordinances referred to in this act where its 
provisions are set into operation by City or Town Councils, intend- 
ants and wardens. The intent and purpose of this Section is to 
confer upon water districts without the corporate limits of munici- 
palities the same rights, privileges, duties, powers and authority as 
conferred by this Act upon municipalities in respect to water works. 

§ 14. Construe Liberally.—This act being necessary for the 
public health, safety and welfare, it shall be liberally constructed to 
effectuate the purpose thereof. ; 

§ 15. Saving Clause.—The sections and provisions of this 
act are separable and are not matters of mutual essential induce- 
ment, and it is the intention to confer the whole or any part of the 
powers herein provided for, and if any of the sections or provisions 
or parts thereof is for any reason illegal, it is the intention that the 
remaining sections and provisions or parts thereof shall remain in 
full force and effect. 

§ 16. Effective Date.—Whereas an emegerncy exists for the 
immediate taking effect of this act, this act shall take effect im- 
mediately upon the approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend the Law Relating to the Payment of 
Delinquent Taxes in Richland County in Installments. 


Section 1. Pay Delinquent Taxes in Richland County in 
Eight Equal Successive Quarterly Payments.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It is hereby 
made the duty of the officer charged by law with the collection of 
delinquent taxes in Richland County to determine on or before July 
Ist of each year after the passage of this Act the total amount of 
delinquent taxes and penalties against any property or taxpayer, 
and divide the same into eight (8) equal parts. The owner of any 
such property, or taxpayer, is permitted without further charges 
or penalties to pay such delinquent taxes in eight (8) equal suc- 
cessive quarterly installments, the first to become due and payable 
July 1st of each year in which such taxes are so divided. Should any 
taxpayer become in arrears more than two (2) installments the 
remaining unpaid installments shall immediately become due, and 
it shall be the duty of the officers charged with the collection thereof 
to proceed as provided by law for the collection of such delinquent 
taxes. As the installments are paid the officer to whom the same is 
paid shall issue his official receipt therefor and credit the oldest ex- 
ecution in his hands with the amount of such payment, by entering 
the same thereon together with the date of payment. If any such 
payment or payments amount to the sum due on any stich execution, 
the execution may be delivered to the taxpayer with the proper 
entry thereon. If such payment or payments exceed the amount due 
under any such execution, the surplus shall be credited on the next 
oldest execution. Such officer shall also keep, adequate records in 
his office; showing the amount and the date of the payment of any 
and all installments, with the name of the taxpayer making the same. 

§ 2. Effect on Personal Property Tax—Judicial Sales.— 
In the case of any personal property tax, should it appear to the 
satisfaction of the Tax Collector of Richland County, or other of- 
ficer charged by law with the collection of delinquent taxes, that 
the extension herein authorized might reasonably bring about a 
loss to the County of taxes due on any such personal property for 
any cause whatever, he is authorized and empowered to declare that 
this Act shall be inoperative in any such case and to proceed with 
the collection of the said taxes, and if needs be, enforce the same 
under the power of the execution in his hands against it. Whenever 
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at any judicial sale of real or personal property upon which there 
is payable any past due taxes, said real or personal property shall 
be bid in by, or in behalf of, any lien creditor or creditors at a price 
less than amount due, or the indebtedness secured by said lien, and 
the costs and expenses of the action and sale, said purchaser shall 
have the same rights as or is herein granted to the owner of such 
property, and any conveyance made by any officer selling the prop- 
erty at any judicial sale shall be subject to the lien of all past due 
taxes. 

§ 3. Lien Holders.—The owner, or holder, of any mortgage, 
or other lien on any property on which there is due and payable 
delinquent taxes shall be permitted to pay such taxes in installments, 
as provided for in Section 1 of this Act, in order to protect such 
lien. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. , 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Act 777 of 1932 Acts Amended—Incorpor- 
ation, Organization, and Operation of Cash Depositories 
Further Regulated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Pro- 
vide for the Incorporation, Organization and Operation of Cash 
Depositories in the State of South Carolina,” Known as Act No. 
777, of the Acts of 1932, Approved April 4th, 1932, be, and the same 
is hereby amended by striking out all of Sections 2, 3, 4, 7 and 8, 
and by inserting in lieu thereof respectively the following Sections: 
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Section 2: That cash depositories herein provided for shall be 
incorporated and organized under the general Corporation Law of 
the State of South Carolina, each depository to have a minimum 
capital stock of Twenty-five Hundred ($2500.00) Dollars, to be 
paid in full in cash, at the time of the application for charter, and no 
notes of stockholders, notes and mortgages of real, personal, or 
mixed property shall be considered and accepted as cash in payment 
for any shares of stock of any cash depositories to be organized 
hereunder; provided that fifty per cent of any amount of capital 
in excess of Twenty-five Hundred ($2500.00) Dollars may be used 
for organization and operating expense. 

Section 3: Such cash depositories may receive and pay out the 
lawful currency of the United States, deal in exchange gold and 
silver coin and bullion, may receive on deposit monies on such terms 
as may be agreed on with the depositors, and issue certificates there- 
for, negotiable and assignable in such way as may be inserted in the 
same and shall do generally the business of banking, except the in- 
vestment of the deposits, which shall not be loaned by the cash de- 
positories except in the manner provided in Section 6 hereof.

AN ACT to Devolve upon the Chief of Rural Police of Sum- 
ter County the Duty of Collecting Delinquent Taxes 
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Section 1. Chief of Rural Police, Sumter County, Col- 
lect Delinquent Taxes—Duties, Powers, Etc.—Disposition of 
Fees.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Within thirty days after the passage of this Act, all 
of the duties and powers and privileges exercised by the Sheriff of 
Sumter County with regard to the collection of delinquent taxes, the 
levying upon the property of delinquent taxpayers, the execution of 
proper deeds in case of sale under tax executions and all other duties 
and powers now conferred by law upon the Sheriff of Sumter Coun- 
ty relating to the Collection of delinquent taxes be, and they are 
hereby, devolved upon the Chief of Rural Police of said County. It 
shall be the duty of the Sheriff of said County to turn over to the 
Chief of Rural Police within thirty (30) days from the effective 
date of this Act all executions for delinquent taxes in his hands, and 
it shall be the duty of the Chief of Rural Police to proceed in all 
such matters in accordance with law. It shall be the duty of the 
County Treasurer of said County to turn over to the said Chief of 
Rural Police any and all executions for taxes which may hereafter 
become delinquent. All of the fees now provided by law for delin- 
quent taxes in Sumter County shall be charged against delinquent 
tax payers and when collected by the Chief of Rural Police shall be 
turned into the County Treasury and used for County ordinary pur- 
poses: Provided, however, That on all Executions issued prior to the 
effective date of this Act the Sheriff and Treasurer shall receive the 
fees now provided by law in such cases. 

§ 2. Chief Make Monthly Reports—Sheriff Keep Tax 
Records—County Commissioners Supervise Collection.—The 
said Chief of Rural Police shall make a report to the County Board 
of Commissioners from Sumter County monthly of his Acts and 
doings and the amount of money owing and collected and by whom, 
together with a list of all abatements and nulla bonas which may be 
made according to law: Provided, further, That the Sheriff of Sum- 
ter County shall keep the books and records pertaining to tax col- 
lections: “Provided, further, That the County Board of Commis- 
sioners shall have gencral supervision of the collection of delinquent 
taxes, and the Chief of Rural Police shall comply with the directions 
of said board with reference to the levy of executions and sales of 
property thereunder, and said board may, on proper showing sus- 
pend or postpone levy and/or sale under tax executions.” 
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§ 2-A. Chief to Furnish Bond.—The County Board of 
Commissioners shall require of the said Chief of Rural Police the 
deposit of bond for the faithful performance of the duties required

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1932, be and the same hereby is amended by adding the following 
proviso thereto, to-wit : “Provided, however, That where any munic- 
ipality has heretofore purchased any land at sale for taxes or assess- 
ments dtte to such municipality, the deed or deeds conveying the same 
to such municipality be and the same hereby are ratified and confirmed 
insofar as the power of such municipality to purchase the same and 
take title thereto is concerned”, so that said section of said Act, when 
so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 1. The object of this Act is to confer upon municipal 
corporations in this State authority and power to set up and put into 
operation an agency or commission for the purpose of buying lands 
sold under tax executions for taxes and/or assessments due such 
corporations, similar to the agencies or commissions established in the 
several counties of this State and designated as the Forfeited Land 
Commissions: Provided, however, That where any municipality has 
heretofore purchased any land at sale for taxes or assessments due to 
such municipality, the deed or deeds conveying the same to such 
municipality be and the same hereby are ratified and confirmed in- 
sofar as the power of such municipality to purchase the same and take 
title thereto is concerned: Provided This Bill shall not apply to any 
municipality within the County of Florence. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2869, Volume II, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, Relative to Collection of De- 
linquent Taxes in Chester County. 


Section 1. § 2869, 1932 Code, Amended—Tax Collec- 
tor and Sheriff, Chester County, Complete Collection of 
Certain Taxes—May Resell Property.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Section 2869, Vol- 
ume JI, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, is hereby amended by 
adding at the end of said section the following: 

“Tt shall be the duty of the Tax Collector of Chester County to 
check up the records in the office of the Sheriff of Chester County 
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relative to the Sherifi’s sales of real estate for taxes, which sales are 
now, or may hereafter be, twelve (12) months, or more, old, and make. 
a list of such sales, together with the names of the purchasers and the 
amount of bid, prepare the deed for same and deliver the same to the 
Sheriff and direct him to execute and deliver the deed and collect the 
amount of the bid ; and it shall be the duty of the Sheriff to forthwith 
execute and deliver the said deed and collect the amount of the bid 
and disburse it as now provided by law. In all such cases the Tax 
Collector shall receive one-half of the fees and commissions now 
allowed the Sheriff in such cases and the Sheriff shall pay the same 
to the Tax Collector immediately upon receiving the purchase price. 
Provided, further, That if the amount of the bid has not been col- 
lected, or cannot be collected, it shall be the duty of the Sheriff to 
immediately resell the said property, and make deed therefor as 
required by law. 

The Sheriff is hereby required, and it shall be his duty, to have all 
his books and records relative to sale of real estate for taxes open to 
the Tax Collector at all times during reasonable office hours when so 
required by the Tax Collector for the purposes of this Act. 

If the Sheriff shall fail or refuse to comply with the terms of this 
Act, or fails to discharge the duties herein required, he shall be liable 
on his bond for such failure and such failure or neglect shall be a 
cause for removal from office. 

It shall be the further duty of the Tax Collector to deliver all deeds 
made by the Sheriff under this Act, to the Auditor, together with all 
such information as may enable the Auditor to put all of said property 
back on the tax books. , 

§ 2. Collection of Taxes on Personal Property about to 
Be Moved out of Chester County.—Whenever any personal 
property is listed with the Auditor of Chester County for taxation, 
such tax assessement shall immediately become a first lien on said 
personal property, and in case such personal property is about to be 
removed from the county by bankruptcy proceedings, or otherwise, 
or is about to be taken from the jurisdiction of said county before the 
taxes are due in said county and payable for any year, the Treasurer 
of such county shall immediately issue his execution on stich property, 
and the Tax Collector of Chester County shall proceed to collect the 
taxes due on such property. The provisions of this section shall be 
cumulative and in addition to the provisions of law as set forth in 
Section 1723 and Section 2571 of the Code of 1932. It shall be the 
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duty of the Tax Collector of Chester County to enforce all provisions 
of law in regard to the collection of taxes upon personal property 
which is about to be removed from the county, 

§ 3. Sale of Personal Property for Taxes, Chester Coun- 
ty.——Whenever the taxes upon any personal property in Chester 
County shall become delinquent and unpaid, the Treasurer of said 
county shall issue his execution on such personal property and the 
Tax Collector of Chester County shall proceed to collect taxes due on 
such property and shall seize and take exclusive possession of so much 
of the personal property of any defaulting taxpayer as may be neces- 
sary to enforce payment of the delinquent taxes, costs, fees and com- 
missions thereon, and after due advertisement for two (2) weeks, sell 
the same at the Court House in Chester County on a regular sales 
day, and within the hours for legal sales, for cash, to the highest 
bidder or bidders and deliver the possession of the property so sold 
to the purchaser upon the payment of the purchase price therefor, and 
after deducting his cost and the expenses of such sale, pay over to the 
County Treasurer the taxes, costs, and penalties incurred and col- 
lected on said warrant or execution. 

§ 4. Stationery and Stamps for Chester County Tax Col- 
lector.—-The County Board of Directors of Chester County shall 
furnish the Tax Collector with necessary stationery and postage 
stamps for the conduct of the business of his office, and shall pay for 
the same out of the ordinary funds of the county not otherwise ap- 
propriated. ; 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Confer Upon the Magistrate for the Third 
Magisterial District for Sumter County Jurisdiction 
in Civil Cases and Special Proceedings to not Exceed- 
ing One Thousand Dollars, and to Provide the Quali- 
fications of Such Magistrate, the Appointment Thereof, 
the Terms of His Court, and for the Jury Thereof. 
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Section 1. Magistrate, Third Magisterial District, Sum- 
ter County—Jurisdiction.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Magistrate of the 
Third Magisterial District of Sumter County shall have jurisdiction 
to try, hear and determine all civil cases and special proceedings where 
the amount claimed, or the value of the property in question does not 
exceed One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, but such jurisdiction shall 
not extend to cases where the title to real estate is in question, nor to 
cases in equity ; such jurisdiction to be coextensive with the limits of 
the County of Sumter; the criminal jurisdiction shall be as now pro- 
vided by law for Magistrates. 

§ 2. Appointment—Term.—-The Governor shall appoint 
only a practicing attorney as Magistrate for said District, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, and upon such appointment said 
Magistrate shall serve for a period of two years, and until his suc- 
cessor is appointed and qualified. 

§ 3. Jury Commissioners—Duties—Jurors.—The Board 
of Jury Commissioners as constituted by law in Sumter County for 
- the drawing of jurors for the Circuit Courts shall constitute the 
Board of Jury Commissioners for the drawing of jurors to attend 
upon the sessions of the Magistrate’s Court of the Third Magisterial 
District for Sumter County, and the law relating to the qualifications 
and drawing of jurors for attendance upon Circuit Courts shall apply 
to the qualifications and drawing the jurors for the said Magistrate’s 
Court. Within ten days after the passage of this Act or within ten 
days after notice in writing to them by the Magistrate of said Dis- 
trict so to do, and annually thereafter on or before the first day of 
April of each year the Jury Commissioners shall prepare a jury box 
for use in said Magistrate’s Court as follows: Said box shall have two 
compartments marked A and B respectively, and in compartment A 
of said box the said Jury Commissioners shall place the names of not 
less than 400 male qualified electors residing within the Third Magis- 
terial District for Sumter County, of good moral character, and shall 
catise the said names each to be written on a separate piece of paper 
and shall fold up such pieces of paper so as to resemble each other 
as much as possible, and so that the name thereon shall not be visible 
from the outside, and shall place said slips of paper with names 
written thereon, in said compartment A of said box, which said box 
shall be furnished by the County Board of Commissioners for that 
purpose, and all names of jurors of said Court shall thereafterwards 
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be drawn from said box in the manner herein provided, and after so 
preparing said box the said box shall be marked and placed in the care 
of the Magistrate of said Third Magisterial District of Sumter Coun- 
ty and in preparing a jury list for any term of said Court, the steno- 
grapher of said Court, or such other person not interested in any 
cause being tried in said term of Court as may be designated by said 
Magistrate, shall draw the names of eighteen jurors from compart- 
ment A and the names of the jurors selected to serve shall thereupon 
be placed in compartment B and shall not be again drawn until all 
names have been drawn out of compartment A, and the names not 
drawn to serve shall be replaced in compartment A, and upon the 
exhaustion of compartment A the names in compartment B shall be 
drawn for jury service, and the names of such jurors so drawn shall 
thereupon be placed in compartment A: Provided, however, That 
should the said Jury Commission fail for any reason to prepare at 
any time hereafter the jury box as herein provided, the said Magis- 
trate shall continue to use the box-as theretofore made up until the 
next jury box is made, which shall be done within ten days from the 
date written notice shall be given to said Jury Commission of the fact 
that such jury box has not been so made up: Provided, further, That 
not more than eighteen persons shall be drawn and summoned to attend 
at the same time at any session of the said Magistrate’s Court unless 
the Court shall otherwise order: Jurors drawn and summoned shall 
appear and attend upon the sessions of said Magistrate’s Court for 
which summoned until excused or discharged by the Magistrate pre- 
siding: Provided, further, That service as a juror in the said Magis- 
trate’s Court shall not be held to exempt the juror so served from 
service as a juror in the Circuit Court in the same year. 

§ 4. Notice to Jurors.—The Magistrate of said Court shall 
give not less than one week’s written notice to each juror to attend 
and serve upon said Magistrate’s Court jury where any session of said 
Magistrate’s Court is fixed by said Magistrate: Provided, however, 
That no such notice shall be required unless a term of said Court is 
ordered to be held by said Magistrate. 

§ 5. Per Diem and Mileage of Jurors.—Jurors shall be 
paid fifty (50¢) cents per day for each day in attendance upon said 
Court to be paid by the parties to said cause, together with mileage 
at ten (10¢) cents per mile one way: Provided, However, That in the 
event the business of said Court shall warrant the holding of terms 
thereof, then jurors in attendance upon the terms of said Court 
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shall be paid one ($1.00) dollar per day with mileage at ten cents 
(10¢) per mile one way, the same to be paid by the Treasurer of 
Sumter County on warrant signed by said Magistrate. 

§ 6. Terms of Court—Selection of Jury.—The Magis- 
trate of said Court shall call such term or terms of Court as the 
business thereof shall warrant, and if the business of said Court shall 
warrant the same, said Magistrate shall call not less than eighteen 
(18) jurors, drawn from said box as aforesaid, for service as jurors 
upon said term or terms of said Court as said Magistrate may 
order, no juror to be required, however, to serve more than one week 
at any one time, except that a case then being tried cannot be con- 
cluded within such week; and if any term be so called, the names of 
twelve jurors in attendance upon said Court shall be placed on a list, 
and each party to any cause to be tried shall have the right to strike 
from such list three names, and the remaining six names shall serve 
as jurors on said cause: Provided, however, If the business of said 
Court does not warrant the holding of terms thereof, then eighteen 
(18) names shall be drawn from said compartment A of said box, 
and each party to the cause shall have six strikes, as now provided 
by law. 

§ 7. Transfer of Cases now in Common Pleas Court.— 
All cases now on the docket of the Common Pleas Court for Sum- 
ter County, and within the Jurisdiction of said Court, shall on mo- 
tion of plaintiff or his attorney therein be, by the Clerk of Common 
Pleas for Sumter County, transferred to the said Magistrat.’s Court 
for trial, without further order. 

§ 8. Deposit for Cost—Appellant Pay for Transcript, 
When.—-The plaintiff in any cause brought within the jurisdiction 
of said Magistrate’s Court shall deposit with the Magistrate before 
the issuance of summons, a sufficient sum to cover the estimated 
costs of said case, exclusive of the transcript of testimony, to be 
fixed and determined by said Magistrate, and on any appeal from 
said Court to the Circuit Court involving a sum in excess of One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, the party appealing shall pay to the 
stenographer taking such testimony at such trial, the cost of the 
transcript of testimony in such case so being appealed, if such testi- 
mony is necessary for the determination of such appeal and its con- 
tents cannot be agreed upon by counsel to said cause so being ap- 
pealed. 
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§ 9. Rural Policemen Serve Process.—The Rural Police- 
men of the County of Sumter shall serve criminal and civil process 
of said Magistrate as they may be directed by said Magistrate. 

§ 10. Pleadings—Practice—Procedure—Appeals.—Ex- 
cept as otherwise herein provided, the pleadings, practice, procedure 
and appeals shall be as now provided for Magistrate’s Courts in this 
State. 

§ 11. Effect of Part Invalidity.x—If any word, phrase, 
clause, paragraph or section hereof be declared or held to be uncon- 
stitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not affect or impair the 
constitutionality of the remainder of this Act. 

§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 13. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

An ACT Naming the Magisterial Jurisdictions of Union 
County and Repealing all Laws in Conflict Therewith 
and Inconsistent Thereto. 


Section 1. Magistrates, Union County—Jurisdiction.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: There shall be a Magistrate located at Union Court House, who 
shall have original and concurrent jurisdiction throughout Union 
County and the Sheriff and officers under him shall be e+-officio his 
constables. There shall be a Magistrate located at Jonesville who 
shall have original jurisdiction within Jonesville Township and have 
the right to appoint and/or discharge his Constable. There shall be 
a Magistrate at Lockhart who shall have original jurisdiction within 
Lockhart School District No. 15, and who shall have the right to 
appoint and/or discharge his Constable. There shall be a Magis- 
trate at Buffalo who shall have original jurisdiction within the Buf- 
falo School District and also within Bogansville Township and who 
shall have the right to appoint and/or discharge his Constable. There 
shall be a Magistrate at Monach who shall have original jurisdiction 
as now provided by law and who shall have the right to appoint 
and/or discharge his Constable. There shall be a Magistrate at 
Carlisle who shall have original jurisdiction within the Townships 
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of Fish-dam and Goshen Hill and concurrent jurisdiction within 
Santuc Township and who shall have the right to appoint and/or 
discharge his Constable. There shall be a Magistrate at Cross-Keys 
who shall have original jurisdiction within the Township of Cross- 
Keys and who shall have the right to appoint and/or discharge his 
Constable. There shall be a Magistrate at Santuc who shall have 
original jurisdiction within Santuc Township and who shall have 
the right to appoint and/or discharge his Constable. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Act in conflict hereto or inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. That this Act shall become the law upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 7470, Volume 3, Code of Tews 
of South Carolina, 1932, Relating to Annual Taxes 
Authorized for Expenses and Liabilities in Cities of 
Over Five Thousand Inhabitants by Providing the 
Maximum Penalties on Delinquent Taxes, Assessments, 
and Other Charges in Cities with a Population Be- 
tween Fifty Thousand (50,000) and Sixty Thousand 
(60,000) Inhabitants. 


Section 1. § 7470, 1932 Code, Amended—Penalties on 
Delinquent Taxes, Assessments, Etc., in Cities Between 50,- 
000 and 60,000 Inhabitants.—Be it enacted by the general 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 7470, Vol- 
ume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to annual 
taxes authorized for expenses and liabilities in cities of over five 
Thousand (5,000) inhabitants be, and the same is hereby amended 
by adding the following proviso at the end of said Section. 

“Provided, further, That in all cities with a population between 
Fifty Thousand (50,000) and Sixty Thousand (60,000) inhabitants, 
based upon the 1930 census, the city council shall have the power to 
provide for the payment of a penalty of not exceeding five per cent 
(5%) of the taxes so levied for nonpayment of said taxes when due 
and payable, and when the said taxes become delinquent: Provided, 
further, That said city council shall have authority after said taxes 
have been delinquent for the full period of six months to add an

additional five (5) per cent penalty, but in no case shall such penalty 
exceed ten (10) per cent: Provided, further, That the provisions 
of the foregoing proviso shall extend to and apply to all paving as- 
sessments, and other assessments, and any and all taxes creating 
a lien upon real and personal property: Provided, further, That all 
executions, levy and sale costs shall be the sum of One ($1.00) 
dollar and actual advertising costs: So that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 7470. All municipal corporations containing more than 
five thousand inhabitants shall have power to impose by ordinance 
published at least ten days, setting forth the amount levied for the 
several purposes for which the levy may be made, an annual tax in 
such amount as in the discretion of the said municipal corporation 
may be necessary for corporate purposes, on all real estate lying 
within the corporate limits of said city or town, and all personal 
property within the same, including bonds and stocks of banks and 
insurance companies‘ and other corporations, the real estate of 
churches and school associations from which such churches and 
school associations draw a revenue or which are intended to be 
rented out for such purposes, except such as is exempt from taxa- 
tion under the Constitution and laws of this State. Such tax shall 
be levied by the town authorities on the property within the corpor- 
ate limits as assessed for taxation for county and State purposes. 
The said council shall also have power to provide for the payment 
of a penalty not exceeding fifteen (15) per cent of the taxes so 
levied for non-payment of the said taxes when due, payable when 
the said taxes become delinquent; and the taxes so levied and also 
the penalty, shall constitute a lien upon the property upon which the 
said tax is levied until paid, paramount to all other liens except 
the lien for county and State taxes; and for the purpose of col- 
lecting the same, the said city or town council shall have the power 
to enforce the payment of all such taxes and penalties levied and 
provided for, under the authority of this article against the property 
of defaulters, to the same extent, and substantially in the same man- 
ner, as is provided by law for the collection of State and County 
taxes and penalties, except that executions to enforce the payment 
of the said taxes and penalties due the said city or town shall be 
issued under the seal of the corporation by the clerk thereof, and 
directed to the chief of police, or any other officer designated by the 
city or town council for that purpose; and except, further, that all 
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sales under and by virtue of such executions shall take place in front 
of the city or town hall or other public place designated by ordi- 
nance in such city or town. The said clerk and the said chief of police, 
or other officers so designated as aforesaid, shall be allowed the same 
fees and costs in the enforcement of such executions, and for sales 
thereunder as are allowed, respectively, to the county treasurer and 
sheriff, which fees and costs shall be enforceable and collectible in 
the same manner as fees and costs under county and State tax exe- 
cutions and on sales thereunder, In addition to the annual tax au- 
thorized under this Section, the city council shall have the right to 
levy such further annual tax as may be necessary to pay the interest 
on all outstanding bonds issued by said city or town and to create 
the necessary sinking funds for the redemption of said bonds at 
their respective maturities. All such additional taxes as have here- 
tofore been levied for the purpose of paying interest on bonds and 
creating sinking funds are hereby validated in all respects: Provided, 
however, That no city shall have power to extend by ordinance the 
lien herein provided for a longer term than three years after said 
tax shall become due and payable: Provided, That the town of 
’ Bamberg shall include the levy for the health and drainage district 
in the per cent allowed under the provisions of this Section: Pro- 
vided, further, That nothing in this Section contained shall be so 
construed as to prevent any city or town, the fiscal year of which 
differs from the fiscal year of the State, from enforcing payment of 
its taxes and penalties and executions therefor, according to the 
fiscal year of such city or town: Provided, further, That nothing 
in this Section shall be so construed as to affect or abridge the lien 
of any assessment heretofore or hereafter levied by any such muni- 
cipal corporation upon abutting property for the purpose of paving 
for any permanent improvements upon streets or sidewalks, or the 
intersection of streets, or the curbing of streets or drains: Provided, 
further, That in all cities with a population between Fifty Thousand 
(50,000) and Sixty Thousand (60,000) inhabitants, based upon the 
1930 census, the city council shall have the power to provide for the 
payment of a penalty of not exceeding five (5) per cent of the taxes 
so levied for non-payment of said taxes when due and payable, and 
when the said taxes become delinquent: Provided, further, That 
said city council shall have authority after said taxes have been delin- 
quent for the full period of six months to add an additional five 
(5) per cent penalty, but in no case shall such penalty exceed ten 
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(10) per cent: Provided, further, That the provisions of the fore- 
going proviso shall extend to and apply to all paving assessments, 
and other assessments, and any and all taxes creating a lien upon 
real and personal property: Provided, further, That all executions, 
levy and sale costs shall be the sum of One ($1.00) Dollar, and ac- 
tual advertising costs. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Sinking Fund Commission of 
Newberry County to Sell Real Estate Now Held by it 
to Former owners Thereof, and to Provide for Terms 
of Payment. 


Section 1. Sinking Fund Commission of Newberry Coun- 
ty May Sell Real Estate Now Held by It to Former Owners 
—Payment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
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of South Carolina: That the Sinking Fund Commission of New- 
berry County, be, and it is hereby authorized to make sales of any 
and all real estate now held by it, and to which it holds title, at the 
amount of taxes and costs due thereon at the time of its taking title, 
to the former owners of such realty; to give the purchasers five (5) 
years in which to pay the purchase price with interest from the date 
of sale at the rate of four per centum (4%) per annum, and to 
require such annual curtailment of principal as such Sinking Fund 
Commission shall decide: Provided, That this Act shall apply to 
lands now owned by such commission. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Promote Public Health, Safety, Morals and 
General Welfare by Providing for the Construction and 
Supervision of Safe and Sanitary Dwellings and Apart- 
ments, and for the Renting Thereof at Reasonable 
Rentals; the Elimination of Unsanitary and Dangerous 
Housing Conditions; Authorizing the Incorporation of 
Limited Dividend Housing Companies, and Prescrib- 
ing the Powers, Rights and Duties Thereof; Creating 
a State Board of Housing for the Purpose of Encour- 
aging, Approving, Assisting, Supervising and Regulat- 
ing such Activities, Prescribing and Defining the 
Powers and Duties of Board Including Supervisory and 
Regulatory Powers Over Limited Dividend Housing 
Companies Engaged in Such Activities, Authorizing 
the Board to Fix Within Certain Limits Rentals of 
Housing Accommodations Furnished by Limited Divi- 
dend Housing Companies. 


Section 1. Short Title.—Beé it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina; This Act shall be known as 
the “State Housing Law.” 

§ 2. Legislative Finding.—It is hereby declared that it is 
necessary in the public interest to make provision for housing fami- 
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lies of low income and to provide for the elimination of congested 
and unsanitary housing conditions which exist in certain areas of 
the State and which are a menance to the health, safety, morals, 
welfare and reasonable comfort of the citizens of the state. The 
providing of such housing for families of low incomes and the cor- 
rection of these conditions in such areas being now otherwise im- 
possible, it is essential that provision be made for the investment of 
private funds at low interest rates, the acquisition at fair prices of 
adequate parcels of land, the construction of new housing facilities | 
under public supervision in accord with proper standards of sanita- 
tion and safety and at a cost which will permit monthly rentals 
which wage earners can afford to pay, and for the gradual demolition 
of existing unsanitary and unsafe housing. Therefore, there are 
created and authorized the agencies and instrumentalities herein- 
after prescribed which are declared to be the agencies and instru- 
mentalities of the state for the purpose of attaining the ends herein 
recited, and their necessity in the public interest is hereby declared 
as a matter of legislative determination. 

§ 3. State Board of Housing.—There is hereby created and 
established a State Board of Housing to consist of five members, as 
follows: The Secretary of the State Sinking Fund Commission, the 
State Sanitary Engineer, and three other members to be appointed 
by the Governor, one for one year, one for two years and one for 
three years. At the expiration of the term of each member ap- 
pointed by the Governor and of any such succeeding member his 
successor shall be appointed by the Governor and hold office for 
three years until his successor has been appointed and qualified. The 
Governor shall fill all vacancies for any unexpired term. No com- 
pensation shall be paid to the members of the Board for services per- 
formed as members of the Board, but the members shall be entitled 
to any necessary traveling and other expenses incurred in the dis- 
charge of their duties from the funds provided in Section 26 of this _ 
Act. , 

§ 4. Officers:and Employees.—The members of the Board 
shall choose from among their number a Chairman and Vice-Chair- 
man, and the Board may appoint such other officers and employees, 
including a Secretary, as it may require, for the performance of its 
duties, and shall fix and determine their qualifications, duties and 
salaries.

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§ 5. Execution of Projects.—No housing project proposed 
by a limited dividend housing corporation incorporated under this 
Act shall be undertaken, and no building or other construction shall 
be placed under contract or started without the approval! of the 
Board. No Housing project shall be approved by the Board unless: 


(a) It shall appear practicable to rent the housing accommoda- 
tions tu be created at rentals not exceeding those prescribed by the 
Board. No such project shall be approved in contravention of any 
‘zoning or building ordinance in effect in the locality in which de- 
signated areas are located. 

(b) There shall be submitted to the Board a financial plan in such 
form and with such assurance as the Board may prescribe to raise 
the actual cost of the lands and projected improvements by sub- 
scriptions to or the sale of the stock, income debentures and mort- 
gage bonds of such corporation. The plan may provide for the rais- 
ing of working capital in an amount to be approved by the Board not 
to exceed three per centum of the actual cost through the investment 
in stock and income debentures of the corporation. Whenever ref- 
erence is made in this act to cost of projects or of buildings and im- 
provements in projects, such cost shall include charges for financing 
and supervision approved by the Board and carrying charges dur- 
ing construction required in the project including interest on bor- 
rowed, and, where approved by the Board, on invested capital. 

(c) There shall be such plans of site development and buildings 
as show conformity to reasonable standards of health, sanitation, 
safety and provisions for light and air, accompanied by proper 
specifications and estimates of cost. Such plans and specifications 
shall not in any case fall below the requirements of the health, sani- 
tation, safety and housing laws of the state and shall meet superior 
requirements if prescribed by local laws and ordinances. 

(d) The plans and specifications mentioned in the preceding para- 
graph shall have been submitted to the city council or other govern- 
ing body of the city in which the housing project is located. Such 
city council shall return the plans and specifications to the Board 
within fifteen days of their receipt by City Council, together with 
such statements and recommendations as the city council may desire 
to make. It shall be within the discretion of the Board to adopt or to 
reject any or all of such recommendations. 

(e) If required by the Board, the corporation shall deposit all 
monies received by it as proceeds of its mortgage bonds, notes, in- 
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come debentures, or stock, with a trustee which shall be a banking 
corporation authorized to do business in the State of South Carolina 
and to perform trust functions, and such trustee shall receive such 
monies and make payment therefrom ‘for the acquisition of land, 
the construction of improvements and other items entering into 
cost of land improvement upon presentation of draft, check or order 
signed by a proper officer of the corporation and, if required by the 
Board, countersigned by the said Board or a person designated by it 
for said purpose. Any funds remaining in the custody of said trustee 
after the completion of the said project and payment or arrange- 
ment in a manner satisfactory to the Board for payment in full 
thereof shall be paid to the corporation. 

(f£) The acceptance of a designee of the Board of Housing as a 
member of the Board of Directors of said corporation. 

§ 6. Investigate Limited Dividend Housing Companies. 
—The Board shall have power to investigate into the affairs of 
limited dividend housing companies, incorporated under this act, 
and into the dealings, transactions or relationship of such companies 
with other persons. Any of the investigations provided for in this 
act may be conducted by the Board or by a committee to be appointed 
by the Board consisting of one or more members of the Board. 
‘Each member of the Board or a committee thereof shall have power 
to administer oaths, take affidavits and to make personal inspections 
of all places to which their duties relate. The Board or a committee 
thereof shall have power to subpoena and require the attendance of 
witnesses and the production of books and papers relating to the 
investigations and inquiries authorized in this act, and to examine 
them in relation to any matter it has power to investigate, and to 
issue commissions for the examination of witnesses, who are out 
of the State or unable to attend, before the Board or excused from 
attendance. 

§ 7. Duties of Board Generally.—The Board is hereby 
empowered to (a) study housing conditions and needs throughout 
the State to determine in what areas congested and unsanitary hous- 
ing conditions constitute a menance to the health, safety, morals, 
welfare and reasonable comfort of the citizens of the State, (b) pre- 
pare programs for correcting such conditions, (c) collect and distri- 
bute information relating to housing, (d) investigate all matters 
affecting the cost of construction or production of dwellings, (e) 
study means of lowering rents of dwellings by securing economy in 
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the construction and arrangements of buildings, (f) recommend 
and approve the areas within which or adjacent to which the con- 
struction of housing projects by limited dividend housing companies 
may be undertaken, and (g) cooperate with local housing officials 
and planning commissions or similar bodies in cities and other 
localities in developments of projects they at any time may have 
under consideration. 

§ 8. Consolidated Projects—Operation of more than 
One Project.—The Board may permit the consolidation of two 
or more approved projects or the extension or amendment of any 
approved project or the consolidation of any approved project with 
a proposed project. In any of these events, the consolidation project 
shall be treated as an original project and an application shall be 
submitted as in the case of an original project and rents may be 
averaged throughout the consolidated or extended project. The 
Board may likewise permit or decline to permit any limited dividend 
corporation to organize and operate more than one project or to 
take over any project heretofore approved by the Board and to 
operate it independently of other projects of the corporation. 

§ 9. Regulation of Limited Dividend Housing Compan- 
ies.—In pursuance of its power and authority to supervise and 
regulate the operations of limited dividend housing companies in- 
corporated under this Act the Board may: 


(a) Order any such corporation to make, at its expense, such 
repairs and improvements as will ‘preserve or promote the health 
and safety of the occupants of buildings and structures owned or 
operated by such corporations. 

(b) Order all such corporations to do such acts as may be neces- 
sary to comply with the provisions of the law, the rules and regula- 
tions adopted by the Board or by the terms of any project approved 
by the Board, or to refrain from doing any acts in violation thereof. 

(c) Examine all such corporations and keep informed as to their 
general condition, their capitalization and the manner in which their 
property is constructed, leased, operated or managed. 

(d) Either through its members or agents duly authorized by 
it, enter in or upon and inspect the property, equipment, buildings, 
plants, offices, apparatus and devices of any such corporation, ex- 
amine all books, contracts, records, documents and papers. of any 
such corporation and by subpoena duces tecum compel the produc- 
tion thereof. 
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(e) In its discretion prescribe uniform methods and forms of 
keeping accounts, records and books to be observed by such com- 
panies and to prescribe by order accounts in which particular out- 
lays and receipts shall be entered, charged or credited. 

(f£) Require every such corporation to file with the Board an 
annual report setting forth such information as the Board may re- 
quire verified by the oath of the President and General Manager 
or Receiver if any thereof or by the person required to file the same. 
Such report shall be in the form, cover the period and be filed at the 
time prescribed by the Board. The Board may further require 
specific answers to questions upon which the Board may desire in- 
formation and may also require such corporation to file periodic 
reports in the form covering the period and at the time prescribed by 
the Board. 

(g) From time to time make, amend and repeal rules and re- 
gulations for carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. 

§ 10. Control of Rentals.—The Board shall fix the maxi- 
mum rental, or charges per room to be charged the tenants of the 
housing accommodations furnished by such corporation. Such maxi- 
mum rental or charges shall be determined upon the basis of the 
actual final cost of the project containing such rooms so as to secure, 
together with all other income of the corporation, a sufficient income 
to meet all necessary payments to be made by said corporations, as 
hereinafter prescribed, and such room rental rates or charges shall 
be subject to revision by the Board from time to time. The pay- 
ments to be made by such corporation shall be (a) all fixed charges, 
and all operating and maintenance charges and expenses which shall 
include taxes, assessments, insurance, amortization charges in 
amounts approved by the Board to amortize the mortgage indebted- 
ness in whole or in part, depreciation charges if, when and to the 
extent deemed necessary by the Board, reserves, sinking fund and 
corporate expenses essential to operation and management of the 
project in amounts approved by the Board. (b) A dividend not ex- 
ceeding the maximum fixed by this act upon the stock of the cor- 
poration alloted to the project by the Board. (c) Where feasible 
in the discretion of the Board, a Sinking Fund in an amount to be 
fixed by the Board for the gradual retirement of the stock, and in- 
come debentures of the corporation to the extent permitted by this 
Act. 
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Letting, sub-letting or assignment of leases of apartments in such 
buildings or structures at greater rentals than prescribed by the 
order of the Board are prohibited and all such leases will be void for 
all purposes. 

§ 11. Reorganization.—(1) Reorganization of limited divi- 
dend housing companies shall be subject to the supervision and con- 
trol of the Board and no such reorganization shall be had without 
the authorization of such Board. 

(2) Upon all such reorganizations the amount of capitalization, 
including therein all stocks, income debentures and bonds and other 
evidence of indebtedness shall be such as is authorized by the Board 
which, in making its determination, shall not exceed the fair value of 
the property involved. 

§ 12. Summary Proceedings.—Whenever the Board shall 
be of the opinion that any such limited dividend housing company is 
failing or omitting, or about to fail or omit to do anything required 
of it by law or by order of the Board and is doing or about to do 
anything, or permitting anything or about to permit anything to be 
done, contrary to or in violation of law or of any order of the 
Board, or which is improvident or prejudicial to the interests of the 
public, the lienholders or the stockholders, it may commence an ac- 
tion or proceeding in the court of common pleas of the county in 
which the said company is located, in the name of the board for the 
purpose of having such violations or threatened violations stopped 
and prevented either by mandamus or injunction. The Board shall 
begin such action or proceeding by a petition and complaint to the 
said court of common pleas, alleging the violations complained of 
and praying for appropriate relief by way of mandamus or injunc- 
tion. It shall thereupon be the duty of the court to specify the time, 
not exceeding twenty days after service of a copy of the petition and 
‘complaint, within which the corporation complained of must answer 
the petition and complaint. 

In case of default in answer or after answer the court shall im- 
mediately inquire into the facts and circumstances in such manner 
as the court shall direct without other or formal pleadings, and with- 
out respect to any technical requirements. Such other persons or 
corporations as it shall seem to the court necessary or proper to 
join as parties in order to make its order or judgment effective, may | 
be joined as parties. The final judgment in any such action or pro- 
ceeding shall either dismiss the action or proceeding or direct that 
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a mandamus order or an injunction, or both, be issued as prayed for 
in the petition and complaint or in such modified or other form as 
the court may determine will afford appropriate relief. 

§ 13. Construction of Buildings—Acquisition of Land. 
When the Board’ shall have approved a project for the construction 
of housing accommodations presented to it by a limited dividend 
housing company, such company may undertake the acquisition of 
the property needed for said project. Such property may be ac- 
quired by gift, bequest or purchase or, in the case of limited divi- 
dend housing companies, by the exercise of the power of eminent 
domain, under and pursuant to the law providing for the appropria- 
tion or condemnation of private property by corporations. The power 
of eminent domain shall not be exercised by a limited dividend hous- 
ing company except with specific authorization of such action by 
the Board and for such purpose the Board shall specify that the ac- 
quisition of the property and the construction of the particular hous- 
ing accommodations in connection with which said power is re- 
quired has been determined by the Board, after public hearing, to 
be in the public interest and necessary for the public use. The hear- 
ing shall be held at a time-and place appointed by the Board, and 
notice of such hearing shall be given by the corporation by one publi- 
cation in a newspaper, designated by the Board, published or cir- 
culated in the city or county wherein the property is located at least 
ten days prior to such hearing. The owner or owners as shown upon 
the county auditor’s current tax duplicate of such property as is 
proposed to be acquired shall also be notified at least ten days prior 
to such hearing by registered mail addressed to the last known ad- 
dress of such owner or owners. 

The Board may expressly except from its certificate hereunder 
any part of the property proposed to be acquired as unnecessary to 
the plan. The approval by the Board of the project shall be deemed 
in any proceeding to acquire land by appropriation as sufficient evi- 
dence of the necessity of the appropriation and a duly certified copy 
of the certificate of the board shall be conclusive evidence as to the 
matters lawfully certified therein in any appropriation proceeding. 

§ 14. Sell Lands in Project to Municipality for Public 
Grounds—-Purchase or Lease Municipal Lands.—Whenever 
the council of any municipality in which a project approved by 
the Board is located shall determine by ordinance that any part of 
the land included in any such project should be maintained as a 
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public park or grounds, such land may be purchased by the muni- 
cipality for such purpose, and thereafter be maintained as a public 
park or grounds. The council of a municipality by ordinance may 
also determine that real property of the municipality, specified and 
described in such ordinance, is not required for use by the muni- 
cipality and may sell or lease such real propef?y to a limited dividend 
housing corporation incorporated under this act. 

§ 15. Limited Dividend Housing Corporations.—Any 
number of natural persons, not less than three, a majority of whom 
are citizens of the United States, may become a corporation by sub- 
scribing, acknowledging and filing in the office of the Secretary of 
State, articles of incorporation, hereinafter called “Articles”, setting 
forth the information required by the general corporation act of the 
State, except as herein modified or changed. 

(a) The purposes for which a limited dividend housing company 
is to be formed shall be as follows: To acquire, construct, maintain 
and operate housing projects when authorized by and subject to 
the supervision of the Board of housing. 

(b) The shares of which the capital shall consist shall have a par 
value. 

_(c) Articles of incorporation shall contain a declaration that the 
corporation has been organized to serve a public purpose and that 
it shall remain at all times subject to the supervision and control of 
the Board or of other appropriate state authority ; that all real es- 
tate acquired by it and all structures erected by it, shall be deemed 
to be acquired for the purpose of promoting the public health and 
safety and subject to the provisions of the State Housing law and 
that the stockholders of this corporation shall be deemed, when they 
subscribe to and receive the stock thereof, to -have agreed that they 
shall at no time receive or accept from the company, in repayment 
of their investment in its stock, any sums in excess of the par value 
of the stock, together with cumulative dividends at the rate of six 
per centum per annum, and that any surplus in excess of such 
amount if said company shall be dissolved, shall revert to the State 
of South Carolina. 

(d) The provisions of the general corporation act, as hereafter 
from time to time amended, shall apply to limited dividend housing 
companies, except where such provisions are in conflict therewith. 

§ 16. Limited Return on Stock.—No stockholder in any 
company formed hereunder shall receive any dividend in any one 
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year in excess of six per centum per annum except that when in 
any preceding year dividends in the amount prescribed in the articles 
of incorporation shall not have been paid on the said stock, the stock- 
holders may be paid such deficiency without interest out of any sur- 
plus earned in any succeeding years. 

§ 17. Consideration for Issuance of Stocks and Bonds. 
—No limited dividend housing company incorporated under this act 
shall issue stock, bonds or income debentures, except for money, 
services or property actually received for the use and lawful pur- 
pose of the corporation. No stock, bonds or income debentures shall 
be issued for property or services except upon a valuation approved 
hy the Board of housing and such valuation shall be used in com- 
puting actual or estimated cost. 

The Board of Housing may permit stock or income debentures to 
be issued to any amount not exceeding three per centum of the es- 
timated total cost or three per centum of the actual cost, if actual 
cost should exceed estimated cost, of a project for working capital 
to be used in connection with such project. 

§ 18. Income Debentures.—The articles of incorporations 
may authorize the issuance of income debenture certificates bearing 
no greater interest than six per centum per annum. After the in- 
corporation of a limited dividend housing company, the directors 
thereof may, with the consent of two-thirds of the holders of any 
preferred stock that may be issued and outstanding, offer to the 
stockholders of the company the privilege of exchanging their pre- 
ferred and common stock in such quantities and at such times as 
may be approved by the Board of Housing for such income debent- 
ure certificates, whose value shall not exceed the par value of the 
stock exchanged therefor. , 

§ 19. Limitations.—No limited dividend housing company 
incorporated shall under this Act: 

(1) Acquire any real property or interest therein unless it shall 
first have obtained from the Board a certificate that such acquisition 
is necessary or convenient for the public purpose defined in this Act. 

(2) Sell, transfer, assign or lease any real property without first 
having obtained the consent of the Board; Provided, However, That 
leases conforming to the regulations and rules of the Board and for 
actual occupancy by the lessees may be made without the consent of 
the Board. Any conveyance, incumbrance, lease or sub-lease made 
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in violation of the provisions of this Section and any transfer or as- 
signment thereof shall be void. 

(3) Pay interest returns on its mortgage indebtedness and its in- 
come debenture certificates at a higher rate than six per centum per 
annum. 

(4) Issue its stock, debentures and bonds covering any project un- 
dertaken by it in an amount greater in the aggregate than the total 
actual final cost of such project, including the lands, improvements, 
charges for financing and supervision approved by the Board and 
interest and other carrying charges during construction, and an al- 
lowance for working capital to be approved by the Board but not 
exceeding three per centum of the estimated cost or of the total ac- 
tual final cost of the project shall be greater than the estimated cost. 

(5) Mortgage any real property without first having obtained the 
consent of the Board. 

(6) Issue any securities or evidences of indebtedness without first 
having obtained the approval of the Board. It shall be necessary to 
secure the approval thereof by the State division of securities. 

(7) Use any building erected or acquired by it for other than 
housing purposes, except that when permitted by law the story of 
the building above the cellar or basement and the space below such 
story may be used for stores, commercial, cooperative or community 
purposes, and when permitted by law the roof may be used for co- 
operative or community purposes. 

(8) Charge or accept any rental fee or other charge for housing 
accommodations in any building constructed, acquired, operated or 
managed by it in excess of the prices prescribed by the Board. 

(9) Enter into contracts for the construction of housing projects, 
or for the payments of salaries to officers or employees except sub- 
ject to the inspection and revision of the Board and under such regu- 
janoris as the Board from time to time may prescribe. 


(10) Voluntarily dissolve wiEnOut first having obtained the cén- 
sent of the Board. 

(11) Make any guaranty without the approval of the Board. 

§ 20. Mortgages and Mortgage Bonds.—Any company 
formed under this act may, subject to the approval of the Board, 
borrow funds and secure the repayment thereof by bond and mort- 
gage or by an issue of bonds under trust indenture. Kach mortgage 
and issue of bonds by a company formed hereunder shall relate only 
to a single specified project and no other, and said bonds shall be 
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secured by mortgages upon all of the real property of which said 
project consists. The bonds so issued and secured and the mortgage 
or trust indenture relating thereto, may create a fi#st or senior lien 
and a second or junior lien upon the real property embraced in any 
project. Such bonds and mortgages may contain such other clauses 
and provisions as shall be approved by the Board, including the right 
to assignment of rents and entry into possession in case of default, 
but the operation of the housing projects in the event of such entry 
by mortgages or receiver shall be subject to the regulations of the 
board under this act. Provisions for the amortization of the bonded 
indebtedness of companies formed under this act shall be subject to 
the approval of the Board. 


§ 21. Surplus.—The amounts of net earnings transferable to 
surplus in any year after makin or providing for the payments 
specified (a), (b) and (c) of Section 10 of this act shall be subject 
to the approval of the Board. The amount of such surplus shall not 
exceed fifteen per centum of the outstanding capital stock and in- 
come debentures of the corporations, but the surplus so limited shall 
not be deemed to include any increase in assets due to the reductions 
of mortgage or amortization or similar payments. On dissolution 
of any limited dividend housing company, the stockholders and in- 
come debenture certificate holders shall in no event receive more 
than the par value of their stock and debentures plus accumulated, 
accrued and unpaid dividend or interest, and any remaining surplus 
shall be paid into the general fund of the State of South Carolina. 

§ 22.—Reduction of Rentals.—I{ in any calendar or fiscal 
year the gross receipts of any company formed hereunder should 
exceed the payments or charges specified in Section 10, the sums 
necessary to pay dividends, interest accrued or unpaid on any stock 
or income debentures, and the authorized transfer to surplus, the 
balance shall, unless the Board of Directors with the approval of 
the Board of Housing shall deem such balance too small for the pur- 
pose, be applied to the reduction of rentals. 

§ 23. Foreclosure.—In any foreclosure action the Board 
shall be made a party defendant; and such board shall take all steps 
in such action necessary to protect the interest of the public therein, 
and no costs shall be awarded against the Board. Foreclosure shall 
not be decreed unless the court to which application therefor is 
made shall be satisfied that the interests of the lienholder or holders 
cannot be adequately secured or safeguarded except by the sale of 
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the property. In any such proceeding, the court shall be authorized 
to make an order increasing the rental to be charged for the housing 
accommodations in the project involved in such foreclosure, or ap- 
point a receiver of the property or grant such other and further re- 
lief as may be reasonable and proper. In the event of a foreclosure 
sale or other judicial sale, the property shall, except as provided in 
the next succeeding paragraph of this Section, be sold to a limited 
dividend housing corporation organized under this act, provided 
such corporation shall bid and pay a price for the property sufficient 
to pay court costs and all liens on the property with interest. Other- 
wise the property shall be sold free of all restrictions imposed by 
this Act. 

(2) Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of this Section, 
wherever it shall appear that a corporation, subject to the supervi- 
sion either of the state insurance department or state banking de- 
partment, or the Federal Government, or any agency or department 
of the Federal Government, shall have loaned on a mortgage which 
is a lien upon any such property such corporation shall have all the 
remedies available to a mortgage under the laws of the State of 
South Carolina, free from any restrictions contained in this Section, 
except that the Board shall be made a party defendant and that such 
Board shall take all steps necessary to protect the interests of he 
public and no costs shall be awarded against it. 

§ 24. Purchases by Limited Dividend Corporations.— 
Before any limited dividend housing corporation incorporated under 
this Act shall purchase the property of any other limited dividend 
housing corporation, it shall file an application with the Board in the 
manner hereinbefore provided as for a new project and shall obtain 
the consent of the Board to the purchase and agree to be bound by 
the provisions of this Act,.and the Board shall not give its consent 
unless it is shown to the satisfaction of the Board that the project 
is one that can be successfully operated according to the provisions 
of this Act. 

§ 25. Judgments Not Relating to Mortgage Indebted- 
ness.—In the event of a judgment against a limited dividend hous- 
ing carporation in any action not pertaining to the collection of a 
mortgage indebtedness, there shall be no sale of any of the real 
property of such corporation except upon sixty days’ written notice 
to the Board. Upon receipt of such notice the Board shall take such 
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steps as in its judgment may be necessary to protect the rights of all 
parties, 

§ 26. Fees—Collection by Board.—The Board may charge 
and collect for a limited dividend housing corporation, incorporated 
under this Act, reasonable fees in accordance with the rates to be 
established by the rules of the Board for the examination of plans 
and specifications and the supervision of construction in an amount 
not to exceed one-half of one per cent of the cost of the project; 
for the holding of a public hearing upon application of a housing 
corporation an amount sufficient to meet the reasonable cost of ad- 
vertising the notice thereof and of the transcript of testimony taken 
thereat; for any examination or investigation made upon application 
of a housing corporation and for any act done by the Board, or any 
of its employees, in performance of their duties under this Act an 
amount reasonably calculated to meet the expenses of the Board in- 
curred in connectiion therewith. In no event shall any part of the 
expenses of the Board ever be paid out of the State Treasury. The 
Board may authorize a housing corporation to include such fees as 
part of the cost of a project, or as part of the charges specified in 
Section 10 of this Act pursuant to rules to be established by the 
Board. 

§ 27. Saving Clause.—The provisions of this Act shall be 
severable and if any of its provisions shall be held to be unconstitu- 
tional the decision so holding shall not be construed to affect the 
validity of any of the remaining provisions of this Act. It is hereby 
declared as the Legislative Intent that this Act would have been 
adopted had such unconstitutional provision had not been included 
therein. 

§ 28. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 29. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a Tax Collector for York County 


Section 1. Tax Collector, York County—Appointment 
——Removal—Vacancy-—Deputy Collectors.—Be it enacted by | 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There shall 
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be appointed for the county of York one discreet person to be known 
as “Tax Collector ;”’ such appointment to be made by the Gov- 
ernor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation of said County. The said tax collector shall be subject 
to removal at any time by the Governor upon the recommendation 
of a majority of the Legislative Delegation of the said county, and 
any vacancy occurring in said office for any reason to be filled by 
appointment by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the Leg- 
islative Delegation of said County: Provided, That the tax collector 
shali have power and authority to appoint such a number of deputy 
collectors to be paid by him and as he may deem advisable, and he 
shall be responsible to York County for all the taxes collected by 
said deputies, and shall have suthority, if he deems advisable, to 
require said collectors td give bond for the faithful performance of 
their duties. 

§ 2. Term—May Abolish Office—Effect-—-No Commis- 
sion on Taxes on Property in Litigation.—-The term of office 
of such tax collector shall be at the pleasure of a. majority of York 
County Delegation in the General Assembly. If at any time a majority 
of said Delegation deems it advisable they are hereby empowered to 
abolish the office of tax collector without further legislation and de- 
volve the duties thereof upon the Sheriff of York County. And 
should such tax collector be removed and the office abolished then 
the Sheriff of York County shall receive the same fees and com- 
missions as provided by law before the creation of the office of tax 
collector. The tax collector shall not be allowed commissions for 
the collection of taxes on any property involved in litigation. 

§ 3. County Treasurer to Issue Executions—Form.— 
Immediately upon the expiration of the time allowed by law for the 
payment of taxes in any year the county treasurer shall issue in the 
name of the State a warrant or execution in duplicate against such 
defaulting taxpayer in his county, signed by him in his official ca- 
pacity directed to the tax collector of the county requiring and com- 
manding him to levy the same by distress and sale of so much of the 
defaulting taxpayer’s estate real or personal or both, as may be suf- 
ficient to satisfy the taxes, State, school, county and special of such 
defaulter, specifying therein the aggregate amount of his taxes, as 
well as the amount of each fund; which warrant or execution shall 
run substantially in these words (filling the blank to suit each case) 
viz. : 
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Treasurer of the County of York, to the Tax Collector of York 
County, or his lawful deputy; Whereas ...... 0 ccc ccc eee cence 
has been duly assessed the sum of ................ dollars for 
defraying the charges of State, school, County and special, for the 
fiscal year beginning November 1, 19.... as follows, to wit: For the 
State$............ ; For public schools $............ ; For county 
Sie eeslee eens ; For special $.........4.5 which ...........006, 
has neglected to pay; These are therefore in the name of the State 
to charge and command you to levy by distress and sale of the 
personal property, and if sufficient personal property cannot be 
found, then by distress and sale of the land of the said..........

the charges thereof; and for so doing, this shall be your sufficient 
warrant. Given under my Hand and Seal this ................0005 
day OF sas estan en Sern A. D. 19.....

§ 4. Fees of County Treasurer and Tax Collector.—The 
treasurer for such warrant issued shall have from each defaulter one 
($1.00) dollar, and the tax collector herein provided for shall take 
from each defaulter the following fees in the execution of his of- 
fice, to wit: : 

For serving each warrant one ($1.00) dollar besides mileage at 
the rate of five cents for each mile actually traveled in executing the 
warrant ; for advertising sale twenty-five cents; for making sale and 
executing deed of conveyance and putting purchaser in possession 
Kenia '. ($3.00) and for sums levied as aforesaid, five per cent., and 
the said tax collector is prohibited from demanding or collecting any 
greater sum therefor than is hereby allowed, and neither the treasurer 
or the tax collector herein shall receive fees, upon nulla bona return: 
Provided, That the said county may by majority of vote of the 
Legislative Delegation supplement the fees of the said tax collector, 
by salary to be provided in the county Supply Bill or otherwise. 

§ 5. Seizure and Sale.—Under and by virtue of said war- 
rant or execution the said tax collector shall seize and take exclusive 
possession of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, real or 
personal or both, as may be necessary to raise the sum of money 
named therein and said charges thereon and proceed to advertise 
and sell same and otherwise act in regard thereto as is provided for 
by sheriff’s sale under Section 2855. 
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§ 6. Certain Powers and Duties of Sherif Devolved on 
Tax Collector—Sheriff to Give Tax Collector Executions.— 
It is understood and is declared hereby that all powers, duties, and 
authority now vested in the sheriff of said county as to the collecting 
of delinquent taxes, seizure of property, making of deeds, etc., is 
hereby conferred upon the tax collector herein named, and he is 
hereby given full power and authority to carry into effect all the 
laws now pertaining to the execution of delinquent taxes, the making 
of deeds under tax execution sale, etc., the same as is now provided 
for the sheriff, and the sheriff of the said county is hereby relieved 
from the collection of any delinquent taxes after the approval of this 
Section by the Governor: Provided, That said tax collector shall 
within two days after his appointment to such office demand upon 
the county treasurer of York County for lists of all tax executions 
issued by him and then in the hands of the sheriff of York County, 
and the treasurer of York County is hereby directed and required 
to furnish such list or lists of tax executions, with the names of 
the delinquents, dates, and amounts, to the said tax collector within 
ten (10) days after such demand is made upon him; and when such 
lists have been furnished the said tax collector by the said treasurer 
as herein required, he shall make immediate demand upon the sheriff 
of York County for all tax executions in the hands of the said sheriff, 
and the said sheriff within two (2) days after such demand is made 
upon him, is hereby directed and required to turn over to the said 
tax collector all tax executions in his hands of every kind and of 
every year and date whatsoever; and the said tax collector shall 
within two (2) days after the sheriff has turned over to him such 
tax executions, make a full report of same to the county treasurer, 
same to be checked by the said treasurer and to become chargeable 
against the tax collector for collection. 

§ 7. Monthly Settlements—Further Duties.—Said tax 
collector shall be required to make settlement with the treasurer on 
the first of every month, and make a written report upon all execu- 
tions with respect to non-payment, error, double entries, nulla bona 
returns or any other necessary report connected therewith, so that the 
county auditor or other officer charged with-the duty may check up 
with the treasurer. He shall also report to the county auditor any 
executions which are uncollectible and the auditor shall so mark 
it on the tax books, and abstract of tax executions. He shall assist 
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the county auditor in listing upon the tax books, persons, firms, or 
corporations who are escaping taxation. 

§ 8. Provisions Mandatory—Duties of Supervisor and 
County Attorney.—The provisions of this Section as to the several 
offices herein named are mandatory and not discretionary and upon 
failure or refusal of any or either of them to do the things therein 
directed and required to be done by them, then the supervisor of 
York County shall immediately bring and institute into the courts 
mandamus or such other proceedings as may be proper or necessary 
to carry into effect the provisions of this Section. And the county 
attorney is hereby directed to advise all officers herein named of their 
respective duties herein required of them and whenever necessary 
take such legal steps at the direction of the county supervisor in 
the enforcement of same 

§ 9. Bond.—Before taking office the tax collector of the 
County shall give bond in the sum of ten thousand ($10,000.00) 
dollars conditioned for the faithful performance of his duty. The 
bond shall be in the form now prescribed or used by the Sheriff. 

§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 

§ 11. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4228, Volume 2, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, by Providing for the Election 
of One Member of the County Board of Directors of 
Darlington County From Each District and Making

Section 1. § 4228, 1932 Code, Amended—Election of 
County Directors, Darlington County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 4228, 
Volume 2, Code of Law of South Carolina, 1932, be, and the same 
is hereby amended by providing for the election of one member of 
the County Board of Directors of Darlington County from each 
district and making more definite and certain the district lines, by 
striking out all of said Section and substituting in lieu thereof the

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following, to be known as Section 4228, so that when said section 
is so amended it shall read as follows: 

“Section 4228: The County of Darlington is hereby divided into 
five districts as follows: District No. 1, to be composed of all of 
that territory included in Darlington and Palmetto Townships; Dis- 
trict No.2, to be composed of all of that territory included in Harts- 
ville and Clyde Townships; District No. 3, to be composed of all 
of that territory included in Lamar and Lydia Townships and Lake 
Swamp School District; District No. 4, to be composed of all of 
that territory included in Leavensworth, Soceity Hill, Mechanics- 
ville and Antioch Townships; District No.5, to be composed of all 
of that territory included in High Hill and Swift Creek Townships 
and Philadelphia School District, and that one member of the 
County Board of Directors shall be elected from each of said 
Districts by the qualified electors of said district in the general 
election of 1934, and in each general election thereafter, to serve as 
members of said County Board of Directors for a term of two years 
beginning January 1st, 1935, after said election and until his suc- 
cessor shall have been elected and qualified.

AN ACT to Create the Office of Delinquent Tax Collector 
for Newberry County, Define His Duties and Fix His 
Compensation. 

Section 1. Tax Collector, Newberry County—Creation 

—Salary.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
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South Carolina: That the office of Delinquent Tax Collector be and 
the same is hereby created and established in Newberry County, 
whose short title shall be that of Tax Collector. The salary of said 
Tax Collector shall be Sixteen Hundred ($1,600.00) Dollars per 
annum, payable monthly, the said salary to be in lieu of all costs 
and fees of whatever nature and description collected by him, and all 
such fees and costs as provided by law shall be in each instance 
collected by him and shall be paid over to the treasurer of Newberry 
County monthly, on the first of each month. 

§ 2. Appointment—Removal—Term—Bond.—The Tax 
Collector shall be appointed by the Governor upon a recommendation 
of a majority of the Newberry County Legislative Delegation, and 
shall bé removed from office in like manner, for cause. The term of 
office shall be for two (2) years, beginning July 1, 1933, and he 
shall hold office until his successor shall be appointed and qualified. 
He shall be required to furnish bond in the same form as other 
Public Officials in the principal sum of not less than Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars. 

§ 3. Duties.—It shall be the duty of the said Tax Collector to 
receive from the County Treasurer of Newberry County all delin- 
quent Tax Executions that are issued for unpaid taxes and shall 
diligently pursue them to final collection, and he shall be discharged 
from liability thereon only upon return of the original executions 
or the cash collected. He shall make full and complete settlements 
monthly, on the first of each month, for all collections made during 
the preceding month with the County Treasurer, receiving his of- 
ficial receipt for cash paid over to him. 

§ 4. Certain Powers and Duties of Sheriff Devolved on 
Tax Collector.—It is understood and declared that all the powers 
now vested in the Sheriff of Newberry County as to the collection 
of delinquent taxes, seizure and sale of property, etc., are hereby 
conferred upon the Tax Collector, and he is hereby given full power 
and authority to carry into effect all the laws now pertaining to 
the execution and collection of delinquent taxes, the same as is now 
provided for the Sheriff of said county, and the Sheriff of said county 
is hereby releived from the collection of any delinquent taxes after 
the effective date of this Act: Provided, The Sheriff of Newberry 
County shall turn over to the Tax Collector herein provided for, 
all delinquent tax returns and executions immediately upon the Tax 
Collector becoming qualified: Provided, That the Sheriff of New- 
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berry County shall have all commissions and fees now provided by 
law for the collection of 1931 taxes. 

§ 5. Further Duties—Office.—The said Tax Collector shall 
keep a full and complete record of all tax executions charged to 
him by the County Treasurer; shall record them in a tax execution 
book in the same manner as the Sheriff has heretofore recorded 
same; and shall also keep a delinquent tax cash book ruled and 
printed in the following columns form: Date of payment; name; 
execution number; School District number; year or years; tax; 
Treasurer’s Cost; Collector Costs; mileage ; commission; total paid. 
He shall also make a semi-annual report, certified and sworn to, 
to each member of the Legislative Delegation, showing the amount 
collected and the percentage collections of the amount of the annual 
executions. On June 30th, of each and every year he shall make a 
full and complete accounting with the County Treasurer of all tax 
executions with which he has been charged. All executions found 
after investigation to be uncollectible shall be stamped “nulla bona” 
with a full’ statement endorsed on the back thereof why such ex- 
ecutions are not collectible, and on the above settlement date shall 
be returned to the County Treasurer with an abstract in duplicate 
on the blank forms prescribed by the Comptroller General for this 
purpose, and each year shall be shown separately ; he shall at this 
time make a complete abstract in duplicate of all tax executions 
remaining in his hands which have not been investigated to a final 
end, upon forms furnished by the Comptroller General’s office: 
Provided, That the said ‘Tax Collector shall be furnished an office in 
the Court House, next door to the Treasurer, if available. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School. Trustees in 
The County of Newberry and to Fix the Time and 
Specify the Manner of Electing Same.

AN ACT to Provide for the Collection of Delinquent Taxes 
in Georgetown County in Installments Over a Period 
of Five Years. 


Section 1. Delinquent Taxes Assessed prior to 1932 in 
Georgetown County Payable in Installments.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Sheriff of Georgetown County is authorized and directed to receive 
payment of delinquent taxes, assessed prior to 1932, in five equal 
annual installments, the first to become due and be payable at and dur- 
ing the same period of time that the current taxes for the year 1933 are 
payable, and the remaining installments shall become due and be 
payable at and during the period of time that the current taxes for 
the next four successive years, respectively, become due and are pay- 
able, so that while the installments for the respective years fall due 
on September 15th they may be accepted up to and on December 
31st of any such year: Provided, That upon default in the payment 
of any installment as herein authorized or should the current tax 
for the year 1932 be not paid on or before June 1, 1933, or within 
any such period of extension as may be hereafter provided for or 
authorized by competent authority or should the current tax assessed 
for any subsequent year become in arrears or become delinquent 
then the remaining installments shall immediately become due, col- 
lectible and the Sheriff is authorized to proceed to enforce collection 
thereof under the execution in his hands and for such purpose he is 
clothed with the same power. originally vested in him under the law 
and under the execution as originally directed to him. On each un-

paid installment there shall be added interest thereon from October 
15, 1933, at the rate of five (5%) per cent per annum from said date 
until paid. This interest charge shall be in addition to the penalties 
attached to delinquent taxes under existing provisions of law: Pro- 
vided, ‘That upon payment before sale of all unpaid yearly taxes and 
all unpaid annual installments of delinquent taxes which have become 
due as provided herein, including penalties, costs and lawful charge- 
able expenses in connection therewith, the balance of the delinquent 
taxes then remaining unpaid shall be restored to the original status 
provided by this Act. 

§ 2. Execution Fees.—Any taxpayer meeting his install-

Outstanding Bonds of Such School Districts. 


Section 1. § 5365, 1932 Code, Amended—Investment 
of Certain School Funds in Spartanburg County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 5365, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be, and the 
same is hereby amended by adding the following proviso: Provided, 
Further, That whenever any school district in Spartanburg County, 
State of South Carolina, shall have money in sinking fund for the re- 
tirement of outstanding bonds, and shall have cash balances over and 
above the current expenses of said school districts, that the Board of 
Trustees of such school district shall have the right to use such sink- 
‘ing fund to buy in open market bonds of the issue for which such 
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sinking fund is established, and to use the said cash balances to buy 
in the open market bonds of such school district, so that said Sec- 
tion, when so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 5365: The treasurers of the counties in which said 
school districts are situated, are directed and required to deposit all 
moneys in their hands, monthly as the same accumulate, belonging 
to the sinking funds of the various school districts in their counties 
which may accumulate from time to time, in some saving institution 
or bank approved by the board of trustees of any such school dis- 
trict at the best rate of interest that can be obtained, until such 
funds may be needed for the payment of bonds, as they mature or 
the interest thereon, and the said treasurers shall, at the direction of 
the board of trustees, change the place of deposit at any time: Pro- 
vided, That in making such deposit preference shall be given to a 
bank, or banks, located within the township or county, in which 
such school district is situated, and provided, That the sinking funds 
belonging or hereafter belonging to Hartsville school district No. 32, 
in Darlington County, and to Spartanburg school district No. 34, in 
Spartanburg County, or which may accumulate hereafter from levies 
made for the benefit of sinking funds for said school districts, shall 
be by the said treasurers placed under the control and management 
of the board of trustees of said school districts, respectively, and 
shall be applied by them to the bonds issued by said school districts, 
respectively, and in the interest thereon, and until the same may be 
needed for said purposes to be invested by the said trustees to meet 
the payment of such bonds and interest as the same become due.

Providing for. the Conveyance of Land Sold for Taxes 
When Purchased by County Auditors.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sections 
2170 and 2857, Volume:11, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
relating to forfeited land’ commissions and the purchase of property 
by auditors for the sinking fund commission be, and the same are 
hereby amended by striking out all of said sections and inserting in 
lieu thereof. the following. to: be known as section 2170 and section 
2857: 

Section 2170: All bids deeded to. the foricited land commission 
of any county shall be held by them as assets of the county and 
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State, and sold to the best interest of the county and State, the 
proceeds of such sales to be turned over by said forfeited land com- 
mission to the county treasurer of their respective counties. And the 
county treasurer’ shall, at the close of his fiscal year, divide such

AN ACT to Restrict the Driving of Motor Vehicles by 
Minors and to Define the Responsibilities of Others in 
Connection Therewith and to Provide Penalties for

Section 1. Issuance of Drivers’ Licenses to Minors— 
Contents of Application.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The application of any 
minor, fourteen (14) years of age or above, for a driver’s license 
shall not be granted unless such application is signed by both father 
and mother of the applicant, if both father and mother are living 
and have custody of the applicant; otherwise, by the parent, guar- 
dian or other person having custody of such minor or by the em- 
ployer of such minor, 


§ 2. Operation of Motor Vehicle by Minor under 14 
Year without Driver’s License Unlawful—Rented Car 
Drivers.—It shall be unlawful for any person to cause or know- 
ingly permit his or her child or ward under the age of fourteen 
(14) years, or any employee, to drive a motor vehicle upon any 
public highway, road or street in this State, unless such child, ward, 
or employee shall have first obtained a license to drive a motor ve- 
hicle and it shall be unlawful for any person to rent for hire a 
motor vehicle to be operated by any person who does not have a 
current driver’s license or, in the case of a non-resident, who has 
not been licensed to drive a motor vehicle under the laws of his 
resideut State or country, if the laws of his resident State or coun- 
try so require. ° 


§ 3. Owner of Motor Vehicle Not to Allow Minor un- 
der 14 Years to Operate—Such Minor Not to Operate— 
Penalties.—It shall be unlawful for the owner of any motor ve- 
hicle to allow any minor under the age of fourteen (14) years to 
drive or operate such motor vehicle upon the public highways of the 
State.

And he shall, after deducting all proper costs and commissions, pay 
to the claimant the money due to him, taking his receipts for the 
same, after which he shall deposit the said receipt, as well as the 
items of costs and commissions, with the remainder of the money 
or proceeds of the sale, in the office of the clerk of court, subject to 
the order of the owner thereof, or his legal representatives: Pro- 
vided, That when the value of the property repaired or stored shall 
not exceed Ten ($10.00) Dollars in value, then the storage owner 
or operator or repairman may sell the same at public outcry to the 
highest bidder after sixty days’ written notice a description of the 
article repaired and the cost thereof to be offered for sale and sold 
to the highest bidder therefor for cash, at the shop at which the 
repairs were made at ten o’clock a. m. on the first Monday of the 
month thereafter (at least 60 days after the written notice), and 
at the same time said written notice also to advertise said sale in a 
prominent place in the shop, on the county bulletin board at the 
Court House and some other public place; and that the true result 
of such sale be forthwith made to the original owner of the article 
so sold to the last known address of the owner of said property. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

perform or cause to be performed annually three days labor upon 
the public roads of the county in the subdivision of the county with 
respect to roads and highways in which he shall reside: Provided, 
All persons subject to road duty may in lieu of performing such 
labor pay to the County Treasurer on or before the first day of 
January of each year, by way of commutation tax, the sum of one 
dollar. All persons subject to road duty who shall fail to pay the 
commutation tax herein provided before January first of each year, 
shall be called out and required to labor or to furnish an acceptable 
substitute for the required number of days each year at the discre- 
tion of the County engineer or his duly authorized deputy or agent, 
and under such rules and regulations as the Board of County Di- 
rectors of Darlington County may prescribe. Any person or persons 
liable to raod duty who shall fail or refuse, without lawful excuse, 
to appear and render the service required of him in person or by

AN ACT to Fix the Number of School Trustees in the Sev- 
eral School Districts in Lexington County, to Fix the 
Term of Office and Method of Appointment and to 
Restrict the Power of Trustees to Employ Teachers Be- 


yond Their Term of Office. 


Whereas, There now exists in Lexington County a number of 
special school districts with varying numbers of trustees for the 
several districts and different methods of electing or appointing such 
trustees and different lengths of term of office of same; and 

Whereas, Because of the lack of uniformity in the school systems 
as they now exist in Lexington County there has been and still is 
much confusion and dissatisfaction with the operation of the schools 
- resulting in reducing the efficiency of the school work. Now, There- 
fore, In order to facilitate the reorganization of the several boards 
of school trustees in Lexington County, and in order to increase the 
efficiency of the work done by the several schools; 

Section 1. School Trustees, Lexington County—Ap- 
pointment—Term—Removal—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
terms of office of all school trustees in Lexington County shall ex- 
pire on the second Tuesday in April, 1933, and such trustees as 
provided for in this Act shall be appointed by the County Board of 
Education of Lexington County on or before the second Tuesday 
in April, 1933, and commissioned so as to assume office immediately 
upon the retirement of the present trustees under the provisions of 
this Act. The term of office of all school trustees in -Lexington 
County shall hereafter be for two years and shall be appointed and 
commissioned so as to assume office on the second Tuesday in April, 
1933, and every two years thereafter: Provided, That the County 
Board of Education may remove from office any trustee at any 
time for any cause. In the event of a vacancy occuring on any board 
of trustees by removal, resignation, or otherwise, the County Board 
of Education shall fill such vacancy for the unexpired term. 

§ 2. High School Districts—Powers and Duties.—Every 
high school district in Lexington County, whether the same be 
created by special act of the legislature or under the general laws, 
shall have a board of trustees composed of five (5) members, who 
shall have supervision and control of the high schools in their re- 
spective districts, and shall have and exercise all powers and duties 
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now imposed upon school trustees under the laws of this State as it 
now exists. The said high school trustees shall likewise have the 
supervision and control of the grammar schools located in the same 
district in which the high school is located, and shall exercise all 
powers, duties and functions incident to the proper operation of 
grammar schools in their respective districts: Provided, That in the 
centralized high school district at Swansea two (2) of the trustees 
shall be residents of district No. 37 and the remaining three (3) 
trustees shall be appointed from the area embraced in the other 
grammar school districts comprising the Swansea centralized high 
school district: Provided, further, That the Ratesburg-Leesville 
high school district board of trustees shall consist of six (6) mem- 
bers, three (3) from the Batesburg district and three (3) from the 
Leesville district, who shall have supervision and control over the 
operation of the high school located within said area, and the three, 
(3) trustees from the Batesburg district shall have control and 
supervision over the operation of the grammar school in Batesburg, 
and the three trustees from Leesville shall have control and super- 
vision over the operation of the grammar school in Leesville. 

§ 3. Grammar School Districts—Powers and Duties.— 
All grammar school districts in Lexington County except the gram- 
mar schools located in the same town or districts as the high schools 
are located, shall be under the supervision and control of a board 
of trustees consisting of three (3) members who shall exercise all 
‘duties and have such powers as are now pres to common school 
trustees in this State. 

§ 4. Employment of Teachers—Liability of Trustees.— 
It shall be unlawful for any Board of School Trustees in Lexington 
County to employ or contract for the services of any teachers for 
any scholastic year beginning after the expiration of the terms of 
office of such trustees; and any such contract shall be null and void 
and not binding on their successors in office, or on the school district, 
which said trustees may represent. In the event any Board of Trus- 
tees should undertake to employ teachers for any year beginning 
after the expiration of their terms of office as trustees, such teacher’ 
‘or teachers shall have no cause of action against the school district 
and the trustees entering into such unlawful contract shall be liable 
for any damage suffered by any such teacher. 

§ 5. That all Acts or narts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment of Certain Current 
and Certain Delinquent Taxes in Lexington County in 
Installments. 


Section 1. May Discount Lexington County Taxes.— 
_ Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That upon all taxes levied on real and personal property, all 
commutation road taxes and all poll taxes assessed in Lexington 
County for the year 1933 and succeeding years and paid on or be- 
fore the first day of November in the year in which the same are 
assessed there shall be allowed a discount of two (2%) per cent. of 
the amount thereof; that upon all such taxes paid on or before the 
first day of December of the year in which assessed they shall be 
allowed a discount of one (1%) per cent. of the amount thereof. 


§ 2. May Pay Taxes in Installments—Date Tax Books 
Open.—All property taxes assessed in the year 1933 and in succeed- 
ing years in Lexington County may be paid in four (4) install- 
ments of not less than one-fourth (44) of the amount of the total 

_ taxes with penalties as follows: the first installment on or before 
October 15th, the second installment on or before November 
15th of the year in which assessed, and the third and fourth install- 
ments on or before January 15th and March 15th, respectively, of 
the year succeeding the year in which assessed. Whenever any tax- 
payer shall elect to pay the taxes in installments as herein author- 
ized he shall pay on or before October 15th one-fourth (44) of any 
such tax and thereafter pay the succeeding installments as herein 
authorized. In the event any installment is not paid on or before its 
due date then the total of all the remaining installments shall become 

_ due and payable as now provided by law, and if not paid to become 

subject to the penalties and executions as other delinquent taxes: 

' Provided, further, That the provisions of this Act do not apply to 

commutation road tax and poll taxes, except when such road and 
poll taxes are returned and assessed together with personal and/or 
real property: Provided, further, That commencing with the year 

1933 all taxbooks for Lexington County shali be open by October 

Ist. 
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§ 3. Settlement by Sheriff on Unpaid Tax Executions.—— 
Immediately after the approval of this Act the Sheriff of Lexington 
County shall rsturn to the County Treasurer all tax executions in 
his hands thai have not been collected in full and he shall pay over 
to the County Treasurer all funds collected by him on account of 
tax executions in his office. If he has collected a part payment of 
any tax executions he shall return such executions with a statement 
of the amount paid thereon, properly credit all such partial collect- 
ions, and pay over to the county treasurer such amounts as collected 
and the sheriff shall make complete and final settlement with the 
treasurer upon all executions now charged to him. 

§ 4. Certain Taxes Due prior to 1933 Payable in In- 
stallments.—It shall be the duty of the Treasurer, with the as- 
sistance of the Sheriff and Auditor, within thirty days after the 
passage of this Act to check over all executions, take out such as 
are determined by them to be uncollectible and mark the same nulla 
bona and determine the amount of taxes, fees and costs unpaid and 
represented by each execution in each of the school districts of the 
county. When they have determined the amount of delinquent taxes, 
fees and costs against any property or taxpayer they shall make a 
list thereof by townships and return all executions together with a 
copy of such list to the Sheriff. As used in this Act, delinquent 
taxes mean the taxes assessed for the year 1932 and previous years. 
The Sheriff is authorized and directed to receive payment of all 
delinquent taxes in twelve equal successive semi-annual installments, 
the first to become due on November 1, 1933. Installments may be 
received at any time during the six months next following the date 
upon which the installment becomes due, and if the same is paid 
within such six months the tax shall not lose its status as fixed under 
the terms of this Act. In the event that any installment is not paid 
within the time provided in this Act, or should the tax for the cur- 
rent year become delinquent, then the remaining unpaid installments 
shall immediately become due and be collected, and the Sheriff is 
authorized to proceed to enforce collection thereof under such exe- 
cution, and for such purpose he is clothed with the same power as he 
has under the execution as originally directed to him: Provided, 
however, That upon payment before sale of all unpaid yearly taxes 
and of all unpaid semi-annual installments of delinquent taxes then 
due, including penalties, fees costs and lawful chargeable expenses 
in connection therewith, the installments maturing at a future date 
shall be restored to the original status provided by this Act and 
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thereafter should any such taxpayer default in the payment of any 
installments or in the payment of his taxes for the current year and 
pay up in full, including all costs and expenses before sale, the 
Sheriff is authorized to withhold the sale of such property and the 
future installments shall again be restored to the status provided for 
herein: Provided, That any taxpayer may anticipate the maturity of 
any one or more installments, or of all of the installments, and pay 
the same before due: Provided, That the provisions of this Act 
shall not apply to any taxes on personal property unless the tax lien 
covers real property, nor shall it apply under the law providing for 
segregation of taxes when the real estate becomes discharged from 
the tax lien and in either event the whole or any portion of unpaid 
installments of taxes on personal property shall become payable and 
subject to collection and execution as now provided by law for 
delinquent taxes: Provided further, That in the event of sale in a 
foreclosure action involving real estate or personal property all re-. 
maining unpaid tax installments shall immediately become due and 
collectible and the officer making such sale shall pay the same from 
the proceeds thereof: Provided, further, That if any taxpayer is 
about to remove from the State, or attempts, or is about to, or does 
dispose of his property, or the same is transferred by whatever 
means ,and the grantee, or transferee of the same does not promptly 
notify the Sheriff of such transfer, and of his intention to continue 
the payments of the installments of taxes yet unpaid, the Sheriff is 
authorized, directed and empowered to forthwith levy upon, and 
sell such property subject to the payment of such tax executions, or 
installments of the same yet unpaid: Prozided, however, That noth- 
ing in this Act shall be construed so as to permit the payment of 
road and poll taxes in installments except when such road and poll 
taxes are returned and assessed together with personal and/or 
real property. Nothing in this Act shall prevent any taxpayer from 
paying his taxes, whether current or delinquent, in full at any time 
he may elect. 

§ 5. When Taxes Paid—Lien Extended—Apportionment 
and Segregation—Terms Cumulative.—Whenever a _ tax 
payer has paid his current taxes, plus the annual installment of 
delinquent taxes due for that year, as provided in this Act, he shall 
be deemed to have paid all taxes legally levied against him and due 
at the time, for all purposes provided by law, subject to the provis- 
ions of Section 4 hereof as to acceleration of payment: Provided, 
further, That the lien for any unpaid taxes shall be extended for a 
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period of ten years from the date of the payment of the last install- 
ment by any taxpayer: Provided, further, That nothing in this Act 
shall be construed to prevent the apportionment and segregation of 
taxes upon the request of any grantee or mortgagee as provided 
by law, and all amounts so apportioned shall be treated in con- 
formity with the purposes and provisions of this Act: Provided, 
further, That this Act shall be considered as cumulative to and as. 
an amendment of the provisions of the general tax laws now in 
force and effect, and as repealing only such Acts or parts of Acts 
as may be inconsistent with the provisions hereof. 

§ 6. Administration—Payment of Expenses.——-That the 
provisions of this Act shall be administered under the direction of 
the Comptroller General and all books and records and other ex- 
pense shall be paid from the General Fund of Lexington County on 
the approval of a majority of the Lexington County Delegation. 

§ 7. Date Effective.—This Act shall take effect upon June 
1, 1933.

AN ACT to Fix the Compensation of Certain Officers of — 
Williamsburg County 


. Section 1. Compensation of Sheriff, Auditor, Treasurer, 
Clerk of Court, Superintendent of Education, Probate 
Judge, and Supervisor, Williamsburg County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from 
and after June Ist, 1933, the salary of each officer of. Williamsburg 
County shall be paid in lieu of fees as follows: 

(a) Sheriff: The Sheriff of Williamsburg County shall receive 
the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars per annum, payable 
in equal monthly installments. 

(b) Auditor and Treasurer: The Auditor of Williamsburg Coun- 
ty shall receive a salary of Two. Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, and. 
county shall pay the amount not paid by the State. The Treasurer 
of Williamsburg County shall receive a salary of Two Thousand 
($2,000.00) Dollars, and county shall pay the amount not paid by 
the State. . 

(c) Clerk of Court: The Clerk of Court for Williamsburg Coun-: 
ty shall receive the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars. 
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Provided, The Clerk of Court shall pay.all clerk hire out of and 
from his salary other than the chief clerk as provided in Supply 
Bill. 

(d) Superintendent of Education: The Superintendent of Edu- 
cation of Williamsburg County shall receive the sum of fifteen 
Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments. 

(e) Probate Judge: The Probate Judge of Williamsburg County 
shall receive the sum of Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars per 
annum, payable in equal monthly installments. 

(f£) County Supervisor: The County Supervisor of Williams- 
burg County shall receive the sum of Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) 
Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments. 

§ 2. Officers to Collect and Record Fees.—It shall be the 
duty of each officer to collect in cash all fees provided by law, and 
to keep a full and correct itemized account thereof, which shall be 
accessible for inspection and audit at all times, and the official bond 
of each officer shall be responsible for the collection of all fees and 
full accounting therefor. 

§ 3. Monthly Settlements.—At the end of each calendar 
month, each officer of the county shall.account for and deliver to 
the Treasurer all fees collected during the month, and the Treasurer 
shall keep on file in his office the monthly report of each office. 

§ 4. Fees Go in General Fund.—All fees paid into the 
County Treasurer under the provisions of this Act shall be placed 


. by the Treasurer in the general funds of the county: to. be used for 


general county purposes. 
§ 5. Salary Basis Effective June 1, 1933.—That the pro- 
visions of this Act insofar as the same relates to. the change from 


the fee system to a salary basis shall not put into effect and shall 


not be operative until June 1st, 1933, and Clerk of Court will notify 
public and lawyers of said Act immediately upon the passage of 
this Act as to requirements. 

§ 6. Recording Fees Payable in Advance.——All record- 
ing fees as to deeds, real estate mortgages, chattel mortgages, and 
all other documents and papers filed for record are to be paid when 
the papers are filed, except papers pertaining to the United States 
Government. 

§ 7. Partitions—Payment of Fees.—In partition proceed- 
ings, when the land is partitioned in kind, the fees shall be paid 
when the judgment is entered and enrolled. Where land is sold in 
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partition, the fees, costs, and commissions are to be paid when the 
‘sale is closed and the deed executed and delivered. 

§ 8. Foreclosures—Payment of Fees.——In foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, the costs, fees and commissions are to be paid when the 
sale is closed and the deed executed and delivered. 

§ 9. Other Actions—Payment of Fees.—In case of pro- 
ceedings involving suits on notes or accounts, attachment suits, 

. claim and delivery actions, and any and all other suits, actions, and 
proceedings at law or in equity, the costs, fees, and commissions 
shall be paid when the pleadings and. proceedings are entered and 
enrolled. 

§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed.

§ 2. Bonds Less than Required to Be Increased.—That 
any of said officers whose bond heretofore given is in an amount 
less than above required shall, within thirty (30) days after the pas- 
sage of this Act, have his bond increased to the amount above re- 
quired or given an additional bond in an amount which together with 
the bond already given will total the above required amount. 

§ 3. Payment of Premiums.—The premiums on said bonds 
shall be paid by Cherokee County, but no premium shall be paid by 
said County for bonds in excess of the above required amount ex- 
cept the premium on those bonds heretofore given which may be in 
excess of said amounts shall be paid by said County. That any of 
said officers who have heretofore given bond in excess of the above 
required amount shall if possible have such bond reduced to the 
amount above required, and in the event of any such bond being 
reduced any return premium shall accrue to said County. 

§ 4. Payment of Salary Contingent on Securing Re- 
quired Bond.—Any of said officers who shall fail to furnish the

by Mixing with Lamp-Black or Other Material not In- 
jurious to Plants. 


Section 1. Act 850 of 1932 Acts Amended—Further 
Providing for the Discoloration of Certain Poisons.—Be it 
' enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That an Act entitled ‘An Act to require the discoloration of poison 
which resembles commonly used foodstuffs and providing for the 
violation thereof,’ approved the 6th day of April, 1932, shall be 
amended by striking out the clause in Section 1 reading: ‘It contains 
a distinctive warning color,’ and substituting therefor the words 
‘the said poisons are discolored by thoroughly mixing with them not 
less than one (1%) per cent by weight of finely divided lamp black 
or an adequate quantity of some other discoloring material not in- 
jurious to plants.’ So that said Section when so amended shall read 
as follows: 

“Section 1: That any person or firm or corporation shall not 
offer for sale, sell, or expose for sale, or have in possession any 
arsenate of lead, calcium arsenate or any poisonous agricultural in- 
secticide or fungicide of a white color unless the said poisons are 
discolored by thorughly mixing with them not less than one (1%) 
per cent by weight of finely divided lamp black or an adequate 
quantity of some other discoloring material not injurious to plants.’ ”

AN ACT Creating a Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollar 
Revolving Fund to be Used by the Department of 
Agriculture, Commerce and Industries for the Pay- 
ment of Insurance Premiums.

AN ACT to Determine the Term of Office of the Present 
School District Trustees in Chesterfield Courty; to 
Provide for the Election of School District Trustees in 
Said County; to Establish the Term of Office of Such 
School Trustees, and to Exempt Cheraw Special School _ 
District. 


Section 1. Term of Preserit School Trustees, Chester- 
field County, Expire June 30, 1933.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of-the State of South Carolina: That the term of 
office of the present trustees of the several school districts in Chester- 
ao County shall expire on the 30th day of June,1933. 

§ 2. May Elect Trustees—Term.—Upon the filing with the 
County Board of Education on or before May 15, 1933, of a peti- 
tion of one-third of the qualified electors of any school district in 
Chesterfield County, requesting an election of school trustees in said 
school district, the County Board of Education of Chesterfield Coun- 
ty shall forthwith order an election to be held on the 2nd Saturday 
in June, 1933, to name the successors of the school trustees whose 
terms of office are hereby vacated as of the 30th day of June, 1933. 
Election may be had’ every 4th year thereafter by complying with 
this Act. All trustees named or elected hereunder shall hold their 
offices for a term of two years from July 1st, 1933, and until their 
successors are elected or appointed and qualified. 

§ 3. . Election—Notice—Managers—Voters.—The Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Education shall give notice of the time, place 
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and purpose of said election by posting notice thereof at least two 
weeks prior to the date of such, and all subsequent elections, in at 
least three conspicuous public places in each of the said school dis- 
tricts, one of which shall be the school house door. The trustees for 
the said school districts shall be elected from the qualified electors 
residing in the several school districts. The said election shall be held 
under the supervision and direction of the County Board of Educa- 
tion and, except as otherwise specifically provided herein, where ap- 
plicable, according to the Constitution, laws and regulations govern- 
ing the holding of general elections in this State. 

The County Board of Education shall appoint three (3) managers 
of election for each of the polling places in the said school districts 
from the qualified electors residing therein. The managers of elec- 
tion shall take and subscribe, before any officer authorized to ad- 
minister oaths, the oath of office prescribed by Section 26 of Article 
III of the Constitution of 1895 and the oath with respect to dueling, 
and the same shall be filed in the office of the County Superintend- 
ent of Education. The said board of managers of election may ap- 
point a clerk to assist them in their duties, who shall take the same 
oath of office before the chairman of the board of managers or any 
notary. The managers of election at their first meeting shall proceed 
to organize as a board by appointing one of their number as chairman 
of the board, and who is hereby empowered to administer oaths. 
The polls shall be opened at the school house in each of the said 
school districts, which are hereby declared to be the voting place in 
said school districts for the purposes of this Act and this election, at 
eight o’clock in the forenoon and close at four o’clock in the after- 
noon of the day of election, and shall be held open during these hours 
without intermission or adjournment; and the managers of elec- 
tion shall administer to each person offering to vote at such election 
an oath that he is qualified to vote at such election, according to the 
Constitution of this State, and that he has not voted during said 
election. At any such election only qualified electors residing in the 
school district wherein the election is held shall be allowed to vote. 
The managers of the election shall require of any elector offering to 
vote, in addition to the production of a registration certificate, proof 
of the payment thirty (30) days before such election of any poll tax 
then due and payable. The production of a certificate or the receipt 
of the officer authorized to collect such taxes shall be conclusive 
proof of the payment thereof. 
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§ 4. Peace Officers Attend Polls—-Additional Mar- 
agers.—The Sheriff of Chesterfield County and all peace officers 
of said County are hereby required to be present during the whole 
time that the said polls are open, and until the election is completed, 
they shall prevent all interference with the managers of the election, 
act under their direction and see that there is no interruption of good 
order. The said Sheriff is further empowered and directed to make 
such assignment of his deputies, the constables of Chesterfield County 
and all other peace officers of said county to such polling places as 
may, in his judgment, best subserve the purpose of quiet and order. 
And in case all of the managers shall fail to attend at the same time 
and place appointed for holding such poll, or shall refuse or fail to- 
act, or in case no manager has been appointed for such poll, it shall 
be lawful for the voters present at the polling place on that day to 
appoint from among the qualified voters of said school district the 
managers to act as managers in the place and stead of the absent 
managers, and any one of the managers so appointed shall administer 
the oath to the other managers: Provided, That in case the legally 
appointed managers attend in a reasonable time, they shall take 
charge of and conduct the election. 

§ 5. Boxes and Ballots.—The County Board of Education 
shall provide for each voting place a sufficient number of boxes and 
ballots to meet the requirements of Sections 2304 and 2306 of the 
Code of 1932. The said ballots shall be in words, marks and figures 
as follows: “Trustees of ....... cee eee eens school district,” in- 
sert the name and number of the appropriate schoo! district 

§ 6. Duties of Managers.—The managers of election, with 
assistance and supervision of the County Board of Education, shall 
make necessary preparation for the holding of said election, and at 
the close of the election, the managers and clerks shall immediately 
proceed publicly to open the ballot boxes and count the ballots therein, 
and continue such count without adjournment or interruption, until 
the same is completed, and make such statement of the result thereof, 
and sign the same as the nature of the election shall require, No bal- 
lot shall be counted upon which there shall appear the name of an 
office or the name of a person in connection with an office other than 
that for which the box in which such ballot is found shall be des- 
ignated and labeled. If, in counting, two or more like ballots shall 
be found folded together compactly, only one shall be counted; the 
other must be destroyed ; but if they bear different names, all must 
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be destroyed and none counted. If more ballots shall be found on 
opening the boxes than there are names on the poll list, all the ballots 
shall be returned to the boxes and thoroughly mixed to gether, and 
one of the managers, or the clerk, shall, without seeing the ballots, 
draw therefrom and immediately destroy as many ballots as there 
are in excess of the number of names upon the poll list. Within one 
day thereafter the chairman of the board of managers, or one of 
them, to be designated in writing by the board, shall deliver to the 
County Board of Education the poll list, the boxes containing the 
ballots and a written statement of the result of the election in the 
school district. 

§ 7. Declaration of Result —Appeals.— The County 
Board of Education shall meet in the office of the County Superin- 
tendent of Education on the Thursday next following the said 
election, by twelve o’clock noon, and proceed to canvass the votes of 
the said school districts wherein elections have been held and deter- 
mine and declare what persons have been, by the greatest number of 
votes, duly elected as trustees in the several school districts, or 
either or any of them, and shall forthwith commission the persons so 
elected as school trustees of their respective school districts. They 
shall have power and it is made their duty as judicial officers to 
hear and determine all cases, or matters or things, protested or con- 
tested, that may come before them: Provided, That any party shall 
have the right to appeal to the Court of Common Pleas from any 
final order or decision of the County Board of Education. The Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Education shall be the chairman of the County 
Board of Education for the purposes of this Act. 

§ 8. Subsequent Elections.—Should for any reason the said 
elections, or either or any of them, be not held on the date named 
herein, or should it become necessary to hold a subsequent election 
or elections, the County Board of Education is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to order the same, fix the date thereof, and 
to give such notice, of not less than two weeks, as in its judgment 
will give the voters of such school district, or districts, reasonable 
notice of the time, place and purpose of such subsequent elections, 
and shall have full power and authority to provide for the holding 
thereof, as is conferred upon and vested in it for the holding of 
elections upon the dates herein duly specified, and where applicable, 
the same regulation shall govern for the holding and declaring of 
the results of such subsequent elections. 
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§ 9. Appoint Trustees—When.—I{ the qualified electors 
of any school district shall fail, neglect or refuse to file a petition 
for an election, as is herein provided, the County Board of Educa- 
tion shall appoint trustees for such school district, or districts, to 
serve for a term of two years commencing on the Ist day of July, 
1933. 

§ 10. Vacancies.—I{ the office of any trustee in any school 
district in Chesterfield County shall become vacant, subsequent to 
the elections provided for in this Act, by reason of death, resigna- 
tion, removal or otherwise, the County Board of Education shall 
appoint a trustee, or trustees, to fill the unexpired term. 

§ 11. Officer Failing Perform Duties—Penalty.—The 
failure, neglect or refusal of any officer named in this Act to per- 
form the duties herein devolved upon him shall Une deemed sufficient 
cause for his removal from office. 

§ 12. Cheraw Special School District Exempted.—This 
Act shall not apply to Cheraw Special school district. 

§ 12a. Payment Expenses of Elections.—That the neces- 
sary expenses of said election shall be paid out of any available 
funds of the respective districts upon the warrant of the trustees of 
each of the said school districts. 

§ 13. Contractual Rights of Trustees in Certain Dis- 
tricts.—In every school district where an election for School trus- 
tees is ordered, as provided in this Act, the Trustees of such school 
districts are hereby prohibited from employing teachers for the 
scholastic year of 1933-1934, or entering into any contract extend- - 
ing beyond July 1, 1933, until the persons elected for said school 
districts have been commissioned and qualified. 

§ 14. Saving Clause.—-If any clause, sentence, paragraph, or 
any part of this Act shall for any reason be adjudged by any Court 
of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not 
affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of this Act, but shall be 
confined in its operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph or part 
thereof directly involved in the controversy in which said judgment 
is rendered.

AN ACT to Amend Section 3759, Volume 2, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, so as to Give Magistrates in 
Cherokee County Jurisdiction Over the Entire County, 
and to Provide for the Amount of Bond and Salaries of 
Such Magistrates. 


Section 1. § 3759, 1932 Code, Amended—Magistrates, 
Cherokee County—Jurisdiction—Bond—Salary.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 3759, Volume 2, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out all of said 
Section following the words “one at Blacksburg,” on the third line 
of said Section, down through and including the words “to be paid 
monthly,” at then end of the first paragraph of said Section; and 
insert in lieu thereof the following; to-wit, “All of whom shall 
have jurisdiction of any and all cases arising within the county which 
are triable in a magistrate’s Court. The salaries of said magistrates 
shall be in such amounts as may be from year to year set out in the 
Supply Bill of said County.” 

And by striking out the words and figures, “the sum of Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars,” in the last paragraph of said 
Section, and insert in lieu thereof the following; to-wit, “the sum 
of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars,” So that said Section, when 
so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 3759. There shall be in Cherokee County three (3) 
magistrates, two (2) of whom shall reside in the City of Gaffney 
and one at Blacksburg; all of whom shall have jurisdiction of any 
and all cases arising within the County which are triable in a magis- 
trate’s Court. The salaries of said magistrates shall be in such 
amounts as may be from year to year set out in the Supply Bill of 
said County. 

At the next general election, the magistrates to be appointed for 
the City of Gaffney shall be elected by the people of Cherokee 
County, except in Cherokee Township, who shall vote on the magis- 
trate at Blacksburg, and the county executive committee shall pro- 
vide for candidates for magistrates at the city of Gaffney to be 
placed in the primary as all other county officers are voted for. 

The three magistrates of Cherokee County shall furnish an official 
bond, conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of 
office, in the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, in some

Drink Tax Where the Milk is Produced by Farmers or 
Dairymen and Sold in Milk Bottles. 


Section 1. Certain Milk Drinks Exempt from Soft 
Drink Tax.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That all milk drinks produced by farmers or 
dairies with whole milk and sold in milk bottles shall be exempt 
from the payment of any soft drink tax now provided by law. 

§ 2. Saving Clause.—The classification created by this Act 
is done for the purpose of fostering and encouraging the dairy in- 
dustry but should this classification be held discriminatory by either 
the courts of this State or the United States, and for that reason this 
Act should be held unconstitutional, then the classification hereunder 
created and the provisions hereby imposed shall not operate so as to 
render unconstitutional any classification or provision of the statu- 
tory laws of the State of South Carolina, more commonly known as 
Soft Drink Tax Statutes. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

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Section 1. § 2610, 1932 Code, Amended—No Dog Tax 
in Anderson and Union Counties.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2610, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following proviso: “Provided, That no capitation tax 
shall be levied upon the dogs of Union County, and of Anderson 
County ;” so that said Section 2610 when so amended shall read as 
follows : 

“Section 2610. There shall be levied on all dogs on January 
first of each year, in the State of South Carolina an annual license 
of one dollar and twenty-five cents ($1.25) per head. The word 
“dog” or “dogs” as used herein shall include all animals of the 
species: Male and female, old and young, except a suckling pup. 
Provided, That no capitation tax shall be levied upon the dogs of 
Union County, and of Anderson County. 

§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Regulate the Sale and Purchase of Eggs and 
Baby Chicks Within this State and to Provide a Pen- 
alty for the Violation Thereof. 


Section 1.. Terms Defined.—Be it enacted by the Genera} 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: By this Act eggs are 
classified as, “Cold Storage Eggs”, “Shipped Eggs”, or “South 
Carolina Eggs”, and as used herein: 

(a) “Cold Storage Eggs” mean eggs which have been in cold 
storage or processed ; 

(b) “Shipped Eggs” means any eggs which were not produced in 
this State and have been brought into this State by any means of 
transportation and have not been in cold storage; 

(c) “South Carolina Eggs” mean eggs produced in South Caro- 
lina which are fresh and which have not been processed or have not 
been in cold storage. The word “person” as used in this Act, means 
any person, individual, firm, association or corporation. 
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§ 2. Sale of Eggs Regulated.-—That it is unlawful for any 
person, (a) to expose, offer for sale, or sell any case of eggs without 
the classification, as fixed in this Act, and the name and address of 
the packer stamped thereon, by label or otherwise, so that the said 
matter covers a space of not less than seven (7) inches by seven 
(7) inches; or (b) to expose, offer for sale or sell any pasteboard 
or carton of eggs without first imprinting or stamping thereon in 
letters not smaller than three-eights (3/8) of an inch in height the 
classification as fixed herein, name and address of the packer; or 
(c) to expose, offer for sale or sell eggs in bulk (not in cartons) 
from any open case, box or other container without displaying con- 
spicuously on every such open case, box or other container, a placard 
or heavy cardboard not smaller than eight (8) inches by eleven (11) 
inches in size on which shall be legibly and plainly printed in letters 
not smaller than one (1) inch in height, the classification of said 
eggs, that is to say, whether “Cold Storage Eggs”, “Shipped Eggs”, 
or “South Carolina Eggs”; or (d) to offer eggs for sale in any 
newspaper advertisement or circular without plainly designating in 
such advertisement the classification of such eggs. This Act shall 
not apply to any person in the State of South Carolina who shall 
offer for sale or sell fresh eggs produced by his own flock: Provided, 
This Act shall not apply to any case of eggs not divested of its in- 
terstate character. 

§ 3. Sale of Baby Chicks Regulated.—That it is unlawful 
for any person to expose, offer for sale, or sell baby chicks in the 
State of South Carolina which were not hatched in this State, unless 
the container in which such baby chicks are exposed, offered for 
sale or sold have plainly written or printed on the outside thereof at 
some place easily to be seen the name of the State in which such 
chicks were hatched. 

§ 4. Penalty for Violating Section 2.—<.ny person viola- 
ting Section 2 of this Act shall be declared guilty of a misdemeanor 
and, upon conviction, shall be sentenced within the jurisdiction of 
the Magistrate’s Court. 

§ 5. Enforcement.—The Commissioner of Agriculture, Com- 
merce and Industires is charged with the enforcement of this Act 
and is authorized to make and promulgate rules and regulations to 
carry out the intent and purpose of this Act.

Each mem- 
ber of said board, before entering upon the discharge of the duties 
of his office, shall enter into a bond secured by a duly licensed 
surety company and be approved by the clerk of court, payable to 
the county, in the sum of Two Thousand ($2000.00) Dollars, con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of his duties.

Dutirs Devolvep on Drrecrors.—All the duties, 
obligations and functions heretofore imposed by law upon the county 
commissioners and county supervisor of Beaufort County, which 
may be consistent with the provisions of Sections 4020 to 4027, 
together with all the powers and authority now vested by law in the 
said office and officers, are hereby devolved upon and vested in said 
board of county directors. 

Section 4026. Genera, Durigs anp Powers oF DirEcTors— 
Orricr.—It shall be the general duty of said board of county di- 
rectors, for the discharge of which duty full power and authority are 
hereby conferred, to organize and conduct the administration of the 
county’s business, financial and fiscal affairs upon a systematic, eco- 
nomical and efficient basis. ‘i‘o that end the said board, first, shall 
provide and maintain at the county seat an office for the transaction 
of business, which shall be open as nearly as practicable upon every 
business day of the year, wherein shall be kept all books of account, 
contracts, correspondence, and other records of official business ; 
second, shall inauguarate and maintain, under such expert supervi- 
sion and direction as may be necessary, a system of receiving and 
disbursing funds and keeping accurate check of same, and of ac- 
counting and bookkeeping that will properly safeguard the public

AN ACT to Provide for a Tax Collector in the County of 
Dillon, Defining His Duties and Powers, Fixing His 
Compensation and Relieving the Sheriff of Said County 
of all Duties, 


Section 1. Tax Collector, Dillon County—Appointment 
—Term—Removal—Bond.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: There shall be appointed for 
the County of Dillon by the Governor, upon the recommendation of 
a majority of the Board of County Commissioners for said County, 
one discreet person as Tax Collector whose term of office shall be 
for a period of one year from the date of his appointment, and until 
his successor shall have been appointed and qualified, unless sooner 
removed by the Governor upon the written request of the County 
Board of Commissioners who are given full power thereabout. Said 
Tax Collector shall give bond in a surety company in the sum of 
Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars, conditioned for the faithful 
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performance of his duties, the premium for which bond shall be 
paid from the ordinary funds of the County. 

§ 2. Tax Executions.—Within sixty (60) days after the 
time allowed by law for the payment of taxes for any year in the 
County of Dillon, the County Treasurer shall issue in the name of 
the state as is customary and lawful a warrant, or execution, in 
duplicate against such defaulting tax payer in his county, signed by 
him in his official capacity, directed to the Tax Collector, requiring 
and commanding him to levy the same by distress and sale of so 
much of the defaulting tax payers estate, real, personal or both’ as 
may be sufficient to satisfy all taxes by him due for State, school, 
county, special, and all other purposes, specifying therein the ag- 
gregate amount of all his taxes, and the amount to each fund. Such 
warrant and execution shall be substantially in the form as that 
now used. 

§ 3. Fees.—For every warrant and execution issued there 
shall be added thereto and shown thereon, the following costs and 
fees, viz: Treasurer 50¢, for issuing execution; and the tax col- 
lector for his services—for serving each warrant $1.00 and mileage 
at the rate of 5¢ for each mile actually traveled for executing same; 
for advertising each sale 25¢ and the actual costs of advertising in 
addition ; for making sale, executing deed of conveyance and putting 
purchaser in possession, $1.00, and for all sums collected two (2%) 
per centum thereof. The Tax Collector is prohibited from demand- 
ing or collecting any greater, or any other costs or fees, except as 
is herein allowed; and neither the T’ax Collector nor the Treasurer 
shall charge or receive any fees upon nulla bona returns. By a 
majority vote of the legislative delegation for Dillon County, the 
fees of the tax- collector may be supplemented in the supply bill 
for said County by salary or otherwise. 

§ 3. Levy and Sale.—Under and by virtue of such warrant 
or execution, the Tax Collector shall seize and take exclusive pos- 
sesion of so much of the defaulting tax payers estate, real, personal 
or both as may be necessary to raise the sum of money named 
therein and the charges, fees and costs; and he shall proceed to 
advertise and sell the same and generally act in regard thereto as is 
provided for sheriffs’ sales under Section 2853 of the Code of Laws 
of Scuth Carolina, 1932, and any other applicable laws. 

§ 4. Duties of Sheriff Devolved.—All the powers and 
duties now vested in the Sheriff of Dillon County for the collection 
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of delinquent taxes, and seizure and sale of property for the en- 
forcement thereof, and the making of deeds, etc., are hereby con- 
ferred upon the Tax Collector for Dillon County; and such Tax 
Collector is given plenary power and authority to execute ali pro- 
cesses of law now pertaining to the collection of delinquent taxes, 
seizure and sale of property to enforce payment, the making of 
deeds under tax sales, etc., the same as sheriffs are now authorized 
to do. The Sheriff of Dillon County is relieved from the collection 
of delinquent taxes, and all duties thereabout, after the passage of 
this Act. 

§ 5. County Treasurer Furnish List of Unpaid Exe- 
cutions—Settlement by Sheriff.— “Within ten (10) days after 
the appointment of the said Tax Collector” the Treasurer of Dillon 
County shall furnish to the Tax Collector, appointed hereunder, a 
list of all tax executions by him issued and not paid, such list to in- 
clude the names of all delinquent tax payers, the dates, and amounts 
thereof, stated as herein before directed, and showing the school 
district in which taxes are due. Within said time, the sheriff of 
Dillon County, shall make a full report and conclude his settlement 
with the County Treasurer, and shall turn over to the Tax Collector 
all tax executions whatsoever in his hands. The Tax Collector shall 
check the list given him by the Treasurer with the execution given 
him by the Sheriff and an itemized statement thereof shall be filed 
with the Treasurer, duly signed by both officers, and the Tax Col- 
lector shall thereupon become chargeable with all executions and 
warrants so shown to be in his hands and possession. 

§ 6. Settlements by Tax Collector.—-The Tax Collector of 
Dillon County shall make settlement with the County Treasurer on 
the 1st and 15th of each and every month, accompanied by a written 
report to be filed, one with the Treasurer and one with the Auditor 
of the County, and showing all errors, nulla bona returns, and any 
other matter or thing necessary or practical thereabout. All property 
found not listed for taxes, uncollectible taxes and double entries 
shall be included in the reports herein provided for, as found. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Section 1. § 7414, 1932 Code, Amended—Tax Levy in 
Town of Prosperity, Newberry County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 
7414, Volume III, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be and the 
same is hereby amended by inserting after the word “dollars” and be- 
fore the word “provided”, on Line 4 of said section, the following: 

“Provided, That the Town Council of the Town of Prosperity, in 
the County of Newberry, shall have authority to levy such tax for 
ordinary purposes not to exceed one dollar on the one hundred dol- 
lars”, so that said section when so amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 7414. The said town council shall also have power by 
ordinance to impose an annual tax upon all real and personal prop-

erty within the corporate limits of said town, but such tax must not 
exceed fifty cents on the one hundred dollars: Provided, That the 
town council of the town of Prosperity, in the County of Newberry, 
shall have authority to levy such tax for ordinary purposes not to 
exceed one dollar on the one hundred dollars: Provided, The town 
council of the Towns of Moncks Corner and St. Stephens, in Berke- 
ley County, South Carolina, shall have power by ordinance to impose 
an annual tax on all real and personal property within the corporate 
limits of said towns, but such tax must not exceed fourteen mills, 
provided no increase of said levy above five mills shall be made until 
the same is submitted to the qualified electors in said towns and ap- 
proved by them, and it shall also have power, by ordinance, to levy 
an annual tax upon any business or occupation conducted within the 
corporate limits. The taxes so levied shall constitute a lien upon the 
property upon which it is levied paramount to all liens, except the 
lien for State and County taxes. For the purpose of collecting the 
same, said town council shall be, and is hereby, empowered to is- 
sue exectitions against all property on the hands of some officer for 
collection, who shall have all the rights as now conferred upon 
sheriffs for the enforcement of tax executions: Provided, That said 
licenses shall be granted according to the gross income of the per- 
sons, firms or corporations, required to pay such licenses, or upon 
the amount of capital invested in said business. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Permit the Establishment of Marriage Records 
in this State, Where Such Marriage Occurred Prior 
to the Requirement of Marriage License Under the 


Law as Passed at Session of the General Assembly in 
the Year A. D. 1911. 


Section 1. Marriages prior to June 31, 1911—Estab- 
lishment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That from and after the passage of this Act, it 
shall be possible for any one whose marriage occurred prior to June 
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31st, 1911, to establish with the proper official in each of the Counties 
of this State, an official record of such marriage. 

§ 2. Procedure.—This official record of marriage may be 
established in either of the following ways, to wit: By filing with the 
Officia! in each County of this State whose duty it now is to record 
marriages. an affidavit of one or more of the witnesses to the mar- 
riage; and affidavit of two or more reputable persons who were in- 
formed of the marriage and had knowledge that the persons so claim- 
ing to be married had lived together as husband and wife; or by 
certificate from the person officiating at the marriage if he were a 
minister of the Gospel or person qualified by law to administer an 
oath, 

§ 3. Force and Effect—Record in Separate Book.— 
The record herein permitted, when so established, shall be accepted 
by all the Courts in this State as conclusive evidence of marriage 
and shall be of the same force and effect as the records now required 
by law, and it shall be the duty of the Judges of Probate or other 
officer whose duty it now is to record and file such records, to pur- 
chase, out of County funds in his hands (or by requisition upon the 
proper County Official) a suitable book for the proper recording of 
marriages coming within the perview of this Act. 

§ 4. Terms Not Mandatory.—Nothing contained herein 
shall be construed to be mandatory or obligatory upon any person to 
establish such record of marriage as may have occurred prior to the 
requirement of marriage license on July Ist, 1911, but it is intended 
solely to permit such record to be made by persons who feel the 
need thereof for the benefit of posterity. 

§ 5. Fee.—No more than the sum of One ($1.00) Dollar 
shall be charged by the Recording Official for the establishment of 
such records in accordance with Section 2 of this Act. 

§ 6. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

C. Line Substituted.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The State Highway Department is 
hereby authorized and directed to abandon as a part of the State 
Highway System a road in Marlboro County beginning at a point 
approximately five miles southeast of Bennettsville on U. S. Route 
401 and running in a southeasterly direction to intersection with 
Route 38 at Blenheim, known as section of State Route No. 381, 
and to substitute in lieu thereof a road in Marlboro County begin- 
ning at a point on Route 9 approximately two miles northwest of 
Bennettsville and extending to the North Carolina-South Carolina 
State Line at vr near State Route 98 in the direction of Hamlet,

AN ACT Amending Section 4784, Volume 2, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina 1932, Relating to Investment of 
Sinking Funds of Sumter County So as to Authorize 
the County Board of Commissioners to Borrow and 
Pledge as Collateral Security, if Necessary, Bonds or 
Securities Owned by Said County as Sinking Funds. 


Section 1. § 4784, 1932 Code, Amended-—Pledge 
Bonds or Securities Owned by Sumter County as Sinking 
Funds to Secure Loans to Pay Indebtedness of Sumter 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 4784, Volume 2, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina 1932, relating to investment of sinking funds of 
Sumter County be amended by adding at the end of said Section the 
following: 

“Provided, That the said County Board of Commissioners are 
hereby authorized and empowered, if necessary, to meet payments 
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on the bonded debt of Sumter County, or the interest thereon, to 
borrow such sum or sums as may be necessary to meet such payment 
or payments (in lieu of selling any of the securities purchased under 
the authority of this Section) pledging as security for such loan or 
loans any or all of said bonds or securities purchased by authority 
of this Section;” so that said Section 4784 when so amended shall 
read as follows: 

“Section 4784. The County Treasurer of Sumter County, to- 
gether with the county board of Commissioners, are hereby au- 
thorized, directed and empowered to invest the sinking funds of 
Sumter County in bonds of Sumter County, or of the State of 
South Carolina, or any subdivision thereof: Provided, That in the 
purchase of bonds preference shall be given to bonds of Sumter 
County ; and the purchase of bonds as herein provided shall be made 
in an orderly manner, and from time to time, so as to yield the high- 
est rate of income to Sumter County: Provided, further, That 
should for any reason stich investments be not made, then such 
investments shall be made from time to time as may be directed by 
the Senator of Sumter County: Provided, further, That after the 
purchase of such bonds the same may be deposited under trust agree- 
ment with any bank or trust company as may be directed by said 
treasurer and board of commissioners.

AN ACT Providing for the Nomination and Appointment 
of School Trustees in Allendale County 


Section 1. Nomination of School Trustees, Allendale 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Whenever the selection of trustees for any 
graded school district in Allendale County is desired by vote of the 
people and that fact appears by petition directed to and filed with 
the Superintendent of Education of Allendale County, signed by at 
least ten (10) patrons of the school in any such school district, the 
Superintendent of Education of said county shall issue a call to the 
citizens of the school district desiring to so select their trustees, for 
a meeting of the citizens and patrons, to be held in such district on 
or before the first Friday in May next following the filing of said 
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petition, for the purpose of nominating school trustees for said dis- 
trict. The time and place of said meeting shall be designated by the 
said Superintendent of Education, and said Superintendent shall 
give at least ten (10) days notice thereof by posting such notice in 
at least three conspicuous places in the district in which said meet- 
ing is called to be held. All patrons and white citizens (male and 
female), twenty-one years of age or over, residing in said district 
shall be eligible to vote and take part in the said meeting. Having 
assembled pursuant to the call of said Superintendent of Education, 
said citizens and school patrons shall select from their number a 
chairman who shall preside over the meeting and a secretary who 
shall record all proceedings thereof, and shall proceed to nominate, 
under such rules of procedure as they shall by majority vote adopt, 
the number of trustees for said district as may be provided by law; 
a majority vote being necessary for nomination and the said Secre- 
tary shall forthwith report the names of those so nominated, certi- 
fied by the chairman, to the board of education:for Allendale County. 
Provided, That the provisions of this Act shall not be effective as 
to any trustee now in office until his term of office expires or until 
a vacancy occurs therein. 

§ 2. Appoint Nominees.—Upon receipt of report as pro- 
vided for in the foregoing section, the Board of Education of Allen- 
dale County shall appoint and commission as trustees of said school 
district those nominated in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act; and the trustees so appointed shall hold office from the date of 
their appointment for the term provided for by law and until their 
successors are appointed and qualified; and when they have duly 
qualified as such trustees they shall be charged with all the duties and 
vested with all the powers as now provided by law for school trus- 
tees in Allendale County. 

§ 3. Vacancies.—In case of a vacancy occurring on the 
board of trustees of any school district, appointed under the provi- 
sion of this Act, the said County Board of Education shall fill such 
vacancy by appointment, as now provided by law, and such appoin- 
tee shall hold office for the unexpired term and until his successor 
shall have been appointed and qualified.

eum Products Inspection Laws and to Designate the 
Officials for the Enforcement Thereof. 


Section 1. § 6585, 1932 Code, Amended—lInspection 
of Petroleum Products—Enforcement of Requirements— 
Penalty.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 6585, Volume III, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, be and the same is hereby amended by striking 
out the said section in its entirety and inserting the following, to be 
known as Section 6585: 

“ ‘Section 6585. (a) That the term “petroleum” or “petroleum 
products” as used in this Act shall be construed to mean gasoline, 
kerosene, benzine, naphtha or any like products of petroleum of any 
products which may be susceptible of use for gasoline, kerosene, 
benzine, or naphtha, under whatever name called. (b) The Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, Commerce and Industires and his duly au- 
thorized representatives are hereby granted authority to inspect all 
records of any person, firm, corporation or transportation company 
doing business in this State for the purpose of ascertaining informa- 
tion relative to the sale, transportation and/or possession of gasoline, 
kerosene, benzine, naphtha or other products of petroleum or any 
substitute therefor under whatever name called. (c) Any person, 
firm, corporation or oil company who shall fail to make the required 
return relative to petroleum products or shall fail to pay the inspec- 
tion fee required therefor shall pay a penalty of Twenty-five ($25- 
.00) Dollars to the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce, and 
Industries and all such penalties so paid shali be turned into the 
State Treasury and credited to the General Fund of the State, (d) 
That any person, firm, corporation or oil company may present to 
the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and Industires proof 
that they have paid an inspection fee on petroleum products in error 
or have paid the inspection fee on shipments of petroleum products 
subsequently diverted from the State of South Carolina and it shall 
be the duty of the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and 
Industries to refund the amount of inspection fee so paid out of the 
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oil inspection fund to the claimant: Provided, Proof of claims con- 
forms to the rules and regulations prescribed by the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries. (e) Any person, firm, 
corporation or oil company who shall hinder or obstruct the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries or his duly au- 
thorized representatives or agents in the enforcement of the provi- 
sions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and sub- 
ject to a fine of not more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or 
imprisonment of not more than thirty (30) days.’ 

“§ 2. State Highway Department Assist in Enforce- 
ment.—The State Highway Department, through the facilities of 
the motor vehicle division, Highway Patrol and law enforcement 
agents is hereby authorized and empowered, upon request of the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries, to assist in 
the enforcement of this and all laws relating to the inspection of 
kerosene, gasoline and other petroleum products by whatever name 
called.

School Trustees in Lexington County File 
Budgets Annually.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the several boards of school 
trustees in Lexington County shall on or before the first day of 
September, 1933, and on or before the first day of September each 
year thereafter, prepare and file with the County Board of Educa- 
tion of Lexington County a budget of the proposed expenditures of 
their respective school districts for the current scholastic year, show- 
ing in detail such proposed expenditures 

§ 2. School Trustees in Lexington County Report on 
Expenditures Annually.—That the several boards of public 
school trustees in Lexington County shall on or before the first day 
of July, 1934, and on or before the first day of July each year there- 
after prepare and file with the County Board of Education of said 
County an itemized report of all expenditures of their respective 
districts for the preceding scholastic year. 
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§ 3. Penalty.—Any trustee who shall fail to comply with 
the requirements of this Act shall be subject to immediate removal 
from office by the County Board of Education.

AN ACT to Provide for the Government of Greenville 
County by a County Board of Commissioners, and to 
Define the Powers and Duties of Said Board. 


Section 1. Greenville County Board of Commissioners 
—Members—Term—Duties and Powers.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
government of Greenville County is vested in a Board to be known 
as the County Board of Commissioners of Greenville County, which 
shall be composed of three members, to-wit: R. E. Henry, R. W. 
Arrington, and L. H. Stringer, all of Greenville, South Carolina, 
who shall hold office during the present tenure of office of the pres- 
ent Greenville County members of the House of Representatives. 
The said Board shall have full and complete control of all of the 
business and financial affairs of the county, including the right to 
designate the depositories of all county funds. Said Board is hereby 
authorized to employ a full time business Secretary whose salary 
shall not exceed the sum of Thirty-six Hundred ($3600.00) Dollars 
per year. Further, Said Board is hereby authorized to employ what- 
ever clerical assistance it may deem necessary. Said Board shall have 
office space in Room No. Fourth Floor of the Greenville Coun- 
ty Court House Building, and shall provide business methods of 
handling the county’s finances, and no claim or accounts for anything 
whatsoever, except the salaries which are fixed by law, shall ever 
be paid, except such items as have been approved by the Board: and 
no special levies shall be made in any school district in said county 
without the written approval of said Board, nor shall any bonds be 
issued or sold by any political subdivision of said county without 
written approval of said Board. Immediately upon the appointment 
of the members of said Board as herein provided, they shall meet 
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and organize and elect one of the said members as Chairman of the 
Board. 

§ 2. Further Duties and Powers.—Said Board shall con- 
fer with the Greenville County Legislative Delegation as often as 
may be necessary and shall act as an Advisory Board to the various 
officials of Greenville County, and the school trustees of the several 
school districts in the county. No notes, bonds or other evidences of 
debt, except bank checks or drafts, shall be effective so as to bind 
the County of Greenville, or any school district therein, save and 
except when the said notes, bonds or other evidences of debt shall 
be approved in writing thereon by a member of said Board, and it 
shall be the duty of the said member of the Board to so approve 
when, and only when, so directed by a majority of the Board: Pro- 
vided, however, That nothing contained herein shall qualify, enlarge, 
change, amend or repeal any existing law with reference to the 
issue, sale or negotiation of any such notes, bonds or other evidence 
of debt, and the provisions and conditions of this section are to be 
construed only as throwing additional and further safeguards around 
the execution and issuance of such obligations, 

§ 3. Vacancies—Organization—Pay—Meetings — R e- 
moval.—Any vacancy on the Board shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor of the State upon the recommendation of a ma- 
jority of the Greenville County Legislative Delegation, by and with 
the consent of the two remaining members of the said Board. They 
shall receive no remuneration for their services; they shall effect 
their own organization and make rules and regulations governing 
their own officials and the officials and administration of the de- 
partment of the County’s government touching any of its business 
and financial affairs; they shall hold stated meetings at least once a 
month, and such meetings as shall be necessary to properly and ef- 
ficiently control and manage the county’s affairs and to carry out 
their duties, and shali-keep minutes of their meetings and shall make 
and file with the Secretary of the Legislative Delegation of Green- 
ville County quarterly statements showing sums borrowed and un- 
paid and cash balances on hand. No member of the Board shall ever 
participate, directly or indirectly, in negotiations relating to, or in- 
determination of, any matter or thing in which his personal interest 
would be served by any particular decision on account of relation- 
ship, enterprise, businss, location, or otherwise; any violation of 
this provision shall operate as a forfeiture of office, and the appoint- 
ment of any member of the Board shall be revoked by the Governor

on written report signed by a majority of the Greenville County 
Legislative Delegation that he has violated this provision. 

§ 4. Certain Employees Give Bonds.—Each employee of

Section 1. Teachers May Renew Certificates for One 
Year without Attending Summer School.—Be it resolved by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That teachers 
in the public schools of South Carolina, including High Schools and 
Grammar grades, shall be entitled to have their teacher certificates 
renewed for one year ; that is to say, for the scholastic year 1933-34, 
beginning July 1st, 1933, without the requirement or necessity of 
such teacher attending Summer School; and said certificates shall 
be renewed as fully and completely as though said teachers had at- 
tended said Summer Schools, and said certificates shall be renewed 
by the Department of Education of South Carolina in accordance 
with the status or grade or class of the certificate at the time of 
renewal upon application by the teacher for renewal without re- 
quirement of the teacher to attend Summer School. The provisions 
of this Act shall also apply to all teachers certificates and/or any 
renewals and/or any extensions of said certificates heretofore 
granted, expiring during the year 1933:and/or on or before June 
30th, 1934. 

§ 2. Charge for Diplomas in State Institutions of Higher 
Learning.-——That at no State institution of higher learning shall any 
graduate be charged more than $1.00 for his or her Diploma: Pro- 
vided, That a graduate from such institution of higher learning may 
pay a greater price for his or her Diploma if such graduate should 
elect to do so.

Said City. 

Section 1. § 7283, 1932 Code, Amended—Commission- 
ers of Public Works of City of Spartanburg May Pledge 
Revenues from Waterworks with Concurrence of City Coun- 
cil to Pay Money Borrowed.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 7283, Code, 
1932, be and it is hereby amended by adding, at the end of the first 
proviso, the following: “but with such concurrence, the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works for the City of Spartanburg may borrow, 
on their negotiable notes or certificates of indebtedness, to mature 
not more than six months after date of issue, and to bear not more 
than six per cent interest, sums not exceeding the estimated net 
revenues from the operation of the waterworks for a period of six 
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months, and secure the payment of such notes or certificates by 
pledge of the said net revenues for such period,” so that said Section 
7283 as amended shall read as follows: 

Section 7283. Said Board of Commissioners of Public Works 
shall be vested with authority to purchase, build or contract for 
building said waterworks and said electric light plant and to operate 
the same, and shall have full control and management of the same. 
They may supply and furnish water to citizens of said cities and 
towns and also electric, gas or other light, and may require an exact 
payment of such rates, tolls and charges as they may establish for 
the use of water and light. They may sell and dispose of said bonds 
and apply the proceeds, or so much thereof as may be necessary 
towards the purchase of or payment for said plants: Provided, That 
the said Board shall make a full statement to the city or town coun- 
cil at the end of each month of their receipts and disbursements of 
all kinds during the preceding month. They shall have no power to 
incur any indebtedness without the concurrence of such council, but 
with such concurrence, the Commissioners of Public Works for the 
City of Spartanburg may borrow, on their negotiable notes or certif- 
icates of indebtedness, to mature not more than six months after 
date of issue, and to bear not more than six per cent interest, sums 
not exceeding the estimated net revenues from the operation of the 
Waterworks for a period of six months, and secure the payment of 
such notes or certificates by pledge of the said net revenues for 
such period. Provided, That the Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works for the City of Greenville is hereby authorized and empowered 
to issue (with the consent of the City Council) negotiable notes or 
certificates of indebtedness the aggregate amount of which shall 
at no time exceed the sum of One Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
Dollars: and bearing interest at a rate not exceeding six per cent 
per annum, and to pledge the net revenues to be derived from the 
operation of the waterworks for the payment of said notes or certif- 
icates; the proceeds of said notes or certificates to be used in pay- 
ing for the repairs to the dam of the reservoir at Table Rock. Said 
notes shall be payable one year, or any fractional part thereof, after 
their date, and may be renewed for a term not exceeding three 
years: Provided, That the Board of Commissioners of Public Works 
of the Town of Latta, heretofore elected, together with two mem- 
bers of the Town Council of the Town of Latta, one of which shall 
be Mayor, and the other of whom shall be elected by the said Town 
Council, shall constitute a commission which shall be vested with 
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authority to contract for the construction and establishment of a 
waterworks plant and system in said Town, and the construction and 
establishment of a system of sewerage in said Town, and the said 
Commission shall have full control and management of the same. 
The chairman of the present Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works, or his successor, shall be chairman of said Commission, and 
the Clerk of the Town Council shall act as secretary of said Com- 
mission. The two members of the Town Council who shall consti- 
tute members of the said commission as aforesaid shall be ex officio

Protective Associations, Providing for Annual Reserves, 
and Regulating the Formation of Such Associations 
Hereafter. 


Section 1. Certain Mutual Protective Associations to 
Deposit Securities for Payment of Judgments.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Any Mu- 
tual Protective ‘Association, doing business in more than two ad- 
joining counties and engaged in writing life insurance policies in 
which death benefits of more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars 
are provided, shall deposit with the Insurance Commissioner of the 
State of South Carolina the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars, or shall deposit with the Insurance Commissioner of South 
Caroliria valid securities aggregating Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars, or a bond of said amount by a solvent surety company, said 
Insurance Commissioner to be the judge of the validity and adequacy 
of such securities and bond, which bond shall be conditioned to pay 
any judgment entered up in any court of competent jurisdiction upon 
a policy of insurance issued to any citizen of this State by any such 
association, and said judgment shall be a lien upon such security. 


§ 2. Providing Securities—-Schedule.—Such Mutual Pro- 
tective Associations, which are now, or heretofore have been licensed 
to do business in the State of South Carolina, and which are operat- 
ing in more than two adjoining counties, or have certificates of death 
benefits outstanding for more than the sum of One Hundred ($100- 
.00) Dollars, shall comply with the provisions of this Act by deposit- 
ing with the said Insurance Commissioner Two Hundred Fifty 
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($250.00) Dollars on or before June 1, 1933; Two Hundred Fifty 
($250.00) Dollars on or before October 1,.1933; Two Hundred Fifty 
($250.00) Dollars on or before December 31, 1933; and Two Hun- 
dred Fifty ($250.00) Dollars on or before April 1, 1934, and One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars on or before April 1, 1935; One Thou- 
sand ($1,000.00) Dollars on or before April 1, 1936; One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars on or before April 1, 1937 and One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars on or before April 1, 1938. Provided, That the 
deposits required in this section may be made either in cash or in 
valid securities, or by surety bond of proper amount as above set 
forth; said Insurance Commissioner to be the judge of the validity 
and adequacy of such securities and bond, which bond shall be con- 
ditioned to pay any judgment entered up in any Court of competent 
jurisdiction upon a policy of insurance issued to any citizen of this 
State by any such association, and said judgment shall be a lien 
upon such security. 

§ 3. Reserve Fund.—In addition to the requirements set up 
in Sections 1 or 2 of this Act, each such Mutual Protective Associa- 
tion, as soon as such requirements shall have been complied with in 
full, shall create and maintain a reserve fund to be increased an- 
nually at the rate of One ($1.00) Dollar per year for each new 
thousand dollars of insurance actually in force as of December 31st 
of the preceding year, and such fund to be held in trust by such 
association for the purpose of paying claims. 

§ 4. Formation of New Associations—Subscribers Nec- 
essary.—Before any Mutual Protective Association not now lic- 
censed to do business in this State, and which proposes to do busi- 
ness in more than two adjoining counties, and proposes to write life 
insurance policies in which death benefits of more than One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars are provided shall be licensed to do business 
in this State, and before any policy shall be issued by it, the Presi- 
dent and Secretary shall certify, under oath, that not less than one 
thousand adult residents shall have subscribed for not less than one 
thousand policies of insurance in the amount of not less than One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, and agrees to take policies of 
insurance in thirty (30) days after the issuance of said license. Such 
list of subscribers shall be filed with the Insurance Commissioner 
and the President and Secretary of the Association shall certify that 
each subscription is genuine. 
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§ 5. Association Officials File Bonds.—Every official of 
a Mutual Protective Association, engaged in business in the State of 
South Carolina, shall file with the Insurance Commissioner a bond 
executed by a reliable surety company, conditioned upon the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, and in an amount fixed by the In- 
surance Commissioner. 

§ 6. Certificates—Maximum Amount.—No such Mutual 
Protective Association shall issue a certificate for more than Two 
Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars to any one member. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment in Installments of De- 
linquent Taxes in Saluda County Under Certain Con- 
ditions. 


Section 1. Delinquent Taxes in Saluda County Payable 
in Installments—Interest.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That any person, firm or 
corporation owning property in Saluda County, upon payment of 
all of 1932 taxes and one-fifth (1/5) of delinquent taxes, the re- 

- maining four-fifths (4/5) of said delinquent taxes shall be extended 
for one (1) year; and upon payment of current taxes and one-fifth 
(1/5) of delinquent taxes for each subsequent year thereafter up to 
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and including the year 1936, no sale under execution shall be had for 
delinquent taxes. The rate of interest for delinquent taxes herein 
authorized to be paid in installments shall be at the rate of six (6%) 
_ per cent per annum. 

§ 2. Failure to Pay Installments—Effect—Duty of Of- 
ficer Collecting Taxes.—That upon failure of any taxpayer to 
pay his current taxes and one-fifth (1/5) of the delinquent taxes as 
herein provided, it shall be mandatory upon the officer whose duty 
it is to collect taxes to sell all property upon which taxes have not 
been paid within sixty (60) days from the date of execution. Upon 
such officer’s failure to carry out the mandatory provisions herein 
required, such failure shall be deemed and considered malfeasance 
‘ in office and shall be subject to prosecution and removal from office 
upon the recommendation of one or more of the members of the 
Saluda County Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly. 

§ 3. Advertise Installment Plan—Duty of Taxpayer.— 
That the officer whose duty it is to collect taxes in Saluda County 
shall have published in three separate consecutiye issues of the 
newspapers of the county a notice to taxpayers of this installment 
plan and that any taxpayer desiring to take advantage of this plan 
shall make it known to such officer whose duty it is to collect taxes 
within sixty days of the last published notice. 

§ 4. Lien Holders May Pay Taxes in Installments.— 
That the owner or holder of any mortgage or other lien against the 
property of any delinquent taxpayer shall be permitted to make pay- 
ments in installments on such property as provided for in Section 
1 of this Act and the lien or such mortgage, or other lien holders 
shall thereby be protected. 

Not Applicable to State Taxes.—The provisions of 
this Act shall not be construed to apply to State taxes. 

§ 5. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Legalize the Sale, Manufacture, Possession, 
Storage and Transportation of Beer, Ales, Porter and 
All Other Similar Malt or Fermented Beverages, Con- 
taining not More Than 3.2% of Alcohol by Weight and 
Wine and Other Similar Fermented Beverages of not 
More Than 3.2% of Alcohol by Weight; to Repeal 
Such Acts or Portions of Acts as May be Inconsistent 
Therewith; to Provide a Tax on the Sale of the Same; 
to Provide a Means of Collection of Said Taxes and to 
Provide a Penalty for the Violation of the Provisions 
Herein Contained. 


Section 1. Non-Intoxicating Beverages Defined—Alco- 
holic Weight Limited.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: From and after the approval of 
this Act all Beer, Ales, Porter and all Other Similar Malt or Fer- 
mented Beverages containing not in Excess of 3.2% of alcohol by 
weight shall be and are hereby declared to be non-alcoholic Bever- 
ages, and non-intoxicating. 

§ 2. Tax—Use of Proceeds.—There shall be levied and col- 
lected on all beers, ales, porter, wine and/or other similar malts or 
fermented beverages containing not more than 3.2% of alcohol by 
weight, or by whatever name such beverages may be called, offered 
for sale in this State, a tax of fifteen (15c) cents per gallon: Pro- 
vided, however, That if such beer, ale, porter, wine and/or other simi- 
lar malts or fermented beverages be offered for sale in bottles, 
there shall be levied and collected a tax of two ($.02) cents for 
every bottle containing not more than twelve (12) ounces, and one 
($.01) cent for every additional six (6) ounces or fractional part 
thereof. The taxes and license fees above provided for shall be paid 
to the South Carolina Tax Commission, 40% of which shall be paid 
into the State Treasury for school purposes, 40% to the county in 
which the wine or beer was sold at retail for general county pur- 
poses, and 20% to the city, town or incorporated village in which 
the wine or beer was sold at retail. In case of sale outside of towns, 
cities or incorporated villages, 50% of the tax and license fee shall 
be paid into the State Treasury for school purposes and 50% to the 
county in which the wine, and beer was sold for general county 
purposes.

§ 3. Collection and Payment of Taxes—Administration 
by Tax Commission.—That the tax provided herein shall be paid 
by affixing stamps or crowns, approved by the South Carolina Tax 
Commission, to each individual bottle or container or in such other 
manner as the Tax Commission by regulation may designate. The 
administrative provisions contained in Section 2521 to 2554 inclu- 

sive, of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, wherever ap- 
- plicable, are hereby adopted for the administration and enforce- 
ment of this Act.

selling or offering for sale any beer, ales, porter or wine, malt or any 
beverage without a warrant and examine or cause to be examined 
any books, records, papers, memoranda, or commodities and to 
secure any other information directly or indirectly pertaining to the 
enforcement of this Act. 

§ 5. Unlawful to Sell unless Tax thereon Paid—Pen- 
alty.—That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to sell or permit to be sold, any beer, ale, porter, wine, malt, or 
any beverage authorized to be sold under this Act, on which the 
tax levied be not paid; and any person having charge of the sale of 
such fermented malt or beverages who shall sell or permit them to be 
sold in violation of the provisions of this section, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined for each offense not 
less than twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor’ more than One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for a period of not less 
than ten (10) days nor more than thirty (30) days in the discretion 
of the Court. 

§ 6. Taxes Herein in Lieu of Others.—The taxes pro- 
vided for in this Act shall be in lieu of all other taxes on beer and 
wine, State, county, or municipal. 
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§ 7. Alcoholic Liquors or Beverages in Statutes Con- 
strued.—Wherever in the penal and civil Statutes of the State as 
enacted prior to the approval of this Act the words “alcoholic liquors 
or beverages” or like words appear, said words shall be construed 
to mean alcoholic liquors or beverages of greater than alcoholic con- 
tent than 3.2% by weight.

Section 1. § 2700, 1932 Code, Amended—Salaries of 
Auditors and Treasurers of Oconee and Saluda Counties 
Fixed.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Section 2700 of the 1932 Code of Laws of South 
Carolina relating to salaries of County Auditors and Treasurers 
be and the same is hereby amended as follows: The word Oconee 
appearing in Class E, between the words Marlboro and Pickens is 
hereby stricken out. 

The said section is further amended by adding Class I after Class 
H to read as follows: Oconee: Auditor, $1800.00; Treasurer, $1- 
800.00, so that the said Section when so amended shall read as 
follows: 

Section 2700: The salaries of county auditors and county treas- 
urers in South Carolina shall be as follows: 

Class A. Charleston, Greenville, Richland, Auditors, $4,500.00; 
Treasurers, $4,500.00.

AN ACT to Authorize the State Sinking Fund Commission 
to Co-operate With and Assist Counties, Municipalities, 
School Districts and Other Sub-divisions of the State in 
the Handling of Their Financial Obligations. 


Section 1. State Sinking Fund Commission May Co- 
operate in the Handling of Finances of Sub-divisions of the 
State.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The State Sinking Fund Commission, as now or 
hereafter constituted by law, is hereby authorized to cooperate with 
and assist the authorities of the counties, municipalities, school dis- 
tricts and other sub-divisions of the State in the handling, in what- 
ever manner may be deemed by it desirable in each case, of the 
financial obligations of such counties, municipalities, school districts 
and other sub-divisions. 

§ 2. Extent of Service.—The State Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion may, upon request of any such authorities, negotiate with the 
holders of such obligations and the authorities of the obligor to the 
end that such extensions and adjustments as may be desirable may 
be effected and it may negotiate with any lending agency and perform 
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any other act or service pursuant to the purpose of this Act to 
the end that the credit of the sub-divisions of the State and the 
rights of the holders of their obligations may be mutually protected.

AN ACT to Amend Section 6367, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, so as to Require the Specification and 
the Guaranteeing of the Content of Certain Materials 
Used in the Manufacture and Mixing of All Fertilizers 
Supplying Certain Elements and to Provide a Penalty 
for the Violation of Certain Fertilizer Contracts. 


Section 1. § 6367, 1932 Code, Amended—Guarantee 
the Content of Materials Used in Fertilizer Supplying Cer- 
tain Elements—Penalty.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section 6367 Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, relating to manufacture and mixing of 
fertilizers, etc., be amended by striking out all of said Section and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following as Section 6367: 

“Section 6367: That the materials used in the manufacture and 
mixing of all fertilizers supplying nitrogen or ammonia, and of- 
fered for sale in this State, shall be divided into two classes, name- 
ly, water-soluble and available water-insoluble; and the per centage 
of nitrogen or ammonia coming from either of these two classes 
shall be gitaranteed, but allowing a variability of one-fourth of one 
per cent. for goods containing two per cent. of ammonia or under, 
and a variability of one-third of one per cent. for goods contain- 
ing two and three per cent. ammonia, and a variability of one-half 
of one per cent. for goods containing over three per cent, ammonia, 
and the several materials in each of these two classes shall be named 
on the bag or on a tag attached thereto, and it shall be permissible 
for the manufacturer to substitute one or more materials in either 
class of approximately equal agricultural value for other materials 
of the same class: Provided, That where there is a contract of agree- 
ment between a manufacturer and a purchaser of fertilizer that 
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the fertilizer will be manufactured by the use of certain definite 
sources and amounts of ammonia and potash, the fertilizer must be 
manufactured from these materials without the substitution of other 
materials and failure on the part of the manufacturer to comply 
with this reqttirement shall render the manufacturer liable to the pur- 
chaser for damages as it is now prescribed by law, and in addition 
thereto the manufacturer shall pay to the purchaser a penalty equal 
to one-fourth of the purchase price of such fertilizer.” 

§ 2. Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. Effective Date.—That this Act shall go into effect on 
and after August First One Thousand Nine Hundred and Thirty- 
three.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2532, Volume II, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, so as to Change the Discount 
Allowed on the Purchase of Soft Drinks Stamps and 
Crowns. 


Section 1. § 2532, 1932 Code, Amended—Discount Al- 
lowed on Purchase of Soft Drinks Stamps and Crowns 
Changed.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That sub-sections (c) and (d) of Section 2532, 
Volume II, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be amended by 
striking out all of said sub-sections and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following, to be known as sub-sections (c) and (d) of Sections 
2532: 

“(c) The Tax Commission is hereby authorized to engage any 
person, firm or corporation to sell tax stamps and shall allow as 
compensation for receiving, selling and accounting for such stamps, 
three (3) per cent. In case of sales of soft drinks license stamps, 
made by the Tax Commission to any merchants (wholesale or retail) 
or manufacturers, for their individual use, the Tax Commission shall 
allow the following discount: On a sale of less than $25.00 no dis- 
count shall be allowed; on a sale of $25.00 or over and less than 
$50.00, a discount of five per cent. on the entire amount of the 
sale; on a sale of $50.00 or more, a discount of ten per cent. on the 
entire amount of the sale. 
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It is the intent and purpose of this Section to require all manu- 
facturers and dealers in bottles soft drinks to affix either soft drinks 
license tax stamps or soft drinks license tax crowns to each in- 
dividual bottle of soft drinls sold or distributed, and when the said 
stamps pr crowns are so affixed they shall be evidence of the pay- 
ment of the tax provided herein. But when the stamp or crown 
has been affixed as herein required, no further or other stamp or 
crown shall be required under the provisions of Sections 2521 to 
2554, regardless of how often such bottled drinks are sold or resold 
within this state. That in the event the manufacturers of bottle 
drinks either within or without the State of South Carolina shall 
use the soft drinks license tax crowns as herein provided for; 
then, and in such event, said manufacturer shall be relieved of the 
duty of stamping each individual bottle. 

(d) The South Carolina Tax Commission is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to promulgate rules and regulations govern- 
ing the purchase, sale and distribution of crowns, with which to 
seal said bottled soft drinks within this State, Said crowns shall 
carry a design approved by the South Carolina Tax Commission, 
the use of which crown shall be evidence of the payment of the 
license taxes provided in Sections 2521 to 2554. Manufacturers 
and/or distributors of crowns may be required to furnish bond to 
insure faithful compliance with such regulations, secure license 
and meet with all requirements as set forth by the Tax Commission. 
All purchasers of crowns, whether they be bottlers or otherwise, 
shall be required to purchase crowns in accordance with rules and 
regulations promulgated by the South Carolina Tax Commission. 
The price to be paid by purchaser for crowns shall be the manu- 
facturers’ price plus all transportation charges to consignee at desti- 
nation, and in addition thereto shall be One ($0.01) per cent per 
crown, when to be used upon bottled drinks retailing for five ($0.05) 
cents each or less ; two ($0.02) cents per crown when to be used upon 
bottled drinks retailing for more than five ($0.05) cents each but 
not more than ten ($0.10) cents each; three ($0.03) cents per crown 
when to be used upon bottled drinks retailing for more than ten 
($0.10) cents each but not more than fifteen ($0.15) cents, etc., so 
that the tax will equal one ($0.01) cent for each five ($0.05) cents or 
fractional part thereof of the retail selling price as the soft drinks 
license tax herein requires. 

In the sale of soft drinks license tax crowns the South Carolina 
Tax Commission shall allow the following discounts: On tie sale 
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of less than twenty-five (25) gross crowns, no discount shall be 
allowed ; on the sale of twenty-five (25) gross crowns, or over, and 
less than fifty (50) gross crowns, a discount of five (5) per cent. 
shall be allowed on the entire amount on the sale of fifty (50) gross 
crowns or over a discount of ten (10%) per cent. shall be allowed 
on the entire amount: Provided, That the discount applies only to 
the tax and not the manufacturers’ price or transportation cost. 

The South Carolina Tax Commission may consign soft drinks 
license tax stamps. or soft drinks license tax crowns to manu- 
facturers, wholesalers and jobbers, allowing the same discount as 
when sold for cash, if and when, such manufacturers, wholesaler 
or jobber shall give to the South Carolina Tax Commission a good 
and sufficient bond, executed by some surety company, authorized 
to do business in-this State, conditioned to secure the payment for 
the stamps, or crowns, so consigned, when and as they are used by 
such wholesaler. jobber or manufacturer, and to require monthly, or 
such other periodic accounting and settlement periods for the use 
of said stamps or crowns as the South Carolina Tax Commission 
may require.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Acquirement of Property by 
Cities of More Than Fifty Thousand Inhabitants for 
the Purpose of Maintaining Parks, Athletic Grounds, 
etc., to Provide for the Creation of Corporations to 
Acquire and Hold Property for Like Purposes; to Au- 
thorize Said Cities to Own Stock in Said Corporations, 
and to Fix the Powers and Liabilities of Said Cities and 
Incorporations in Relation Thereto. , 


Section 1. Cities Over Fifty Thousand Inhabitants May 
Acquire Property for Parks, Athletic Grounds, Etc.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That all cities of more than fifty thousand inhabitants, as deter- 
mined by the last census, shall have the right to own, buy, or receive 
donations of lands and properties within the city limits, or within

five miles of the corporate limits of any such city, to be used by 
the city for the purpose of creating and maintaining parks, play- 
grounds, athletic grounds, stadiums, or for other purposes for which 
a municipality may own land. 

§ 2. Create Corporations—Own Stock—.Name Officers. 
—That the city or municipality is hereby empowered to create cor- 
porations and to own stock therein, name directors and officers for 
the management thereof, for the purpose of having the corporations 
acquire properties in like manner as provided in Section 1 for the 
uses set out therein. 

§ 3. Charters—Powers.—That the Secretary of State is 
authorized to issue charters for such corporations just as charters 
are now issued for business corporations, and the said corporations 
when formed, shall have the powers of usual business corporations, 
with special authority to buy, sell, own, lease or mortgage the real 
and personal property so acquired. 

§ 4. Taxes—Payment.—For tax purposes these properties, 
whether owned by the municipality or by a corporation created 
by the municipality, shall be considered just as other municipal 
property. 

§ 5. Liability of City.—That no city or municipality creating 
such corporation or corporations and/or owning the stock therein shall 
be liable for any act or acts of the said corporation or corporations 
or for the debts or obligations thereof, nor shall such city or muni- 
cipality be liable for any act or acts of the officers or directors of any 
such corporation or corporations or any of them, or of any agent or 
agents thereof. 

§ 6. Saving Clause.—If any portion of this Act is declared 
unconstitutional, it shall not affect the remaining sections. 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Abolish the Office of the State Bank Examiner 
and Vest in the Governor Plenary Power and Control 
Over All Banks and Banking Institutions Pursuant to 
the Provisions of the Banking Act Approved 9th March, 
1933, and to Provide for the Appointment of a State 
Auditor. 
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Section 1. State Bank Examiner’s Office Abolished— 

Control of Banking Department and Institutions Vested in 
Governor.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the office of the State Bank Examiner be 
and the same is hereby abolished and that plenary power and control 
of the State Banking Department and of all banks, banking in- 
stitutions, building and loan associations, cash depositories and other 
institutions doing a banking business of whatever nature be and the 
same is hereby vested in the Governor pursuant to the terms of the 
Banking Act heretofore approved 9 March, 1933, for the period 
provided in that Act. 
' § 2. Bank Examining Department—Chief Examiner— 
Appointment.—That the Governor in his discretion may authorize 
the State Board of Bank Control under its direction to set up an 
examining department with a Chief Examiner in charge and with 
such assistants as may be necessary to perform the duties: incidental 
to the work of the State Board of Bank Control. The Chief Ex- 
aminer shall be appointed by the Governor by and with the advice 
and consent of the State Board of Bank Control. 

§ 3. Board of Bank Control May Assess for Examina- 
tions.—That the State Board of Bank Control may assess charges 
for bank examinations, Building & Loan examinations, etc., as the 
board may deem necessary. The said State Board of Bank Control 
shall assess such fees as may be necessary for the examination in 
each individual case: Provided, That such assessments shall not 
exceed in amounts those heretofore provided by law, except such 
assessments as are made against banks in the hands of Conservators. 

§ 4. Bank Examining Department—Records—Office.— 
The State Board of Bank Control shall take over all of the records 
of the State Bank Examining Department and shall arrange for 
such office space as may be necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act, but such office space shall be in the State Office Build- 
ing if same is available. 

§ 4a. State Auditor—Appointment-——Duties and Pow- 
ers.—The duties and position of State Auditor, heretofore per- 
formed under the direction of the State Bank Examiner, are here- 
by transferred to and placed under the direction of the present 
State Budget Committee, consisting of the Governor, Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the House of Representatives 
and Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Senate, the State 
Auditor to be selected by the said. Committee, and any necessary as- 
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sistants to be selected by him in conformity with the appropriations 
therefor. All the duties and powers heretofore vested in the State 
Bank Examiner, relating to the audit of State Departments and 
institutions, as defined in Sections 7846 and 7847, Volume III, 
Code of Laws, 1932, are hereby vested in the State Auditor, as con- 
stituted in this Act. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize Municipalities, Cities, Towns, Coun- 
ties and Political Subdivisions of this State to Construct, 
Acquire, Own, Equip, Operate, Maintain and Improve, 
Enlarge or Extend Works for the Collection and/or 
Treatment, Purification and Disposal of Sewage; to 
Authorize Such Political Subdivisions to Construct, Ac- 
quire, Own, Equip, Operate, Maintain and Improve, 
Enlarge or Extend Water Works Systems, Hospitals, 
Toll Bridges, Ferries, Drainage Systems, Grading 
and/or Paving and/or Repaving Streets, Sidewalks 
and Highways, Where Such Streets or Highways are 
Not Part of Any Federal or State Aid Project Public 
Buildings, Common Jails, Such Political Subdivisions 
are Authcrized by Law to Own, Acquire, Construct or 
Maintain Where Such Works or Project Will be Made 
Self-Supporting and the Construction Cost Thereof Re- 
turned Within a Reasonable Period Not Exceeding 
Thirty Years by Means of Tolls, Fees, Rents or Charges 
Other Than Taxation; to Authorize Such Political Sub- 
divisions to Fix and Make Charges for the Use of Such 
Works and to Provide for the Collection of the Same; 
to Authorize Such Political Subdivisions to Finance 
Such Projects by the Issuance and Sale of Revenue 
Certificates Payable Solely From the Revenue of Such 
Works; to Authorize Contracts for the Use of Such 
Works by Other Political Subdivisions and Charges 
Against the Owners of Premises Therein Served; to 
Authorize Municipalities to Construct and Operate 
Such Works Jointly; and to Contract With Each Other 
and/or With Other Parties, and in Case of Toll Bridges 
or Ferries Across State Line Rivers to Contract With 
Municipalities or agencies of Other State; to Author- 
ize the Creation of a Lien on Certain Property Served 
by Certain of Such Works; to Provide for the Method 
by Which such Revenue Certificates shall be Paid and 
to Provide Remedies for the Holders of Such Certifi- 
cates; to Authorize and Provide for the Condemnation 
by Said Municipalities of Property Necessary for Such 
Projects, and for Other Purposes. 
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Section 1. Definitions.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the-State of South Carolina: (a) the term ‘municipality’ as 
used in this Act shall be construed to mean any city, village, incor- 
porated town, county or other political subdivision of the State of 
South Carolina. (b) The term ‘municipal authorities’ as used in 
this Act shall be construed to mean the mayor and council or similar 
governing body, board or commission of any city, village or incor- 
porated town, and/or the board of county commissioners of any 
county, whether composed of one or more members, and/or the cor- 
porate authority vested by law with the control of the fiscal affairs 
of any political subdivision in this State. (c) the term ‘works’ as 
used in this Act shall be construed to mean and include waterworks 
systems, sewage systems, hospitals, toll bridges, ferries, drainage 
systems, grading and/or paving and/or repaving streets, sidewalks 
and highways, other than State and Federal Aid projects, public 
buildings, common jails, which the municipalities of South Caro- 
lina are authorized by law to own, construct, acquire, or maintain, 
where such works or project will be made self-supporting and the 
construction and/or acquisition cost thereof returned within a rea- 
sonable period, not exceeding thirty years, by means of tolls, fees, 
rents or charges other than taxation, and shall mean and include 
such system, building plant or project in its entirety and all integral 
parts thereof. 

§ 2. Municipalities May Construct, Acquire, Own, 
Equip, Operate, Maintain and/or Enlarge Such Works— 
Payment.—Every municipality in the State of South Carolina is 
hereby authorized and empowered to construct, acquire, own, equip, 
operate, maintain and/or enlarge, extend, or increase any of the 
works described in Section 1 together with all appurtenances neces- 
sary, useful or convenient for the maintenance and operation of such 
works, and shall have authority to acquire by gift, grant, purchase, 
condemnation or otherwise all necessary lands, rights-of-way and 
property therefor within and/or without the corporate limits of such’ 
municipality, and to issue revenue certificates to pay the cost of such 
works and property. No obligation shall be incurred by the munici- 
pality in such construction, acquisition, extension of improvement 
except such as is payable solely from the funds provided under the 
authority of this Act. 

§ 3. Supervision and Control of Works—Board Defined. 
—The construction, acquisition, improvement, extension, equipment, 
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custody, operation and maintenance of any such works and the collec- 
tion of revenues therefrom for the services rendered thereby shall 
be under the supervision and control either of the municipal au- 
thorities or of a Board of Public Works or committe or, in the case 
of toll bridges, under the State Highway Department as the corporate 
authorities of the municipality may determine. The term ‘Board’ 
when hereinafter used in this Act shall be construed to mean the 
municipal authorities of such Board or the State Highway Depart- 
ment, as the case may be. 

§ 4. Powers of Board.—The Board shall have power to take 
all steps and proceedings and to make and enter into all contracts 
or agreements necessary or incidental to the performance of its 
duties and the execution of its powers under this Act. Provided, 
That any contract relating to the financing or the acquisition, con- 
struction, extension or improvement of any such works or any trust 
indenture as hereinafter provided for shall be approved by the mu- 
nicipal authorities. The Board may employ engineers, architects, in- 
spectors, superintendents, managers, collectors, attorneys, and such 
other employees as in its judgment may be necessary in the execution 
of its powers and duties and may fix their compensation, all of 
whom shall do such work as the Board may direct. All such com- 
pensation and expense incurred in carrying out the provisions of 
this Act shall be paid solely from funds provided under the au- 
thority of this Act, and the Board shall not exercise or carry out any 
authority or power herein given it so as to bind said Board of said 
municipality beyond the extent to which money shall have been or 
may be provided under the authority of this Act. No contract or 
agreement with any contractor or contractors for labor and/or ma- 
terials, exceeding in amount the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars shall be made without advertising for bids, which bids shall 
be publicly opened and award made to the best bidder, with power 
in the Board to reject any and all bids. After the construction, in- 
- stallations, and completion of the works or the acquisition thereof, 
the Board shall operate, manage and control the same and may order 
and complete any extensions, betterments and improvements of and 
to the works that the Board may deem expedient, if funds therefor 
be available or are made available as provided in this Act, and shall 
establish rules and regulations for the use and operation of the works, 
and do all things necessary or expedient for the successful operation 
thereof. All public ways or public works damaged or destroyed by 
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the Board in carrying out its authority under this Act shall be re- 
stored or repaired by the Board and placed in their original con- 
dition, as nearly as practicable, if requested so to do by proper au- 
thority out of funds provided by this Act. 

§ 5. Payment of Preliminary Expenses.—AIl necessary 
preliminary expenses actually incurred by the Board of any munici- 
pality in the making of surveys, estimates of cost and of revenues, 
employment of engineers or other employees, the giving of notices, 
taking of options and all other expenses of whatsoever nature neces- 
sary to be paid prior to the issue, sale and delivery of the revenue 
certificates herein provided for may be paid by the municipality, to 
be reimbursed and repaid out of the proceeds of the sale of such 
revenue certificates to be used for the construction, acquisition, ex- 
tension or improvement of such works as hereinafter provided. 

§6. Prerequisites to Construction, Acquisition, Improve- 
ment or Extension of Any Works.—Before any municipality 
shall construct, acquire, improve, or extend any works under this 
Act the municipal authorities shall enact an ordinance or ordi- 

“nances, or shall adopt a proper resolution which shall (a) set forth 
a brief and general description of the works, and, if the same are 
‘to be constructed, a reference to the preliminary report or plans and 
the specifications which shall theretofore have been prepared; (b) 
set forth the estimated cost thereof; (c) order the construction, ac- 
quisition, extension or improvement of sucht works; (d) direct 
that revenue certificates of the municipality be issued pursuant to 
this Act in such an amount as may be found necessary to pay the 
cost of the works; and (e) contain such other provisions as may 
be necessary or proper in the premises. Before such ordinance shall - 
become effective, it shall be published in three separate issues of 
some newspaper published in the municipality, if there be such a 
newspaper, but otherwise in a newspaper having general circulation 
therein, the first publication of said notice to be at least ten days be- 
fore the date fixed in said notice for a hearing. Said notice shall: 
specify a time and place for a hearing, which may be adjourned 
from time to time, and at-which all parties at interest may appear 
before the municipal authorities and be heard as to whether or not 
said ordinance shall be put into effect. Any party at interest who 
is dissatisfied with the decision of said municipal authorities, shall 
have the right to apply to the Circuit Court of the county in which 
such municipality, or the greater portion thereof, is located, for an 
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injunction to restrain the enforcement of said ordinance or resolu- 
tion. Such application shall be made within ten days after the de- 
cision of said municipal authorities, and if no such application is 
made within ten days, said decision of said municipal authorities 
shall be final, and the ordinance or resolution shall be put into effect 
and the certificates issued hereunder shall not thereafter be con- 
tested in any proceedings in any court. 

§ 7. Acquisition of Property—Condemn or Purchase— 
Liability of Municipality.—Every such municipality shall have 
power to condemn any such works to be acquired and any land, 
rights, easements, franchises, and other property, real or personal, 
deemed necessary or convenient for the construction of any such 
works, for extension, improvements, or additions thereto, and in 
connection therewith, shall-have and may exercise all the rights, 
powers, and privileges of eminent domain granted to municipalities 
under the laws relating thereto. Title to property shall be taken in 
the name of the municipality. Proceeding for such appropriation of 
property shall be under and pursuant to the general proceedings of 
law relating to condemnation proceedings in the exercise of the right 
of eminent domain; Provided, The municipality shall be under no 
obligation to accept and pay for any property condemned and shall 
in no event pay for any property condemned or purchased, except 
from the funds provided pursuant to this Act; and in any proceedings 
to condemn, such orders may be made as may be just to the munici- 
pality and to the owners of the property to be condemned; and an 
undertaking or other security may be required securing stich owners 
against any loss or damage which may be sustained by reason of the 
failure of the municipality to accept and pay for the property, but 
such undertaking or security shall impose no liability upon the mu- 
nicipality except such as may be paid from the funds provided un- 
der the authority of this Act. In the event of the acquisition by pur- 
chase the Board may obtain and exercise an option from the owners 
of said property for the purchase thereof, and may enter into a con- 
tract for the purchase thereof, and such purchase may be made upon 
such terms and conditions and in such manner as the Board may 
deem proper: Provided, however, That such exercise of option, pur- 
chase, or contract for such purchase shall in no event bind or obligate 
said municipality or create any debt, liability or claim except such 
as may be paid from the funds provided under the authority of this 
Act. In event of the acquisition of any works already constructed by 
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purchase or condemnation, the Board at or before the time of the 
adoption of the ordinances or resolution described in Section 6 hereof, 
shall cause to be determined what repairs, replacements, additions 
and betterments will be necessary in order that such works may be 
effective for their purposes, and an estimate of the cost of such 
improvements shall be included in the estimate of the cost required 
by Section 6 hereof, and such improvement shall be made upon the 
acquisition of the works and as a part of the cost thereof. Provided, 
however, That no municipality shall, under the authority conferred 
by this Act, condemn any existing privately owned works in op- 
eration at the date of condemnation. 

§ 8. Issue Revenue Certificates to Pay for Betterments, 
Enlargements, and Extensions—Payment.—Whenever any 
municipality now or hereafter shall own and operate any of the 
works herein referred to, whether constructed under the provisions 
of this Act or not, and shall desire to construct improvements, en- 
largements, extensions and betterments thereto, it may issue rev- 
enue certificates under the provisions of this Act to pay for the 
same, and the procedure therefor, including fixing all rates and the 
computation of the amount thereof, shall be the same as in this Act 
provided for the issuance of certificates for acquisition or con- 
struction of such works in or by a municipality which has not there- 
tofore owned and operated such works: Provided, however, That in 
any ordinance or resolution declaring the intention to issue the cer- 
tificates and providing details in connection therewith, the municipal 
authorities shall provide, define, declare, in addition to the other 
requirements set out in this Act, the value of the then existing sys- 
tem and the value of the property proposed to be constructed, and 
‘the revenues derived from the entire system when the completed 
betterments, improvements and extensions are completed, shall be 
divided according to such values and so much of the revenue as 
is in proportion to the value of such betterments, extensions and 
improvements, as against the value of the previously existing plan 
as so determined, shall be set aside and used solely and only for 
the purpose of paying the revenue certificates issued for such 
betterments, extensions or improvements, together with the cost of 
the operation and the depreciation thereof, and such revenue shall 
be deemed to be income derived exclusively from such betterments, 
extensions and improvements. Provided, however, That no exist- 
ing obligations or rights shall be affected or impaired hereby. 
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§ 9. Cost of Works.—The cost of the works shall be deemed 
to include the cost of acquisition or construction thereof the cost of 
all property, rights, easements and franchises deemed necessary or 
convenient therefor and for the improvements determined upon as 
provided in Section 7 of this Act; interest upon certificates prior 
to and during construction or acquisition and for six months after 
- completion or construction or of acquisition of the improvements 
last mentioned, engineering and legal expenses ; expense for estimates 
of cost and of reventies; expenses for plans, specifications and sur- 
veys; other expenses necessary or incident to determining the feas- 
ibility or practicability of the enterpise, administrative expense, and 
such other expenses as may be necessary or incident to the financing 
herein authorized and the construction or acquisition of the works 
and the placing of the works in operating and the performance of 
the things herein required or permitted in connection with any 
thereof. 

§ 10. Contractual Rights of Municipalities—Issue Reve- 
nue Certificates—Not to Use Convict Labor.—Nothing in this 
Act contained shall be so construed as to authorize or permit 
any municipality to make any contract or incur any obligation 
of any kind or nature except such as shall be payable solely 
from the funds provided under this Act. Funds for the payment 
of the entire cost of the work shall be provided by the issuance of 
revenue certificates of the municipality the principal and interest 
of which certificates shall be payable solely for the special fund 
herein provided for such payment, and said certificates shall not, 
in any respect, be a corporate indebtedness of such municipality. 
All of the details of such certificates shall be determined by ordi- 
nances or resolutions of the municipal authorities. Nothing herein 
contained shall be so construed as to require municipalities to con- 
struct any of works herein authorized by contract, but the same may 
be constructed directly by such municipality provided that no convict 
labor shall be employed thereon. 

§ 11. Revenue Certificates.—Such revenue certificates shall 
bear interest at not more than six per cent per atinum, payable 
annually or at shorter intervals, and shall mature at such time or 
times, not exceeding thirty years, as may be determined by ordinance 
or resolution. Such certificates may be made redeemable before ma- 
turity at the option of the municipality to be exercised by said 
Board, at not more than the par value thereof and the premium 
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of not more than five per cent, under such terms and conditions 
as may be fixed by the ordinance or resolution authorizing the issu- 
ance of the certificates. The principal and interest of the certificates 
may be made payable in any lawful medium. Said ordinance or reso- 
lution shall determine the form of the certificates, including the 
interest coupons to be attached thereto, and shall fix the denomina- 
tion or denominations of such certificates and the place or places - 
of payment of the principal and interest thereof, which may be at 
any bank or trust company within or without the state. The cer- 
tificates shall contain a statement on their face that the municipality 
shall not be obligated to pay the same or the interest thereon except 
from the special fund derived from the net revenues of the works, 
or the pro rata part thereof as provided for in Section 8 hereof. All 
such certificates shall be, and shall have and are hereby declared to 
have all the qualities and incidents of, negotiable instruments under 
the negotiable instruments law of this state. Said certificates shall 
be exempt from all taxation, state, county, school and municipal. 
Provision may be made for the registration of any of the certificates: 
in the name of the owner as to principal alone. Such certificates shall 
be executed in such manner as the municipal authorities may direct. 
The certificates shall be sold by the municipal authorities in such 
manner as may be determined to be for the best interest of the 
municipality, but not at a price so low as to cause the certificate 
to bear more than 6% interest. Any surplus of certificate proceeds 
over and above the cost of the works shall be paid into the sinking 
fund hereinafter provided. If the proceeds of the certificates, by 
error of calculation or otherwise, shall be less than the cost of the 
works, additional certificates may in like manner be issued to pro- 
vide the amount of such deficit and unless otherwise provided in 
the ordinance or resolution authorizing the issuance of the certificates 
first issued or in the trust indenture hereinafter authorized, shall 
be deemed to be of the same issue and shall be entitled to payment 
without preference or priority of the certificates first issued. Prior to 
the preparation of the definite certificates temporary certificates may 
under like restrictions be issued with or without coupons exchange- 
able for definite certificates upon the issuance of the latter. No 
municipal official or member of the Board shall, in any event, be 
personally liable on any contract or obligation of any kind or char- 
acter executed under the authority herein contained, even if said 
undertaking should hereafter be held ultra vires. Such certificates 
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shall be issued only with the written approval of the Sinking Fund 
Commission of South Caroli:-a. 

§ 12. Issue Additions] Revenue Certificates.—The muni- 
cipal authorities may provide by said ordinance or resolution au- 
thorizing the issuance of the certificates, or in the trust indenture 
hereinafter referred to, that additional certificates may thereafter 
be authorized and issued, at one time or from time to time, under 
such limitations and restrictions as may be set forth in said ordi- 
nance, resolution and/or trust indenture, for the purpose of extend- 
ing, improving or bettering the works when deemed necessary in 
the public interest, such additional certificates to be secured and be 
payable from the revenues of the works equally with all other cer- 
tificates issued pursuant to said ordinance without preference or 
distinction between any one certificate and any other certificate by 
reason of priority of issuance or otherwise. 


§ 13. Use of Proceeds from Revenue Certificates.—AlII 
moneys received from any certificates issued pursuant to this Act, 
after reimbursements and repayments to said municipality of ail — 
amounts advanced for preliminary expenses as provided in Section 
5 of this Act, shall be applied solely to the payment of the cost of 
the works, extensions, improvements or betterments or to the ap- 
purtenant sinking fund and there shall be and hereby is created and 
granted a lien upon such money, until so applied, in favor of the 
holders of the certificates or the trustees hereinafter provided for. 

§ 14. May Secure Certificates by Trust Indenture— 
Terms.—In the discretion and at the option of the municipal au- 
thorities, such certificates may be secured by a trust indenture by 
and between the municipality and a corporate trustee, which may 
be a trust company or bank having powers of a trust company within 
or without the State of South Carolina, but no such trust indenture, 
shall convey, mortgage, or create any lien upon the works of any 
part thereof. The ordinance or resolution authorizing the revenue 
certificates and fixing the details thereof may provide that such 
trust indenture may contain such provisions for protecting and en- 
forcing the rights and remedies of certificate holders as may be rea- 
sonable and proper, not in violation of law, including covenants 
setting forth the duties of the municipality and the Board in relation 
to the construction or acquisition of the works and the improve- 
ment, operation, repair, maintenance and insurance thereof and 
the custody, safeguarding and application of all monies and may 
provide that the works shall be contracted for, constructed and paid 
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for under the supervision and approval of consulting engineers 
employed or designated by the Board and satisfactory to the original 
certificate purchasers, their successors, assignees or nominees who 
may be given the right to require the security given by contractors 
and by any depository of the proceeds of certificates or revenues 
of the works or other monies pertaining thereto be satisfactory to 
such purchasers, their successors, assignees or nominees. Such in- 
denture may set forth the rights and remedies of the certificate 
holder and/or such trustee. Except as in this Act otherwise pro- 
vided the municipal authorities may provide by ordinance or resolu- 
tion or in such trust indenture for the payment of the proceeds of 
the sale of the certificates and the revenues of the works to such 
officer, board or depository as it may determine for the custody 
thereof, and for the method of distribution thereof, with such safe- 
guards and restrictions as it may determine. 

§ 15. Sinking Fund.—At or before the issuance of any such 
certificates the municipal authorities shall by ordinance or resolu- 
tion provide for a sinking fund for the payment of the certificates 
and the interest thereon and the payment of the charges of banks 
or trust companies for making payment of such certificates or interest 
out of the net revenues of said work, and shall set aside and pledge 
a sufficient amount of the net revenues of the works, hereby defined 
to mean the revenues of the works remaining after the payment 
of the reasonable expense of operation, repair and maintenance, 
such amount to be paid by the Board into said sinking fund at in- 
tervals to be determined by ordinance or resolution adopted prior to 
issuance of the certificates, for (a) the interest upon such certificates 
as such interest shall fall due and, (b) the necessary fiscal agency 
. charges for paying certificates and interest; (c) the payment of 
the certificates as they fall due, or if all certificates mature at one 
time, the proper maintenance of a sinking fund sufficient for the 
payment thereof at such time and (d) a margain for safety and 
for the payment of premiums upon certificates retired by call or 
purchase as herein provided, which margin, together with unused 
surplus of such margin carried forward from the preceding year, 
shall equal ten per cent of all other amounts so required to be paid 
into the sinking fund. Such required payments shall constitute a first 
charge upon all the net revenues of the works. Prior to the issuance 
of the certificates, the Board may by ordinance or resolution be given 
the right to use or direct the trustee to use such sinking fund or 
any part thereof, in the purchase of any of the outstanding cer- 
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tificates payable therefrom at the market price thereof, but not 
exceeding the price if any, at which the same shall in the same year 
be payable or redeemable and all certificates redeemed or purchased 
shall forthwith be cancelled and shall not against be issued. After 
the payments into the sinking fund as herein required, the Board 
may at any time in its discretion transfer all or any part of the 
balance of the net revenues, after reserving an account deemed 
by the Board sufficient for operation, repair and maintenance for an 
ensuing period of not less than twelve months and for depreciation, 
into the sinking fund or into a fund for extensions, betterments 
and additions to the works. 

§ 16. Charges or Rates for Use of Works—Collection. 
—The municipal authorities shall have the power and it shall be 
their duty by ordinance or resolution to establish and maintain a just 
and equitable rate or charges for the use of and service rendered 
by such works, to be paid by the person using the same or receiving 
the services thereof, and may change and readjust such rates or 
charges from time to time, Such rates or charges shall be sufficient 
in each year for the payment of the proper and reasonable expenses 
of operation, repair, replacement and maintenance of the works and 
for the payment of the same herein required to be paid into the 
sinking fund. Revenues collected pursuant to this section shall be 
deemed the revenues of the works. No such rates or charges shall 
be established until after a public hearing at which all the users of 
the works and/or owners of the property served or to be served 
thereby and other interest shall have an opportunity to be heard con- 
cerning the proposed rates or charges, After introduction of proposal 
of the ordinance or resolution fixing such rates or charges and be- 
fore the same is finally enacted or passed; notice of such hearing, 
setting forth the proposed schedule of such rates or charges shall be 
given by one publication in a newspaper published in the municipality, 
if there be such a newspaper, but otherwise in a newspaper having 
general circulation therein, at least ten days before the date fixed in 
such notice for the hearing, which may be adjourned from time 
to time. No other or further notice to parties at interest shall be 
required. After such hearing the ordinance or resolution establish- 
ing rates or charges, either as originally proposed or introduced, 
or as modified and amended, shall be passed or adopted and put 
into effect. A copy of the schedule of such rates and charges so 
established shall be kept on file in the office of the Board having 
charge of the operation of such works, and also in the office of 
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the municipal authorities, and shall be opened to inspection by all 
parties interested. The rates or charges so established for any class 
of users or property served shall be extended to cover any additional . 
class of users or property thereafter served which fall within the 
same class, without the necessity of any hearing notice. Any change 
or readjustment of such rates or charges may be made in the same 
manner as such rates or charges were originally established as here- 
inabove provided. The aggregate of the rates or charges shall be 
sufficient for such expense of operation, repair and maintenance, 
and for such sinking fund payments. If any service rate, charge or 
fee so established shall not be paid within thirty days after the same 
is due, the amount thereof may be recovered by the Board in a 
civil action in the name of the municipality, and in the case of charges 
due for service rendered by sewage system or disposal plants, water- 
works system, and similar. works, such charges if not paid when due, 
shall constitute a lien upon the premises served by such works, 
which lien may be foreclosed against such lot, parcel of land or build- 
ing so served, in accordance with the laws relating to the foreclosure 
of liens on real property. Upon failure of any person receiving 
any such service to pay for the same when due the Board may dis- 
continue such service without notice. Provided, however, that any 
party at interest who is dissatisfied with the rates so fixed shall 
have the right to apply to the Circuit Court for injunction as 
provided in Section 6 of this Act, and in the absence of such ap- 
plication within ten days from the date such rates were fixed, the 
rates so fixed shall be established rates until changed as herein pro- 
vided. 


§ 17. System of Accounts—Annual Audit—Bond Re- 
quired of Custodian of Funds.—Any municipality issuing reve- 
nue certificates under the provisions of this Act shall install and 
maintain a proper system of accounts, showing the amount of revenue 
received and the application of the same, and the municipal au- 
thorities shall at least once a year cause such accounts to be properly 
audited by a competent auditor and the report of such audit shall be 
open for inspection at all proper times to any taxpayer, citizen of 
said municipality or person receiving service from said works, or 
any holder of certificates issued under the provisions of this Act 
or any one acting for and on behalf of such taxpayers, citizen, or 
certificate holder, The treasurer of such municipality or other of- 
fical or institution or department specifically charged by it with the 
duty, shall be custodian of the funds derived from income received 
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from said works, constructed either in whole or in part under the 
provisions of this statute, and shall give proper bond for the faith- 
ful discharge of his or its duties as such custodian, which bond 
shall be fixed and approved by the municipal authorities. All of the 
funds received as income from said works constructed in whole or 
in part under the provisions of this Act, all funds received from 
the sale or revenue certificates issued to construct such ‘works shall 
be kept separate and apart from other funds of the municipality 
and separate accounts shall be maintained for the several items re- 
quired to be set up by Section 15 of this Act, 

§ 18. Charges and Rates Payable by Municipality.— 
The municipality shall be subject to the same charges and rates es- 
tablishec! as hereinabove provided, or to charges and rates established 
in harmony therewith, for service rendered the municipality and shall 
pay such rates or charges when due from corporate funds and the 

‘same shall be deemed to be a part of the revenues of the works as 
herein defined, and be applied as herein provided for the application 
of such revenues. 

§ 19. Board May Manage Works—Duties and Powers 
—Compensation and Expense.—The municipal authorities may 
in their discretion provide by ordinance that the custody, adminis- 
tration, operation and maintenance of such works shall be under the 
supervision and control of a Board as provided by Section 3 hereof, 
and in such cases the municipal authorities may provide by ordinance 
or resolution for said Board to exercise such of the functions of the 
municipal authorities in connection with the matter as they deem 
proper, and may provide for said Board to receive such compensa- 
tion as such authorities may deem proper, all of which said au- 
thority and compensation shall be specifically provided for by ordi- 
nance or resolution. All compensation and expense of such Board 
shall be paid solely from funds provided under the authority of this 
Act. Such Board shall have power to establish by-laws, rules and 
regulations for its own government. 

§ 20. Contract to Furnish Service to Other Municipal- 
ities—Rights of Parties.—Any municipality operating any of the 
works herein provided for, or which has ordered the construction 
or acquisition of such works (in this section called the owner) is 
hereby authorized to contract with one or more other municipalities 
within this State (in this section called lessee), and such lessees are 
hereby authorized to enter into such contracts with such owners, for 
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the service of such works to such lessees and their inhabitants upon 
such terms and conditions as may be fixed by the Board and ap- 
proved by ordinances or resolutions of the respective contracting 
parties; Provided, however, That no such contract shall be made 
in violation of the provisions of any ordinance or resolution au- 
thorizing certificates hereunder or in violation of the provisions 
of any such trust indenture. The lessee shall by ordinance or resolu- 
tion have power to establish, change and adjust rates and charges for 
the services rendered its inhabitants by the works against the persons 
receiving such services and the owners of the premises served, in the 
manner hereinbefore provided for establishing, changing and ad- 
justing rates and charges for services rendered in the municipality 
where the works are owned and operated and such rates or charges 
shall be collectible and shall be a lien as herein provided for rates 
and charges made by the owner, The necessary converting, intercept- 
ing and/or appurtenant works for connecting the works of the 
owner with the system of the lessee may be constructed by the owner 
and/or the lessee upon such terms and conditions as may be set forth 
in said contract and the cost or that part of the cost thereof which is 
to be borne by the owner may be paid as part of the cost of the works 
fron: the proceeds of certificates issued under this Act unless other- 
wise provided by said ordinance or trust indenture prior to the issu- 
ance of the certificates. The income received by the owner under any 
such contract shall, if so provided in said ordinance, resolution or 
trust indenture, be deemed to be a part of the revenues of the works 
as in this Act defined and be applied as herein provided for the ap- 
plication of such revenues. 

§ 21. Acquire Property Free from Liens.—No property 
shall be acquired under this Act upon which any lien or other en- 
cumbrance exists, unless at the time such property is acquired a 
sufficient sum of money be deposited in trust to pay and redeem 
such lien or encumbrance in full. 

§ 22. Rights of Certificate Holders.—Any holder of any 
such certificates or any of the coupons attached thereto, and the 
trustee, if any, except to the extent the rights herein given may be 
restricted by said ordinance or resolution authorizing issuance of the 
certificates or by the trust indenture, may either at law or in equity, 
by suit, action, mandamus or other proceeding protect and enforce 
any and all rights granted hereunder or under such ordinance, resolu- 
tion or trust indenture, and may enforce and compel performance 
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of all duties required by this Act or by such ordinance, resolution 
or trust indenture to be performed by the municipality issuing the 
certificates or by the Board or any officer, including the making 
and collecting of reasonable and sufficient charges and rates for 
services rendered by the works. If there be any failure to pay the 
principal or interest of any of the certificates on the date therein 
named for such payment, any Court having jurisdiction of the action 
may appoint a receiver to administer the works on behalf of the 
municipality and the certificate holders and/or trustee, except as so 
restricted, with power to charge and collect rates sufficient to provide 
for the payment of the expenses of operation, repair and maintenance 
and also to pay any certificates and interest outstanding and to apply 
the revenues in conformity with this Act and the said ordinance, 
resolution and/or trust indenture. 

§ 23. Joint Projects—Provisions as to Toll Bridges.— 
The authority and powers herein granted to municipalities may be 
exercised jointly by two or more municipalities which are hereby 
authorized to contract with each other in reference to the acquisition, 
construction, improvement, extension, and/or operation of such 
works, and in the case of toll bridges or ferries across state line 
rivers, any one or more South Carolina municipalities may so contract 
with municipalities, boards or agencies of other adjoining states for 
the acquisition, construction, operation, maintenance, improvement, 
and/or extension of such toll bridges or ferries, either as joint proj- 
ects or aS projects to be fully performed and effected hereunder 
by such South Carolina agencies, boards or municipalities. Provided, 
however, That if any toll bridge is constructed as provided for here 
in which may be a part or the terminus of any State or Federal 
Aid Road, or which connects a highway of South Carolina with a 
road or highway of an adjoining State then and in that event the 
consent of the State Highway Department of South Carolina and of 
the State Highway Board or Department of such adjoining State 
shall be obtained in writing before such project is construed, and 
after a sufficient amount of toll is collected to repay the construction 
costs of such bridge, no further toll shall be charged for the use of 
said bridge but the same shall become a part of the State Highway 
System. 

§ 24. Authority Additional—Jurisdiction of Municipal- 
ities. —The authority herein given shall be in addition to and not in 
derogation of any power existing in any municipality under any con- 
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stitutional, statutory or charter provisions which it may now have or 
may hereafter acquire or adopt. For all purposes of this Act, muni- 
cipalities shall have jurisdiction for ten miles outside of the corporate 
limits thereof, except where such zone would overlap with another 
municipality, in which event the meridian line of the overlapping 
zone shall be the dividing line of their respective jurisdictions. 

§ 25. Additional and Alternative Method.—This Act, 
shall, without reference to any other statute be deemed full au- 
thority for the construction, acquisition, improvement, equipment, 
maintenance,.operation and repair of the works herein provided for 
and for the issuance and sale of the certificates by this Act authorized, 
and shall be construed as an additional and alternative method there- 
for and for the financing thereof, and no petition or election or other 
or further proceeding in respect to the construction or acquisition or 
improvement of the works or to the issuance or sale of certificates 
under this Act and no publication of any resolution, ordinance, notice 
or proceeding relating to such construction, improvement or acquisi- 
tion or to the issuance or sale of such certificates shall be required 
except such as are prescribed by this Act, any provisions of other 
statutes of the State to the contrary notwithstanding. 

§ 26. Construe Liberally.—This Act being necessary for the 
public health, safety and welfare, it shall be liberally construed to ef- 
fectuate the purposes thereof. 

§ 27. Provisions Separable—Saving Clawse.—The sec- 
tions and provisions of this Act are separable and are not matters of 
mutual essential inducement, and it is the intention to confer the 
whole or any part of the powers herein provided for, and if any of 
the sections or provisions or parts thereof is for any reason held to 
be illegal, it is the intention that the remaining sections and provisions 
or parts thereof shall remain in full force and effect. 

§ 28. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 

§ 29. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Section 1. Appropriations and Levy for School Pur- 
poses, Florence County, 1933-34.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The sum of Twenty-seven 
Thousand Nine Hundred ($27,900.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated 
for educational purposes for the County of Florence for the scholastic 
year 1933-34, and a tax sufficient to raise the said sum, the millage 
to be determined by the County Auditor, is hereby levied upon all 
taxable property of Florence County, which sum shall be expended 
for the following purposes, that is to say: 

Item 1. Salary of County Superintendent of Education .$ 2,700.00

§ 2. County Board of Education May Borrow—Adver- 
tise for Bids—Deposit of Funds—Security Required.—In 
order to effectually carry out the purposes of this Act and for the 
operation of the schools of Florence County, the Board of Educa- 
tion for said County is authorized to borrow such sums of money as 
may be necessary, the amount not to exceed fifty per cent (50%) 
of the taxes pledged for the payment thereof, and shall have the 
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power to pledge any part or all of the school taxes levied in Florence

event it becomes necessary to borrow money for said purposes the 
County Board shall award the loan or loans to be made therefor to

budget showing in detail the items of proposed expenditures for the

AN ACT Requiring Written Commitments for Persons Who 
Have Been Committed and Sentenced in Saluda County 
to Be Filed With the County Chaingang Officer or 
County Jailor Before any Such Person is Admitted, and 
Define the Method of Discharge of Such Convict, and 
to Provide for a Penalty for the Failure to Do Same. 
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Section 1. Acceptance of Convicts to Saluda County 
Chaingang or Jail—Written Commitments Necessary.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That from and after the approval of this Act no person who has been 
convicted and sentenced to labor on the County chaingang or to the 
County jail in Saluda County shall be admitted to or accepted by the 
person in charge of the county chaingang or the county jail without 
a written commitment under the hand and seal of the Magistrate 
or Mayor of any incorporated town in the County of Saluda who 
may sentence such person or by the Clerk of the Court if such sen- 
tence is passed by a Circuit Judge in the Court of General Sessions, 

which commitment shall state the offense for which the person has 
" been convicted, the date of conviction, and the term of the sentence. 


§ 2. Discharge or Release.—That when a person has been 
committed to the county chaingang or the county jail under the pro- 
visions of Section 1 of this Act, he shall not be discharged there- 
from except upon the expiration of the term as shown by the com- 
mitment, or upon a release issued by the Magistrate who may have 
committed such prisoner, or by the Clerk of Court of Saluda County 
in the event a pardon has been issued for any such prisoner by the 
Governor of the State of South Carolina. Such release or releases, 
shall show upon its face the cause for same, and in the case of a 
pardon, the release shall so state, and in the case of the payment of a 
fine, the Magistrate issuing such a release shall show on its face the 
amount of the fine paid. 

§ 3. File Commitment and Discharge in Clerk of Court’s 
Office. —-When the term of a convict is terminated by service or by 
discharge in the manner provided for in Section 2 of this Act, the 
commitment and discharge shall be, by the chaingang officer or by 
the county jailor, filed in the office of the Clerk of Court for Saluda 
County, and shall be accessible for public inspection at any time. 

§ 4. Penalty for Violation.—Any jailor, chaingang captain,

AN ACT to Amend Section 4316, Vol. II, Code of Laws of 
South Carollna, 1932, Relating to Commutation Road 
Tax in Fairfield County, So as to Reduce Said Tax and 
to Permit Labor in Lieu of Same. 


Section 1. § 4316, 1932 Code, Amended—Road Tax, 
Fairfield County, Reduced—Labor in Lieu of Paying Tax.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Section 4316, Vol. II, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, Relating to Commutation Road Tax in Fairfield County, be 
’ amended by striking out said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following to be known as Section 4316: 


“Section 4316: It shall be the duty of the county supervisor and 
of the county commissioners and of such township commissioners 
as may be hereafter appointed to see that all persons liable to pay 
commutation road tax, shall pay the same, and any and all persons in 
said county liable to road duty (except ministers of the Gospel) 
shall pay an annual commutation road tax of One and 50/100 ($1.50) 
dollars; said tax to be charged by the auditor of Fairfield County 
against every able-bodied male person between the ages of twenty- 
one and fifty years, inclusive, and shall be collected by the county 
treasurer of said county as other taxes are collected, and shall be 
expended on the roads in the townships or school district of the 
person paying the same. In lieu of the commutation taxes herein 
provided for persons liable for same may work on the county roads 
in the township or school district in which such person may live; 
provided said work shall be under the direction of the county su- 
pervisor. Any person liable to road duty and failing to pay said road 
taxes or to do work herein required when being notified so to do by 
the county supervisor shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction shall pay a fine of not less than Three ($3.00) Dollars nor 
more than Five ($5.00) Dollars, or be imprisoned for not less than 
ten (10) nor more than thirty (30) days in the discretion of the Trial 
Magistrate, and all fines collected for the non-payment of said com- 
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mutation road tax or failure to perform said work shall be credited 
to the road fund in the township where such party failing to pay or 
to work may reside. When a person electing to work the roads in lieu 
of ‘paying the commutation road tax, when such work has been com- 
pleted the county supervisor shall issue to him a receipt showing that 
such work has been done and such receipt, when presented to the 
county treasurer shall be a sufficient discharge of such person from 
the payment of the commutation tax herein provided for.

The sum of Four and 50/100 ($4.50) Dollars provided 
by this section for the taking of the census of all dogs in the school 
district shall be paid out of the school fund of such district, and it 
shall be the duty of the County Superintendent of Education to see 
that this census is taken each year.

AN ACT to Fix the Time for Holding the Circuit Courts of 
the Second Judicial Circuit of South Carolina 


Section 1. Terms of Court, Aiken, Bamberg, and Barn- 
well Counties.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Courts of the Second Judicial 
Circuit of South Carolina shall be held as follows: 

(a) Aiken County—The Court of General Sessions for the County 
of Aiken shall be held at Aiken on the fourth Monday in January, 
two weeks; the first Monday in’ May, two weeks; the first Monday 
in October, two weeks, The Court of Common Pleas for said County 
of Aiken shall be held at Aiken on the fourth Monday in March, 
three weeks; on the second Monday in June, one week; on the second 
Monday in November, three weeks. 

(b) Bamberg County—The Court of General Sessions for Bam- 
berg County shall be held at Bamberg on the third Monday of Febru- 
ary, one week; on the second Monday in September, one week. The 
Court of Common Pleas for said County shall be held at Bamberg 
on the third Monday in April, two weeks, on the second Monday in 
July, one week and on the fourth Monday in October, two weeks. 

(c) Barnwell County—The Court of General Sessions for Barn- 
well County shall be held at Barnwell on the fourth Monday in 
February, one week ; the fourth Monday in May, one week ; the first 
Monday in December, one week. The Court of Common Pleas for 
said County shall be held at Barnwell the second Monday in March, 
two weeks ; the third Monday in June, two weeks ; the third Monday 
in September, two weeks.

That the required security may 
be: (a) an indemnity bond in the full amount of the deposit, said 
bond to be approved by the County Attorney; or (b) bonds or other 
evidence of indebtedness of the United States, the State of South 
Carolina, the County of Beaufort, subdivision of the County of 
Beaufort, or the Federal Land Bank bonds; or (c) notes and/or 
bonds secured by mortgages. of real estate on property situate in 
Beaufort County, to be approved by the Chairman of the County 
Board, the County Treasurer, and the County Attorney for said 
County of Beaufort, or a majority thereof, whose duty it shall be to 
see that said mortgages or securities offered are acceptable first 
mortgages and owned by such bank or banking institution ; Provided, 
however, that not more than two-thirds of said deposits may be 
secured by notes or bonds secured by mortgages of real estate on 
property in Beaufort County.”

In the event that any portion 
of the tax is paid subsequent to December 31 of the year in which 
the total tax is due, such unpaid portion shall be subject to the penal- 
ties provided for by law on delinquent taxes at the time that the 
same is paid. The officer authorized by law to collect taxes for New- 
berry County shall issue receipts to cover such partial payments 
‘as made and shall only issue the regular tax receipt upon the pay- 
ment of the last installment due on any such tax, but he shall keep 
a record, in a book provided for that purpose, of the name of the 
taxpayer, the amount paid, as well as the date of such payment.

serving each warrant, $1.00, besides mileage at the rate of five (5) 
cents for each mile actually traveled in executing the warrant; for 
advertising sale, twenty-five (25) cents; for making sale and execut- 
ing deed of conveyance, and putting purchaser in possession, three 
($3.00) dollars; and for all sums levied as aforesaid, five (5%) per 
cent., and the sheriff is prohibited from demanding or collecting any 
greater sum therefor than is hereby allowed; and neither the sheriff 
nor county treasurer shall receive fees upon mulla bona returns ; Pro- 
vided, That the treasurer of Marion County shall not receive from 
salary, fees or other compensation any amount above twenty-four 
hundred ($2,400.00) dollars annually, and that all fees, costs and 
salary in excess of twenty-four hundred ($2,400.00) dollars per 
year shall be turned into the general fund of the County: Provided, 
That the Treasurer for Williamsburg County for every such warrant 
issued shall take from such defaulter fifty (50) cents; and the sheriff

The sheriff is prohibited from demand- 
ing or collecting any greater sum therefor than is hereby allowed, 
and should the sheriff, or his deputies, or any one, acting as agent 
of the sheriff, collect any greater sum from any delinquent taxpayer 
than is herein provided, the bond of the sheriff shall be liable there- 
for, and any aggrieved taxpayer by his proper action in the court 
of Common Pleas for Williamsburg County may recover of the 
sheriff and against his bond a penalty of two hundred ($200.00) 
dollars.

Taxes Unpaid June 1, 1933, in Fairfield 
County Payable in Five Annual Installments.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all 
delinquent taxpayers in Fairfield County owing unpaid taxes on June 
Ist, 1933, are hereby permitted to make payments, and the Sheriff 
of Fairfield County is hereby authorized and directed to receive pay- 
ments of all delinquent taxes then unpaid, in five annual install- 
ments, payable twenty (20%) per cent annually, the first install- 
ment to be due and payable on or before the time that the taxes as- 
sessed on property in the year 1933 shall become due and payable, 
and succeeding installments become due in like manner. Provided, 
further, that the Sheriff shall accept payments quarterly, semi-an- 
nually, or annually, provided such quarterly, semi-annual or annual 
payments shall equal twenty (20%) per cent of the taxes due by the 
delinquent taxpayer. That upon the failure of any taxpayer to make 
payment of any delinquent taxes as aforesaid, or any installment 

thereof, the Sheriff is hereby authorized to proceed upon such terms 
"and conditions as are now provided by law. That the Sheriff shall 
have published in three separate consecutive issues of the newspapers 
of the county a notice to taxpayers of this installment plan and that 
any taxpayer desiring to take advantage of this plan shall make it 
- known to the Sheriff within sixty days of the last published notice. 

§ 2. Lien Holders Included.—That the owner, or holder of 
any mortgage or other lien against the property of any delinquent 
taxpayer shall be permitted to make payments in installments on 
such property as provided for in Section 1 of this Act and the lien 
of such mortgage, or other lien holders shall thereby be protected. 

§ 3. Payment of Execution Cost to Sheriff and Treas- 
urer.—Provided, further, 'That-the cost of execution of the Treas- 
urer and Sheriff shall be payable on the same basis as provided by 
law at present, except no mileage shall be charged. 

§ 4. Nulla Bona Uncollectible Executions—Books and 
Records.—Immediately upon the approval of this Act the Sheriff 
together with the Auditor and Treasurer, with the Board of Trustees 
of various school districts, shall inspect all executions now in the 
hands of the Sheriff and nzlla bona such executions as they find are 
uncollectible. That the Sheriff shall have set up, with the approval 
of the Comptroller General of South Carolina, books and records 
necessary to comply with the provisions of this Act and such costs 
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shall be paid by the County Treasurer out of the County’s General 
Fund, upon the approval of the Legislative Delegation. 

§ 5. Taxes in Fairfield County Payable in Installments. 
—This Act further provides that taxes assessed for 1933 and suc- 
ceeding years may be paid in installments upon written request to 
the County Treasurer on or before October first of each year. The 
Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to receive payments in 
installments the first payment becoming due and payable in the 
month of October. The second payment shall become due in Decem- 
ber of that year. The third payment shall become due in January 
the following year and the fourth payment with penalties as provided 
by law, to become due by March 15th. That the Treasurer shall keep 
such records as prescribed by the Comptroller General of South 
Carolina, the cost of which is to be paid from the County’s General 
Fund.

AN ACT to Prohibit all Seining of Fish in Greenville, An- 


derson, Pickens and Oconee Counties. 


Section 1. Seining of Fish in Anderson, Greenville, 
Oconee, and Pickens Counties Prohibited.—Be it enacted by 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from 
and after the passage of this Act it shall be unlawful for any person 
to use within Greenville, Anderson, Pickens and Oconee Counties, 
or any of the waters thereof, or any of the waters contiguous there- 
to, any net of any description commonly called a seine for the pur- 
pose of gathering, hemming or driving fish in any- of said waters. 

And the word “net” herein shall be deemed and interpreted to 
include any and every device in the nature of a net whether made of 
cotton, hemp, rayon, silk or wire. 

But the provisions of this Act shall not prevent the use of a cir- 
cular net commonly called a “landing net” to be used in landing 
a fish, provided it not be over fourteen inches (14 in.) in diameter 
and eighteen inches (18 in.) deep. The said fish shall be caught only 
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with rod and reel, or rod and line, or pole and line, with single bait 
or lure in the hands of the operator, or by throwing when not more 
than one lure and line is used by the person throwing: Provided, 
That when the pole and line is used, the fisherman may use not ex- 
ceeding three poles, provided the same be used in his view, and he 
is not required to have the same in his hands all of the time: Pro- 
vided, further, That it shall not be unlawful for a person fishing 
with pole and line to have in his possession and to use at intervals 
a rod and reel or rod and line. 


§ 2. Possession of Seine upon or in Waters a Violation. 
—The possession of any device of the nature described in Section 1 
upon or in the waters of the counties aforesaid shall be deemed to 
be an infraction of this Act. 

§ 3. Penalty.—Any of the violations of the provisions of this 
Act shall be deemed a misdemeanor and punishable by a fine of not 
more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or not more than thirty 
(30) days imprisonment in the discretion of the court.

said counties. When the said officers of the respective counties have 
determined the amount of delinquent taxes, including penalties, 
against any property or taxpayer in their county, they shall make a 
list thereof by school districts and file one copy with the treasurer, 
one with the auditor, and one with the sheriff of such county. As 
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used in this Act, delinquent taxes means the uncollected taxes as- 
sessed for the year 1932 and previous years, including penalties: 
Provided, That in determining the amount of delinquent taxes as 
directed above, the treasurers and auditors shall not include any 
fees for either the treasurer or the sheriff. Nor shall there be allowed 
any commissions for collecting any delinquent taxes; however, the 
sheriff shall be allowed the mileage now provided by law for serving 
executions. The Treasurer is authorized and directed to receive pay- 
ment of all delinquent taxes in seven equal, successive, annual in- 
stallments, the first to become due and payable at the time the cur- 
rent taxes for the year 1933 are payable and before execution is 
issued therefor, and the subsequent instaflments at the same time 
in the succeeding years. In the event that any installment is not paid 
within the time provided in this Act, or should the tax for the cur- 
rent year become delinquent, then the remaining unpaid installments 
shall immediately become due and collectible, and the treasurer is 
authorized to turn over or issue execution therefor, as the case may 
be, and the sheriff is authorized and directed to proceed to enforce 
collection thereof as now provided by law. Until any execution is 
actually delivered to the sheriff, the treasurer is authorized to re- 
ceive payment of any installments or of current taxes; Provided, 
however, That upon payment to the sheriff before sale of any un- 
paid annual installments of delinquent taxes then due, including penal- 
ties, and of all unpaid current taxes and lawful chargeable expenses 
in connection with either, the installments maturing at a future date 
shall be resotred to the original status provided by this Act: Provided, 
further, That any taxpayer may anticipate the maturity of any one 
or more installments, or of all the installments, and pay the same 
before due: Provided, further, That the provisions of this Act shall 
not apply to any taxes on personal property unless the tax lien covers 
real property, nor shall it apply under the law providing for segrega- 
tion of taxes when the real estate becomes discharged from the tax 
lien, and in either event the whole or any portion of unpaid install- 
ments of taxes on personal property shall become payable and subject 
to collection and execution as now provided by law for delinquent 
taxes: Provided, further, That in the event of sale in a foreclosure 
action involving real estate or personal property, all remaining unpaid 
tax installments shall immediately become due and collectible and 
the officer making such sale shall pay the seme from the proceeds 
thereof: Provided, further, That if any taxpayer is about to remove 
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from the State, or attempts, or is about to, or does dispose of his 
property, or the same is transferred by whatever means, and the 
grantee, or transferee of the same does not promptly notify the 
sheriff of such transfer, and of his intention to continue the pay- 
ments of the installments of taxes yet unpaid, the sheriff is au- 
thorized, directed and empowered to forthwith levy upon and sell 
the property under such tax execution: Provided, however, That 
nothing in this Act shall be construed to permit the payment of road 
and poll taxes in installments except when such road and poll taxes 
are returned and assessed together with real property. 

§ 2. When Taxes Paid—Lien of Taxes—Apportionment 
and Segregation.—-Whenever a taxpayer has paid his current 
taxes, plus the annual installments of delinquent taxes due for that 
year, as provided in this Act, he shall be deemed to have paid all taxes 
legally levied against him and due for each year. Provided, That 
the lien for any unpaid taxes shall be extended for a period of ten 
years from the date of the payment of the last installment by any 
taxpayer: Provided, further, That nothing in this Act shall be con- 
strued to prevent the apportionment and segregation of taxes upon 
the request of any grantee or mortgagee as provided by law, and all 
taxes so segregated may be continued to be paid in installments as 
provided in this Act: Provided, further, That this Act shall be con- 
sidered as cumulative to and as an amendment of the provisions of 
the general tax laws now in force and effect, and as repealing only 
such Acts or parts of Acts as may be inconsistent with the provi~ 
sions hereof. 

§ 3. Administration—Payment of Expense.—The pro- 
visions of this Act shall be administered by the Treasurers and au- 
ditors of said counties under the supervision and direction of the 
Comptroller General, and the system of bookkeeping and books and 
records to be used by them shall be set up under the advice and di- 
rection of the Comptroller General. Any necessary expense in con- 
nection therewith shall be paid from the general fund of the county 
on the written approval of the Legislative Delegation. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon approval by the Governor.

Section 1. § 6424, 1932 Code, Amended — Cotton 

Weigher, Town of Johnston—Oath of Voters.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sec- 
tion 6424, Vol. III, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as 
amended by an Act entitled an Act “Tio Amend Section 6424, Volume 
III, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, so as to Provide for the 
Election of One Cotton Weigher Instead of T'wo for the Town of 
Johnston, Edgefield County, and to fix His Compensation”, Approved 
the 10th day of March, 1933, be amended by inserting between the 
words “eligible to vote” and the words “the said cotton weigher”, 
the following words ; 
. “All persons offering to vote in said election shall be required to 
take an oath that he or she is a registered elector, above the age of 
twenty-one years, sells or buys cotton in the town of Johnston, and 
has not voted in the same year for cotton weigher at any other place 
in Edgefield County”; so that said Section 6424 when so amended 
shall read as follows: 

Section 6424: On the third Saturday in August, 1931, and on the

other place in Edgefield County. The said cotton weigher shall be 
paid for his services ten (10c) cents for every bale of cotton weighed 
by him, five (5c) cents to be paid by the purchaser and five (5c) 
cents to be paid by the seller.

AN ACT to Regulate and Limit the Use of the Public High- 
ways in the State by Motor Trucks, Semi-Trailer Motor 
Trucks, Semi-Trailers and Trailers; to Enlarge the 
Powers of the State Highway Department and Other 
Bodies Having Like Jurisdiction and Incorporated 
Cities and Towns in Respect Thereof; to Provide for 
the Enforcement of This Act and to Prescribe Penalties 
for the Violation Thereof and Exempting Certain of 
Such Motor Trucks, Semi-Trailer Motor Trucks, Semi- 
Trailers and Trailers From the Provisions Hereof, or 
Certain of Such Provisions, and to Repeal All Laws 
Inconsistent With This Act. 
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Section 1. Public Policy.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It is hereby declared to 
be the public policy of this State that heavy motor trucks, alone or in 
combination with other trucks, increase the cost of highway con- 
struction and maintenance, interfere with and limit the use of the 
highways for normal traffic thereon, and endanger the safety and 
lives of the traveling public, and that the regulations embodied in 
this Act are necessary to achieve economy in highway costs, and to 
permit the highways to be used freely and safely by the traveling 
public. 

§ 2. Definitions. — WHEN Usen In Tuts Act: “Motor 
trucks” means any motor-propelled vehicle designed or used for 
carrying freight or merchandise and not operated or driven on fixed 
rails or tracks; but it shall not include self-propelled trucks designed 
primarily for passenger transportation, though equipped with frames, 
racks or bodies having a load capacity not exceeding 1,500 pounds. 

“Semi-Trailer Motor Trucks” means any motor-propelled truck, 
not operated or driven on fixed rails or tracks, designed to draw, 
and to support the front end of a semi-trailer. The tractor (or 
motor-propelled truck), together with the semi-trailer shall be con-~ 
sidered one unit, and the words, “Semi-trailer motor truck” as used 
in this Act, shall mean and embrace such entire unit. Provided, That 
nothing contained herein shall alter or be construed to alter existing 
law in respect to the licensing of semi-trailer trucks, whereby the 
motor unit and the trailer unit are considered independent units and 
a license is issued to each separately. 

“Semi-Trailer” means a vehicle designed to be attached to, and 
having its front end supported by, a motor truck or motor truck 
tractor, and intended for the carrying of freight or merchandise and 
with a load capacity of over 1,500 pounds, except farm wagons used 
as trailers. : 

“Trailer” means any vehicle designed to be drawn by a moior 
truck, but supported wholly upon its own wheels, and intended for 
the carriage of freight or merchandise. 

“Persons” shall include individuals, partnerships, associations 
trusts and corporations, and the receivers, assignees or agents of any 
of them. 

“Highways” shall include any public road, street, avenue, alley or 
boulevard, bridge, viaduct or trestle and the approaches thereto, 
within the limits of the State of South Carolina. 
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“Department” shall mean the State Highway Department of South 
Carolina. 

“Local Authorities” shall mean every county, municipal and local 
board or body having jurisdiction over, and responsibility for the 
maintenance of, any highway other than state highways. 

§ 2a. Operation on Highways.—Any person operating a 
motor truck, semi-trailer or other motor truck combination on or 
along any State highway shall, at all times, operate such vehicle to 
right of the center of said highway, so that the entire vehicle, includ- 
ing its load, shall be, at all times, to the right of the center of said 
highway, except while overtaking or passing other vehicles traveling 
in the same direction. Any person operating a motor truck, semi- 
trailer or other motor truck combination shall not overtake or pass 
a vehicle traveling in the same direction when the view of the over- 
taking vehicle is any way obscured, or when the vehicle to be over- 
taken is approaching the crest of a hill or rounding a cure. 

§ 3. Trailers.—No person shall use or operate any trailer, as 
defined by this Act, on any highway. 

§ 4. Weight.—No person shall operate on any ree any 
motor truck or semi-trailer truck whose gross weight, including load, 
shall exceed 20,000 pounds. 

§ 5. Height.—No person shall operate on any highway any 
motor truck or semi-trailer motor truck whose height, including any 
part of body or load, shall exceed 12 feet 6 inches, but nothing here- 
in contained shall be construed to require the public authorities to 
provide sufficient verticle clearances to permit the operations of 
trucks with a height of 12 feet 6 inches. 

§ 6. Width.—No person shall operate on any highway any 
motor truck or semi-trailer motor truck whose total outside width, 
including any part of body or load, shall exceed 90 inches. 

§ 7. Length.—No person shall operate on any highway any 
motor truck or semi-trailer truck, the overall length of which, includ- 
ing load, is in excess of 35 feet. This Section shall not apply to 
trucks or, semi-trailer trucks engaged in the transportation of lumber 
and logs from the mill or forest to shipping points, or from forest to 
mill or consumer. 

§ 8. Reduced Load and Speed Limits.—(a) The State 
Highway Department and local authorities may, upon proper show- 
ing, issue special permits, which shall apply to roads or highways 
under their separate jurisdiction and supervision, for the operation 
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of trucks, the operation of which would ctherwise be prohibited 
under the provisions of this Act, subject to the following conditions: 

(1) Any permit under the authority of this Section shall be in 
writing, which shall at all times be carried in the vehicle operating 
under the authority thereof, and shall contain such other and further 
restrictions as deemed necessary in the discretion of the issuing au- 
thority. 

(2) Permits issued under the authority of this Section by the 
State Highway Department shall include authority for the operation 
of such through any municipality on or along the street generally 
used on such highway route. 

(b) County road authorities and municipal road authorities, in 
respect to roads under their sole supervision, may prohibit or limit 
the use of such roads by reducing the limitations fixed by this Act, 
if, in their discretion, such additional restrictions are proper aad 
necessary; Provided, however, That on any road or street upon 
which such limitations shall apply there shall be conveniently and 
conspicuously posted such further restrictions showing the permitted 
maximum limits (weight, length and height) permitted over such 
thoroughfares. Provided, further, That no limitations shall be estab- 
lished by any county, municipal or other local authorities pursuant 
to the provisions of this Section that would interfere with or inter- 
rupt traffic as authorized hereunder over State Highways, including 
officially established detours for such highways, including where such 
traffic passes over roads, streets or thoroughfares within the sole 
jurisdiction of such county, municipal or other local authorities, 
unless such limitations and further restrictions shall have first been 
_ approved by the State Highway Department. 

§ 9. Exemptions.—(a) The provisions of this Act shall not 
apply to motor trucks, semi-trailer motor trucks or trailers, owned 
by any agency oi, the United States, the State of South Carolina, or 
any county or city or incorporated town therein, nor the equipment 
used only in husbandry, such as harvesting machines, threshers, and 
binders constructed so that they can be moved or propelled on the 
public highways. 

(b) The State Highway Department, County Highway author- 
ities, and municipal authorities may each issue special permits ap- 
plying respectively to State Highways, County Highways and streets 
of municipalities, for the transportation of such over-size, over- 
weight, or over-length commodities as cannot reasonably be dis- 
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mantled, and for the operation of such over-weight or over-size 
trucks, whose gross weight, including load, height, width or length, 
may exceed the limits prescribed in this Act, as may reasonably be 
necessary for the transportation of such commodities, but such per- 
mits shall be issued subject to the following conditions: 

(1) Any permit issued by the State Highway Department, or 
county road authorities, for the operation of a truck failing to come 
within the limits established by this Act or other limits already fixed 
by law, shall be in writing and shall be limited to one trip of the 
truck authorized to be moved or operated, as well as to the roads 
which are to be traversed by the said truck. Any such permit shall 
contain such further restrictions as in the discretion of the issuing 
authorities may seem appropriate. 

(3) In the case of any truck operated under the terms of any 
permit contemplated by this section, whether the same be issued by 
the State Highway Department, county road authorities or by muni- 
cipal authorities, the operator shall carry in the said truck the per- 
mit for such operation so that it may be available at any time for 
public inspection. 

(4) The operation of any motor vehicle, semi-trailer, or trailer in 
violation of the terms of any such permit, shall constitute a violation 
of this Act, 

(5) Provided, That any permit issued by the State Highway De- 
partment shall give the holder thereof the right of passage over any 
part of the State Highway System, and all officially established de- 
tours thereof, including streets, roads and thoroughfares within the 
limits of any county, municipality or other local authority that are 
customarily used as a part of the State Highway System. 

(c) The provisions of this Act shall not apply, prior to Decem- 
ber 31, 1934, to any motor truck, semi-trailer, or trailer, which has 
been registered and on which has been paid the annual registration 
fee as provided by the law of this State, before the date upon which 
this Act shall become effective, but shall, as to such trucks, be and be- 
come in full force and effect on and after December 31, 1934. 

(d) The provisions of this Act shall not apply to telephone, tele- 
graph or electric power companies, hauling by means of their own 
vehicles, their own materials and equipment for construction or 
maintenance of their own property. 

§ 10. Penalties.—The operation of any motor truck, semi-trailer 
motor truck or trailer, in violation of any section of this Act, or of the 
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mantled, and for the operation of such over-weight or over-size 
demeanor, and the owner thereof, if such violation was with his 
knowledge or consent and the operator thereof shall on conviction 
be fined not more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, or imprisoned for 
not more than thirty (30) days. 

§ 11. Enforcement.—Any officer hereinafter in Section Twelve 
enumerated, having reason to believe that the height, length, width or 
weight of any motor truck, semi-trailer motor truck or trailer, is in ex- 
cess of the maximum limits prescribed by this Act permitted by any 
special permit issued under the terms hereof, is authorized to measure 
or weigh the same, either by means of portable or stationary scales, in 
the event such scales are on the route of said vehicle. Said officer 
shall require the operator of said motor truck, semi-trailer motor 
truck or trailer, to unload immediately such portion of load.as may 
be necessary to decrease the gross weight of such vehicle to the 
maximum gross weight permitted by this Act or by the terms of 
any special permit in the possession of such operator and issued 
under the provisions of Section 9 (b) hereof (which excess load, 
when unloaded, shall be at the sole risk of the owner). The refusal 
of any such operator to permit his motor truck, semi-trailer motor 
truck or trailer to be measured or weighed or to proceed to a station- 
ary scale, or to unload the excess load, shall constitute a violation 
of this Act. 

§ 12. Enforcement — Officers—Powers and Duties— 
Rights of Accused.—Any peace officer, including sheriffs and their 
deputies, constables, police officers and marshals of cities or incorpo- 
rated towns, county police or patrols, State or County license inspectors 
and their deputies, and special officers appointed by any agency of 
the State of South Carolina for the enforcement of its law relating 
to motor trucks, now existing or hereafter enacted, shall be author- 
ized, and it is hereby made the duty of each of them to enforce the 
provisions of this Act and to make arrests for any violation or 
violations thereof, and for violations of any other law relating to 
motor trucks, without warrant if the offense be committed in his 
presence, and with warrant if he does not observe the commission 
of the offense. When in pursuit of any offender for any offense 
committed within his jurisdiction, any such officer may follow and 
effect an arrest beyond the limits of his jurisdiction. If the arrest 
be made without warrant, the accused may elect to be immediately 
taken before the nearest court having jurisdiction, whereupon it shall 
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be the duty of the officer to so take him. If the accused elect not to 
be so taken, then it shall be the duty of the officer to require of the 
accused a cash bond in a sum of not less than $25.00 for which the 
officers shall give a receipt stating the time and place where and when 
the accused is required to appear; conditioned that the accused binds 
himself to appear in the nearest court having jurisdiction at the 
time fixed in the bond. In case the arrested person fails to appear 
on the day fixed, the bond shall be forfeited in the manner as is 
provided for the forfeiture of bonds in other cases. 

§ 13. Severability.—If any provision of this Act is declared un- 
constitutional or void for any reason or the applicability thereof to any 
person or circumstances is held invalid, the validity of the remainder 
of the Act and the applicability of such provisions to other persons and 
circumstances shall not be affected thereby. It is the intention of the 
the General Assembly that, if this Act cannot take effect in its en- 
tirety because of the judgment of any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion holding unconstitutional or void for any reason any provision 
or provisions thereof, the remaining provisions shall be given full 
force and effect as completely as though the provision or provisions 
held unconstitutional or void had not been included in this Act. 

§ 14. Repeal Provision.—All laws, or clauses of laws, in 
conflict, or inconsistent, with the provisions of this Act, to the extent 
of such conflict or inconsistency are hereby repealed. 

§ 15. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

§ 2. Supervisor—Election—Term—Salary—Bond. — At 
the general election in 1934, and every four years thereafter there 
shall be elected by the qualified electors for Marlboro County a 
County Supervisor, whose term shall begin on the first Tuesday in 
January following his election, and be for a period of four (4) 
years, and until his successor is appointed and qualified. The County 
Supervisor shall receive an annual salary in the sum of Twenty-four 
Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars, payable monthly; and shall give bond 
in the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars for the proper 
discharge of his duties.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment of Delinquent Taxes in 
Installments in Marion County 


Section 1. Pay Delinquent Taxes for 1931 and prior 
Years, Marion County, in Installments.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It is hereby made 
the duty of the Tax Collector of Marion County, with the assistance 
of the Auditor of said County, to determine, as soon as practicable 
after the passage of this Act, the aggregate amount of delinquent 
taxes, penalties and costs which have accrued and been earned, on the 
several executions covering real estate, or real estate with personal 
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property, issued by the Treasurer of Marion County against such 
property or taxpayer for the year 1931 and years prior thereto, and 
divide the same into five equal parts. The owner of any such property, 
or taxpayer, shall be permitted without further charges, penalties or 
costs, to pay such delinquent taxes in five equal, successive, annual 
installments, the first installment to become due and payable on or 
before the 3lst day of December, 1933. Should the taxpayer fail to 
pay any of said installments when due, or fail to pay his current 
taxes assessed against him by the time such installment of delinquent 
taxes becomes due, then the remaining unpaid installments shall im- 
mediately become due, and it shall be the duty of the Tax Collector 
to proceed as provided by law for the collection of such delinquent 
taxes. The taxpayer shall have the right to anticipate the payment 
of any or all of said installments. As the said installments are paid 
to the Tax Collector he shall issue his official receipt therefor and 
credit the oldest execution in his hands with the amount of such pay- 
ment by entering the same thereon, together with the date of pay- 
ment. If any such payment or payments amount to the sum due on 
such execution, the same shall be so marked and due return made 
thereon. If such payment or payments exceed the amount due under 
any such execution, the surplus shall be credited on the next oldest 
execution. The Tax Collec:or shall keep adequate records in his of- | 
fice showing the amount and date of the payment of any and all in- 
stallments, with the name of the taxpayer making the same. The in- 
stallment payments herein provided for shall not extend to execu- 
tions not covering some real property. 

§ 2. Applicable to Lien Holders.—The owner or holder of 
any mortgage, judgment or other lien on any property against which 
such execution has been isstied shall be permitted to pay such de- 
linquent taxes, penalties and costs in installments, as provided for 
above, in order to protect such lien.

AN ACT to Provide for the Relief of Real Estate Mortgagors 
and Other Judgment Debtors from Deficiency Judg- 
ments in Foreclosure to the Extent of the True Value 
of the Mortgaged Property, and to Prescribe the Pro- 
cedure Thereon. 


Section 1. Relief for Defendants in Real Estate Fore- 
closures when Personal Judgment Asked.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: In every real 
estate foreclosure proceeding commenced hereafter or in which judg- 
ment or decree of sale is rendered after the approval of this Act, 
any defendant against whom personal judgment be taken, whether he 
has theretofore appeared in said action or not, may within ninety 
(90) days after the sale of the mortgaged property apply by verified 
petition to the Clerk of the Court in which the decree or order of 
sale was taken for an order of appraisal. Provided, That in the event 
that no personal judgment is asked for then the provisions of this 
Act shall not apply. 

§ 2. Determine Value of Lands—Petition and Deposit 
for Cost Required.—Upon the filing of such Petition and deposit 
with the Clerk of a sufficient sum to pay the costs of the subsequent 
proceedings he shall issue an order that the property be appraised at 
its true value as of the date of sale by three disinterested freeholders 
of the County in which the property is located who shall not be 
parties to the action or connected in business with or related by 
blood or marriage within the sixth degree to any such. 

§ 3. Appointment of Appraisers.—In his petition the pe- 
titioner shall designate one Appraiser and within ten days after serv- 
ice of a copy of the Order upon the judgment creditor or his At- 
torney of record, he shall designate to the Clerk another appraiser, 
whereupon the Court having jurisdiction of the action or any Judge 
thereof, shall appoint a third, and the said Court or Judge shall make 
the appointment herein provided for the judgment creditor if he do 
not avail himself of his right within the time above prescribed, 

§ 4. Appraisers Return Value within 30 Days.—The 
Board of Appraisers as so constituted shall proceed to view and 
value the mortgaged property and all or a majority thereof shall 
make a sworn return within thirty days from their appointment of 
the true value of the property as of the date of sale, taking into con- 
sideration sale value, cost and replacement value of improvements, 
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income production and all other proper elements which, in their dis- 
cretion, enter into the determination of true value. 

§ 5. Appraisers Cannot Agree—Successors.—If a ma- 
jority of said Board shall not agree and make return within the time 
above prescribed, another shall be likewise appointed of the same 
qualifications and with the same duties, and likewise thereafter new 
Boards shall be appointed until one shall make a return agreed to by 
- a majority. 

§ 6. Return of Appraisers—Effect on Deficiency Judg- 
ment—Appeal.—The return of the Appraisers shall be filed and 
recorded by the Clerk as a judgment of the Court and be subject to 
appeal as hereinafter provided. If the value returned after deduction 
therefrom of the amount of the price at which the property was sold 
under direction of the Court, be equal to or exceed the amount of 
the deficiency remaining upon the judgment after application of the 
net proceeds of sale, the said judgment shall be thereupon extin- 
guished and cancelled of record by the Clerk, and if such returned 
value, after deduction of the amount of the sale price, be less than 
the said deficiency the latter shall be abated and deemed paid, pro 
tanto, and be thereafter enforcible for only the remainder, the amount 
of which remainder will be determined by the Clerk and stated in a 
proper order from which any party may: appeal within ten days after 
notice of filing thereof to the court or any Judge thereof in accord 
with the procedure prescribed in the next succeeding Section hereof. 

§ 7.. Appeal from Return of Appraisers.—The Petitioner 
or the judgment creditor may appeal from the Return of the ap- 
praisers upon notice stating the ground of such appeal served upon 
the other party within ten days after notice of the filing of the Re- 
turn, such appeal being to the Court having jurisdiction of the action 
or any judge thereof, who shall hear the appeal without a jury in 
open court or at chambers upon affidavits or oral testimony as he 
‘deem advisable. Such Court may confirm the return or order a new 
appraisal upon such terms as he may deem equitable, and an appeal 
from his order or decree shall lie as in other equity cases. 

§ 8. Intent—Saving Clause—Must Petition for Relief.— 
The provisions of this Act, which is intended to affect the remedy of 
foreclosure, shall apply to the foreclosure of all real estate mortgages 
now existing and those hereafter executed, but if held invalid by a 
Court of competent jurisdiction as to the former, they shall never- 
theless be fully applicable to the latter; but unless the petition re- 
quired by Section 1 hereof be filed within the time prescribed, no de- 
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ficiency judgment shall be affected hereby and such time shall not be 
enlarged or extended i by a written consent of the judgment 
creditor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School Trustees in 
Certain School Districts in Laurens County 


Section 1. School Trustees, Laurens County—Election.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That the trustees of any school district in Laurens County 
may be elected by the qualified voters in said district, upon a peti- 
tion to the County Superintendent of Education of Laurens County 
signed by one-tenth (1/10) of the qualified voters residing in said 
district ; that said election shall be held on the second Tuesday in 
June, 1933, and on the same date every two years thereafter; that 
ten days notice of said election shall be posted in three or more 
public places in the school district where said election is to be held, 
said election shall be held at or near the school building located in 
said district. It shall be the duty of the County Superintendent of 
Education to appoint three managers to hold said election, and to 
require them to post said notices, canvass the returns and report the 
result thereof to the County Superintendent of Education the next 
day after said election is held. At said election, only qualified voters, 
residing in said district, shall be allowed to vote. The person or per- 
sons receiving a majority of the votes at said election shall be de- 
clared trustee or trustees of said school district, and it shall be the 
duty of the County Superintendent of Education to appoint such 
person or persons as trustee or, trustees of the respective districts 
in which said election was held. 

§ 2. Term—Vacancies.—That the term of office of the trus- 
tees elected and appointed under the provisions of this Act shall be 
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for a term of two years and until a successor is elected. Should any 
trustee appointed under the*provisions of this Act die or resign be- 
fore the expiration of his term of office, the County Superintendent 
of Education may appoint a successor for the unexpired term only. 

§ 3. Payment of Expenses of Election.—That the expenses 
of said election shall be paid by the respective school district in which 
such election is held and the managers appointed to hold said elec- 
tion shall make all necessary preparation for said election and shall 
be paid the same as provided by law for managers in general elec- 
tions. 

§ 4. Extent of Repeal.—This Act shall not be intended or 
construed to repeal any existing law relating to the term of office or 
the election of school trustees in school districts in Laurens County 
which have heretofore been electing trustees. Nor shall the provi- 
sions of this Act repeal the provisions of an Act entitled, “An Act 
to create a board of trustees of Hunters School District No. 5 in 
Laurens County and to name and fix the number of trustees and 
term of office, etc.,” passed at the 1933 session of the General ‘As- 
sembly, but the provisions of the said special Act with regard to the 
selection of the board of trustees for Hunters School District No. 
5 in said county shall remain in full force and effect and shall in no 
manner be affected by the terms of this Act.

In Darlington County in Installments over a Period of 
Ten (10) Years; to Provide the Manner of Collection, 
the Interest and Penalties Thereon; and to Provide 
Certain Conditions Under Which Payments by Install- 
ments Shall Not be Applicable. 


Section 1. Pay Delinquent Taxes Assessed prior to 1932 
in Darlington County in Installments.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all delin- 
quent tax payers in Darlington County are hereby permitted.to make 
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payment to the Treasurer of said County, and the said Treasurer is 
hereby authorized, empowered and dirécted to receive payment of 
all delinquent taxes now unpaid, assessed prior to 1932, in annual 
installments over a period of ten (10) years, payable ten (10%) per 
cent. annually. The first installment to be due on or by October 15th, 
1933, and the remaining annual installment to be due and payable 
on or by the 15th day of October for the remaining nine years there- 
after, until paid in full. Provided, That no delinquent tax payer 
shall be allowed to pay his or her delinquent taxes in installments as 
herein provided, unless the said delinquent tax payer shall pay in 
full his or her 1932 taxes, and each year thereafter pay his or her 
taxes for the previous year. 

§ 2. Collection of Penalties and Interest—When All 
Taxes Payable.—All fees on tax executions prior to 1932 shall be 
cancelled when any delinquent tax payer shall have complied with 
the conditions of this Act. Upon the failure of any tax payer to 
make payment of any delinquent taxes as aforesaid, or any install- 
ment thereof, the Sheriff or tax collector is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to proceed to levy upon, advertise and sell the 
property of said defaulting tax payer upon such terms and condi- 
tions as is now provided by law. Interest shall be charged and col- 
lected upon all delinquent taxes prior to 1932 at 5% from and after 
October 15, 1933, and annually thereafter upon all installments, un- 
til all of said installments are paid. The said penalties shall be 5% 
in addition to the 7% now assessed by law, the same to be assessed 
on March Ist, at same time the 7% penalty is assessed. When there 
shall be a change in the ownership of said property by sale or other- 
wise all of said delinquent taxes shall become due and payable at 
once.

-—When any such plant shall be closed or shut down by the volun- 
tary act of the owner, or the person, firm or corporation operating 
the same, or due to act of God, for a period of more than two weeks, 
no charge shall be made or demanded of its operatives for house 
rent, water or electric light service by such person, firm or corpora- 
tion during the period of such shut down. 

§ 3. Applicable to Departments—Scope and Extent of 
Service.—If any one or more department or departments of such 
a plant shall be so closed or shut down, but not the whole plant, no 
such charge shall be made against or demanded of the operatives in 
such department for such services during such shut down: Provided, 
This Act shall not be construed to require the furnishing of either 
houses, lights or water’ by such plants during such periods of shut 
down in cases where the same was not furnished by the plant prior 
to the shut down, but only the continuance of the facilities and serv- 
ice heretofore furnished: Provided, further, If during such shut - 
down an amount of water or lights is used by any operative or oc- 
cupants of a tenament house in excess of the average amount there-

Section 1. § 6175, 1932 Code, Amended—Segregation 
and Payment at Different Times of State, County and School 
Taxes, and Drainage Taxes.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 6175, Volume 3, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be, and the same hereby is 
amended by striking out on lines 6, 7 and 8 of said section the words 
“he is further directed and ordered to demand and collect such taxes 
at the same time that he demands and collects State and County taxes 
due on the same lands,” and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
“Provided, that upon the request of the tax payer it shall be the duty 
of the County Treasurer to segregate State, County and School taxes 
from the drainage taxes or assessments and permit said taxes or 
assessments to be paid at different times,” so that said section when 
so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 6175. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer of - 
each county in which lands of any drainage district organized under 
this article are situated, to receive the “Drainage Tax Book” each 
year, and he is hereby empowered, and it shall be his duty to promptly 
and faithfully collect the taxes therein set out and to exercise all d: - 
diligence in so doing: Provided, that upon the request of the tax 
payer it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to segregate ‘State, 
County and School taxes from the drainage taxes or assessments 
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and permit said taxes or assessments to be paid at different times. 
Where any tract or part thereof has been divided and sold or trans- 
ferred, the County Treasurer shall receive taxes on any part of any 
tract, piece or parcel of land, charged with such taxes and give his 
receipt accordingly: Provided, The board of supervisors shall as- 
certain and determine the amount of such taxes to be paid by each 
of such owners. The above and foregoing “Drainage Tax Book,” 
shall be the warrant and authority of the County Treasurer for 
making such demand and collection. The said County Treasurer 
shall make due return of all “Drainage Tax Book” immediately after 
the 31st day of December of each year to the secretary of the board 
of supervisors of the aforesaid drainage district and shall pay over 
and account for all moneys collected thereon each year to the treas- 
urer of said district. Said County Treasurer shall in said “Drainage 
Tax Book” verify by affidavit his said return, The said Secretary 
shall each year, within ten days after the return of said County 
Treasurer is delivered to him, prepare and certify to said County 
Treasurer a “Drainage Tax Book” containing the list of lands so 
returned by said County Treasurer as delinquent, deliver the same to 
him and take his receipt therefor, and said County Treasurer shall 
proceed to collect such delinquent drainage taxes and demand  pay- 
ment therefor in the manner as herein provided for the collection 
of current drainage taxes. Before receiving the aforesaid “Drainage 
Tax Book” the county treasurer of each county in which lands of 
the drainage district are located, shall execute to the board of super- 
visors of the district a bond, with at least two good and sufficient 
sureties, or some surety or bonding company approved by said 
board, in a sum that is double the probable amount of any annual 
installment of said tax to be collected by him during any one year, 
conditioned that said county treasurer shall pay over and account for 
all taxes so collected by him according to law. Said bond after ap- 
proval by the said board of supervisors, shall be deposited with the 
secretary of the board of supervisors, who shall be custodian thereof 
and who shall produce the same for inspection and use as evidence 
whenever and wherever lawfully requested so to do.” 


“§ 114. Expenses—Discount—Payment.—No additional 
expenses shall be devolved upon the State of South Carolina for 
printing of additional books, receipts or other records made neces- 
sary by this Act and all such expenses shall be borne by the County: 
Provided, That any discount on the State’s portion of the taxes 
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collected shall be absorbed by the county so that no discount shall be 
allowed on States taxes.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Establish a System of Rural Electrification 
Under State Control and to Provide Means for the 
Establishment and Maintenance of Facilities for the 
Transportation and Distribution of Electric Power in 

- Connection Therewith. 

Section 1. Short Title.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: This Act shall be cited as 
“The South Carolina State Rural Electrification Act.” 

§ 2. Definitions.—When used in this Act and unless other- 
wise required by the context: The term “department” is meant to 
designate the South Carolina Highway Department; the term “dis- 
trict” to designate any of the several subdivisions of the State, es- 
tablished as judicial circuits, to which in territory it may correspond, 
and which as such are termed herein a “Public Utility District” ; 
“Project”, to designate any separate electric distribution line con- 
structed under authority of this Act. 

§ 3. Intent.—It is hereby declxred to be the intent of this 
Act to procure as far as practicable an abundant and cheap supply 
of electric light and power for the use of the department for traffic 
improvement and maintenance of the State system of highways and 
to obtain, as incidental thereto and in connection therewith, service 
of light, heat and power for the industries and homes of the farmers 
of the State under the most economical conditions. 

§ 4. Public Utility Districts.—To this end the several Judi- 
cial Circuits constituting the system forming the department are 
hereby declared to be, and the same are hereby created, each, a mu- 
nicipal corporation for carrying into effect the aforesaid stated pur- 
poses under the style of Public Utility Districts, and this Act shall 
be broadly construed to this end. 

§ 5. Department’s Jurisdiction.—The said utility districts, 
as stich, are hereby placed under jurisdiction of the department in- 
sofar as applies to the execution of duties devolved upon it under 
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this Act and any subsequent provisions of law relating to rural 
electrification as a policy of administration by the State government, 
to become affected as a charge upon revenues allocated by the de- 
partment to its road maintenance expenditures in manner and extent 
as hereafter prescribed. 

§ 6. Members of Department Act as Trustees for Dis- 
tricts.—Ejach public utility district shall be represented in the de- 
partment by the member thereof from such subdivision of the State 
in the capacity as trustee ex-officio of his district, corresponding to 
the judicial circuit from which as its representative, he has been ap- 
pointed as a member of the State Highway Department. . 

§ 7. State Board of Public Utilities.—The Department, so 
constituted as the Highway Department, shall constitute a State 
Board of Public Utilities for the execution of duties devolved upon 
it herein, as incidental to its functions of maintenance of the State 
Highway System. Notwithstanding and nevertheless, in so styling 
the State Highway Department as the State Board of Public Utili- 
ties it is not intended, or to be so taken as the intent under this Act, 
or otherwise, to constitute an additional office or agency of govern- 
ment, or to require the said department to perform functions other 
than as pertaining to duties hitherto and hereafter devolved upon 
it by laws relating to the State Highway System. The function of 
rural electrification hereby placed within its operation is expressly 
declared to be incidental thereto and not a distinct and separate 
mode of administration or of duplication of offices and officers of 
the State. 

§ 8. Compensation of Trustees.—As trustee e+-officio up- 
on said Board of Public Utilities no member of the department shall 
either receive or accept additional salary or other form of compen- 
sation for expenses incurred in the performance of his duties as such 
trustee, from any public funds, or otherwise, in acting under control 
of the department in matters pertaining to the development and 
management of electrification of State highways. 

§ 9. Construct, Maintain and Control Lines to Light 
Highways—Purchase Current.—The department may construct, 
maintain and control along any section of its system of public roads, 
where deemed economically practicable, in its judgment, for improve- 
ment of traffic, a line or lines of suitable voltage and capacity of 
electrical energy as an advantageous method of lighting bridges, 
signals of detours, cross-roads, junctional points, curves, places of 
dangerous road conditions; and for the betterment of traffic in gen- 
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eral. For such and other purposes as may be set forth and pre- 
scribed, the department is hereby authorized and directed to purchase 
electric current, to be delivered into any project under its direction. 

§ 10. Electrical Utilities Sell and Deliver Current.—Any 
corporation authorized under the laws of this State to supply electric 
current to the public for light, heat or power, or any of them, shall 
sell and deliver, and is hereby required to so sell and deliver at its 
generating station, or at any point at or on its transmission lines, 
electric current to the department on its demand; and shall, for the 
purpose of such delivery, install at the fair and reasonable cost to 
the department on its demand suitable substations, switches, trans- 
formers, and other like and unlike apparatus as the department shall 
by its rules and regulations prescribe. 

§ 11. Adopt Rules and Regulations—Enforcement.— 
The department is hereby authorized to adopt and enforce such rules 
and regulations in its conduct of establishing a system of State-wide 
Rural Electrification as may be deemed necessary, convenient and 
advantageous to effect such policy and purpose. 

§ 12. Make Surveys—Scope.—It shall be the duty of any 
district trustee, member of the department, upon his own motion or 
upon petition of citizens of the district represented by himself in 
the Board of Public Utilities of the State, to move the department 
(a) to cause to have a survey made by a competent engineer in the 
service of the department of its engineering division, of the Electric 
Utilities Division of the potential relationship, economically con- 
sidered, to the State Highway System of said district of any such 
proposed project of electric distribution as in a manner intended to 
be established under terms of this Act; (b) To devise plans and 
draft maps showing what part of the rural territory involved may 
be served; (c) To estimate cost involved in such project, the extent 
in mileage, and number of potential consumers on said line of ex- 
tension of distribution of current; (d) And other details in general 
as deemed by the department to be essential or expedient to de- 
termine in taking action thereon to enable the public concerned to 
connect with the highway electric distribution system under control 
and operation of the department. 

§ 13. Projects—Construction and Maintenance—Cost 
—Funds Department May Use—Regulate Traffic with Cur- 
rent.—If approved it shall become the duty of the department to 
supervise and/or construct the line or lines necessary to the project. 
As essential equipment for improvement of traffic facilities of light- 
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ing public highways under its control, the cost of maintenance and 
operation shall be assigned to road maintenance expenditures, and 
allocated to the utility district in which such project is established: 
Provided, That the department shall allocate to and divide among 
itself and the customer-consumers of electric power transmitted over 
any given line the costs and expenses of maintaining and controlling 
such lines according to the unit of electric power used and con- 
sumed by each, the department itself being considered a ctustomer- 
consumer in the distribution and allocation of such costs and ex- 
penses. It is expressly undérstood, nevertheless, and so declared to 
be the intent of this Act, that the department shall in no wise charge, 
use, expend, impair or in any manner whatsoever divert public funds 
constituting revenues accruing to the department and, as such, 
pledged to be so expended under the credit and good faith of the 
State solely for purposes set forth by the Act of 1929, (Act’ Number 
297), entitled “An Act to Provide for the Construction and Mainte- 
nance of a State Highway System.” But stich revenues only are 
designated and authorized to be expended by the department as may 
be provided otherwise and be paid over to the department and by it 
expended to establish a system of rural electrification under State 
control: Provided, however, That if upon the establishment of any 
part of the electric system it shall be deemed expedient to utilize 
the same in marking suitable directions for travel and regulating the 
traffic along the State highway system the department shall control 
and maintain the distribution lines so constructed upon the highways 
under its jurisdiction, and the expense thereof shall become proper 
charges upon maintenance costs in the upkeep of the roads. 

§ 14. Public May Connect with System—Rates—Serv- 
ice.—As incidental to operation of said highway lighting system 
the department is also authorized and directed to make connection of 
its highway distribution system with consumers of current, to be 
sold and delivered upon terms, conditions, and rates regulated and 
determined by the department, with approval by the Railroad Com- 
mission, and perform service in such distribution of rural electrifica- 
tion to the people of the State in the several public utility districts 
at charges sufficient to reimburse the department for such service, 
whether performed by contract of the department with private 
utilities to perform such service or by its own-employees, engaged 
in the upkeep of the highway lines. 

§ 15. Contracts for Construction, Maintenance, Opera- 
tion or Service for Lines.—Any private or public electric utility 
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corporation operating in the State may contract with the department 
for the construction, maintenance and operation, or any of them, of 
any or all lines of distribution of current upon the highways of the 
State system of public roads, and for any other form or manner of 
technical utility electric service including individual customer needs 
therefor, upon the approval of the Railroad Commissioner. 

§ 16. Cost to Customer-Consumers—Prerequisites to 
Construction or Contracting for Current.—It is hereby de- 
clared and stipulated that, to establish the net cost of current and 
service of distribution in its system of control of the rural electrifica- 
tion policy of the State, the department shall be authorized to con- 
tract with its customer-consumers on a basis of delivery of elec- 
trical energy at actual true cost plus an excess not less than five 
percentum; the said excess cost charge to be deemed an additional 
charge for amortization of highway line original construction cost. 
And the department shall construct no electric line under the pro- 
visions of this Act, nor shall it contract with any power company 
for the distriubtion of electric current at the expense of the depart- 
ment or the State of South Carolina, until the survey provided for in 
Section 12 of this Act shall have been made and it shall have been 
ascertained that sufficient current can be sold to customer-consumers 
at such a rate per kilowatt hour as will within a reasonable time 
retire the original construction cost as well as the cost of maintenance 
and the cost of current supplied to the department for lighting high- 
ways on stich lines so that neither the department nor the State shall 
be put to any cost for construction, maintenance or lighting of any 
line, for which the department of the State will not be reimbursed. 

§ 17. Contract with Certain Political Bodies—Engineer 
—Utilize Services of Railroad Commission.—The depart- 
ment is hereby authorized to enter into contract with the United 
States government, or any State, municipality or agency thereof, 
to affect any of the powers herein or hereafter authorized; and may 
designate any competent engineer to direct its electrical functions. 
Under its direction and control and at its proper charges the de- 
partment shall also, with approval of the chairman of the Railroad 
Commission, utilize the services of the Electrical Utilities Division, 
and employ and utilize the services of the State Rural Electrical 
Engineer to direct the duties of the department insofar as may be 
practicable and to serve as its contact-representative with the people 
of districts desirous of forming connection with the light and power 
system of the department. 
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§ 18. Saving Clause—Construction—Effect on Public- 
Utility Owned Systems and Municipal Distributing Systems. 
~—Adjudication of invalidity of any Section or clause of this Act 
shall not impair or otherwise affect the validity of the Act as a 
whole or in any part thereof. The rule of strict construction shall 
have no application to this Act, but the same shall be liberally con- 
strued in order to carry out the purposes and objects for which it 
is intended. No public-utility owned system shall be affected by the 
provisions of this Act otherwise than as so stipulated herein, nor 
shall any municipal corporation owning and operating an electrical 
distributing system be required to contribute any part of the cost of 
service to a district within which it is operating. 

§ 19. Department May Sue to Perform and Enforce 
Provisions.—The department shall have the power to bring actions, 
suits, or such other proceedings at law as in its judgment may he 
necessary or proper to enable it to perform any-.of the duties im- 
posed upon it by this Act, or as amended hereafter, and to prevent 
the violation by any person or corporation, public or private, of any 
of the provisions thereof. 

§ 20. Borrow to Provide Facilities for Establishment of 
System—Pledge Revenue.—The department shall also have 
power, and authority is hereby expressly delegated to and vested in 
it, to secure from the Recenstruction Finance Corporation under the 
Federal “Emergency Relief and Construction Act of 1932”, or from 
any other person, firm or corporation, such sum or sums of money 
not less than One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars that 
the department may deem necessary to provide facilities for the 
establishment of Rural Electrification of the State under this: Act, 
and to pledge to the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, or any 
other lender, such revenues as shall accrue under said Act; and to 
enter into such contract, or contracts, as may be necessary effectually 
to obtain the use of such funds as may in the opinion of the depart- 
ment, be necessary to procure and put into operation the Electrifica- 
tion System herein provided for, and to carry out the purposes of 
this Act, said contract to be executed by such officer, or officers, as 
the department may designate for that purpose. 

§ 20-a. Construct Project only if Entire Cost Borrowed 
and Income Pledged for Payment.—No project or electric light 
or power line shall be constructed under any of the terms of this 
Act, unless the entire cost of construction shall have been borrowed 
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from the Reconstruction Finance Corporation or other person or firm 
and secured only by anticipated income from said project. 

§ 21. Report Annually to General Assembly—Contents. 
—At the conclusion of each fiscal year the departmnt shall compile 
and report to the General Assembly (a) The number of miles of the 
State highway electric distribution lines in operation at the be- 
ginning of such fiscal period; (b) the number of miles constructed 
or caused to be constructed during said period; (c) the number of 
customers taking service off its lines of distribution; (d) The kilo- 
watt hours of energy consumed during the said period both by the 
State for traffic uses and according to the classified consumption of 
current sold to the private customer; (e) And present therewith a 
statement of receipts and expenditures of operations under this 
Act, during the preceeding fiscal year. 

§ 21-A. Liability of the State and Highway Depart- 
ment.—No tax, direct or indirect, shall ever be levied upon the 
lands of this State, nor upon the land of any district which may be 
formed hereunder, for the purpose of paying off, or retiring any in- 
debtedness created under the terms hereof, nor shall any indebtedness 
created hereunder be directly or indirectly an obligation of the State 
Highway Department, nor shall any funds of the State Highway 
Department ever be used to maintain any system erected under the 
terms of this Act, nor shall any of said funds of said Highway De- 
partment be used to retire any indebtedness created hereunder, nor 
shall any pledge, directly or indirectly of any income of said depart- 
ment be made for any of said purposes, nor shall the credit of the 
State, or of said department, directly or indirectly, be used to secure 
funds for such purpose. 

§ 22. All Acts or parts of Acts insofar as are inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

§ 23. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Relating to the County Board of Education in 
Anderson County 


Section 1. County Board of Education, Anderson County 
—Members—Appointment-——Term.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
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Board of Education in Anderson County shall be composed of five 
(5) members, one of whom shall be the County Superintendent of 
Education, and the other four (4) members shall be appointed by 
the County Superintendent of Education and their respective terms of 
office shall be for a period of four (4) years. The County Superin- 
tendent of Education of Anderson County shall forthwith appoint 
the necessary additional members to carry into effect the provisions 
of this Act, and shall upon the expiration of the terms of office of 
the present members appoint their successors for a term of four 
(4) years. 

§ 2. Remove School Trustees.—The said County Board of 
Education is hereby empowered and authorized to remove from 
office any trustee or trustees of any school district in Anderson 
County, at any time the said Board may deem advisable, Provided, 
however, the provisions of this act regarding the removal of any 
trustee or trustees, shall not apply to any trustee who holds his 
office by virtue of an election by the qualified electors of such trustee’s 
districts. , 

§ 3. Successors to Trustees Removed.—That upon re- 
moval of any trustee or trustees as herein provided, the vacancy 
created by such removal shall be filled in the manner provided by law. 


§ 4. Effective Date.—This Act shall take effect July 1,.1933.

An Act to Provide for the Payment of Certain Taxes in Lee 
County With County and School District Claims, and 
to Authorize, Empower and Direct the Treasurer of 
said County to Accept Same in Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Payment of Taxes with School Claims in Lee 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Treasurer of Lee County is hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to accept in payment of county 
and school district taxes for any one year now due and/or to be due 
and collectible, school claims issued by any school district in said 
county in an amount of not exceeding forty per cent (40%) ; and 
county claims in an amount not exceeding twenty-five per cent (25% ) 
of the taxpayer’s county and school districts taxes for any one year. 
Provided, That no school claim shall be accepted, as above provided, 
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except in payment of taxes on property in such school district. Pro- 
vided, further, That upon such school claims and/or county claims 
being used by anyone other than the original holder thereof, the 
holder desiring to pay taxes therewith shall append his affidavit there- 
to stating he has not purchased such claim or claims at a lower dis- 
count from the face value thereof than eight (8%) per cent per an- 
num. And Provided, further, That if any school claim is not approved 
by the Superintendent of Education it shall be accompanied by an 
affidavit of two (2) of the trustees of the district that ‘it is a valid 
claim against such district. Provided, further, That the said County 
Treasurer shall not accept from any one person using school claims 
in payment of taxes more than two (2) full months of claims on 
payment of taxes for any one year. Provided, further, That no per- 
son, firm or corporation shall be permitted to use county or school 
claims on the payment of taxes for any one year in an amount ex- 
ceeding the sum of Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

' AN ACT to Amend the Law Relating to the Payment of 
Delinquent Taxes in Spartanburg County in Install- 
ments, 


Section 1. Pay Delinquent Taxes in Spartanburg Coun- 
ty in Installments.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: It is hereby made the duty of the officer 
charged by law with the collection of delinquent taxes in Spartanburg 
County to determine on or before July first of each year after the 
passage of this Act the total amount of delinquent taxes and penal- 
ties against any property or taxpayer, and divide the same into eight 
(8) equal parts. The owner of any such property, or taxpayer, is 
permitted without further charges or penalties to pay such delinquent 
taxes in eight (8) equal successive quarterly installments, the first 
to become due and payable July first of each year in which such taxes 
are so divided. Should any taxpayer become in arrears more than

two (2) installments the remaining unpaid installments shall imme- 
diately become due, and it shall be the duty of the officers charged 
with the collection thereof to proceed as provided by law for the col- 
lection of such delinquent taxes. As the installments are paid, the said 
officer to whom the same is paid shall issue his official receipt there- 
for and credit the oldest execution in his hands with the amount of 
such payment by entering the same thereon, together with the date 
of payment. If any such payment or payments amount to the sum 
due on any such execution, the execution may be delivered to the 
taxpayer with the proper entry thereon. If such payment or pay- 
ments exceed the amount due under any such execution, the surplus 
shall be credited on the next oldest execution. Such officer shall also 
keep adequate records in his office, showing the amount and the date 
of the payment of any and all installments, with the name of the 
taxpayer making the same. 

§ 2. When Inoperative to Personal Property Tax—Ju- 
dicial Sales.—In the case of any personal property tax, should it 
appear to the satisfaction of the Tax Collector of Spartanburg 
County, or other officer charged by law with the collection of delin- 
quent taxes, that the extension herein authorized might reasonably 
bring about a loss to the County of taxes due on any such personal 
property for any cause whatever, he is authorized and empowered 
to declare that this Act shall be inoperative in any such case and to 
proceed with the collection of the said taxes, and if needs be, en- 
force the same under the power of the execution in his hands against 
it. Whenever at any judicial sale of real or personal property upon 
which there is payable any past due taxes, said real or personal prop- 
erty shall be bid in by, or in behalf of, any lien creditor or creditors 
at a price less than amount due, or the indebtedness secured by said 
lien, and the costs and expenses of the action and sale, said purchaser 
shall have the same rights as or is herein granted to the owner of 
such property, and any conveyance made by any officer selling the 
property at any judicial sale shall be subject to the lien of all past 
due taxes. 

§ 3. Includes Lien Holders.—The owner, or holder, of any 
mortgage, or other lien on any property on which there is due and 
payable delinquent taxes shall be permitted to pay such taxes in in- 
stallments, as provided for in Section 1 of this Act, in order to pro- 
tect such lien. . 
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§ 3-A. State Taxes Excepted.—The provisions of this Act 
shall not be construed to apply to State taxes. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Cities and Towns and Sewer and 
Sanitary Districts to Construct, Own, Equip, Operate 
and Improve Works for the Collection and/or Treat- 
ment, Purification and Disposal of Sewage; to Author- 
ize Charges Against Owners of Premises for the Use 
of Such Works and to Provide for the Collection of 
Same; to Authorize Cities and Towns and Sewer and 
Sanitary Districts to Issue Revenue Bonds Payable 
Solely from the Revenues of Such Works and to Make 
Such Bonds Exempt from Taxation and to Make them 
Lawful Investments of Sinking Funds; to Authorize 
Contracts for the Use of Such Works by Other Cities, 
Towns and Political Subdivisions and Charges Against 
Owners of Premises Therein Served Thereby and a 
Lien Against Such Premises. 


Section 1. Municipalities and Other Subdivisions May 
Own, Acquire, Construct, Equip, Operate and Maintain 
Sewage Collection and/or Disposal Plants—Issue Reve- 
nue Bonds to Pay for—‘‘Works”’ Defined.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembiy of the State of South Carolina: That every 
city and town and other political subdivision in the State of South 
Carolina is hereby authorized and empowered to own, acquire, con- 
struct, equip, operate and maintain within and/or without the cor- 
porate limits of such city or town, a sewage collection system and/or 
a sewage treatment plant or plants, intercepting sewers, outfall 
sewers, force mains, pumping stations, ejector stations and all other 
appurtenances necessary or useful and convenient for the collection 
and/or treatment, purification and disposal, in a sanitary manner, 
of the liquid and solid waste, sewage, night soil and industrial waste 
of such city or town, and shall have authority to acquire by gift, 
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grant, purchase, condemnation, or otherwise, all necessary lands, 
rights of way and property therefor, within and/or without the 
corporate limits of such city or town, and to issue revenue bonds 
to pay the cost of such works and property. The term ‘works’, where 
hereinafter used in this Act, shall be construed to mean and include 
such structures and property. No obligation shall be incurred by the 
municipality in such construction or acquisition except such as is 
payable solely from funds provided under the authority of this Act. 

§ 2. Sewerage Commission—‘“Board” Defined.—The 
construction, acquisition, improvement, equipment, custody, operation 
and maintenance of any such works for the collection, treatment or 
disposal of sewage and the collection or revenues therefrom for the 
service rendered thereby, shall be under the supervision and control 
of the Sewerage Commission of such municipality, or of the com- 
mittee or body authorized to perform the duties of sewerage com- 
missioners in cities where there is no stich board, as the case may be. 
The term “board”, when hereinafter used in this Act, shall be con- 
strued to mean the board of sewerage commissioners of the city, or 
the committee or body authorized to perform the duties of a board 
of sewerage commissioners in cities where there is no such board, 
as the case may be. 

§ 3. Powers and Duties of Board.—The board shall have 
power to take all steps and proceedings and to make and enter into 
all contracts or agreements necessary or incidental to the perform- 
ance of its duties and the execution of its powers under this Act: 
Provided, That any contract relating to the financing of the acquisi- 
tion or construction of any such works, or any trust indenture as 
hereinafter provided for, shall be approved by the city or town 
council of such city before the same shall be effective. The board may 
employ engineers, architects, inspectors, superintendents, manager, 
collectors, attorneys, and such other employees as in its judgment 
may be necessary in the execution of its powers and duties, and may 
fix their compensation, all of whom shall do such work as the board 
shall direct. All such compensation and all expenses incurred in carry- 
ing out the provisions of this Act shall be paid solely from funds 
provided under the authority of this Act, and the Board shall not 
exercise or carry out any authority or power herein given it so as to 
bind said board or said city or town beyond the extent to which 
money shall have been or may be provided under the authority of 
this Act. Any contract or agreement with any contractor or con- 
tractors for labor and/or material, exceeding in amount the sum of 
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one thousand dollars, shall not be made without advertising for bids, 
which bids shall be publicly opened and award made to the best 
bidder, with power in the board to reject any or all bids. After the 
construction, installation and completion of the works or the ac- 
quisition thereof, the board shall operate, manage and control the 
same and may order and complete any extensions, betterments and 
improvements of and to the works that the board may deem ex- 
pedient, if funds therefor be available or are made available as 
provided in this Act, and shall establish rules and regulations for 
the use and operation of the works, and of other sewers and drains 
connected therewith so far as they may affect the operation of such 
works, and do all things necessary or expedient for the successful 
operation thereof. All public ways or public works damaged or de- 
stroyed by the board in carrying out its authority under this Act 
shall be restored or repaired by the board and placed in their original 
condition, as nearly as practicable, if requested so to do by proper: 
authority, out of funds provided by this Act. No member of any 
such commission shall be permitted to enter into any contract with 
such commission for furnishing materials or for the construction of 
any of the works of such sewerage system. 

§ 4. Preliminary Expenses—Payment.—All necessary 
preliminary expenses actually incurred by the board of any city or 
town in the making of surveys, estimates of costs and of revenues, 
employment of engineers or other employees, the giving of notices, 
taking of options and all other expenses of whatsoever nature, neces- 
sary to be paid prior to the issue and delivery of the revenue bonds 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act, may be met and paid in the 
following manner. Said board may from time to time certify such 
items of expense to the comptroller of said city, directing him to 
pay the several amounts thereof, and thereupon said comptroller shall 
at once draw a warrant or warrants upon the city treasurer, which 
warrant or warrants shall be paid out of the general funds of said 
city or town not otherwise appropriated, without a special appropria- 
tion being made therefor by the common council; or in case there 
are no general funds of such city not otherwise appropriated, the 
city comptroller shall recommend to the common council the tempo- 
rary transfer from other funds of such city of a sufficient amount to 
meet such items of expense, or the making of a temporary loan for 
such purpose, and such common council shall thereupon at once 
make such transfer of funds, or authorize such temporary loan in 
the same manner that other temporary loans are made by such city: 
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Provided, however, that the fund or funds of such city or town 
from which such payments are made shall be fully reimbursed and 
repaid by said board out of the first proceeds of the sale of revenue 
bonds hereinafter provided for, and before any other disbursements 
are made therefrom, and the amount so advanced to pay such pre- 
liminary expenses shall be a first charge against the proceeds re- 
sulting from the sale of such revenue bonds until the same has been 
repaid as herein provided: And provided also that in towns, the 
intendents and wardens shall have the powers and perform the duties 
in relation to such preliminary expenses as are in this section con- 
ferred upon the board, comptroller and city council in cities; and in 
cities where there is no city comptroller, the city clerk shall have 
the power and perform the duties in this section conferred upon the 
‘city comptroller. 

§ 5. Prerequisites to Acquisition or Construction.—Be- 
fore any city or town shall construct or acquire any works under this 
Act, the city council of the city, or the intendent and wardens of the 
town, shall upon petition of the board, enact an ordinance or ordi- 
nances which shall (a) set forth a brief and general description of the 
works, and, if the same are to be constructed, a reference to the 
preliminary report or plans and specifications which shall theretofore 
have been prepared and filed by an engineer chosen by the board as 
aforesaid; (b) set forth the cost thereof estimated by the engineer 
chosen as aforesaid: (c) order the construction or acquisition of 
such works; (d) direct that revenue bonds of the city or town shall 
be issued pursuant to this Act in such an amount as may be found 
necessary to pay the cost of the works; and (e) contain such other 
provisions as may be necessary in the premises. 

§ 6. Acquisition of Works or Property—Condemnation 
—Purchase.—Every such city or town shall have the power to 
condemn any such works to be acquired and any land, rights, ease- 
ments, franchises and other property, real or personal, deemed neces- 
sary or convenient for the construction of any such works, or for 
extensions, improvements, or additions thereto, and in connection 
therewith may have and exercise all the rights, powers and privileges 
of eminent domain granted to cities and towns under the laws relat- 
ing thereto, Title to property condemned shall be taken in the name 
of the city or town. Proceedings for such appropriation of property 
shall be under and pursuant to the provisions of Civil Code of South 
Carolina, 1932, Section 7297, and Acts amendatory and supplemental 
thereto: Provided, the city or town shall be under no obligations to 
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accept any pay for any property condemned, and shall in no event 
pay for any property condemned or purchased, except from the funds 
provided pursuant to this Act; and in any proceedings to condemn, 
such orders may be made as may be just to the city or town and 
to the owners of the property to be condemned, and an undertaking 
or other security may be required securing such owners against 
any loss or damage to be sustained by reason of the failure of the 
city or town to accept and pay for the property, but such undertaking 
or security shall impose no liability upon the city or town except 
such as may be paid from the funds provided under the authority of 
this Act. In event of the acquisition by purchase the board may ob- 
tain and exercise an option from the owner or owners of said prop- 
erty for the purchase thereof, or may enter into a contract for the _ 
purchase thereof, and such purchase may be made upon such terms 
and conditions and in such manner as the board may deem proper. 
In event of the acquisition of any works already constructed by 
purchase or condemnation, the board at or before the time of the 
adoption of the ordinance described in Section 5 hereof, shall cause 
to be determined what repairs, replacements, additions and better- 
ments will be necessary in order that such works may be effective 
for their purpose,and an estimate of the cost of such improvements 
shall be included in the estimate of cost required by Section 5 hereof, 
and such improvement shall be made upon the acquisition of the 
works and as a part of the cost thereof. 

§ 7. Cost of Works.—The cost of the works shall be deemed 
to include the cost of acquisition or construction thereof, the cost 
of all property, rights, easements, and franchises deemed neces- 
sary or convenient therefor and for the improvements determined 
upon as provided in Section 6 of this Act; interest upon bonds prior 
to and during construction or acquisition and for six months after 
completion of construction or of acquisition of the improvements 
last mentioned ; engineering and legal expenses; expense for estimate 
of cost and of revenues; expense for plans, specifications and sur- 
veys ; other expenses necessary or incident to determining the feasi- 
bility or practicability of the enterprise, administrative expense, and 
such other expenses as may be necessary or incident to the financing 
herein authorized and the construction or acquisition of the works 
and the placing of the works in operation and the performance of 
the things herein required or permitted in connection with any there- 

of. 
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§ 8. Contractual Rights of Municipalities—Issue Reve- 
nue Bonds—Payment.—Nothing in this Act contained shall be 
so construed as to authorize or permit any city or town to make 
any contract or to incur any obligation of any kind or nature except 
. stich as shall be payable solely from the funds provided under this 
Act. Funds for the payment of the entire cost of the works shall . 
be provided by the issuance of revenue bonds of the city or town, 
the principal and interest of which bonds shall be payable solely from 
the special fund herein provided for such payment, and said bonds 
shall not in any resepct, be a corporate indebtedness of such city or 
town, within the meaning of any statutory or constitutional limita- 
tions thereon. All the details of such bonds shall be determined by 
ordinance or ordinances of the city or town. 

§ 9. Revenue Bonds—Issue Additional Bonds.—Such 
revenue bonds shall bear interest at not more than six per cent per 
annum, payable annually or at shorter intervals, and shall mature 
at such time or times as may be determined by ordinance. Such bonds 
may be made redeemable before maturity at the option of the city or 
town, to be exercised, by said board, at not more than the par 
value thereof and a premium of five per cent, under such terms and 
conditions as may be fixed by the ordinance authorizing the issuance 
_ of the bonds. The principal and interest of the bonds may be made 
payable in any lawful medium. Said ordinance shall determine the 
form of the bonds, including the interest coupons to be attached 
thereto, and shall fix the denomination or denominations of such 
bonds and the place or places of payment of the principal and interest 
thereof, which may be at any bank or trust company within or with- 
out the State. The bonds shall contain a statement on their face 
that the city shall not be obligated to pay the same or the interest 
thereon except from the special fund provided from the net revenues 
of the works. All such bonds shall be, and shall have and are hereby 
declared to have all the qualities and incidents of, negotiable instru- 
ments under the negotiable instruments law of the State. Said bonds 
shalt be exempt from all taxation, state, county and municipal, Pro- 
visions may be made for the registration of any of the bonds in the 
name of the owner as to principal alone. Such bonds shall be ex- 
ecuted in the same manner as other bonds issued by cities and towns 
are executed. The bonds shall be sold by the city comptroller, or 
where there is no city comptroller then by the city clerk, or by the 
town clerk, in such mainer as may be determined to be for the best 
interest of the city or town and subject to approval by the city 
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council or intendent and wardens, but not at a price so low as to 
require the city or town to pay more than six per cent interest on 
the amount received therefor, computed with relation to the absolute 
maturity of the bonds in accordance with standard tables of bond 
values, Any surplus of bond proceeds over and above the cost of the 
works shall be paid into the sinking fund hereinafter provided. If 
the proceeds of the bonds, by error of calculation or otherwise, shall 
be less than the cost of the works, additional bonds may in like 
manner be issued to provide the amount of such deficit and, unless 
otherwise provided in said ordinance authorizing the issuance of the 
bonds first issued or in the trust indenture hereinafter authorized, 
shall be deemed to be of the same issue and shall be entitled to pay- 
ment without preference or priority of the bonds first issued. Prior 
to the preparation of the definite bonds, temporary bonds may under 
like restrictions be issued with or without coupons, exchangeable for 
definite bonds upon the issuance of the latter. 

§ 10. Additional Bonds.—The city council or intendent and 
warden may provide by said ordinance authorizing the issuance of 
the bonds, or in the trust indenture hereinafter referred to, that 
additional bonds may thereafter be authorized and issued, at one 
time or from time to time, under such limitations and restrictions 
as may be set forth in said ordinance and/or trust indenture, for 
the purpose of extending, improving or bettering the works when 
deemed necessary in the public interest, such additional bonds to be 
secured and be payable from the revenues of the works equally with 
all other bonds issued pursuant to said ordinance without preference 
or distinction between any one bond and any other bond by reason 
of priority of issuance or otherwise. 

§ 11. Use of Funds from Sale of Bonds.—All moneys re- 
ceived from any bonds issued pursuant to this Act, after reimburse- 
ments and repayment to said city or town of all amounts advanced 
for preliminary expenses as provided in Section 4 of this Act, shall 
be applied solely to the payment of the cost of the works, extensions, 
improvements or betterments or to the appurtenant sinking fund-and 
there shall be and hereby is created and granted a lien upon such 
moneys, until so applied, in favor of the holders of the bonds or the 
trustees hereinafter provided for. 

§ 12. Secure Bond by Trust Indenture—Terms.—lIn the 
discretion of the city council or intendent and wardens, such bonds 
may be secured by a trust indenture by and between the city or 
town and a corporate trustee, which may be any trust company or 
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bank having the powers of a trust company within the State of 
South Carolina, but no such trust indenture shall convey or mort- 
gage the works or any part thereof. The ordinance authorizing the 
revenue bonds and fixing the details. thereof may provide that such 
trust indenture may contain such provisions for protecting and en- 
forcing the rights and remedies of the bondholders as may be rea- 
sonable and proper, not in violation of law, including covenants 
setting forth the duties of the city or town and the board in relation 
to the construction or acquisition of the works and the improvement, 
operation, repair, maintenance and insurance thereof, and the custody, 
safeguarding and application of all monies and may provide that the 
works shall be contracted for, constructed and paid for under the 
supervision and approval of consulting engineers employed or des- 
ignated by the board and satisfactory to the original bond purchasers, 
successors, assigns, or nominees, who may be given the right to re- 
quire the security given by contractors and by any depository of 
the proceeds of bonds or revenues of the works or other monies 
pertaining thereto be satisfactory to such purchasers, successors, as- 
signs or nominees. Such indenture may set forth the rights and 
remedies of the bondholders and/or such trustees restricting the in- 
dividual right of action of bondholders as is customary in trust in- 
dentures securing bond and debentures of corporations, Except as in 
this Act otherwise provided, the city council or intendent and war- 
dens may provide by ordinance or in such trust indenture for the 
payment of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds and the revenues of 
the works to such officer, board or depository as it may determine 
for the custody thereof, and for the method of disbursement thereof, 
with such safeguards and restrictions as it may determine. 

§ 13. Sinking Fund.—aAt or before the issuance of any such 
bonds, the city council or intendent and wardens shall by said ordi- 
nance create a sinking fund for the payment of the bonds and the 
interest thereon and the payment of the charges of banks or trust 
companies for making payment of such bonds or interest, and shall 
set aside and pledge a sufficient amount of the net revenues of the 
works, hereby defined to mean the revenues of the works remaining 
after the payment of the reasonable expense of operation, repair and 
maintenance, such amount to be paid by the board into said sinking 
fund at intervals to be determined by ordinance prior to issuance of 
the bonds, for (a) the interest upon such bonds as such interest 
shall fall due, and (b) the necessary fiscal agency charges for pay- 
ing bonds and interest; (c) the payment of the bonds as they fall 
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due, or, if all bonds mature at one time, the proper maintenance of 
a sinking fund sufficient for the payment thereof at such time and 
(d) a margin for-safety and for the payment of premium upon bonds 
retired by call or purchase as herein provided, which margin, to- 
gether with any unused surplus of such margin carried forward 
from the preceding year, shall equal ten per cent of all other amounts 
so required to be paid into the sinking fund. Such required payments 
shall constitute a first charge upon all the net revenues of the works. 
Prior to the issuance of the bonds, the board may by ordinance be 
given the right to use or direct the trustee to use such sinking fund 
or any part thereof in the purchase of any of the outstanding bonds 
payable therefrom at the market price thereof, but not exceeding 
the price if any, at which the same shall in the same year be payable 
or redeemable and all bonds redeemed or purchased shall forwith be 
cancelled and shall not again be issued. After the payments into 
the sinking fund as herein required, the board may at any time in its 
discretion transfer all or any part of the balance of the net revenues, 
after reserving an amount deemed by the board sufficient for opera- 
tion, repair and maintenance for an ensuing period of not less than 
twelve months and for depreciation, into the sinking fund or into 
a fund for extensions, betterments and additions to the works. 

§ 14. Charges or Rates for Use or Service—Lien for 
Non-Payment—Collection.—The city council of the city or the 
intendent and wardens of the town, shall have power, and it shall 
be its duty, by ordinance to establish and maintain just and equitable 
rates or charges for the use of and the service rendered by such 
works, to be paid by the owner of each and every lot, parcel of real 
estate or building that is connected with and uses such works by or 
through any part of the sewerage system of the city or town, or that 
in any way uses or is served by such works and may change and 
readjust such rates or charges from time to time. Such rates or 
charges shall be sufficient in each year for the payment of the proper 
and reasonable expense of operation, repair, replacements and main- 
tenance of the works and for the payment of the sums herein required 
to be paid into the sinking fund. Revenues collected pursuant to this’ 
section shall be deemed the revenues of the works. No such rates or 
charges shall be established until after a public hearing, at which all 
the users of the works and owners of property served or to be served 
thereby and others interested shall have opportunity to be heard 
concerning the proposed rates or charges. After introduction of the 
ordinance fixing such rates or charges, and before the same is finally 
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enacted, notice of such hearing, setting forth the proposed schedule 
of such rates or charges, shall be given by one publication in a news- 
paper published in the city or town, if there be such a newspaper, but 
otherwise in a newspaper having general circulation therein, at least 
ten days before the date fixed in such notice for the hearing, which 
may be adjourned from time to time. After such hearing the ordi- 
nance establishing rates or charges, either as originally introduced 
or as modified and amended, shall be passed and put into effect. A 
copy of the schedule of such rates and charges so established shall 
be kept on file in the office of the board having charge of the operation 
of such works, and also in the office of the city clerk or town clerk, 
and shall be open to inspection by all parties interested. The rates or 
charges so established for any class of users or property served shall 
be extended to cover any additional premises thereafter served which 
fall within the same class, without the necessity of any hearing or 
notice. Any change or readjustment of such rates or charges may 
be made in the same manner as such rates or charges were originally 
established as hereinabove provided: Provided, however, that if such 
change or readjustment be made substantially pro rata as to all classes 
of service, no hearing or notice shall be required, The aggregate of 
the rates or charges shall always be sufficient for such expense of 
operation, repair and maintenance and for such sinking fund pay- 
ments. All such rates or charges if not paid when due shall constitute 
a lien upon the premises served by such works. If any service rate 
or charge so established shall not be paid within thirty days after 
the same is due, the amount thereof, together with a penalty of ten 
per cent, and a reasonable attorney’s fee, may be recovered by the 
board in a civil action in the name of the city or town, and in con- 
nection with such action said lien may be foreclosed against such 
lot, parcel of land or building, in accordance with the laws relating 
thereto. 

§ 15. Charges or Rates Payable by Municipalities.— 
The city or town shall be subject to the same charges and rates es- 
tablished as hereinabove provided, or to charges and rates established 
in harmony therewith, for service rendered the city or town, and 
shall pay any such rates or charges when due from corporate funds 
and the same shall be deemed to be a part of the revenues of the 
works as herein defined, and applied as herein provided for the ap- 
plication of such revenues. 

§ 16. Sanitary Board May Supervise and Control 
Works—Members—Duties and Powers—Compensation.—

The city or town council of the city or town may in its 
discretion provide by ordinance that the custody, administration, 
operation and maintenance of such works shall be under the 
supervision and control of a sanitary board, created as herein pro- 
vided. Such sanitary board shall be composed of the mayor 
of the city or the intendent of the town, as the case may be, and 
two persons appointed by the city or town council. No officer or 
employee of the city or town whether holding a paid or unpaid office, 
shall be eligible to appointment on said sanitary board until at least 
one year after the expiration of the term of his public office. Said 
appointees shall originally be appointed for terms of two or three 
years respectively, and upon the expiration of each such term and 
each succeeding term, an appointment of a successor shall be made 
in like manner for a term of three years. Vacancies shall be filled for 
an unexpired term in the same manner as the original appointment. 
Each member shall give such bond, if any, as may be required by 
ordinance. Such mayor or intendent shall act as chairman of the 
sanitary board, which shall elect a vice-chairman from its members 
and shall designate a secretary and treasurer (but the secretary and 
the treasurer may be one and the same) who need not be a member 
or members of the sanitary board. The vice-chairman, secretary and 
treasurer shall hold office as such at the will of the sanitary board. 
The members of the sanitary board shall receive such compensation 
for their services, either as a salary or as payments for meetings at- 
tended as the city or town council may determine, not in excess of 
twenty-five dollars per month for each member, and shall be entitled 
to payment for their reasonable expenses incurred in the performance 
of their duties. The city or town council shall fix the reasonable com- 
pensation of the secretary and treasurer in its discretion,and shall 
fix the amount of bond to be given by the treasurer. All compen- 

sation, together with the expenses in this section referred to, shall 
"be paid solely from funds provided under the authority of this Act. 
The sanitary board shall have power to establish by-laws, rules and 
regulations for its own government. The sanitary board, in respect 
of all matters of custody, operation, administration and maintenance 
of such works, shall have all the powers and perform all the duties 
hereinbefore provided for the board of sewerage commissioners in 
respect of such matters, When reference is made hereinafter in this 
Act to the board, such reference shall be deemed made to the board 
having actual supervision and control of such works. 
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§ 17. Lease Service to Other Municipalities—Rights of 
Lessees.—Any city or town operating a sewerage collection system 
and/or sewerage disposal works as defined in this Act or which as 
herein provided has ordered the construction or acquisition of such 
works (in this Section called the owner) is hereby authorized to 
contract with one or more other cities, towns or political sub-divisions 
within the State (in this Section called the lessee), and such lessees 
are hereby authorized to enter into such contracts with such owners, 
for the service of stich works to such lessees and their inhabitants, 
but only to the extent of the capacity of the works without impairing 
the usefulness thereof to the owners, upon such terms and conditions 
as may be fixed by the boards and approved by ordinances of the 
respective contracting parties: Provided, however, That no such con- 
tract shall be made for a period of more than fifteen years or in 
violation of the provisions of said ordinance authorizing bonds here- 
under or in violation of the provisions of said trust indenture. The 
lessee shall by ordinance have power to establish, change and adjust 
rates and charges for the service rendered therein by the works 
against the owners of the premises served, in the manner hereinbefore 
provided for establishing, changing and adjusting rates and charges 
for the service rendered in the city or town where the works owned 
and operated, and such rates or charges shall be collectible and shall 
be a lien as herein provided for rates and charges made by the 
owner. The necessary intercepting sewers and appurtenant works 
for connecting the works of the owner with the sewerage system of 
the lessee shall be constructed by the owner and/or the lessee upon 
such terms and conditions as may be set forth in said contract,and 
the cost or that part of the cost thereof which is to be borne by the 
owner may be paid as a part of the cost of the works from the pro- 
ceeds of bonds issued under this Act unless otherwise provided by 
said ordinance or trust indenture prior to the issuance of the bonds. 
The income received by the owner under any such contract shall, if 
so provided in said ordinance or trust indenture, be deemed to be a 
part of the revenues of the works as in this Act defined and be ap- 
plied as herein provided for the application of such revenues. 

§ 18. Acquisition of Property with Lien thereon.—No 
property shall be acquired under this Act upon which any lien or 
other encumbrance exists, unless at the time such property is ac- 
quired a sufficient sum of money be deposited in trust to pay and 
redeem such lien or encumbrance in full.

§ 19. Further Additional Bonds.—Nothing herein con- 
tained shall prevent the issuance of additional bonds from time to 
time, if such bonds shall be authorized by law: Provided, however, 
That all thereof shall be subordinate to bonds issued pursuant to 
Sections 8, 9 and 10 hereof in respect of the application of revenues 
to such additional bonds. 

§ 20. Rights of Bond Holders—Enforcement.—Any 
holder of any such bonds or any of the coupons attached thereto, 
and the trustee, if any, except to the extent the rights herein given 
may be restricted by said ordinance authorizing issuance of the bonds 
or by the trust indenture, may either at law or in equity, by suit, 
action, mandamus or other proceeding protect and enforce any and 
all rights granted hereunder or under such ordinance or trust in- 
denture, and may enforce and compel performance of all duties re- 
quired by this Act or by such ordinance or trust indenture to be 
performed by the city or town issuing the bonds or by the board or 
any officer, including the making and collecting of reasonable and 
sufficient charges and rates for services rendered by the works. If 
there be any failure to pay the principal or interest of any of the 
bonds on the date therein named for such payment, any court having 
jurisdiction of the action may appoint a receiver to administe: the 
works on behalf of the city or town and the bondholders and/or 
trustees, except as so restricted with power to charge and collect 
rates sufficient to provide for the payment of the expenses of opera- 
tion, repair and maintenance and also to pay any bonds and interest 
outstanding and to apply the revenues in conformity with this Act 
and the said ordinance and/or trust indenture. 

§ 21. Rights herein Additional—Jurisdiction of Mu- 
nicipalities.--The authority herein given shall be in addition to 
and not in derogation of any power existing in any city or town 
under any statutory or charter provisions which it may now have 
or hereafter adopt. For all purposes of this Act, all cities and towns 
shall have jurisdiction for ten miles outside the corporate limits 
thereof. 

§ 2114. Includes Sewer and Sanitary Districts.—All 
sewer and sanitary districts heretofore or hereafter created under 
either a general or special Act shall, unless inconsistent with the 
terms of the Act under which it was created, have the full right to 
exercise and avail itself of all of the terms and provisions of this. 
Act and the commissioners or governing body of such district shall 
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have and perform the duties and powers in this Act conferred on the 
Mayor, City or Town Council, or the Intendent and Warden, the 
Chairman of such commission or governing body shall perform the 
duties, powers and functions of the mayor or intendent. Accurate 
records of all official actions and resolutions shall be kept, and 
where under the provisions of this Act, publication is required, such 
action or official resolution shall be published and the official actions 
and resolutions of such commission or governing body shall for the 
purpose of this Act and for the purposes of the function of such 
commission have the same force and effect as ordinances referred 
to in this Act where its provisions are set into operation by city or 
town councils, intendents or wardens. The intent and purpose of this 
Section is to confer upon sewer and sanitary districts the same rights, 
privileges, duties, powers and authority as conferred by this Act 
upon municipalities. ; 

§ 22. Full Authority—Effect on State Board of Health. 
—This Act shall, without reference to any other statute be deened 
full authority for the construction, acquisition, improvement, equip- 
ment, maintenance, operation and repair of the works herein pro- 
vided for and for the issuance and sale of the bonds by this Act au- 
thorized, and shall be construed as an additional and alternative 
method therefor and for the financing thereof, and no petition or 
election or other or further proceedings in respect to the construc- 
tion or acquisition of the works or to the issuance or sale of bonds 
under this Act and no publication or any resolution, ordinance, notice 
or proceeding relating to such construction or acquisition or to the 
issuance, or sale of such bonds shall be required except such as are 
prescribed by this Act, any provisions of other statutes of the State 
to the contrary, notwithstanding : Provided, however, That all func- 
tions, powers and duties of the State Board of Health shall remain 
unaffected by this Act.

—No bonds shall be issued under the provisions of this Act until 
approved by the South Carolina Sinking Fund Commission. 

§ 25. Serial Bonds.—Al! bonds issued under: the provisions 
of this Act shall be serial bonds.

Saving Clause.—The Sections and provisions of this 
Act are separable and are not matters of mutual essential inducement,

may prescribe varying maximum limits upon the different roads and 
bridges of the county; Provided, That when any limit is fixed and 
prescribed by said board it shall cause the same to be published in 
at least one newspaper published in said county once a week for 
not less than two weeks. 

§ 2. Penalty—Rights and Liability of County.—Any 
person, firm, association or corporation which may violate any load

Discharge of Petroleum, Fuel Oil or Coal 
Products which Drain in Harbor of County Containing City 
over 60,000 Unlawful.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to dump or discharge intentionally any products, waste 
or refuse of fuel cil, petroleum, or coal at any place within this 
State, from which the same shall drain into the waters of any harbor 
in any county in this State containing a city of more than sixty thou- 
sand (60,000) population according to the United States census of 
1930. 

§ 2. Penalty.—Any violation of this Act shall be a misde- 
meanor, and any person convicted thereof shall be subject to a fine 
not exceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or imprisonment 
~ not exceeding six (6) months, or both. 

§ 3. Enforcement.—lIt shall be the duty of the port or harbor 
commissioners, as well as that of all law enforcing officers, to see 
that the provisions of this Act are enforced.

Quarterly Reports in Anderson County of Receipts and Dis- 
bursements.—-Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 3967, Volume 2, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, be and the same is hereby amended by striking 
out the words “daily newspaper published” wherever same appears 
in said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to-wit; 
“in some newspaper published daily, weekly, semi-weekly or bi- 
_ weekly” and by inserting the words “to be awarded upon a basis 
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of total circulation”, after the word bids on line 4 of said section, 
so that said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 
“Section 3967: It shall be the duty of the Supervisor and the 
County Board of Commissioners of Anderson County to publish, at 
the end of every quarter, one time, in some newspaper published daily, 
weekly, semi-weekly or bi-weekly, in said County, after securing com- 
petitive bids, to be awarded upon a basis of total circulation, for the 
printing thereof and awarding same to the lowest responsible bidder, 
a verified statement showing: (1) The sum total of all moneys 
received by the County Board of Commissioners, stating how and 
from what source said moneys or receipts were derived. (2) A 
verified itemized statement showing each and every bill or claim 
against the county which shall have been approved and paid by the 
said Board, setting forth the name of the claimant, the amount, and 
the purpose for which same was paid. (3) A statement of the full 
amount of the floating and the bonded indebtedness of said County 
at the time of making the quarterly statements herein: Provided, 
That such publication shall not be made, nor this section complied 
with unless a bid be received to publish all four of such quarterly state- 
ments for the ensuing year for not exceeding Six Hundred Dollars. 
The failure of the Supervisor and the County Board of Commis- 
sioners to publish the quarterly statements herein provided for, with- 
in thirty days from the end of each quarter shall subject said officers 
to a penalty of Ten ($10.00) Dollars for each and every day of such 
failure of duty, after the lapse of thirty days, as above provided.”

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Section 1. §§ 4761, 4762, 4763, 4765, 4766, 4767, and 
4768, 1932 Code, Repealed—-Spartanburg County Highway 
Commission.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Sections 4761, 4762, 4763, 4765, 4766, 4767 
and 4768, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, Relating to the 
Creation of the Spartanburg County Highway Commission, the 
Membership thereof, Powers and Duties, etc., be, and the same are 
hereby, repealed, and all offices and positions created under and by 
virtue of any power exercised under the provisions of any one or 
more of the aforementioned sections are hereby abolished and all 
contracts of employment made by the aforementioned Spartanburg 
County Highway Commission, or by any officer or employee acting 
for and under any of the said Commission be and the same is hereby 
declared at an end. 

§ 2. Supervisor for Spartanburg County.—That there is 
hereby created the office of County Supervisor for Spartanburg 
County. 

§ 3. Appointment — Election — Salary — Term.—The 
County Supervisor for Spartanburg County shall be appointed by 
the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Leg- 
islative Delegation from Spartanburg County, and he shall hold 
‘office for a term ending January 1, 1935, and until his successor has 
been duly elected and qualified at a salary to be provided annually 
in the county supply bill, beginning with the primary elections in 
1934, and each two years thereafter, the Supervisor for Spartanburg 
County shall be elected by the people, and take office on January Ist, 
or as soon thereafter as possible. 

§ 4. Bond.—The County Supervisor for Spartanburg County 
shall enter into bond in the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dol- 
lars, conditioned upon the faithful performance of his duties and the 
surety on said bond shall be some Surety Company licensed to do 
business in this State. 

§ 5. Duties and Powers—Clerk.—The County Supervisor 
for Spartanburg County shall be the administrative head of the coun- 
ty government for Spartanburg County and he shall devote his full 
time to the work. He shall be responsible to the County Board of 
Spartanburg County for the proper administration of all affairs of 
the county within his jurisdiction. The County Supervisor is au- 
thorized and required to employ a competent office assistant, to be 
known as the Clerk to the County Supervisor, who shall be required 
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to be in the office of the County Supervisor daily within reasonable 
office hours and to keep the books, accounts and records and to per- 
form the clerical work of said office, and to perform such duties as 
may be imposed upon him by the County Supervisor and/or the 
County Board. 

§ 6. Appointees of Supervisor—Removal.—Any clerk or 
employee of the county appointed by the County Supervisor or upon 
his authorization may be removed or suspended from office or em- 
ployment by the County Supervisor. 

§ 7. Supplies—Purchase.—The County Supervisor shall be 
the sole purchasing agent of the county, and he is hereby charged 
with the responsibility and duty of making all purchases for and on 
behalf of the County and all county officials. When any officer, agent, 
or department of the County of Spartanburg desires to purchase 
any equipment, material, merchandise, supplies, etc., a requisition for 
same shall be filed with the County Supervisor, who, after obtaining 
the approval of the County Board of Spartanburg County, shall 
purchase such article or articles after giving ten days public notice 
by posting same in front of the Court House requesting prospective 
bidders to submit bids on such equipment, material, merchandise, 
and supplies, etc., at a fixed time and place, and the said County 
Board and County Supervisor shall accept such bid or bids as they 
may deem for the best interest of the county: Provided, however, 
the County Supervisor may, with the consent and advice of the 
County Board of Spartanburg County, make purchases without ad- 
vertising for bids where the amount involved does not exceed the 
sum of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars at any one time. 

§ 8. Construct and Maintain Bridges and Highways—- 
Supervise Expenditures for Home for Poor and County 
Farm.—The County Supervisor is charged with the responsibility 
and duty of maintaining all county highways and bridges of the 
County and to this end he is vested with authority to employ servants, 
agents and skilled persons to serve in the construction, maintenance 
and repair of such highways and bridges. The County Supervisor 
shall have supervision of all expenditures incident to the maintenance 
of the County’s Home for the Poor and the County Farm. 

§ 9. Custody and Upkeep of Public Property——Use 
Convict Labor.—The Supervisor is charged with the custody and 
upkeep of the public buildings and public grounds of the county, 
and whenever in his judgment and in the judgment of the County 
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Board convict labor can be safely employed for any of the aforesaid 
purposes he is authorized to use the same. 

§ 10. Report Monthly—File Budget Annually.—The 
County Supervisor shall make regular monthly reports to the County 
Board and to the Spartanburg County Legislative Delegation in 
regard to matters of administration and keep the County Board and 
the Delegation fully advised as to the financial condition of the 
county. He shall prepare and submit an annual budget for the in- 
formation of the Legislative Delegation and of the County Board. 

§ 11. Manage Chaingangs—Number.—The County Su- 
pervisor shall have the control and management of all convict labor 
and of the chain gangs of the county. The number of chain gangs 
to be maintained in Spartanburg County shall not exceed four (4). 
The authorities are directed to forthwith bring about a consolida- 
tion of the present chain gangs so as to comply with these require- 
ments to the end that expenses of maintenance of the chaingangs 
will be reduced. 

§ 12. General Hospital—Supervision—Purchase Sup- 
plies.—The County Board and the County Supervisor are to have 
general supervision over the Spartanburg County General Hospital 
and purchase of supplies of all kinds therefor shall be made by the 
County Board and County Supervisor upon requisition by the Board 
of Trustees of the Hospital, or of the Manager or Superintendent 
thereof, as the Trustees may direct. 

§ 13. Township Road Supervisors—Expenditures—Ap- 
pointment—Vacancies—Bond.—The office of township road 
supervisor is retained, and each Township Road Supervisor hereto- 
fore elected is retained in his office for the period for which he has 
been elected. All expenditures by them, however, shall be with the 
approval of the County Board and the County Supervisor. The 
County Board and the County Supervisor are authorized to make 
such rules and regulations governing the expenditures for labor and 
material on the bridges and roads under the management of the 
several township road supervisors as in their judgment will secure 
the most economical expenditure of the fund applicable to this pur- 
pose, Provided, the township road supervisors may, in case of emer- 
gency, make contracts not exceeding fifty ($50.00) dollars. Each 
township shall be alloted its fair portion of funds and labor available 
for road and bridge purposes. 
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Their appointment shall be as now provided by law, except that 
in case of a vacancy by disability, death, resignation or removal 
the County Supervisor shall appoint some suitable person from the 
township from which the vacancy occurs to fill out the unexpired 
term. 

Bonds at the expense of the county shall no longer be required 
of the township road supervisors. 

. § 14. Attorney—Election—Duties—Pay — Term.—The 
County Board shall elect a county attorney who shall serve as legal 
adviser to the County Board, the County Supervisor, and all county 
officials and to act as attorney for the county in any suit instituted 
by or against the county and to perform such other duties as may be 
prescribed by the County Board and the County Supervisor. The 
compensation of the county attorney shall be fixed by the Legisla- 
tive Delegation from Spartanburg County. His term of office shall 
be coexistent with the term of office of the members of the Legis- 
lative Delegation. 

§ 15. Contracts—Parties.—No member of the County 
Board or other officer or employee of the county, or person receiv- 
ing a salary or compensation from funds appropriated by the county, 
shall be interested directly or indirectly in any contract to which the 
county is a party, either as principal, surety, or otherwise; nor shall 
any such officer or employee or his partner, agent, servant or em- 
ployee or the firm of which he is a member purchase from or sell 
to the county, any personal property, nor shall he be interested, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in any work or service to be performed for 
the county or in its behalf. Any contract made in violation of any 
of these provisions shall be void. 

§ 16. Ali Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are ‘here: 
by repealed. 

§ 17. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Determine the Open Season on Male Wild Tur- 
keys and Declare a Closed Season on Female Wild 
Turkeys for a Period of Three Years, and to Provide a 
Penalty for the Violation of this Act. 
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Section 1. Season to Hunt Male Wild Turkeys.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
From and after the passage and approval of this Act, the open 
season for hunting male wild turkeys in South Carolina shall be 
from Thanksgiving Day to March Ist, inclusive, and it shall be un- 
awful for any one to take, kill, chase or hunt, or attempt to take, kill, 
chase or hunt male wild turkeys in this State at any other time. 

§ 2. Closed Season on Female Wild Turikeys for 3 
Years.—That from and after the passage and approval of this Act, 
there shall be a closed season on female wild turkeys in South Caro- 
lina for a period of three (3) years, during which time it shall he 
unlawful for any one to take, kill, chase or hunt any female wild 
turkeys in this State. 

§ 3. Penalty.—That any person found guilty of the violation 
of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction, shall pay a fine of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or serve 
a sentence of not less than ten (10) days nor more than thirty (30) 
days for each offense.

Section 1. § 2737, 1932 Code, Amended—Assessment 
of Taxes in Darlington County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2737, Vol- 
ume 2, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be amended as fol- 
lows: by adding after the word “Chester” on line 3 of said Sec- 
tion the word “Darlington” and striking out on lines 35 and 36 of 
said Section, after the word “Provided” the words “in the Counties 
of Darlington and” and inserting in lieu thereof the following: ““That 
in the County of”; amend further by adding at the end of said Sec- 
tion the following: “Provided, That the twenty-seven (27) school 
districts in Darlington County, which constitute the twenty-seven 
(27) tax districts, be divided into nine (9) assessment districts for 
assessing the property of said County for the purpose of taxation; 
Assessment District No. 1, to consist of School Districts No. 2, 21 
and 7, Darlington, Palmetto and Mechanicsville, respectively ; Assess- 
ment District No. 2, to consist of School Districts No. 14, 30 and 
13, Mont Clare, Dovesville and Society Hill, respectively; Assess- 
ment District No. 3, to consist of School Districts No. 18, 16 and 17, 
Antioch, Leavensworth and New Market, respectively ; Assessment 
District No. 4, to consist of School Districts No. 32 and 5, Hartsville 
and Pond Hollow, respectively ; Assessment District No. 5, to con- 
sist of School Districts No. 28, 10 and 9, Clyde, Kelly Town and 
Black Creek, respectively; Assessment District No. 6, to consist of

“Section 2737. Except in the Counties of Barnwell, Beaufort, 
Charleston, Cherokee, Chester, Darlington and Hampton, the duties 
relative to the valuation, assessment and return of property for taxa- 
tion are hereby devolved upon township boards of assessors, spécial 
boards of assessors for cities and towns, as now provided by law, 
and the county board of equalization which said township and special 
boards shall be appointed every two years by the Governor, upon 
the recommendation of the Members of the General Assembly, from 
the respective counties, or a majority of them and their office shall 
be co-terminal with that of the Governor appointing them, and until 
their successor shall be appointed and qualified, and the chairman 
of each of said board shall be ex officio a member of the county board 
of equalization: Provided, That in Herry, Newberry and Pickens 
Counties, the township and town boards shall be appointed by the 
Auditor: Provided, That in the County of Hampton the township 
board of assessors shall consist of three in each township, who shall 
hold their offices for two years and until their successors shall be 
appointed and qualified. The chairman of each of the township 
boards of assessors, who shall be elected out of their number by the 
members of each of the said township boards, shall constitute the 
boards of equalization for the said county, who shall, with the as- 
sistance of the Auditor of said-county, perform the duties of equali- 
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zation now provided by the general law of this State: Provided, 
That in Berkeley County the County Auditor shall hereafter take 
the annual returns of property: Provided, That, it shall be the duty of 
the said county board of equalization for said county, together with 
the county Auditor as ex officio member, to meet at the county Court 
House on some convenient day fixed by the County Auditor after 
the returns have been taken by the county auditor, and to assess and 
equalize property of said county as between individuals or corpora- 
tions, and shall perform all the duties now required to be performed 
by the county board of equalization under the general law of the 
State: Provided, further, That at the first meeting of said county 
board of equalization they shall organize and elect one of their mem- 
bers as chairman: Provided, further, That one of the days above 
mentioned shall be used by the said board of equalization for the 
purpose of comparing the original returns of property in said county 
with the entries of said property on the books of the county Auditor, 
who shall call a meeting of the board after entries have been made 
on said books for inspection of the same: Provided, That in the Coun- 
ty of Abbeville the board of assessors for the various tax districts 
shall consist of the boards of trustees for the respective school dis- 
tricts, and they shall perform all duties and receive such compen- 
‘sation as is now provided by law for township assessors: Provided, 
That in School District No. 22, in Abbeville County, the board of 
trustees of said school district shall select three of their number to 
perform the duties of tax assessors in said school district: Provided, 
That in the county of Richland the boards of assessors for the 
various tax districts outside of the City of Columbia shall consist 
of the trustees for the respective school districts, and they shall per- 
form all duties and receive such compensation as is now provided 
by law for township or tax district assessors: Provided, further, 
That in the County of Saluda the board of assessors for the various 
tax districts shall consist of the chairman of the board of trustees for 
the respective school districts, and they shall perform all duties and 
receive such compensation as is now provided by law for township 
or tax district assessors: Provided, That there shall be appointed 
by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Legis- 
lative Delegation for Hampton County, one suitable person for each 
school district in Hampton County, residing in such school district, 
who shall be vested with power and authority, and whose duty it 
shall be to report to the board of assessors for Hampton County, 
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before the annual meeting of such board of assessors for Hampton 
County each year, a list of the personal property owned by each per- 
son in such school district represented by them, respectively, includ- 
ing the qualifications of each and every person resident within such 
school district for the payment of poll and road tax, and who shall, 
in addition thereto, report the number of dogs owned by each and 
every person residing within such respective school district : Provided, 
That said school district assessors are hereby empowered to make a 
thorough investigation of all returns, and if same are found by them 
to be incorrect, they are hereby authorized and required to report 
same to the county Auditor, whereupon the county Auditor shall be 
required to enter same upon his books for collection: Provided, 
further, That said school district assessors are hereby authorized 
and required to report any and all land not returned in their re- 
spective districts for taxation to the county auditor, who shall enter 
the same for collection: Provided, further, That the school district 
assessors and the county auditor shall constitute a committee and 
are authorized, empowered and directed to hear any and all com- 
plaints from taxpayers, and if said returns appear to be unjust or 
incorrect, they shall have power to correct same: Provided, further, 
That the said school district assessors shall make their report to the 
County Auditor on or before the first day of May of each year. That 
such persons, when so appointed by the Governor, shall receive as 
compensation for their services, upon the filing of their report to the 
county board of assessors, the sum of five ($5.00) dollars for each 
and every day actually engaged in the discharge of their duty, not 
to exceed five (5) days in any one calendar year. The tenure of office 
of such persons shall be at the pleasure of the Governor, and until 
their successors are appointed and qualified, 

Before entering upon the discharge of their duties, such persons, 
upon their appointment by the Governor, shall qualify by taking the 
oath of office provided for other county and State officers: Provided, 
That the Governor, upon recommendation of the members of the 
General Assembly from Marlboro County, or a majority thereof, 
shall appoint three competent men in each school district in Marlboro 
County, who shall constitute a board of tax assessors, whose duty 
it shall be to equalize and assess all property for taxation as now pro- 
vided by law with the same duty, powers and authority as now 
granted to township boards of assessors by law. The said board of 
assessors in each school district shall elect one of their number chair- 
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man, who <iall preside over their meetings, and the chairman of all 
the school district boards of assessors shall constitute the county 
board of assessors for the purpose of equalizing and assessing the 
property for taxation within the said county with the same duties, 
powers and authority now conferred by law upon the county beard 
of assessors: Provided, That in Florence County there shall be 
appointed for each school district boards of assessors for the equali- 
zation of property, said boards to be appointed and to perform the 
duties as is now provided for by law: Provided, That the Governor 
shall appoint, upon the recommendation of a majority of the Leg- 
islative Delegation, two competent persons in each township of 
Cherokee County, who, with the iownship commissioner from such 
township, shall constitute the township board of assessors.

Said assessors shall receive as compen- 
sation the sum of three dollars per day, for each day actually en- 
gaged in their duties, not to exceed twenty days in each year: Pro- 
vided, That the twenty-seven (27) school districts in Darlington 
County, which constitute the twenty-seven (27) tax districts, be 
divided into nine (9) assessment districts for assessing the property 
of said County for the purpose of taxation; Assessment District No. 
1, to consist of School Districts No. 2, 21 and 7, Darlington, Pal- 
metto and Mechanicsville, respectively; Assessment District No. 2, 
to consist of School Districts No. 14, 30 and 13, Mont Clare, Doves- 
ville and Society Hill, respectively; Assessment District No. 3, to

Section 1. § 3518, 1932 Code, Amended — Bailiffs, 
Court Crier and Jury Drawer, Chesterfield County—Num- 
ber——Pay.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 3518, Volume II, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, be, and the same is hereby amended by adding 
the following provisos at the end of the said Section: Provided, 
further, That not more than two bailiffs, one. court crier, and one 
person to draw the names of Petit Jurors shall be appointed in Ches- 
terfield County. Provided, further, That the presiding Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas or General Sessions of Chesterfield County 
may authorize and direct the appointment of such number of special 
and temporary bailiffs as he may deem necessary. And, provided, 
further, That the said bailiffs and court crier in Chesterfiels County 
shall receive as full compensation for their services the sum of One 
and 50/100 ($1.50) Dollars per day and the person to draw the 
names of petit jurors shall receive the sum of One ($1.00) Dollar 
per day.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of the School Districts 
in Chester County to Establish School Bus Routes, to 
Call for Bids for Drivers to Operate the Same, to Pro- 
vide for the Letting of Contracts With the Approval 
of the County Board of Education in Chester County, 
and to Further Regulate the Same, and to Limit the 
Additional Levy of Special School Taxes. 

Secetion 1. School Trustees Control and Supervise 
School Bus Routes—Contracts with Bus Drivers in Chester 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Board of Trustees of each school district in 
Chester County shall have supervision and control of the school bus 
routes in each district, and, subject to the approval of the County 
Board of Education, shall make contracts with bus owners for the 
transportation of children to school. 

§ 2. Establish Routes—Duration of Contracts.—The 
trustees shall establish the school bus routes and ascertain the ac- 
curate one way mileage of each route. The contracts shall be let by 
the trustees for a period of three (3) years on condition that sat- 
isfactory and acceptable service is rendered under each contract. 

§ 3. Advertise for Bids.—Before any contract is let the 
trustees of each school district shall call for bids, after giving at least 
two (2) full weeks notice of the time and place of the opening of 
the said bids, together with the name, the number and the one way 
mileage of each route under their jurisdiction, and also the amount 
of Public Liability Insurance required; the said notice shall be 
given by posting the same in three (3) conspicuous places in each 
district concerned. The amount of Public Liability Insurance required 
shall be fixed by the County Board of Education, and the Chairman 
of each Board of Trustees shall be advised of the amount thereof by 
the County Board of Education in time to appear in the advertise- 
ment. The bids shall be filed with the chairman of each board of 
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trustees not later than the first Saturday in July of each year in 
which the contracts are to be let, and the bids shall be called for in 
ample time to be filed. 

§ 4. Bids—Let Contracts with Approval of County 
Board.—Each bidder shall submit a sealed bid to the chairman of 
the board of trustees within the limit prescribed in the advertise- 
ment and shall set forth the name, the number and the one way mile- 
age of the route and the amount of bid per month on the route and 
shall be signed by the bidder. Each board of trustees shall have the 
right to reject any and all bids. Each successful bidder shall be 
under the supervision and control of the trustees with whom the con- 
tract is made. The board of trustees in each district concerned shall 
select from among the bids the lowest responsible and acceptable 
bidder and shall recommend said bidder to the County Board of 
Education for approval, and shai! set forth the name, the number 
and the one way mileage of each route, together with the name of 
the bidder approved or selected and his monthly salary. In no case 
shall any contract be valid or legal until approved by the County 
Board of Education. Each successful bidder shall be required to 
carry Liability Insurance in such amount as the County Board of 
Education may determine to have the trustees duly advertise, and 
all such policies must be taken with a company or companies of 
reputable standing and must be filed in the office of the County 
Superintendent of Education on or before the opening day of the 
schools concerned. 

§ 4. Bus—Driver.—Each successful bidder shall be required 
to furnish a good, comfortable and acceptable bus and a chasis cap- 
able of transporting the children to school on time. If the bidder does 
not drive the bus then a driver acceptable to the trustees must be 
furnished : Provided, That nothing in this shall be construed to inter- 
fere with any school district in Chester County participating in State 
aid for transportation, and all routes contracted for by the County 
Board of Education shall be submitted in full description to the 
State Department of Education for approval. 

§ 5. Contractual Rights Limited—No Increase in School 
Levies for Three Years.—No contract under this Act shall be 
made for the payment of any money in excess of the amount of taxes 
available in each school district for bus hire; and all contracts shall 
stipulate that in case the funds are not available for the payment in 
full of the amount due under the contract that the Board of Trustees 
shall have the right to terminate the contract immediately. No addi- 
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tional levy of taxes shall be made in any school district in Chester 
County for special school purposes, or for expenses of transportation, 
or for teachers’ salaries and no special levy shall be increased what- 
soever for and during the next three years from the date of the ap- 
proval of this Act. The Board of Trustees may contract with any 
person in Chester County under the terms of this Act, regardless of 
whether such person resides in the school district. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect ppmeaately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Treasurer 
of Charleston County, South Carolina, to Pay the Sala- 
ries of Charleston County Officers and Employees Dur- 
ing the Monihs of January, February and March of 
Each Year and to Provide for the Borrowing of Suffi- 
cient Funds Therefor by the County Treasurer of 
Charleston County. 


Section 1. Pay Salaries of Charleston County Officers 
and Employees for January, February and March Each 
Year.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That, commencing in the year 1934, the Treasurer 
of Charleston County is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to pay the salaries of Charleston County officers and employees for 
the months of January, February and March of each year, the same 
to be paid upon the usual warrants which said warrants are hereby 
required to be issued. The payment of all salaries of Charleston 
County Officers and employees shall be made upon the basis of 
ninety (90%) per cent of the respective salaries of the preceding 
year as set forth in the Charleston County Supply Act. The amounts 
paid hereunder shall be charged against the respective salaries fixed 
and previded in the County Supply Act for the year of said pay- 
ments, and the balance due each officer and employee shall be paid 
in equal monthly installments after the approval of the County 


Supply Act. 
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§ 2. County Treasurer May Borrow——-Notes—Payment. 
—ZIn the event the Treasurer of Charleston County shall not have 
sufficient funds available to pay the salaries as provided for in Section 
1 of this Act, then the said County Treasurer is hereby authorized 
‘and empowered to borrow upon the credit of the County of Charles- 
ton a sufficient amount of money to meet the requirements of Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act and to issue note or notes for such sums so bor- 
rowed, the same to be paid out of taxes for the current year.

AN ACT to Create a Commission to be Known as the Barn- 
well Athletic and Playground Commission and to De- 
fine its Powers and Duties. 


Section 1. Barnwell Athletic and Playground Commis- 
sion—-Members—Appointment—Term — Vacancies.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There is hereby created a commission to be known as the Barnwell 
Athletic and Playground Commission, to be composed of three (3) 
persons who shall be appointed by the Mayor and who shall hold 
office, respectively, for terms of eight, nine and ten years. The Mayor 
shall designate the length of the term of each appointee; the one 
appointd for the ten-year term shall be the first chairman of the 
said commission. In order to keep the appointment of members of 
the commission out of the field of politics, it is declared to be a 
self-perpetuating commission—that is to say, upon the expiration of 
the term of office of one member of the commission, the remaining 
two members thereof shall select and appoint his successor. Like- 
wise in the event of the death, removal from the vicinity, or resigna- 
tion of any member of the commission, his successor shall be ap- 
pointed by the remaining members of the commission to fill out the 
unexpired term thus created. Upon the conclusion thereof special 
terms herein fixed for the first appointees of the Commission, their 
terms of office shall be for a period of ten years and until their 
successors shall have been named as provided in this Act. 
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§ 2. Intent—Use Convict Labor.—That, inasmuch as 
certain of the parks within the limits of the Town of Barnwell be- 
long to the County, and certain to the Town, while the Athletic 
Field, playgrounds and swimming pool belong to the town, it is the 
intent of this Act to create a co-operative commission to properly: 
care for and supervise all of the parks, playgrounds and the Athletic 
Field and swimming pool, and the Board of Directors of the County 
of Barnwell is hereby specifically authorized to assign such convict 
labor as they deem advisable, upon the request of the commission 
herein created, to perform such work as is required of the com- 
mission. 

§ 3. Powers and Duties.—The said Barnwell Athletic and 
Playground Commission is hereby empowered and directed to take 
and have charge of all public playgrounds, parks, swimming pool, 
Athletic Field, etc., in the Town of Barnwell, to lay down such reg- 
ulations as it deems necessary to promote the health and welfare 
of the entire community. To this end the Commission is specifically 
authorized to lease the Athletic Field for such purposes and upon 
such terms as may be advantageous, to appoint a caretaker for the 
Athletic Field, playgrounds and swimming pool, and grant conces- 
sions on the premises, to clothe the caretaker with police power and 
to provide for general supervision of all sports and recreations that 
may be resorted to and exercised in within the limits of the Town 
of Barnwell. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Eliminate the Fifth Year of the Girl’s High 
School of the City of Charleston, Generally Known as 
the Memminger High School. 

Section 1. Fifth Year of Girl’s High School, City of 
Charleston, Eliminated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That upon the expiration of the 
school year ending in the summer of 1935, the Girl’s High School 
of the City of Charleston, generally known as the Memminger High 
School shall cease thereafter to teach more than four years of high 
school education, and that the completion of the four years high 
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school course, satisfactory to the school authorities of the City of 
Charleston, shall entitle such student of said school to a diploma cer- 
tifying that she has successfully completed the studies outlined by 
the said school. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Any County, Township, City or In- 
corporated Town of the State of South Carolina to Pur- 
chase or Construct a Waterworks System, Water Sup- 
ply System, Sewer System, Sanitary Disposal Equip- 
ment and Appliances, Light Plant or System, Natural 
Gas System, Ice Plants, Power Plants and/or Distribu- 
tion Systems, Gas Plants, Incinerator Plants, Hospitals, 
Piers, Docks, Terminals, Air Ports, Toll Bridges, Fer- 
ries, Drainage Systems, Public Markets, Public Recrea- 
tion Parks, Swimming Pools, Golf Courses and Stadi- 
ums, and in Furtherance Thereof to Purchase or Con- 
struct Any Necessary Part of Any Such System Either 
Within or Without the Limits or Such County, Town- 
ship, City, or Incorporated Town, as the Case May Be: 
and to Authorize Any County, Twnship, City or Incor- 
porated Town of the State of South Carolina Now or 
Hereafter Owning and Operating Any Such System or 
Plant to Improve, Enlarge, Extend or Repair the 
Same: and for Any Such Purpose or Purposes to Au- 
thorize Any Such County, Township, City or Incor- 
porated Town to Issue Revenue Bonds Payable Solely 
from the Revenues Derived from the Operation of Any 
Such System, Project or Systems: to Regulate the Is- 
suance, Sale, Retirement, and Refunding of Such 
Bonds and of Other Matters in Connection Therewith: 
to Regulate the Use of the Revenues of Such System or 
Systems When Such Bonds are Issued or Outstanding: 
to Provide for the Operation of Any Such System or 
Systems in Case of Deficiencies in Such Revenues, and 
for Other Purposes. 
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Section 1. Sub-Divisions of the State May Purchase, 
Construct, and/or Improve Waterworks Systems, Water 
Supply Systems, Sewer Systems, Sanitary Disposal Equip- 
ment, Light Plants, Natural Gas Systems, Ice Plants, Power 
Plants, Gas Plants, Incinerator Plants, Hospitals, Piers, 
Docks, Terminals, Air Ports, Toll Bridges, Ferries, Drainage 
' Systems, Public Markets, Public Recreation Parks, Swim- 
ming Pools, Golf Courses and Stadiums—“System” Defined. 
' —Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That any county, township, city or incorporated town of 
the State of South Carolina is authorized to purchase or construct 
a waterworks system, water supply system, sewer system, sanitary 
disposal equipment and appliances, light plant or system, natural gas 
system, ice plants, power plants and/or distribution systems, gas 
plants, incinerator plants, hospitals, piers, docks, terminals, air ports, 
toll bridges, ferries, drainage systems, public markets, public recrea- 
tion parks, syimming pools, golf courses and stadiums, and in 
furtherance thereof to purchase or construct any necessary part of 
any such system either within or without the limits of such county, 
or the corporate limits of such city or incorporated town, and any 
county, township, city or incorporated town of the State of South 
Carolina which may now or hereafter own and operate any such 
system is authorized to improve, enlarge, extend or repair the same. 
The work system as used in this Act shall include all of the projects 
and undertakings referred to in this section. 

§ 2. Cumulative—Alternate Method.—This Act shall be 
construed as cumulative authority for the purposes named in Section 
1 hereof, and as to the manner and form of issuing revenue bonds 
for any such purpose or purposes, and shall not be construed to re- 
peal any existing laws with respect thereto, it being the purpose and 
intention of this Act to create an additional and alternate method 
for the purposes herein named. 

§ 3. “Borrower” Defined.—-The word “borrower” as used in 
this Act shall be construed to mean the county, township, city or 
incorporated town, as the case may be, operating under this Act. 

§ 4. “Borrowing Body” Defined.—The term “governing 
body” as used in this Act shall be construed to mean, in the case of 
a county, the Board of County Commissioners, or other like gov- 
erning body thereof, in the case of a city or incorporated town, the 
Board of Commissioners, the Mayor and Council, or other like 
governing body thereof, and in the case of a township the Board of 
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County Commissioners, or the governing body of the County in 
which the township is located. 

§ 5. Make Estimate of System.— Whenever the governing 
body of any borrower shall determine to purchase, construct, im- 
prove, enlarge, extend, or repair any system named in Section 1 
under the provisions of this Act, it shall first cause an estimate to 
be made of the cost thereof, and the fact that such estimate has 
been made and the amount thereof shall appear in the ordinance 
authorizing and providing for the issuance of the bonds. 

§ 6. Powers of Borrower—Ordinances—Resolutions.— 
For the purposes of this Act any borrower is authorized to adopt 
ordinances providing for the issuance of revenue bonds as herein 
stated, and any and all other appropriate ordinances and resolutions 
deemed necessary to effectuate the full intent and purpose of this 
Act, including the segregation of revenues derived from the opera- 
tion of any project named in Section 1 hereof, the determination, 
fixation and revision from time to time of rates to be charged for 
services, and any and all other necessary ordinances and resolutions 
to protect the properties, to provide for the adequate operation there- 
of, and to insure the security of the bonds. Provided, However, That 
in the case of counties and townships the style of any ordinance or 
resolution adopted under this Act shall be the same as is provided 
by the laws of the State in the case of cities, and the manner of 
adoption thereof shall be as is provided in the general laws of the 
State for cities. The amendment of such ordinances and resolutions 
of counties shall’be as is provided by the general laws of the State 
for amendment of ordinances of cities. Such ordinances and resolu- 
tions of counties shall be recorded in the minutes of the governing 
body thereof as soon as practicable after their passage and shall be 
authenticated by the signature of the clerk of such governing body. 
Any such ordinances or resolutions of counties may be published in 
a newspaper of general circulation in such ceunty. 

§ 7. May Borrow—Issue Bonds—Bonds—Payment.— 
For the purpose of defraying the cost of purchasing, constructing, 
improving, enlarging, extending or repairing any such system or 
project, any borrower may borrow money and issue its negotiable 
serial bonds, provided that no such bonds shall be issued unless and 
until authorized by an ordinance which shall set forth a brief de- 
scription of the contemplated improvement, the estimated cost thereof, 
the amount, maximum rate of interest, time and place of payment 
and other details in connection with the issuance of the bonds. Such 
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serial bonds shall bear interest at not more than six per cent (6%) 
per annum, payable semi-annually, and shall be payable at such 
times, not exceeding forty-five (45) years from their date, and at 
such places as shall be prescribed in the ordinance providing for 
their issuance. The bonds and the coupons shall be executed in such 
manner and shall be substantially in the form provided in the au- 
thorizing ordinance. Such bonds:shall be sold in such manner and up- 
on sttch terms as the governing body: shall deem for the best interests 
of the borrower. In no event shall any of the bonds be sold on a basis 
to yield more than six per cent (6%) per annum from the date of 
sale to the date of average maturity of the bonds solid. Provided, 
however, That in any contract for the purchase or construction of 
any system or project named in Section I, or for the improvement, 
enlargement, extension or repair of any such system or project pro- 
vision may be made that payment therefor shall be made in such 
bonds. Such bonds and their coupons may be made payable in lawful 
money of the United States of America, or in gold coin of the stand- 
ard weight and fineness existing on the date thereof. Such bonds 
shall mature annually, or semi-annually and the first installment 
thereof shall be made payable not more than five (5) years from the 
date of stich bonds. No such installment shall be more than two and 
one-half times as great in amount as the smallest prior installment 
of the same issue. If all of the bonds of an issue are not issued at 
the same time, the bonds at any one time outstanding shall mature 
as aforesaid. The principal of and interest upon such bonds shall 
be payable solely from the revenue derived from the operation of 
the system or project for the purchase, construction, improvement, 
enlargement, extension, or repair of which the same are issued; Pro- 
vided, however, ‘That where a borrower improves, enlarges, extends, 
or repairs any system or project named in Section I the principal of 
and interest upon such bonds may be made payable from the revenues 
derived from the operation of the entire system or project. No bond 
or coupon issued pursuant to this Act shall constitute an indebtedness 
of stich borrower within the meaning of any State constitutional pro- 
vision or statutory limitation. It shall be plainly stated on the face 
of each such bond and coupon that the same has been issued under 
the provisions of this Act and that it does not constitute an in- 
debtedness of such borrower within any State constitutional pro- 
vision or statutory limitation. Provided, however, That any mu- 
nicipality now or hereafter owning and operating a system or project 
named in Section I, whether constructed under the provisions of this 
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Act or not, and desiring to improve, enlarge, extend or repair the 
same, may issue revenue bonds under the provisions of this Act to 
pay for such improvements, enlargements, extensions or repairs, 
payable from the net revenues to be derived from the operation of 
the existing system or project as improved, enlarged, extended or 
repaired, but nothing in this proviso shall be construed as authoriz- 
ing any such municipality to impair or commit a breach of the ob- 
ligation of any valid lien or contract created or entered into by it, 
the intention hereof being to authorize the pledging, setting aside 
and segregation of such revenues for the construction of such im- 
provements, enlargements, extensions or repairs only where con- 
sistent with outstanding obligations of such municipality. 

§ 8. Bond Holders Have Lien on System.—There shall 
be created in the authorizing ordinance a statutory lien upon any 
such system or project, and the appurtenances and extensions thereto 
so to be purchased, constructed, improved, enlarged, extended or re- 
paired, to and in favor of the holders of said bonds and each of them 
and to and in favor of the holders of the coupons of said bonds, 
and each of them. Provided, however, That where any borrower 
purchases, constructs, improves, enlarges, extends or repairs any 
system or project named in Section I, said statutory lien may be 
created and declared to be upon the whole of such combined system 
or project with appurtenances and extensions thereto, if the gov- 
erning body so determines. ‘ 

§ 9. Enforcement of Lien of Bond Holders.—Such sys- 
tem project or combined system so purchased constructed, improved, 
enlarged, extended or repaired shall remain subject to said statutory 
lien until payment in full of the principal of and interest upon said 
bonds. Any holder of any of said bonds or of any of the coupons 
representing interest accrued thereon, may, either at law or in equity, 
by suit, action, mandamus, or other proceedings, protect and enforce 
said statutory lien, and may, by suit, action, mandamus, or other 
proceedings, enforce and compel performance of all duties of the 
officials of the borrower, including the fixing of sufficient rates, the 
collection of revenues, the proper segregation of the revenues of the 
project or combined system, and the proper application thereof. 
Provided, however, That said statutory lien shall not be construed to 
give any such bond or coupon holder authority to compel the sale 
of such project or combined system or any part thereof. 

§ 10. Receiver—Appointment—Duties and Powers.— 
If there be any default in the payment of the principal of or in- 
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terest upon any of said bonds, any court having jurisdiction in any 
proper action may appoint a receiver to administer and operate the 
system, project or combined system so encumbered on behalf of the 
borrower with power to fix and charge rates and collect revenues 
sufficient to provide for the payment of any bonds or other obliga- 
tions outstanding against said systems or combined system and for 
the payment of the expenses of operating and maintaining the same 
and to apply the income and revenues of said system, project or 
combined system in conformity with this Act and the ordinance pro- 
viding for the issuance of such bonds. 

§ 11. Limitations of Bonds.—The bonds authorized hereun- 
der shall not be subject to any limitations or provisions of the mu- 
nicipal bond code or the bond laws for counties as now in force or 
hereafter amended. 

§ 12. Bonds Legal Investments.—Bonds issued under the 
provisions of this Act are legal investments for executors, admin- 
istrators, trustees and other fiduciaries and for savings banks and 
insurance companies organized under the laws of this State. 

-§ 13. Bonds Tax Exempted.—The bonds and interest cou- 
pons issued hereunder are hereby exempted from any and all State, 
County, municipal and other taxaticn whatsoever under the laws of 
the State of South Carolina, and it shall be plainly stated on the 
face of each such bond as follows: “The principal of and interest 
on this bond are exempted from any and all State, county and mu- 
nicipal and other taxation whatsoever under the laws of the State 
of South Carolina.” 

§ 14. Bonds Negotiable.—Such bonds shall have all the 
qualities of negotiable instruments under the law merchant and the 
negotiable instruments law. 

§ 15. Deposit Proceeds from Bonds.—The governing 
body, where practicable, shall require that the proceeds of the sale 
of bonds issued under the provisions of this Act be deposited in a 
special account or accounts in a bank or banks which are members 
of the Federal Reserve System, and shall require, insofar as prac- 
ticable, that each such deposit be secured by United States Govern- 
ment securities having an aggregate market value at least equal to 
the sum at the time on deposit, or in any event, the proceeds shall 
be deposited in some bank or other depository, either within or 
without the State, which will secure such deposit satisfactorily to 
said governing body. 
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§ 16. Use of Proceeds from Bonds.—All moneys received 
from any such bonds shall be used solely for the purchase, con- 
struction, improvement, enlargement, extension or repair of the 
system, project or combines system for which issued, including 
any engineering, legal and other expenses incident thereto ; Provided, 
however, That such moneys may be used also to advance the payment 
of the interest on such bonds during the first three (3) years fol- 
lowing the date of such bonds. Provided, That any unexpended bal- 
ance of the proceeds of the sale of any such bonds remaining after 
the completion of the project for which issued: shall be paid im- 
mediately into the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund for such 
bonds, and the same shall be used only for the payment of the 
principal of the bonds, or, in the alternative, to acquire outstanding 
bonds of the general issue from which the proceeds were derived, 
by purchase of such bonds at a price (exclusive of accrued inter- 
est) not exceeding the face amount thereof. Any bonds so acquired 
by purchase shall be cancelled and shall not be reissued. 

§ 17. Undelivered Bonds Executed by Ex-Officers 
Valid.—In case any of the officers whose signatures or counter- 
signatures appear on the bonds or coupons shall cease to be such 
officers before delivery of such bonds, such signatures or counter- 
signatures shall never theless be valid and sufficient for all purposes 
the same as if they had remained in office until such delivery. 

§ 18. Payment for Service by Borrower.—No free service 
shall be furnished by any such system or combined system to the 
county, township, city or incorporated town or to any agency, instru- 
mentality, person, firm or corporation, The reasonable cost and © 
value of any service rendered ta any such borrower by any ‘such 
system, project or combined system shall be charged against the 
borrower and shall be paid for monthly as the service accrues from 
the current funds, or from the proceeds of taxes which such bor- 
rower, within constitutional limitations, is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to levy in an amount sufficient for that purpose, and stich 
funds, when so paid, shall be accounted for in the same manner as 
other revenues of such system or comhined system. 

§ 19. Additional Bonds.—Any borrower purchasing, con- 
structing, improving, enlarging or repairing any such system, project 
or combined system pursuant to the provisions of this Act, may, at 
the time of the authorization of such bonds for any such purpose 
or purposes, provide in the authorizing ordinance for additional 
bonds for other extensions and permanent improvements, which ad- 
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ditional bonds may be issued and be negotiated from time to time 
as such proceeds for such purpose may be necessary. Such bonds, 
when so negotiated, shall have equal standing with the bonds of the 
same issue. 

§ 20. Revenue [.efunding Bonds.—Where a borrower has 
outstanding any bonds issued under the provisions of this Act, it may 
thereafter issue and negotiate new bonds on such terms as the gov- 
erning body shall deem advisable for the purpose of providing for 
the payment of any such outstanding bonds. Such new bonds shall 
be designated “revenue refunding bonds”, and shall be secured to 
the same extent and shall have the same source of payment as 
the bonds which have been thereby refunded. 


§ 21. Rates for Service.—Rates for services furnished by 
any such system or combined system shal! be fixed precedent to the 
issuance of the bonds. Such rates shall be sufficient to provide for 
the payment of the interest upon and the principal of all such bonds 
as and when the same become due and payable, to create a Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund therefor, to provide for the payment 
of the expenses of administration and operation and such expenses 
for maintenance of the system or combined system necessary to pre- 
serve the. same in good repair and working order, to build up a 
reserve for depreciation of the existing system, project or combined 
system, and to build up a reserve for improvements, betterments 
and extensions to the existing system, project or combined system 
other than those necessary to maintain the same in good repair and 
working order as hereinbefore in this Section provided. Such rates 
shall be fixed and revised from time to time so as to produce these 
amounts, and the governing body shall covenant and agree in the 
ordinance authorizing the issuance of such bonds, and on the face 
of each bond at all times to maintain such rates for services furnished 
by such system, project or combined system as shall be sufficient 
to provide for the foregoing. 

§ 22. Bond and Interest Redemption Fund—Operation 
and Maintenance Fund—Depreciation Fund—Contingent 
Fund.—In the authorizing ordinance the governing body of the 
‘borrower shall set aside monthly (or oftener if deemed advisable) 
and shall pledge the gross revenues of the system, project or com- 
bined system into separate and special funds as follows: Out of 
the gross revenues there shall be first set aside a sum sufficient to 
' pay the principal of and the interest upon the bonds as and when 
‘the same become due and payable. In the event that the gross rev- 
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erues of any calendar, operating or fiscal year, shall be insufficient 
‘to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds maturing in any 
such calendar, operating, or fiscal year, then an additional amount 
sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on such bonds outstand- 
ing and unpaid shall be set aside out of the gross revenues of the 
-next succeeding calendar, operating, or fiscal year and applies to the 
payment of the principal of and interest on such outstanding and 
unpaid bonds. This fund shall be designated ‘Bond and Interest 
Redemption Fund”. Out of the remaining gross revenues there shall 
be next set aside a sum sufficient to provide for the payment of all 
expenses of administration, operation, and such expenses for main- 
tenance as may be necessary to preserve the system or combined 
system in good repair and working order. This fund shall be des- 
ignated “Operation and Maintenance Fund”. Out of the remaining 
gross revenues there shall be next set aside a sum sufficient to build 
up a reserve for depreciation of the existing system or combined 
system. This fund shall be designated “Depreciation Fund”. Out of 
the remaining gross revenues there shall be next set aside a sum 
sufficient to build up a reserve for improvements, betterments and 
extensions to the existing system, project or combined system other 
than these necessary to maintain the same in good repair and working 
order as hereinbefore provided for. This fund shall be designatee 
“Contingent! Fund.” Any surplus revenues thereafter remaining 
Shall be disposed of by the governing body of the borrower as it 
may determine from time to time to be for the best interest of the 
borrower, Provided, However, That in the segregation and separa- 
tion of said gross revenues into the several funds in this Section 
stated, the governing body may prescribe a reasonable excess amount 
to be placed in the Bond and interest Redemption Fund from time 
to time during the earlier years of maturities of such bonds as 
thereby to produce and provide a cushion fund to meet any possible 
deficiencies therein in maturities of future years, and in the event 
that such excess amounts are thus provided, provision may be made 
in the ordinance for the scaling down of the amounts of such future 
years in the event the surplus so provided in the earlier years may 
then be found to have been accumulated and to be available. Bonds 
issued under the provisions of this Act shall be payable solely from 
the revenues in said Bond and Interest Redemption Fund. 

§ 23. Payment Expenses of Operation or Maintenance. 
—Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prohibit the borrower 
from appropriating and using any part of its available income or 
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revenues derived from any source other than from the operation of 
such system, project or combined system in paying any immediate 
expenses of operation or maintenance of any such system, project 
or combined system, but nothing in this Act shall be construed to 
require the borrower to do so. 

’ § 24. Custodian of Gross Revenues—Trust Funds.— 
The governing body of the borrower shall designate as custodian of 
the gross revenues from the operation of the system or combined 
system a bank or trust company duly qualified and doing business 
within the State of South Carolina, which shall be satisfactory to 
the governing body of such borrower. The Bank or trust company 
shall signify its acceptance of such custodianship by a written in- 
strument directed to the governing body of the borrower. All funds 
from time to time derived from the operation of such system, proj- 
ect or combined system, or funds of the borrower supplemental to 
the Operation and Maintenance Fund, the Depreciation Fund and/or 
Contingent Fund shall be deposited by such borrower with such 
bank or trust company and be set apart by such bank or trust com- 
pany pursuant to written instructions from such borrower into the 
appropriate fund or funds designated in Section 22 of this Act. ° 
Each and all of said designated funds from time to time held by such 
bank or trust company shall be impressed with a trust for the 
benefit of the person or persons entitled thereto. 

§ 25. Year Basis.—The ordinance authorizing the issuance 
of such bonds shall definitely determine whether such system, proj- 
ect or combined system shall be operated upon a calendar, operating 
or fiscal year basis, and the dates of the beginning and ending of 
same. : 

§ 26. Surplus in Operation and Maintenance Fund— 
Disposition.—I{ any surplus shall be accumulated in the Opera- 
tion and Maintenance Fund which shall be equal to the cost of 
operating and maintaining such system, project or combined system 
during the remainder of the calendar, operating or fiscal year, as pro- 
vided by the authorizing ordinance, and the cost of operating and 
maintaining suck system project or cornbined system during the suc- 
ceeding like calendar, operating or fiscal year, any such surplus 
may be transferred at any time by the governing body to the De- 
preciation Fund, Contingent Fund, or to the Bond and Interest Re- 
demption Fund.

§ 28. Surplus in Contingent Fund—Disposition.—I{ 
any surplus shall be accumulated in the Contingent Fund over and 
above that which the governing body shall find may be necessary 
for reasonable and proper improvements, betterments, and exten- 
sions to the existing system or combined system during the present 
calendar, operating or fiscal year and the next ensuing calendar, 
operating or fiscal year, any such excess may be transferred to the 
Bond and Interest Redemption Fund or may be applied, in so far 
as possible, in the purchase or retirement of outstanding bonds issued 
under the provisions of this Act, and for that purpose the govern- 
ing body is authorized to purchase such bonds not due in the open 
market at not more than the fair market value thereof. Where such 
bonds are purchased for investment the income from such investment 
shall be carried into the Contingent Fund. 

§ 29. Regulation of Rates—Franchise—No Effect on 
State Board of Health.—Rates charged for services furnished by 
any system or combined system purchased, constructed, improved, en- 
larged, extended or repaired under the provisions of this Act shall 
not be subject to supervision or regulation by any State bureau, 
board, commission or other like instrumentality or agency thereof, 
and it shall not be necessary for any borrower operating urider the 
provisions of this Act to obtain any franchise or other permit from 
any State bureau, board, commission or other instrumentality there- 
of in order to construct, improve, enlarge, extend or repair any 
system or combined system named in this Act. Provided, however, 
That the functions, powers and duties of the State Board of Health 
shall remain unaffected by this Act. 

§ 30. Books and Accounts—Annual Report—lInspec- 
tion.—Any borrower issuing revenue bonds under the provisions 
of this Act shall install and maintain proper books of record and 
account (separate entirely from other records and accounts of such 
borrower) in which full and correct entries shall be made of all deal- 
ings or transactions of or in relation to the properties, business and 
affairs of the system or combined system. The governing body of 
such borrower, not later than three months after the close of any 
calendar, operating or fiscal year, shall cause to be prepared a bal- 
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ance sheet and an income and surplus account, showing respectively, 
in reasonable detail the financial condition of the system or combined 
system at the close of such preceding calendar, operating or fiscal 
year and the financial operations thereof during such year. Said bal- - 
ance sheets and income and surplus accounts shall at all reasonable 
times during usual business hours be open to examination and in- 
spection by any taxpayer, user of the services furnished by the sys- 
tem, or any holder of bonds issued under the provisions of this Act 
or anyone acting for or on behalf of such taxpayer, user of the serv- 
ices of the system, or bondholder. 

§ 31. Pay Bonds Before Maturities.—The governing body 
of the borrower authorizing bonds under the provisions of this Act 
may make provision for any of such bonds to be called for payment 
on any interest payment date before maturity provided the bor- 
rower shall have on hand in its Bond and Interest Redemption Fund 
sufficient moneys not otherwise appropriated or pledged, in excess of 
the interest and principal requirements within the next two suc- 
ceeding calendar, operating, or fiscal years. 

§ 32. No Effect on Existing Contracts and Liens.—Noth- 
ing in this Act shall be construed as authorizing any borrower to 
impair or commit a breach of the obligation of any valid lien or 
contract created or entered into by it, the intention hereof being to 
authorize the pledging, setting aside and segregation of gross rev- 
enues only where consistent with outstanding obligations of stuch 
borrower. 

§ 33. Issue Bonds without Election or Notice.—This

vided for herein without submitting the proposition for the approval 
of same to the voters of the borrower. Where bonds are authorized

§ 35. State Bond Commissioner—Duties—Time to Test 
Validity of Bonds.—For the protection of purchasers of any 
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bonds authorized pursuant to the provisions of this Act, the Attorney’ 
General is hereby made Ex-officio Bond Commissioner of the State 
of South Carolina. It shall be the duty of such Bond Commissioner 
to prepare uniform forms and prescribe a method of procedure 
under the laws of the State in all cases hwere it is desired to issue 
said bonds in any county, township, city or incorporated town of. 
the State of South Carolina; and it shall be the further duty of 
said Bond Bommissioner to examine into and pass upon any of said 
bonds so issued, and said bonds, when declared by the certificate

AN ACT to Provide for Returns for Taxation, to Promote 
and Encourage the Early Payment Thereof, to Provide 
for the Payment of Delinquent Taxes and Taxes As- 
sessed for the Year 1933 and Succeeding Years in In- 
stallments in Allendale County. 


Section 1. Time to Make Return for Taxation, Allen- 
dale County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Commencing with the year 1933 and continuing 
thereafter, in Allendale County, all returns of real and personal 
property for purposes of taxation which are now required to be 
made on or before the 1st day of March, and all returns for pur-

§ 2. Discounts Allowed on Taxes.—That upon all taxes

Section 1. State or Any of Its Political Sub-Divisions 
May Borrow for Divers Public Purposes—-Issue Notes, 
Bonds, etc.—Payment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The State of South Carolina, the 
Counties, municipalities, cities, incorporated towns, school districts, 
and all political sub-divisions of the State are authorized and em- 
powered to borrow from the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
under provisions of law now governing its operations or under such 
regulations and/or provisions of law as may hereafter be promul- 
gated or enacted in respect thereto, or from any other agency of the 
United States Government or from any source funds for the con- 
struction or purchase or carrying out of any projects that are need- 
ful in the public interest, and for the purpose of funding and/or re- 
tiring existing indebtedness, and/or for current operating expenses. 
The governing body of the respective counties, municipalities, cities, 
incorporated towns, school districts and political sub-divisions of the 
State are hereby severally authorized and empowered to issue notes, 
bonds, or such other evidence of indebtedness, under such terms and 
conditions as may be acceptable to and/or required by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation or other agency of the United States 
of America or by the agency of the source from which such loans 
may be obtained and, for the purpose of paying the principal and 
interest on any such loan to pledge, if for the construction or pur-_ 
chase or carrying out of any project that is needful in the public in- 
terest, the revenues from any such project and/or any other reve- 
nues available; and if, for the purpose of funding and/or retiring 
existing indebtedness and/or for current operating expenses, to 
pledge the incoming taxes of the county, municipality, city, incor-

authority of this Act shall not be at a rate in excess of six per cent. 
per annum payable semi-annually; and no obligation issued pursuant

§ 3. Governing Bodies Designated.—The Governing body 
of the County is declared to be County Commissioners, or that body 
by whatever name called whose duties are most similar to the duties 
ordinarily defined by law for County Commissioners. The governing 
body of the school districts is declared to be the Board of School 
Trustees. Obligations of School District Contracts under the terms 
of this Act, in addition to being executed as directed herein, shall 
be attested or countersigned by the Treasurer of the County in which 
the school district lies. If the school district be partly in one county 
and partly in another then by the Treasurer of both counties. 

The governing body of the municipality, city or incorporated town 
is declared to be that body vested under the law with authority to 
utdain and establish ordinances in and for such municipality, city or 
incorporated town. 

The governing body of other political units or political sub-divi- 
sions named or embraced in the terms of this Act is declared to be 
the body charged with the duty of making its contracts or perform- 
ing the executive duties thereof.

Color Scheme, Trade-Name, Trade-Mark, or Markings 
on Any Building or Equipment of Any Marketer of 
Liquid Fuels; and for Other Purposes. 

Section 1. Deception in Storage, Selling or Offering for 
Sale Liquid Fuels, Lubricating Oils, Greases, Etz., Pro- 
hibited.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That no person, firm or corporation shall store, sell 
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offer or expose for sale any liquid fuels, lubricating oils, greases or 
other similar products in any manner whatsoever which may deceive 
tend to deceive or have the effect of deceiving the purchaser of said 
products as to the nature, quality or quantity of the products so sold, 
exposed or offered for sale. 

§ 2. Storage, Selling or Offering for Sale such Products 
from Containers, Pumps, Etc.—That no person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall keep, expose or offer for sale, or sell any liquid fuels, 
lubricating oils, greases or other similar products from any con- 
tainer, tank, pump or other distributing device other than those 
manufactured or distributed by the manufacturer or distributor in- 
dicated by the name, trade-mark, symbol, sign or other distinguish- 
ing mark or device appearing upon said tank, container, pump or 
other distributing device in which said products were sold, offered 
for sale or distributed. 

§ 3. Disguising Buildings or Equipment by Imitating 
Designs, Etc., of Recognized Oils, Etc.—That no person, firm 

‘or corporation shall disguise or camouflage his or their buildings, 
and/or own equipment, by imitating the design, symbol, trade-name 
of the equipment under which recognized brands of liquid fuels, 
lubricating oils and similar products are generally marketed, 

§ 4. Selling under Wrong Trade-Mark, Etc.—That no per- 
son, firm or corporation shall expose or offer for sale or sell under 
any trade-mark, trade-name or name or other distinguishing mark 
any liquid fuels, lubricating oils, greases or other similar products 
other than those manufactured or distributed by. the manufacturer 
or distributor marketing such products under such trade-name, trade- 
mark or name or other distinguishing mark. 

§ 5. Mixing, Blending or Compounding Products—Sale. 
—That no person, firm or corporation shall mix, blend or com- 
pound the liquid fuels, lubricating oils, greases or similar products 
of the manufacturer or distributor with the products of any other 
manufacturer or distributor or adulterate the same, and expose or 
offered for sale or sell such mixed, blended or compounded products 
under the trade-name, trade-mark or name or other distinguishing 
mark of either of said manufacturers or distributors, or as the 
adulterated products of such manufacturer or distributor: Provided, 
however, That nothing herein shall prevent the lawful owner thereof 
from applying its own trade-mark, trade-name or symbol to any 
product or material.

Sell Attached Personal Property Likely to 
Deteriorate or Keeping Thereof Expensive before Judg-

erty under process of attachment and the defendant or other in- 
tervening party claiming the same fails to replevy such property 
within sixty (60) days after such property has been attached or 
seized by said officer, and such property remains in the hands of 
such officer and is either, of a perishable nature, liable to deteriorate 
in value or where the keeping of the same is attended with consider-_

Carolina for 1932 be amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: and Provided, further, That where any of the books of 
registration of any county have been, prior to December 1, 1932, lost 
or destroyed, if the list as prepared by the Jury Commissioners con- 
tains at least one-third of the qualified male electors of such county 
as shown by the books available to the Commissioners at the time 
of the preparation of such list, this shall in all such cases be deemed 
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a full compliance with this Act;”’ so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

Section 608. The said county auditor, county treasurer, and the 
clerk of Court of Common Pleas of each county shall in the month 
of December of each year, prepare a list of stich qualified male 
electors, under the provisions of the Constitution, between the ages 
of twenty-one and sixty-five years, of good moral character, of their 
respective counties, as they may deem otherwise well qualified to 
serve as jurors, being persons of sound judgment and free from all 
legal exceptions, which list shall include not less than one from 
every three of such qualified male electors under the provisions of 
the Constitution, between the ages of twenty-one and sixty-five years 
and of good moral character, to be selected without regard to whether 
such persons live within five miles or more than five miles from the 
court house: Provided, That in the County of Newberry said list

AN ACT to Amend Section 1751 of the Criminal Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1932, by Adding a Proviso Re- 
lating to the Use of Gill Nets in Clear Water Streams. 


Section 1. § 1751, 1932 Code, Amended—Use of Gill 
Nets in Clear Water Streams.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 1751, the 
Criminal Code of Laws for South Carolina, 1932, be amended by 
striking out all of the last proviso to said section and insert in lieu 
thereof the following, so that said section, when so amended, shall 
read as follows: 

“Section 1751. For the purpose of this section the following 
classifications shall be recognized: 
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(a) Domestic Game Birds.—Blackbirds, Pheasants, doves, part- 
ridge (quail), and wild turkeys. (b) Destructive Birds—Eagles, 
buzzards, crows, Cooper’s hawk, duck hawk, English sparrows, great 
horned owl, jaybirds, loggerheads and sharp-shinned hawk. (c) Game 
Animals——Deer, fox, mink, muskrats, opossums, otter, rabbits, rac- 
coons, skunk and squirrels. (d) Game Fish.—Jackfish or pickerel, 
pike, black bass or pond trout, striped bass or rockfish, warmouth, 
red belly bream, copperfaced or ball faced bream, yellow-belly perch, 
sun perch, redfin trout, flyer, crappie, rock bass, goggle eye and 
white perch. (e) The open season for hunting domestic game, birds 
and animals in South Carolina shall be from Thanksgiving Day to 
March Ist, inclusive, except that deer (bucks only) may be hunted 
from August 15th to January Ist, inclusive; and that raccoon and 
opossums may be hunted from September Ist, to March Ist; Pro- 
vided, Between September lst and Thanksgiving Day rabbits may be 
hunted without firearms, and squirrels may be hunted without dogs. 
‘The trapping or snaring of quail or wild turkeys is absolutely pro- 
hibited, except as provided for scientific or propagating purposes: 
Provided, That the bag limit for quail and partridge shall be fifteen 
per day to the hunter: Provided, That the bag limit for wild turkeys 
shall be two per day and a total of twenty per season to the hunter, 
but no wild turkey shall at any time be shot from any natural or 
artificial blind or hiding place when lured by bait. And Provided, 
further, That the open season for shooting squirrels in York County 
shall open on the first day of November of each and every year, 
instead of on the first day of September on each and every year, 
and the closing of the season shall be as is now provided by law. ‘The 
bag limit for squirrels shall be fifteen (15) per day; Provided, That 
the open season for shooting quail or partridges in York, Green- 
ville, Chester and Fairfield Counties shall open on Thanksgiving Day, 
in each year, and close on the first day of February of each suc- 
ceeding year; Provided, further, That there shall be no trapping of 
quail in Edgefield County for any purpose, and the open season for 
the hunting of quail in said county shall begin on Thanksgiving 
Day in each year and close on the 15th day of February of each 
succeeding year. (f) Destructive Animals—Foxes and wild cats 
may be killed by owners and officers of the Jaw upon their holdings. 
and without license at any time. Provided, Raccoons and squirrels 
may be killed by owners of crops from July 15th, if such animals are 
destroying said crops. (g) All domestic birds not named above are 
non-game birds, and shall not be destroyed in any way at any time.

(h) The catching of game fish shall be with hook and line only in 
all clear water streams and waters of the State. (i) Gill nets (not 
to extend more than half-way across a stream, lake, or pond), traps, 
seines, trotlines or other device which does not block the passage of 
fish in streams may be used in the muddy streams of the State ex- 
cept in the Counties of Anderson, Greenville, Oconee and Pickens: 
Provided, further, They be not used within one hundred (100) 
yards of the mouth of the clear water stream emptying into the 
same: and Provided, further, Gill nets not to extend more than half- 
way across a stream, lake or pond, may be used from November ist, 
to March Ist, inclusive, which said nets shall not be placed closer 
than one hundred (100) yards to any other net. No traps, nets or 
other devices shall be used at the mouth or inside of any rice field 
ditches. Provided, That the open season for hunting quai! in Chester- 
field County shall remain as now provided by law.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2810, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, in Regard to the Deposit of Public 
Funds of Darlington County, and to Fix the Bond of 
the County Treasurer. 
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Section 1. § 2810, 1932 Code, Amended—Deposit Pub- 
lic Funds—Bond of Treasurer, Darlington County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 2810, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be amended by 
striking out sub-division 1 thereof, and by inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: 

“Sub-division 1: All public funds of the County of Darlington 
(except such funds as may be in the hands of any officer or of- 
ficers as a sinking fund) shall be deposited by the custodian thereof 
in one or more of the banking institutions in said County at the 
highest rate of interest obtainable. Provided, That each bank which 
receives any of such ftnds for deposit shall execute in favor of the 
County an indemnity bond (either personal or corporate), or pledge 
collateral to the amount conditioned to pay the County any and all 
loss or damage that it may sustain by reason of any such deposit. All 
such bonds or security offered to be made or pledged shall first be 
approved by the County Board of Directors and the County At- 
torney. Provided, 'That upon the failure or refusal of any bank to 
comply with the conditions of this Act.all County officers or persons 
having in possession funds of the County of Darlington shall turn 
over such funds to the County Treasurer of Darlington County each 
day as collected or received. The County Treasurer shall receipt the 
officers or persons for all sums so paid over to him at the time they 
are paid. 

The County Treasurer shall place all moneys in the vaults in his 
office or in stich place of safety as may be determined by County 
Board of Directors. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to carry fire 
and burglary insurance on all such sums or valuables held by him in 
his vault as may be approved by the County Board of Directors and 
County Attorney, but his official bond shall not be liable for the loss 
thereof occurring without some malfeasance in office on his part. 
The County Treasurer may deposit a sum of not exceeding Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars in one bank of the County for the 
purpose of checking and paying small obligations of said County 
when he may deem it necessary. 

The County Treasurer shall keep a special book for entering these 
amount as they are deposited to the credit of the several County 
officers which shali show all of these receipts item by item.

AN ACT to Amend Section 436, Code of Laws of South Car- 
olina, 1932, so as to Provide for the Service of Process 
on Persons Imprisoned in the Penitentiary and Luna- 
tics Confined in the State Hospital for the Insane by 
the Respective Superintendents of Such Institutions. 


Section 1. § 436, 1932 Code, Amended—Service of Pro- 
cess on Persons Imprisoned in State Penitentiary and Luna- 
tics Confined in State Hospital.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 436, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be, and the same is hereby amended 
so as to provide for the service of process on persons imprisoned in 
the Penitentiary and lunatics confined in the State Hospital for the 
Insane by the respective Superintendents of such Institutions, so that 
when so amended said Section shall read as follows: 

“Where the person on whom the service of the summons is to be 
made cannot, after due diligence, be found within the State, and 
that fact appears by affidavit to the satisfaction of the Court, of a 
judge thereof, the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas, Master, or 
the Probate Judge of the County where the trial is to be had, and 
it in like manner appears that a cause of action exists against the 
Defendant in respect to whom the service is to be made, or that he 
is a proper party to an action relating to real property in this State, 
such Court, Judge, Clerk, Master or Judge of Probate, may grant 
an Order that the service be made by the publication of the sum- 
mons in either of the following cases: (1) Where the defendant 
is a foreign corporation, has property within the State or the cause 
of action arose therein. (2) Where the Defendant being a resident 
of this State, has departed therefrom, with intent to defraud his 
creditors, or to avoid the service of a summons, or keeps himself 
concealed therein with like intent. (3) Where he is not a resident of 
this State, but has property therein, and the Court has jurisdiction 
of the subject of the action. (4) Where the subject of the action is 
real or personal property in this State, and the Defendant has or 
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claims a lien or interest, actual or contingent, therein, or the relief 
demanded consists wholly or partly in excluding the defendant from 
any interest or lien therein. The order shall direct the publication to 
be.made in one newspaper, to be designated by the officer before 
whom the application is made, as most likely to give notice to the 
person to be served, and for such length of time as may be deemed 
reasonable, not less than once a week for three weeks. In case of 
publication, the court, Judge, Clerk, Master, or Judge of Probate 
shall also direct a copy of the summons to be forthwith deposited in 
the postoffice, directed to the person to be served at his place of 
residence, unless it appears that such residence is neither known to 
the party making the application, nor can, with reasonable diligence, 
be ascertained by him. When publication is ordered, personal service 
of the summons out of the State is equivalent to publication and de- 
posit in the postoffice. And such personal service so made and like- 
wise in Magistrates’ Courts shall be complete and final on the day 
of the date of the personal service of the summons as fully as if 
such personal service had been made under the provisions of Section 
434 of this Chapter. In case of minors, in like cases, a similar order 
shall be made and like proceedings be had as in case of adults. Per- — 
sonal service of the Summons out of the State shall be equivalent to 
publication and deposit in the postoffice, and when such service is had, 
no order for publication or deposit in the postoffice shall be neces- 
sary. In case of persons imprisoned in the penitentiary, or in the 
jail of any County in this State, and in case of lunatics confined in 
the State Hospital for the insane, or in any other place of confine- 
ment, personal service of the summons and complaint, or other 
process affecting the rights of such persons, shall be made by the 
Sheriff of the County in which such persons shall be imprisoned or 
confined, with like proof of service as required in case of minors, 
and thereupon the Judge of the Court, or Magistrate before whom 
the action is to be tried, shall appoint some attorney or other com- 
petent person to act as guardian ad litem for any person so im- 
prisoned or confined, who shall receive out of the property of such 
persons a reasonable compensation for such service rendered in 
their behalf; and the case shall proceed as in other cases of persons 
not under disabilities: Provided, That as to persons imprisoned in 
the penitentiary and lunatics confined in the State Hospital for the 
Insane, it shall also be lawful for such personal service of process 
to be made by the respective Superintendents of such Institutions 
instead of the Sheriff, and such Superintendents shall not be en- 
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titled to any costs therefor: and Provided, further, That in cases of 
persons imprisoned or confined, as herein stated, outside of this 
State, service by publication shall be deemed sufficient. The Defend- 
ant against whom publication is ordered, or his representatives, .on 
application and sufficient cause shown at any time before Judgment, 
must be allowed to defend the action, and the defendant against 
whom publication is ordered, or his representatives, may, in like 
manner, upon good cattse shown, be allowed to defend after Judg- 
ment, or at any time within one year after notice thereof, and within 
seven years after its rendition, on stich terms as may be just; and 
if the defense be successful, and the Judgment, or any part thereof, 
has been collected or otherwise enforced, such restitution may there- 
upon be compelled as the Court directs; but the title to property sold 
under such Judgment to a purchaser in good faith shall not be thereby 
affected. And in all cases where publication is made, the complaint 
must be first filed and the summons, as published, must state the 
time and place of said filing. In actions affecting the title to real 
property, or for the partition of real estate, or for the foreclosure of 
mortgage on real estate, if any party or parties having any interest 
or lien upon such mortgaged premises are unknown to the Plaintiff, 
and the residence of such party or parties cannot, with reasonable 
diligence, be ascertained by him, and such facts shall be made to ap- 
pear by affidavit to the Court, or Judge, Clerk of the Court, Master, 
or Judge of Probate, when the trial is to be had, such Court, Judge, 
Clerk, Master, or Judge of Probate shall grant an Order that the sum- 
mons be served on such unknown party or parties by publishing the 
same for three weeks, once a week, in a newspaper printed in the 
County where the premises are situated, which publication shall be 
equivalent to a personal service on such unknown party or parties. 
Magistrates may grant Order of publication of summons against the 
absent parties. The Magistrates of this State are hereby invested, in 
actions brought in their Courts, within their jurisdiction, to grant 
Orders of publication against absent defendants, in the same manner 
and to the same extent as authorized in this Section to be done by 
the Circuit. Court or a Judge thereof, or the Clerks of Common 
Pleas, the Master, or the Probate Judge; and the service of any 
summons so made upon any absent defendant, or defendants, shall 
have the same binding force and effect as such service would have 
in the Court of Common Pleas; Provided, That the time for pub- 
lication of sttmmons in the Magistrate’s Ccurts shall be once a week 
for not less than three weeks.

AN ACT to Create a Sinking Fund Commission for Ker- 
shaw County and to Prescribe the Powers and Duties 
of the Said Commission. 


Section 1. Kershaw County Sinking Fund Commission 
— Members — Appointment — Terms — Vacancies — Pay 
—Bond—Meetings.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: There is hereby created a County Sink- 
ing Fund Commission for Kershaw County. The said Commission 
shall be composed of three members who shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the Kershaw County Legis- 
lative Delegation, and the appointments shall be subject to ratification 
by the State Senate, The term of the members of the Commission 
_shall be six (6) years: Provided, however, That at the first election 
of said Commissioners the Delegation shall designate one member to 
serve for two (2) years, one member to serve for four (4) years 
and one member to serve for six (6) years, so that thereafter the 
term of one member of the Commission shall expire every two years. 
Provided, further, That in the event of a vacancy occurring during 
the term of office of any Commissioner, the said vacancy shall be 
filled for the unexpired part of the term in the same manner as pro- 
vided above, but should such a vacancy occur while the General As- 
sembly is not in session, the appointment shall be subject to ratifica- 
tion by the Senate at the next succeeding regular session of the 
Genral Assembly. The compensation of the members of the said Com- 
mission shall be fixed by the Kershaw County Legislative Delegation. 
Each member of the said Commission shall be bonded for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties as hereinafter set forth in the amount 
of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars. The premium on said bonds 
shall be paid out of sinking fund monies in their custody. Sufficient 
space shall be provided in the Kershaw County Court House for 
filing the records of the Commission, or as shall be necessary for its 
activities. The Commission shall elect one of its members as Chair- 
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man, and one of its members as Clerk. The Commission shall hold 
regular meetings once in each quarter, or more often, if necessary, 
and shall meet upon call of the Chairman or any two of its members 
for the transaction of necessary business. 

§ 2. Powers and Duties.—Within thirty (30) days after the 
approval of this Act, the said Commission shall be selected as pro- 
vided above. Immediately upon their qualifying, the Commission shall 
take over all cash and all investments of every nature representing 
accumulated sinking funds of all county bond issues and all school 
district bond issues of Kershaw County. All cash shall be deposited 
by the Commission in some bank or banks, the selection of which 
shall be left to the discretion of the Commission, but that said banks 
must allow interest on all deposits with them at a rate to be agreed 
upon by the Commission and the banks. Provided, however, That 
banks so selected as depositories shall be required to place with the 
Commission a sufficient amount of collateral to insure the safety of 
said deposits. Such collateral as may be taken by the Commission as 
security for said deposits shall be limited to obligations of the Fed- 
eral Government, obligations of the State of South Carolina, obliga- 
tions of the County of Kershaw, or obligations of any of the several 
school districts of Kershaw County. 

§ 3. Investments.—When it shall appear to be of advantage, 
the Commission may invest such cash funds as they may have in 
hand by purchasing outright and holding any of the obligations 
enumerated in Section 2, namely: Obligations of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, obligations of the State of South. Carolina, obligations of 
Kershaw County, or obligations of any of the several school dis- 
tricts of Kershaw County : Provided, That investments taken over by 
the Commission at the creation of said Commission shall be con- 
verted into cash or into obligations as enumerated above as rapidly 
as is possible in the judgment of said commission. 

§ 4. Records—Reports.—The Commission shall keep, or 
cause to be kept, true and permanent records of all of its transactions, 
inc.uding the receipt and disbursement of all funds and the collection 
of all obligations due the Commission, either interest or principal, 
and shall also keep a record of all bond issues of Kershaw County 
or the school districts of Kershaw County, which shall show the 
number and amount of outstanding bond issues, and the amount of 
cash or investments held in the respective sinking funds for their 
retirement. A full and complete report of all transactions, together 
with a list of bond issues, with the amount of sinking funds ap- 
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plicable to each, shall be filed with the Clerk of Court of Kershaw 
County as of June 30th and December 3lst, each year. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. § 2779, 1932 Code, Amended—Board of Tax 
Appeals for County Containing City over 60,000—Appoint- 
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ment—Term—Compensation—Duties and Powers.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 2779 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be 
and the same is hereby amended, by adding thereto the following 
section to be known as Section 2779-A: 

“Section 2779-A: There is hereby created in each county coming 
under the provisions of sections 2773-2788 a Board to be known as 
the Board of Tax Appeals, which shall consist of three (3) residents 
of the county, two (2) of whom shall be appointed by the members 
of the House of Representatives of such county, and one (1) of 
whom shall be appointed by the Senator of such county. Said mem- 
bers shall hold office for a term of two (2) years, and until their 
successors shall have been appointed and qualified. They shall each 
receive for each day they actually hear appears Five ($5.00) Dol- 
lars per diem, for not exceeding twenty (20) days in any one (1) 
calendar year, At each hearing before said Board of Tax Appeals 
the testimony and proceedings shall be reduced to writing, and 
signed by the witnesses, and’ the said Board is empowered to employ 
the service of a stenographer whenever necessary for that purpose. 
Any member of said Board acting as Chairman at any hearing shall 
have power to administer oaths, and said Board, through its Chair- 
man, shall have the right and power by subpoena to compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses. 


Any such owner, or his agent, feeling aggrieved by the decision of 
the Board of Equalization, shall have the right, within ten (10) days 
after notice thereof as hereinbefore provided, to appeal therefrom 
to the Board of Tax Appeals, by filing with the said Board a writ- 
ten notice of appeal, setting forth and specifying the grounds of said 
appeal, and by delivering to the County Auditor, for said Board of 
Equalization, a copy of said notice of appeal, within ten (10) days 
after receipt by the County Auditor of the copy of said notice of 
appeal, the said Board of Equalization shall transmit to the Board 
of Tax Appeals a certified copy of the testimony and proceedings 
at said hearing and of the decision or order appealed from. Thereupon 
the said Board of Tax Appeals shail fix a time and place for the 
hearing of said appeal and shall give written notice thereof to the 
said appellant and to the said Board of Equalization not less than 
five (5) days in advance of the day fixed for said hearing, At said 
hearing both the appellant and the said Board of Equalization shall 
have the right, if they so desire, to be heard. Upon the hearing of 
said appeal, the said Board of Tax Appeals shall either confirm, 
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increase or reduce the valuation and assessment complained of, as 
may be required by the evidence and the justice of the case. 

No assessment or valuation of property fixed by the said Board 
of Equalization shall be reduced, nor shall any decision of said Board 
be modified, changed or reviewed except by the order of the Board 
of Tax Appeals upon appeal as hereinbefore provided. Appeals 
shall lie from decisions of the said Board of Tax Appeals to the 
South Carolina Tax Commission in the manner now provided by 
Section 2780 for appeals from decisions of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion.

AN ACT to Regulate the Operation and Maintenance of 
Water-Craft, Including Outboard Motors Attached to 
Same, and to Provide for a Lien Thereon in Certain

Section 1. Lien on Watercraft, Including Outboard 
Motors Attached to Same, for Damages Done by It.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
When a water-craft is operated and/or maintained in violation of the 
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provisions of law, or negligently and carelessly, and when any person 
receives personal injury thereby, or when a water-craft or other 
property is damaged thereby, the damages done to such person or 
property shall be and constitute a lien next in priority to the lien 
for state and county taxes upon such water-craft, including any out- 
board motor that may be attached to same, recoverable in any court 
of competent jurisdiction, and the person sustaining such damage 
shall have a right to attach said water-craft, including any out-board 
motor that may be attached to same, in the manner provided by 
law for attachments in this State: Provided, that this Act shall not 
be effective in case the water-craft and/or any out-board motor 
attached to same shall have been stolen by the breaking of a build- 
inig under a secure lock or when the water-craft and/or any out-board — 
motor attached to same is securely locked. Provided, further, that 
this Act shall not be effective in case such damage is sustained upon 
waters within the jurisdiction of Federal Admiralty Courts.

AN ACT to Provide for the Determination and Refunding 
of Delinquent Taxes in Greenwood County and the 
Payment of the Same in Annual Installments; and to 
Provide a Method of Crediting the Payments so Col- 
lected to the Purposes for Which the Original Levies 
Were Made; and to Facilitate the Collection of Cur- 
rent Taxes. 


Section 1. Settlement by Greenwood County Sheriff for 
Collections on Tax Executions.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Within thirty (30) days 
from the effective date hereof, the Sheriff of Greenwood County 
shall pay over to the Treasurer of Greenwood County all funds 
collected by him on account of tax executions in his hands, with a 
statement of the sources of such funds, and the Sheriff shall properly 
credit any partial payments on his books, and the County Treasurer 
shall apply the proceeds of such payment so made as herein re- 
quired, pro rata to the purposes for which the taxes were levied. 
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§ 2. Check Uncollected Executions—Determine Taxes 
Due.—lIt shall be the duty of the Treasurer, Sheriff and Auditor 
of Greenwood County to check over all uncollected executions in 
the hands of the Sheriff, take out such as shall be uncollectible, mark 
the same “nulla bona”, make such segregation as shall be necessary 
in order to eliminate any uncollectible portion of the taxes repre- 
sented by such executions, and when said officers determine and fix 
the amount of taxes against any taxpayer, the Sheriff for Green- 
wood County shall set up the same on books to be provided there- 
for (such book or books to be paid for by the County on order of 
the County Board of Commissioners at the request of the Sheriff). 

§ 3. 1932 and prior Executions Payable in Install- 
ments.—Upon setting up the book or books hereinabove provided, 
which shall be inclusive of any executions issued by the Treasurer 
for the year 1932, and upon written notice to the Sheriff by any 
person interested therein, the Sheriff of Greenwood County shall 
advise such taxpayer or other person interested of the aggregate 
amount of such executions in his hands, together with the penalties 
and costs thereon, and the amount due thereon shall be receivable 
and payable in ten (10) equal, annual installments, subject to the 
conditions hereinafter provided. 

§ 4. Collection of Executions for Personalty, Road and 
Poll Tax.—In setting up his books, the Sheriff shall add to the 
installment for taxes due on real estate to become due and payable 
for the first three years of such installment period, one-third (1/3) 
of the personal property, road and poll tax assessed against any 
taxpayer for each of the first three (3) years of such installment 
period, so that the road, poll and personal property taxes shall be 
collected and paid during the first three (3) years of the install- 
ment period herein provided, together with the costs and penalties 
thereon; Provided, however, 'That nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the Sheriff of Greenwood County from collecting any poll 
or road tax, promptly upon the issuance of execution therefor, where 
such taxpayer owns no property, but the Sheriff is directed to make 
prompt collection thereof upon receipt of executions therefor from 
the Treasurer; And provided further, That if any taxpayer is about 
to remove from the State, or attempts, or is about to, or does dispose 
of his property, or the same is transferred by whatever means, and 
the grantee, or transferee of the same does not promptly notify the 
Sheriff of such transfer, and of his intention to continue the pay- 
ments of the installments of taxes yet unpaid, the Sheriff is au- 
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thorized, directed and empowered to forthwith levy upon, and sell 
such property subject to the payment of such tax executions, or in- 
stallments of the same yet unpaid. 

§ 5. Pay Executions in Installments—Must Pay Cur- 
rent Taxes.—The Sheriff for Greenwood County is hereby di- 
rected to receive and accept payment of tax executions in his hands 
in ten (10) equal annual installments, provided, that where a tax- 
payer owns real estate, the executions for taxes on personal prop- 
erty, poll and road taxes, shall be collected with the first three an- 
nual installments of the aggregate of such executions in three equal 
sums, which shall be in addition to the annual installment: Provided, 
That if such taxpayer owns no real estate, then the executions against 
personal property shall be collected in three (3) annual installments : 
Provided, further, That the Sheriff shall not receive or accept any 
installments unless and until such taxpayer shall exhibit to the 
Sheriff his tax receipt in full for all taxes assessed against such tax- 
payer for the current year, commencing with the taxes collectible 
for the year 1933, and upon failure of any taxpayer to pay his tax 
before execution for any year, the Sheriff shall within sixty (60) 
days thereafter, levy upon and advertise for sale the property of 
such taxpayer, for the satisfaction of the execution for such current 
year, and for any unpaid installments which may be due. 

§ 6. Sale—Failure of Bidder to Comply.—In the sale ot 
any property by the Sheriff under tax executions, where any bidder 
shall not comply with his bid within thirty days after such sale, 
the Sheriff shall transfer such bid to the Forfeited Land Commis- 
sion for Greenwood County, and after the expiration of the time 
provided by law, shall execute a deed. or deeds to such property to 
said Forfeited Land Commission unless redemption shall be made 
by such defaulting taxpayer within the time provided by law for 
redemption after sale by the Sheriff. 

§ 7. Distribution of Funds Collected.—In making distri- 
butions of all sums collected from time to time on account of de- 
linquent taxes as provided by this Act the County Treasurer is 
directed to pro rate the same on a percentage basis to the purposes 
for which the taxes were levied. The Sheriff shall make his book 
or books so that executions shall be arranged alphabetically in each 
school district. All executions against the same taxpayer shall be 
grouped together and a permanent record made thereof. The total 
of the delinquent taxes in each school district for the various pur- 
poses levied shall then be determined by school districts. The per- 
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centage of levy for each purpose to the total in each school district 
shall then be set up in permanent form and as the tax is collected it 
shall be distributed in each school district to the purpose for which 
the levies were originally made in accordance with these percentages. 

§ 8. When Taxes Deemed Paid—Lien.— Whenever a 
taxpayer has paid his current taxes, plus the annual installment of 
delinquent taxes due for that year, as provided in this Act, he shall 
be deemed to have paid all taxes legally levied against him and due 
at the time, for all purposes provided by law, subject to the provi- 
sions of Section 4 hereof as to acceleration of payment: Provided, 
however, That the lien for any unpaid taxes shall be extended for 
a period of ten years from the date of the payment of the last in- 
stallment by any taxpayer. 

§ 9. Apportionment and Segregation.—Nothing in this 
Act shall be construed to prevent the apportionment and segregation 
of taxes upon the request of any grantee or mortgagee as provided 
by law, and all amounts so apportioned shall be treated in conformity 
with the purposes and provisions of this Act. 

§ 10. Liability of Officers’ Bonds.—The. bond of any of- 
ficer shall be responsible for his failure or delay in complying with 
the terms and provisions of this Act, and the same shall be held 
‘for any loss or damage by reason thereof; and the County Attorney 
is directed and charged to bring any action in the name of the county 
for the collection of any such loss or damage. 

§ 11. Fees and Costs—“Sheriff’ Defined.—That the fees 
and costs heretofore paid to the Sheriff and Treasurer of Greenwood 
County shall go to the General County Funds of Greenwood County: 
And provided, further, That wherever the word Sheriff occurs in 
this Act it shall be construed to include and refer to either the Sheriff 
or Deputy Sheriff Tax Collector. 

§ 12. Cumulative—Saving Clause.—This Act shall be con- 
sidered as cumulative to and as an amendment of the provisions 
of the general tax laws now in force and effect, and as repealing 
only such acts or parts of acts as may be inconsistent with the pro- 
visions hereof; and also if any provisions of this Act be adjudged 
invalid or unconstitutional this shall not affect the remainder or re- 
maining provisions of this Act.

AN ACT to Provide for the Satisfaction and Cancellation of 
Record of Paid Mortgages Remaining Unsatisfied or 
Uncancelled of Record. 


Section 1. Satisfaction and Cancellation of Record 
Paid Mortgages Unsatisfied or Uncancelled of Record— 
Procedure.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Where the debt or any other obligation secured 
by any mortgage has been fully paid, released, satisfied, discharged 
or extinguished, or where the lien of any mortgage has been released, 
discharged, or extinguished, and for any reason, the said mortgage 
and/or the record thereof in the office of the Register of Mesne 
Conveyances, or similar office, has not been satisfied and cancelled, 
the mortgagor, or his legal representatives may, upon a verified 
petition against the mortgagee, his legal representatives and/or as- 
signees and/or pledgees of record, and any other person, firm or cor- 
poration having any right, title or interest in, or lien upon the said 
mortgage, reciting the facts and circumstances in relation to the said 
mortgage and the satisfaction, release, discharge or extinguishment 
of the debt or obligation secured thereby, and/or lien of the same, 
apply to the Court of Common Pleas, or any judge thereof, in open 
Court or at Chambers for a rule to show cause why an order should 
not be granted directing that the said mortgage, and/or record there- 
of, be satisfied and cancelled of record. Upon the filing of such pe- 
tition, the Court or judge thereof shall grant and issue a rule to show 
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cause returnable on a day to be fixed by the Court or judge, which 
said rule and petition shall be served upon the mortgagee, or his legal 
representative, and/or assignees and pledgees of record, and every 
other party or parties named as respondents in the said petition ; and 
if the party or parties so served with the said petition and rule 
shall not attend to show cause, or,attending shall fail to show suf- 
ficient cause, and the Court or judge shall be satisfied that the debt 
or obligation secured by the said mortgage has been fully paid, 
satisfied, discharged, released, or extinguished, and/or that the lien 
of the said mortgage has been released, discharged, or extinguished, 
the said Court or judge shall thereupon, by an appropriate order, di- 
rect the proper officer to satisfy and cancel the said mortgage and/or 
record thereof, and/or release the lien of the said mortgage upon the 
record thereof, as the case may be. Such satisfaction and cancellation 
of said mortgage, or release of the lien of the same, shall be effectual 
and binding upon the party or parties, so served with said petition and 
rule and upon every assignee or pledgee of every parol or written as- 
signment, pledge, or hypothecation of said mortgage whether or not 
they are named in and served with the said petition and rule, unless 
such pledge, hypothecation or assignment is duly recorded in the prop- 
er office at or before the time of the filing of the said petition or the 
petitioner or petitioners has or have actual notice or knowledge 
thereof, 

§ 2. Serve Petition and Rule by Publication on Certain - 
Parties.—I{ the mortgagee or any of his pledgees, assignees, or 
any other person or persons having any right, title, or interest in or 
lien upon the said mortgage, shall be dead at or before the time of 
the filing of the said petition, and no legal representatives have been 
appointed and qualified for said persons, or either or any of them, 
or if either or any of the said persons cannot be found within this 
State, or if the mortgagee, assignee, pledgee, or interested party 
is a démestic or foreign corporation which has been dissolved, or 
has ceased to do business in this State, and no officer or agent au- 
thorized to accept service of the said petition and rule can be found 
in this State, the Court or judge, upon proof of such facts by af- 
fidavit of the petitioner, shall grant an order for the publication of 
the rule to show cause, such publication to be made for once a week 
for three consecutative weeks in some newspaper published in the 
county in which the mortgaged property, or some part thereof, is 
situate; or if there is no newspaper in said county, by posting a copy

Abate if Service Not Commenced in 60 Days.—Upon the fil- 
ing of the said petition in the office of the Clerk of Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, the said Clerk shall immediately enter the same in the 
index to lis pendens affecting real and/or personal property and 
from the time of filing only, of the pendency of the action or special 
proceedings shall be constructive notice to an assignee, pledgee, pur- 
chaser or encumbrancer of the said mortgage, and every person 
whose purchase, emcumbrance, assigninent, pledge, or hypothecation 
is subsequently executed, or subsequently recorded, shall be deemed. 
a subsequent purchaser or emcumbrancer, and shall be bound by all 
proceedings taken after the filing of said petition to the same extent 
as if he were made a party to the action or special proceeding; pro- 
vided, however, that the filing of the said petition shall be of no avail, 
unless, it shall be followed by the first publication of the rule, or by 
the personal service thereof on a respondent within sixty days after 
such filing. And the Court in which the said action or special pro- 
ceeding was commenced may, in its discretion and at any time after 
the action or special proceeding shall be settled, discontinued or 
abated, as is provided in Section 408 of Volume 1 of the Code of 
Laws. 1932, on application of any person aggrieved and on good 
cause shown, and on such notice as shall be directed or approved by 
the Court, order the notice authorized by this Act to be cancelled 
of record by the Clerk of Court of Common Pleas of any county in 
whose office the same may have been indexed; and such cancella- 
tion shall be made by an indorsement to that effect on the margin of 
the index of the record, which shali refer to the order for cancella- 
tion 

§ 4. Extent of Repeal.—This Act shall not be taken or 
deemed to repeal any existing laws relating to the subject matter of 
this Act, but, shall be deemed and construed to be cumulative of 
existing remedies. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 
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§ 6. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT te Provide for the Payment of all Delinquent 
Taxes in Kershaw County in Ten Annual Installments 


Section 1. Settlement by Kershaw County Sheriff for 
Collections on Tax Executions.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Immediately after the ap- 
proval of this Act the Sheriff of Kershaw County shall return to the 
County Treasurer all tax executions in his hands that have not been 
collected in full and he shall pay over to the County Treasurer all 
funds collected by him on account of tax executions in his office. 
If he has collected a part payment of any tax executions he shall re- 
turn such executions with a statement of the amount paid, thereon, 
properly credit all such partial collections, and pay over to the county 
treasurer such amounts as collected and the sheriff shall make com- 
plete and final settlement with the treasurer upon all executions now 
charged to him. 

§ 2. 1932 and prior Taxes Payable in Installments— 
Must Pay Current Taxes—Collection of Personal Property, 
Road and Poll Taxes—ForeclosureSales. —It shall be the duty 
of the Treasurer, with the assistance of the Sheriff and Auditor, 
within thirty days after the passage of this Act to check over all 
executions, take out such as are determined by them to be uncollect- 
ible and mark the same nulla bona and determine the amount of 
taxes, and the 7% penalty, without costs or fees, unpaid and repre- 
sented by each execution in each of the school districts of the county. 
When they have determined the amount of delinquent taxes, and the 
7% penalty, without costs or fees, against any property or taxpayer 
they shall make a list thereof by school districts and keep same on 
file in the Treasurer’s office. As used in this Act “delinquent taxes” 
mean the taxes assessed for the year 1932 and previous years, The 
County Treasurer is authorized and directed to divide delinquent 
taxes into ten (10) annual installments, and to permit the payment 
of same over a period of ten years, and no fees or costs shall be 
collected for execution on taxes now delinquent until and unless 
such taxes are hereafter put into execution under the terms of this 
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Act: Provided, He shall permit the payment of each year’s install- 
ment in quarterly payments, the first quarterly payment to become 
due and payable on or before the first day of September. 1933. If, 
however, such taxpayer should fail to pay the quarterly payments 
as they become due during any one calendar year, he shall not lose 
his status under this Act, but if he pays an amount during any one 
calendar year equal to one-tenth of all delinquent taxes he shall be 
deemed to have compiled with the terms of this Act. If any taxpayer 
should fail to pay any current taxes due before the date at which 
said taxes may go into execution under the law as it may then exist, 
or any annual installment of delinquent taxes on or before the date 
of execution for current taxes, all delinquent taxes shall immediately 
become due and payable and subject to execution. Provided, Further, 
That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to any taxes on per- 
sonal property unless the tax lien covers real property, nor shall it 
apply, under the law providing for segregation of taxes when the 
real estate becomes discharged from the tax lien, and in either event 
the whole or any portion of unpaid installments of taxes on personal 
property shall become payable and subject to collection and execution 
as now provided by law for delinquent taxes. Provided, Further, 
That in the event of sale in foreclosure action involving real estate 
or personal property, all remaining unpaid tax installments shall 
immediately become due and collectible, and the officer making such 
sale shall pay the same from the proceeds thereof; Provided, Fur- 
ther, That if any taxpayer is about to remove from the state, or 
attemps, or is about to, or does dispose of his property, or the same 
is transferred by whatever means, and the grantee or transferee of 
the same does not properly notify the sheriff of such transfer, and 
of his intention to continue the payments of the installments of taxes. 
yet unpaid, the sheriff is authorized, directed and empowered to 
forthwith levy upon and sell such property subject to the payment 
of such tax execution or installments thereof; Provided, Further, 
That nothing in this Act shall be construed so as to permit the pay- 
ment of road and poll taxes in installments except when such road 
and poll taxes are returned and assessed together with personal or 
real property. Nothing in this Act shall prevent the taxpayer from 
paying his taxes, whether current or delinquent, in full at any time. 

§ 3. Lien—Cumulative—Administration.—That the lien 
for any unpaid taxes shall be extended for a period of ten years from 
the date of the payment of the last installment by the taxpayer. This 
Act shall be considered as cumulative to and as an amendment of the 
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provisions of the general law now in force and effect, and as repeal- 
ing only stich acts or parts of acts as may be inconsistent with the 
provisions hereof. And the provisions of this Act shall be admin- 
istered under the direction of the Comptroller General and all books 
and records and other expenses shall be paid from the general fund 
of Kershaw County. 

§ 314. Expense—Discount—Effect on the State.—No 
additional expense shall be devolved upon the State of South Caro- 
lina for printing of additional books, receipts or other records made 
necessary by this Act and all such expense shall be borne by the 
County: Provided, That any discount on the State’s portion of the 
taxes collected shall be absorbed by the county so that no discount 
shall be allowed on State taxes.

Promote and Encourage the Early Payment Thereof, 
and to Aid in the Collection of Said Taxes; and also to 
Amend Act No. 868, Approved the 6th Day of April, 
1932, by Striking Therefrom the Word “Collection”, 
and to Provide for the Segregation and Collection of 
Poll and/or Road Taxes in Said County. 


Section 1. Time to Make Returns for Taxation, Colleton 
County—Date Books open to Receive Payments.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Com- 
mencing with the year 1934 and continuing from year to year there- 
after, all returns of real and personal property for purposes of tax- 
action in Colleton County which are now required to be made on or 
before the 20th of March, and all returns for purposes of commuta- 
tion road taxes and poll taxes, shall be made on or before the 20th 
day of February, and if not so made all penalties thereon as now 
provided for shall attach, The Treasurer's books for payment of real 
and personal property taxes shall be opened on September Ist. 

§ 2. Taxes Payable in Installments.—Commencing with 
the year 1933, and continuing from year to year thereafter, all taxes

levied on real and personal property in Colleton County may be paid 
in four installments as follows: one-fourth (44) of said taxes on 
or before September 30th; one-fourth (34) of said taxes on or be- 
fore October 31st; one-fourth (44) of said taxes on or before No- 
vember 30th; one-fourth (14) of said taxes on or before December 
31st. Taxpayers shall have the privilege of anticipating the payment 
of any or all of said installments. Any installment which may not 
be paid during the period provided therefor shall become a part of, 
and be payable along with the next succeeding installment. 

§ 3. Penalties.—On all of such taxes remaining unpaid on 
January Ist, the same penalties shall attach as are now, or which may 
be hereafter provided by law.

separate book, to be furnished by the County Board of Commis- 
sioners, the names of, and amounts due from, all parties who are 
under the law liable for the payment of poll and/or road taxes in 
Colleton County, which book shall be known as the “Poll and Com- 
mutation Road Tax Book” of Colleton County. The County Auditor 
shall deliver this book to the County Treasurer of Colleton County 
not later than August 1st of each and every year and it shall be the 
duty of the County Treasurer to open said book for the colléction 
of road and/or poll taxes not later than August Ist of each year.

The County Treasurer shall 
keep the “Poll and Commutation Road Tax Book” of Colleton 
County open for the collection of road and/or poll taxes until the 
15th day of October in each and every year and all road and/or 
poll taxes in Colleton County shall become delinquent and the failure 
to pay the same shall incur all penalties as now provided by law, 
after October 15th, 1933, and of each succeeding year thereafter. 
Immediately after October 15th, 1933, and of each succeeding year 
hereafter the County Treasurer shall certify to the Magistrates of 
Colleton County the names of every road and/or poll taxpayer who 
may be delinquent in the payment of said taxes on the said date, and 
said certificate shall be prima facie of failure to pay said taxes. It 
shall be the duty of said Magistrates forthwith to issue warrants as

now provided by law against all delinquent parties for the road 
and/or poll taxes due by them and said warrants shall be lodged 
for service with the office of the sheriff and/or the constables of 
Colleton County who shall forthwith proceed to serve them. Upon 
conviction for failure to pay said road and/or poll taxes the said 
Magistrates shall impose the fines or imprisonment as now provided 
by law. There shall be no costs collected by the County Treasurer 
and/or the constables and/or the office of the sheriff for the service 
of said warrants for road and/or poll taxes. If upon service of the 
warrant for the failure to pay road and/or poll taxes the delinquent 
taxpayer shall pay to the constable or sheriff or deputy sheriff the 
amount due for said road and/or poll taxes, the constable and/or 
sheriff and/or deputy sheriff are hereby authorized to accept the 
payment of the same, issue receipt therefor, and no fine or costs or 
expense or sentence of imprisonment shall be imposed.

AN ACT to Provide for Returns for Taxation to Promote 
and Encourage the Early Payment Thereof, to Provide 
for the Payment of Delinquent Taxes and Taxes As- 

_ sessed for the Year 1933 and Succeeding Years in In- 
stallments in Aiken County. 


Section 1. Time to Make Returns for Taxation, Aiken 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Commencing with the year 1933 and continuing 
thereafter, in Aiken County, all returns of real and personal property 
for purposes of taxation which are now required to be made on or 
before the 15th day of March, and all returns for purposes of com- 
mutation road.taxes and poll taxes, shall be made on or before the 
15th day of February, and if not so made all penalties thereon as 
now provided for shall attach, 

§ 2. May Discount Taxes.—That upon all taxes levied on 
real-and personal property, all commutation road taxes and all poll 
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taxes assessed for the year 1933 and succeeding years and paid on 
or before the first day of October of the year in which the same are 
assessed, there shall be allowed a discount of two (2%) per cent. of 
the amount thereof, that upon all such taxes paid on or before the 
first day of November of the year in which assessed, there shall be 
allowed a discount of one (1%) per cent. of the amount thereof. 


§ 3. Taxes Payable in Installments—Date Tax Books 
Open.—The commutation road tax, poll tax and all property taxes 
assessed in the year 1933, and in succeeding years may be paid in 
three installments of not less than one-third of the total amount of 
taxes without penalties, as follows: The first installment on or before 
October 15th, the second installment on or before January 15th and 
the third installment on or before March 15th of the year succeed- 
ing the year in which assessed. Whenever any taxpayer shall elect 
to pay his taxes in installments, as herein authorized, he shall pay on 
or before October 15th one-third (1/3) or more of any such tax, 
and thereafter, pay the succeeding installments as herein authorized. 
In the event that any installment is not paid on or before its due 
date, then the total of all the remaining installments shall become 
due and payable as now provided by law, and if not paid then, to 
become subject to the penalties and executions as other delinquent 
taxes: Provided, further, That the provisions of this Section shall 
not apply to any taxes when any one installment amounts to three 
($3.00) dollars or less: Provided, That out of the first installment 
paid the poll tax and commutation road tax due shall be paid and 
credited in full: Provided, further, That commencing with the year 
1933, all tax books shall be opened by October first. 


§ 4. Settlement by Sheriff for Tax Executions.—That im- 
mediately after the approval of this Act the Sheriff of Aiken County 
shall return to the Treasurer of said county all tax executions in his 
hands that have not been collected in full, and pay over to said 
Treasurer all funds collected by him on account of tax executions in 
his office. If he has collected a part of any execution he shall return 
such execution to the Treasurer with a statement of the amount 
collected thereon. 

§ 5. Delinquent Taxes Payable in Installments—Must 
Pay Current Taxes—Effect on Personal Property Taxes— 
Foreclosure Sales.—It shall be the duty of the said Treasurer 
with the assistance of the Auditor of said County to determine the 
amount of delinquent taxes now in or subject to execution and all 
costs due and unpaid, and when he shall have determined the-total 
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amount of any such delinquent taxes and costs against any property 
or taxpayer he shall divide the same into five (5) equal parts and 
thereupon any such taxpayer shall be allowed the privilege of pay- 
ing the same in five (5) equal successive annual installments, the 
first installment to become due and payable at the same time that 
the taxes assessed on property in the year 1933 shall become due 
and payable, and the succeeding installments shall become due in 
like manner, and in the event that any installment is not paid when 
due, the remaining unpaid installments shall become due and the 
same shall be subject to the penalties and executions as provided by 
law for the taxes assessed and not paid for in which the installments 
matured; or in the event that the taxes for any current year are not 
paid when due and go into execution, then the remaining unpaid in- 
stallments shall likewise become due and collectible and subject to the 
same penalties and processes of execution as provided for the cur- 
rent tax. 

The provisions of this section shall not apply to taxes on personal 
property unless the tax lien covers real property; also in the event 
that under the law providing for segregation of taxes the real estate 
becomes discharged from the tax lien, then the whole or any portion — 
of the unpaid installments of the taxes on the personal property shall 
become payable and subject to collection and execution as. now 
provided by law for a delinquent tax: Provided, however, In the 
event of sale in a foreclosure action involving real estate or personal 
property, all remaining unpaid tax installments shall immediately 
become due and collectible, and the officer making such sale shall 
pay the same from the proceeds thereof: Provided, further, That 
no additional expense for books, receipts or other records made 
necessary by this Act shall be borne by the State: Provide, further, 
That any discount on the State’s portions of the taxes collected shall 
be absorbed by the County of Aiken. 

§ 5-A. Books and Clerical Help.—That the County Com- 
missioners of Aiken County shall expend the necessary amounts 
for books and clerical work necessary to put the provisions of this 
Act into operation, said amounts to be recommended to them by a 
majority of the Aiken County Delegation. 

§ 5-B. Uncollectible Executions.—The Sheriff, Auditor 
and Treasurer shall omit from said books all executions which are 
uncollectible, but shall make a list of said executions and file the 
same with the grand jury of the county for their inspection and 
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approval or disapproval, which list shall be permently filed in the 
office of the Clerk of Court at Aiken. 

§ 5-C. Umnredeemed Lands Purchased by Auditor for 
Taxes.—That said commission composed of the Sheriff, Auditor 
and Treasurer shall also make up a list, giving the approximate 
acreage, and amount of taxes due thereon, of all lands sold to the 
auditor and not redeemed and shall file a copy of that list with the 
grand jury of Aiken County and the original thereof in the office of 
the Clerk of Court, also supply a copy to the Legislative Delegation 
for its action, at the next session of the General Assembly. 

§ 5-D. No Effect on 1932 Taxes.—This Act shall not ap- 
ply to 1932 taxes. 

§ 6. Apply only to Aiken County.—This Act shall apply 
only to Aiken County. 

§ 7. Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 8. Effective Date.—This Act shall take effect July 1, 1933.

AN ACT Providing for a Building Council and Prescribing 
Its Powers and Duties 


Section 1. Building Council of South Carolina—Mem- 
bers—Qualifications—Appointment—Removal.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There is hereby created a council which shall be known as the Build- 
ing Council of South Carolina, which shall consist of the Insurance 
Commissioner, who shall act as chairman of the council, and nine 
appointive members as hereinafter provided. The members of this 
council shall be appointed or removed by the Governor. The council 
shall be composed of three architects, three engineers, and three 
contractors, all registered to practice in the State of South Carolina. 

§ 2. Organization.—Within thirty (30) days after the pas- 
sage and publication of this Act, the Building Council shall meet 
and organize by electing an Administrative Committee which shall 
be composed of one member of each of the hereinbefore mentioned 
groups. The chairman of the council shall act as chairman of this 
committee and shall appoint a secretary from those elected to serve 
on the committee. Annually thereafter the Council shall organize in 
a similar manner. 
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§ 3. Duty.—It shall be the duty of the Building Council to 
promulgate and recommend to the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina, a Building Code for adoption. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Abolish the 
Offices of the Present Magistrates and Constables of 
Spartanburg County and to Provide Eight (8) Magis- 
trates in Spartanburg County and to Fix Their Sala- 
ries,” Approved on the 11th of February, 1933, so as to 
Provide for the Collection of Fees by Magistrates and 
Rural Policemen in Criminal and Civil Matters in Spar- 
tanburg County. 


Section 1. Act 38 of 1933 Acts Amended—Compensa- 
tion—Collection of Fees by Magistrates—Disposition—Is- 
sue Search Warrants—Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sec- 
tion 2 of an Act entitled “An Act to Abolish the Offices of the 
Present Magistrates and Constables of Spartanburg County and +o 
Provide Eight (8) Magistrates in Spartanburg County and to Fix 
Their Salaries,” approved the 11th day of February, 1933, be and 
the same is hereby amended by striking out all of the last paragraph 
of Section 2 and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Of matters within the jurisdiction of Magistrates’ Courts, both 
civil and criminal, the said Magistrates shall have jurisdiction 
throughout Spartanburg County. Their salaries as fixed herein shall 
be payable monthly and shall constitute their entire compensation as 
magistrates, and all fees collected by said magistrates shall be paid 
over to the County Treasurer as hereinafter provided. Said Magis- 
trates shall collect the fees in both criminal and civil matters as now 
authorized and allowed by law, and shall keep an accurate account 
thereof as to the amount of such fees collected by them during the 
calendar month just preceding, shall be transmitted to the auditor 
of Spartanburg County and at the same time shall pay over to the 
Treasurer of Spartanburg County all of such collections accom- 
panying each payment with an itemized statement, showing the

source and amount of such fees. All such fees in civil matters shall 
be payable in advance. The reports required herein of the Magis- 
trates shall be sworn to, and it shall be unlawful for the Supervisor 
or governing body of Spartanburg County to approve or pay claims 
for Magistrates’ salaries unless the reports and statements herein 
required shall have been made. The Magistrates are hereby given 
power to issue search warrants for stolen goods or anything pertain- 
ing to thievery or to the prohibition law.” 

§ 2. Same—Rural Police Act as Constables—Compen- 
sation—Collect Fees—Disposition.— That Section 3 of said 
Act be amended by striking out said Section 3 and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: 

“That the rural police of Spartanburg Canty are hereby required 
to perform services of Magistrates’ constable within said County 
and shall upon request of any magistrate serve any warrant, writ, 
summons or other process issued by such magistrate without any 
compensation other than the salary now fixed by law, but shall collect 
and turn over to the magistrates for whom such processes may be 
served the legal fees and mileage, as now provided for by law, the 
said fees to be included in the magistrates’ reports and turned over 
to the County Treasurer as provided for in Section 2 of this Act. 

§ 3. Same—Duty of Retiring Magistrates.—That said 
Act be further amended by adding after Section 3 another Section 
to be known as Section 3-a as follows: 

“Upon the appointment and qualification of the eight (8) magis- 
trates provided for in this Act, the magistrates retiring from office 
shall turn over to the newly appointed magistrate nearest his place 
of residence all warrants, papers and documents pertaining to any 
cases pending before the respective magistrates, and the newly ap- 
pointed magistrates shall dispose of such cases as though the same 
had been initiated by him;” so that said Act when so amended shall 
read as follows: 

Section 1. That the offices of the present Magistrates and Con- 
stables of Spartanburg County are abolished. 

Section 2. There shall be eight (8) Magistrates for Spartanburg 
County, who shall go into office on February 15th, 1933, or as soon 
thereafter as they may be appointed and qualified. Their terms of 
office shall be for two (2) years from the date of their appointment 
and until their successors shall have been appointed and qualified. 
The said Magistrates shall be appointed by the Governor upon the 
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consent and advice of the Senate. They shall receive annual salaries 
as follows, payable monthly: 
Spartanburg, No. 1, at the City of Spartanburg, . .$1,200.00 
Spartanburg No. 2, at the City of Spartanburg,.. 1,200.00

Of matters within the jurisdiction of Magistrates’ Courts, both 
civil and criminal, the said Magistrates shall have jurisdiction through- 
out Spartanburg County. Their salaries as fixed herein shall be 
payable monthly and shall constitute their entire compensation as — 
magistrates, and all fees collected by said magistrates shall be paid 
over to the County Treasurer as hereinafter provided. Said Magis- 
trates shall collect the fees in both criminal and civil matters as now 
authorized and allowed by law, and shall keep an accurate account 
thereof as to the amount of such fees collected by them during the 
calendar month just preceeding, shall be transmitted to the auditor 
of Spartanburg County and at the same time shall pay over to the 
Treasurer of Spartanburg County all of such collections accompany- 
ing each payment with an itemized statement, showing the source 
and amount of such fees, Ali such fees in civil matters shall be pay- 
able in advance. The reports required herein of the Magistrates 
shall be sworn to, and it shall be unlawful for the Supervisor or 
governing body of Spartanburg County to approve or pay claims 
for Magistrates’ salaries unless the reports and statements herein 
required shall have been made. The Magistrates are hereby given 
power to issue search warrants for stolen goods or anything per- 
taining to thievery or to the prohibition law. 

Section 3. That the rural police of Spartanburg County are here- 
by required to perform services of Magistrates’ constable within said 
County and shall upon request of any Magistrate serve any warrant, 
writ, summons or other process issued by such Magistrate without 
any compensation other than the salary now fixed by law, but shall 
collect and turn over to the Magistrates for whom such processes may 
be served the legal fees and mileage, as now provided for by law, 
the said fees to be included in the magistrates’ report and turned 
over to the County Treasurer as provided for in Section 2 of this 
Act. 
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Section 3-a. Upon the appointment and qualification of the eight 
(8) magistrates provided for in this Act, the magistrates retiring

AN ACT to Authorize the Treasurer of Orangeburg County 
to Issue Certificate of Indebtedness for County Ex- 
penses Against the Collection of Taxes and to Provide 
for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Orangeburg County May Issue Certificates 
of Indebtedness for County Expenses.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Whenever it is 
impossible to pay in cash for the operating expenses of Orangeburg 
County as provided by law, or as ordered by written instructions 
of the county legislative delegation filed with the county Treasurer, 
either because of the non-collection of taxes or the inability to bor- 
row money in anticipation of the payment of current taxes, the 
County ‘Highway Commission is authorized to request from time to 
time the Treasurer to issue temporary certificates of indebtedness 
against the collection of said taxes and to deliver such certificates in 
lieu of cash to the officers, employees and creditors of Orangeburg 
County in the sum due: Provided, however, The authority herein 
conferred shall terminate at any time upon written instructions to 
that effect by the county legislative delegation. Provided, that the 
amount of certificates shall not exceed the amount of the supply bill. 

§ 2. Execution—Denominations—Amount.—The Treas- 
urer shall therettpon issue and sign the said certificates in convenient 
amounts and denominations, not less than one nor more than twenty 
dollars each, but in no case shall the total amount of such certificates 
exceed sixty-five (65%) per cent. of the taxes in anticipation of the 
collection of which the said certificates are issued. 

§ 3. Payees—Negotiable—Endorsement.—The said cer- 
tificates shall be originally issued to the individual officer, employee, 
or creditor of the said County, but upon endorsement by such payee 
shall be negotiable and the title thereto shall pass to subsequent hold- 
ers by delivery with no further endorsement. Upon request, the 
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Treasurer or his deputy shall witness and attest such endorsement, 
which shall be conclusive evidence thereof. 

§ 4. Interest—Maturities.—Such certificates of indebted- 
ness shall bear interest from the date of issuance until maturity at 
the rate of six (6%) per cent per annum, and each certificate shall 
bear on its face its date of maturity, not later than March 1 of the 
succeeding year, as shall be determined by the County Treasurer. 

§ 5. Accept in Payment of Taxes.—Such certificates shall 
be received by the County Treasurer at any time in payment of taxes 
due Orangeburg County or any school district therein at the face 
value, plus accrued interest to the time of such receipt. 

§ 6. Payment.—The payment of the said certificates shall be 
secured by the taxes in anticipation of the payment of which the 
certificates were issued, and by the full faith, credit, and taxing power 
of the said county. Should the pledged revenue be insufficient to re- 
tire the indebtedness the Auditor shall levy and the Treasurer col- 
lect a sufficient tax to retire the said certificates. 

_ § 7 Duty of Treasurer.—The Treasurer shall number and 
keep a record of all such certificates issued and upon payment of each 
it shall be cancelled by perforation, and such payment be entered upon 
the record thereon. 

§ 8 “Action by Legislative Delegation” Defined.— 
Whenever reference is made in this Act to action by the legislative 
delegation it shall mean action by the Senator and a majority of the 
Representatives from Orangeburg County.

AN ACT to Provide for the Liquidation of Banks or Bank- 
ing Institutions After a Conservator has Been Ap- 
pointed. 


Section 1. Liquidation of Banks after Appointment of 
Conservators—Powers and Duties of Conservator—Ex- 
penses.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina; When the Governor shall conclude, after advising 
and consulting with the Board of Bank Control, that any bank for 
which a Conservator has been or hereafter shall be appointed, is 
insolvent or in imminent danger of insolvency and it is necessary 
in order to protect the interest of depositors and creditors to liquidate 
such bank, he shall order the liquidation thereof ; and when liquida- 
tion shall have been so ordered the same shall be under and by the 
Conservator appointed for such bank, and shall continue until the 
liquidation of said bank has been completed. Any such Conservator 
shall be vested with the same powers and duties as receivers of banks 
under existing laws, except as in his discretion the Governor acting 
with the Board of Bank Control shall fix or limit the liquidating. ex- 
penses of such bank or banking institution. The liquidation of all 
such banks shall be under such rules and regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Governor after consulting and advising with the Board 
of Bank Control, and the Conservator shall have the right to apply 
to a court of competent jurisdiction for direction and instruction on 
questions arising in the liquidation of any such bank. 

. § 2. Depositors’ Committee Assist in Liquidation.— 
The depositors of any such bank in liquidation shall be authorized 
by the vote of a majority present at a meeting of such depositors 
called by such Conservator on order of the Governor after ten days’ 
notice to each depositor by mail, at his last known post office ad- 
dress, to select a committee of not exceeding three depositors to con- 
fer and advise with the Conservator and the Board of Bank Control, 
in the liquidation of said |-ank. It shall be the duty of the Conservator 
to call the depositors together for the purpose of electing said com- 
. mittee and he is hereby requested to call said meeting. 
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§ 3. Appointed Conservators Affirmed.—That all appoint- 
ments of Conservators heretofore made by the Governor by and with 
the advice of the Board of Bank Control shall be and hereby are 
ratified and confirmed. 

§ 4. “Bank” Defined.—The term “bank” as used in this 
Act shall be construed to include cash depositories, building and loan 
associations and other institutions doing a banking business. 

§ 4-A. No Effect on Banks, or Receivers thereof, now 
Being Liquidated.—That the terms hereof shall not be applicable 
to banks, at present, in liquidation under a receivership appointed 
by the order of Court and this Act shall not annul, invalidate or 
remove any Receiver engaged, at present in the liquidation of any 
bank.

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Section 1. § 5369, 1932 Code, Amended—School Trus- 
tees—Appointment—Term—Removal—Vacancies—P o: w- 
ers and Duties.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: Amend Section (5369), Civil Code, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, Volume II, 1932, by striking out the 
same and inserting in lieu thereof, the following: 

“Section (5369). Unless it be now specially provided otherwise 
by law for any particular school district or county, the Boards of 
School Trustees in this State shall be composed of three (3) mem- 
bers, each of whom when appointed, pursuant to the terms of this 
Act, shall hold office for a term of three years. The County Boards 
of Education of this State shall, within thirty days after the approval — 
of this Act, appoint one trustee from the qualified electors and the 
taxpayers residing in the district for which the appointment is made, for 
each school district to succeed the trustees whose term expires during 
1933 to serve with the hold-over members, and untll their successors 
have been appointed and qualified ; and shall, during the first week of 
April in each year thereafter make a like appointment of a trustee 
for each district who shall hold in like manner until their successors 
have been appointed and qualified. Trustees shall be subject to re- 
moval from office for cause by the County Boards of Education upon 
notice, and after being given the opportunity to be heard by the 
County Board of Education. Any such order of removal shall state 
the grounds thereof, the manner of notice and the hearing accorded 
the trustee, and any such trustee shall have the right to appeal within 
ten (10) days after service of such order upon him to the State 
Board of Education. Vacancies occurring in the membership of any 
Board of Trustees for any cause shall be filled for the unexpired 
term by the County Board of Education in the same manner as pro- 
vided for full term appointments. The trustees shall as soon as 
practicable after the appointment of any new trustees organize by 
the election of one of their member as chairman and another as 
clerk of the board. The Chairman shall preside at meetings of the 
board and perform other duties imposed on him under the law, and 
the clerk shall keep a record of the proceedings of all meetings in a 
book provided for that purpose, and perform all other duties re- 
quired of him by law. All meetings shall be at the most convenient 
and practicable place in the district. No teacher or other employee 
shall be employed or any purchase made except in a duly called 
meeting of the board, of which each member has been notified by 
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the clerk of the board of the time, place and purpose thereof at 
least three days in advance in writing of such meeting, or unless a 
written waiver of such notice of meeting is signed by each member 
of the Board of Trustees and unless such action or the memoranda 
of the terms of any such contract of employment or purchase shall 
be duly recorded in the minutes of such meeting and approved by 
the board. No contract shall be entered into with teachers before 
April 15 of each year. Provided, That the provisions of this Act shall 
neither repeal, supersede, nor annual any special Act providing for 
the appointment, or election of school trustees in any school district, 
or in any of the several counties of the State. Provided, however, 
That in Chester County the trustees for each school district, except 
special or graded school districts exempted herein, shall all be ap- 
pointed at once upon the approval of this Act. One of whom shall 
serve for one year; one of whom shall serve for two years, and 
one of whom shall serve for three years, the term of each to be 
designated by the County Board of Education; and the successors 
shall thereafter be appointed for three years each, and that the terms 
of office of all trustees who now: hold said office shall be and hereby 
are terminated, ended and declared expired as of April Ist, 1933. 
Provided, further, That the provisions of this Act shall not apply 
to Georgetown County. 

§ 2. Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. Provided, That no provisions of this Act shall 
apply to Bamberg County. 

§ 3. Effective Date.—This Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor. :

AN ACT to Provide for a County Board of Education of 
Aiken County, to Define its Duties, and Fix the Com- 
pensation of the Members Thereof. 


Section 1. Aiken County Board of Education—Mem- 
bers—Appointment—Term—Nomination -— Removal. — Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Board of Education of Aiken County shall be 
composed of the Superintendent of Education of said County and one 
member from each of the three County Road Districts who shall be 
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appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority 
of the Aiken County Delegation. The three members so appointed 
shall hold office for a term of four year, or until their successors 
shall have qualified; and thereafter one member of the said Board 
shall be nominated by the qualified voters of each of the County 
Road Districts of said County under the rules and regulations of 
the Democratic party ; Provided, Any of the Members of said Board 
may be removed by the Governor upon recommendation of the Grand 
Jury. 

§ 2. Powers and Duties—“Board” Defined.—That upon 
the qualification of the members of the Board created under the 
provisions of this Act, said Board shall be clothed with all the powers 
and charged with all the duties as now provided by law for County 
Board of Education, and shall have the executive, financial and ad- 
ministrative control of all public schools in Aiken County, and said 
Board is hereby directed, instructed and commanded to reduce the 
cost of operation of the public schools in Aiken County where it can 
be done without impairment of, efficiency at least twenty-five (25%) 
per cent below the operating costs of said schools for the year 1929. 
And looking to that end, said Board is specifically charged with the 
examination of every contract for the employment of teachers and 
bus drivers and other employees of schools, and no contract. shall- 
be binding upon the Board or upon any district, nor shall any part of 
the money called for in such contract be paid until the same is ap- 
proved by the Board. 

Wherever the word “Board” is used herein, it shall refer to the 
County Board of Education. 

§ 3. Sinking Funds—School Budgets—Transportation 
——Curriculum—tTransfer of Children.—The Board is specially 
charged with preserving sinking funds, and where they have been 
destroyed, in the building them up to carry out the provisions of law 
creating them, and the Board shall require all trustees to submit 
budgets for their schools and where reductions are made, the Board 
shall reduce the levies accordingly, and any order given to the 
Auditor and Treasurer of the County by the Board with regard to 
fixing levies shall be observed by said officials in the levying and 
collecting of taxes; the Board is required to see that there are no 
duplication in transporting or teaching and that no children are trans- 
ported from one district to another at additional cost unnecessarily ; 
and that children are transferred from one district to another when 
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the convenience of such child is served without needless impair- 
ment to the school which the child is transferred to. 

§ 4. Claims—-Payment—School Terms—Salaries.—The 
Board is required to promulgate and observe rules for the approval 
and payment of claims and for the issuance of vouchers so as to 
keep a complete check thereon in the office of the Board and so as - 
to prevent the issuance of pay warrants when there are no funds 
available to pay the same; and said Board is given full power to make 
and enfore any reasonable rules and regulations for the fixing of 
the length of term of school and the fixing of salaries where none 
are provided specifically by law and where those fixed by law are in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act; and no claim shall be paid 
by the Treasurer of Aiken County until approved by the County 
Superintendent of Education and the Chairman of the Board. 

§ 5. County Board Fund—Use—Transfer and Use 
Game Funds.—The Board is given power to cause the levy of not 
more than a half mill on all the property of the County, to be used 
in a fund to be known as the County Board Fund, which the Board 
may use in its discretion for the helping of weak schools and for 
such educational purposes as it may deem proper ; and it is required 
to cause’ the funds in the hands of the State Game Warden to be 
transferred to the Treasurer of Aiken County immediately to be held 
by the Treasurer to be disposed of by the Board in accordance with 
recommendations of the legislative delegation, to be filed with the 
Board hereafter. 

§ 6. Clerk—Salary—Dismissal.—The County Superintend- 
ent of Education is authorized to employ a clerk or stenographer, 
at a salary to be fixed by the Board, who shall act for the Board 
also, said clerk or stenographer being subject to dismissal at the 
pleasure of the Board. 

§ 7. Overdrawn Districts—Borrow.—lIn view of the fact 
that several of the districts of Aiken County are overdrawn, the 
Board is required to specially examine the budgets for these districts 
and to fix such levies therein as will gradually relieve them of the 
overdraft, and, at the same time, operate the schools; and looking to 
the thorough, full and complete operation of every school in Aiken 
County, the Board is hereby given full power to borrow money and 
to pledge the districts affected for the repayment of the same with 
interest, and to cause levies covering the same to be fixed, subject

to the limitations, however, described in this Act; that is, that no levy 
shall be raised unless necessary to pay debts already incurred. 

§ 8. Custodian of School Funds.—:The Treasurer of Aiken 
County shall be the custodian of all funds, and he shall honor no 
pay warrant on the same until approved as set forth herein. 

§ 9. Claims Outstanding—Borrow to Operate Schools. 
—tThat the Board examine into all pay warrants and claims hereto- 
fore approved and yet outstanding and unpaid, and if they find said 
claims or warrants to be proper, shall approve them for payment 
when funds are available to pay the same or when it is desired to 
use them in part payment of taxes as provided by law; and the 
Board has full power to refinance all of said outstanding claims 
and to pledge the resources of the County for the payment of any 
loan made to them for that purpose; and the County Board shall 
likewise have power to borrow any money necessary to operate the 
schools within the limitations prescribed herein, and pledge the re- 
sources of the County for the payment of the same, together with 
interest thereon, upon such terms as they may think proper; and if 
causing overdrawn districts to repay their indebtedness or deficit 
can be done without borrowing, the County Board is authorized to 
set forth a revolving account to the end that the indebted districts 
may gradually pay back to the County Board Fund the amount of 
the deficit owing by them, and the County Board shall cause the dis- 
tribution of said funds to be made to the districts it belonged to, and 
the Board shall have power to fix any equitable interest rates on said 
deficits that may be proper, if in their judgment, the district whose 
money has been used by the overdrawn districts has been caused 
expense in borrowing to operate its own schools. 

§ 10. Payment of Claims.—The Board shall promulgate 
rules for a methodical manner of paying claims, according to their 
priorities, to the end that no discrimination shall be used against any 
teacher or other employee. 

§ 11. Compensation of Members of Board.—The Chair- 
man of said Board of Education, who shall be designated by the 
Aiken County Legislative Delegation, shall receive as compensation 
for his services the sum of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per 
month while actually engaged in the discharge of his duties, and 
the two other appointive members of the said Board, while actually 
engaged in the discharge of their duties, shall receive only their 
actual expenses incurred in connection therewith; Provided, That 
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the County Superintendent of Education shall receive no additional 
compensation to that provided by Law for him as County Superin- 
tendent of Education. 


§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 13. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

‘AN ACT to Provide for Returns for Taxation, to Promote 
and Encourage the Early Payment Thereof, to Provide 
for the Payment of Delinquent Taxes and Taxes As- 
sessed for the Year 1933 and Succeeding Years in In- 
stallments in Beaufort County; and Also to Amend Act 
No. 703 Approved the 21st Day of March, 1932, by 
Striking Therefrom the Word “Beaufort’’. 


Section 1. Time to Make Returns for Taxation, Beau- 
fort County.—-Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Commencing with the year 1933 and continuing 
thereafter, in Beatrfort County, all returns of real and personal 
property for purposes of taxation which are now required to be 
made on or before the 1st day of March, and all returns for pur- 
poses of commutation road taxes and poll taxes, shal! be made on or 
before the 20th day of February, and if not so made all penalties 
thereon as now provided for shall attach. 

§ 2. Pay Taxes in Installments—Date Tax Books Open. 
—The Commutation road tax, poll tax and all property taxes as- 
sessed in the year 1933 and in succeeding years may be paid in four 
(4) installments of not less than one-fourth (14) of the amount of 
the total taxes without penalties, as follows: The first installment on 
or before October Ist, the second installment on or before November 
15th of the year in which assessed and the third and fourth install- 
ments on or before January 15th and March 15th, respectively, of 
the year succeeding the year in which assessed. Whenever any tax- 
payer shall elect to pay his taxes in installments, as herein au- 
thorized, he shall pay on or before October Ist one-fourth (%) 
or more of any such tax, and, thereafter, pay the succeeding install- 
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ments as herein authorized. In the event that any installment is not 
paid on or before its due date, then the total of all the remaining 
installments shall become due and payable as now provided by law, 
and if not paid then, to become subject to the penalties and execu- 
tions as other delinquent taxes: Provided, further, That the pro- 
visions of this Section shall not apply to any taxes when any one 
installment amounts to less than Five ($5.00) Dollars: Provided, 
That out of the first installment paid the poll tax and commutation 
road tax due shall be paid and credited in full: Provided, further, 
That commencing with the year 1933, all tax books, shall be opened 
by October first: Provided, further, That no additional expense for 
books, receipts or other records made necessary by this Act shall 
be borne by the State: Provided, further, That any discount on the 
State’s portion of the taxes collected shall be absorbed by the County 
of Beaufort. 

§ 3. Act 703 of 1932 Acts Amended—Beaufort County 
Omitted.—That Act No. 703, approved the 21st day of March, 
1932, 37 Statutes at Large, Page 1267, is hereby amended by strik- 
ing therefrom the word “Beaufort.” 

§ 4. Apply only to Beaufort County.—This Act shall ap-

AN ACT to Amend Section 4145, Volume II, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, Relating to Commutation 
Road Taxes in Chesterfield County by Providing for 
the Performance of Road Duty or Payment of a Tax in 
Lieu Thereof in Said County. . 


Section 1. § 4145, 1932 Code, Amended—Road Tex, 
Chesterfield County—Perform Road Duty—May Pay.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 4145, of Volume II, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, be and the same is hereby amended by striking out the said 
Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be designated 
as Section 4145: 
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“Section 4145: That all able-bodied male persons between the 
ages of twenty-one and fifty-five, both inclusive, on the first day 
of January of any year, residing in Chesterfield County not exempt 
by the general law except those who are required to perform road 
duty or pay a commutation road or street tax in an incorporated 
town are hereby declared to be subject to road duty in Chesterfield 
County and are required to perform three days labor upon the public 
roads of said County under the direction and supervision of the 
Supervisor of Roads of Chesterfield County, in the townships and, 
insofar as practicable in the school districts in which they reside: 
Provided, Nevertheless, That any person liable for the performance 
- of such road duty may, in lieu of the rendition of such service, pay 
unto the County Treasurer on or before the first day of January next 
succeeding the year in which said road duty should have been per- 
formed, the sum of Two and 25/100 ($2.25) Dollars, and shall 
thereupon be released and discharged from the performance of said 
road duty. 

The County Auditor of Chesterfield County is hereby directed 
and required to include the said Tax of Two and 25/100 ($2.25) 
Dollars in the return of every taxpayer subject to perform road duty 
as is herein provided. If the said sum of Two and 25/100 ($2.25) 
Dollars is not paid on or before the first day of January in the next 
succeeding year, the County Treasurer shall forthwith make up a 
list by townships of such defaulting taxpayers and immediately 
transinit the same to the Board of County Commissioners. ‘The Board 
of County Commissioners shall thereupon classify the said defaulting 
taxpayers by townships and, insofar as practicable by school dis- 
tricts, and with the advice and assistance of the Supervisor of Roads, 
plan and schedule the road work to be performed in the respective 
townships. The Road Supervisor shall summons the said defaulting 
taxpayers for the performance of said road duty at such times after 
January first and such places as the Board of County Commissioners, 
having due regard for the convenience of the said defaulting tax- 
payers, shall deem advantageous and practicable for the performance 
of said road duty. Such road duty shall be performed under the 
supervision and direction of the County Supervisor of Roads and 
in accordance with the rules and regulations of the Board of County 
Commissioners relating thereto. 

Any person liable for the performance of such road duty failing 
to pay said tax on or before the first day of January next after the 
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year in which the said road duty should have been performed, and 
failing to perform the said road duty when and as summonsed and 
directed by the Board of County Commissioners, the County Su- 
pervisor of Roads, or their duly designated agent, overseer, or repre- 
sentative shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion shall be fined not less than Ten Dollars or more than Fifty Dol- 
lars, or be imprisoned for not less than ten days, nor more than thirty 
days. 

The Supervisor of Roads shall cause an arrest warrant to be 
forthwith issued for every person violating the provisions of this 
Section and shall place same in the hands of the Sheriff of Chester- 
field County for execution. The Sheriff of Chesterfield County is 
hereby directed and required to execute said warrants with all con- 
venient dispatch and to return the said arrest warrants to the Magis- 
trates who issue the same with his return endorsed thereon or an- 
nexed thereunto, reciting the facts and circumstances with respect 
to the execution of the said arrest warrants or the cause of his failure 
to enforce the same, in case any of the said arrest warrants have not 
been duly executed. The Magistrates of Chesterfield County shall 
on or before the first day of January in each year return the said 
arrest warrants issued by them to the Board of County Commission- 
ers with a complete and detailed report as to the final disposition of 
each case. 

The Deputy Sheriff and Constables of Chesterfield County are 
hereby authorized, empowered, directed and required to enforce 
the provisions of this section under the direction and supervision 
of the Sheriff of said County. In all cases where a criminal prosecu- 
tion is commenced hereunder the trial Magistrate may, in his dis- 
cretion, discontinue such prosecution upon the payment of said 
tax of T'wo and 25/100 ($2.25) Dollars, and the cost of the action, 
which shall include a fee of One Dollar for the Sheriff, Deputy 
Sheriff ; or Constable who shall execute the said warrant and a fee of 
One Dollar to the trial Magistrate; Provided, That the Sheriff or 
officer in whose hands the said arrest warrant has been lodged for 
execution shall be entitled to collect and receive from such de- 
faulting taxpayer the sum of One Dollar in addition to the said 
tax of Two and 25/100 ($2.25) Dollars where the same is col- 
lected before the commencement of a criminal action. Provided, 
further, That any person claiming exemption from the provisions 
of this Section upon the ground of physical disability shall be re- 
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quired to file with the County Auditor a certificate of disability from 
a duly licensed physician residing in Chesterfield County and an 
affidavit that he is financially unable to pay the said tax, and if such 
person is physically unable to perform said road duty, but is financial- 
ly able to pay said tax of Two and 25/100 ($2.25) Dollars, he shall 
not be exempt from the provisions of this Section. 

§ 2. Effect on Road Taxes or Prosecutions prior to 1933 
—Labor in Lieu of Pay.—The amendment of Section 4145, as 
provided for herein, shall not affect the liability of persons who have 
not ‘paid their commutation road tax for any years prior to 1933, 
All liabilities incurred or prosecutions commenced under this section 
prior to January 1, 1933, shall continue and may be enforced in the 
same manner as if said amendment had not been made: Provided, 
That any person liable for the payment of the said commutation road 
tax for any year prior to 1933, may, in lieu of the payment of the 
said tax of Three Dollars ($3.00) perform three days labor upon 
the public roads, as provided for in this section as amended, and the 
performance of such labor shall release such delinquent taxpayer 
from the payment of the said commutation road tax for such year. 

§ 3. Saving Clause.—That if any clause, section, paragraph, 
or part of this Act shall for any reason be adjudged by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not affect, 
impair, or invalidate the remainder of this Act but shall be confined 
in its operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph, or part thereof 
directly involved in the controversy in which such judgment has 
been rendered. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the State Commission 
of Forestry to Acquire Property, to Borrow Money and 
to Pledge Assets in its Hands for the Repayment There- 
of in Promoting Reforestation in this State and Pro- 
viding Work for the Unemployed. 


Section 1. State Commission of Forestry May Acquire 
Property—Price—Use.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
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of the State of South Carolina: That the State Commission of 
Forestry in this State is authorized and empowered to acquire, by 
purchase, gift or otherwise, sub-marginal agricultural lands and 
cut-over forest lands in this State at an average price not to exceed 
Five ($5.00) Dollars per acre, and in no event above $10.00 per acre, 
and to use the same for timber production, demonstration in forestry 
practice, erosion and flood prevention, game sanctuaries, public shoot- 
ing grounds and as places of general recreation. 

§ 2. Commission May Borrow—lIssue Evidences of In- 
debtedness—Security.—In order to carry out the provisions of 
this Act as well as to carry out and make more effective the pro- 
visions of Article XI, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as 
contained in Sections 3277 to 3284, inclusive, the State Commission 
of Forestry is authorized and empowered to borrow from time to 
time sums of money not exceeding Five Hundred Thousand ($500,- 
000.00) Dollars from any source available and issue evidences of 
indebtedness therefor in the form of notes or bonds, as may be 
determined by the said Commission, at a rate of interest not exceed- 
ing six per cent. per annum, payzble either annually or semi-annually, 
as the Commission may determine, and have such maturities as may 
be determined by the Commission, not exceeding, however, twenty 
years from the date of issue of the first obligation issued hereunder. 
The Commission is authorized and empowered to secure any sums 
borrowed under the terms of this Act by mortgage of any property 
owned by the Commission, and it is also authorized and empowered 
to pledge any and all income of every kind and to pledge any and all 
rents, incomes, issues and profits accruing to it from any of its prop- 
erties and/or any rights or privileges accruing to it under any con- 
tract of sale, or lease. Unless otherwise provided herein, all of the 
details of any loan, the manner of execution of the evidences of 
indebtedness and of the mortgages or other security authorized to 
be pledged, are left to the Commission. 

§ 3. Repayment of Labor Costs—Use of Income—Lia- 
bility of the State-——The Commission is hereby authorized and 
empowered to pledge fifty per cent. of the net income from lands 
acquired under this Act, for the repayment of labor costs incurred 
under Federal laws pertaining to reforestation, commonly known 
as Roosevelt’s Reforestation Plan in aid of unemployment, should 
such be made a requisite by the Federal Government. Following 
satisfaction of the mortgage and certificates of indebtedness issued 
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under the terms of this Act, twenty-five per cent. of the net income 
from the products of the forest lands acquired under the terms here- 
of is hereby assigned to the county in which said lands are situate 
in lieu of taxes. The State is in no manner liable for any debt in- 
curred under the terms of this Act, but all such obligations shall be 
met by the State Forestry Commission out of monies coming into 
its hands from the property pledged, and at least fifty per cent. 
of its income from sales, issues, rents, profits and leases shall be 
applied annually to the payment of principal and interest due on 
any such loan. 

§ 4. Extent of Power and Authority of Commission.— 
Full power and authority are hereby vested in the said State Com- 
mission of Forestry to acquire, own, sell, lease, exchange, transfer 
or rent, pledge and mortgage real and personal property and to co- 
operate with all agencies of the Federal Government in all matters 
pertaining to reforestation and providing employment for the benefits 
of the public and also to co-operate with any other department of 
government of this State to accomplish the intent and purposes of 
this Act, and any and all power deemed necessary for the: said Com- 
mission to conform to any Act of Congress or of any rule or regula- 
tion promulgated ‘by any duly authorized agency of the Federal 
Government in hereby vested in the said Commission. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Discharge of Bankrupts from 
Judgment 


Section 1. Discharge of Bankrupts from Judgments— 
Procedure.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Any time after one year has elapsed since a 
bankrupt was discharged from his debts, pursuant to the acts of 
Congress relating to bankruptcy, the bankrupt, his receiver, trustee 
or any other interested person or corporation, may apply, upon 
proof of the bankrupt’s discharge, to the court in which a judgment 
was rendered against him, or if rendered in a Court not of record, 
to the court of which it has become a judgment by docketing it 
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therein, for an order, directing the judgment to be cancelled and dis- 
charged of record. If it appears upon the hearing that he has been 
discharged from the payment of that judgment or the debt upon 
which such judgment was recovered, an order must be made direct- 
ing said judgment to be cancelled and discharged of record; and 
thereupon the clerk of said court shall cancel and discharge the same, 
by marking on the docket thereof that the same is cancelled and dis- 
charged by order of the court, giving the date of entry of the order 
of discharge. Notice of the application, accompanied with copies of 
the papers upon which it is made, must be served upon the judgment 
creditor, or his attorney of record in said judgment, in the same 
manner as provided in the rules of the Circuit Courts of this State 
for the service of process, if the residence or place of business of 
such creditor, or his attorney, is known; but if unknown and cannot 
be ascertained after due diligence, or if such creditor is a non- 
resident of this State, and his attorney is dead, removed from, or 
cannot be found within the state, upon proof of said facts by affidavit, 
a judge of the court may make an order that the notice of such ap- 
plication be published in a newspaper designated therein, once a week 
for not more than three weeks, which publication shown by the 
affidavit of the publisher, shall be sufficient service upon such judg- 
ment creditor, of the application. 

§ 2. Extent of Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed; Provided, however, That the 
provisions of this Act shall not operate to discharge any debt, judg- 
ment or claim that is not dischargeable under the bankruptcy law 
or the law of the State.

bass or trout caught or taken from said Lake Murray, or which any 
person may have in his or her possession as taken or caught from 
said Lake Murray, shall not be less than six (6) inches in length. 
It shall be lawful to use baskets in Lake Murray at all times, and 
the penalty for violation of this Act shall be as now provided by law 
for fish and game in this State”, so that Section 1 of said Act when 
so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 1: That on and after the passage of this Act, fishing in 
Lake Murray shall be regulated as follows, to wit: The use of a hook 
pulled behind a boat, commonly known as trowling, shall be limited 
to one line per boat, except when there is more than one person in 
a boat, in which case such boat shall be limited to two lines ; and that 
the number of bass and/or trout which any one person may be per- 
mitted to catch or have in his or her possession taken from’ the waters 
of Lake Murray in any one day shall not be over ten (10), and that 
the size of any bass or trout caught or taken from said Lake Murray, 
or which any person may have in his or her possession as taken or 
caught from said Lake Murray, shall not be less than six (6) inches 
in length. It shall be lawful to use baskets in Lake Murray at all 
times, and the penalty for violation of this Act shall be as now pro- 
vided by law for fish and game in this State.

AN ACT Directing the Preparation of a Budget of Expendi- 
tures for the Public Schools in Kershaw County and to 
Provide for a Decrease of Local School Levies and the 
County Levy for School Purposes in Kershaw County. 
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Section 1. School Trustees, Kershaw County, Prepare 
and File Budgets.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That immediately upon the approval of 
this Act the County Board of Education of Kershaw County shall 
direct the several boards of trustees of the public schools in said 
County to prepare a budget for the scholastic year 1933-1934, and a 
schedule of revenue available for school purposes under the laws 
as they now exist. When such budgets have been prepared, the same 
shall be filed with the Superintendent of Education of Kershaw 
County; Provided such budgets are filed on or before the first day 
of July, 1933, and on or before the same date each year thereafter. 

§ 2. Approve Budgets—-Levies.—Upon the filing of the 
budgets directed in Section 1 of this Act, the County Board of 
Education of Kershaw County together with the Legislative Dele- 
gation from Kershaw County shall study said budgets, call in the 
trustees of the several districts when advisable and amend, approve 
or disapprove such budgets. When the County Board of Education 
and the Legislative Delegation from Kershaw County shall have 
fixed and approved budgets provided for in this Act they shall have 
the power to fix the special levies in the several districts as many 
mills as they think possible in order to operate the schools upon the 
budget approved. They shall always have the power and authority 
to fix the County levy of seven (7) mills for school purposes by 
such number of mills as in their judgment will be advisable. 

§ 3. Contracts and Expenditures Limited to Budgets.— 
When the budgets provided for in this Act shall have been approved 
and the levies fixed by the County Board of Education and the 
_ Legislative Delegation and such fixation certified to the auditor of 
Kershaw County, the Auditor shall fix the levy on his books in such 
amounts as the Senator and a majority of the Kershaw County 
Legislative Delegation may direct and the trustees of the several 
districts are hereby prohibited from contracting for or expending 
any amounts in excess of the amounts provided for in the budgets 
and in excess of the taxes which may be directed levied by the 
County Board of Education and the Legislative Delegation as pro- 
vided in this Act.

Section 1. § 2249, 1932 Code, Amended—Erection of 
Commercial Establishments, Sullivan’s Island.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sec- 
tion 2249 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina 1932, (Vol. 2) 
relating to “LIMITATIONS AS TO BUILDING ON SULLI- 
VAN’S ISLAND” be amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following provisos: 

Provided that the Board of Township Commissioners for Sulli- 
van’s Island be and it is hereby authorized and empowered to issue 
building permits for the erection of commercial buildings and es- 
tablishments on the north and south side of Middle Street, com- 
mencing at Pettigrew Street and ending at Frost Street, (Pettigrew 
Street formerly known as Station 18, now know as 8th Street and 
Frost Street formerly known as Station 2234, now known as 15th 
Street), if and when request for building permit together with plans 
and specifications for said building be submitted to the Board of 
Township Commissioners for its approval and an application for 
erection be first had and allowed. Provided further that the Board 
of Township Commissioners are hereby authorized and empowered 
to remove, or have removed, nuisances, dangers, menaces to health 
aud to approve plans and specifications, and to close such build- 
ings and establishments as in the discretion of the Board are not 
fit and proper, and demand their removal. Provided further that all 
buildings and commercial establishments now erected outside of said 
area, and those heretofore authorized by the Commission be declared 
legal and in case of their destruction the Board of ‘Township Com- 
missioners is authorized and empowered to allow re-erection but no 
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commercial building or establishment other than those now standing 
is permitted or allowed to be erected, outside of said area.

2249. Hereafter no person shall erect, or cause to be erected, more 
than one dwelling house on each half acre lot in the town of Moultrie- 
ville, on Sullivan’s Island; and if any person shall build, or attempt 
to build, such a dwelling house, such person may be compelled to 
desist from such building, and to remove the same, by the court of 
Common Pleas; and it shall be lawful for the intendant or any 
one of the wardens of the said town to execute stich order, under 
the direction of the Sheriff of the County, or his lawful deputy. 
Provided that the Board of Township Commissioners for Sullivan’s 
Island be and it is hereby authorized and empowered to issue build- 
ing permits for the erection of commercial buildings and establish- 
ments on the north and south side of Middle Street, commencing 
at Pettigrew Street and ending at Frost Street. (Pettigrew Street 
formerly known as Station 18, now known as 8th Street and Frost 
Street formerly known as Station 22%4, now known as 15th Street), 
if and when request for building permit together with plans and 
specifications for said buildings be submitted to the Board of Town- 
ship Commissioners for its approval and an application for erection 
be first had and allowed.

Section 1. Act 877 of 1932 Acts Amended—Time to 
Close Bidding at Real Estate Foreclosure Sales.—Be it en- 
_ acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act to Regulate Judicial Sales 
of Real Estate,”’Etc., and designated as Act No. 877 of the Acts of 
1932, approved the 11th day of April, 1932, be amended by adding a 
proviso definitizing the time for closing the bidding, and by adding 
another proviso excepting foreclosure sales where no personal or 
deficiency judgment is sought, so that the said section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

Section 1: From and after the approval of this Act, in all judicial 
sales of real estate the bidding shall not be closed upon the day of 
sale, but shall remain open until noon of the thirtieth day after the 
sale, exclusive of the day of sale, within which thirty days period 
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any person, other than the highest bidder at the sale or any represen- 
tative thereof in fcreclosure suits, may enter a higher bid upon com- 
plying with the terms of sale by making any necessary deposit as a 
guaranty of his good faith, and thereafter within such period any 
person other than such highest bidder at the sale or any representa- 
tive thereof in foreclosure suits, may in like manner raise the last 
highest bid, and the successful purchaser shall be deemed to be the 
person who submitted the last highest bid within said period and 
make the necessary deposit or guaranty: Provided, That if the 
thirtieth day falls on Sunday, the bidding shall be so closed at noon 
on the Monday immediately following: And provided, further, That 
the provisions of this Act, except as to the fees and charges of 
Sales officers, shall not apply to any suit brought for foreclosure if 
the complaint therein states that no personal or deficiency judgment 
is demanded and that any right to the same is expressley waived, but 
in any such case the sales officer shall state in the advertisement of 
sale that no personal or deficiency judgment is demanded and that 
the bidding will not remain open after the sale but that compliance 
with the bid may be made immediately. 

§ 2. Same—Giving of Deposits by Bidders.—That Sec- 
tion 4 of the Act aforesaid be amended by striking out the words 
“of thirty days”, and by inserting in lieu thereof the words “and 
changing the amount of the deposit or guaranty”, so that as so 
amended the said Section shall read as follows: 

Section 4:-In no decree of sale or order thereunder hereafter 
rendered shall there be a requirement for a deposit of cash or other 
guaranty of good faith prior to the conclusion of the bidding at any 
judicial sale of real estate, and such deposit or guaranty as may be 
required at the conclusion of the bidding and of any person who 
thereafter raises the bid within the aforementioned period shall be five 
.(5%) per centum of the bid or some lesser percentage thereof. 

§ 3. Same—Fees and Charges of Sales Officers.—That 
the Act aforesaid be further amended by inserting a new Section to 
be known as Section 5, fixing the fees and charges of sales officers, 
the same to read as follows: 

Section 5: The officer making judicial sales of real estate may 
charge for services rendered in making such sales and in paying 
over the proceeds of such sales to the parties entitled thereto, and 
for rendering all services in connection with such sales for which 
a commission fee is now authorized by law, a fee of $7.00 in case 
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of such sale for a price of $500.00 or less; and in the case of a sale 
for more than $500.00, he shall be entitled to an additional fee of 
one per cent of the excess. No fees, charges or commissions, other 
than those herein authorized, may be charged by the officer making 
such sales; Provided, That if such officer acted as Referee or Mas- 
ter in any case and took testimony, made a report, or performed 
any other service prior to the order or decree of sale, he shall be 
entitled to the regular legal fees therefor; Provided, further, That 
where such officer is upon a salary basis of compensation all such 
fees, charges and commissions shall be paid to the County Treasurer 
as may be provided by law; And provided, further, That this section 
shall not apply to the County of Charleston, but the fees, charges 
and commission of sales officers in that County shall remain as now 
fixed by law. 

§ 4. Same—Sections to Conform.—That the aforesaid Act 
be further amended by changing the numbers of Sections 5 and 6 
thereof to 6 and 7, respectively.

Section 1. Officials Receiving Fees in Charleston Coun- 
ty Keep and File Records of Same.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That every officer 
and employee of the County of Charleston, who receives fees by law 
for the performance of various duties and services in his official ca- 
pacity, is hereby required to keep accurate and detailed records of such 
fees accrued or received, and to file in the office of the County Treas- 
urer of Charleston County on or before the tenth (10th) day of each 
month, after the approval of this Act, a statement made under oath be- 
fore any person authorized by the laws of this State to administer 
oaths, showing; (a) the gross amount of such fees accrued or received 
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during the previous calendar month; (b) the expenses paid during 
such calendar month by said officer or employee from such fees for 
the operation of their respective offices or for county purposes, 
specifying the same; (c) the unpaid amount of such fees as may 
have been Handled on credit by said officer or employee; (d) the 
net amount of the fees for said month actually received by said officer 
or employee, which net amount shall be the gross amount referred 
to in subdivision (a) hereof, less the amounts referred to in sub- 
divisions (b) and (c) hereof. 

In every such statement filed after the statement filed on the 
tenth day of the month next following the approval of this Act, there 
shall be edded to the net amount referred to in subdivision (d) here- 
of the total amount collected during the calendar month covered by 
such statenient of such fees as may have been handled on credit in 
any previous month; and the total thus secured shall be the net 
amount as to such statements. 

Such statements shall be preserved by said County Treasurer and 
made available to the Senatir and Members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives for Charleston County or any of them, upon request, 
and any or all of said records may be made public upon the au- 
thorization and direction of a majority of the whole legislative Dele- 
gation for said county. 

§ 2. Pay Portion of Fees to County Treasurer.—At the 
time of the filing of such statements, the officer or employee shall 
pay to the County Treasurer of Charleston County an amount equal

In 
any case where the State Highway Commission or the Highway De- 
partment has heretofore paid, or shall hereafter pay, the purtion or 
pro rata amount for and in behalf of any county, the Comptroller 
General be and he is hereby authorized and directed to require the 
County Auditor to levy, immediately, a tax on all the taxable prop- 
erty in such county as may be necessary to provide a sum of money 
sufficient to refund the Highway Department for the reimbursement 
payment, both as to principal and interest, heretofore or hereafter 
made by said Department for and in behalf of said County on account 
of said county’s portion or pro rata of such reimbursement payments. 
The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to levy such 
tax as may be required by, the Comptroller General pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act and the County Treasurer is hereby authorized 
and directed to collect said tax and remit its proceeds to the State 
Treasurer who shall apply said proceeds solely to the purpose of 
tefunding the State Highway Department as herein provided. After 
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payment by the Highway Department of the portion or pro rata 
amount of any reimbursement heretofore due, or hereafter becoming 
due, by .any county, the Highway Department shall certify the 
amount cf the payment, or payments, to the Comptroller General, 
which amount shall be levied, assessed, collected, paid and refunded 
as herein provided. It is not the intention and purpose of this Act 
to transfer to any county the responsibility for raising and paying 
any amount which the State Highway Commission is required by 
law or reimbursement agreement to assume and pay on behalf of 
such county. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval

AN ACT to Safeguard Public Funds in Edgefield County 


Section 1. Security Required for Deposits of Public 
Funds in Edgefield County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That before any officer of 
Edgefield: County or of any school district or. political subdivision 
thereof, entrusted with the custody of public funds of said county, 
school district or political subdivision thereof, shall deposit or con- 
tinue any deposit in excess of the sum of Five Thousand ($5,- 
000.00) Dollars in any bank or cash depository for a longer period 
than thirty (30) days after the passage of this Act, such officer 
shall require such bank or depository to secure said deposit by 
furnishing an indemnity bond in favor of the County of Edgefield, 
or school district or political subdivision thereof, as the case may 
be, executed by a corporate surety company licensed to do business 
in this State in an amount equal to the average deposit maintained 
tn any one bank or depository at any one time or by assigning and 
leaving with such officer as indemnity in lieu of a surety bond ob- 
ligations of the United States, or of the State of South Carolina or 
of any county, town or any political subdivision of the State, the 
same to be approved by such officer, In the event securities are placed 
in lieu of a surety bond such securities shall be taken at market 
value and be in an amount so that the average deposit in any such 
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bank or depository shall not exceed the aggregate amount thereof. 
The securities may be placed in a lock box of the depositing bank 
and one key kept by the county officer and the other by an officer of 
the bank. Such obligations shall be held by the county official to 
indemnify the county, political subdivision, person, corporation or 
party in interest against any loss that may be incurred on account 
of such deposit. 


§ 2. Disposition if Cannot Obtain Security.—lIn case the 
' official hereby charged with the duty of requiring obligations to se- 
cure deposits is unable to obtain the same, then such funds shall be 
kept in a lock box in a vault selected by the County Treasurer, and 
such funds shall be protected against theft and fire by adequate in- 
surance, the premiums on such insurance to be paid from the funds 
thereby protected. 

§ 3. Penalty.—Any person failing to comply with the provi- 
sions of ‘this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
_ conviction shall, in addition to being civilly liable for all loss result- 
ing, be punishable by a fine not exceeding One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars or imprisonment for a period not exceeding three years, or 
both in the discretion of the Court. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Levy a License Tax Upon All Persons, Firms 
and Corporations Selling Food, Fruit, Produce or 
Merchandise From Motor Vehicles Within the County 
of Charleston, and to Provide a Penalty for Violations 
thereof. 


Section 1. License Tax Required to Sell Food, Fruit, 
Produce or Merchandise from Motor Vehicles in Charleston 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That on and after the passage of this Act it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to sell or offer 
for sale from any motor vehicle in Charleston County any food, fruit, 
produce or merchandise without first having secured a license for the 
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calendar year of such sale or offer for sale from the Treasurer of 
Charleston County to carry on said business, for which there shall be 
a fee charged by the said Treasurer in the sum of Twenty-five ($25.- 
00) Dollars for the first motor vehicle used in said business and a 
fee in the sum of Seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars for the second 
motor vehicle used by said person, firm or corporation in said busi- 
ness and a fee in the sum of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for 
each and every motor vehicle over two used by any person, firm or 
corporation in said business. 

§ 2. Penalty.—That any person, firm or corporation selling 
ot offering for sale any food, fruit, produce or merchandise from 
any motor vehicle in Charleston County without first securing said 
license herein mentioned shall be punished by imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty (30) days or fined not exceeding One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars, or both. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Regulate the Affairs of the Industrial Schoai for 
Girls, to Require that the Inmates be Transferred, or 
Paroled, to Limit the Operation of the School, and to 
Limit Employment of Those in Charge of the Institu- 
tion, and to Provide for an Appropriation. 


Section 1. Industrial School for Girls—Appropriation 
—Period of Operation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Industrial School for Girls 
shall be continued in operation during the year 1933 and until July 
1, 1934, and that there is hereby appropriated the sum of Twenty- 
five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars for this purpose, if so much be 
necessary. Said sum shall be in lieu of any other appropriation for 
- said institution for said period. 

§ 2. Transfer or Parole Inmates.—That the Governor is 
hereby authorized and empowered to require the Superintendent 
of the State Hospital, the Superintendent of the State Training 
School, and the Supervisor of the Children’s Bureau to transfer 
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the girls who should be committed to other institutions of the State 
on account of feeblemindedness and to parole the girls who can be 
placed in homes, and that preference be given to the inmates of the 
Industrial School for Girls by the other institutions and agencies 
of the State until all the inmates have thus been paroled or trans- 
ferred. 

§ 3. Employees—Reduction—Term.—That the Superin- 
tendent of the Industrial School for Girls shall reduce the number 
of persons employed on the staff of the institution to meet the re- 
duction in the number of the inmates as herein set forth; that no 
employee of the institution shall be employed beyond such time as 
his or her services are necessary and any contract of employment 
shall be subject to the terms of this Act. 


§ 4. Admittance of Inmates.—That no new inmates shall 
be admitted until the number of those there at present has been re- 
duced to thirty; and thereafter only those shall be admitted in the 
future who have been tried, convicted and sentenced, by any Mag- 
istrate, County, City or Circuit Court and found guilty of violating 
any law for which the punishment is a fine or imprisonment, as more 
fully set forth under Sections 2029 and 2030 of the Code of Laws 
of 1932. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for Returns for Taxation, To Promote 
and Encourage the Early Payment Thereof, to Provide 
for the Payment of Delinquent Taxes and Taxes As- 
sessed for the Year 1933 and Succeeding Years in In- 
stallments in Marlboro County. 


Section 1. - Time to Make Tax Returns, Marlboro Coun- 
ty.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: Commencing with the year 1933 and continuing thereafter, 
in Marlboro County, all returns of real and personal property for 
purposes of taxation which are now required to be made on or be- 
fore the 1st day of March, and all returns for poll taxes, shall be 
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made on or before the 15th day of February, and if not so made all 
penalties thereon as now provided for shall attach. 

§ 2. Discount Taxes.—That upon all taxes levied on real and 
personal property, and all poll taxes assessed for the year 1933 and 
succeeding years and paid on or before the first day of October of 
the year in which the same are assessed, there shall be allowed a dis- 
count of three (3%) per cent of the amount thereof; that upon all 
such taxes paid on or before the first day of November of the year 
in which assessed, there shall be allowed a discount of two (2%) 
per cent of the amount thereof ; that upon all taxes paid on or before 
the first day of December of the year in which assessed, there shall 
be allowed a discount of one (1%) per cent of the amount thereof: 
Provided, That the County Treasurer of Marlboro County shall 
remit to the State Treasurer the full amount of State taxes, the dis 
counts to be absorbed by the County. 

§ 3. Pay Taxes in Installments—Date Tax Books Open. 
—The poll tax and all property taxes assessed in the year 1933 and 
in succeeding years may be paid in four (4) installments of not less 
than one-fourth (1/4) of the amount of the total taxes without pen- 
alties, as follows: The first installment on or before September 15th, 
the second installment on or before November 15th of the year in 
which assessed, and the third and fourth installments on or before 
January 15th and March 15th, respectively, of the year succeeding 
the year in which assessed. Whenever any taxpayer shall elect to 
pay his taxes in installments, as herein authorized, he shall pay on or 
before September 15th one-fourth (1/4) or more of any such tax, 
and, thereafter, pay the succeeding installments as herein authorized, 
in the event that any installment is not paid on or before its due date, 
then the total of all the remaining installments shall become due and 
payable as now provided by law, and if not paid then, shall become 
subject to the penalties anc. executions as other delinquent taxes: 
Provided, further, That the provisions of this Section shall not apply 
to any taxes when any one installment amounts to Three ($3.00) 
Dollars or less: Provided, That out of the first installment paid the 
poll tax due shall be paid and credited in full: Provided, further, 
That commencing with the year 1933, all tax books shall be opened 
by September first. 

§ 4. Pay Delinquent Taxes in Installments—Foreclos- 
ure Sales.—That immediately after June 1, 1933, the Tax Collector 
of Marlboro County and the Treasurer of Marlboro County shall 
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determine the amount of delinquent taxes now in or subject to ex- 
ecution and all costs and penalties due and unpaid, including taxes 
assessed for the year 1932, and when they shall have determined the 
total amount of such delinquent taxes, and costs and penalties against 
any property, or taxpayer, they shall divide the same into six (6) 
equal parts, computing simple interest thereon at the rate of six (6) 
per cent per annum upon one part for one year beginning June 1, 
1933; upon a second part interest for two years; upon a third part 
interest for three years; upon a fourth part interest for four years; 
upon a fifth part interest for five years and upon a sixth part interest 
for six years. The total of the parts, with interest, shall then be added 
together and said total shall then be divided into six (6) equal parts, 
and thereupon any such taxpayer shall be allowed the privilege 
of paying the same in six (6) equal successive annual installments, 
the first installment to become due and payable on December 1, 
1933, and the succeeding installments shall become due in a like 
manner on the same day in each year, and in the event that any in- 
stallment is not paid when due, the remaining unpaid installments 
shall become due and the same shall be subject to the penalties and 
executions as provided by law for taxes assessed and not paid in 
year in which the installment matures ; or in the event that the taxes 
for any current year are not paid on or before March 15th of the 
succeeding year, then the remaining unpaid installments shall likewise 
become due and collectible, and subject to the same penalties and 
processes of execution as provided for the current taxes. 

The provisions of this Section shall not apply to taxes on personal 
property unless the tax lien covers real property; also in the event 
that under the law providing for segregation of taxes the real estate 
becomes discharged from the tax lien, then the whole or any part 
of the unpaid installments of the taxes on the personal property shall 
become payable and subject to collection and execution as now pro- 
vided by law for a delinquent tax: Provided, however, In the event 
of sale in a foreclosure action involving real estate or personal prop- 
erty, all remaining unpaid tax installments shall immediately become 
due and collectible, and the officer making such sale shall pay the 
same from the proceeds thereof. 

§ 4-a. State Pay No Expenses.—That no additional expense 
for books, receipts or other records made necessary by this Act shall 
be borne by the State: Provided, That any discount on the State’s 
portion of the taxes collected shall be absorbed by the County of 
Marlboro. 
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§ 4-b. Payment of Delinquent Taxes before Due.—Upon 
the payment in full of any delinquent taxes before they become due, 
under the terms of this Act, interest shall be added only to the date 
of payment. Any one paying all delinquent taxes in any school dis- 
trict in full by December 1, 1933, shall be relieved of all interest and 
entitled to a five per cent. discount thereon in addition, except taxes 
for the year 1932 which must be paid in full with interest to entitle 
one to said discount and waiver of interest on taxes for previous 
years. 

§ 4-c. Payment by Third Persons.—Any one desiring to 
pay taxes due by another and be protected as to the lien thereof may, 
with the written consent of the owner, cause the Tax Collector of 
the County to issue his receipt for such delinquent taxes, hereunder 
in his hands for collection, and write thereon and sign a transfer of 
the receipt to the party paying the taxes due. Thereupon such person 
shall have and retain the original lien for taxes; but such original 
lien shall be subject to all taxes thereafter accruing against the prop- 
erty. For the due protection of subsequent purchasers the Tax Col- 
lector for the County shall make proper entry on the tax duplicate; 
and the books in the office of the Treasurer shall be so arranged as 
to give accurate information to all interested persons. 

§ 5. Apply only to Marlboro County.—This Act shall ap- 
ply only to Marlboro County. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed only insofar as they relate to Marlboro County.

Assignments of Real Estate Mortgages.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That sub- 
division 3 of Section 8881, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
be and the same is hereby amended by. inserting after the word 
“upon” and before the word “the” on line 4 of said subdivision 3, the 
words “or attached to”, and by inserting after the word “piece” on 
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line 4 and before the word “then” on line 5 of said subdivision 3 
the words “not attached to the original mortgage itself”, so that said 
subdivision 3 of Section 8881 when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Subdivision 3: Any assignment to be entitled to be recorded as 
herein provided shall be in writing and witnessed as mortgages of 
real property are required to be witnessed and not probated where 
the same is upon, or attached to, the original mortgage itself, but 
where it is upon a separate piece not attached to the original mort- 
gage itself then it shall be probated in the same way as is now pro- 
vided by law for the probating of mortgages of real property. There 
shall be charged for such recordation a fee of twenty-five (25c) 
cents.

Section 1. § 8189, 1932 Code, Amended—Decrease of 
Capital Stock.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 8189 of the Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, be, and the same is hereby, amended by in- 
serting in the third line thereof the words “or decrease”, between 
the words “to increase” and the words “its capital stock”, and in the 
seventh line thereof the words “or decrease” between the words “or 
increase” and the words “or capital stock”, so that said section, when 
so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 8189: Any railroad, steamboat, street railway, or canal 
company in this State desiring to increase or decrease its capital 
stock, have its names changed or charter amended, shall call a stock- 
holders’ meeting, giving at least thirty days’ notice of the time, place 
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and purpose of the meeting ; and if a majority of the stock of the cor- 
poration be present in person or by proxy, a resolution embodying 
the proposed changes, alterations, amendments or increase or de-

to the petition filed with the Secretary of State under the provisions 
of Section 8188.

AN ACT to Authorize the Use of Convicts in the Peniten-

Section 1. Use Convicts in State Penitentiary upon State 
Highways or other Public Projects.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board of 
Directors of the State Penitentiary be and they hereby are authorized’ 
and empowered to permit the use of convict labor on State highway 
projects or other public projects that may be practical and con- 
sistent with the safe guarding thereof. The State Highway Com- 
mission and/or other agencies of the State charged with the making 
of any public improvement for the benefit of the State may apply to 
the Board of Directors of the State Penitentiary for such convict 
labor as in their judgment could be used to advantage in such high- 
way projects or other public improvement or development. If in the 
judgment of the said Board of Directors such labor can with safety 
be devoted to any such highway projects or other public purposes, the 
Board of Directors of the Penitentiary shall be authorized and em- 
powered to devote such labor to such public use or uses. In all such 
work, the labor so employed shall be under the officers appointed 
and designated by the Board of Directors of the State Penitentiary ; 
but the direction of such work on any such highway project or other 
public improvement shall be under the control and supervision of 
the person or persons designated by the agency charged with the 
duty of performing such work or making such improvement. The 
authorities herein designated to let such labor and to use the same 
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may make such contract with respect thereto as they may mutually 
determine upon.

Section 1. Act 277 of 1933 Acts Amended—Amount of 
Lee County Taxes Payable by Individuals with School 
Claims.—Be it. enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the 
Payment of Certain Taxes in Lee County with county and school 
district claims, and to authorize, empower and direct the Treas- 
urer of said County to accept same in payment thereof” approved 
April 29th, 1933, be and the same is hereby amended by striking 
out the third proviso of Section 1 and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following: “Provided, further, That claims representing not more 
than two months salary for each school employee and claims repre- 
senting not more than two months incidental supplies for each 
school district shall be approved by the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion for the payment of taxes as provided for herein”, so that said 
Section 1 of said Act when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 1: That the Treasurer of Lee County is hereby author- 
ized, empowered and directed to accept in payment of county and 
school district taxes for any one year now due and/or to be due 
and collectible, school claims issued by any school district in said 
county in an amount of not exceeding forty per cent (40%); and 
county claims in an amount not exceeding twenty-five per cent 
(25%) of the taxpayers’ county and school districts for any one year. 
Provided, That no school claim shall be accepted, as above provided, 
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except in payment of taxes on property in such school district. Pro- 
vided, further, That upon such school claims and/or county claims 
being used by anyone other than the original holder thereof, the 
holder desiring to pay taxes therewith shall append his affidavit 
thereto stating that he has not purchased such claim or claims at a 
lower discount from the face value thereof than eight (8%) per cent 
per annum, Provided, further, That claims representing nor more 
the two months’ salary for each school employee and claims rep-

AN ACT to Further Define and Fix the Compensation of 
Certain Officers and Employees of Williamsburg 
County. 


Whereas, there may arise some misunderstanding or misconstruc- 
tion of the terms of the County Appropriation Act for the year 1933 
and of an Act entitled “An Act to Fix the Compensation of Cer-_ 
tain Officers of Williamsburg County,” passed at the 1933 session 
of the General Assembly, in changing certain officers from a fee to 
a salary basis; now, therefore, 

Section 1. Compensation Officers and Assistants, Wil- 
liamsburg County, During 1933.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the provisions of 
the said Act in reference to the salaries and compensation of the 
officers and employees hereinafter mentioned are amended and 
construed to mean and read as follows: 

(a) The compensation of the Clerk of Court, Deputy Clerk of 
Court, the Sheriff, the Auditor, the Treasurer, and the Judge of 
Probate for the months of January, February, March, April and 
May of 1933, shall be upon the same basis and rate as provided 
in the County Supply Act of 1932: Provided, however, That the 
percentage cut of State Supply Bill be added to the County’s part

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for January, February, March, April and May, when applied to 
Auditor and Treasurer. That for the remaining seven months of the 
said year, 1933, the said officers shall be paid seven-twelfths of the 
sums appropriated as salaries for said officers, respectively, in the 
Supply Act, and which shall be payable monthly, and the respective 
items of appropriations made upon an annual basis are reduced ac- 
cordingly, 

The Clerks to the Auditor and Treasurer, shall, each, for the year 
1933 be paid the sum of Three Hundred and no/100 ($300.00) 
Dollars each. 

§ 2. Sheriff Allowed Mileage.—That the Sheriff shall re- 
ceive and have as part compensation for his services all mileage as 
now allowed by law in Civil matters. 

§ 3. Motor Vehicles Usable in Law Enforcement.—For 
the purpose of law enforcement, the Sheriff of Williamsburg County 
and those directed by him, are authorized and empowered to use 
any motor vehicle now in the possession of the Sheriff or that may 
hereafter come into his possssion either by purchase and/or by for- 
feiture after seizure while engaged in the unlawful transportation of 
alcoholic liquors and beverages.

AN ACT to Empower the Sheriff of Lee County to Use the 
Rural Policemen of Such County in the Collection of 
Delinquent Taxes. 


Section 1. Rural Policemen, Lee County, Assist in Col- 
lecting Delinquent Taxes.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Sheriff of Lee 
County be, and he is hereby, fully authorized and empowered to 
use the rural policemen of such county to aid him in the collection 
of delinquent taxes; and such rural policemen are hereby required 
as a part of their duties to collect delinquent taxes as by the Sheriff 
of Lee County required, making such reports to the sheriff as he 
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shall order and turning over to him all moneys as collected, in each 
instance taking the Sheriff’s receipt therefor. 

§ 2. Expense Allowance.—The rural policemen shall receive 
in addition to their regular salary one dollar a day as expenses from 
October to March of each year for every day spent in the collection 
of delinquent taxes; such expenses to be itemized and verified by 
the rural policemen, and paid by the County Commissioners from 
taxes so collected when approved by the Sheriff in writing. 

§ 3. All Acts, or parts of Acts, inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Levy a Tax of Six (6) Mills on All Taxable 
Property in Jasper County for School Purposes; Fix- 
ing the Salaries of Superintendents, Principals and 
Teachers of the Schools of Jasper County; and to Au- 
thorize the County Board of Education to Borrow 
Money and to Pledge the Revenue Derived from Said 
Taxes to the Payment of Same. 


Section 1. Annual Tax for School Purposes, Jasper 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That a tax of six (6) mills is hereby levied upon 
all of the taxable property in Jasper County for school purposes 
for the scholastic year 1933-34 and each year thereafter tuntil this 
Act has been repealed. 

§ 2. Collection—Use.—That the County Auditor is hereby 
directed to place the levy herein provided for on the tax books for 
the year 1933 and each year thereafter, and the County Treasurer 
is authorized and directed to collect the same as and when other taxes 
are collected and place the same to the credit of the Board of Edu- 
cation for Jasper County, to be expended by said Board from year 
to year to supplement State funds for school purposes. 

§ 3. Borrow to Operate Schools.—The County Board of 
Education of Jasper County is hereby authorized to borrow funds 
for the operation of schools in Jasper County in such amounts as 
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may be deemed advisable by them and pledge the six (6) mill levy 
herein provided for for the payment of same. 

§ 4. Cumulative.—That the levy provided for in this Act 
shall be in addition to any other levies fixed by law for Jasper Coun- 
ty; and the provisions of this Act shall be construed to be cumula- 
tive and not intended to repeal any other Act which may provide 
for the operation of schools. 

§ 5. Salaries of Teachers.—That the salaries of School 
teachers in Jasper County shall not exceed the following sums: 
Superintendent of Ridgeland Schools Two Hundred Twenty-five 
($225.00) Dollars per month for a period not exceeding nine months ; 
principal of Ridgeland schools- One Hundred Twenty-five ($125.- 
00) Dollars per month for a period not exceeding nine months; 
principal of Grays’ school One Hundred Thirty-five ($135.00) Dol- 
lars per month for a period not exceeding nine months; principal 
of Tillman schools One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per month for 
a period not exceeding nine months; principal of Hardeeville school 
Sixty-two and 50/100 ($62.50) Dollars per month for a period not 
exceeding nine months, which shall be Jasper County’s portion, same 
being one-half thereof. Teachers who have not heretofore taught 
in Jasper County, shall receive not exceeding Sixty-five ($65.00) 
Dollars per month; teachers, other than those above named, who 
have taught in Jasper County for a period of one year, not exceed- 
ing Seventy ($70.00) Dollars per month; teachers who have taught 
for two years in Jasper County, not exceeding Seventy-five ($75.00) 
Dollars per month; and teachers who have taught in Jasper County 
for three years or more, not exceeding Eighty ($80.00) Dollars per 
month. It shall be unlawful for the trustees of any school to fix a 
higher salary than the maximum hereinbefore set out. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment of Delinquent Taxes 
in Installments in Colleton County, and to Permit the 
Re-Purchase of Real Estate in Installments from the 
Forfeited Land Commission of Said County. 


Section 1. Pay Delinquent Taxes for 1931 and. prior 
Years in Colleton County in Installments—Re-Purchase in 
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Installments Certain Property Sold for Taxes.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It is 
hereby made the duty of the Sheriff of Colleton County, with the 
assistance of the Auditor of said County, to determine immediately 
after the passage of this Act, the aggregate amount of delinquent 
taxes and penalties, and separately the amount of costs which have 
accrued and been earned, on the several executions covering real 
estate, or real estate with personal property, issued by the Treasurer 
of Colleton County against such property or taxpayer for the year 
1931 and years prior thereto, and divide the taxes and penalties into 
five (5) equal parts and the costs into two (2) equal parts. The 
owner of any such property, or taxpayer, shall be permitted without 
further charges, penalties, or costs, to pay such delinquent taxes with 
penalties in five (5) equal, successive, annual installments, the first 
installment to become ‘due and payable the first day of January, 
1934, provided, there be also added to, and paid with, the first two 
installments one portion each of said costs. Should the taxpayer 
fail to pay said installments when due, then the remaining unpaid 
installments shall immediately become due, and it shall be the duty 
of the Sheriff to proceed as provided by law for the collection of 
such delinquent taxes, penalties and costs. The taxpayer shall have 
the right to anticipate the payment of any or all of said installments. 
As the said installments are paid to the Sheriff he shall issue his of- 
ficial receipt therefor and credit the oldest execution in his hands 
with the amount of such payment by entering the same thereon 
together with the date of payment. If any such payment or payments 
amount to the sum due on such execution, the same shall be so 
marked and due return made thereon, If such payment or payments 
exceed the amount due under any such execution, the surplus shall 
be credited on the next oldest execution. The Sheriff shall keep 
adequate records in his office showing the amount and date of the pay- 
ment of any and all installments, with the name of the taxpayer 
making the same. The installments payments herein provided for 
shall not extend to executions not covering some real property. The 
payment of delinquent taxes in installments as herein provided shall 
apply also to any items due by taxpayers where sales of real es- 
tate have been held and the land bid in by the Forfeited Land 
Commission but no deed delivered to it, and not already re-sold by 
the Forfeited Land Commission. The sheriff shall not deliver any 
title deed to the County Forfeited Land Commission until the default- 
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ing taxpayer has failed to pay the first or any succeeding installment 
as herein provided, In the cases of tax sales of real estate to others 
than the Forfeited Land Commission where no deed has been de- 
livered, the taxes for which the sale was made may be paid by the 
defaulting taxpayer, in the same manner of installments as herein- 
above provided for delinquent taxes and the Sheriff shall pay to the 
parties who have complied with bids any monies paid in installments 
already paid to said purchaser, Provided, further, That where deed 
to real estate has been delivered to the Forfeited Land Commis- 
sion, the defaulting taxpayer shall have the right and privilege of 
re-purchasing the said real estate, if still owned by the said com- 
mission, by paying to the said commission the full amount of the 
taxes, penalties and costs for which sold, in installments, in the 
amount and at the time and in the manner above provided for de- 
linquent taxes still under execution: Provided, the first installment 
should be paid on or before January 1st, 1934, and Provided, that 
failure to pay any installment when due shall work a forfeiture in 
the right to so re-purchase in installments. Provided, further, that 
in all cases under this section the payment of any or all of said install- 
ments may be anticipated. 

§ 2. Pay 1932 Taxes in Installments.—No execution shall 
be issued for 1932 taxes until after July Ist, 1933, and in all cases 
where any such defaulting taxpayer shall on or before July 1st, 
1933, pay at least one-fourth (1/4) of said taxes with a penalty of 
two (2%) per cent, no execution shall be issued against such de- 
faulting taxpayer so paying until the fifteenth day of October, 1933, 
at which time a further penalty of five (5%) per cent shall be 
added on the balance of taxes due. Between July Ist and October 
15th, such defaulting taxpayer so paying shall have the right and 
privilege of paying the remainder of said taxes with penalties in 
installments, at such times as he may desire, in multiples of one- 
fourth (1/4) of the amount of taxes and penalties. On all execu- 
tions which may be issued for said 1932 taxes no costs or mileage 
prior to advertisement and sale shall be added except fifty (50) 
cents thereon to the Treasurer and fifty (50) cents thereon to the 
Sheriff: Provided, however, That delinquent taxpayers in order to 
secure the benefit of the installment payments provided for in this 
section shall pay all State taxes prior to July first, 1933, which State 
taxes shall be a part of the 1/4 installment payable July first. 
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°§ 3. Lien Holders.—The owner or holder of any mortgage, 
judgment or other lien on any property covered by delinquent taxes 
shall be permitted to pay such delinquent taxes, penalties and costs 
in full or in installments provided for above in order to protect 
such lien. 

§ 4. No Expense on State.—No additional expense shall be 
devolved upon the State of South Carolina for printing of additional 
books, receipts or other records made necessary by this Act, and all 
such expenses shall be borne by the County. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Provide for the Election of 
School Trustees of Cleland School District in Hampton 
County. 


Section 1. Election Trustees, Cleland School District, 
Hampton County.-——Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: On the second Tuesday in June, 1934, the 
school patrons in Cleland School District in Hampton County shall 
elect by ballot a trustee to succeed the trustee of said District whose 
term expires during the year 1934; and a successor to the other 
trustees of said District shall likewise be elected by ballot at the ex- 
piration of their respective terms. The elections for said purpose shall 
be held at the school house in the said Cleland School District, after 
two weeks’ prior notice thereof, to be given by the Superintendent 
of Education of Hampton County, by posting such notice in con- 
spicuous places in said District, or by publication in some newspaper 
having circulation therein. Said Superintendent of Education shall 
also provide appropriate ballots and appoint three managers to con- 
duct said election, which managers shall tabulate the vote and certify 
the result to the County Board of Education of Hampton County. 
And said County Board of Education shall appoint and commission 
as trustee of said School District the person receiving the highest 
number of votes in such election, as certified by said managers. 


. 
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§ 2. Appointment—Term—Vacancy.—The persons elected 
as such trustees, as aforesaid, shall each be appointed and commis- 
sioned for a term of two years. In case of a vacancy occurring on 
the said Board at any time by reason of death, resignation, or other- 
wise, such vacancy shall be filled by election in the manner and after 
due notice as hereinabove provided. 

§ 3. Time Term Begins— Powers and Duties.—The 
trustees elected under the provisions of this Act shall assume office as 
such upon receipt of their respective commissions and shall thereafter 
be clothed with all the powers and charged with all the duties as 
now provided by law for school trustees of said Cleland School 
District. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Section 1. Sumter County Commissioners May Reduce 
Items in Its Supply Bills to Avoid Deficit.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: In addition 
to all other duties now imposed by law upon the County Board of 
Commissioners for Sumter County, the said board,to the end that 
there shall be no deficit in county ordinary finances, shall have the 
power, and they hereby are authorized to reduce any or all items in 
any county supply Bill, whenever in the opinion of a majority of said 
board such reduction is necessary to prevent a deficit in the finances 
of Sumter County. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Redemption of Real Estate now 
Owned or Hereafter Purchased by or in Behalf of the 
Forfeited Land Commission of Clarendon County by the 
Payment of the Delinquent Taxes Assessed Against 
Such Real Estate in Six Annual Installments Upon Cer- 
tain Terms and Conditions and to Prescribe the Duties 
of the Officers of Said County With Respect Thereto; 
and to Provide for the Payment of Tax Executions 
Now in the Hands of the Sheriff in Installments Under 
Certain Conditions. 


Section 1. Redemption of Lands Sold to Clarendon 
County Forfeited Land Commission for Taxes—Pay for in 
Installments—Time to Accept.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: In all cases in Clarendon 
_ County where real estate has been sold, or may hereafter be sold, 
under tax executions, and bid in by or in behalf of the Forfeited 
Land Commission of said county and the year of redemption, now 
provided by law, shall have elapsed, without the sale or other dis- 
position of said real estate by said Commission or the County Board 
of Commissioners, the former owner or owners thereof, his, her, its 
or their heirs, successors, devisees or mortgagees, may redeem said 
lands from said tax sale upon payment of the total of all of the 
taxes assessed against said real estate and in arrears, together with 
all penalties arid costs, in six equal, annually successive installments, 
together with interest at the rate of six (6%) per cent per annum 
on each of said installments from the date of the expiration of the 
year of redemption until payment, provided that application be made 
for the exercise of such privilege to the Supervisorof said county 
by any party entitled thereto within ninety days after the approval . 
of this Act with respect to all real estate upon which the year of 
redemption has expired at the time of the approval of this Act and 
within sixty days after the expiration of the year of redemption with 
respect to such real estate as may hereafter be sold in said county 
under tax executions. Upon the application of any party so entitled 
to the County Supervisor, within the time hereinabove prescribed, 
the said Supervisor shall determine the total amount of taxes inar- 
rears, with penalties and costs, upon the real estate which it is sought 
to redeem under the terms of this Act and the other taxes assessed 
therewith ; and for the purpose of ascertaining such amount the Su- 
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pervisor may call upon any and all officers of the county who are 
hereby required to give such information and render such assistance 
as may be desired by said Supervisor. And he shall correctly deter- 
mine such amount and divide the same into six equal portions, which 
shall be the installments, with six (6%) per cent per annum interest 
thereupon, required to be paid for the redemption of said real estate ; 
and he shall set the same up in a suitable, complete and permanent 
record and procure proper forms of receipts to be signed by him 
and delivered for the payment of any and all installments. 

§ 2. Payment of Installments—Time—Effect of Not 
Paying Installment or Current Taxes.—The first installment 
necessary to be paid hereunder shall be paid on or before November 
15, 1933, and the first installment due upon the redemption of any 
real estate which may be redeemed under the terms of this Act at 
any time hereafter shall be due and payable on the 15th day of No- 
vember first succeeding the date upon which application for the priv- 
ilege of such redemption was made. And any default in the payment ~ 
of any such first or subsequent installments, with interest, shall void 
and forfeit the privilege of such redemption and the sheriff shall, im- 
mediately upon notice of such failure, make and deliver to the For- 
feited Land Commission of the county his deed for said real estate 
pursuant to the sale from which it was sought to redeem said property 
and shall put such commission or any representative thereof into 
actual and exclusive possession of said property. And payment of all 
current taxes upon said property before execution is issued upon 
any such taxes is hereby made a condition for the exercise of the 
right to redemption herein created, and upon execution having been 
issued for any such current taxes, the sheriff shall make deed as 
aforesaid to the Forfeited Land Commission and forthwith place it 
or its representative in exclusive possession thereof. 

§ 3. Personal Property and Other Taxes—Pay in In- 
stallments.—In cases where the tax execution or executions under 
which the real estate sought to be redeemed under the terms of this 
Act was sold included taxes upon personal property and other 
taxes, such taxes upon personal property and other taxes may like- 
wise be paid in installments as herein provided and the aggregate of 
all such taxes and the taxes upon the real estate shall be divided 
into six equal installments as aforesaid, but in the event of the sale, 
transfer or other disposition by the taxpayer or seizure by any other 
person of any such personal property or any part thereof, the pro- 
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portionate amount of the taxes due upon such personal property or 
the part thereof transferred, seized or disposed of shall become im- 
mediately due and collectible by seizure of said property and the sale 
_ thereof by the sheriff after the usual advertisement of the sale of 
personal property for taxes. 

§ 4. Judicial Sales.—IJn the event of the sale in a foreclosure 
action, under execution or in or by any judicial proceeding or for 
municipal or other taxes or assessments of any real estate, upon 
which application for redemption hereunder has been made, all of 
the installments and interest unpaid at the time of said sale shall be- 
come thereupon immediately due and collectible and the sheriff or 
other selling officer shall not deliver deed to such property until the 
full amount of the delinquent taxes and interest, including the per- 
sonal property and other taxes which have been assessed with said 
real estate, be paid; and after the installments are determined and 
ascertained as aforesaid there shall be no separation or segregation 
of the property included therein, except as herein expressly provided, 
but the redemption shall be of the whole property for which applica- 
tion for redemption was made; provided that when the application 
is made it may be for redemption in separate parcels or tracts 
of real estate, in which event the aggregate amount of the taxes 
due may be prorated to such separate parcels or tracts by the Super- 
visor, whose finding thereupon shall be finai, and the redemption by 
parcel or tracts be thus separately permitted, provided that anticipa- 
tion of the payment of any and aj installments, with interest there- 
upon to the date only of such anticipated payment, shall be permitted. 

§ 5. Property Affected.—The terms of this Act shall not 
apply to any real estate of which the Forfeited Land Commission 
of said county, or the County Board of Commissioners or the 
Supervisor acting for said Commission, has heretofore disposed of, 
or to real estate which was or hereafter is bid in at any tax sale 
thereof by other than the Forfeited Land Commission of said County 
or in its behalf, or unless application for permission to redeem here- 
under be made by a party duly entitled by the terms hereof within 
ninety days from the approval of this Act or within sixty days from 
the expiration of the year of redemption now provided after tax 
sale, and in the latter case only with respect to real estate which has 
been bid in at said sale by or in behalf of the Forfeited Land Com- 
mission ; and the terms of this Act shall not be construed to impair 
or in anywise affect any deeds heretofore or hereafter made by the 
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Forfeited Land Commission of said county in accord with law or to 
its title to lands which it now owns, except as herein expressly 
provided. 

§ 6. Disposition of Funds Collected by Supervisor.—All 
funds collected by the County Cupervisor from the installment pay- 
ments hereinabove provided shall be accounted for and paid in ac- 
cord with the existing law with respect to the disposition of funds 
derived from the sale of or otherwise from forfeited lands, and shall 
be so credited by the County Treasurer. 

§ 7. Additional Duties for Supervisor—Compensation 
—Books and Forms.—The duties herein directed to be performed 
by the County Supervisor shall be in addition to his duties now 
prescribed by law and shall be performed by him without additional 
compensation ; and he shall devise and procure sufficient forms and 
books, at the expense of the county, to properly prepare and pre- 
serve in detail records of all transactions made and had hereunder. 

§ 7-A. Pay Certain Tax Executions in Sheriff’s Office in 
Installments.—The amounts, including all penalties, costs and 
charges, of tax executions in the hands of the Sheriff at the time of 
the approval of this Act, upon which the property affected hereby 
has not been sold, may be paid in five (5) equal, annual successive 
installments, provided the first be paid on or before the 15th day 
of October, 1933, and the remaining four installments on or before 
the 15th days of November of the next succeeding four years, to-wit, 
1934 to 1937, both inclusive, together with interest at the rate of 
six (6%) per cent. per annum upon each of said last four install- 
ments from Nov. 15, 1933, until paid in full; provided that the cur- 
rent State, county, school and other taxes upon the property affected 
by said executions be paid annually when due or before the same are 
placed in execution and in the event of the latter all installments 
then unpaid, together with interest thereupon shall be immediately 
collectible by the Sheriff by seizure and sale as now provided by law, 
which latter action shall also be taken by him in the event of the de- 
fault in the payment of any installment or if the property be seized 
or sold in foreclosure, under execution or in or by any judicial pro- 
ceeding or for municipal or other taxes or assessments. 

The County Board of Commissioners shall provide the Sheriff 
with suitable books and receipts forms and he shall keep accurate 
records upon all of his receipts and other transactions hereunder 
and shall account to the County Treasurer monthly and pay over all 
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collections, interest, fees, penalties and costs for all of which he 
shall be responsible upon his official bond. 

§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Establish the License Year for Motor Vehicles; 
to Require the Payment of Licenses and Fees and tu 
Provide Penalties for Violation. 


Section 1. Procure Motor Vehicle Licenses Annually— 
Display—License Year-—Refunds.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That annually on or 
before the thirty-first day of October every owner of a motor ve- 
hicle, trailer, or semi-trailer shall procure from the State Highway 
Department motor vehicle licenses for the next succeeding license 
year beginning on the first day of November. The Highway De- 
partment is hereby authorized and directed to issue licenses during 
the months of September and October for the next succeeding license 
year. License plates for the ensuing license year beginning the first 
day of November may be displayed on a motor vehicle during the 
months of September and October preceding, provided that all license 
fees due have been paid to the Highway Department. Any person 
who shall operate any motor vehicle on or after the first day of 
November of each and every license year without current license 
shall be subject to the penalties now provided by law. After a license 
plate has been issued for a particular motor vehicle no refund of 
license fees shall be made, nor shall any license plate be transferred 
to any other motor vehicle: Provided, That the Highway Depart- 
ment is hereby authorized to promulgate regulations providing for 
the refund of any overpayment made in the purchase price of any 
license and to refund the purchase price of any license which has 
not been used and to make license refund for a motor vehicle which 
may have been destroyed before any substantial use of the license 
was had. 

§ 2. Time for Making Application.—<Applications for 
licenses shall be filed with the State Highway Department on or 
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before the thirty-first day of October of each license year and any 
person, firm or corporation who shall fail to file such applications 
before such date shall be subject to the penalties now imposed by law 
upon delinquent applications. 

§ 3. Expiration of Licenses—Rates—Semi-Annual Pay- 
ments.—All licenses shall expire on the thirty-first day of October 
of the license year for which such licenses were issued. Annual lic- 
enses for all motor vehicles shall hereafter be issued at the full an- 
nual rates for the license year for all motor vehicles licensed and 
registered during the first half of the license year ending on the 
thirtieht day of April and at one-half or semi-annual rates for all 
motor vehicles licensed and registered during the last half of the 
license year ending on the thirty-first day of October: Provided, That 
for the license year beginning on the first day of November, 1933, and 
annually thereafter, at the option of the motor vehicle owner, the 
Highway Department is authorized and empowered to accept pay- 
ment for annual licenses on passenger carrying motor vehicles, ex- 
cept passsenger carrying motor vehicles used for hire, on a semi- 
annual basis. 

§ 4. Licenses Purchased now until Nov. 1, 1933.—All 
Nineteen Hundred and Thirty-three licenses issued between the date 
of approval of this Act and the thirty-first day of October, Nineteen 
Hundred Thirty-three, shall be issued for the license year ending 
on the thirty-first day of October, Nineteen Hundred Thirty-three, at 
one-half of the annual rates now required by law: Provided, That 
all license money due on account of the operation of any motor vehicle 
during the year 1933 shall be paid to the State Highway Department. 

§ 5. Credit Allowed if 1933 Fees Paid.—That in case of 
application for licenses for any motor vehicle for the license year 
beginning on the first day of November, 1933, there shall be credited 
such pro-rate amount as may be proper on account of the full annual 
license fee heretofore paid for the year ending on the thirty-first 
day of December, 1933. 

§ 6. Owners Pay Motor Vehicle and Driver’s Licenses. 
—All motor vehicle owners shall pay to the State Highway Depart- 
ment all licenses and fees required by Chapters 125 and 128, Volume 
III, Code of Laws of 1932, 

§ 7. Enforcement—Administration.—The State Highway 
Department is hereby authorized to promulgate rules and regulations 
for the enforcement and administration of this Act and all such rules 
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and regulations not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act shall 
have the full force and effect of law. 

§ 8 Penalty.—Any person violating any provision of this 
Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be fined not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars, nor more than 
One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or imprisoned for not more than 
thirty (30) days. 

§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed to the extent of such 
inconsistency. 

§ 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Collection of Delinquent Taxes 
in Chesterfield County in Seven Annual Installments; 
to Extend the Duration of the Lien of Such Taxes; to 
Provide that the Lien of Said Taxes Shall Attach to the 
Proceeds of Loss Under Fire Insurance Policies; to 
Provide for the Separate Payment of the Poll Tax; to 
Provide for the Appointment of a Tax Deputy Sheriff 
and to Further Regulate the Collection of Said Delin- 
quent Taxes, 


Section 1. Pay Delinquent Taxes for 1931 and prior 
Years in Chesterfield County in Installments.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
It shall be the duty of the Treasurer, Auditor, Sheriff and County 
Attorney of Chesterfield County, and they are hereby authorized, em- 
powered, directed and required to forthwith examine, inspect, as- 
certain and determine the total amount due tpon each and every 
delinquent tax execution, for all State, county and special taxes, 
except the poll tax and commutation road tax, in the hands of the 
Sheriff of Chesterfield County, including the lawful costs and penal- 
ties due thereon, for the fiscal year 1931, and all years prior thereto. 
All of the said delinquent tax executions deemed to be wholly un- 
collectible shall be segregated, indorsed sulla bona and returned to 
the County Treasurer. The total sum due and unpaid upon all of 
the remaining delinquent tax executions against any taxpayer and/or 
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property in each and every school district in Chesterfield County 
shall be divided into seven equal parts, and the Sheriff of Chesterfield 
County shall thereupon set up, upon proper and appropriate books 
the amounts due upon the said delinquent tax executions, except the 
poll tax and commutation road tax, if any, included therein, against 
each and every delinquent taxpayer and/or property in each and every 
school district in Chesterfield County in seven equal parts in con- 
formity with the computation made by the Treasurer, Auditor, 
Sheriff and County Attorney. The said Sheriff is hereby authorized, 
empowered, directed and required to accept and receive the pay- 
ment of one-seventh of the whole amount due upon all of the said 
delinquent tax executions against any taxpayer and/or property, 
except the poll tax and commutation road tax, if any, included there- 
in, annually as hereinafter provided, and to execute and deliver his 
official receipt therefor ; Provided, That in the event personal prop- 
erty is about to be removed or is being removed from the County 
of Chesterfield or being sold at either private or public sale, all 
of the taxes placed on said property shall become immediately due 
and payable and the Sheriff of Chesterfield County shall proceed 
to collect the same in the manner now provided by law for collection 
of delinquent taxes. Provided, further, That in case any real and/or 
personal property is sold and conveyed under and by direction of 
a decree of the Court of Common Pleas in an action of foreclosure, 
partition, or otherwise, the officer of the Court making such sale 
shall pay all taxes and/or assessments then due and payable upon 
such property out of the proceeds of such sales; and Provided, 
further, That the first of the said installments of delinquent taxes 
shall become due and payable September 15, 1933, and each of the 
seven remaining installment payments shall become due and pay- 
able on the fifteenth day of September in each and every year 
thereafter until the whole amount of the said delinquent taxes, to- 
gether with the costs and penalties thereon shall have been fully 
paid and discharged, and if either or any of the said installments 
shall not be paid on or before the thirty-first day of December in the 
year in which the same shall have become due and payable, the re- 
maining unpaid installments shall ipso facto become immediately 
due and payable, and the Sheriff of Chesterfield County is hereby 
directed and required to immediately enforce the execution of the 
original delinquent tax executions against such defaulting delinquent 
taxpayer and/or property for the whole amount remaining due and 
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unpaid thereunder, in accordance with the direction and requirement 
of the general law regulating the execution and enforcement of de- 
linquent tax executions: Provided, further, That in the event any 
such delinquent taxpayer shall sell and convey any property en- 
cumbered by the lien for the delinquent taxes which have been herein 
directed to be segregated, the grantee of such property may, upon 
application therefor to the Sheriff at any time before the remaining 
unpaid installments have been accelerated and matured, as provided 
herein, continue the payment of the delinquent installments, as au- 
thorized in this Act: Provided, further, That if any delinquent tax- 
payer shall be adjudged a bankrupt in the United States Courts, or 
shall make an assignment for the benefit of his creditors, the said 
delinquent installments then remaining unpaid shall ipso facto be- 
come immediately due and payable, and the Sheriff of Chesterfield 
County is hereby enjoined, directed and required to take immediate 
and appropriate action to enforce the collection of the amount due 
upon such delinquent tax executions by the seizure and sale of the 
property covered by the lien of the said delinquent taxes and/or such 
other appropriate means as is provided by law: Provided, fur- 
ther, That such delinquent taxpayers shall have the right, and the 
Sheriff of Chesterfield County is hereby directed and required to 
accept, receive and receipt for all, or so many full installinents of 
the said delinquent taxes as such taxpayer shall desire to pay at any 
one time: Provided, further, That such installment payments shall 
be applied upon the oldest execution, or executions, and if the amount 
of any such installment, or installments, shall be in excess of the 
amount of taxes, costs and penalties due upon one or more of the 
oldest executions, the excess shall be applied as a partial payment 
upon the next oldest execution. 

§ 2. Books and Forms—Receipts.—The Board of County 
Commissioners of Chesterfield County is hereby directed and re- 
quired to purchase and supply the Sheriff of Chesterfield County with 
suitable and appropriate books and forms to keep the necessary 
records and make the reports herein required, and the Treasurer of 
Chesterfield County to pay the warrant of the County Commissioners 
for such books and forms and credit the same against the general 
. county fund. The Sheriff shall keep a bound receipt book wherein 
a carbon duplicate of each and every receipt issued by him for the 
payment of the said delinquent taxes shall be retained in consecutive 
order as issued. The receipt for the payment of the said installments 
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of delinquent taxes shall refer to the execution, or executions, upon 
which the said payment is applied and indicate the year, or years, for 
which the said execution, or executions, were issued and the num- 
ber of such installment or installments applied thereon. 

. § 3. Sheriff Settle Monthly — Use of Funds.—The 
Sheriff of Chesterfield County shall pay over unto the County Treas- 
urer the moneys collected by him upon the said delinquent tax ex- 
ecutions on or before the tenth day of each and cvery month and 
transmit therewith a certified report showing. the execution, or 
executions, upon which the same were collected, and such other in- 
formation as the Treasurer of Chesterfield County may require; 
and the said Treasurer shall thereupon apportion and allocate the 
said moneys to the accounts, funds or purposes for which the said 
taxes were levied. 

§ 4. Fees of Sheriff.—The Sheriff of Chesterfield County 
shall receive as compensation for his services in collecting and pay- 
ing over the said delinquent taxes unto the County Treasurer the 
costs allowed by the general law which have heretofore accrued upon 
the said delinquent tax executions, provided the Sheriff of said 
County shall be allowed to collect a fee of Twenty-five (25) cents 
for each installment collected and paid over to the County Treas- 
urer in lieu of the One ($1.00) Dollar cost allowed the Sheriff for 
collection of delinquent taxes, under the general law. The said 
Sheriff shall also receive the fees, costs, commissions and mileage 
allowed by the general law upon such of the said delinquent tax 
executions as the said Sheriff shall enforce by seizure and sale as a 
result of the failure of the delinquent taxpayer to comply with the 
provisions of this Act, or by the discharge of the tax lien upon the 
real property embraced in an execution against real and personal 
property, or as otherwise provided in this Act. Provided, the five 
(5) per cent-commission on the collection of delinquent taxes shall 
be charged and collected only in the event of seizure and sale of the 
property of the delinquent taxpayer. 

§ 5. Tax Deputy—Appointment—Bond — Duties and 
Powers.—In consideration of the compensation herein provided 
for him, the Sheriff of Chesterfield County shall employ and retain 
at his own expense a competent bookkeeper who shall be designated 
as the “Tax Deputy.” Except in case of an emergency, shall devote 
full time to the performance of the duties devolved upon the Sheriff 
by this Act, and such other clerical and office work as may be as- 
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signed to him by the Sheriff. All the authorities, powers, duties, 
obligations and liabilities devolved upon sheriffs by the general and/or 
local and special laws relating to this county are hereby vested and 
lodged in the said deputy sheriff, who shall be appointed as is pro- 
vided by the general law; and who shall give such bond and upon 
such terms and conditions as the Sheriff of Chesterfield County may 
require. The Board of County Commissioners for Chesterfield Coun- 
ty are hereby authorized and directed to issue their warrant for the 
payment of the premium on the bond of such deputy sheriff. The 
said deputy sheriff shall perform such other and further duties as 
he may be directed to do by the Sheriff of Chesterfield County. Ex- 
cept in special and temporary emergencies, the Sheriff or one of his 
deputies shall at all times remain in the Sheriff’s office, or in the 
county seat, so as to be available to receive the payment of delinquent 
taxes and transact such other business of the Sheriff’s office as the 
public need may require. 

§ 6. Delinquent Poil Taxes—Collection — Use. — The 
Sheriff of Chesterfield County is hereby directed and required to 
segregate and sct up the delinquent poll taxes in a separate book, 
according to the respective school districts of Chesterfield County 
and to accept, receive and receipt for the payment of the delinquent 
poll taxes of any taxpayer. Such delinquent taxpayer shall not be 
required to pay any other tax, or taxes, as a condition predecent 
for the payment of his delinquent poll taxes. The Sheriff shall pay 
over unto the County Treasurer monthly all poll taxes collected 
separately from other taxes, and the Treasurer shall thereupon ap- 
portion the same to the respective school districts entitled thereto. 

§ 7. Sheriff Inform Interested Persons.—Whenever the 
Sheriff of Chesterfield County has set up the books containing the 
delinquent taxes, inclusive of the year 1931, as provided for herein, 
upon written request therefor, any stich delinquent taxpayer, or any. 
person having an interest in the property covered by such tax lien, 
the Sheriff shall advise such taxpayer, or interested person, as to 
the aggregate amount due upon the delinquent tax executions against 
any delinquent taxpayer and/or property in his hands, together with 
the costs and penalties due thereon, and the amount of each annual 
installment due by said delinquent taxpayer and/or upon such prop- 
erty. 

§ 8. County Attorney, Auditor, Clerk of Court, and 
Treasurer Assist Sheriff—Duties.—In compiling, preparing 
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and setting up the books of the Sheriff, as provided for herein, and 
to the end and purposes that the property upon which taxes are 
delinquent may be listed in the names of the true owners thereof, 
the Sheriff may call to his assistance in connection therewith, the 
Treasurer, Auditor and County Attorney, who are hereby directed 
and required to aid, assist and cooperate with the Sheriff in the 
performance of such duty. The Sheriff shall return to the County 
Treasurer such delinquent tax executions as are found to be in- 
correct, defective or invalid and the County Treasurer shall there- 
upon make such correction, alterations and amendments to such in- 
correct, defective and invalid executions as shall be necessary to per- 
fect them, and/or cancel and issue new executions, as the facts and 
circumstances may require. The County Auditor shall thereupon 
make such amendments, corrections and alterations of his returns, 
duplicates and abstracts as the facts and circumstances may require. 
The Clerk of Court of Chesterfield County is hereby directed and 
required to aid, assist and cooperate with the Sheriff, Treasurer, 
Auditor and County Attorney in setting up the said delinquent tax 
books in the Sheriff’s office, and in altering, amending and correcting 
the delinquent tax executions on file therein, and to investigate, in- 
spect and compile from the records of his office such information 
as may be required with respect to the title and encumbrances of 
record affecting any property against which the said delinquent tax 
executions have been issued. 

§ 9. County Auditor May Examine Persons Interested 
in Executions.—-The County Auditor, upon four (4) days’ notice, 
may sttmmons any delinquent taxpayer, mortgagee, or any other 
person anywise interested in stich property, to appear before him, 
for examination under oath, upon any matter relevant to the said 
delinquent tax executions. The failure, neglect or refusal of any 
person to respond to the said summons shail constitute a misdemeanor 
‘and shall be punishable as such. Any person who shall swear falsely 
as to any material fact upon such examination shall be deemed guilty 
of perjury and shall suffer the pains and penalties of that offense. 

§ 10. Sales—Time to Comply—Convey to Forfeited 
Land Commission—Terms.—-Upon the sale by the Sheriff of 
any real property under the said delinquent tax executions, or either 
or any of them, if the successful purchaser, or purchasers, at such 
sale, shall fail, refuse or neglect to comply with the terms of such 
sale within thirty (30) days from the time of such sale, the Sheriff 
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shall thereupon transfer such bid to the Forfeited Land Commission 
of Chesterfield County, and upon the expiration of the time allowed 
by law for the redemption of the premises so sold from the said 
tax sale, convey the same to the said Forfeited Land Commission; 
Provided, That the Sheriff may require such sale to be for cash; 
and in every instance he shall require the successful purchaser to 
make a cash deposit of not less than twenty-five (25) per cent of 
his bid as a guaranty of good faith, and if such successful pur- 
chaser does not comply with the terms of sale within thirty days 
from the date thereof, such deposit shall be forfeited to Chesterfield 
County. 

§ 11. Apportionment and Allocation of Funds.—The 
moneys collected upon the said delinquent tax executions and paid 
over unto the County Treasurer shall be apportioned by him and 
allocated to the fund, account and purpose for which the original 
levies were made. 

§ 12. When Taxes Deemed Paid—Lien.—Whenever a 
taxpayer shall have paid all of his current taxes and the annual in- 
stallments of delinquent taxes, as provided for in this Act, and his 
delinquent poll taxes and commutation road taxes, if he shall be 
subject to the payment of such taxes, he shall be deemed to have 
paid all State, county and special taxes due and payable at such 
time and for such year except his current taxes, subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act providing for the acceleration and maturing of 
delinquent installments; and Provided, further, That a lien for such 
delinquent taxes shall be revived, renewed and extended for a period 
of ten years from the date of the payment of the last delinquent 
installment made by such delinquent taxpayer: Provided, further, 
That the liens of the said delinquent taxes are hereby declared to 
be a first lien upon the proceeds of any loss under any insurance 
policy tpon the property, or any part thereof, encumbered by the 
lien of the said delinquent taxes. In case the proceeds of loss under 
any policy of insurance upon the property, or any part thereof, en- 
cumbered by the lien of the said delinquent taxes, are paid over by 
the insurer without satisfying the said delinquent taxes, such per- 
son, firm or corporation paying over the proceeds of loss under such 
policy of insurance shall be liable to Chesterfield County for the 
payment of the said delinquent taxes to the extent of such loss, and 
the person, firm or corporation receiving the proceeds of such loss 
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shall be liable as for a conversion for the payment of such lien, or 
_ liens, to the extent of the sum so received. 

§ 13. Segregation and Apportionment.—Nothing contained 
in this Act shall be taken, deemed or construed to prevent the segre- 
gation and apportionment of taxes upon the request of any grantee 
or mortgagee, as is provided by the general law and all taxes so ap- 
portioned shall be treated in conformity with the provisions of this 
Act. 

§ 14. Liability of Officers and Their Bonds.—The officers 
named in this Act shall be responsible, and their official bond shall 
be liable, for any loss and/or damage suffered or incurred by Chester- 
field County for his or their failure, neglect, refusal or delay in fully 
and faithfully complying with.the terms and provisions of this Act, 
and fully and faithfully performing the duties herein devolved upon 
each of them. 

§ 15. Cumulative.—This Act shall be taken and construed as 
cumulative to and as an amendment of the general tax law, and as 
repealing only such Acts or parts of Acts as may be consistent with 
the provisions hereof. 

§ 15-A. No Expense on State.—No additional expense shall 
be devolved upon the State of South Carolina for printing of addi- 
tional books, receipts or other records made necessary by this Act 
and, all such expense shall be borne by the county: Provided, That 
any discount on the State’s portion of the taxes collected shall be 
absorbed by the county so that no discount shall be allowed on State 
taxes. 

§ 16. Saving Clause.—Ii{ any clause, sentence, paragraph, or 
any part of this Act shall for any reason be adjudged by any Court 
of Competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not 
affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of this Act, but shall be 
confined i its operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph or part 
thereof directly involved in the controversy in which said judgment 
is rendered. 

§ 17. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 18. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Counties of Lancaster, Greenwood and Kershaw, where they shall 
be licensed from April 1 to July 31; and except in the County of 
York, where they shall be licensed from May 1 to August 1; and 
except in the Counties of Williamsburg and Georgetown, where they 
shall be licensed from December 15 to August 1; and except in 
Sumter and Lee Counties where they shall be licensed only from 
December 15 to April 1, of each year, without license or between 
the hours of sunset and sunrise, is declared against the public welfare 
and is prohibited. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Determination and Refunding 
of Delinquent Taxes in Williamsburg County 
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Section 1. Settlement by Sheriff, Williamsburg County, 
on Tax Executions.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That immediately after the approval 
of this Act by the Governor, the Sheriff of Williamsburg County 
shall return to the County Treasurer all tax executions in his hands 
that have not been collected in full, and he shall pay over to the Coun- 
ty Treasurer all funds collected by him on account of tax executions 
in his office issued for 1931 and previous years. If he has collected 
a part payment on any executions he shall return such executions, 
with a statement of the amount paid thereon, properly credit all such 
partial collections, and pay over to the County Treasurer such amount 
collected. 

§ 2. Pay Delinquent Taxes in Installments.—It shall be 
the duty of the Treasurer with the assistance of the Sheriff and the 
Auditor for Williamsburg County, upon return of the executions to 
the County Treasurer by the Sheriff of Williamsburg’ County, to 
check over the same, take out such executions as are uncollectible, 
make such segregations as shall be necessary in order to eliminate 
any uncollectible portion of the taxes represented by an execution, 
and determine the amount of taxes and all costs due and unpaid and 
represented by such executions against any property or tax payer in 
each school district; and when they shall have determined the total 
amount of delinquent taxes and all costs against any property or 
against any tax payer, as the case may be, they shall add and col- 
lect one-fifth of all State and County Taxes for the year 1931 and 
previous years and all State and County taxes unpaid for the year 
1932 upon the property of persons, firms, or corporations so in ar- 
rears, and they shall likewise add and collect for each successive year 
thereafter similar proportions of the total amount of said delinquent 
State and County taxes until the full amount is collected. And as 
such payments are made the collecting officer shall give each tax- 
payer an official receipt and keep a record thereof; and no person 
shall be considered to have discharged his tax obligations for any 
year unless and until the current taxes for that year, together with 
the installments designated to be paid during that year, have been 
fully paid. In making any segregation as provided above, or in deter- 
mining the owner or owners of any property against which there are 
delinquent taxes, so that the property shall be correctly assessed 
and the tax charged against the present owner of any property 
against which delinquent taxes are unpaid, they shall call upon the 
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County Attorney to make such examinations of the records as may 
be necessary, and to advise them as to any legal question in con- 
nection with the performance of the duty imposed under this Act. 
Where property upon which taxes are delinquent have been assessed 
in the name of an estate, or not in the name of the true owner, who 
is chargeable by law with the payment of taxes on said property, the 
County Attorney shall make such examinations of the records as 
may be necessary to determine the proper party or parties against 
whom such assessments should. properly have been made, and to 
determine who are the present owner or owners of any such prop- 
erty; and it shall be the duty of the said officers, under the advice 
of the County Attorney, to reassess such property so that all prop- 
erty on the tax books of the County shall stand in the name of the 
true owner or owners, and shall bear its proper proportion of taxes: 
Provided, That any tax payer may at any time pay in full the amount 
of delinquent taxes due by him or charged against property owned 
by him or in which he is interested. 

§ 3. Time to Pay.—tThe first installment is declared to be 
due and payable at this time and the next installment at the time 
1933 taxes become due and the succeeding installments in the succes- 
sive years thereafter. 

§ 4. Sheriff to Collect Taxes—File Monthly Report— 
Grand Jury Examine Reports.—The Sheriff is directed to pro- 
ceed to collect the taxes due in Williamsburg County as they are 
made to fall due under the-general law of the State, except as modified 
by this Act, and he is hereby required to file monthly reports with the 
County Treasurer of his activities in the matter as well as reports 
showing the sums collected and from whom, which said reports 
shall be filed not later than the tenth (10th) of the month, covering 
the month just preceeding. 

It is also made the duty of the Grand Jury of Williamsburg 
County to examine the said reports from time to time and make 
such presentment to the court with respect thereto as the facts 
found by them would seem to warrant. 

§ 4a. No Effect on State Taxes.—The provisions of this 


Act shall not be construed to apply to State taxes.

and Sections 5478 to 5491, Inclusive, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, etc.” 


Section 1. Act 406 of 1933 Amended—Levies for Schools 
in Pelzer School District No. 22 and Williamston School 
District No. 20, Anderson County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That notwithstanding 
the following provisions as contained in an Act entitled “An Act 
to Provide for the Payment of Teachers’ Salaries in the Public 
Schools of this State; Tio Repeal Sections 5474 and Sections 5478 
to 5491, inclusive, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932; To Pro- 
hibit the Levying of additional Special School Tax Except under 
certain conditions; To Provide for the Distribution of State Aid 
Funds; and to provide for the Manner of Raising Revenue for 
paying Teachers’ Salaries in the public Schools,” passed at the pres- 
ent session of the General Assembly :

AN ACT to Abolish the Orangeburg County Rural Police 
System and the Chief of Rural Police for Orangeburg 
County, and to Provide for Four Outside Deputy Sher- 
iffs for Orangeburg County, Fix the Method of Ap- 
pointment and Removal, Their Term of Office and 
Their Compensation, and to Define Their Powers and 
Duties. 


Section 1. Orangeburg County Rural Police System and 
Chief of Rural Police Abolished—Duties Devolved.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The Orangeburg County Rural Police System and the Office of Chief 
of Rural Police of said County are hereby abolished, and the duties 
formerly imposed on them are devolved on the four outside Deputy 
Sheriffs herein provided for, except as modified or changed by this 
Act. 

§ 2. Outside Deputy Sheriffs—Appointment—Term— 
Removal — Qualifications — Oath — Bond.—The Sheriff of 
Orangeburg County shall appoint One Chief Outside Deputy Sheriff 
upon the nomination of the Senator from Orangeburg County, and 
the said Chief shall appoint three (3) outside Deputy Sheriffs to 
serve under him and carry out the duties provided for in this Act. 
They shall serve until December 31st, of the year in which appointed 
and thereafter their regular term of office shall be for a period of 
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one year from January first. They shall be removed by the Sheriff 
upon the written request of the Senator and a majority of the mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives from Orangeburg County. In 
all cases requests for removal shall state the grounds and reasons 
therefor. No person shall be appointed an outside deputy unless he 
be a man of recognized integrity in his community, of good habits, 
an abstainer from the use of alcoholic liquors, and a man of sound 
judgment, coolness and firmness. They shall take the oath of office 
required by law and shall furnish bond in the sum of Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of their 
duties. 

§ 3. Duties and Powers.—The Outside Deputies shall be 
general peace officers in the county, and as such shall have the au- 
thority and powers incident thereto. They shall thoroughly patrol 
their respective districts, attend upon occasions where large crowds 
are congreated, keep a vigilant look out for violations of law and 
cause to be arrested persons who violate the laws of this State. They 
shall also serve processes issuing out of the courts of the magistrates 
and devote their entire time to the discharge of their duties under 
this Act. It is made the duty of the outside Deputies to proceed as 
speedily as they can to the scene of any homicide occuring and take 
such precautions and make such investigations as in their opinion 
will be conducive and tend to bring to justice any and all persons 
who may be guilty of any crime in connection therewith or there- 
about, and to report the same to the person whose duty it is under 
the law to hold the inquest. It is also made the duty of each Outside 
Deputy to cooperate with the other constables, and with the Sheriff, 
Deputy Sheriff, and all other peace officers in the county, in in- 
vestigating crime and arresting and bringing to justice those who 
violate the law. 

§ 4. Compensation.—The compensation of the Outside - 
Deputies shall be one Hundred Twenty Five Dollars each per month, 
or as fixed in the annual supply bill for the year, except that their 
compensation between January first of any year and the date of the 
approval of the supply bill shall be at the rate fixed in that of the 
year immediately preceding. The Chief Outside Deputy Sheriff shall 
also receive an additional Two Hundred Dollars annually for ex- 
penses incident to his office. It shall be unlawful for them to charge, 
receive or collect in any guise or form any costs, fees, mileage, or 
commissions in criminal cases, but the salary provided for by law 
shall be in full for their services, except that they may charge, receive 
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and collect fees and mileage as now fixed by law for the service of 
processes issuing out ‘of the magistrate’s court in civil actions and 
proceedings. . 

§ 6. All Acts, or parts of Acts, inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Abolish the Office of Tax Collector for Orange- 
burg County, to Provide for a Collector of Delinquent 
Taxes, and His Appointment, Fix His Compensation, 
and Define His Duties. 


Section 1. Office of Tax Collector, Orangeburg County, 
Abolished—Duties and Powers Devolved.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Office of 
Tax Collector in Orangeburg County, created by an Act approved 
April 13, 1932 be, and the same is hereby abolished, and the duties 
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and powers thereof are placed upon the ‘‘Collector of Delinquent 
Taxes,” except where otherwise provided in this Act. 

§ 2. Additional Duties—Fees.—In addition to the duties 
now provided by law, the Collector of Delinquent Taxes of Orange- 
burg County is charged with the duty of collecting all delinquent 
taxes, and to that end he is authorized to issue execution, levy on, 
advertise and sell property for taxes, and make title thereto and order 
possession thereof delivered to the purchaser, with all the powers 
in the premises as provided by law. It is made the duty of the Sheriff 
upon the written order of the Collector of Delinquent Taxes to take 
possession of any property sold for taxes and to which the title has 
been made and deliver the possession thereof to the purchaser. All 
such executions issued by the Treasurer shall be directed to the 
Collector of Delinquent Taxes, and in all other respects the form 
of execution, the time of issuing, the procedure in respect thereto 
shall be as heretofore provided by law for sheriffs generally in this 
State. Upon such sales titles to the property shall be executed by 
the Collector of Delinquent Taxes of Orangeburg County. 

No charge shall be made against the delinquent taxpayer for serv- 
ing the tax execution warrant, nor shall any charge be made for the 
deed or bill of sale to the property sold by him for taxes. The other 
fees and charges heretofore allowed the Treasurer, the Sheriff or 
Tax Collector shall be charged, collected and paid in to the general 
fund of the County as now provided by law; Provided, That no 
mileage in excess of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) shall be 
charged on any one execution. Such items shall be paid over to this 
fund as collected and it is made the duty of the Collector of Delin- 
quent Taxes to'file with the Treasurer monthly a general summary 
showing the amounts so collected. 


§ 3. Collector of Delinquent Taxes—Salary—Term— 
Appointment—Vacancy—Bond — Duties — Report Month 
ly——-Removal.—The office of Collector of Delinquent Taxes is 
hereby established at One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars per 
monthor at such salary as maybe fixed in the annual Supply Bill of 
the County. The term of office shall be for two years, and until his 
successor shall be appointed and qualify. The length of the first term 
shall date from August 1, 1933, and this term shall be filled by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the State Senator from 
Orangeburg County. Thereafter the office of Collector of Delinquent 
Taxes shall be filled by the Governor upon the recommendation of 
the County Senator and a majority of the Legislative Delegation 
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ernor upon the recommendation of the State Senator. The Collector 
of Delinquent Taxes shall give bond in the sum of Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars. His duties are to serve the tax warrants, levy 
on property to be sold under tax execution, make the field investiga- 
tions and perform any specific duty in the connection with the 
collection of delinquent taxes and the sale of property under exe- 
cution therefor. All collections made by him shall be forthwith turned 
over to the Treasurer. Provided, That the Collector of Delinquent 
Taxes may pay out of funds collected by him such necessary ex- 
penses in the collection of back taxes and the enforcement of liens 
therefor as are authorized by law, such payments to be shown by 
itemized accounts, duly verified and receipted, and approved by the 
Orangeburg County Highway Commission before being accepted 
by the County Treasurer as credits for the said Collector of Delin- 
quent Taxes.

is paid within thirty days from the date of issue. 

No such claim which has been discounted at a greater rate of in- 
terest than six per cent per annum shall draw interest as provided for 
above.

In the event that any original payee or assignee of any such claim

Teachers for Six 
Month Term—Requirements of Schools.-—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The General 
Assembly shall make sufficient appropriation to pay the salaries of 
all school teachers in the public schools on the basis and for the 
length of term of six (6) months in the elementary and high schools 
in the State: Provided, however, That no school in any school dis- 
trict shall continue open for a longer period of time than that fixed 
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by the Board of Trustees in the district where such school is located, 
or the County Board of Education in any county which may operate 
under a county unit plan. No school shall receive any benefits under 
the provisions of this Act which does not have the minimum enroll- 
ment and average daily attendance, for the previous scholastic year 
fixed in the schedules below: In two teacher high schools the mini- 
mum enrollment shall be 32, with an average daily attendance of 28; 
in a three teacher high school the minimum enrollment shall be 59, 
with an average daily attendance of 44; in four teacher high schools 
‘the minimum enrollment shall be 83, with an average daily attend- 
ance of 66; in five teacher high schools the minimum enrollment shall 
be 110, with an average daily attendance of 88; in six teacher high 
schools the minimum enrollment shall be 138, with an average daily 
attendance of 110; in seven teacher high schools the minimum en- 
rollment shall be 168, with an average daily attendance of 134; in 
eight teacher high schools, the minimum enrollment shall be 200 with 
an average daily attendance of 160; in nine teacher high schools the 
minimum enrollment shall be 234, with an average daily attendance 
of 187; in ten teacher high schools the minimum enrollment shall 
_ be 270, with an average daily attendance of 216; in eleven teacher 
high schools the minimum enrollment shall be 308, with an average 
daily attendance of 246; in twelve teacher high schools the minimum 
enrollment shall be 348, with an average daily attendance of 278; in 
all high.schools with more than twelve teachers the minimum enroll- 
ment shall be thirty pupils for each teacher and have an average 
daily attendance of twenty-five pupils for each teacher. In a one 
teacher elementary school the minimum enrollment shall be 20, with 
an average daily attendance of 15; in a two teacher elementary school 
the minimum enrollment shall be 40 with an average daily attend- 
ance of 32; in a three teacher elementary school the minimum en- 
rollment shall be 75, with an average daily attendance of 60; in 
four teacher elementary schools the minimum enrollment shall be 
105, with an average daily attendance of 84; in five teacher elemen- 
tary schools the minimum enrollment shall be 140, with an average 
daily attendance of 112; in six teacher elementary schools the 
minimum enrollment shall be 175, wiih an average daily attendance 
of 140; in seven teacher elementary schools the minimum enrollment 
shall be 210, with an average daily attendance of 168; in eight teacher 
elementary schools the minimum enrollment shall be 248, with an 
average daily attendance of 200; in nine teacher elementary schools 
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the minimum enrollment shall be 288, with an average daily attend- 
ance of 230; in ten teacher elementary schools the minimum en- 
rollment shall be 330; with an average daily attendance of 264; in 
eleven teacher elementary schcols the minimum enrollment shall be 
374, with an average daily attendance of 300; in twelve teacher ele- 
mentary schools the minimum enrollment shall be 420, with an aver- 
age daily attendance of 366; in all elementary schools with more 
than twelve teachers the minimum enrollment shall be 36 pupils for 
each teacher, and have an average daily attendance of 30 pupils per 
teacher: Provided, That if any one and/or two teacher schools fails 
to maintain the minimum schedule herein provided, it shall partici- 
pate only in proportion to the enrollment and average attendance 
imaintained: Provided, further, That no one teacher school shall be 
deprived of the benefits of the said Act where such school fails to 
meet the minimum requirements of enrollment and average attend- 
ance, and it is impractical to consolidate the said school with some 
other school because of mountains, rivers, islands, swamps, or other 
natural causes. The County Board of Education in which said school 
is located to be the competent judge in such case: Provided, further, 
That no person except the superintendent of a school system em- 
ploying more than ten (10) teachers shall receive any pay under 
the provisions of this Act who teaches less than four periods daily 
of forty-five minutes each. 

§ 2. “School” Defined.—That for the purpose of this Act 
a school shall be construed to mean all pupils of a race legally en- 
rolled within a school district. 

§ 3. Maximum Salary Schedule—Allowance for Super- 
vision or Incidentals.—That the maximum monthly salaries of 
teachers paid by the State shall not exceed the sum specified below: 
Teachers holding first grade certificates, $70.00 per month: Pro- 
vided, That in no school shall the average salary exceed $60.00 per 
month for teachers holding first grade certificates. 

Teachers holding second grade certificates $45.00 per month: Pro- 
vided, That in no school shall the average salary exceed $40.00 per 
month for teachers holding second grade certificates. 

Teachers holding third grade certificates $25.00 per month: Pro- 
vided, That in no case shall the salary paid by the State exceed the 
salary paid by the county or local school district for the term herein 
provided.

Each school is also allowed for supervision or incidentals seven per 
cent of the amount payable to it for salaries under the terms of this 
Act: Provided, further, That in any school the Board of Trustees or 
the County Board of Education in all counties which operate under 
the unit plan, in their discretion, may run the school for a period of 
time longer than provided for herein, employing additional teachers 
and pay salaries in excess of the amount fixed in the above schedule, 
but the money required to prolong the school session and/or to 
provide for excess salaries or other expenses shall be provided either 
by the district or the county in which the same is situated, or by both. 

§ 4. Additional Taxes.—That before any additional tax is 
levied in any school district or counties for school purposes, the 
question of levying such tax shall first be submitted to the qualified 
electors of such school district or county as now provided by law: 
Provided, however, That nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to prevent any County Delegation to the General Assembly 
from providing special levies for school purposes by legislative en- 
actment, ; 

§ 5. Three Mill Levy—Apportionment—Disbursement. 
—That the existing County Board of Commissioners of the several 
counties, or such officer or officers,as may hereafter be vested with the 
same or similar powers and duties, shall levy an annual tax of three 
mills on the dollar upon the taxable property in their respective coun- 
ties, which tax shall be collected at the same time and by the same 
officers as the other taxes for the same year, and shall be held in 
the county treasuries of the respective counties; and the said funds 
shall be apportioned annually among the school districts of the coun- 
ties in proportion to the number of pupils enrolled in the public 
schools of the respective districts for the preceding school year ; and 
the trustees, or County Board of Education, as the case may be, 
shall expend and disburse the same in the respective districts for 
educational purposes. For the purpose of this section an “enrolled 
pupil” shall be one who has attended a public school in this State for 
at least ten school days. 

§ 6. Payments to Counties—Deduct Amount Raised by 
Three Mill Levy.—That in making the payments provided herein 
there shall be deducted from the amount accruing to the respective 
counties a sum of money equal to the amount to be raised in the 
county under the three mill constitutional school levy as provided in 
Section 5 of this Act.

§ 7. Four Mill School Levy Repealed—Special Levies 
in Counties.—That so much of Section 5479, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, providing for a levy of four mills for the 
purpose of paying teachers’ salaries, be, and the same is hereby, re- 
pealed; and that all existing special tax levies in all counties and all 
school districts within the state, for the purpose of paying teachers’ 
salaries and other expenses may be reduced as deemed advisable by 
local boards of trustees and the County Boards of Education and by 
the Senator and half of the members of the House of Representa- 
tives of the respective counties: Provided, That no tax levy for re- 
tiring any bonds or other indebtedness of stich school district shall 
be affected hereby: Provided, That in the County of Charleston the 
following levies shall be retained and levied annually for county and 
school district purposes, to wit: in the school district comprising the 
City of Charleston, known as School District No, 20, all present 
special and district school levies shall be retained, and in place of the 
four mill levy repealed herein there shall be annually levied hereafter 
four mills in said district for the school purposes of said district, and 
_in all other school districts in the County of Charleston all present 
special and district school levies shall be retained, and in place of 
the four mill levy repealed herein there shall be annually levied here-

(a) Amend Section 2437, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
by striking out all of said section and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following to be designated as Section 2437: 

“Section 2437: A tax is hereby imposed upon every individual 
residing in the State of South Carolina, which tax shall be levied, 
collected and paid annually with respect to the entire net income of 
the taxpayer, as hereinafter defined and upon income earned within 
the jurisdiction of this State of every non-resident having a business 
or agency in the State, or from the sale or rental of, or income from 
property within this State, computed at the following rates, after 
deducting the exemptions provided by this Act: 

On the excess over the amount legally exempted up to Two Thou- 
sand Dollars, two per cent. 

On the excess above Two Thousand Dollars and up to Four Thou- 
sand Dollars, three per cent. 

On the excess above Four Thousand Dollars and up to Six Thou- 
sand Dollars, four per cent. 

On the excess above Six Thousand Dollars, five per cent. 

Amend Section 2441, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, by 
striking out all of said section and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing to be designated as Section 2441: 

(b) Section 2441. There shall be deducted from net income the 
following exemptions: 

(1) In the case of a single individual, a personal exemption of 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars. 

(2) In the case of a married individual, living with husband or 
wife or the head of a household, Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) 
Dollars. 

(2-a) If a husband and wife living together make separate in- 
come tax returns, the personal exemption of $1,800.00 may be taken 
by either or divided between them, but in no case shall a husband 
and wife living together receive but one personal exemption, If a 
husband and wife are legally separated each shall be entitled to the 
exemption allowed a single person. 
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(3) Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars for each individual other 
than husband or wife dependent upon and receiving his chief sup- 
port from the taxpayer if such dependent individual is under twenty- 
one years of age or is incapable of self support because mentally or 
physically defective. 

(4) In the case of a fiduciary if taxable under clause (1), supra, 
a personal exemption of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars; if tax- 
able under clause (2), supra, the same exemption as would be al- 
lowed the deceased if living; if taxable under clause (3), supra, the 
same exemptions to which the beneficiary would be entitled: Pro- 
vided, That if the income is held in the estate undistributed the 
exemption shall be One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars. ; 

(c) Amend Section 2452, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
by striking out all of said section and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following, to be designated as Section 2452. 

Section 2452: All individuals, corporations and partnerships in 
whatever capacity acting, including lessees and mortgagees of real 
or personal property, fiduciaries and employers making payment to 
another individual, corporations or partnership of interest, rent, divi- 
dends, salaries, wages, emoluments or other fixed or determined gains, 
profits, and income of $1,000.00 or more in any taxable year, or in 
case such payments made by South Carolina or any subdivision there- 
of the officers or employees of South Carolina or: any sub-division 
thereof, having information as to such payments and required to 
make returns in regard thereto, shall make a true and accurate return 
to the Tax Commission under such regulation as the Tax Commission 
may prescribe, setting forth the amounts of such gains, profits and 
income and the name and address of the recipient of same. Provided, 
That all dividends and interest shall be reported in ..1¢\ annual re- 
turns of information of whatever amounts, regardless «)7 the specific 
exemption of $1,000.00 provided in this section. 

(d) Amend Section 2453, subdivision (1) Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, by striking out all of said subdivision (1) of Section 
2453 and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be designated as 
subdivision (1) of Section 2453: 

Section 2453: subdivision (1), Every resident or non-resident hav- 
ing a net income during the income year taxable in this State of $1,- 
000.00 and over, if single, or if married and not living with husband or 
wife; or having a net income for the income year of $1,800.00 or over, 
if married and living with husband or wife and every corporation ex-

cept those specically exempted, shall make a return under oath, stat- 
ing specifically the items of gross income and the deductions and 
exemptions allowed by this Act, and such other facts as the Tax 
Commission may require for the purpose of making any computation 
required by this Act. When the Tax Commission has reason to believe 
any person or corporation is liable for tax under this Act, it may 
require any such person or corporation to make return. If a husband 
or wife living together have an aggregate net income of Eighteen 
Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars or over, each shall make a return, 
unless the income of each is included in a single joint return. 

(e) In addition to all other taxes herein otherwise provided, every 
individual receiving dividends or interest in excess of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars, shall file a return and pay a tax at the rate of 
5% on the excess of over One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars and no 
deductions or exemptions thereon shall be allowed. 

(f) Amend Section 2449 by striking out subdivision 5. 

(g) Of the revenue to be raised under the provisions of this Sec- 
tion Eight Hundred Nine-three Thousand ($893,000.00) Dollars 
shall be allocated annually to the support of said public schools. 

(h) The provisions of this section providing for taxes on in- 
comes and intangibles shall become effective on January first 1933, 
and shall continue in effect thereafter. 

§ 9. Additional License Fees Required of Corporations 
—Appropriation for Schools 1933-34.—(1) There shall be 
levied and collected, in addition to the license fees imposed under the 
provisions of Sections 2678 to 2690-A, inclusive, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, additional fees as follows: 

(a) Upon railroad companies, express companies, street railway 
companies, navigation companies, waterworks companies, power com- 
panies, light companies, gas companies, telegraph companies, tele- 
phone companies, parlor, dining and sleeping car companies, tank 
car lines, refrigerating car lines, fruit growers express car lines and 
all other privately operated car lines, a license fee of one mill upon 
each dollar of the true value of property owned and used within this 
State in the conduct of their business. 

(b) Upon each corporation organized under the laws of this State 
to do business for profit other than those enumerated above, one mill 
upon each dollar paid to the capital stock of said corporation, ex- 
cept mutual building and loan associations, which are hereby ex- 
empted. 
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(c) Every other corporation(except railroad companies, express 
companies, street railway companies, navigation companies, water- 
works companies, power companies, light companies, gas companies, 
telegraph companies, telephone companies, parlor, dining and sleep- 
ing car companies, tank car lines, refrigerating car lines, fruit grow- 
ers express car lines and all other privately owned car lines) or- 
ganized to do business for profit under the laws of any other State, 
territory or country, doing business in this State, shall pay an annual 
license fee of one mill upon each dollar of the true value of the prop- 
erty of such corporation used within this State in the conduct of its 
business, except mutual building and loan associations, which are 
hereby exempted. 

(d) The additional taxes herein levied for the year 1933 shall be 
paid to the South Carolina Tax Commission on or before October 
Ist, 1933, and for future years shall be paid to the said Tax Com- 
mission at the time specified in Sections 2678-2690-A, Inclusive. 

(2) For the purpose of enforcement, collection, liens, penalties, 
and other provisions of enforcement all the provisions of Sections 
2678-2690-A, inclusive, and Section 7704, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, and Act No. 804, Acts of the General Assembly of 
South Carolina, 1932, that may be appropriate or applicable are 
hereby adopted and made a part of this Section for the enforcement 
and administration. Provided, The South Carolina Tax Commission 
may require additional returns from all of said corporations affected 
by this section or where practicable may use any returns that may 
have been filed during the year 1933. 

(3) If any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of this Section 
shall for any reason, be adjudged by any court of competent juris- 
diction to be invalid, such judgment shal! not be held to affect, im- 
pair of invalidate the remainder of this section, but shall be confined 
in its operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph or part thereof 
directly involved in the controversy in which-said judgment shall have 
been rendered, and if any part of this section shall, for any reason, 
be adjudged by any court of competent jurisdiction, to be inoperative 
for the year 1933 only, such judgment, shall not affect or impair the 
full operation of this section for future years, until duly repealed by 
the General Assembly: Provided, That any foreign corporation re- 
quired to pay any license fee or tax hereunder for the year 1933 
which shall not, for. any cause whatsoever, have paid such license 
fee or tax, in addition to the payment of all license fees and taxes 
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now or hereafter required by law, shall as an additional license fee 
or tax for the year 1934, pay an amount equal to the license fee or 
‘tax provided for hereunder for the year 1933, and the payment of 
such additional license fee or tax for the year 1934 shall be a condi- 
tion, and part of the terms upon which they are allowed to enter this 
State and do business herein for the year 1934. 

(4) The administration of this section is vested in the South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission, which shall prescribe rules and regulations 
pertinent to the enforcement thereof, and all such rules and regula- 
tions shall have the full force and effect of law. 

(5) The license tax or taxes imposed by this Section shall be in 
addition to all other licenses and taxes levied by law as a condition 
precendent to engaging in any business or doing any act taxable un- 
der the provisions of this section. The Tax Commission shall remit 
to the State Treasurer all moneys collected. 

(6) Out of the revenues provided in this section there is. hereby 
appropriated for the years 1933-34 for school purposes the sum of 
Nine Hundred and Six Thousand ($906,000.00) Dollars, which shall 
be credited by the State Treasurer to the account of State aid for 
public schools. 

This section shall be effective as of January 1, 1933. 

§ 10. Permits to Sell Beverages Containing Not over 
3.2% Alcohol by Weight—Taxable on Delivery to Con- 
signee—-Appropriation for Schools.—Amend an Act entitled 
“An Act to legalize the sale, manufacture, possession, storage and 
transportation of beer, ales, porter and all other similar malt or fer- 
mented beverages, containing not more than 3.2% of alcohol by 
weight and wine and other similar fermented beverages of not more 
than 3.2% of alcohol by weight; to repeal such Acts or portions of 
Acts as may be inconsistent therewith; to provide a tax on the sale 
of the same; to provide a means of collection of said taxes and to 
provide a penalty for the violation of the provisions herein con- 
tained,” approved April 14, 1933, by adding the following at the 
end of Section 4, to be known as Section 4-A: 

“Section 4-A. That beginning July 1st, 1933, every person, firm 
or corporation engaged in the business of selling beer, ale, porter, 
wine or any beverage legalized under the provisions of this Act, shall 
apply to the South Carolina Tax Commission for a permit to sell 
‘such beverages. Retail dealers shall pay to the South Carolina Tax 
Commission Two ($2.00) Dollars per annum for retail permits and 
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wholesale dealers shall pay to the South Carolina Tax Commission 
Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars per annum for wholesale permits. 
Fees for all permits shall be payable January 1st of each year or be- 
fore commencing the sale of beverages legalized herein. “A retailer 
is hereby defined as being a dealer who sells beverages, referred to 
in this Act, in quantities of five (5) gallons or less and wholesale 
dealers are defined as being dealers who sell in quantities of more 
than five (5) gallons. Should a dealer sell in quantities of more than 
five (5) gallons and less than five (5) gallons in the same place of 
business, they shall be required to procure both wholesale and retail 
permits. . 

“For the year 1933, permits shall be issued by the South Carolina 
Tax Commission beginning July Ist to expire December 31st and 
shall charge therefor one-half of the amounts provided herein. Fees 
for permits for 1933 shall be payable July 1st or before commencing 
the sale of beverages legalized herein. For the years thereafter, per- 
mits shall be issued for calendar years upon the payment of the fees 
provided herein for a full year. Separate permits shall be required 
for each separate place of business. 

“The fees charged for permits herein shall be prorated quarterly on 
January 1st, April 1st, July 1st and October Ist of each year, and 
any dealer commencing business during one of these quarters shall 
be. required to pay for the quarter in which business is commenced 
and for the quarters during the remainder of the year, but no refund 
shall be made to a dealer who ceases business after securing a permit. 

“In addition to the penalties provided in this Act, the Tax Com- 
mission may revoke the permit of any person, firm or corporation 
failing to comply with any or all of the requirements of this Act. 

“Any dealer, wholesale or retail, failing to secure permits required 
in this Section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be subject to a fine of not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars nor 
more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or imprisonment not less 
than ten (10) days nor more than thirty (30) days in the discretion 
of the Court. Each day that such business is carried on without a 
permit shall constitute a separate offense. 

“All of the licensés and taxes imposed by this Act shall also apply 
to any and all beers, ales, porter, wine and/or other similar malt or 
fermented beverages containing not more than 3.2% alcohol by 
weight which may be shipped into this State for the purpose of dis- 
tribution after it has lost its interstate immunity. A shipment shall 
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be considered to have lost its interstate immunity when delivery has 
_ been made to the consignee in this State. 

“Out of the revenues provided in this Act there is hereby appro- 
priated for school purposes the sum of Twenty-four Thousand ($24, 
000.00) Dollars annually, which shall be credited by the State Treas- 
urer-to the account of State Aid for public schools. 

“This Section shall take effect immediately upon the approval of 
this Act by the Governor. 

§ 11. Additional Appropriation for Schools 1933-34.— 
That there is hereby appropriated for the school session, 1933-34, in 
addition to the amount of $1,124,000.00 appropriated for educational 
ptirposes in the State Appropriation Bill for 1933, the sum of $1,- 
823,000.00 from the revenue herein provided, from which shall be 
allocated the sum of Two Hundred and Thirty-four Thousand 
($234,000.00) Dollars for transportation; and the amounts above 
shall be in full for all State aid due the respective school districts in 
the several counties of the State for the school session 1933-34. 

§ 12. Monthly Disbursements to Counties.—That the 
Comptroller General shall issue his warrants monthly to the County 
Treasurers of the respective counties for such amount of State school 
aid as may be on hand, available for, and applicable to, the payment 
for State school aid due the respective counties, under the provisions 
of this Act, and available under the 1933 State Appropriation Act 
for school aid for the session 1933-34, and said warrants shall be 
paid by the State Treasurer tipon presentation of same. 

§ 13. State Finance Committee Issue Notes to Pay 1932- 
33 Aid and Deficit for 1931-32.—The State Finance Com- 
mittee is hereby authorized and directed to issue notes on or after 
June 1, 1933, to the County Treasurers of the State, payable to 
bearer, for the amount of aid for education, including vocational 
education, appropriated in the State Appropriation Act of 1933 for 
the school year 1932-33, in an amount not to exceed the amount there- 
in appropriated, namely, ‘T'wo Million Eighty-seven Thousand Seven 
Hundred Forty-eight ($2,087,748.00) Dollars and for payment of 
the deficit in the school aid appropriation for the school year 1931-32, 
not to exceed the amount of Five Hundred Seventeen Thousand Six 
Hundred Twenty-three and 42/100 ($517,623.42) Dollars in lieu of 
the payment thereof in cash as hereinafter provided. 

§ 14. Restrictions on Notes.—The authorizations herein- 
above provided are subject to the following restrictions: 
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(a) Each and every note issued by the State Finance Committee, 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act, shall contain a provision mak- 
ing said note subject to call by the State Finance Committee at any 
time; the notes herein authorized shall be issued in such denomina- 
tions or amounts as may be decided upon by the State Finance Com- 
mittee, of no denomination less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars except 
as may be necessary to make a correct apportionment to the several 
counties, the total to each county not to exceed the amount of State 
aid allotted to that county by the State Department of Education, in 
accordance with the terms of the 1933 appropriation for school aid 
for the school year 1932-33, and for payment of the deficit in the 
1931-32 school aid. . 

(b) At maturity, or on date of call, the State Treasurer is au- 
thorized to pay, or redeem, all notes issued by the State Finance 
Committee hereunder out of funds heretofore appropriated as -State 
aid for public schools for the school year 1932-33 and/or for the 
deficit in school aid for the school year 1931-32. 

(c) The notes herein authorized are hereby declared to be current 
obligations of the State of South Carolina, to be paid by the State 
at maturity, or on date of call, on or before the 30th day of June, 
1934, and for the payment of the same the full faith, credit and tax- 
ing power of the State be, and the same are, hereby irrevocably 
pledged. 

(d) All notes issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall 
be issued in the name of the State of South Carolina, and signed 
by the State Treasurer. 

(e) The notes issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act are 
hereby declared to be negotiable. The said notes are authorized to be 
issued in payment of State aid, accruing prior to June 30, 1933, and 
the State Finance Committee is hereby forbidden to issue any such 
notes for State aid accruing after that date. 

(f) All notes issued under the provisions of this Act shall draw 
interest at the rate of five (5%) per cent per annum from date until 
maturity or call. 

(g) In the event that the State Finance Committee should decide 
to call in any or all of said notes for payment at any time, or times, 
before maturity, the advertisement of said call, or calls, for three 
(3) consecutive weeks in four (4) daily newspapers published in 
different sections of South Carolina shall be sufficient notice, and 
any and all notes not presented within ten (10) days from the date 
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of last publication of said notice shall thereafter draw no interest. 
The State Finance Committee is hereby empowered to promulgate, 
and apply, and enforce such rules and regulations as they may deem 
best for the issuance and retirement of said notes, in whole or in 
part, but such regulations shall not be in conflict with the expressed 
terms and provisions of this Act. 

(h) Notes once issued to counties cannot be reissued into differ- 
ent denominations. 

(i) All notes issued under the provisions of this Act shall be 
exempt from all taxes, State, County or Municipal. 

§ 13. Payment of Expenses to Issue Notes.—All expenses 
incurred by reason of the issuance of notes provided for herein, shall 
be paid from the General Fund of the State in the manner now pro- 
vided for the disbursement of appropriated funds. 

§ 16. Execution of Notes.—A Facsimile signature of the 
State Treasurer is hereby declared to be a valid signing of the notes 
authorized herein. 

§ 17. Issuing or circulating Counterfeit Notes—Penalty. 
—Any person, or persons, firm or corporation, who shall issue, or 
attempt to issue, print, or attempt to print, or seek to procure the is- 
stiance or printing of any counterfeit of the notes provided for here- 
in, or who shall willfully circulate, seek, or cause to be circulated 
any counterfeit of the notes hereinbefore authorized shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof.in a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, shall be subject to a fine of not less than Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, nor greater than Fifty ‘Thousand 
($50,000.00) Dollars, and imprisonment for not less than ten (10) 
years in the State Penitentiary. 

§ 18. State Finance Committee Issue Notes to Pay Part 
Aid for 1932-33.—~In. addition to the notes authorized in Section 
13 the State Finance Committee is authorized to issue notes in the 
aggregate amount of One Million One Hundred Twenty-one Thou- 
sand Five Hundred Thirty ($1,121,530.00) Dollars to supplement 
the amount of school aid appropriated in the General Appropriation 
Act for the school year 1932-33. Said notes shall be issued under 
the same terms and subject to the same limitations as the notes pro- 
vided above except that their maturity date shall be May 1, 1935. 
For the purpose of paying interest and principal of said notes, at 
maturity or on call, there is hereby irrevocably pledged the proceeds 
of the income tax due and payable March 15, 1935. 
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§ 19. Deliver Notes to Counties—Disposition.—That the 
notes provided for in this Act shall be delivered to the County Treas- 
urers of the various counties of the State in the amount necessary 
to pay the amounts due from the State to the counties in the State, 
and the school districts thereof.

notes and pay teachers and transportation claimants in cash. 

§ 20. Saving Clause.—If any section, clause, sentence, para- 
graph, or part of this Act shall, for any reason be adjudged by any 
court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall 
not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of this Act, but shall 
be confined in its operation to the section, clause, sentence, para- 
graph, or part thereeof directly involved in the controversy in which 
such judgment shall have been rendered. 

§ 21. Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency only. 

§ 22. Effective Date.—When approved by the Governor, 
the provisions of this Act shall become effective July Ist, 1933, un- 
less otherwise specified herein.

Whereas, There was submitted to the voters of South Carolina on 
November 8, 1932, a constitutional amendment by which the fiscal 
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year of the State government was changed so as to begin hereafter 
on the first day of July of each year ; and, 

Whereas, The said amendment has been ratified by the General 
Assembly and has become a part of the Constitution of the State; 
and, 

Whereas, Under the terms of said amendment this General As- 
sembly is empowered to make appropriations at this session for 
eighteen months in order to carry the said amendment into effect, 
and to provide in an orderly manner for the change to be made; and, 

Whereas, In the judgment of the General Assembly an immediate 
change is contemplated by the said amendment, and is in accordance 
with the terms of said amendment; and, 

Whereas, The immediate change of the date of beginning of the 
fiscal year is not only provided for in said amendment, but is further 
recommended by present requirements of economy, financial con- 
trol, and prudent business management; now, therefore, 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: For the period beginning January 1, 1933, and 
ending June 30, 1934, the following sums of money, if so much 
be necessary, be and the same are hereby appropriated out of the 
State Treasury to meet the ordinary expenses of the State Govern- 
ment as hereinafter appropriated, and there is hereby levied for the 
calendar year 1933 upon all taxable property in the State two and 
one-half (214) mills together with all other income, or available 
revenue of the State to raise the sums herein appropriated.

Provided, That the above appropriation for Item 3, which is for 
fourteen months, beginning May 1, 1933, together with the ex- 
penditures for the first four months of 1933, shall be assessed and 
collected under the terms of Act No. 871 of the Acts of 1932.

to mileage, place and business attended to. 


§ 59. That the legislative rnembers of State Boards and Com- 
missions shall serve in their respective capacities as members of 
said boards and commissions until their successors shall have been 
elected or appointed and qualified. 


§ 60. That the Superintendent of the Penitentiary is hereby 
authorized and directed to furnish, upon request of the Commis- 
sion on State House and Grounds, necessary labor for the State 
Capitol and grounds, and upon request of the Governor such labor 
details for the Executive Mansion and the State Hospital as the 
Governor may deem necessary. 


§ 61. ‘That all officers and employees of the State of South 
Carolina, or any agent thereof, while traveling on the business of 
the State, shall receive actual expenses, not to exceed Three ($3.00) - 
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Dollars per day exclusive of transportation for every day of travel 
away from his official headquarters, or post of duty; and that no 
expense for subsistence shall be allowed at the official headquarters 
of officers, or place of residence of employees; that the place of 
residence of all traveling employees shall be designated as the official 
post of duty at which no expense shall be allowed. That Columbia 
shall be designated as the official post of all officers and employees 
engaged regularly at Columbia except members of Departments, 
‘Boards or Commissions or officers who are allowed a per diem and 
expense while away from their place of residence on official busi- 
ness. That the Comptroller General is hereby authorized and directed 
to require that all expense accounts for travel shall be submitted un- 
der oath, properly itemized and classified on standard, uniform forms 
for all officers and employees, to be furnished by the Comptroller 
General, and the Comptroller General is hereby required to make a 
careful and thorough audit of all travel expense claims filed in his 
office and report to the next General Assembly any irregularities : 
Provided, further, That the officers and employees of the State trav- 
eling outside of the State on official business shall charge their actual 
expenses, not to exceed Five ($5.00) Dollars per day, exclusive of 
transportation. 

_ § 62. That in all cases where the various counties have pro- 
vided for the payment of taxes in installments no part of the cost 
of books, receipts or other records made necessary thereby shall be 
borne by the State; Provided, That any discount on the State’s por- 
tion of the taxes collected shall be absorbed by the County so that 
no discount shall be allowed on State taxes. 


§ 63. The Comptroller General is hereby authorized to deputize 
any Clerk or Clerks in his employ to sign, in his stead, warrants 
drawn against the Treasury in payment of fixed appropriated items 
including salaries and other routine payments and the State Treas- 
urer is hereby authorized to accept such signatures when notified by 
the Comptroller General: Provided, That the delegation of this au- 
thority shall in no way relieve the Comptroller General of responsi- 
bility. 

§ 64. That the net collections from sale of surplus power by 
the State Electrician and Engineer to the Broad River Power Com- 
pany shall, as collected, be turned over to the State Treasurer and 
credited to the General Fund of the State: Provided, That the 
State Electrician and Engineer is hereby authorized and empowered 
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to build and maintain extension electric light and power lines and 
transformers to and within the various State institutions where cur- 
rent is furnished by the State Electrician and Engineer, and pay for 
same out of fees collected from the sale of electric current: Pro- 
vided, That the State Electrician shall pay from the revenues of his 
Department for water consumed by the various institutions of the 
State, and shall collect from the various institutions for the amount 
of water consumed by — and remit such collections to the State 
Treasurer. 

§ 65. That the State Auditor is hereby empowered and di- 
tected to require the installation and adoption of a system of ac- 
counts in all State Departments and Institutions, which, in his opin- 
ion, is adequate for the needs of such department or institution, and 
that he may, from time to time, require the various departments and 
institutions to supply information which he may deem. necessary or 
expedient in the discharge of the duties of his office. 


§ 66. The name of any Department of the State Government 
may be used for the purpose of obtaining group insurance for the 
officers and employees of the State: Provided, That no part of the 
cost or expense shall be paid from State funds, 


§ 67. That the head of each department of the State Govern- 
ment which by statute is placed under the supervision of the Board 
of Public Welfare may approve warrants for the expenditure of 
funds appropriated for such institutions in this Act. . 


§ 68. Where a lump sum appropriation is made for any of the 
institutions, expenditures for personal service shall be drawn from 
the Treasury monthly as required except as may be otherwise pro- 
vided herein: Provided, That the authorities of all institutions for 
which a lump sum appropriation is made shall make a quarterly re- 
port to the Budget Commission of all expenditures. 


§ 69. That except as otherwise hereinbefore provided, the base 
pay of Legislative Clerks and Attaches, designated in Section 2 of 
this Bill, shall apply to a Session of forty Legislative Days, and 
that each clerk and attache shall receive additional compensation for 
such service at the same rate for each legislative day in excess 
thereof or for each day of actual official service, the same to be 
paid from the approved accounts of the respective Houses. 


§ 70. That the Boards of Trustees of the various institutions 
of higher learning are hereby authorized and empowered to limit 
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the number of new students to be admitted for the 1933-34 session 
so that the total amount of students shall not exceed the number 
which can be adequately provided for under the available revenue 
in such manner that the present educational standards for graduates 
will not be lowered : Provided, That if necessary the said Boards shail 
limit the admission of students now enrolled upon a basis of scholar- 
ship standing, or upon any other basis determined upon by the re- 
spective Boards of Trustees. 


§ 71. That from and after the present scholastic year of the 
various institutions of higher learning no student shall be granted 
free tuition: Provided, That tuition for the scholastic year beginning 
September, 1933, and thereafter, shall be Sixty ($60.00) Dollars each 
for residents of the State of South Carolina, and One Hundred and 
Fifty ($150.00) Dollars for non-residents of the State of South Car- 
olina: Provided, further, That no fee for student activities in excess 
of Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars shall be compulsory: Provided, further, 
Except that fees at the Medical College and law school of the Uni- 
versity be left as now prescribed by law to be fixed by the respective 
Boards of Trustees. 


§ 72. The various institutions of higher learning are authorized ° 
to retain tuition and other fees for the maintenance and operation 
of the several institutions but no part of such fees shall be used for 
the construction of new buildings nor shall such fees be pledged in 
advance to secure loans for the erection of new buildings. 


“§ 73. That all notes issued by the State Highway Department 
pursuant to the provisions of an Act entitled: “An Act authorizing 
the State Highway Department to pay interest on past due accounts 
owing by the said Department and to issue to the holders of such 
accounts appropriate written instruments showing evidence of in- 
debtedness and intention to pay and to establish limits within which 
this authorization is operative,’ Acts of 1932, approved the 9th 
day of February, 1932, are hereby declared to be preferential col- 
lateral for the deposits of State funds and all said notes issued 
by the State Highway Department shall be exempt from all State, 
County, Municipal and other taxes and other direct or indirect, gen- 
eral or special taxes: Provided, That it shall be lawful for all execu- 
tors, administrators, guardians, fiduciaries, and all sinking fund com- 
missions to invest any moneys in their hands in said notes. 
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§ 74. The State Highway Department is hereby authorized and 
empowered to purchase such reimbursement highway bonds of Ches- 
terfield County as were issued by said County on or about 15th 
day of June, 1928, but said department shall purchase only such 
bonds, including interest coupons, as shall mature within one year 
from the approval of this Act, and the purchase of said bonds in- 
cluding interest coupons by said department, shall be made without 
waiving any rights whatsoever, in law or equity, which the present 
holders of said bonds may have, and which by purchase or transfer, 
become vested in the State Highway Department and the State of 
South Carolina against Chesterfield County. The State Highway De- 

‘ partment is authorized to purchase these bonds, and interest coupons, 
and take such assignments and transfers as shall vest in said State 
Highway Department and the State of South Carolina all the rights 
whatsoever that the bond holders now have, or at any time may have 
against Chesterfield County for the enforcement and collection of 
same: Provided, That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable prop- 
erty in Chesterfield County two (2) mills, which the Auditor of said 
County is hereby required to levy and the Treasurer of said County 
is required to collect and remit the proceeds thereof to the State 
Treasurer, who shall credit all amounts so received to the State High- 
way Fund, 

§ 77. The Governor, the Chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee and the Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House of Representatives shall constitute the State Budget Com- 
mission, All of the powers and duties devolved upon the Governor, 
the Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee and the Chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee of the House, in Section 3213 to 
Section 3222, inclusive, Code of Laws of 1932, are hereby devolved 
upon the State Budget Commission. In addition thereto, the said 
State Budget Commission is hereby given full power and authority 
to make surveys, studies, and examinations of departments, institu- 
tions and agencies of this State, as well as its problems, so as to de- 
termine whether there may be an overlapping in the performance of 
the duties of the several departments and institutions and agencies 
of the State, and for the purpose of determining whether the proper 
organization and system of accounting is maintained in such de- 
partments, institutions, commissions and agencies and to require and 
direct the installation of the same whenever it is necessary and 
proper, and to survey, appraise, examine and inspect, and determine 
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the true condition of all property of the State, and what may be 
necessary to protect it against fire hazard or deterioration, and to 
conserve its use for State purposes and to make and issue and to 
enforce all necessary, needful and convenient rules and regulations 
for the enforcement of this provision. 


§ 78. Any maintenance appropriations made herein are hereby 
declared to be maximum, conditional and proportionate, the pur- 
pose being to make them payable in full in the amount named 
herein if necessary and then only in the event the aggregate revenues 
available during the period of this Act are sufficient to pay them in 
full. The Budget Commission, composed of the Governor, the 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee of the House, and the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Senate, shall have full 
power and authority to survey the progress of the collection of reve- 
nue and the expenditure of funds by all Departments and Institu- 
tions and are hereby authorized to make such reductions of appro- 
priations as may be necessary to prevent a deficit for the period of 
this Act: Provided, That no institution or activity for which the 
General Assembly has herein provided shall be discontinued: Pro- 
vided, further, That the Commission shall have authority in its dis- 
cretion to reduce appropriations for penal and charitable institutions 
on other than a proportional or pro rata basis: Provided, further, 
That no liability shall be imposed on the State for the unpaid portion 
of any appropriation which may be reduced hereunder. 


§ 79. On and after April 1, 1933, except as may be otherwise 
herein provided, all salaries and wages of, all employees of every 
State department or institution of the State Government shall be 
reduced from the amounts appropriated in the Appropriation Act of 
1932, according to the following schedule: From Six Hundred and 
One ($601.00) Dollars to Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) Doilars ten 
(10%) per cent.; Twelve Hundred and One ($1,201.00) Dollars to 
Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars, twelve (12%) per cent.; Fif- 
teen Hundred and One ($1,501.00) Dollars to Two Thousand ($2,- 
000.00) Dollars, fourteen (14%) per cent.; Two Thousand and One 
($2,001.00) Dollars to Twenty-five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars, 
sixteen (16%) per cent. ; Twenty-five Hundred and One ($2,501.00) 
Dollars to Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, eighteen (18%) 
per cent.; Three Thousand and One ($3,001.00) Dollars to Thirty- 
five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars, twenty (20%) per cent.; Thirty- 
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five Hundred and One ($3,501.00) Dollars to Four Thousand ($4,- 
000.00) Dollars, twenty-two (22%) per cent.; Four Thousand and 
One ($4,001.00) Dollars to Forty-five Hundred ($4,500.00) Dollars, 
twenty-four (24%) per cent.; Forty-five Hundred and One ($4,- 
501.00) Dollars to Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, twenty-six 
(26%) per cent.; Five -Thousand and One ($5,001.00) Dollars to 
Fifty-five Hundred ($5,500.00) Dollars, twenty-eight (28%) per 
cent. ; Fifty-five Hundred and One ($5,501.00) Dollars to Six Thou- 
sand ($6,000.00) Dollars, thirty-three and 1/3 (33 1/3%) per cent. ; 
above Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars, forty (40%) per cent.: 
Provided, That the per diem allowance of all boards and Commis- 
sions shall be at the rate of Five ($5.00) Dollars per day: Provided, 
further, That this Section shall not apply in cases where a lump sum 
appropriation is made, in which the authorities shall take it as a 
guide, to be followed where practical. 


§ 80. That no part of any appropriation made in a lump sum in 
this Bill shall be expended for permanent improvements. 


§ 81. That the property and duties of the Food Research 
Laboratory, at Charleston, S. C., shall be associated with the State 
Medical College. 


§ 82. That for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
Concurrent Resolution (S$. 317, H. 399), entitled “to provide for - 
an investigation of text books used in the public schools of South 
Carolina, and for the appointment of a joint legislative committee,” 
the secretary of said committee and the clerk of the Senate are hereby 
authorized to draw warrants upon the approved accounts of the Sen- 
ate for such reasonable expenses as may be incurred, not to exceed 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 83. The provisions of this Act are hereby declared to be 
separable; and the validity of the remainder of this Act shall not 
be affected, should any part or provision hereof be declared uncon- 
stitutional. 


§ 84. That if this Act shall for any reason be held ineffective 
for the period of eighteen (18) months therein provided, the ap- 
propriations herein made shall be valid and effective for the period 
of twelve (12) months from January 1, 1933, on the basis therein 
provided for such period.

Section 1. Tax Levy for Ordinary Purposes, Abbeville 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That a tax of seven (7) mills is hereby levied upon 
_all the taxable property of the County of Abbeville for ordinary 
County purposes for the year 1933, 


§ 2. Additional Funds.—That all funds received by Abbe- 
ville County from any source including any balance on hand and 
the county’s part of the gasoline tax, not otherwise pledged or ap- 
propriated, shall be used along with the sum created by the levy 
herein provided for to pay the ordinary county and school expenses. 


§ 3. Disposition—Disbursement.—That the fund hereby 
created and referred to in Sections one (1) and two (2) hereof, or 
so much as may be necessary, shall be expended for the ordinary 
expenses of the County of Abbeville and for the schools of Abbe- 
ville County, in such amounts, at such times and to such parties as 
the Abbeville Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly, may 
in writing over their signature direct. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the Issuance of Not Ex- 
ceeding Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars of 
Notes of Abbeville County, South Carolina, for the Pur- 
pose of Paying Past Due Indebtedness of Abbeville 
County; to Legalize and Validate Said Indebtedness; 
to Provide a Tax for the Payment of Said Notes for 
the Purpose of Paying Past Due Outstanding County 
Indebtedness Made for the Year 1932 and to Provide 
for the Payment of Same. 


Section 1. Abbeville County May Issue Notes to Pay 
Past Indebtedness.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the County Treasurer and County 
Supervisor of Abbeville County, South Carolina, be and are hereby 
authorized and directed to issue coupon notes of Abbeville County 
- in the aggregate amount of not exceeding Fifteen Thousand ($15,- 
000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of paynig past due outstanding 
county indebtedness of Abbeville County, which said past due 
county indebtedness of Abbeville County is hereby legalized, vali- 
dated and declared to be binding obligations of Abbeville County, 
notwithstanding any defect, irregularity or omission in, or lack of 
statutory authority for, the incurring of said indebtedness. 

§ 2. Notes.—That said notes may mature serially, or at such 
fixed date not exceeding three (3) years from date, as may be fixed 
by the County Board of Commissioners of Abbeville County, shall 
be in such denominations, bear such rate of interest not exceeding 
seven (7%) per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually as may be 
fixed by the County Board of Commissioners of Abbeville County, 
and shall be payable, both as to principal and interest, at such place 
as may be fixed by said County Board of Commissioners ; said notes 
shall be signed in the name of Abbeville County by the Treasurer 
and Supervisor of said county, and the seal of the Supervisor af- 
fixed, but the interest coupons attached to said notes, if interest 
coupons are attached, need not be authenticated otherwise than by 
a facsimile signature of the Treasurer of Abbeville County litho- 
graphed or engraved thereon. The said notes shall be sold at either 
public or private sale as in the judgment of the County Board of 
Commissioners is deemed advisable. 

§ 3. Pledge for Payment.—That there shall be pledged

§ 7. Valid Obligations—Exempt from Taxes.—That said’ 
notes, when sold, shall be valid and incontestible obligations of 
Abbeville County, South Carolina, and shall be exempt from State, —

§ 12. That the County Treasurer and County Commissioners 
of Aiken County, hereafter referred to as Commissioners or County 
Commissioners, shall ask for and receive bids from banks (Aiken 
County banks being given preference) for interest on deposits to 
the credit of the said County in such bank, or banks, as shall make 
the best terms for same and for loans desired by said Commissioners. 
Provided, That such bank, or banks, shall give a surety or surety 
bond in a company or companies, approved by said Commissioners to 
cover any loss on account of any such deposit. Provided, further, 
That if the County Commissioners find it impracticable to obtain 
said surety bonds from any such bank or banks, they may divide the 
deposits and loans in such shares and in such banks as may offer 
the best terms and furnish such bond, or bonds, or other valid first 
lien securities and collateral. A notice shall be inserted in one or 
more newspapers published in said County or sent to the bank of 
said County for bids on such deposits. And the said County Commis- 
sioners shall not borrow at any one time more than enough to meet 
each month or quarter’s payroll unless they can get interest on their 
deposits equal to approximately what other depositors receive from 
the bank they deposit with; and if the said County Commissioners 
find it practicable (and satisfactory terms are not otherwise of- 
fered them) they may borrow for the fiscal financial year, or any 
part of it, from any sinking fund under the control of said Com- 
missioners or the County Treasurer by executing their official note 
and paying not less than the rate of interest now being earned by 
such sinking fund; or, they may use any other money subject to 
their draft until taxes are paid, or other money received: Provided, 
further, If the said Commissioners find no satisfactory methods 
under these provisions to finance the County, they shall report that 
fact to the County Legislative Delegation, and said Delegation shall 
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have power to do all that is proper or necessary to arrange the same 
and pledge the County’s taxes and credit and to authorize the execu- 
tion of all papers required to borrow money or to renew paper or 
obligations, for any money owing by the County or necessary for 
the County, or any of its sub-divisions, to operate with. And the 
said Commissioners shall insert a brief notice in one of the County 
newspapers giving the bids made by the banks, and indicating the 
one accepted and the rate to be paid on deposits and loans, and the 
expense of such publication to be paid from any County fund on 
hand not otherwise appropriated. 

§ 13. That no money shall be borrowed by the County or in- 
terest paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes 
makes it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no 
notes in excess of the sum appropriated, owing or borrowed, as 
provided by law, shall be made by any officer or employee of Aiken 
County, nor shall any sum appropriated be borrowed until it is 
necessary to use it, except as provided in the preceding Section. 

§ 14. That in case the County Commissioners of Aiken Coun- 
ty and the Treasurer of Aiken County shall deem it proper to bor- 
row atly money to finance the County’s operations, or to pay any 
money owing by it, or to extend any obligation that Aiken County’ 
may owe, the County Commissioners are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to issue such notes or other County obligations as a ma- 
jority of said Commissioners and the Treasurer shall deem proper, 
making them in such denominations and for such length of time as 
they may deem proper; and for the lowest rate of interest they may 
obtain ; and they have full power and authority to pledge taxes and . 
to pledge the full taxing power of the County of Aiken for the pay- 
ment of said obligation; but such obligations are not to exceed any 
just obligations already incurred and the amount appropriated in 
this Bill. 

§ 15. All written authorizations by the present Delegation 
heretofore made when filed with the Clerk of Court are ratified and 
made part hereof. 

§ 16. No alterations of this Act shall be made by any one 
during the year 1933, not herein expressly provided for. 

§ 17. That the sum hereinabove appropriated shall only be used 
if so much be necessary and when not otherwise provided, salaries 
and expenses shall be paid monthly: Provided, That expenses shall 
not be paid except upon sworn, itemized statements of same, unless 
otherwise provided herein. 
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§ 18. Beginning with the year 1933 (that is effective on the 
approval of this Act) the County Auditor of Aiken County, with 
the County Board of Education of Aiken County, is hereby au- 
thorized upon receiving the written request to do so of the local 
Board of Trustees of any district, to reduce the levies, existing in 
the various school districts, to an amount sufficient to run the school 
for the length of time required under existing law, and to provide 
for any additional length of time any local Board of Trustees of 
such district may deem wise and best. Any district where by law the 
control and management of any school therein is confined to a board 
composed of more members than three (3) school trustees of said 
school district, then the concurrence of a majority of the whole of 
such board so constituted shall be necessary before said Auditor and 
Board of Education of Aiken County shall make any decrease in the 
levy in said district, and it shall be the duty of the Superintendent of 
Education to ascertain from such local boards in his County what 
reduction can be made without injury to the school, any State law 
notwithstanding. 

§ 19. The County Superintendent of Education is required, 
if proof is made to him, that any valid obligation rests upon any 
school district in the County for money borrowed for such school 
and actually used for school purposes in the district, to call the at- 
tention of the Trustees to that fact, and if it is not paid in ten days 
thereafter, he is required to cause the Auditor of the County to put 
on a sufficient levy in that district to pay said obligations, and the 
Auditor is required to put said tevy on to be collected, the same to be 
paid out on order of the Superintendent of Education. The County 
Commissioners are hereby required to make in addition to other 
reports now required by law, an annual statement or report, showing 
fully the financial condition of the County, showing all outstanding 
bills or indebtedness of the County, and make copies thereof to the 
members of the General Assembly from Aiken County, 

§ 20. The Sum of One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars is 
appropriated payable on the draft of the Solicitor for his account, 
without requiring him to itemize the same, his draft being sufficient. 

§ 21. The Sheriff shall transfer any money on hand unclaimed 
to the County Treasurer, who shall place same in the Ordinary 
County Fund, to be used by the County for County purposes, taking 
his receipt for same, specifying the source thereof, if known, and 
should the Sheriff ever find it necessary to recall any part thereof, 
the same shall be refunded. 
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§ 22. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 23. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

available current and past due revenues. 

§ 4. The County Board of Commissioners are hereby directed 
to limit the number of mules and convicts retained on the County 
chaingang to such number as the Legislative Delegation shall direct 
from time to time, and to sell or otherwise dispose of such chaingang 
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equipment as the said Delegation shall direct, and to limit the num- 
ber of guards and tractor operators according to instructions from 
the Legislative Delegation. No road machinery or equipment for 
road maintenance or construction priced in excess of $250.00 shall 
be purchased or contracted for without the written consent of the 
Legislative Delegation. 

§ 5. The Sheriff is authorized to employ such trusty convict 
labor as he may deem desirable in the care and maintenance of the 
County Jail and premises. The County Board of Commissioners are 
hereby authorized to repay all municipalities of the County for chain- 
gang labor received through the Courts of such municipalities by 
work of the County chaingang upori the streets and drainage of such 
municipalities: Provided, That such municipalities shall pay for the 
dieting of all prisoners while so engaged upon the streets or drainage 
of such municipalities. 

§ 6. -If it shall be necessary to increase the appropriation 
herein provided for public buildings, so as to make repairs upon the 
Court House roof and ceiling, the County Board of Commissioners 
are hereby authorized and directed to ascertain the amount neces- 
sary for such repairs, and to report the same to the Legislative Dele- 
gation. and, upon securing the written approval of the Legislative . 
Delegation, the said County Board of Commissioners are authorized 
and directed to contract for such repairs, and the Auditor is author- 
ized and directed to levy a tax sufficient to meet the requirements of 
such contract, the taxes so levied to be collected at the same time and 
in the same manner as the tax provided for in Section 1 hereof. 

§ 7. The item for the poor house and poor above listed shall be 
appropriated in such manner that the same shall be equally distri- 
buted monthly among the persons entitled to the benefits of same, 
and no amount in excess of the proportionate monthly share of any 
such person shall be exceeded in any month without the consent of 
the Legislative Delegation. The item for Post Mortems and Inquests, 
and the item for Lunacy Inquiries shall be and are hereby declared - 
to be fixed items, it being the intention of this Act that the amounts 
therein provided for shall constitute full payment to the officers 
charged with conducting the same for all inquests and lunacy in- 
quiries held within the County during the year 1933. 

§ 7-A. Whenever it shall be necessary to meet the expense of 
foreclosing any real estate mortgage owned by or pledged with the 
county, or to buy in such property on behalf of the county, the pay- 
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ment of such expense shall be made from the contingent fund or 
other available funds, and the rents received from such property shall 
be carried to the general county fund or restored to the contingent 
fund in the discretion of the Legislative Delegation. Such property 
may be sold by the county board on the written approval of the Leg- 
islative Delegation, the proceeds of sale to be applied to such account 
or placed in such fund as the Legislative Delegation may direct.

§ 3. That so much as is necessary of any credit balances of 
various departments for. 1932 and 1933 may be used by the Board

school pupils attending High School from without the District: Pro- 
vided, however, That if the payment of such tuition is not provided 
for by the general State law; the remainder to be expended for pub- 
lic schoo! purposes in the discretion of the County Board of Edu- 
cation, and out of which they may pay the County Superintendent 
of Education the sum of six hundred ($600.00) dollars for traveling 
expenses and ninety ($90.00) dollars for the County Board of Edu- 
cation and to pay the clerk of said Board a salary of one hundred 
($100.00) dollars per month, the said six hundred ($600.00) ex- 
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‘pense money above mentioned to be divided equally by the retiring 
Superintendent of Education, and the incoming Superintendent of 
Education. 

§ 6. The fund now on hand in the Department of Game and 
Fish to the credit of Anderson County shall be transferred to the 
account of the County Board of Education for Anderson County to 
be used solely for the purpose of purchasing school books for those 
' who are unable to purchase them. The trustees of the respective 
school districts of Anderson County shall certify to the Superintend- 
ent of Education of Anderson County the names of those who are 
in need of school books and are not financially able to pruchase them, 
and the Superintendent of Education is directed and empowered to 
pay for the books needed. The trustees are hereby prohibited from 
issuing a certificate except upon the unanimous vote of the Board, 
and the Board shall not pass upon any application, except upon 
. sworn statements by the parents, guardians or those who have cus- 
tody and keeping of the children who are to use the books, and they 
must be of the opinion that the applicants are financially unable to 
procure the books needed. 

§ 7. The Supervisor or other proper county officer is hereby 
authorized to pay the premiums on the official bonds required of the 
four Deputy Sheriffs of Anderson County.

A JONT RESOLUTION to Exempt Certain Citizens of This

County and destroyed the crops of a number of the farmers of said

Section 1. Relief for Hail Sufferers in Anderson County. 
— Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That any citizen of Anderson County who suffered from 
the 1932 hail storm and who, upon affidavit of two disinterested 
citizens filed with the County Treasurer of his County that such citi- 
zen was in the hail storm districts and lost at least fifty per cent 
(50%) of his crop by reason of said hail storm, shall be exempt from 
the payment of all County taxes on the land where the crops were 
destroyed for year 1932: Provided, That any person or persons who 
have paid County taxes prior to the passage of this Act shall be re- 
funded same by the County Treasurer in accordance with the terms 
hereof. That this Act shall apply to both landlords and to tenants. 

§ 2. Duty of County Treasurer.—That the Treasurer of 
Anderson County wherein the damage claim is made shall take a re- 
ceipt therefor and such receipt shall state the purpose for which it

‘§ 3. No warrant shall be issued to pay any Magistrate and his 
constables until at the end of each month and such Magistrate has 
filed his report of the proceedings in his court. 

§ 4. The Coroner and County Physician shall attend and con- 
duct all inquests held in the county; the County Physician and the 
Physician to the County Home shall constitute the Board of Phy- 
‘sicians to examine into all cases of lunacy and shall do so without 
charge to the County. 

§ 5. The Board of County Directors shall publish a quarterly 
statement showing all claims paid in each township, and the county- 
wide claims, giving amount and subject to each claim. 

§ 6. No claim shall be approved or warrant issued therefor un- 
less such claims be itemized and sworn to. 

§ 7. In anticipation of the collection of taxes herein provided 
for, the Board of County Directors and the Treasurer are authorized 
and empowered to borrow, on the credit of the county, such sums 
as are necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act, and to pledge 
current taxes in payment therefor. Such obligations shall be signed 
by the Treasurer and the Chairman of the Board of County’ Direc- 
tors, attested by the Clerk of such Board. 

~§ 8. The Ladies’ Rest Room in the Court House at Barnwell 
is placed in the custody of Jennie P. Green, who shall receive an 
annual salary of one hundred ($100.00) Dollars for maintaing same. 

§ 9. The Chairman of the Board of Regents of the County 
Poorhouse shall receive an annual salary of one hundred fifty ($150.- 
00) dollars payable monthly: Provided, That the Board of Regents 
be authorized to employ at a salary not exceeding two hundred 
($200.00) dollars per annum, a physician whose duty it shall be to 
tend, prescribe for and otherwise render medical treatment to the 
inmates of said poorhouse. 

§ 10. All officers, officials or departments in need of supplies 
of any kind shall first, upon requisition blanks, in duplicate, printed 
and supplied by the County Board of Directors, request the County 
Board of Directors to purchase and furnish said official or depart- 
ment the required supplies. The County Board of Directors will 
not pay any bill from any source, for any purpose for supplies fur- 
nished any official by any other method; Each requisition must be 
passed upon and have the approval of a majority of the County 
Board of Directors. The County Delegation will hold the County 
Board of Directors responsible for the expenditure of all funds and 
the County Board of Directors are directed, when the Supply Act 
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shall have been made up, to apportion the amounts appropriated for 
the separate departments into twelve (12) equal portions and each 
department and official shall be required to hold the expenditures of 
that department to within the amount allocated for any’ certain 
month. . 

§ 11. That from and after the Ist day of January, 1933, the 
Fee Bill for dieting prisoners at the County Jail shall be upeat the 
basis of thirty-five (35c) cents per day per prisoner. 

§ 12. That all supplies, including those for County Home and 
Farm, except in cases of emergency necessities, shall be by the County 
Board of Directors bought in wholesale lots, upon written bids sub- 
mitted by prospective sellers, after due notice given to them by 
the Clerk of the County Board of Directors. 

§ 13. That the County Board of Directors shall give published 
notice in a newspaper in Barnwell County, of one issue, that no 
supplies are to be furnished to any department or official, except 
upon the presentation of an o-kayed duplicate of the proper re- 
quisition therefor and any seller who deals with the County upon any 
other basis will do so at his own risk. 

§ 14. That the County Board of Directors, in the new county 
warehouse that has been built for the purpose of storing supplies in 
wholesale, shall set up the necessary records to show every article 
checked into said warehouse and every article checked out of said 
warehouse, upon whose requisition and to whom and when delivered.

AN ACT to Permit the County of Barnwell to Take Title to 
a Certain Tract of Land, Known as the Sweetwater 
Tract, From a Committee of Citizens of Said County, 
and to Authorize a Lease Thereof to the Sweetwater 
Country Club and Golf Course of Barnwell County. 


Section 1. Barnwell County May Take Title to Sweet- | 
water Tract and Lease It.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County of Barnwell 
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is hereby permitted and authorized to receive title to a certain tract 
of land situate, lying and being in Barnwell County on State High- 
way No, 64, about two miles west of Barnwell, containing four hun- 
dred (400) acres, more or less, and known as the Sweetwater tract, 
bounded by lands of Walker, Molair, Hook and others, from a 
committee of citizens composed of C. G. Fuller and others for the 
purpose of allowing the establishment thereon of a lake and golf 
course and country club and other recreational facilities. Upon ex- 
ecution and delivery to the county of the title to said tract of land, 
the Board of Directors of the County is authorized and empowered, 
acting for itself and on behalf of the county, to lease all the said 
tract of land, with all improvements and equipment thereon, to a 
certain association or corporation now existing or hereafter to be 
organized and to be known as the Sweetwater Country Club and Golf 
Course of Barnwell County. The said lease shall run for a period 
of fifty years and the consideration therefor shall be the sum of 
One ($1.00) Dollar. 

§ 2. Upkeep, Management and Control by Lessee.—

§ 3. The County Board of Directors is hereby authorized to 
borrow in anticipation of the collection of the per capita road tax, 
the automobile tax, the tax provided for in Section 1 of this Act, 
and the taxes herein levied for general County purposes, an amount 
not to exceed Twenty-Five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, if same 
be necessary. 

§ 4. That if it becomes necessary for any County official or 
the County School Board to borrow moneys in anticipation of taxes, 
should such be authorized or permitted by the laws now enforced,

§ 8. That none of the fund hereinabove authorized to be ex- 
pended, provided in Item 13 herein, shall be used for such purpose 
except and only as herein provided. That unless an agreement can 
be had with the proper authorities whereby the Colored Farm Agent 
shall work in conjunction with the County Farm Agent, and in the 
furtherance of the work of the County Farm Agent, the County 
Board of Directors shall not expend any of such fund for such 
purpose; except, that the said Board shall use so much thereof as 
to pay the County’s part of his salary to the date of the passage 
of this Act on the basis of the reduction provided by this Act. 

§ 9. That all moneys paid to the Treasurer, Sheriff or other 
public official of Beaufort County as interest on the deposits of 
public funds shall be accounted for by such official as other public 
funds are accounted for, and shall be placed in the general sinking 
fund account to be used in retiring outstanding funding bonds, and 
said officials shall make a detail report of the same on or about 
January Ist of each year to the Legislative Delegation. 

§ 10. That in order to facilitate the preparing of the Supply 
Bill by the Legislative Delegation, the County Treasurer shall, on or

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Board of 
Directors of Beaufort County to Issue Notes for Financ- 
ing the Construction of a Certain Highway and to Pro- 
vide for the Payment of Said Notes. 


Section 1. Beaufort County Issue Notes to Construct 
Highway from Port Royal to Beaufort—-May Renew Notes. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The County Board of Directors of Beaufort County be 
and they are hereby authorized and empowered to issue notes of the 
County in an aggregate sum not exceeding Fifteen Thousand ($15,- 
000.00) Dollars, if such be necessary, for the purpose of financing 
the construction of State Highway 281 from Port Royal to Beaufort. 
The said notes shall be issued at such time or times as the County 
Board of Directors may determine and shall bear interest at not 
exceeding six per centum (6%) per annum payable semi-annually 
and shall mature not more than one year after date of issue. The 
said Board of County Directors is further authorized and em- 
powered to renew or reissue said notes from year to year for a 
period not exceeding ten (10) years from date of original issue as in 
its judgment may be necessary. The notes shall be'sold for not less 
than par and accrued interest. Provided, That the Treasurer of Beau- 
for County be and he is hereby authorized and empowered to pur- 
chase on behalf of the County all or any part of the notes herein 
authorized. 

§ 2. Agreement With State Highway Department

AN ACT to Enfranchise L. A. Hall and Associates, Their 
Heirs, Executors, Administrators, Successors, and As- 
signs, to Construct and Operate a Bridge Over Station 
Creek in Beaufort County, and to Charge Certain Toll 
Thereon, and Limiting the Period of Said Franchise, 
and to Provide for the Purchase of Same by the State, 
Its Agencies, or Sub-divisions. 


Whereas, a Concurrent Resolution was passed by two-thirds (2/3) 
vote of each House of the General Assembly allowing the introduc- 
tion of this Bill; therefor, 


Section 1. Beaufort County May Contract With L. A. 
Hall and Associates for Bridge Over Station Creek and 
Moss Island.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Board of Directors of Beaufort County 
upon proper showing satisfactory to it that L. A. Hall and As- 
sociates, their heirs, executors, administrators, successors, and as- 
signs, are able, ready and willing to finance and construct a bridge, 
as hereinafter specified, be authorized and directed to enter into a 
contract with said L, A. Hall and Associates, their heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns, to construct a bridge over 
Station Creek and Moss Island in Beaufort County, extending from: - 
some point on the Southern peninsular of St. Helena Island and 
north shore of Station Creek, Beaufort County, to a point on the 
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‘seh shore of Bay Point Island opposite thereto and connecting St. 
Helena and Bay Point Island. 

§ 2. Contract—Bridge Not to Interfere With Navigation 
—Conform to Certain Plans.—That the contract shall provide 
that the said bridge shall be so constructed that it will not interfere 
with navigation in Station Creek, and shall be in conformity with

§ 5. Contract—State or Any Subdivision Thereof, May 
Purchase—Time—Price.—That the said contract shall further 
provide for the purchase by the State of South Carolina, or any 
subdivision or agency thereof of the said bridge, its approaches and 
all rights-of-way referred to, together with all rights under the terms 
of the franchise herein provided for, at any time after the expiration 
of five (5) years from the date of completion of the same upon the 
following terms and conditions: 

(a) That the purchase price of the bridge shall be its actual cost 
of construction, less.depreciation, if any. 
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(b) That to the contract cost shall be added engineering cost, 
discount on bonds, not exceeding nine (9%) per cent., legal expenses, 
interest and insurance during construction period, organization ex- 
pense, not to exceed Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars and a fair 
and reasonable cost of acquiring necessary rights-of-way; the cost 
of acquiring such rights-of-way and terminals to be approved by a 
board of three (3) appraisers, one of whom shall be appointed by © 
the Beaufort County Board of Directors, one by L. A. Hall and 
Associates, their heirs, executors, administrators, successors and as- 
signs, and a third by the other two selected. 

(c) That the said cost be determined immediately after construc- 
tion of the said bridge, and shall be the actual cost to the said L, A. 
Hall and associates, their heirs, executors, administrators, successors 
and assigns, and shall be certified to by a representative designated 
by the Board of Directors and the representative of the said L. A. 
Hall and Associates, their heirs, executors, administrators, successors 
and assigns, and shall be the basis of settlement should the State of 
South Carolina or any of its subdivisions or agencies elect to pur- 
chase under the terms herein. 

(d) That it is expressly understood and agreed that in the event 
the State of South Carolina or any of its subdivisions or agencies 
exercise its rights of purchase as authorized hereunder, one repre- 
sentative of the seller and one of the buyer shall fix the deprecia- 
tion, if any, and if they fail to agree they shall select a third person 
to determine the same; and in event of the failure to agree in naming 
the third party, upon petition shall be named by the Presiding Judge 
in the Court of Common Pleas for Beaufort County. 

§ 6. Contract—Right of Condemnation.—That the said 
contract shall further provide that L. A. Hall and Associates, their 
heirs, executors, administrators, successors and assigns, shall have 
the right to condemn property for all necessary rights-of-way at 
the terminals to said bridge, and the further right to condemn such 
other property adjacent thereto as shall, or might be necessary to be 
used in the construction, use or operation of said bridge or in any 
way incident thereto and the purpose of this Act. 

§ 7. Contract — Period of Franchise — Charge Toll 
Rates.—-That the said contract shall provide that the said L. A. 
Hall and Associates, their heirs, executors, administrators, successors 
and assigns, shall operate and maintain the said bridge for a period 
of twenty (20) years after the approval of this Act, during which 
time they shall have the right to charge and collect toll for one con- 
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tinuous passage through and over the said bridge at such rates as 
may be agreed upon by the Beaufort County Board of Directors 
and the said L. A. Hall and Associates, their heirs, executors, ad- 
ministrators, successors and assigns, before such contract is ap- 
proved.

County for Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars, dated July 24, 
1931, and due January 15, 1932, purchased by Berkeley County from 
the receivers of the Peoples State Bank of South Carolina at public 
outcry, after due notice that Clarendon County claimed a complete 
and valid defense to the note and contested the claim of the Treas- 
urer of Berkeley County and of the receivers of the Peoples State 
Bank that the note had been pledged, and that any purchaser at said 
sale would take the note subject to notice of Clarendon County’s 
claim that the sale was void and that no valid title would be taken 
by the purchaser, the Supervisor of Berkeley County and the Su- 
pervisor of Clarendon County be and they are hereby authorized and 
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empowered to negotiate a settlement and adjustment of said dis- 
puted claim and to consummate any agreement reached for the settle- 
ment and adjustment of said claim. 

§ 2. Clarendon County Pay Note on Receipt of Certifi- 
cate of Settlement and Cancelled note.—Upon reaching an 
agreement and settlement, the said Supervisors of Berkeley County 
and Clarendon County shall certify the same ar‘i shall deliver said 
certificate, together with the said $15,000.00 note of Clarendon 
County, duly cancelled, to the Treasurer of Clarendon County who 
is hereby authorized and directed, upon the receipt of said certificate 
and cancelled note, to pay to the Treasurer of Berkeley County from 
any available funds, the amount of such agreed sum as stated in said 
certificate in full payment and satisfaction of the claim of Berkeley 
County. 

§ 3. Clarendon County Provide Funds to Pay Note.— 
Should the available funds in the hands of the Treasurer of Claren- 
don County be insufficient to pay the sum agreed upon under such 
settlement or should there be no funds in her hands available for said 
purpose, a tax of sufficient number of mills to pay the unpaid bal- 
ance, said miliage to be determined by the County Auditor after 
consultation with and the approval of the majority of the Clarendon 
County Legislative Delegation, is hereby levied upon all the taxable 
property of Clarendon County. The County Auditor shall enter the 
levy determined upon and the tax shall be collected as other taxes are 
collected. 

§ 4. Clarendon County Issue Notes.—In anticipation of 
the collection of the said tax the County Supervisor and County 
Treasurer of Clarendon County are hereby authorized to issue to 
the Treasurer of Berkeley County a promissory note or promissory 
notes of Clarendon County in an amount not exceeding the amount 
of the agreed settlement of the claim of Berkeley County and as 
security for the payment of said note, to pledge the full faith and 
credit of the County and particularly the taxes to be collected under 
the levy herein authorized. 

§ 5. No Effect on Legal Rights of Clarendon County.— 
Nothing in this Act nor in the settlement and adjustment of the 
disputed claim between Berkeley County and Clarendon County 
provided for herein shall affect or prejudice the legal or equitable 
rights of Clarendon County with respect to said note as to the Peo- 
ples State Bank of South Carolina or the receivers thereof nor with 
_ Tespect to its claim or claims against the said bank and its receivers ; 
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and no payments or settlement made under the authority of this Act 
nor the fact that such payments or settlement have been made shall 
be held by any Court to affect in any manner the legal or equitable 
position or rights of Clarendon County with reference to its claims 
or controversies with the said bank or the receivers thereof ; and any 
legal or equitable defense of set off or counterclaim of the said 
County of Clarendon, so far as the same affects, concerns or relates

AN ACT to Provide for the Operation of the County Gov- 
ernment of Charleston County During the Present Ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. 


Section 1. Appropriations by Charleston County Dur- 
ing Present General Assembly.——Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That unless otherwise di- 
rected in writing by a majority of the Charleston County Delega- 
tion, from and after the approval of this Act the County Treasurer 
of Charleston County is hereby authorized, empowered, and directed 
to pay- for the month of February and all subsequent months during 
the present session of the General Assembly, to all the various and 
sundry clerks, officials, employees, commissions, institutions and 
agencies for whom or in whose behalf any appropriaticns were made 
for the year next preceding eighty-five per cent (85%) of their 
monthly salaries, appropriations or contributions, on the basis of 
the preceding year monthly averages. 

Provided, however, That should any change be made in any salary, 
appropriation, or contribution for the current year, from that of the 
preceding year, then, and in that event, the remaining unpaid portion 
of each respective salary, appropriation, or contribution shall be di- 
vided by the number of months remaining in the fiscal year for 
which no payments have been made, and the quotient thereof shall 
be the amount paid to each such respective clerk, official, commission, 
institution or agency for the remainder of such fiscal year. 

Provided, further, That the major fraction of a calendar month 
of the session of the General Assembly shall be considered a full 
month in such calculation, while the minor fraction of such a month 
shall be disregarded. 

Provided, further, That the total amount paid during the current 
year shall not exceed the total amount appropriated in the Supply 
Bill for the current year.

Otherwise and to Empower Said Corporation to Own 
Property Without Limit. 


Section 1. Act 489 of 1881 Acts Amended—Charleston 
County May Condemn Lands for College of Charleston— 
Said College May Borrow, Issue Notes, etc., and Own Prop- 
erty.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Section I of an Act approved December 20th, A.D. 
1881, entitled, “An Act to Amend An Act entitled An Act to Reor- 
ganize the College of Charleston, ratified on the 20th day of Decem- 
ber in the year of our Lord 1837, be amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

That the said College of Charleston shall be under the management 
of a Board of thirteen (13) Trustees. That the Mayor and Recorder 
of the said City of Charleston, for the time being, shall always be 
ex-officio members of the said Board. And three (3) Trustees shall 
be elected by the said City Council of Charleston immediately after 
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the passage of this Act, one at least of whom shall be a member of 
their own body, who shall serve as trustees until the next election 
of Aldermen. And three Trustees, one at least of whom shall be an 
Alderman, shall thereafter be elected by the said City Council after 
each election of Aldermen of the said City, who shall serve as Trus- 
tees until the next election of Aldermen. And the said City Council 
shall forthwith elect from the present Board of Trustees eight (8) 
persons, who shall serve as Trustees for eight (&) years, and until 
their successors shall be elected and qualified. They shall be so classi- 
fied that one of their number shall go out of office every year. And 
immediately after the said election the eight persons so elected shall 
determine by lot which of them shall serve for one, two, three, four, 
five, six, seven, and eight years, respectively. At the annual meeting 
of the said Board of Trustees there shall be elected by the said Board 
One Trustee to fill the vacancy so occuring. The retiring Trustee 
shall be eligible to re-election. And the said Board of Trustces, so 
appointed and elected, and their successors forever, shall be known 
as a body corporate, and designated in law by the name and title 
of the Trustees of the College of Charleston, and shall be, and are 
hereby vested with all the rights, powers,and privileges, authorities, 
and franchises vested in the present Board of Trustees, either in and 
by their Act of Incorporation, passed on the twentieth day of De- 
cember, in the year of Our Lord One Thousand Seven Hundred and 
ninety-one, or by any and every law or laws of this State. That the 
said Trustees of the College of Charleston are authorized and em- 
powered to borrow money, to issue notes, bonds and other evidences 
of indebtedness, to secure the repayment thereof by mortgage, pledge, 
deed of trust of its property or otherwise, to receive and hold dona- 
tions, devises, bequests and legacies and to buy, hold, sell, mortgage, 
lease, exchange and/or otherwise acquire, dispose of and deal in or 
with real and personal property in any amount for the benefit and 
use of the said College of Charleston, and all loans heretofore made 
to the said Trustees of the College of Charleston secured by pledge, 
mortgage or otherwise are hereby approved, and whenever the said 
Trustees of the College of Charleston shall desire to acquire land 
or other property in the County of Charleston, South Carolina, for 
the use of the said Coliege of Charleston, all the rights, powers and 
privileges conferred upon persons or corporations authorized to con- 
struct railways, canals or turnpikes in this State by and under the 


provisions of Sections 8454, 8455, 8456, 8457, 8458, 8460, 8463, 8464, 
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8465, 8466, and 8467 of Volume 3 of the 1932 Code of Civil Laws 
of South Carolina, subject to the duties and method of proceeding 
as therein provided, be and the same are hereby granted unto and 
conferred upon the County of Charleston for said Trustees of the 
College of Charleston for the purpose of condemnation of such prop- 
erty for the use of the said College of Charleston. That upon pay- 
ment or tender of payment of the compensation ascertained by a 
jury as provided in the Statutes above referred to, the property so 
acquired shall vest in the said Trustees of the College of Charleston 
in fee simple and the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of the 
Carnty of Charleston shall on behalf of the owner thereof, execute 
a Deed in fee simple without warranty for said property to the said

§ 3. As soon as the total amount of property for taxation has 
been ascertained for the year 1933, the Auditor and Treasurer are 
hereby directed to make such additional levy or levies for the year 
1933 sufficient to raise ample funds to pay interest on the bonded 
debt of said county, and to retire such bonds as may fall due, and 
sufficient funds to take care of all sums provided for in this Act. 

§ 4. The Sinking Fund Commission is hereby authorized to 
borrow such funds as they may deem necessary to pay interest or 
retire bonds, should they have no funds to meet the same, to be 
repaired when taxes are collected. 

§ 5. The County Supervisor and Board of County Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized to borrow such sums of money as may 
be necessary to properly finance said County, and other objects pro- 
vided for, in anticipation of the collection of taxes, and pledge the 
same as security therefor, when approved by a majority of the 
delegation: Provided, That they do not exceed the amounts herein 
appropriated and the levy made herein. The fiscal year of the Super- 
visor’s office shall begin January 1 and end December 31. 

§ 6. The County Board of Education is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay interest to all teachers of the county who have been 
forced to discount their school claims, said funds to be paid from 
the County Board Fund. 

§ 7. That one-fourth of one mill is hereby levied upon all the 
real and personal property in School District No.10, to be used for 
the support and maintenance of the Carnegie Free Library, said tax 
to be collected by the County Treasurer as other taxes are collected, 
and the Treasurer of said County is hereby directed on the first 
day of January, 1933, to turn over to the Treasurer of said Library 
said tax collected and thereafter every three months as the balance 
of said tax is collected; said fund to be used exclusively for the 
maintenance and support of said Library. 

§ 8. The Sheriff of Cherokee County shall be paid thirty (30) 
cents per day for dieting each prisoner in the County Jail, and shall 
receive the fees provided by law for doing constables’ work for each 
of the two Magistrates in the City of Gaffney. The Court Crier, 
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Jury Boy and Bailiffs shall be paid a per diem of Two ($2.00) 
Dollars for the actual number of days served. The ee for holding 
post mortem examinations shall be Three ($3.00) Dollars for each 
examination. The County Board shall employ a County physician or 
physicians whose duties shall be prescribed by the said Board and 
whose compensation shall be fixed by the said Board, not exceeding 
the amount herein appropriated. 


~ § 9. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to turn over to the Sinking Fund Commission of Cherokee County 
all monies collected by him to retire bonds and to pay interest on 
same, except those bonds and ixterest on same maturing during 
the current year, which shall be paid by the Treasurer. 


§ 10. The actual working of the chaingang shall be under the 
direct supervision and management of the County Supervisor. It 
shall be his duty to employ and discharge the superintendent and 
other employees connected with the chaingang, and the supervisor 
and commissioners in operating the chaingang shall make the ex- 
penses conform to the amount appropriated for the same. Provided, 
however, That before any employees or help is secured or any dis- 
charged, same must meet with the approval and sanction of the 
County Board of Township Commissioners. When differences arise 
between the Superintendent and Commissioners a majority vote of 
the Commissioners shall control, Provided, That the rural mail carrier 
shall notify the County Road Supervisor or the Township Commis- 
sioner when a bad place occurs in any mail road, and the said super- 
visor or Township Commissioner shall send someone to fix same. 

§ 11. That the Supervisor is hereby forbidden from incurring 
any indebtedness against the County in excess of Fifty ($50.00) Dol- 
lars without having first the approval of the Board of County 
Commissioner on the records in the Supervisor’s office, and any such 
claim or indebtedness so incurred shall not be binding on the part 
of the County, except in the case of feed for stock and rations for 
convicts. That the County Supervisor in anticipation of necessary 
supplies for matintenance of roads and food for live stock and in- 
dividuals or any other necessities or supplies shall advertise for hids 
on same and shall award the order to the lowest bidder, except as 
above provided. 

§ 12. Should any section of this Act be declared unconstitu- 
tional, the remaining sections shall remain and be of full force and 
effect. 
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§ 13. For the employment of a Service Officer for Cherokee 
County for handling loan applications for adjusted compensation, 
hospitalization, pensions, etc., of veterans of the wars of the United 
States, Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars payable monthly: Provided, 
That such officer is to be elected by the Cherokee Post No.109 of 
the American Legion. 

§ 14. Any violation of any of the provisions of this Act shall 
be, and the same is hereby, declared to be criminal offense and pun- 
ishable, upon conviction, in the discretion of the Court, and after 
conviction shall subject the offending party to suspension and dis- 
charge from office. 

§ 15. It shall be the duty of the Supervisor and the County 
Commissioners to keep the cross county roads in good condition 
and they are hereby required to do this. In order that this may be 
more effectively done, the Supervisor is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to use a section of the County chaingang for so much as may 
be necessary to go over the said roads from time to time to place 
the said roads and bridges thereon in good condition. The Supervisor 
and County Commissioners are specifically required to carry out 
the provisions of the Act of the General Assembly of 1925, relating 
to R. F. D. Routes in Cherokee County. In case a bridge is needed 
on any of the said cross country roads, and particularly any portion 
of same used as mail routes, the said Supervisor and County Com- 
missioners are hereby required to erect such bridge there as the 
circumstances and conditions in their judgment require. The Leg- 
islative Delegation’ of Cherokee County is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to have made an audit of any and all county 
officers of Cherokee County, including Cherokee County Sinking 
Fund Commission, once each year, and the said officer or officers of 
such office to be audited shall render to said Delegation any informa- 
tion and help that the Delegation may deem necessary to assist in 
auditing said office: Provided, That any officer who fails to render 
such assistance to the Delegation shall be reported to the Board of 
County Commissioners, and his salary shall be withheld until such 
duty has been performed. 

§ 16. That neither the County Treasurer nor any of his as- 
sistants shall become Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners, 
but the Board of County Commissioners shall elect some other dis- 
creet and capable person to perform such duties for a sum not ex- 
ceeding Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars per annum, and the Clerk 
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so elected shall be the purchasing Agent for the stationery, books, 
office supplies and other necessary articles used by all the County 
officers and magistrates in and for their respective offices. The pay- 
ment of any such items otherwise bought shall not be binding on the 
County. The Clerk or purchasing agent shall keep a correct entry 
of all such purchases and certify io same to the County Commis- 
sioners at each monthly meeting. That the Clerk of the Board of 
County Commissioners of Cherokee County shall not issue any 
voucher or check to any magistrate of Cherokee County until said 
magistrates have filed with the Clerk of the Board a statement of 
the names of all parties for whom warrants have been issued during 
the previous month, the nature of the offense charged in the war- 
rant and the disposition of each case; to each said statement there 
shall be attached a receipt from the Treasurer for the fines and costs 
collected by the magistrates during the previous month, and the 
Clerk of the Board is hereby required to file said statements of the 
Magistrates in the permanent files of the office of the County Com- 
missioners.

tion as may be directed by a majority of the Cherokee Delegation. A 
tax of seven (7) mills is, hereby levied on all taxable property in 
school District No.5, Cherokee County, South Carolina, for the 
year 1933, to provide funds with which to pay all valid claims 
against said School District arising prior to the year 1933, the pro- 
ceeds of which levy shall be paid by the County Treasurer only on 
warrants issued by the Board of Trustees of said School District, 
approved by the County Superintendent of Education. 

§ 18. The Treasurer of Cherokee County is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay over to the Probate Judge of Cherokee County 
the sum of Twenty-five Hundred ($2500.00) Dollars per annum, 
said sum to be expended by order of County Health Physician for 
the indigent sick in Cherokee County and also for the poverty 
stricken person or persons who are in absolutely destitute circum- 
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stances and who have resided in the County for the past six months: 
Provided, Not more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars shall be expended 
on any one person, and that not more than one-twelfth of said amount 
shall be expended in any one month. 

§ 19. The Treasurer of Cherokee County is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars to 
the local Pension Board, to be equally distributed among the re- 
maining Confederate Soldiers in Cherokee County. 

§ 20. The amount herein aryropriated shall be paid out as 
near as practicable one-twelfth (1/12) each month during the year 
1933, and if any item or salary has been overpaid for any month, 
such overpayment shall be deducted from the following month. 
Any note or contract made bv any officer of the County or by the 
Board of Cornty Commissioners for any amount not included in 
this Supply }": shall be null and void; and any officer or employee 
who disregards any of the provisions hereof without the written 
consent of a majority of the Cherokee County Delegation in the 
General Assembly, kept on file in the Treasurer’s office shall be 
guilty of malfeasance in office and subject to removal. If the county 
supervisor and/or the Board of County Commissioners at any time 
find that the appropriation or monthly allotment is not s:fficient to 
maintain the maximum chaingang and equipment or road main- 
tenance, then in that event they are required to send to the State 
Penitentiary a sufficient number of long term chaingang prisoners 
and reduce equipment and other expenses so that the expenses will 
come within the monthly allotment herein provided. 

All appropriations herein made are subject to the right and au- 
thority of the Cherokee County Delegation to change, alter or deduct 
therefrom at any time without notice, when in its judgment such 
change, alteration or deduction is necessary for the best interests of 
the county and to conform with the revenue expected during the 
life of this Bill: Provided, That the changes made by the Delegation 
pursuant to the authority herein conferred shall not operate to in- 
crease the total amount herein appropriated. 

“That should an emergency arise wherein and whereby the Super- 
visor and County Commissioners are unable to borrow money as 
may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act, or the 
Supervisor ar County Commissioners deem it advisable, then the 
Treasurer of Cherokee County by and with the advice of the leg- 
islative delegation is hereby authorized aud directed to issue cer- 
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tificates of indebtedness against Cherokee County in a sum not ex- 
ceeding Seventy Thousand ($70,000.00) Dollars and the said cer- 
tificates shall be issued in such amounts and demominations as he 
may deem advisable in not less than One ($1.00) Dollar nor more 
than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each certificate. Such cer- 
tificates shall bear interest from the date of issuance at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum and become due and payable on or before 
March the 15th, 1934. Said certificates shall be good for all taxes 
due Cherokee County. That the said certificates shall be signed by 
the Treasurer of Cherokee County. That the tax levy for 1933 shall 
be and is hereby pledged and assigned for the payment of said cer- 
tificates when due and the full faith and credit of said county is 
hereby pledged for the payment of said certificates.” 

§ 21. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 22. This Act shall take effect Evimmned rately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Financing the Several School Dis- 
tricts of Cherokee County, to Authorize the Trustees 
to Borrow Money for the Purpose of Meeting Current 
Expenses, Paying Past Indebtedness and Securing the 
Same, and for Tax Levies to Raise Funds for Such Pur- 
poses. 


Section 1. School Districts, Cherokee County, may 
Levy Additional Taxes to Pay Indebtedness—Election 
Necessary in Cherokee Township.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Auditor of Cherokee County is hereby authorized, upon written in- 
structions signed by the County Superintendent of Education of 
Cherokee County, and the Trustee: of the respective school dis- 
tricts, or a majority of them, to lev. such additional tax upon all 
the taxable property in the several school districts as may be neces- 
sary, to provile funds for all current expenses connected with the 
operation and maintenance of the schools in such school districts 
during the year 1933, and also to provide funds sufficient 
to pay all claims against any one or more of such school 
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districts that have accrued prior to the year 1933, including 
interest thereon: Provided, however, The provisions of this Act shall 
not apply ts the school districts in Cherokee Township of Cherokee 
County unless and until the provisions of this Act shall be submitted 
to the qualified electors of said school districts in Cherokee Town- 
ship in Cherokee County at an election to be held for that purpose. 
It shall be the duty of the Superintendent of Education of Cherokee 
County to cause an election to be held in any school district in 
Cherokee Township, Cherokee County, at such time as he may des- 
ignate, at which election the question of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the respective 
school districts of said township, and if a majority of the qualified 
, electors residing in said district vote in favor of the provisions of 
this section, then the provisions of this section shall be carried intu 
effect, but if a majority of the qualified electors in said district 
vote against said provisions, then it shall fail, and the provisions 
of this section shall not apply to any school district in Cherokee 
Township of Cherokee County. The Superintendent of Education of 
Cherokee County shall arrange for said election, which shall be held 
at all regular voting precincts in said school district, prepare bal- 
lots for same, appoint a sufficient number of managers who shall 
count the ballots and make their return to the Superintendent of 
Education, who shall declare the results of said election and make 
all necessary arrangements thereto. The said Superintendent of 
Education shall, for at least ten days before the holding of said 
election, cause a notice of said election to be advertised in the Gaffney 
Ledger, a newspaper published in said County, and shail also post a 
notice of said election at all regularly established voting precincts 
in said school district. The expenses incident to said election shall 
be paid out of the school funds of the school districts in Cherokee 
Township, Cherokee County, 

§ 2. School Trustees May Borrow—Security.—That the 
Board of Trustees, or a majority of them, of the several school 
districts of Cherokee County, are hereby authorized and empowered 
to borrow, in anticipation of the collection of all taxes levied in the 
several school districts for the support of the public schools, such 
amounts as may be necessary to pay all past due claims against such 
school districts arising prior to the year 1933, and to provide funds 
for the payment in cash of all claims arising during the year 1933, 
for the support and maintenance of the schools in the said school 
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districts, including all expenses, as well as salaries of teachers, cost 
of transportation of pupils, and any other claims arising out of any 
lawful object, and to pledge as security for such loans all taxes that 
are levied hereunder for school purposes in said school district, em- 
bracing all regular as well as special taxes levied for general school 
purposes, and for the payment of interest and principal on any bonds 
that may have been issued by such school district. 

§ 3. County Attorney to Approve Notes—Interest.— 
That all notes, or other evidences of indebtedness authorized by this 
Act, shall be first approved by the County Attorney, and shall bear 
a rate of interest not to exceed eight (8%) per centum per annum. 

§ 4. May Renew Notes—Security.—In the event the 
amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this Act shall not 
be sufficient to pay any note or notes executed hereunder, or under 
former Acts, approved March 21, 1930, March 23, 1931, and March 
26, 1932, at the maturity of the same, the Trustees of any school 
district affected thereby are hereby authorized and required to ex- 
ecute renewals of said notes from time to time as the same may be- 
come necessary, and give the same security as is provided in Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act. 

§ 5. Collection of Taxes.—That the taxes so assessed and 
levied shall be collected by the Treasurer as other taxes, and the 
amount placed to the credits of the several school districts, as now 
provided by law. 

§ 6. Act 916 of 1930 Acts, Act 359 of 1931 Acts, and 
Act 942 of 1932 Acts Amended and Continued.—This Act 
is to be construed as amending and continuing the provisions of an 
Act, approved March 21, 1930, an Act, approved March 23, 1931, 
and an Act approved March 26, 1932. 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 2. That the following taxes are levied upon the taxable 
property of Chester County for the year 1933 for the following 
purposes : 

(a) To provide funds for the year 1934 to keep the cuinty on 
a cash basis, two (2) mills. 

(b) To provide funds for retiring and pay interest on Chester 
Court House bonds three-fourths (3/4) mill. 

(c) For Township Roads, to be appropriated to the townships 
as heretofore provided by law, and expended by the County Di- 
rectors of two (2) mills. 

(d) To provide funds for paying interest on and retiring Highway 
Improvement Bonds two (2) mills. 

§ 3. The County Treasurer is empowered to borrow in antici- 
pation of the taxes levied, so much money as may be necessary to 
pay the authorized expenses of the county or any county obligation 
in cases of emergency: Provided, It shall be borrowed upon the 
request of-the Board of County Directors with the approval in writ- 
ing of a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 

§ 4. The levy hereinabove named for the purpose of meeting 
the obligations of the county for certain specific purposes shall be 
devoted only to the specific purposes for which levy is made, and 
in case the levies hereinabove provided shall result in the raising of 
more funds than may be necessary for the specific purposes in- 
dicated, then any such surplus shall be actually determined by the 
County Treasurer and applied by the County Board of Directors as 
a payment to other objects for which tax levies are herein made 
upon the written request of a -uajerity of the County Delegation. 
In case the assessed value of the property in said County amounts 
to more, after the action of the Board of Assessors, the Board of 
Equalization, the Tax Commission and the Board of Review, or 
such authorities as may be charged by law with the duties of as- 
sessing and equalizing the value of the property, than is sufficient 
to raise the amount appropriated under the levy herein made, includ- 
ing any revenue derived from any source, or if it be that the amount 
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appropriated for any purpose is or will not be actually required, then 
the County Auditor, by and with the consent of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation, may reduce the levy to such rate as he finds 
it necessary to raise the taxes no more than the amount actually re- 
quired: Provided, That in the event it should be found that the 
amount appropriated for any specific purpose is more than is neces- 
sary, the County Board of Directors shall have the right, upon the 
approval of the majority of the Legislative Delegation, to apply such 
surplus to other necessary county purposes: and, Provided, further, 
That the County Board of Directors shall have the right to exceed 
the appropriation herein made for the specific purposes. but no 
further than is authorized in writing by a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation ; and in no case to an amount in excess of the contingent 
fund herein provided. 

§ 5. All County Officers shall furnish the office of the County 
Board of Directors a written requisition for all supplies needed. 

§ 6. The County Superintendent of Education of the County 
is hereby required, on or before October Ist each year, to submit 
to the Chairman of each Board of Trustees of each School District 
in the county a budget sheet showing the credits and debits of each 
district at the close of the school year, June 30th, and also an ap- 
proximate budget of credits and debits for the ensuing school year. 
This budget sheet shall be considered, approved and signed by the 
County Board of Education before being submitted to the various 
chairmen of the Board of Trustees. Proper: blanks for issuing these 
budgets shall be furnished the County Superintendent of Education 
by the County Board of Directors. 

§ 7. That it shall be the duty of the Janitor of the Court 
House, in addition to his present duties, to keep the Court Room and 
the Jury Room in good sanitary condition; that he shall before each 
term of Court, and before each public meeting to be held in the 
Court House, prepare the Court Room for each term of Court and 
all such meetings, and clean it after each term of Court and public 
meeting. That no Court Bailiff, or any other employee, shall be al- 
lowed any compensation for such work: Provided, Court attaches 
and bailiffs must keep the Court Room in proper sanitary condition 
during the terms of Court. 

§ 8. That compensation shall be allowed for not exceeding the 
following number of attaches or bailiffs for each term of the Court 
of Chester County: One child for drawing jury; One Court Crier, 
and two additional bailiffs, if so many be necessary: Provided, That 
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pay for as many as two additional bailiffs may be allowed for the 
Criminal Terms of Court, if appointment of such additional num- 
ber is requested by the Solicitor. The names of the child to draw 
the jury, the Court crier, and the two bailiffs for Civil Court and the 
two additional ones for Criminal Court, if they shall be ordered 
appointed by the Solicitor, shall immediately upon appointment be 
furnished the Board of County Directors by the Sheriff, and only 
the persons whose names shall be so furnished shall be paid out of 
county funds and the County shall be liable for none other. 

_§ 9. That errors, if any, in the totals of this Bill shall not af- 
fect any of the several items named herein. 

§ 10. All offices, rooms and storage places in the Court House 
not now occupied are placed in charge of the Board of County Di- 
rectors and may be used for such purposes as said Board may des- 
ignate, 

§ 11. The County Board of Directors is authorized to have all 
county offices audited for one year, beginaing where the 1932 audit 
left off. 

§ 12. The Board of County Directors are hereby authorized 
to make such repairs to the Jail Building as in their judgment may be 
needed and pay for same out of Miscellaneous Contingent Fund. 

§ 13. The salary for the Chairman of the County Board of 
Directors is hereby fixed at Seventeen Hundred ($1,700.00) Dollars 
per year, and the salary for the other two (2) members of the Coun- 
ty Board of Directors is- fixed at Five Hundred and Fifty ($550.00) 
Dollars each per year, beginning February Ist. 1933. 

§ 14. The Board of County Directors and the County Treas- 
urer are forbidden to pay any fee or fees for making arrests in 
Chester County by any peace officer or officers, including Sheriff, 
Deputy Sheriff, Magistrate’s Constable, or State Constable, Rural 
Police or Industrial Deputies. 

§ 15. The Board of County Directors is authorized to let the 
transportation of prisoners from Chester County to the penitentiary 
by contract to the lowest bidder, and they are authorized to receive 
sealed bids for that purpose: Provided, The successful bidder, if he 
is not already a peace officer under bond, shall be made a peace 
officer for the purpose of transporting prisoners, and shall be re- 
quired to give surety bond in the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars for the faithful performance of his duty; shall be required 
to pay the bond premiums himself, and the bond shall be in such 
form as now required by law for other peace officers and be made 
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payable to the County Board of Directors: Provided, The County 
Board of Directors for the transporting of prisoners, as hereinabove 
provided, may use the county’s equipment and one or more of the 
county’s employees for the purpose of transporting prisoners as 
provided: Provided, further, That one of the said employees must be 
a peace officer under bond as hereinabove provided and must qualify 
s 2 peace officer, and that he may be a peace officer as a special 
deputy appointed by the Magistrate of District No. 1 on request of 
the County Board. 

§ 16. That the reductions and new items herein made shall 
take effect as of March lst, 1933. 

§ 17. That the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars is 
hereby allowed for the year 1933 to be paid by the Board of County 
Directors in equal monthly payments to help defray the expenses of 
a Service Officer in Chester County for the benefit of the Veterans 
and survivors of the World War, Spanish-American War, or any 
other war, now residing in Chester County, to enable them to apply 
for pensions, increase of pensions, bonuses, compensation, or other 
allowances by law; said Service Officer to be designated by the Post 
of the American Legion at Chester and at Great Falls jointly and 
his services to be rendered as the attorney or agent in behalf of 
Chester County for the benefit of all those entitled thereto under this 
Section as aforesaid. 

§ 18. The Board of County Direaorst is hereby authorized to 
make proper provision for feeding the convicts of Chester County at 
the lowest possible cost and pay for the same out of any money on 
hands with the County Treasurer not otherwise appropriated. 

§ 19. The Board of County Directors is hereby authorized 
to employ some clerk, stenographer or other help to assist in filling 
out the application blanks of those applying for farm seed loans 
and pay for such service a sum not exceeding Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars out of any unappropriated funds now in the hands of the 
County Treasurer. 

§ 20. The action of the Board of County Directors in paying 
H. M. Kirkpatrick, Tax Collector, as expenses for June and July, 
1932, the sum of one hundred ($100.00) dollars on the written re- 
quest of the Chester County Delegation is hereby approved. 

§ 21. The Board of County Directors is hereby authorized to 
pay any Chester County Highway Improvement Bonds and interest 
falling due during the year 1933 from the funds now on hand in this 
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account which has accrued from former levies for this purpose and 
from the levy herein made for that purpose. 

§ 22. On account of the financial depression none of the funds 
herein appropriated shail be used for the opening, reopening, build- 
ing or maintaining of any additional county road mileage. 

§ 23. On account of the unemployment situation, the Board of 
County Directors for Chester County shall not during the year 1933 
employ more than one person from a family at the same time. 

§ 24. It is not intended that the salary of the Treasurer and 
Auditor shall be reduced below three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars, 
and if the State should reduce its appropriation to any sum below 
two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars, the amount paid by the county 
shall be automatically increased from one thousand ($1,000.00) 
dollars to such an amount as to make the total for these officers 
three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars. 

§ 25. The fund herein provided for Vocational Rehabilitation 
is appropriated only on the condition that it shall be tnatched by 
Federal funds and/or State funds, but it shall be disbursed to the 
Department of Education of South Carolina only on the recommen- 
dation of a committee of three of Chester County composed of the 
County Nurse, Chairman of the Red Cros; Chapter of Chester 
County, and a member to be designated by the Rotary Club of 
Chester: Provided, no one who owns and operates, or who operates, 
a car, and if he or she be a minor whose father or mother owns 
and operates,or operates, a car shall be allowed to participate in this 
fund :Provided, that the fund for vocational rehabilitation shall not 
be available and shall not be expended except in cases where the 
person, or persons, who apply for participation in this fund can 
be rehabilitated to the extent of become self-supporting as a result 
of the vocational rehabilitation. ; 

§ 26. For the twelve months from March Ist, 1933, to March 
Ist, 1934, the salary of the Sheriff is hereby reduced to Sixteen 
Hundred and Fifty-six ($1656.00) Dollars and that of his deputy 
to Eleven Hundred and Four ($1104.00) Dollars; and the salary 
of the Superinteydent of Education for the same period is hereby 
reduced to Twenty-two Hundred and Eight ($2208.00) Dollars, and 
no expense fund for the Superintendent of Education shall be al- 
lowed during the same period. 

§ 27. The sum of $1,080.00 appropriated to Carlile Courtney 
Home shall not be available and shall not be expended in case the 
Child Placing Bureau or the County Board of Directors are able to 
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remove the children from the Carlile Courtney Home who have 
heretofore been supported by Chester County: and that said children 
shall be removed from the Carlile Courtney Home, which is also 
known as Carolina Orphan Home and placed elsewhere as soon as 
possible. The County Board of Directors is authorized to pay not 
exceeding $15.00 per month for each child supported by Chester 
County in the said institution. The County Board of Directors is 
hereby authorized and empowered to remove the said children and 
place them in desirable homes at less than the said sum of $15.00 per 
month as soon as possible. In case any or all of the said children 
are removed and placed elsewhere without further cost to Chester 
County for the board and maintenance for the said child or children, 
then the County Board of Directors is authorized to pay cost of 
transportation not to exceed $10.00 for each child or to buy and pay 
tor one outfit of clothing and shoes and other actual necessities for 
each child so removed in lieu of all further charge against the 
county ; said payments, if any, to be made upon proper vouchers, 
showing itemized and verified statement of account, which shall 
show on oath that such clothing and shoes and other necessities 
were actually needed and actually furnished to the said child, not 
over $10.00 for each child. 


§ 28. That the sum of $100.00, if so much is necessary, is 
hereby appropriated for the year 1933 to be paid by the County 
Board of Directors to defray the expenses of re-indexing the records 
of the office of the Judge of Probate of the County, upon the war- 
rant or warrants of the Commission heretofore appointed for Ches- 
ter County for re-indexing the public records of the County, and 
that the County Board of Directors is hereby authorized to buy and 
pay for the necessary books and records for the said re-indexing of 
the records of the office of the Probate Judge of the County in 
addition to the said sum.

AN ACT to Levy Special School Taxes in Chester County 
for the Purpose of Supplementing State Aid for 
Teachers’ Salaries, and Authorizing the County Board 
of Education and the District School Trustees to Re- 
duce Special School Levies Where the Same in their 
Discretion May be More Than Necessary to Operate 
the Schools as Provided in This Act. 


Section 1. May Levy Special School District Taxes in 
Chester County—Use of Funds.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Auditor of 
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Chester County and the County Board of Education, together with 
the school district trustees in said County, are hereby authorized to 
levy upon all the taxable property of each school district for the 
year 1933 sufficient tax not exceeding one (1) mill as may be neces- 
sary to supplement the amount of State Aid for teachers’ salaries 
in the several districts of the county upon the present 1932-33 basis 
for the 1932-33 term and for operating schools in the several dis- 
tricts up to January Ist, 1934: Provided, The amount of said tax to 
be determined by the County Board of Education and the trustees of 
the several school districts: Provided, further, The expenditure of 
this money shall be under the direction of the County Board of Edu- 
cation and the several school district trustees: Provided, That if the 
special school district levies and the State Aid shall be sufficient to 
uperate the schools in the several districts upon the present basis 
for the time named, then no tax whatsoever shall be levied as here- 
inabove provided. 

§ 2. May Reduce Special School District Levies.—That 
if State Aid and the special school district levy shall be more than 
sufficient to operate the schools on the basis and for the time named 
in Section 1 of this Act, then the County Board of Education and the 
school trustees of the several districts are hereby authorized to reduce 
the special school district levies so that only sufficient amount shull 
be levied of said special levies to operate the schools on the basis and 
for the time hereinabove named.

The sum appropriated for the Clerk to the Board of County Com- 
missioners and County Road Supervisor shall be in lieu of all ex- 
penses for maintenance and operation of automobile, traveling ex- 
penses, or office assistance, or otherwise. The said Clerk and Road 
Supervisor shall employ at his own expense necessary office as- 
sistance. 

§ 2. The revenue from the gas tax distributable for Chester- 
field County, and the county commutation road tax of such county, 
not to exceed the sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, 
is hereby appropriated and allocated to the fund for the maintenance 
of roads, bridges, convicts, and all road working organizations. It 
shall be unlawful for the Board of County Commissioners to incure 
any obligation, or enter into any contract, or make any disburse- 
ments, for the purposes enumerated in this section, in excess of the 
revenue received from the said taxes, or in excess of the sum of 
Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars. Any revenue received from 
the said taxes in excess of the sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,- 
000.00) Dollars shall be allocated to the general county fund. 

§ 3. That the various cotton weighers in Chesterfield County 
shall receive ten (10c) cents per bale for each bale of cotton weighed 
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by them, one-half to be paid by the seller and the other half to be 
paid by the buyer. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners are hereby required to keep 
a separate account covering the various items of the Supply Bill, and 
not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein provided 
for each item, and for any such excess allowed or permitted said 
officers shall be held liable on their official bond. The Clerk of the 
Board of County Commissioners shall make quarterly statements of 
expenditures and balances of the different items, both to said Board 
and to each member of the Legislative Delegation from Chesterfield 
County. Any contract made in violation of this Act shall not be a 
va.id claim against Chesterfield County. 


§ 5. That all departments of the County Government shall 
make requisition to the County Board of Commissioners for all 
stati nery, books, blanks, and supplies, and said Board shal! purchase 
and provide so much threof as in its judgment is necessary and 
proper, and said Board shall not approve any account or issue its 
voucher for any suppises, etc., purchased or ordered by any officer 
of the County. That nothing contained in this section shall be con- 
strued to authorize the Board of County Commissioners to make any 
disbursements in excess of the appropriation made herein for print- 
ing, postage and stationery. 


§ 6. For the purpose of meeting current expenses and taking 
care of past indebtedness, the County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer are hereby authorized and empowered to renew notes or 
to borrow money, and to secue the payment of said loans, and to 
pledge the ordinary County levy of 1933, or any uncollected taxes, 
as security for each such loan or loans. The said officers are to ob- 
tain said loans and renewals of notes at as low a rate of interest as 
possible, and if the County Attorney and a majority of the Delega- 
tion deem it advisable, they may advertise for bids on such loans: 
Provided, That no money shall be borrowed or notes renewed until 
the entire Delegation shall have been consulted and written consent 
given by a majority of said Delegation. It shall be sufficient for the 
County Treasurer and the Chairman of the Board of Commissioners 
to sign such notes, or note, to borrow money, provided the said 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners is authorized to do 
so by a majority vote of County Commissioners as shown in their 
minutes. 
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§ 7. That no charge shall be made by the Sheriff or Jailer for 
admitting to and releasing from the jail any prisoner committed by 
a Magistrate, or the Coroner, or any Peace Officer of the County. 


§ 8. It shall be unlawful for the County Treasurer or any 
other officer of Chesterfield County to deposit any public funds in 
any bank or trust company until the said bank or trust company shall 
have deposited and pledged with the County Treasurer collateral se- 
curity, equal to the amount of such deposit, first approved in writing 
by the Board of County Commissioners and the County Attorney, 
conditioned to pay unto the County of Chesterfield any sum, or sums, 
together with interest, loss or damage, and attorneys’ fees and costs 
of collection, that may be suffered by the County of Chesterfield by 
reason of the failure of such bank or trust company, or the failure 
of such bank or trust company to safely keep the said funds and 
pay the same with any accrued interest upon demand therefor. The 
failure, refusal or neglect of the County Treasurer of Chesterfield 
County, or any other officer thereof to comply with the provisions 
and directions of this section shall be deemed sufficient cause for re- 
moval from office. In the event that the County Treasurer, or any 
other county officer having funds of Chesterfield County for deposit 
in bank, shall be unable to secure the collateral security herein re- 
quired, such officer shall deposit the said funds in such banks and 
upon such conditions as shall be thereunto authorized in writing by 
the Board of County Commissioners and County Attorney; Pro- 
vided, that the County Treasurer is authorized to keep on deposit in 
any bank or banks in Chesterfield County the sum of Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars for current checking purposes without interest 
and without requirements as to security herein provided. The said 
County Treasurer and County Commissioners shall endeavor to ob- 
tain the highest obtainable interest on the monthly balances of such 
tunds on deposit in banks. The Sheriff, Clerk of Court, Master and 
Probate Judge shall require like security for all public and trust 
funds coming into their hands, and skall be subject to like penalty 
for violation of the provisions and directions of this section. 

§ 9. The County Treasurer, Clerk of Court, and the various 
Magistrates are required to file quarterly statements with the County 
3oard of Commissioners, which said statements shall show the 
amount of fees collected by them. In addition, the Treasurer’s report 
shall show the amount of the indebtedness of the County existing at 
the date thereof, the amount of cash on hand, the amount of cash 
deposit in banks, the name of banks in which deposited, and a list of 
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security filed with him to indemnify the County against loss by rea- 
son of such deposit: Provided, That no County warrant for salary 
shall be issued to the said Clerk of Court and Magistrates until said 
statements are filed as herein directed, and the provisions of this 
Section shall apply to the County Peace Officers. 


§ 10. The County Treasurer and County Superintendent of 
Education are hereby required to keep the funds of all school dis- 
tricts in a separate account, and the Superintendent of Education shall 
notify each Board of Trustees in the respective school districts the 
amount available for each school district for each school year before 
any teacher shall be employed by the trustees. Provided, That all 
contracts which boards of school district trustees may make in ex- 
cess of the funds apportioned to their respective school district for 
the fiscal year of July Ist, 1933, until July 1, 1934, shall be utterly 
null and void; and provided further, that all contracts for the em- 
ployment of public school teachers by the school district trustees of 
Chesterfield County for the scholastic year of 1933 and 1934 are 
hereby declared to be subject to cancellation without notice, if any 
school district board of trustees and/or the County Board of Educa- 
tion shall deem it expedient to close the schools of such school dis- 
trict for financial reasons. 


§ 11. The County Commissioners and the Clerk thereof are 
hereby expressly forbidden to contract for work, or to furnish any 
material, or supplies, to Chesterfield County. That no County war- 
rant shall be issued by the Board of Commissioners until the claim, 
which is the basis of said warrant, shall have been endorsed in writ- 
ing by the County Attorney as a valid and legal obligation of Chester- 
field County, provided the County Board of Commissioners shall 
have first made a written request to the County Attorney asking that 
any claim filed against the County to be approved by him as to its 
legality. 

§ 12. In all warrants charging violation of the check law, 
where same is settled before trial, the Magistrate shall be entitled to 
receive as compensation the fee of One ($1.00) Dollar, tc be col- 
lected from the person accused of such violation. 

§ 13. It shall be the duty of the County Attorney, upon the 
request or the approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, 
or the Board of Commissioners, either or both, to institute suit in 
the Courts of this State in the name of the County for the recovery 
from any person, firm or corporation when in the opinion of the 
Board of the County Commissioners and/or a majority of the 
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Chesterfield Legislative Delegation, the County has sustained a loss 
from any cause whatsoever.Provided, that the County Commis- 
sioners, upon the written request of a majority of the Chesterfield 
County Legislative Delegation, may employ associate counsel to as- 
sist the County Attorney, or special counsel to prosecute any ac- 
tion for any cause whatsoever for and in the name of Chesterfield 
County. Such associate or special counsel shall be paid such com- 
pensation as the Board of County Commissioners shall determine 
and a majority of the Legislative Delegation shall approve. 

§ 14. The County Board of Commissioners are authorized to 
inake such arrangements as they may deem wise and expedient for 
furnishing medicine and securing the services of a physician, or phy- 
sicians, for the inmates of the County Home, and prisoners in the 
jail and on the chaingang. 

§ 15. The County Auditor, with the consent of a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation, shall have the power and authority to 
raise or lower the number of mills herein levied as may be deemed 
necessary to meet the absolute needs of the County. 

In the event that the part paid by the State of South Carolina for 
the salaries of County Auditors and Treasurer is reduced then the 
part paid by the County shall be reduced in same proportion. The 
County Legislative Delegation shall have power to put into effect 
such plan as they may deem best for collection of delinquent taxes 
and such plan or method as they decide upon shall be binding on of- 
ficials handling collection of delinquent taxes and such method or 
plan shall have the force of law. The County Auditor, the County 
Superintendent of Education, and the Legislative Delegation in the 
General Assembly of South Carolina, or a majority thereof, shall 
have the power and authority to raise, lower, or readjust any or 
all County-wide School levies or special School district levies in 
Chesterfield County for School purposes to conform to any School 
Law that may be enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina in the year 1933. 

§ 15-A. All taxes for the year 1932 in Chesterfield County not 
paid by the taxpayer on or before the Ist day of June, 1933, shall be 
held by the Treasurer of Chesterfield County with the penalties added 
to same as in the case of delinquent taxes for Chesterfield County, 
for collection by him. Any delinquent taxpayer of taxes for the year 
1932 shall have the right to pay the said 1932 taxes to the said 
County Treasurer in three equal payments, as follows: One-third on 
or before the Ist day of October, 1933; one-third on or before the 
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Ist day of January, 1934; and one-third on or before the Ist day of 
April, 1934. Upon default in the payment of any of the above install- 
ments, the Treasurer of Chesterfield County is hereby authorized and 
tequired to issue tax execution or executions for the collection of 
same.as now provided by law for the collection of delinquent taxes. 
Any delinquent taxpayer for 1932 taxes shall have the right to pay 
any or all of the said installments at any time before the same shall 
become due. Provided, the provisions of this act shall not apply to 
state taxes. 

§ 16. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 17. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Validate Loan of Thirty-nine Thousand, Six 
Hundred Eighty-two and 50/100 ($39,682.50) Dollars, 
Made to Chesterfield County by the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission of South Carolina and to Provide a Tax Levy 
for the Payment of the Loan. 


Section 1. Loan to Chesterfield County by State Sink- 
ing Fund Commission—Validated.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That loan of Thirty- 
nine Thousand, Six Hundred Eighty-two and 50/100 ($39,682.50) 
Dollars made to Chesterfield County by the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion of South Carolina on note executed by the Chairman of the 
County Board of Commissioners and the County Treasurer of 
Chesterfield County be and the same is hereby validated and de- 
clared to be legal in all respects as an obligation of Chesterfield 
County. 

§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of 
the loan there is hereby levied an annual tax of two (2) mills upon 
all of the taxable property of Chesterfield County. It shall be the 
duty of the Auditor of Chesterfield County to levy this special tax 
levy of two (2) mills upon all of the property of Chesterfield County 
annually until the entire Joan is retired in full with interest, at which 
time the tax shall no longer be levied. It shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer of Chesterfield County to collect the tax so levied as other

taxes are now collected by law. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Treasurer 
of Chesterfield County, and the Trustees of McBee 
School District No, 39 of Chesterfield County to Issue 
and Sell Serial Bonds of Said School District in the Sum 
of Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars for the Pur- 
pose of Refudning Bonded Indebtedness in That 
Amount of Said School District, and to Provide a Tax 
to Pay the Same. 


Section 1. McBee School District No. 39, Chesterfield 
County, to Issue Bonds to Refund Bonds.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Treasurer of Chesterfield County and tne Trustees of McBee 
School District No. 39 in Chesterfield County are authorized, em- 
powered and directed to issue and sell serial bonds of said school 
district in an amount not exceeding Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) 
Dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used to refund bonds of said 
school district in that amount matured or about to mature. 

§ 2. Bonds—Maturities—Denominations—Interest.—The 
said bonds shall be issued as serial bonds and shall mature in not ex- 
ceeding twenty (20) years from the date of issue. They shall be is- 
sued in such denominations as the County Treasurer and the trustees 
of said school district shall determine so that the sums required to 
meet the principal sum maturing in any year, together with the in- 
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terest payable such year, shall be approximately equal. They shall 
hear interest at such rate as may be determined by the Treasurer and 
the school trustees, not to exceed six (6%) per cent per annum, pay- 
able annually vr semi-annually, as the issuing authorities may deem 
advisable. 

§ 3. Execution.—The bonds shall be signed by the County 
Treasurer and the Chairman of the Board of the Trustees of the 
said school district. 

§ 4. Sale.—The bonds shall be disposed of by the County 
Treasurer to the highest bidder for cash, at not less than par, upon 
such notice by advertisement as the County Treasurer and the trus- 
tees may deem proper, and they shall have the right to reject any and 
all bids.

The Supervisor and Treasurer are hereby authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of collection of taxes for the year 1933, not 
to exceed Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars for ordinary 
County purposes and also Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars 
additional to, pay interest on and principal of County bonds, if it 
shall become necessary. Any remainder of the 1932 appropriation 
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shall be diverted to appropriation for 1933. The Supervisor shall 
not spend in excess of any amount appropriated for any item, and 
he shall keep accurate records and book accounts of all expenditures 
and contracts for expenditures in accordance with the ¢-zssification 
and items as appear in this Act. 

§ 2. The County Treasurer of Clarendon County, upon writ- 
ten request from a majority of the School Trustees of any School 
District in said County, endorsed by the Superintendent of Education 
of the County be, and he is hereby authorized and empowered, in 
antici;-ation of taxes for the year 1933, and also in anticipation of 
the coliection of the uncollected taxes for prior years, to borrow for 
ordinary school purposes in such school districts an amount not ex- 
ceeding eighty-five (85) per centum of the amount that will be raised 
by the tax levy for the year 1933 and the amount due on account of 
said uncollected taxes, at a rate of interest not to exceed eight (8) 
per centum, and issue the promissory note or other obligation of the 
County therefor, and as security for the payment of said loan or 
loans to pledge the taxes to be collected for such school district for 
said year: Provided, That the proceeds arising from the authority 
herein given shall be used solely fur the payment of ordinary school 
expenses in keeping schools open in the respective school districts in 
said County until said schools can realize from the collection of 
taxes. 

§ 3. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceeding the 
total authorization herein shall be null and void unless authorized in 
writing by a majority of the Clarendon Delegation in the General 
Assembly. No County officer charged .with disbursing the funds 
herein provided shall expend or contract to spend under any gen- 
eral item any sum greater than the amount for each general item 
being appropriated without the written consent of a majority of the 
members of the County Delegation to the General Assembly. Any 
violation of this provision is hereby declared a malfeasance in of- 
fice and such officer shall be subject to removal by the Governor 
upon recommendation by a majority of tle Delegation. He shall be 
liable on his official bond for all sums expended or contracted to be 
spent in excess of the appropriation without first getting the written 
consent of a majority of the Delegation as hereinbefore provided. 

§ 4. All purchases of property or supplies of any nature ordi- 
narily purchased within the County, for the use of the County of 
the value of $50.00 or more, shall be made only after ten days’ notice 
inviting bids, said notice being posted on the bulletin board in front 
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of the Court House door, and all bids received pursuant to such 
notice shall be considered and acted 1:pon by the full Board of 
County Commissioners in open meeting. 

§ 5. It shall be unlawful for the County Supervisor or County 
Board of Commissioners to purchase or agree to purchase any iron 
piping, culverts, iron or other bridge material except Jumber, which 
shall be purchased from mills operated in said County, unless the 
order or contract of purchase be first submitted to the Legislative 
Delegation of said County, and the written approval of a majority 
of said Delegation be first obtained. Any violation or attempted 
violation of the provisions of this Section shall be a misdemeanor 
and punishable by a fine or imprisonment or both in the discretion 
of the Court. 

§ 6. The County Treasurer is hereby charged with the addi- 
tional duty of keeping a record of all disbursements in accordance 
with the classifications and items of the appropriations herein made; 
and the County Supervisor shall enter upon each check or warrant 
drawn by him the name of the fund or appropriation against which 
it is drawn and by such entry the Treasurer shall charge the ex- 
penditure upon her records. 

§ 7. The County Treasurer shall set up and keep sutficient 
books and records, in addition to such now kept or required by law, 
to fully comply with the foregoing Section ; and she shall refuse pay- 
ment of any check or warrant drawn in excess of the appropriation 
against which it is drawn; and not later than the tenth day of each 
calendar menth hereafter she shall prepare a statement of the total 
amounts paid out upon the various appropriation items, except sal- 
aries and other fixed lump sum appropriations, copies of which 
statement she shall deliver or mail to the Supervisor, each member 
of the County Board of Commissioners and to each member of the 
County Legislative Delegation. 

§ 8. In the event that any appropriation item is exhausted be- 
fore the end of the year and, in the opinion of the County Board, 
additional funds are necessary for such purpose, the necessity and 
the grounds therefor may be presented to the County Legislative 
Delegation and a majority of the members thereof may authorize 
additional expenditures, and the written direction of such majority 
will authorize the County Treasurer to pay such excess amounts 
out of any available funds in her hands. 

§ 9. Because of the probable inability of the County officers to 
borrow funds in anticipation of the collection of the tax herein 
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levied, the County Board and County Treasurer are hereby directed 
to pool at the end of each month, all unpledged funds which are 
available for the payment of current operating expenses, to wit, the 
gasoline tax, commutation tax, official fees, fines and licenses, prior 
years’ property taxes, moneys derived from the sale or other in- 
come of forfeited lands and all other unpledged revenue, and set 
aside therefrom a minimum amount for road work and chaingang 
maintenance for which it is necessary or advisable to pay cash dur- 
ing the next ensuing month, From the remainder of such available 
funds there shall be then paid the jail expenses, the current bills 
for water, telephones, and lights, and such of the court expenses as 
cannot be conveniently delayed, and also such further expenditures, 
for which appropriations are hereby made or may hereafter be au- 
thorized in writing by a majority of the legislative delegation, as the 
County Board may deem urgently necessary. 

From the then remainder of such available funds so much as is 
possible of the salaries of the County officers and other employees - 
shall be paid upon the following plan: So long as the Treasurer and 
Auditor are paid by the State, its proportion of their salaries, they 
shall not participate in the distribution of the funds available, which 
latter shall be apportioned among the other officers and salaried em- 
ployees of the County, to the end that each shall receive two-thirds 
(2/3) of their salaries and expense allowances monthly, they to be 
issued pay warrants or claims for the unpaid balances of their sal- 
aries and expense or travel allowances, which warrantsor claims shall 
be payable when the County is in funds for such purpose, but they 
shall not bear interest: Provided, That payment in full may be made 
of monthly salaries of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars and less and 
of the monthly installments of the travel expenses or allowances in 
the discretion of said Board. 

If there be sufficient funds to pay more than two-thirds (2/3) 
of such monthly salaries and allowances, then the Treasurer and 
Auditor shall participate proportionately in any further distribution 
possible. 

§ 10. The balance remaining unpaid of the claims against the 
County occasioned by excessive expenditures by former officials and 
referred to in Act No. 372 of the Acts of 1931, may, in the discre- 
tion of the County Board of Commissioners, unless hereafter other- 
wise directed in writing by the County Legislative Delegation, or a 
majority thereof, be paid from the proceeds of the collection of the 
claims now pending against such former officials and their bondsmen, 
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and the said Board may make any compromise settlements of such 
claims as they may deem to the interest of the County. 

§ 11. The County Treasurer and the County Board of Com- 
missioners are hereby authorized and empowered to enter into any 
agreement or agreements, in their discretion to the interest of the 
county, with respect to the deposits of the county in the now closed 
Peoples State Bank of S. C., and to the notes of the County out- 
standing as the result of the failure of said bank; and said Officers 
are hereby vested with similar power and authority with respect to 
the deposits of the County in the South Carolina National Bank; 
and with respect to the deposits in both said banks may take any 
action in behalf of the county which they may deem advisable. 

§ 11-A. The Act approved February 11, 1933 entitled “An 
Act to regulate the deposit of funds by the officers of Clarendon 
County may, at the option of the County Treasurer and the County 
Board of Commissioners, as prescribed in this section, at any time 
or times within one year from the approval of this Act be suspended, 
and the County funds required to be secyred under the terms of said 
Act may be deposited by the County Treasurer without security or 
with less than the full amount of the security required by said Act, 
if the Treasurer deems such to be for the best interest of the County 
and such action on the part of the Treasurer is approved in writing 
by the County Board of Commissioners or a majority thereof. 

§ 11-B. The County Treasurer is hereby required to accept 
payment of any poll tax assessed as‘ainst any taxpayer at any time 
prior to execution thereupon without requiring payment of any other 
taxes assessed therewith, and upon such payment to issue a proper 
receipt therefor. 

§ 12. The said County Treasurer is further authorized and 
empowered in anticipation of the collection for the year 1933 and 
for prior years of the taxes levied in the respective school districts of 
the county for the payment of principal and interest of the bonded 
indebtedness of such districts to borrow for the purpose of meeting 
the principal and interest of such bonded debts maturing during the 
year 1933 an amount not exceeding eighty-five (85%) per cent 
of the amount estimated to be raised by such tax levies for the year 
1933 and the amount due on account of said uncollected taxes, at a 
rate of interest not to exceed eight (8%) per centum per annum, and 
issue the promisery note or other obligation of the county therefor, 
and as security for the payment of said loan or loans to pledge the 
full faith and credit of the county and particularly the taxes to be

§ 2. The County Board of Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer of Colleton County are authorized and empowered to bor- 
row a sum of money to pay the various items of this Bill, but not 
including monies which may be available for such purposes before 
said funds are borrowed from any source, and for that purpose the 
County Board of Commissioners, together with the County Treas- 
urer, are hereby authorized and empowered to execute the neces- 
sary and proper obligation or obligations of Colleton County and 
pledge the taxes and other revenue above that which may be col- 
lected for the year 1933 for the payment of same; said obligation 
or obligations not to draw a rate of interest greater than six (6%) 
per cent. per annum. 
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§ 3. The County Board of Commissioners are authorized to 
expend any balance that may remain of the above levies to supply 
any deficiencies in the several items of appropriation. The Countv 
Board of Commissioners are hereby prohibited from drawing any 
warrant upon the County Treasurer to be paid out of any of the 
several funds, especially appropriated for any purpose cther than 
that for which the same shall have been appropriated; and it shall 
be unlawful for the County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited war- 
rant. It shall be unlawful for the County Board of Commissioners 
to create by contract, expressed or implied, any obligation against 
the County, which, with the obligations then existing and charge- 
able to any particular item of the appropriation, shell exceed the 
amount specifically appropriated therefor; Provided, That in case 
of emergency, with the written consent of the County Legislative 
Delegation, this requirement may be dispensed with. Should the 
County Board of Commissioners and the County Treasurer violate 
the provisions of this section, the official or officials so offending shall 
be held responsible upon his official bond. 

§ 4. The County Board of Commissioners shall not pay more 
than four ($4.00) dollars for physician’s examination in lunacy pro- 
ceedings. There shall be no fees paid to Magistrates in lunacy pro- 
ceedings, nor in inquests. The item above, of two hundred seventy 
($270.00) dollars for County Attorneys, shall be in full for legal 
services to be rendered during the year 1933 by the County Attor- 
neys. 

§ 5. That should Colleton County be unable, because of the 
failure to promptly collect its taxes, or because of the postponeinent 
of the time of the payment of taxes, to pay proinptly when due, any 
of its outstanding promissory notes authorized by law and for which 
said taxes have been pledged in payment, then the officials of said 
County, who are authorized and empowered and required to borrow 
money, may borrow sufficient amount of money as may be necessary 
to pay said notes, bearing a rate of interest not greater than rate in 
original note, and payable at such time or times as said officials may 
estimate will be necessary for the collection of a sufficient amount of 
taxes to pay the same. That the same taxes as were pledged for the 
payment of the original notes shall be pledged for the payment of 
the new notes. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to use 
any funds which may arise from the collection of taxes unpaid for 
past years which have not already been pledged to supplement the 
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tax levy provided for. In the event that said funds shall not be nec- 
essary to supplement funds raised by taxation as hereinabove pro- 
vided, then the County Treasurer is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to apply the said funds or any portion thereof which may be 
available to the reduction of the past indebtedness of the said County. 

§ 6. The county chaingang is hereby discontinued and abol- 
ished. The County Supervisor is authorized to combine or eliminate 
such of the maintenance gangs as he may deem advisable under the 
appropriations herein provided. 


§ 7. No claim of a Magistrate for salary shall be approved or 
paid unless said claim is accompanied by a verified itemized state- 
ment showing the amounts of all fines collected, when and from 
whom since the filing of the last preceding salary claim, and an ex- 
hibition of the official receipt of the County Treasurer showing the 
payment of such fines into the Treasury. The Supervisor is required 
to publish as an appendix to his quarterly report an itemized list of 
all such fines so reported under the name of the Magistrate collect- 
ing the same. 


§ 8. The Supervisor is forbidden to contract any liabilities 
and/or expend out of the appropriation made in Item I of Section I 
any amount in excess of twelve hundred fifty ($1,250.00) dollars 
in any one month. Provided, If there shall be any unexpended bal- 
ance from any month’s allowance then any unexpended balance may 
be expended in any subsequent month or months, All warrants drawn 
to be paid out of said fund shall be so designated, and the County 
Treasurer is forbidden to pay any warrants not in accordance with 
the above schedule. Any official violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be personally liable, and his official bond also, for any 
violation thereof. 


§ 9. The salaries and per diems hereinbefore fixed in Section 
1, Item 3, Sub-division H, for the Supervisor shall be paid to him 
monthly, except for the month of December, 1933. The salaries and 
per diems for December, 1933 shall not be paid to said officials unless 
and until he makes and files with the County Treasurer an affidavit 
stating that no more than Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars, 
appropriated under Section 1, Item 1, of this Act, has been expended 
or contracted for for the year 1933. Upon the making and filing of 
such affidavit the December, 1933, salary of such official so making 
and filing such affidavit shall be payable to him. 


~- 
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§ 10. In operating the County Poor Farm no cotton shall be 
planted thereon. Only food, meats and feed crops sufficient to sup- 
port the needs of the inmates of the said farm, and the County live- 
stock thereon, shall be planted, and no fertilizer in excess of three 
(3) tons shall be purchased therefor. 


§ 11. Should the County Board of Commissioners and County 
Treasurer be unable to borrow the sum of money authorized in Sec- 
tion 2 within a reasonable time after the passage of this Act, then 
they are hereby authorized to issue as needed certificates of indebted- 
ness (scrip) against Colleton County, to an amount not exceeding 
the amount they were authorized to borrow under Section 2, or so 
much thereof as they may deem advisable, and deliver said certificates 
in proper amount as needed in payment for the services or other 
things herein appropriated for. Said certificates shall be issued in de- 
nominations of One ($1.00) Dollar and multiples thereof not exceed- 
ing One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, shall be payable to bearer at 
the office of the County Treasurer on the Ist day of April, 1934, 
and shall draw interest from date of issue until said maturity date 
at the rate of six (6%) per centum per annum. Said certificates shall 
be printed or engraved and bound into book form (such as the usual 
bank check book) with a stub attached to each certificate, which 
stub shall remain bound in said book when its corresponding cer- 
tificate is torn therefrom. The certificate and its corresponding stub 
shall bear the same number and all certificates and stubs shall be con- 
secutively numbered commencing with the number one. Said certif- 
icates need be signed only by the County Treasurer and County 
Supervisor. The County Treasurer shall have a seal and shall im- 
press the same to each certificate as issued. He shall be the custodian 
of the certificates and records thereof. He shall keep a strict record 
of each certificate issued, showing the amount and date thereof, to 
whom issued and delivered, and for what service or other thing it is 
in payment of. He shall not pay any certificate until first ascertain- 
ing from his records the authenticity thereof. Certificates so issued 
shall be acceptable at their face value, with acrued interest, in pay- 
ment of taxes imposed under the provisions of this Act. Upon pay- 
ment of any Certificate the County Treasurer shall mark the same 
paid by perforation thereof, stating the date of payment, and by 
making due entry of such fact on the corresponding stub of said 
certificate, and shall enter the number thereof, the amount and date 
of payment in a record to be kept by him for that purpose. He is 
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authorized to pay any or all of said certificates at their face value 
and accrued interest, before their maturity, out of any funds he may 
have on hand pledged to the payment thereof. All taxes levied under 
this Act and all other revenue herein referred to, is hereby pledged 
to the payment of said certificates. Such certificates of indebtedness 
(scrip) shall not be subject to the imposition of any tax. 


§ 12. (a) In lieu of the retention of all fees, mileages, costs 
and commissions under the law which the County Treasurer, County 
Auditor, Clerk of Court, Judge of Probate, and Sheriff of Colleton 
County might otherwise be entitled to collect for their own use, and 
of any and all sums paid them on account of compensation or other- 
wise for their official services, the said officers of said County, be- 
ginning the lst day of January, 1933, and continuing from year 
to year thereafter, shall be paid the salaries hereinabove provided, 
and hereafter such salaries as may be prescribed by the General As- 
sembly and annually appropriated by it for such purpose, and shall 
have such clerical or other assistance as may be so provided. And 
‘all of said fees, mileages, costs, commissions and compensation shall 
be paid into the general fund of the County Treasury by each of 
them, respectively. 

(b) All costs, commissions, fees and mileages as required by law 
to be paid to the aforesaid officers, and accruing to them by virtue of 
their said offices, shall be charged and paid in advance, and all such 
costs, fees, mileages and commissions collected by the aforesaid 
officers shall be by the official collecting the same paid over to the 
Treasurer of Colleton County, on or before the 5th day of each month 
succeeding the month in which collected; and at the same time, the 
said officer shall file with the Treasurer a verified, itemized state- 
ment of said collections, in duplicate, on blanks approved by the 
Treasurer and furnished by the County Board of Commissioners. 
The County Treasurer, upon receipt of said duplicate statements, 
shall endorse thereon the fact and date of said filing, and shall re- 
deliver one thereof to the official so filing the same, who shall retain 
the same as a permanent record of his office, subject to inspection. 


(c) Any official violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall be subject to the payment of a fine of not exceeding Five Hun- 
dred ($500.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for a term not exceeding | 
six (6) months, and shall be subject to removal from office by the 
Governor, and the official bond of such official shall be responsible 
for the collection of all of said fees, mileages, costs and commis- 
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sions, and for their full payment over to the County Treasurer in 
the manner aforesaid. Each of said officials shall keep a full and 
accurate itemized statement showing the fees, mileages, costs and 
commissions collected, or to which he might be entitled, and the 
amounts thereof paid over to the County Treasurer, which said ac- 
count shall be accessible for inspection and audit at all times. 


(d) That from and after the passage of this Act any litigant in 
the Courts of Common Pleas or General Sessions of Colleton County 
shall not be required to pay in advance any fee for the filing of 
the necessary papers in the office of the Clerk of Court, and the pay- 
ment of all costs may await the final outcome of the action and shall 
be taxed against the losing party and upon said taxation being had, 
all costs properly taxable shall be taxed in accordance with law: 
Provided, however, That no judgment shall be eritered by the Clerk 
of Court for Colleton County until the costs then accrued have been 
paid: Provided, further, That where complaint has been filed, upon 
settlement of said case a certificate of the Clerk of Court that the 
costs have been paid shall be necessary before said settlement shall 
be valid: Provided, however, That all costs and fees in actions of 
foreclosure of mortgages of real estate, or other liens on real or per- 
sonal property, and in actions for partition of real estate through a 
sale thereof, may be taxed and paid out of the proceeds of sale of 
the property by the officer making the said sale. 

(e) Reasonable credit may be extended by the Clerk of the Court 
to the Government of the United States, and the State of South 
Carolina, and any department or sub-division thereof, for fees, costs 
or commissions which might otherwise be payable in advance by 
them. 


(f£) Upon the filing’ of such sworn, itemized statement by said of- 
ficers, and it appearing correct in form to the said Treasurer, the 
payment of the sum thereby sworn to be due having been made, the 
Treasurer shall certify to the County Board of Commissioners that 
such officer has prima facie complied with the provisions of this 
Section, and until receipt of such certificate is had the said Board 
shall not issue any warrant to arty emnty officer affected hereby for 
his salary for the preceding month; said sworn, itemized statements 
shall be filed on or before the 5th day of each month succeeding the 
month in which said fees, mileages, costs and commissions may have 
been collected. And in the event that any officer has not collected 
any fees, mileages, costs or commissions for said period, he shall

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nevertheless file a sworn statement to that effect, and until said 
sworn statement is so filed and so certified to the County Board of 
Commissioners by the County Treasurer, his salary shall not be paid 
to him as aforesaid. 

(g) Any wilful or intentional violation of any of the provisions 
of this Section by any of said officers shall be deemed and taken 
as a ground for removal from office by the Governor, in the manner 
now provided by law for the removal of officers by the Governor. 

(h) Before any of the appropriation for expenses under item 
3, sub-division B, above provided, shall be approved or paid to the 
sheriff or his deputies the same shall be itemized in writing as to 
dates, names, occasions and distances and be sworn to by the sheriff, 
unless such expense shall have been incurred by a deputy or other 
officer serving under or for the sheriff in which event such state- 
ment shall be sworn to by the officer or deputy actually incurring the 
same and be approved in writing by the sheriff. 

The expenditure of said travel allowances shall be limited to ac- 
tual travel on said official business at the rate of five cents ($0.05) 
per mile and no constructive mileage shall be charged. 


(i) On and after the passage of this Act, where provision is made 
by statute for the charge of fees, mileages, costs or commissions for 
any service on the part of either of said officers, it shall be the duty 
of such officers, except as herein otherwise permitted, to collect such 
fees, mileages, costs or charges in advance, and should he fail to do 
so he shall be personauty liable therefor, and he is hereby required to 
make payment thereof as if he had collected the same. Provided, 
nevertheless, That the Sheriff be allowed to retain the fees for diet- 
ing Federal and County prisoners, and any compensation paid by 
the State Hospital or State Penitentiary for the conveying of luna- 
tics or prisoners. 

(j) It is not intended by the terms of this Act to require the 
Treasurer and Sheriff to pay into the County Treasury any fees, 
costs, mileages or commissions to which they might be entitled un- 
der tax executions issued for the year 1931, and years prior thereto. 
It is not intended by this Act to require any of the officers above to 
pay into the County Treasury any monies earned by them on the 
fee system prior to January 1, 1933, whether the same shall have 
been collected on said date or not. 

(k) All fees, mileages, costs or commissions accruing and col- 
lected on and after the first day of January, 1933, up to the date of 
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the passage of this Act, which are payable by the terms of this Act 
into the County Treasury, shall be paid by the said officer collecting 
the same, into the County Treasury on or before the fifth day of the 
month succeeding the passage of this Act. 


(1) It shall be unlawful in the collection of tax executions, or in 
efforts to enforce the same, for any officer or deputy charged with 
the collection or enforcement of the same, to collect from any de- 
faulting taxpayer any sum of money, or to receive from said de- 
faulting taxpayer anything of value, unless the sum or thing of 
value so received is credited on the said tax execution. 

(m) On all tax executions in Colleton County issued for the year 
1932 and thereafter there shall be charged a fee of only fifty cents 
(50c) to the County Treasurer and fifty cents (50c) to the Sheriff, 
and no mileage whatsoever shall be collected from any delinquent 
taxpayer for collection of tax executions, to the end that the only 
costs or expenses accruing on a tax execution against a delinquent 
taxpayer prior to advertisement and sale, shall be the sum of one 
($1.00) dollar. 


§ 13. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. 


§ 14. The County Board of Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer of Colleton County are hereby authorized and directed 
to consent to the State Highway Department deducting from reim- 
bursement installments payable by said Department to said county 
in the year 1934 the sum of Six Thousand Two Hundred Five and 
68/100 ($6,205.68) Dollars, in settlement of balance due the State 
Highway Department by Colleton County on Reimbursement Agree- 
ment No, 246, executed September 2nd, 1927. 


§ 15. In addition to above there is appropriated the sum of 
fifty ($50.00) dollars to meet condemnation award to Chester Brown 
and also the sum of sixty ($60.00) dollars for payment of rental of 
Magistrate’s office at Walterboro for 1933. 


§ 16. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 


§ 17. If any term or provision of this Act shall be declared un- 
constitutional or invalid in whole or in part by a Court of Compe- 
tent jurisdiction, then to the extent that it is not unconstitutional or 
invalid such term or provision shall be enforced and effectuated, nor 
shall such determination be deemed to invalidate the remaining terms 
or provisions thereof. 
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§ 18. That the: provisions of Section 1 of Act No. 867, ap- 
proved the 6th day of April, 1932, relating to the fiscal affairs of 
Colleton County, shall be applicable to any act of the General As- 
sembly providing State Aid for the operation of schools as well as 
the 6-0-1 Act, and the maximum tax of nine (9) mills referred to in 
subdivisions (a) and (b), and the tax of three (3) mills referred to 
in subdivision (c) of said Section shall be reduced by the County 
Auditor when so directed in writing by the Legislative Delegation 
from Colleton County, or a majority thereof, it being impossible at 
the time of the passage of this Act to determine what State Aid, if 
any, will be extended by the General Assembly on legislation now 
pending.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Town Council of 
the Town of Walterboro to Borrow Money for the Pur- 
pose of Funding Certain Municipal Indebtedness, and 
to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Town of Walterboro, Colleton County, Bor- 
row to Fund Notes Held by State Treasurer—lIssue Notes 
—Renewals.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Town Council of the Town of Walter- 
bore is hereby authorized and empowered to borrow an amount not 
exceeding the sum of Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars, if so 
much should be necessary, for the purpose of paying the following 
notes executed and delivered by the Town of Walterboro to the Col- 
leton Banking Company, a banking institution formerly doing busi- 
ness in the Town of Walterboro, and assigned by said Colleton Bank- 
ing Company to the State Treasurer of South Carolina, who now 
hold the said notes, to wit: One note, Town of Walterboro, dated 
April 8th, 1930, due one year from date, in the sum of Eleven Hun- 
‘dred Seventy-one and 78/100 ($1,171.78) Dollars, bearing interest 
from date and until maturity at the rate of six per cent (6%); one 
note, Town of Walterboro, dated April 8, 1930, due one year from 
date, in the sum of Ten Hundred Twenty-one and 58/100 ($1.021- 
58) Dollars, bearing interest from date and until maturity at the 
rate of six per cent (6%) ; and one note, Town of Walterboro, dated 
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May 14th, 1930, due December 29, 1930, in the sum of Ten Hun- 
dred Forty-three and 75/100 ($1,043.75) ‘Dollars, bearing interest 
from date and until maturity at the rate of six per cent (6%). The 
said sum of money shall be borrowed at a rate of interest not to ex- 
ceed seven (7%) per centum per annum; that the said Town of 
Walterboro shall provide for the re-payment of the said loan in five 
(5) equal successive, annual installments from date, to be evidenced 
by the promissory notes of the Town of Walterboro duly executed 
by its Mayor and Clerk, who are hereby further authorized, em- 
powered and directed to execute and deliver such renewals of said 
notes from time to time as may be necessary; and for the re-pay- 
ment of the said loan to pledge the credit, taking powers and good 
faith of the Town of Walterboro. 


§ 2. Payment.—That the said Town Council of the Town of 
Walterboro is hereby authorized, empowered and required to levy 
and collect such tax or taxes annually as may be necessary on all the 
taxable property within the Town of Walterboro but not exceeding 
an annual levy of two (2) mills in addition to the taxes now author- 
ized or provided for by law to be levied, for the purposes of paying 
the said note or notes herein provided for and the interest thereon, 
or any renewal or renewals thereof, which power shall continue and 
be in force until the indebtedness incurred under the provisions of 
this Act shall be taken up. 


§ 3. All Acts, or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Funding of Certain Indebted- 
ness of the Town of Walterboro in Colleton County in 
this State. 


Section 1. Funding of Notes of Town of Walterboro 
Now Held by State Treasurer.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Town of Walterboro 
in Colleton County is authorized, in the manner hereinafter stated, 
to borrow the sum necessary to pay the indebtedness of said Town as 
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evidenced by certain notes originally made to the Colleton Banking 
Company, and by it, assigned to the Treasurer of the State of South 
Carolina, in amounts as follows: 


Note dated April 8, 1930 for .............eceeeee $1171.78

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§ 2. The funds herein appropriated for Tuberculosis Sanitar- 
ium shall be paid out monthly upon claims filed with the Clerk of the 
County Board of Directors of Darlington County, based upon the 
pro rata number of patients in said Sanitarium from said County. 

§ 3. The Board of County Directors are hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow money for current expenses and road improve-

§ 4. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to 
deduct from the Appropriation Bill all amounts which may be re- 
ceived from any other source and to adjust the mill levy to corre- 
spond.

§ 6. The purchase of all supplies, including supplies for all 
County offices, shall be made only by the County Board of Directors, 
and no claim for purchases made other than by said Board shall be 
paid by the County. 

§ 7. Examinations in lunacy cases shall be made by two Phy- 
sicians, one of them shall be the County Health Physician. Provided, 
That no such examination shall be made except upon the authority 
of the Chairman of the Board of County Directors, and the fee for 
this examination shall be five ($5.00) dollars for the examining phy- 
sician other than the Health Physician, 

§ 8. The service officer for Darlington County is to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the written request of a majority of 
the Delegation from Darlington County after receipt of recom- 
mendations from the two American Legion Posts in Darlington 
County, one located at Hartsville and one at Darlington. 

§ 9. The Board of Directors shall secure the services of a 
competent physician of Darlington County to look after the medical 
needs of the chaingang and paupers when so needed, and they are 
hereby authorized to pay for the services of said physician out of 
the Contingent fund. 

The Board of Directors shall have a certified public ac- 
countant audit the books of all public offices of Darlington County

§ 14. The Magistrates at Darlington, Hartsville and Lamar 
shall give bond in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars 
each, and the Magistrates at Society Hill and Lydia shall give bond 
for the sum of Five Hundred ($500. 00) Dollars each, for the faith- 
ful performance of duty. The premium 6 én such bonds to be paid by 
the County. 


§ 15. The County Auditor shall — one-half (34) mill, same 
to be known as High School Aid, to be paid out upon the warrant 
of the Superintendent of Education with the approval of the County 
Delegation, to be used by the Superintendent of Education, to aid 
weak high schools in Darlington County. 

§ 16. Unless otherwise provided by law the salaries herein 
appropriated for the Clerk of Court, Treasurer, Auditor and Sheriff 
shall be in lieu of all fees.

receive the deposit of any moneys herein directed to be deposited 
with them shall enter into a bond, either a surety bond, or bonds 
of the United States Government, or State, County, or any political 
subdivision thereof, approved by the Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners, County Auditor, and County Treasurer, in 
writing, and filed with the Clerk or Court and kept by Clerk of Court

teachers and for the further maintenance and support of high 
schools: Provided, further, That there shall be levied for incidentals 
and the ninth month two (2) mills in Districts 2 and 4; three (3) 
mills in Districts 8, 12, and 20; four (4) mills in District 14; One 
(1) mill in Districts 11, 13, 17, 22, 26 and 28. Said levies provide 
for nine months in high schools and eight and one-half and seven 
and one-half months in elementary schools: Provided, That the 
amounts above provided by levies for school purposes shall be paid 
out by the County Treasurer on vouchers approved by the County 
Superintendent of Education, signed by a majority of the Board of 
Trustees of the respective school districts, and passed on by a ma- 
jority of the County Board of Education: Provided, further, ‘That 
such supplies as gas, oil and trucks be purchased by competitive, 
sealed bids, by the County Board of Education. And that the 
County Board of Education shall maintain strict supervision and 
close check of all supplies for school purposes. Also see that all 
trucks are kept in proper condition and protected from abuses. Above 
levies are in lieu of all other levies for County, school, and trans- 
portation purposes, except State levies or bond levies, and the Auditor 
has no authority to exceed the levies herein mentioned for school 
and transportation purposes, without the written consent of the 
County Delegation: Provided, That the liens called for in this Section 
shall be reduced if, and as, made possible by any school funds com- 
ing to the County of Dillon, and its several school districts, from 
any laws hereafter passed during this session of the General As- 
sembly, and supplementing the school funds for Dillon County. 

§ 5. That no real or personal property, including bonds, notes, 
mortgages, securities, or other evidences of indebtedness now owned

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sold, exchanged or otherwise disposed of by pledge, hypothecation,

Section 1. Dillon County Issue Certificates of Indebted- 
ness—Use—Pay Taxes with.—Be it enacted by the General

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Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Treasurer of 
Dillon County, be, and he is hereby, authorized to issue certificates 
of indebtedness against Dillon County in such amounts and denomi- 
nations, not to exceed Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars, 
as he may deem advisable, in not less than One ($1.00) Dollar nor 
more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each certificate. Such 
certificates of indebtedness shall bear interest from the date of is- 
suance thereof at the rate of six (6%) per cent per annum, and be- 
come due and payable March 15, 1934. The said certificates shall be 
good for any services rendered to Dillon County or for any supplies 
furnished said County. Said certificates shall also be good for pay- 
ment of all taxes due Dillon County up to and including the year

Outstanding Notes of Said County and to Provide a 
Tax to Pay Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Dorchester County May Issue Bonds to Fund 
Notes Outstanding.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The Board of County Directors of 
Dorchester County be, and are hereby authorized and empowered to 
issue and sell bonds of Dorchester County in an aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($250,- 
000.00) Dollars for the purpose of funding or paying any outstand- 
ing notes of said county which have been validated by the Con- 
stitution of South Carolina. 

§ 2. Bonds.—The said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semi-annually or an- 
nually, as said Board may deem best. They shall be serial bonds, 
maturing in annual series or instalments of one or more bonds 
each, the first of which series or instalments shall be due and pay- 
able two years after date of the bonds, and the last not more than 
forty years after such date. Such annual series or instalments may 
be equal er unequal in amount. In case the bonds are divided into 
two or more separate issues bearing different dates of issue, each 
issue shall mature in accordance with the foregoing provisions with- 
out regard to the times of maturity of any other issue or issues. The 
principal and interest of the bonds may be made payable within or 
without the State of South Carolina, and in such medium of pay- 
ment as may be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall 
be issued as coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with 
the privileges to the holder of having them registered as to principal 
on the books of the County Treasurer and the principal thus made 
payable to the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer 
shall have been to bearer), upon such conditions as the said board 
may prescribe. The bonds shall be signed by the chairman of the 
said Board of County Directors and the County Treasurer of said 
County, and the seal of said County shall be affixed to or impressed 
upon each bond, but the coupons attached to such bonds need not 
be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the 
County Treasurer in office on the date of said bonds, The delivery 
of said bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes 
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in officers occurring before the delivery. The bonds shall be exempt 
from all State, County and Municipal taxes. 


.§ 3. May Exchange Bonds for Outstanding Notes— 
Sale.—Said Board May cause said bonds or any separate issue of 
said bonds to be issued in exchange for any outstanding notes de- 
scribed in Section one of this Act of like face amount, to the holder 
or holders of said notes, or said board may sell said bonds or any 
separate issue of said bonds for not less than par and accrued in- 
terest in such manner as said Board may in its discretion’ determine. 
In the event that any bonds are isstied in exchange for outstanding 
notes, said notes shall, at the time said bonds are issued, be surren- 
dered to the County Treasurer or his duly authorized agent or repre- 
sentative and shall be immediately mutilated and cancelled. No bonds 
not issued in exchange for outstanding notes shall be issued more 
than three days before the day when the outstanding notes to be 
funded or paid become payable, unless the outstanding notes to be 
funded or paid are, at the time said bonds are issued, surrendered 
by the holder or holders of said notes‘and paid from the proceeds 
of the sale of said bonds. 

§ 4. Payment of Bonds.—The County Auditor of Dor- 
chester County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually 
on all taxable property in Dorchester County a tax sufficient to pay 
the principal and interest of all bonds issued under this Act, as such 
principal and interest, respectively, become due, and the County 
Treasurer of Dorchester County is hereby authorized and directed 
to collect said tax and apply it to said purpose. 

§ 5. Powers Herein Additional.—The powers granted by 
this Act are granted in addition to and not in substitution for the 
existing powers of said County and are not subject to any limitation 
or restriction prescribed by any other law.’

Section 1. Charters of Towns of Givhans, Dorchester, 
Pregnall, and Ruffin Cancelled.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the charters of the 
towns of Givhans, Dorchester and Pregnall, in Dorchester County, 
and of Ruffin, in Colleton County, be and the same hereby are de- 
clared to be cancelled, surrendered and forfeited, and said towns 
are declared to be unincorporated villages. 

§ 2. Chain Store Licene Paid to Be Refunded.—The

§ 3. The County Treasurer and Supervisor are authorized to 
borrow money from the Sinking Fund Commission for the above 
purposes, from any bank or banks, or any other party that will make 
the loan, upon acceptable terms and to give the note or notes of the 
County for the sum so borrowed and pledge the above levy as se- 
curity for the note or notes given. The faith and credit of the 
County of Edgefield is hereby pledged to provide by annual levies 
for the payment of any sums borrowed under the provisions of this 
Act. The faith and credit of the County of Edgefield is hereby 
pledges, likewise, by annual levies for the repayment to said Sinking 
Fund Commission, or any bank or banks, or other parties that may 
make loan or loans as herein mentioned.

taxes so levied as secruity thereof. 
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§ 5. The Jailor of said County shall receive thirty-five (35¢) 
cents each per day for dieting prisoners to be paid out of the funds 
for ordinary County purposes, to be in full payment of fees and sal- 
ary, except such further fees as may be paid to him by the Sheriff 
for special services. The Court Crier, Jurors and Bailiffs shall re- 
ceive Two ($2.00) Dollars per day for each day’s service in at- 
tendance upon court. 


§ 6. In addition to the other costs and fees now allowed by 
law to the Probate Judge for Edgefield County for his services he 
shall be entitled to the fees allowed him by law for issuing marriage 
licenses. 


§ 7. In addition to the provisions herein made to pay the in- 
terest on any of said loans to Edgefield County, including any bonds, 
if issued, said interest when due, may be paid out of the taxes herein 
‘levied for ordinary County purposes. 


§ 8. In order to provide for the payment of the loan for con- 
struction of the bridge across Stevens’ Creek, at or near Shaw and 
McKie’s Mill, there is hereby levied an annual tax of one (1) mill 
upon all the taxable property of Edgefield County, this levy to be 
made annually by the County Auditor until the loan is retired’ with 
interest, and the County Treasurer is hereby required to collect the 
tax as other taxes are collected by law. 


§ 9. No gasoline or oil purchased by the County shall be used 
by any officer except by the Cotinty Supervisor. 

§ 10. In case of any notes now outstanding against the County 
for school or other purposes cannot be paid during the year 1933, 
the proper officers of the County, as now provided by law are hereby 
authorized and empowered to renew the same and to pledge the 
levies herein made as security for note or notes given; and the 
County Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby directed to furnish to 
the County Delegation on or before January 8, 1934, a full statement 
of all otitstanding notes of the County, and the purposes for which 
the said notes were given. 


§ II. All payments herein provided for shall be made direct to 
the person receiving the same, and all money paid to the jailor shall 
be paid direct to him out of the amounts herein appropriated for 
said purposes, and shall be paid only upon approval in writing of the 
Sheriff. 


§ 12. No telephone shall be maintained by the County except 
at the residence of the Sheriff, and the office of the Clerk of Court. 
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§ 13. No office supplies, postage or stationery, or fuel for any 
county office, shall be bought except through the Clerk of Court, 
who shall authorize all purchases, and he shall be responsible for 
same, keeping an itemized statement of same, and for what office 
bought and shall furnish a statement of each month to the County 
Board and shall authorize no purchase beyond the appropriation 
herein provided.

§, 18. The Supervisor and County Commissioners are forbid- 
den to contract any liabilities and/or expend out of the appropriations 
for convicts, maintenance, gangs, equipment and material, and for 
the erection and maintenace of bridges in excess of Seven Hundred 
and Fifty ($750.00) Dollars, in any one month, but the total for 
the year shall not exceed in any case the total amount appropriated 
for the year.

§ 2. The County Auditor shall levy a tax of only one mill for 
the year 1933 for maintenance of roads in Township No. 11, in lieu 
of the three mill tax heretofore levied. 

The Township Commissioners are hereby saithoeieed to use not 
exceeding $300.00 for forestry protection. 

§ 3. That Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars is herein ap- 
propriated for County Health Office: Provided, That the physician 
to be employed shall be a graduate of a regular medical college and 
skilled in hygienic and sanitary science; said physician shall be 
designated County Health Officer, and shall perform all such duties 
as may be imposed upon him by the sanitary laws of the State, and 
shall discharge all the duties of County Physician; and that a trained 
public nurse shall be employed who shall devote her whole time to 
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public work in Fairfield County, and such other workers as may be 
found necessary and desirable to properly carry out a public health 
program: Provided, further, That as far as possible a medical in- 
spection of all school children in Fairfield County shall be made by 
the physician in charge, and that all trustees and principals shall give 
every assistance in carrying out the program: Provided, further, 
That this appropriation is contingent upon the full compliance of this 
Section. 

§ 4. The Salaries of the Magistrates in the various districts 
for the year 1933 are hereby fixed as follows: Magistrate at Winns- 
boro and Ridgeway Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars; all other 
Magistrates One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars; Constable at Winns- 
boro One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars; Constable at 
Winnsboro Mills One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars; all other Con- 
stables Fifty ($50.00) Dollars per annum: Provided, That the 
Constable at Winnsboro shall serve for the Magistrate at Simpson.

The County Supervisor is hereby directed to assume the 
office of Budget Officer for Fairfield County as a part of his duties 
as Supervisor, and he is hereyy authorized to reduce the appropria- 
tions for the various items in this Act whenever he sees that the 
revenue will not be available to meet the required appropriation.

§ 17. That the County Supervisor, by and with the consent

§ 2. The Senator and at least one (1) member of the House 
of Representatives from Georgetown County are hereby authorized 
and empowered to have a complete and thorough examination of 
the books and doings of all County officers of Georgetown at least 
once a year, and if they deem it necessary at any time for the best 
interest of the County that any office, or offices, should be investigated 
oftener than the regular annual investigation and auditing, they are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to have same done.

Whereas, it is necessary for Georgetown County to issue not 
in excess of Thirty-nine Thousand ($39,000.00) Dollars of Bonds to 
refund a portion of the Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars 
of Bonds issued by Georgetown County on April 1st, 1927, and 
payable April 1st, 1933, designated Funding Bonds, Series G, and 
issued under the provisions of Act No. 395 of Acts of 1927, approved . 
March 14th, 1927, therefore, 

Section 1. Georgetown County May Issue Bonds to Re- 
fund Certain Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners 
of Georgetown County be and is hereby authorized and empowered 
to issue not exceeding Thirty-Nine Thousand ($39,000.00) Dollars 
of bonds of Georgetown County, the proceeds thereof to be used to 
refund a portion of the issue of Bonds of Georgetown County, here- 
tofore issued under date of April Ist, 1927, and maturing April 
Ist, 1933, and known and designated as Series G, Funding Bonds of 
Georgetown County, having been issued under authority of the Act 
of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, being Act 
No. 395, of Acts of 1927, approved March 14th, 1927. 

§ 2. Execution—Interest—Maturities — Sale.—The said 
bonds shall be signed in the name of Georgetown County by the 
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Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners of Georgetown 
County and countersigned by the Clerk of said Board and the seal 
of the County impressed thereon; they shall bear such rate of in- 
terest, have such serial maturities and be payable at such places as 
may be fixed by said Board of County Commissioners ; the facsimile 
signature of the Chairman and Clerk of said Board on the interest 
coupons attached to said bonds shall be sufficient signing of the same. 
The sale of said bonds shall be made in the manner and at the time 
as shall be designated by the Board. 

§ 3. Exchange for Bonds Refunded. ee the execution 
of said Bonds the said Board of County Commissioners shall have 
the power and right to exchange such bonds with the holder or 
holders of any of the bonds to be refunded, bond for bond, and 
upon such exchange being.made, the bond or bonds so surrendered 
shall be delivered to and cancelled by the Treasurer of Georgetown 
County. 

§ 4. Use of Proceeds from Sale of Bonds.—The proceeds 
of the sale of the bonds shall be placed by the said Board of County 
Commissioners with the County Treasurer of Georgetown County, 
who shall use said funds together with other funds available for 
that purpose, to the payment of the Funding Bonds, Series G, of 
Georgetown County, which mature April 1st,1933, but the purchaser 
of said bonds shall not be responsible for the application of said 
proceeds of sale hereinabove provided to be made. 

§ 5. Payment.—AlII payments received by Georgetown County 
in dividends or disbursements from the closed Bank of Georgetown, 
5. C., and collections from proceeds of collateral securities held for 
the securing of the deposit in said Bank, which deposit was applicable 
to the purposes for which the Funding Bonds, Series G, were issued, 
and collections from that certain note of the City of Georgetown in 
the principal sum of Fifteen Thottsand ($15,000.00) Dollars, which 
is in possession of the Treasurer of Georgetown County as security 
for moneys loaned to the said City of Georgetown, S. C., and col- 
lections from any other sources which were applicable to the payment 
of said Funding Bonds, Series G, shall be applied to the payment 
of the Bonds. 

§ 6. Payment.—Until the principal and interest of all bonds 
issued under this Act shall be fully paid, it shall be the duty of the

New Section to be Designated as Section 4-A at the End 
of Section 4, so as to Provide for the Payment of Cer- 
tain Indebtedness Outstanding Against Certain of the 
School Districts of Georgetown County. 
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Section 1. Act 428 of 1929 Acts Amended—Payment 
of Indebtedness of Certain School Districts, Georgetown 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That an Act entitled, “An Act To Authorize the Is- 
suance of Bonds of Georgetown County for Funding Existing In- 
debtedness in the School District of Said County, and to Provide 
for the Payment of Said Bonds,” approved February 28, 1929, be 
amended by adding a Section at the end of Section 4, to be desig- 
nated as Section 4-A, as follows: “Section 4-A. In addition to the 
assessments and levies imposed in Section 4 of this Act, the County 
Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to assess and levy, an- 
nually, upor all the taxable property of said county a tax sufficient 
to pay the interest and the principal now, or to become, due on all 
bonds and/or notes heretofore issued by any of the school districts 
of the county and to create the necessary sinking funds to retire the 

. same in accordance with the provisions of law under which the same 
were issued, The tax so assessed and levied shall be collected an- 
nually by the County Treasurer of Georgetown County and ap- 
plied by him to the purposes specified in this Section: Provided, That 
where the area of any school district lies within Georgetown County 
and some other adjoining county and notes or bonds have been is- 
sued against the property of the entire district, it is hereby declared 
to be the intent and purpose of this Act to only provide for sufficient 
assessments and ievies to raise necessary funds to pay the propor- 
tionate amount due, and which shall become due, by the portion of 
such school district or school districts lying within Georgetown 
County,” so that when so amended the said Act shall read as follows: 

“Section 1. That the Board of County Commissioners of George- 
town County is hereby authorized to issue bonds of said County in 
an aggregate principal amount not exceeding Seventy-five Thousand 
($75,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of funding or paying notes, 
school warrants or other temporary indebtedness now outstanding, 
issued or incurred by school districts in said County. The amount of 
bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount of the principal of, 
and accrued interest on, the indebtedness to be paid or funded by 
means of said bonds. 

“Section 2. The said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding six (6) per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, or 
annually, as the County Commissioners may deem best. They shall be 
serial bonds maturing in annual series or installments of one or more 
bonds, each, the first of which series or installments shall be due and 
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payable five (5) years after date of the bonds, and the last not more 
than twenty-five (25) years after such date, such annual install- 
ments may be equal or unequal in amount, but none shall be greater 
than twice the amount of any previously maturing series of install- 
ments in case the bonds are divided into two or more separate is- 
sues, bearing different date of issue. Each issue shall mature in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing provisions without regard to the times 
of maturity of the other issue or issues. The principal and interest 
of the bonds may be made payable within or without the State of 
South Carolina, and in such medium of payment as may be indicated 
on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be issued as coupon bonds, 
payable to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder 
of having them registered as to principal on the books of the County 
Treasurer and the principal thus made payable to the registered 
holder (unless the last registered. transfer. shall have been to bearer), 
upon such conditions as the said Board of County Commissioners 
may prescribe. The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners and the Clerk of the Board of 
County Commissioners, and the seal’ shall be affixed to or impressed 
upon each bond, but the coupons of such bonds need not be au- 
thenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the Chairman 
of the Board of County Commissioners in office on the date of said 
bonds. The delivery of said bonds so executed shall be valid not- 
_withstanding any changes in officers occurring before the delivery. 
The bonds shall be sold at not less than par and accrued interest in 
such manner as the Board of County Commissioners may determine, 
and shall be exempt from all State, County and municipal taxes. 
“Section 3. The proceeds from the sale of said bonds shall be 
deposited with the County Treasurer who shall use such proceeds 
for the purposes herein mentioned, to wit: The payment of past in- 
debtedness whether in the shape of school notes, warrants, or other- 
wise of the several school districts of Georgetown County. 
“Section 4. The County Auditor of Georgetown County is here- 
by authorized, empowered and directed to assess and levy annually 
for five (5) years, upon all the taxable property of said County, a 
tax sufficient to meet the interest on said bonds as they become due 
and after the period of five (5) years to assess and levy a tax suffi- 
cient annually to meet the principal and interest on the bonds as they 
mature, which tax so assessed and levied shall be annually collected 
by the County Treasurer and applied by him or under his direction 
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to the payment of said interest for five (5) years, and thereafter to 
pay principal and interest as said notes mature. 

“Section 4-A. In addition to the assessments and levies imposed 
in Section 4 of this Act, the County Auditor is hereby authorized and 
directed to assess and levy, annually, upom all the taxable property 
of said county a tax sufficient to pay the interest and the principal 
now or to become due on all bonds and/or notes heretofore issued 
by any of the school districts of the county and to create the neces- 
sary sinking funds to retire the same in accordance with the provi- 
sions of law under which the same were issued. The tax so assessed 
and levied shall be collected annually by the County Treasurer of 
Georgetown County and applied by him to the purposes specified in 
this Section: Provided, That where the area of any school district 
lies within Georgetown County and some other adjoining county and 
notes or bonds have been issued against the property of the entire 
district, it is hereby declared to be the intent and purpose of this Act 
to only provide for sufficient assessments and levies to raise neces- 
sary funds to pay the proportionate amount due, and which shall be- 
come due, by the portion of such school district or school districts _ 
lying within Georgetown County. 

“Section 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate 
not exceeding six per centum, payable semi-annually. 

§ 2. Payment.—Payment of such bonds shall be made ex- 
clusively from the tolls and revenues from said bridge, and a fund 
is hereby created to be known as the Special County Revenue Bridge 
Bond Fund into which fund all tolls and revenues from said bridge 
shall be paid as received. The said Bonds shall not be a charge on 
the County or payable out of taxes levied on the property of George- 
town County or any sub-division thereof. 

§ 3. Acts of Commissioners Validated.—That all pro-

Whereas, by reason of the loss of large amounts of sinking fund 
and other moneys of the municipality in closed banks, and the fall- 
ing off in tax collections, and the reduction in the taxable basis, due © 
to the temporary economic stress now prevailing, the maturities, both 
principal and interest of the obligations due by the municipality 
cannot be met as was contemplated when the various obligations 
abuve referred to were executed and issued; and 


Whereas, the municipality has deferred assets, consisting of de- 
posits in closed banks, and unpledged past due taxes, which will uti- 
mately yield a large amount toward the liquidation of the obligations 
of the municipality, and which can be pledged for the payment of 
its obligations ; and 

Whereas, the municipality is the owner of the electric light plant 
which furnishes electricity for the City of Georgetown and vicinity, 
which plant, and the distribution system annexed thereto are free 
of any encumbrance except certain vendors’ lien obligations secured 
by the mechanical equipment used for the manufacture and genera- 
tion of electric current, and by a portion of the revenues of the 
plant; and 

Whereas, the Mayor and City Council of the municipality have 
made a careful study of the operating costs of the said electric 
light plant, and of the past and present revenues of the same, and 
have made a careful and conservative estimate of the probable future 
costs of operation and future operating revenue, and as a result of 
said study and estimate, have concluded that the revenue obtained 
from the operation of the said plant, after the payment of all operat- 
ing charges, and making proper provision for depreciation and re- 
placements, will yield a sum considerably in excess of ‘Twenty Thou- 
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sand ($20,000) Dollars per year, and that beginning with the year 
1938, if not earlier, the aforesaid outstanding vendors’ liens will 
have been fully paid and discharged, so that thereafter the total net 
revenues of the plant will be available for general municipal pur- 
poses, in an amount not less than Twenty Thousand ($20,000) 
Dollars per year; and 

Whereas, the Supreme Court of South Carolina has decided that 
municipal obligations of the character hereinafter described, secured 
by a special fund which may reasonably be expected to be sufficient 
to meet the payment of the obligations without resorting to a property 
tax, do not constitute debts within the meaning of the constitutional 
restriction upon the amount or method of incurring debt, even 
though the full faith, credit and taxing power of the municipality 
are pledged for the payment of such obligations ; and 

Whereas, the Mayor and City Council of Georgetown are desirous 
of preserving the financial integrity of the municipality by avoiding 
further defaults in the payment of its obligations, and of arranging 
its financial structure so as to enable it to promptly pay and discharge 
its obligations as they severally mature, and fur that purpose propose 
to pledge for the payment of its obligations all funds of the munici- 
pality in closed banks, all unpaid taxes not heretofore pledged, and 
(after the discharge of the present outstanding vendors’ lien notes), 
all of the revenues of the municipal electric light plants. 

Section 1. City of Georgetown May Issue Certificates 
of Indebtedness.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Mayor and City Council of 
Georgetown are hereby authorized to issue certificates of indebted- 
ness upon the conditions prescribed in this enactment. The aggregate 
face amount of the certificates so to be issued shall not exceed the 
‘amount of principal and interest set forth in the preamble of this 
statute, together with accrued interest thereon. 

§ 2. Certificates—Denominations—Date of Issuance— 
Interest.—The denominations of the said certificates of indebted- 
ness, the rate of interest to be paid thereon, the date of issuance, 
and the form of the said certificates shall be such as are prescribed 
by ordinance of the City of Georgetown, provided that all of the 
said certificates of indebtedness shall bear the same date, and shall 
draw the same rate of interest, which shall not exceed four and one- 
half (434) per cent. per annum, 

§ 3. Certificates—Payable to Bearer—Execution.—The 
said certificates shall be made payable to bearer, and shall have 
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coupons attached, providing for the payment of the interest semi-~ 
annually on such dates and at such place as may be prescribed by 
the ordinance of the municipality passed in pursuance hereof. The 
certificates shall be signed by the Mayor, and attested by the City 
Clerk, under the corporate seal of the municipality, and the interest 
coupons attached to said certificates shall be signed with the facsimile 
signature of the City Clerk lithographed or engraved thereon. 

§ 4. Certificates—Maturities.—The said certificates shall 
mature serially, commencing in the year 1938, in such annual 
amounts as shall be fixed by City Council, provided that the 
last maturing installments shall not be more than forty years after 
the date said certificates bear. 

§ 5. Certificates—Issuance.—The municipality may provide 
by ordinance from time to time for the issuance of said certificates 
as the exchange hereinafter provided can be effected. The fact that 
all of said certificates bear the same date shall not affect the issuance 
from time to time, nor shall the fact that the officers who may 
execute the same not have been in office on the dates which said 
certificates bear. 

§ 6. Exchange Certificates for Outstanding Bonds, 
Notes, Etc.—The municipality shall have the power to provide by 
ordinance for the exchange of such certificates with the holders of 
‘past due bonds, paving certificates and notes outstanding with all 
accrued interest thereon, and the past due interest on all unmatured 
bonds and paving certificates by delivering to each holder certificates 
in an amount which equals the indebtedness due by the municipality 
therefor to such holder and shall have the right to exchange such 
certificates for any bonds or paving certificates not yet matured which 
the holder is willing to exchange, and upon the exchanges being 
made the bonds, paving certificates and notes so exchanged shall be 
cancelled hy the City Treasurer. Ali exchanges so made shall be on 
a par and accrued interest basis. 

§ 7. Payment.—For the purpose of securing and assuring 
the payment of the aforesaid certificates of indebtedness, all unpaid 
taxes due the City of Georgetown on December 31st, 1932, and all 
unpaid paving assessments then due the municipality, and also all 
deposits of the municipality in closed banks at the date of the passage 
of this Act, to the extent that the said taxes, assessments and de- 
posits have not been previously pledged for outstanding indebtedness 
which has not been paid or refunded through the issuance and ex- 
change of the certificates of indebtedness issued under the terms 
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hereof, and also all of the net income of the elctric light plant of the 
municipality, after the payment and discharge of the vendors’ liens 
and claims now outstanding against the machinery used in the said 
plant are hereby irrevocably pledged. In determining the amount of 
net income from the municipal electric light plant for the purposes 
hereof, proper charges shall be made for depreciation and replace- 
ments neccesitated by wear and tear or by any hazard or eventuality 
rendering replacements necessary to insure the normal maintenance 
of the plant. 

§ 8. Use of Excess Revenue from Electric Light Plant. 
-——In the event the moneys received from said sources set forth in 
Section 7 in any year shall be in excess of the amount necessary to 
meet it:terest on and maturities of said certificates so issued, then 
the excess of the income from the electric light plant may be used 
by the municipality to meet any other obligations then due by it. 

§ 9. Rates of Electric Light Plant—Reduction.—During 
the period that the said certificates of indebtedness or any of 
them, remain outstanding, the rates now charged for electricity by 
the municipal electric light plant shall not be reduced except upon an 
affirmative finding on the part of the Mayor and City Council of 
Georgetown, made after due inquiry, that the proposed reduction in 
rates will not so reduce the net revenues of the plant as to impair 
the capacity of the municipality to promptly. pay the principal and 
interest due on the certificates of indebtedness then outstanding, and 
said finding shall be made in the form of an ordinance, and published _ 
as ordinances of the City of Georgetown are now required to be 
published, 

§ 10. Pledge for Payment of Certificates.—The full faith 
and credit of the City of Georgetown is hereby pledged for the pay- 
ment in full of both principal and interest of the foregoing certificates 
of indebtedness. 

§ 11. Saving Clause.—In the event that this Act should be 
declared unconstitutional to the extent that the certificates of in-~ 
debtedness herein provided for are intended to be issued in exchange 
for any particular class or part of the obligations, or the interest 
thereon, set forth in the preamble of this Act, the Act shall never- 
theless remain in full force and effect to the extent that the certificates 
of indebtedness can be constitutionally issued.

Whereas, in 1928 Marietta School District No. 12-D in Bates 
Township, Greenville County, South Carolina, in order to erect a 
suitable school building for said District did borrow from H. N. 
Slater the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, which sum 
was used in the erection of the present school building in said Dis- 
trict, and there has been repaid upon said sum all except Four Thou- 
sand ($4,000.00) Dollars together with interest thereon from Sep- 
tember 1, 1931, as is evidenced by note of said School District to 
H. N. Slater dated September 1, 1930, and said School District now 
has in hand more than sufficient money with which to discharge said .

AN ACT to Exempt Certain Citizens of Greenville County 
as Hail Storm Sufferers From One-Half (14) of Ordi- 
nary County Taxes for the Year 1932. 


Section 1. Relief for Hail Sufferers, Greenville County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Treasurer of Greenville County is hereby 
authorized and empowered to remit and refund to the taxpayers of 
Greenville County (where such will not interfere with, or relieve 
one from, taxes collected for the purpose of paying bonded indebted- 
ness or other contracts provided by law, but in such case so much of 
fifty (50) per cent as is possible,) one-half (14) of all .ordinary 

- county and school taxes for the year 1932, where said persons have 
suffered fifty (50) per cent or more Joss or crop damage from the 
destructive hail storms during the crop season of 1932: Provided, 
that no exemption from taxation shall be granted to any such person 
who made as much as fifty (50) per cent of the crop made by such 
person made during the year 1931, or that was made on the same 
land in the year 1931; and Provided, further, no taxes shall be re- 
funded other than the taxes on the identical Jands where the loss 

from hail storms occurred. 


§ 2. Procedure to Obtain Relief.—Every person claiming 
exemption from said taxes shall present to the County Treasurer 
three (3) affidavits, signed by residents and free holders of his com- 
munity and which shall be attested by the County Auditor, in which 
is set forth the damages incurred as mentioned and described in Sec- 
tion One. And upon the presentation of such affidavits duly attested, 
the County Treasurer is directed to remit one-half (34) of all County 
Taxes not interfering with bonded indebtedness or contract provided 
by law, this exception not to include any state taxes. The County 
Treasurer shall take a receipt therefor, and this receipt shall state 
only the purpose for which it was given which shall constitute his 
proper voucher ; and the Comptroller General is hereby authorized 
and required to approve and allow the same in his annual settlement. 


§ 3. Penalty to Obtain Relief by False Statements.— 
That any person receiving any money under the provisions of this 
Act by reason of any false statement contained in any such affidavits 
herein required, shall be tried as for obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses, subject upon conviction to like penalty.

Section 1. Act 443 of 1929 Acts Amended——Powers and 
Duties of the Committee of Greater Greenville Sewer Dis- 
trict.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Extend the Powers of 
Greater Greenville Sewer District Commission conferred by Act No. 
784, of the Acts of 1926, Approved March 23, 1926; to Provide for 
the Creation of Subdistricts within the said Greater Greenville Sewer 
District ; for the Issuance of Bonds by the Subdistricts to Provide 
for the Lateral Lines Therein,’ Approved March 16th, 1929, be and 
the same is hereby amended by striking out Section 6 in its entirety 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be known as Section 6: 

“Section 6. That said Committee shall have and exercise any 
and all of the following powers: To construct, establish, enlarge, and 
maintain, conduct and operate sewer lines and sewer mains in said 
District ; to construct, establish, enlarge, maintain, conduct and oper- 
ate water lines and pipe lines in said district ; to furnish an adequate 
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supply of water for all purposes in said district; to furnish adequate 
fire protection for the district—it being entirely within their discre- 
tion to determine the manner in which they shall furnish the water 
and/or fire protection for the district, whether by establishing and 
cquipping a water system and/or a fire department therein, or to do 
so in conjunction with any other person or corporation empowered 
to so act, or to enter into a contract for such purposes, by having 
water and/or fire protection furnished to it from any other source, 
and paying therefor, in accordance with the terms of such contract 
or by any other means advisable to said Committee ; to acquire, pur- 
chase, lease, and sell, such real estate, easements, and personal or 
mixed property as they may deem necessary; to make any and all 
contracts, and to do any and all other things they may deem neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this Act; to employ such en- 
gineers, office and clerical help as they may deem necessary, and to 
fix the compensation of such employees; to pass regulations requir- 
ing owners of property to connect with the water and sewer: systems 
when they are available, and such connection is, in the discretion of 
the Comunittee, necessary to protect the public health and/or se- 
curity; to ‘pass regulations requiring that all buildings be so con- 
structed that they may be connected with the water and/or sewer 
lines, and that they may not, when erected, become a menace to pub-. 
lic health and/or security, and to accomplish this purpose may re- 
quire a permit before such building is begun, and to make any and 
all other regulations which they consider necessary to effectuate the 
purpose of this Act, and generally to do all things necessary for the 
purpose of creating, maintaining, and operating a water and sewer 
system and fire protection, in said district, adequate for the protec- 
tion of health, property and the comfort of the inhabitants thereof, 
and for the establishment of proper sanitary conditions so far as they 
pertain to the operation of water and sewer systems: Provided, That 
all costs of the installation of said lateral lines and of connecting 
them with the main trunk lines shall be paid by the subdistrict in 
which said laterals are installed. Where the lateral sewer lines of 
subdistricts are connected with the main trunk lines, subdistricts 
shall be charged on the basis of the cost of connections with vitrified 
clay pipe; wherever it is in the opinion of the Commission necessary 
to use cast iron pipes in making such connections, the difference in 
such cost shall be borne by the Greater Greenville Sewer District: 
Provided, further, That where lateral water and sewer lines have al- 
ready been installed in any part or parts of such subdistrict by any 
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person, firm, or corporation, the Committee is hereby authorized to 
pay such person, firm, or corporation for such lateral lines, or por- 
tions thereof adopted and used by it, a reasonable price to be fixed 
by the committee, based upon the value such lateral lines may have 
in connection with the entire lateral systems in such districts: Pro- 
vided, further, That before the Committee may purchase any lateral 
sewer lines, the Commission must first approve the lines as properly 
constructed to become a part of its sewerage system: Provided, 
further, That said Committee shall have the power to raise funds 
necessary for the discharge of the powers vested in them, including 
the payment of principal and interest of all bonds, in either of the 
tollowing ways, or by a combination thereof, in the discretion of the 
Committee: (a) By levying a tax therefor, which tax shail be levied, 
collected, and disbursed in the same manner as provided in Section 
14 of this Act; and/or (b) to fix and collect the rates or charges 
against any and all property, personal or real, vacant or improved, 
for services and protection rendered, or offered, to such property. 
Before fixing the schedule of rates or charges the Committee shall 
give ten days’ notice by publication in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation in the district, or by posting in three public places, fixing the 
time and place of the hearing, and affording ample opportunity for 
all interested to be heard thereon. The Committee shall fix. the 
methods and details of-the payment and collection of such rates and

Amount to be raised by taxation $ 15,118.26 
Provided, That the County Attorney of Hampton County is here- 
by required to give each County officer of the County legal advice 
when requested for same: Provided, That none of the funds here- 
in appropriated shall be expended for the payment of any expenses 
for transmitting of Iunatics to the State Hospital for the Insane: 
Provided, further, That the Farm Demonstration Agent shall be 
appointed by the proper authorities, by and with the consent of the 
Legislative Delegation from Hampton County, and shall be subject 
to removal on request of the Legislative Delegation: Provided, 
further, That all revenues provided for by law shall be collected and 
placed in the ordinary County Fund to supplement and provide suf- 
ficient funds for all ordinary County purposes. 


§ 2. No road tax shall be levied except a commutation road 
tax of Three ($3.00) Dollars, to be assessed and collected from each 
male citizen between the ages of twenty-one and fifty-five years, in- 
clusive. No one shall be exempt from the payment of said commuta- 
tion tax, except persons totally disabled. , 

§ 3. That all commutation taxes shall be expended on roads and 
bridges in townships and towns from which same are collected, and 
that part of the commutation tax collected from citizens of incor- 
porated towns by the County Treasurer shall be returned to the 
respective towns: Provided, That the Town authorities of Brunson, 
Hampton, Varnville, Yemassee, and Estill be empowered to collect 
the commutation tax from residents within their respective cor- 
porate limits: Provided, further, That the clerks of the respective 
towns be required on or before October 15th of each year to furnish 
a list, duly sworn to, of all persons in their respective towns who 
are liable to such commutation tax. 

§ 4. The Auditor and Treasurer of Hampton County shall be, 
and they are hereby, constituted a Sinking Fund Commission of 
Hampton County, whose duty it shall be to handle all funds col- 
lected for the purpose of creating a sinking fund for the retirement 
of all bonds of the County, and said Commission shall not deposit 
said funds in any bank unless such bank shall give a surety bond 
or place with said Commission Liberty Bonds, Federal Land Bank 
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Bonds, and-County Notes as security to safeguard such deposits. 
All time deposits shall bear interest at four (4%) per cent. 

§ 5. That the Auditor and Treasurer of Hampton County, con- 
stituting the Sinking Fund Commission of Savannah River Bridge 
Project, are hereby authorized, empowered and specifically directed 
to take all fund refunded to Hampton County on the Savannah 
River Bridge Project by the State Highway Department and pur- 
chase, if it is possible to do so, as many bonds as the said funds will 
purchase, and if it is not possible at this time to purchase said bonds 
on the market, the said Sinking Fund Commission is authorized to 
deposit said funds in some bank, if such bank will give security 
therefor, an amount in marketable securities equal to said deposit, 
and if this cannot be done, then the said Commission is directed to 
take said funds and but Liberty Bonds therewith. 


§ 6. That the County Supervisor and County Commissioners 
are hereby prohibited to issue any check to any Magistrate of Hamp- 
ton County until said Magistrate has filed statement of the names of 
all parties against whom warrants have been issued during the 
previous months and the disposal of each case and a receipt from 
the Treasurer for the fines and costs collected by the Magistrates 
during the previous month. 

§ 7. The County Supervisor, upon the request of any County 
Commissioner, is hereby authorized to furnish from the chaingang, 
a truck, and a sufficient number of convicts to do such work on roads 
and bridges of the County as such Commissioner deems necessary. 

§ 8. All lumber purchased shall be with the approval of two 
(2) County Commissioners and the County Supervisor. 

§ 9. That the Supervisor shall post, instead of having printed 
in the county newspaper, the monthly supervisor’s report, one of 
which said reports shall be posted at the county court house, one at 
Estill, and one at Yemassee. 

§ 10. That the County Supervisor, Treasurer, Auditor and 
Clerk of Court shall compose a Board to purchase all books and 
stationery for the County. 

§ 11. That the miscellaneous fund of $300.00, provided for in 
Section 1 of this Act shall not be expended by the Supervisor ex- 
cept with the approval of the Legislative Delegation. 

§ 12. That no property owned by Hampton County shall be 
sold, rented or leased unless the approval of the Legislative Dele- 
gation shall be first secured. 
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§ 13. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Auditor of Horry County is 
hereby directed to calculate the amount of taxes necessary to raise 
the sums of money hereinafter specified; and that there is hereby 
levied upon all the taxable property of the County of Horry for 
County purposes for the fiscal year commencing January 1, 1933, 
a sufficient amount for the amounts and for the purposes hereinafter 
stated and for no other purpose.

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Provided, 'That all funds from the road tax shall be expended as 
provided in the Act of the General Assembly of this year, and all 
funds from the gasoline tax, estimated to be Twenty Thousand 
($20,000.00) Dollars, and other revenue for cross country roads, 
shall be used and expended on the county roads as provided by law. 

§ 2. That the Board of County Commissioners are hereby in- 
structed and required to use the money hereby appropriated for the 
purposes specified and for no other purpose, or purposes, and they 
are hereby forbidden to in any way exceed the appropriation herein 
made for any purpose whatsoever, except upon the written consent 
of the delegation, or a majority thereof: Provided, further, That the 
Probate Judge shall be allowed to retain a fee of fifty (50¢) cents 
for each marriage license issued and collected by him: Provided, 
further, That the appropriation herein made for Treasurer and Au- 
ditor shall be used in paying the County’s part of such officers’ 
salary, and in payment of clerk hire and office expense for said 
offices. 

§ 3. That in anticipation of the collection of taxes for the year 
1933, the Board of County Commissioners and County Treasurer 
are hereby authorized to borrow on their joint official notes the 
amount of money necessary to meet any of the appropriations men- 
tioned herein and to pledge for the payment thereof all taxes and 
revenues for the year 1933: Provided, That the Board of County 
Commissioners and County Treasurer are further authorized to issue 
renewal notes, or to borrow on their joint official notes for the pur- 
pose of paying any notes issued hereunder and to pledge therefor any 
uncollected taxes then due and owing and any other taxes and 
revenues due to, and collectible by said County. 

§ 4. The purchase of all books, stationery and other office sup- 
plies and the printing of all county matters shall be by competitive 
bids, and the County Commissioners are hereby required before 
purchasing or awarding the contracts for the purchase of such books, 
stationery and office supplies, or for the printing of any county 
matters, to have filed with them in writing a request from the of- 
ficer who desires such supplies or printing, giving a detailed state- 
ment of what is needed, and the County Commissioners shall there- 
upon give notice that such articles are desired and shall award to 
the lowest competitive bidder contract for such supplies. 

§ 5. The County Commissioners are hereby authorized and 
directed to use the County Physician in attending all subjects in 
-jail, on chaingang, or otherwise, under jurisdiction of the County, 
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and it shall be the duty of the County Doctor and County Nurse to 
attend when called by the County Authorities. 

§ 6. The officials of Horry County charged with the duty of 
keeping records of their receipts and disbursements or other records 
with reference to the finances of Horry County, shall keep each and 
every account separate ‘and distinct and each and every department 
separate and distinct, and shall keep an itemized statement affecting 
the finances, receipts, and disbursements of each branch or Depart- 
ment of the County; and all officials charged with the duty of re- 
ceiving and disbursing, or keeping records with reference to the 
funds belonging to the County, or any part thereof, are hereby 
prohibited from diverting any funds from one department to an- 
other or the diverting of any funds from one school district to 
another, or from one branch of the County Government to another. 

§ 7. All officials charged with any duty or responsibility, under 
the provisions of this Act, shall, upon their failure and neglect to 
perform any duty imposed herein, or upon the doing of any act 
prohibited herein, shall! be deemed guilty of official misconduct and 
subject to removal from office and punishable as for official mis- 
conduct. 

§ 8. Inasmuch as it has been made manifest that a service of- 
ficer for Horry County has done much useful work in securing for 
the former service men the financial and other benefits provided for 
them under laws of the United States, and inasmuch as it has been 
found that this work requires technical knowledge and experience; 
takes a great deal of time and cannot adequately be looked after 
by any of the former service men without requiring the sacrifice of 
their other employments, and, whereas, it appears that there are 
many veterans of Horry County entitled to participate in these 
benefits, many of whom through ignorance or inexperience have not 
been and will not be made acquainted with their rights without vhe 
assistance of one skilled in this particular line of work, and, in- 
asmuch as this public service is one that ought to be performed and 
will produce tangible and practical results of considerable financial 
value to the community at large, there is hereby appropriated the 
sum of Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars for the employment of a 
service officer. This service officer is to be employed by the Horry 
County Legislative Delegation upon the recommendation of the ex- 
service men of Horry County. The ex-service men shall include 
veterans of all wars. It shall be the duty of the Commander of the 
local post of the American Legion within one month after the ap- 
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proval of this Act and after giving at least two weeks’ public notice 
of the time and place and purpose of such meeting, to call a meeting 
of all ex-service men and all veterans of all wars who are residents 
of Horry County, to meet for the purpose of nominating and recom- 
mending a service officer. The said Commander shall report im- 
mediately to the Delegation the number of service men and war 
veterans present at said meeting and the number of votes received 
by each person nominated for the position of service officer. It shall 
also be the duty of said service officer diligently to seek out those 
who are entitled to obtain any benefits under the laws of the United 
States and to make them acquainted with their rights and to aid 
them in every practical way in securing the rights to which they 
are entitled. It shall further be the duty of said service officer to 
make up in duplicate an annual report of all cases handled by him, 
showing with particularity the sums of money or other benefits 
obtained by him and the name or names of the persons, with their 
addresses, for whom said benefits were obtained. One copy of such 
report shall be filed with the County Legislative Delegation in the 
General Assembly and the other with the Clerk of Court of Horry 
County. . 

§ 9. The Board of County Commissioners and the County 
Road Commissioners of Horry County are authorized and em- 
powered to purchase tractors and road equipment in an amount not 
exceeding the sum of Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars, if so 
much be needed, and in the purchase thereof they are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to use any available County road funds. 

§ 10. That the Salaries of Magistrates and Constables shall be 
as provided in the Magistrates’ Act of 1932, and the additional 
amount herein provided for Magistrates and Constables shall be used 
by the County Board of Commissioners to supplement the office ex- 
penses and office rents of the several Magistrates of the County, in 
such propoftion and in such amounts as the said County Board of 
Commissioners shall in its discretion determine to be proper. 

§ 10-A. That the Magistrates and their Constables, and all 
other law enforcement officers shall be co-ordinated with and work 
in harmony and conjunction with the Sheriff and his regular dep- 
uties, and they are hereby directed to enforce all the laws within 
their jurisdiction, including the fish and game laws. 

§ 11. That the appropriation herein provided for hospitaliza- 
tion of needy cases shall be paid out only upon itemized claims 
therefor and with the approval of the County Board of Commis- 
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sioners in each particular case before such payment shall be made. 

§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 13. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Whereas, the bonds of Kershaw County, known as Railroad Re- 
funding Bonds, in the amount of Ninety-five thousand ($95,000.00) 
Dollars became due on May 1, 1932, and, 

Whereas, there cannot at this time be realized out of the sink- 
ing fund of Kershaw County sufficient funds to pay these bonds 
in full without ruinous disorganization to the farming people and 
others who hold loans from said sinking fund: Now, therefore, 

Section 1. Kershaw County May Issue Bonds to Refund 
Outstanding Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Directors of Ker- 
shaw County is hereby authorized and empowered to issue negotiable 
cottpon bonds of Kershaw County to an amount not to exceed 
Seventy Thousand ($70,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of refund- 
ing the outstanding bonds of Kershaw County maturing May Ist, 
1932, and issued to refund the bonds for aid of the construction of 
the Charleston, Cincinnati, and Chicago Railroad through said 
County. 

§ 2. Bonds.—The said bonds shall bear interest at six per cent 
(6%) per annum, payable annually, and shall be issued in denomina- 
tions of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each. and shall mature

AN ACT to Authorize the County Board of Commissioners 
of Lancaster County to Borrow One Hundred and 
Twenty-five Thousand ($125,000.00) Dollars for the 
Purpose of Paying School Teachers’ Salaries and Other 
School Claims Which Were Contracted Prior to the 
1932-33 School Year and Are Still Unpaid, or to Issue 
Bonds Therefor, or to Issue Notes to the Holders of 
Said Claims, and to Fix a Levy to Provide for the Pay- 
ment of Said Note, Notes or Bonds, and to Authorize 
the State Sinking Fund Commission to Make Said Loan. 


Section 1. Lancaster County May Borrow to Pay Cer- 
tain School Claims.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Commis- 
sioners of Lancaster County be, and they are hereby authorized to 
borrow One Hundred and Twenty-five Thousand ($125,000.00) Dol- 
lars at a rate of interest not to exceed six and one-half (614%) per 
cent per annum for the purpose of paying school teachers’ salaries 
and other school claims of the County which were contracted prior 
to the 1932-33 school year, and which are still unpaid. 

§ 2. Issue Notes.—That for the purpose of procuring this 
loan the Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners, Chair- 
man of the County Board of Education and the County Treasurer of 
Lancaster County are hereby authorized to execute a note, or notes, 
of the County in the sum of One Hundred Twenty-five Thousand 
($125,000.00) Dollars to the person or firm making said loan, pro- 
viding for the payment of said sum in ten (10) equal semi-annual 
installments,with interest at not to exceed six and one-half (614%) 
per cent per annum. The Principal payment on the loans shall be 
made as follows: January 10, 1934, Twelve Thousand Five Hundred 
($12,500.00) Dollars; April 10, 1934, Twelve Thousand and Five 
Hundred ($12,500.00) Dollars, and a like amount shall be due and 
payable on the same days of each year for the years 1935 ; 1936; 1937; 
and 1938, All interest due shall be paid at the same time that principal 
payments are made. 

§ 3. Payment.—In order to provide for the payments as 
above outlined, there is hereby levied an annual tax of seven (7) mills 
upon all the taxable property of Lancaster County, Provided, That 
should the assessed valuation of property in Lancaster County be 
increased or decreased during the period for which this loan runs, 
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then and in that event the levy herein fixed shall be increased or 
decreased so as to provide sufficient funds annually to meet the pay- 
ments of both principal and interest. It shall be the duty of the Audi- 
tor of Lancaster County to annually levy the said special tax levy, 
and the duty of the Treasurer of Lancaster County to collect the tax 
so levied, as other taxes are now collected by law. [t shall be the 
duty of the County Treasurer to make payments on this loan as pro- 
vided by this Act. 

§ 4. State Sinking Fund Commission May Make Loan. 
—That the State Sinking Fund Commission, in its discretion, be 
and is hereby authorized to make the loan in this Act provided. 


§ 4. Issue Bonds in Lieu of Notes.—That the Chairman of 
the County Board of Commissioners, the Chairman of the County 
Board of Education and the County Treasurer of Lancaster County 
are hereby authorized to issue bonds in stich denominations and 
maturing at such time as may be agreed upon by them, such bonds to 
be issued in lieu of the note, or notes, authorized to be issued in 
Section 2 of this Act. The amount of the bonds issued shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of One Hundred Twenty-five Thousand ($125,000.00) 
Dollars and the interest rate thereon shall not exceed six and one- 
half (614%) per cent per annum, said bonds to be exempt from all 
State, County and municipal taxes. 


§ 5. Issue Notes to Holders of Claims—When—How 
Retired——-Payment.—In the event that the Chairman of the 
County Board of Commissioners, the Chairman of the County 
Board of Education and the County Treasurer of Lancaster 
County find that it is inadvisable to issue either the notes as author- 
ized in Section 2, or the bonds as authorized in Section 4 of this Act, 
they may, in their discretion, issue individual Lancaster County notes 
to take up the present outstanding claims and obligations of the 
School Districts of Lancaster County. The total amount of such notes 
issued shall not exceed the sum of One Hundred Twenty-five Thou- 
sand ($125,000.00) Dollars and the notes shall bear interest at not 
exceeding five (5%) per cent per annum and shall be payable over 
a period of not exceeding six (6) years duration from the date of 
issuance. These notes shall be issued and be numbered consecutively, 
a note to be issued for each claim after said claim has been approved 
in the usual form by the County Superintendent of Education. Each 
year one-sixth (1/6) of the total amount of the notes issued shall 
be paid by the County Treasurer in the following manner: “The 
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riumbers of all outstanding notes shall be placed in a hat and num- 
bers drawn from the hat until a sum equivalent to one-sixth (1/6) 
of the total shall have been drawn. The time for said drawing shall 
be the first Monday in November of each year and the notes so 
drawn shall be paid not later than the following April 1st. The notes 
so drawn will be accepted by the County Treasurer in payment of 
current or back taxes at any time after being so drawn at par plus 
accrued interest. These notes are to be issued for all claims approved 
notwithstanding the financial condition of the district issuing same. 
In order to provide for the payment of the notes that are issued under 
the provisions of this section there is hereby levied an annual tax 
upon all of the taxable property of Lancaster County sufficient to 
pay annually all interest on all outstanding notes and one-sixth (1/6) 
of the principal sum of all notes issued. It shall be the duty of the 
Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners and Chairman of 
County Board of Education and County Treasurer of Lancaster 
County to annually instruct the County Auditor to levy a tax upon . 
all of the taxable property of Lancaster County sufficient to raise 
the amount necessary to make the annual payments with interest and 
principal as provided in this section and it shall be the duty of the 
Auditor of Lancaster County to annually levy the said special tax 
and the duty of the Treasurer of Lancaster County to collect the tax 
so levied as other taxes are now collected by law. It shall be the duty 
of the County Treasurer to make annual payments of interest and 
principal on these notes as provided in this Act, said notes to be 
exempt from all State, County and municipal taxes, including reve- 
nue stamps. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt Hail Storm Sufferers in Lancaster Coun- 
ty from the Payment of County Taxes for the Year 
1932. 


Section 1. Relief for Hail Sufferers, Lancaster County 
—Procedure.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
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State of South Carolina: That any person who suffered a loss to 
his crops of at least fifty (50%) per cent on account of the hail 
storm of 1932 in Lancaster County is exempted from the payment of 
County taxes for such year on the lands on which said crops were 
planted. Provided, That such facts be made to appear to the satisfac- 
tion of the County Treasurer of Lancaster County upon the petition 
of such person supported by affidavits of at least two disinterested 
citizens of the County duly filed with the Treasurer. Provided, fur- 
ther, That such persons who have paid such County taxes prior to 
the approval of this Act shall be entitled to the refund thereof by 
the Treasurer upon establishing the fact of loss to his satisfaction 
as provided herein above, and County Treasurer is authorized to | 
make the refund from any funds in his hands not otherwise specifi- 
cally appropriated. The Treasurer shall take a receipt for all such 
exemptions or refunds, as the case may be, and the same shall consti- 
tute his proper voucher therefor, and he shall be entitled to receive 
credit therefor in his annual settlement with the Comptroller General.

AN ACT to Authorize the Use of Certain Sinking F unds of 
School District No. 14, Lancaster County, for Current 
Operating Expenses and Past Indebtedness Therefor, 
and to Provide for the Repayment Thereof. 


Section 1. School District No. 14, Lancaster County, 
May Borrow from Its Sinking Funds to Pay Operating Ex- 
penses and Past Debts.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of 
School District No. 14 in Lancaster County is authorized to borrow, 
and the County Treasurer to lend to the said Board, the amount of 
sinking fund, or such portion thereof as may be needed for the pur- 
pose for which it is loaned, now in the hands of the Treasurer or 
hereafter collected by him and held, or to be held, to retire any bond 
issues of the said School District, for the purpose of paying the 
current operating expenses of the said District as well as for paying 
past indebtedness incurred on account of operating expenses, 
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§ 2. Terms of Loan—Levy.—The loan shall be made upon 
such terms and evidenced in such manner as the County Treasurer 
and Board of School Trustees may determine, provided that the 
rate of interest shall be not less than four nor-more thar five per 
cent., and the maturity date of any loan made hereunder shall not 
be later than six months prior to the maturity of any bond or bonds 
to which the said funds are applicable. They shall determine upon a 
levy on the taxable property in the said School District sufficient to 
retire the obligation herein authorized to be incurred together with 
interest and shall report the same to the County Auditor, who is

§ 2. That the County Supervisor is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to make a quarterly report to the Laurens County Delegation 
in the General Assembly, giving an itemized and verified statement 
of all the expenditures pertaining to his office which have been 
paid by him, and also an itemized statement of all debts and obliga- 
tions incurred for which Laurens County is liable, said report shall 
be made on or before April Ist, July 1st, October 1st, and January 
Ist of each year. 

§ 3. That,upon the approval of this Act, the Trustee ap- 
pointed by virtue of the authority given in Section 3, page 1906, of 
the Acts of 1932, be, and he is hereby, required to deliver to the 
County Treasurer all funds, securities, notes, mortgages, and other 
assets received by him. That the said Trustee shall make a full and 
complete accounting to the County Treasurer of his acts and doings 
from the date of his appointment. The County Treasurer is ‘hereby 
required to convert all securities into cash with all convenient speed 
consistent with good judgment, and report to the Laurens County 
Delegation annually the progress he has made. This work shall be 
done by the Treasurer without extra compensation. Provided, That 
attorneys’ fee be allowed in foreclosures: Provided, further, That 
the treasurer is authorized and directed to proceed to sell all collat- 
eral pledged to the County and acquire legal title to the same, to 
the end that the same can be legally disposed of for the benefit of 
the County. 

§ 4. ‘That the Supervisor is hereby forbidden from making any 
debt or obligation for Laurens County not covered by the appropria- 
tion herein made and any obligation made by said Supervisor in 
excess of the levy and appropriation herein made shall not be a debt 
against Laurens County. 

§ 5. That the County Superintendent of Education is hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow not exceeding seventy (70%) 
per cent of taxes for school purposes estimated for the year 1933, 
for the purpose of paying salaries of teachers and other school pur- 
poses, to pledge a tax levy for school purposes and the State aid te 
be received under the 6-0-1 School Law for the year 1932, for the 
payment of the same. Provided, That the Trustees of the various 
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school districts are authorized and empowered to borrow money for 
school purposes as above provided upon obtaining the written per- 
mission of the County Board of Education.

§ 7. The official bond for the County Supervisor of Laurens 
County shall be Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, and no claim 
against Laurens County shall be paid until they have had the ap- 
proval in writing of the County Supervisor and both of the County 
Commissioners. The County Supervisor and the County Commis- 
sioners are hereby forbidden from using any of the money provided 
for in this Act in the payment for, or in purchasing any additional 
road machinery, or implements for road building, except small tools, 
without the written approval of the State. Senator from Laurens 
County and a majority of the members of the House of Represen- 
tatives from Laurens County. All expenditures in excess of the ap- 
propriation herein made, and not duly authorized by law, made by 
the County Supervisor and Board of County Commissioners for 
Laurens County shall not constitute a valid indebtedness against Lau- 
rens County, and all such contracts, shall be null and void. The offi- 
cial bond of the County Supervisor and County Commissioners shall 
be responsible for all unauthorized expenditures and contracts made 
by said officers, on behalf of Laurens County.

§ 9. In the event of a vacancy or a new recommendation, there 
shall be appointed and commissioned by the Governor, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Sheriff and the head official of the mills herein 
named, three Special Deputies to have the usual authority of Peace 
Officers, and shall be assigned to duty at Watts Mill, Lydia Mill and 
Joana Mill, as the Sheriff might designate, and shall be paid by the

(6%4%) per centum per annum, represented by three notes, one in

Section 1. Lee County Issue Notes to Retire Outstand- 
ing Notes——Pledge for Payment——May Levy to Pay.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The County Chairman as acting Supervisor and the County Treas- 
urer of Lee County are hereby authorized and directed to issue notes 
of Lee County for the purpose of retiring any outstanding notes of 
Lee County, with accrued interest, said notes as issued not to ex- 
ceed in the aggregate amount twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) 
dollars, The full faith and credit of Lee County and all uncollected 
taxes are hereby pledged for the due payment of said notes, and the 
Auditor and Treasurer are directed to levy and collect a general tax 
for such purpose if an amount sufficient is not collected from taxes 
now due.

§ 2. The various sums herein appropriated shall be used only 
for the purposes for which they are specifically appropriated and 
for no other: Provided, That transfers from one appropriation to 
another may be made only upon the written approval of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation. It shall be unlawful for any officer of said county 
to exceed any appropriation or to contract any obligation or indebt- 
edness in excess of any apporpiration herein provided for except 
upon the written authority of the Legislative Delegation of Mc- 
Cormick County and obligations incurred without said written au- 
thority shall not be binding upon McCormick County. Any officer 
violating the provisions of this Section may be removed from of- 
fice by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the Legislative 
Delegation, and his bond shall be liable for any expenditure or any 
debt incurred in excess of such appropriations should it be deter- 
mined that the County is liable therefor. 

§ 3. In anticipation of the collection of taxes for the fiscal 
year 1933, the County Supervisor and Treasurer of McCormick 
County are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow on a note 
or notes executed in the name of McCormick County by the County 
Supervisor and Treasurer thereof, the execution of which is to be 
approved by the County Attorney, whatever sum or sums of money 
may be necessary to meet the expenditures above provided for, and 
to pledge as security for the same the County Taxes for the said 
year. The said County Supervisor and Treasurer are empowered and 
authorized to borrow said sum or sums of money at the lowest rate 
obtainable and from any available source, with the consent of the 
Legislative Delegation. The South Carolina Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, if it has such funds available for such purpose, may make 
the aforesaid loan or loans to McCormick County upon such terms 
as may be agreed upon between said Commission and the County 
Treasurer of said County. The amount borrowed shall not in any 
event exceed all revenues to be received from the taxes and other 
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sources for the year 1933. The Treasurer shall require a depository 
bond or collateral security in a sufficient amount of any bank or 
banks receiving deposits of the county funds to safeguard such de- 
posits which security shall be approved by the County Delegation. 

§ 4. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and required 
to apply the sinking fund, applicable thereto, towards the retirement 
of Twelve Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars of Road Bonds to Mc- 
Cormick County becoming due in 1933, and also towards the pay- 
ment of interest becoming due on any Bonds of McCormick County 
in 1933, and if. said Sinking Fund is insufficient to retire said ma- 
turing Bonds and the interest becoming due on bonds of McCormick 
County in 1933, then the County ‘[reasurer is authorized and required 
to apply towards the payment of said bonds and interest becoming 
due on bonds of McCormick County in 1933, as may be necessary, 
any taxes which may be collected and not otherwise pledged. Should 
such application of such funds be insufficient to retire all of said 
bonds and the interest becoming due on said bonds of McCormick 
County in 1933, then the Treasurer and Supervisor of McCormick 
County are authorized and directed to borrow a sufficient amount to 
complete the full payment of said bonds and interest. The amount 
so borrowed shall be evidenced by a note or notes of the County to 
become due not later than one year from the date thereof, signed 
by the Treasurer and Supervisor of McCormick County, bearing in- 
terest at a rate not exceedinf six (6%) per cent. The County Treas- 
urer and Supervisor are hereby authorized to pledge the taxes 
levied by the Auditor of McCormick County for Sinking Fund pur- 
poses to take care of the payment of these said bonds and interest 
when such taxes are collected and available to secure the payment 
of the note or notes herein mentioned. 

§ 5. In the event the County Treasurer should find that the 
funds above designated are not sufficient to pay said bonds and in- 
terest on bonds, and he and the County Supervisor should further 
determine that they are unable to borrow on the notes aforesaid a 
sufficient amount to fully retire said bonds and pay the interest on 
bonds, then the funds available shall be applied toward the pay- 
ment of said bonds and interest due on bonds, and refunding serial 
bonds of McCormick County shall be issued by the. County Board 
of Commissioners and County Treasurer for the remainder due on 
said bonds. Said bonds shall draw interest at a rate not exceeding 
six (6%) per cent per annum, payable annually or semi-annually, 
and shall be payable one-tenth each year over a period of ten years, 
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the first being payable one year from the date of issue. Said bonds 
shall have coupons attached thereto representing the interest to be 
paid annually or semi-annually and both principal and interest shall 
be payable at the office of the County Treasurer or at some banking 
institution or trust company to be designated by the purchaser. The 
full faith, credit and taxing power of McCormick County is hereby 
pledged for the payment of said bonds. In the event said bonds are 
issued and sold the County Auditor shall annually levy a tax suf- 
ficient to meet the payment and the principal and interest of said 
bonds as it becomes due. ‘The funds collected by the County Treas- 
urer from said tax are hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment of 
said bonds and interest and shall be so held and applied by the 
County Treasurer. 


§ 6. The Supervisor shall publish monthly in a newspaper | 
published in the County an itemized statement of all expenditures 
for the previous month under the provisions hereof. The cost of 
the publication of such itemized statement shall be paid for out of 
the County funds not to exceed the sum above appropriated therefor, 
which statement shall be sworn to by the Supervisor, the original of 
which shall be filed with the Clerk of Court and be a public record. 
The County Board of Commissioners is hereby required to deliver 
to the County Treasurer at the conclusion of the year 1933, an 
itemized sworn statement of all unexpended balances from the var- 
ious items hereinabove appropriated, which statement shall be filed 
by the Treasurer with the Clerk of Court and become a public 
record. The County Supervisor is hereby required to keep a separate 
account of all funds expended from the various sums appropriated 
for County purposes and shall issue no warrant in excess of such 
appropriations. 


§ 7. That the payment of all funds by the County Board of 
Commissioners of McCormick County during the year 1932, at the 
request and upon the approval of the County Legislative Delegation, 
be, and the same hereby is, approved and ratified. 


§ 8. That the County Board of Commissioners shall issue its 
warrant for the payment of all past due approved unsecured claims 
against McCormick County as soon as funds are available with which 
to pay same and the County Treasurer is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to pay same out of any funds coming into his hands and avail- 
able for such purpose: Provided, That the taxes for County purposes 
for the-years 1931 to 1933, both inclusive, shall not be pledged for this 
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purpose until and unless all past and future pledge of such taxes 
have been first paid. 


§ 9. The Auditor and Treasurer are hereby authorized and 
required to levy and collect a sufficient tax, as provided by law to 
raise sufficient money to meet and pay the amounts appropriated by 
law for McCormick County for the year 1933. No money shall be 
spent otherwise than as herein specifically authorized, and none of 
the items shall be enlarged upon or construed as suggestive or di- 
rectory, but are mandatory. 


§ 10. No money shall be borrowed by the County or interest 
paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes suffi- 
cient to pay the same makes it necessary, and no note in excess of the 
sum provided by law shall be made by the County Commissioners, 
except upon the written authority of the County Legislative Dele- 
gation which shall be filed with the Clerk of Court. 

§ 11. That the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County be, and they are hereby authorized and empowered to ap- 
point a practicing attorney as County Attorney who shall be a resi- 
dent of McCormick County and who shall render legal advice to any 
County Officer of McCormick County when so requested by such 
officer regarding official matters pertaining to any duty of any of- 
ficer of McCormick County or as to the law pertaining to any matter 
connected with the administration of such office. 


§ 12. The County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to ap- 
point a practicing physician who shall be the County Physician and 
whose duties shall be to look after the health conditions of the 
County and attend any prisoner either on the chaingang ot in the 
County Jail of said County and make such recommendations as he 
might think proper for the safe-guarding of the health of the pris- 
oners or communities in said County. 


§ 13. That the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County are hereby declared to be the financial agents of said County 
and when any officer of the County desires new equipment, or sup- 
plies, or replacement, or extraordinary service in connection with 
his office, he shall file his request in writing with the said Board of 
‘Commissioners and obtain the consent of a majority of said Board 
before ordering or purchasing new equipment, or supplies, or re- 
placement, or extraordinary service, and no officer of the County 
shall have any authority to make contracts of purchase or other ob- 
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ligations in the name of the County, other than the authority now 
conferred by law. 

§ 14. Unless otherwise specifically authorized herein no Bill 
or claim against the County of McCormick shall be approved or paid 
unless the same is fully itemized and states, under oath, what it is 
for, giving the kind and quantity or thing or commodity it represents, 
in addition to the amount and time furnished and no person shall 
make oath to such itemized statement or claim for any other person. 

§ 15. No officer of McCormick County shall charge or col- 
lect any money for an expense account such as are herein provided. 
for. 

§ 16. That any officer or employee of the County of McCor- 
mick who disregards the provisions hereof shall be guilty of miscon- 
duct in office and subject to removal in addition to the punishment 
now provided by law. 

§ 17. For the year 1933, the Supervisor shall employ such 
help as necessary, other than that herein provided for, upon the ap- 
proval of the Delegation in the General Assembly. 

§ 18. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed.

§ 2. The appropriations made in this Act are intended to be 
the maximum amounts to be expended for the purposes specified, 
and the Board of County Highway Commissioners and all other 
officers of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be economi- 
cal in the expenditure of all public funds and to keep the expenses 
below the appropriations when practicable and consistent with public 
requirements. In no case shall the expenditure axceed the appropria- 
tions for any purpose: Provided, That out of the contingent fund 
of Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars herein approrpiated is to 
be paid all necessary expenses for which no specific appropriation 
‘was made herein and for unavoidable expenses in excess of the ap- 
propriation for any purpose. In no case shall more than ten (10%) 
per cent. of the contingent fund be used for any one purpose. The 
Supervisor, the County Highway Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer shall be liable in proportion to their salaries for any funds 
paid out in excess of the appropriations provided in this Act, and 
no officer, agent or employee of Marlboro County shall contract any 
debt for any purpose in excess of the appropriation for the specific 
purpose or for any purposes for which no specific approptiation is 
made without the authority of the Supervisor and the Board of 
County Highway Commissioners. Any officer, agent or employee shall 
be personally liable for any such debt contracted. 

§ 3. The Board of County Highway Commissioners and Treasurer 
of Marlboro County are hereby authorized to borrow such sum of 
money as may be necessary to pay and retire any notes that may! be 
outstanding. The said Board and Treasurer are also authorized and 
empowered to obtain new loans in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes for the year 1933 for the purpose of carrying on the business of 
. the County during the year 1933, and may pledge the 1933 taxes for 
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payment of said loan or loans: Provided, That the total amount of 
money borrowed in anticipation of and to be paid out of the 1933 taxes 
shall not exceed Thirty-five Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollars, But no 
loan shall be negotiated for more than the amount herein appropriated 
or levied. Before Negotiating any loan the Board of County Highway 
Commissioners shall advertise for at least two weeks in one or more 
newspapers for competitive bids, and shall obtain such loan or loans 
at such interest and upon such terms as may, in their judgment, be 
most advantageous to Marlboro County. Unless the rate of interest 
offered is so low that it is deemed advisable to borrow all of said 
money at one time, then the Board and Treasurer shall borrow in- 
stallments from time to time as the money may be needed. Provided, 
however, before any sums are borrowed under the provisions of 
this Section, the County Treasurer shall first borrow sufficient sums 
under the terms of Section 6 of this Act to meet all payments of 
interest and principal of bonds maturing by April 1, 1933. 


§ 4. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to confer 
with the Board of County Commissioners, and by joint conference 
decide what bank or banks shall be the depository for all county 
funds. 

§ 5. The County Auditor of Marlboro County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to make calculation of the amount of levy that 
will be necessary to raise the amount appropriated in this Act, first 
taking into account the probable income from other sources, which 
‘he is authorized to revise as conditions shall warrant at the time of 
the making of the levy. And he is authorized and directed to impose 
it due time such levy upon the property of the County, or other tax 
districts, as will raise the necessary sums of money. The purpose of 
this Section is to authorize a flexible levy so that the Auditor shall 
fix the levy at such rate as will raise the amount of money to be paid 
‘out under the appropriations herein duly made for the year 1933. 
The County Auditor is authorized and directed in his calculation of 
the amount of levy to take into consideration the maturing obliga- 
‘tions of Marlboro County of all kinds. He is furthermore authorized 
and directed, in computing the income from sources other than the 
-current levy,to compute the amount of probable revenue from delin- 
quent property taxes under the present laws, or such laws as may 
‘be subsequently enacted. 

§ 6. The County Auditor shall levy such tax as may be neces- 
sary to pay the interest on all County bonds and to retire any serial 
‘bonds that may become due during the year 1933. In anticipation of 
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the collection of said tax the County Treasurer may borrow any 
money necessary to pay such interest on bonds that may become due 
before said tax is collected. 

§ 7. The Sheriff of the County is hereby directed to so regu- 
late the movements and activities of the Rural Policemen that all 
sections of the County shall enjoy the protection of the law without 
favor and without neglect. 

§ 8. All funds arising or accruing to the credit of the County 
Board of Education or to the County Board of Education Fund from 
any source, including the portions of the three (3) mill and four 
(4) mill State School levies heretofore devoted to the use of the 
County. Board of Education shall be received and held by the County 
Treasurer in the general County funds; and from the general county 
funds the County Treasurer shall pay the appropriations made for 
the County Board of Education activities, viz: All of item 5 of 
Section 1 of this Act, only upon warrants or vouchers approved by 
a majority of the County Board of Education, and approved by a 
majority of the County Board of Commissioners as other County 
warrants or vouchers: Provided, That funds from State aid, Federal 
aid, or aid from private funds for a designated purpose, or desig- 
nated purposes, shall be applied to the purpose or purposes for which 
designated. 

§ 9. The County Board of Commissioners of Marlboro County 
are hereby declared to be the sole financial and purchasing agents: 
of Marlboro County; and when any officer, or board of the county, 
desires new equipment, or supplies, or replacement, or extraordinary 
service in connection with his or their office or desires that any ex- 
penditure to be made or expense be incurred in regard to his or their 
office, other than those specifically appropriated in this Act, or desires 
to make any purchase or incur any expense which would necessarily 
be paid out of a general fund, he shall file-his or their request in 
writing with the said County Board of Commissioners and shall 
obtain written conset of the said Board before ordering or purchasing 
such supplies, equipment, materials, or service, or incurring such 
expense. No office, officer, or board shall have any authority to make 
contracts of purchase or incur other obligations in the name of the 
County, except as authorized by law. No contracts made except as 
herein provided shall be valid to bind the County. 

§ 10. Whereas, the office of County Service Officer was created 
in 1930, at a minimum salary and expense, and has been continued 
‘on such an economical basis, and whereas, the work of the County 
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Service Officer has multiplied and increased beyond the original con- 
templation of the Act creating the office, requiring more attention 
and the handling of more cases and claims than was originally con- 
templated, partly om account of the increased appropriations of the 
Federal Government for World War Veterans, and the broadening 
of the application of the funds so appropriated to include not only 
the Veterans themselves but members of their families; and partly 
because of the activity of the Service Office in originating and dis- 
covering new claims, so that the office is handling an enormous vol- 
ume of correspondence and securing a very large amount monthly 
for the soldiers of Marlboro County and their families ; and whereas, 
the Service Officer needs additional filing equipment and supplies for 
preserving his records and maintaining them properly; now, there- 
fore, there is hereby appropriated from the contingent fund the 
amount of Thirty ($30.00) Dollars per month to the County Service 
Officer for the year 1933 for the purpose of providing the equipment 
and supplies above indicated, and for defraying the traveling ex- 
penses and other necessary expenses of his office: 


§ 11. The appropriation of Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dol- 
lars for the treatment in the Marlboro County General Hospital of 
deserving charity patients whose condition demands hospital treat- 
ment is made subject to the following conditions: That no deserving 
charity patient as above described shall be turned away as long as 
there are facilities and room in the hospital, that there shall be no 
charge for professional services to such patients, and no charge what- 
soever except the daily expense of Three and Eighty-One Hun- 
dredths ($3.80) Dollars per patient: Provided, That the funds shall 
be available for the use of the Marlboro County General Hospital 
only upon itemized statements of actual days spent in the hospital 
by charity patients, signed by each patient individually and certified 
by the Hospital management, said statement being presented to the 
Board of County Commissioners at their regular monthly meeting. 
The Duke Foundation payment for charity work of One ($1.00) 
Dollar per day is to be deducted from the amount of Three and Eight 
One-Hundredths ($3.80) Dollars, leaving Two and Eight One-Hun- 
dredths ($2.80) Dollars per charity patient to be paid by the County. 
These conditions and provisions are to be interpreted and enforced 
as meaning that when the Duke Endowment gives one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar for charity work, the County will give Two and Eighty-one Hun- 
dredths ($2.80) Dollars, not to exceed in total amount the sum of 
Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars for the year 1933. County 
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funds shall be available only to match in this way funds coming from 
the Duke Foundation for charity beds, and shall be paid only in 
cases approved as charity cases by the Duke Foundation. The Board 
of County Commissioners are authorized and directed to prepare and 
have printed for use by the patients and Hospital management forms 
and blanks for making the above mentioned certified statements: 
Provided, further, That the charity patients herein referred to must 
be citizens of Marlboro County. 

§ 12. The appropriation of One Thousand, Eight Hundred 
($1,800.00) Dollars for surgical fees in charity cases in the Marl- 
boro County General Hospital is to be expended on the following 
conditions: That the funds shall be available and be paid to the 
surgeon performing each charity operation only upon itemized state- 
ment signed by the Hospital Board and the patient individually, said 
statement being presented,to the Board of County Commissioners 
at their regular monthly meeting and certified that said operation 
was a charity operation and that the surgeon performing it had re- 
ceived and will receive no further compenation for same. The County 
Board of Commissioners, upon examination of such statement shall 
pay to the surgeon performing each operation the sum of Ten 
($10.00) Dollars until the amount herein appropriated is exhausted 
and thereafter no payment shall be made, contracted for, or expected. 
All charity operations herein referred to must be major operations 
and must be upon citizens of Marlboro County. 

§ 13. The appropriation of Twenty-seven Hundred ($2,700- 
.00) Dollars herein made for jail expenses is to be paid for necessary 
disinfectants, supplies and repairs and for feeding of prisoners, the 
Sheriff to be allowed thirty-five (35¢) cents per day for feeding 
‘prisoners, but no payment beyond the total sum of Twenty-seven 
Hundred ($2,700.00) Dollars is to be made. The Sheriff of Marlboro 
County is authorized to expend a sufficient amount for the appro- 
priation made for the jail for purpose of repairs. 

§ 14. The janitor at the Court House shall be hird by the 
Supervisor, 

§ 15. If at any time during the year 1933 it shall appear to 
the County Commissioners that the appropriations herein made will 
be beyond the revenue for the year, and that a deficit is likely to 
result, or that, because of the general business conditions, the col- 
Jection of taxes will be unduly slow or that the best interests of the 
County demands it, the County Commissioners are empowered to 
reduce any amount or amounts appropriated in this Act to such a 
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point as their judgment dictates to be wise; such action may be 

taken by the Delegation in a meeting of the Delegation, and shall be 

cominunicated, in writing to the Treasurer of Marlboro County who 

shall put into effect such deductions as may be ordered by the Dele- 
' gation. 

§ 16. The County Commissioners shall receive as pay for their 
services the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars for each day actually en- 
gaged on official duty and mileage at the rate of Five ($0.05) cents 
per mile actually traveled. All to be paid from the contingent fund. 


§ 17. From and after the passage of this Act, no commutation 
road tax shall be levied or collected in Marlboro County, and all Acts 
or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Section are hereby repealed 
insofar as they affect Marlboro County. 


_§ 18. That the boards of school trustees of the school districts 
in Marlboro County are hereby authorized and empowered, in their 
discretion, to reduce or abolish any special district levies for school 
purposes in their respective school districts, Upon the determination 
of any Board to reduce or abolish any such levy, it shall be the duty 
of such board to notify the Auditor and the Superintendent of Edu- 
cation of such county of its action in the matter; and thereafter any 
such levy shall be reduced or abolished, as the case mat be. It is 
especially declared that the boards of school trustees shall not have 
the power to increase any such levies, but their power in the matter is 
only as specifically herein conferred. 


§ 19. The County Supervisor of Marlboro County is hereby | 
authorized and empowered to purchase three (3) trucks at a cost 
not to exceed Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, and the County 
Supervisor and the Treasurer of Marlboro County are authorized 
and empowered to execute and deliver in payment therefor the note 
or notes of Marlboro County in an aggregate amount not to exceed 
Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, bearing interest at a rate not to 
exceed six (6) per cent., secured by a pledge of the 1933 property 
tax, maturing at a date subsequent to the maturity of the General 
County loan or loans, but not a date later than one year from the 
date of execution, said notes to be valid and binding obligations of 
Marlboro County. Provided, however, That no authority hereabout 
is granted except and until all the members of the Marlboro County 
Delegation authorize in writing the purchase of this section set out, 
and deliver signed copies of such authorization to both the county 
supervisor and county treasurer. 
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§ 20. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 21. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Supervisor and the Coun- 
ty Treasurer of Marlboro County to Borrow a Sum of 
Money Not Exceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) 
Dollars for the Purpose of Paying Past Indebtedness 
and to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Marlboro County May Borrow to Pay Past 
Indebtedness.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Supervisor and County Treas- 
urer of Marlboro County are hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow a sum of money not exceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) 
Dollars at a rate of interest not exceeding six (6%) per cent per 
annum for the purpose of paying past indebtedness of Marlboro 
County. The loan shall be evidenced by a note, or notes, to be exe- 
cuted by the said County Supervisor and County Treasurer of Marl- 
boro County. 


§ 2. Payment.—In order to provide for the payment of the 
loan, plus interest thereon, the County Treasurer of Marlboro County 
shall, on or before the first day of April 1934, pay all interest due 
on the entire loan and one-fifth (1/5) of the principal sum thereof 
and shali make similar payments on or before the same date of each 
succeeding year until the entire loan with interest is retired in full. 
The County Supervisor and the County Treasurer of Marlboro 
County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to make the 
annual payments on interest and principal as provided in this, Sec- 
tion from the annual revenue of Marlboro County and are hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to irrevocably pledge a suffi- 
cient amount of the annual revenue of Marlboro County to make the 
annual payments provided for in this Section, and until paid in full 
this loan shall constitute a preferred and prior lien against all of the 
annual revenue of Marlboro County.

tor, Magistrates, for the County Home, chain gang, roads and ‘bridges, 
and for every other purpose, which ac ‘ertisement shall set forth 
the article and approximately the amouni thereof to be purchased, 
and the contract of purchase shall be awarded to the lowest respon- 
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sible bidder for a period of three months, Provided, however, in case 
of emergency, the Board of Commissioners may make purchases for 
the County where the cost thereof does not exceed fifty ($50.00) 
dollars, and for such purpose a majority of the Board of Commis- 
sioners shall certify on the claim therefor the necessity thereof : Pro- 
vided, further, In case of emergency and advertisement as herein- 
above provided may be inserted at any time, but all contracts for the 
purchase of supplies shall be in accordance with the provisions of 
this section, and no bill, account or claim of any kind whatever against 
the County shall be paid unless previously contracted for by such 
competition, or by the Board of Commissioners in case of certified 
emergency. No supplies shall be bought or expenses incurred by any 
County Officer or employee except by the consent of the Board of 
Commissioners, unless otherwise provided by law. The Board of 
Commissioners shall have the right to reject any and all bids, pro- 
vided, however, that the County Superintendent of Education shall 
be designated as purchasing agent for all office supplies for his said 
office and for all school supplies of every nature and description for 
the County. 


§ 4. The Head Bailiff of the Court and the Court Crier, each 
shall receive three ($3.00) dollars per day and other Bailiffs two and 
50/100 ($2.50) dollars per day for each days service for the fiscal 
year 1933. 

§ 5. The Sheriff and Special Deputies to Sheriffs shall be 
allowed railroad fare, bus fare and automobile expenses, if necessary, 
and actual expenses while traveling without the County in the dis- 
charge of their official duties: Provided, that this be paid from Mis- 
cellaneous Contingent Fund. 

§ 6. The Board of Commissioners are hereby authorized to 
allow the Sheriff thirty (30¢} cents per prisoner per diem for dieting. 

§ 7. All salaries herein provided shall be for the fiscal year 
1933, and shall be paid monthly. 

§ 8 The Judge of Probate of Newberry County, who is to 
discharge the duties of Master in and for the said County, shall re- 
ceive a compensation for his services both as Probate Judge and 
Master, such fees, charges, compensation, commissions and costs al- 
lowed to said Probate Judge and Master prior to the time when a 
salary for said Probate Judge in lieu of commissions, costs and fees 
were fixed by the General Assembly. The said Probate Judge is, and 
shall not be required to pay over to the County Treasurer any monies 
received by him as fees, costs, charges and compensation for the year 
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1933, but all stich monies shall be retained by him for his services. 
In the event that any such monies have been paid over by the Pro- 
bate Judge to the County Treasurer, the same shall be refunded to 
the Probate Judge by the Treasurer. In addition to the fees and costs 
herein allowed to the said Probate Judge for his services, beginning 
January Ist, 1933, the said Probate Judge shall be entitled to retain 
and hold one-half of the marriage license fees: the other half shail 
be paid, monthly, over to the County Treasurer. The fees for mar- 
riage license in Newberry County shall be one and 50/100 ($1.50) - 
dollars. 

§ 9. That all revenue and income accruing to the County of 
Newberry in 1933 from other sources than from the taxes herein 
provided shall be used for meeting the appropriation herein made. 

§ 10. The County Auditor is hereby authorized, empowered 
directed and required to levy upon all of the taxable property in the 
County of Newberry for the year beginning January Ist, 1933 a 
sufficient tax levy to raise, a sufficient sum of money to pay interest 
on the County indebtedness and all appropriations made herein, in- 
clusively. 

§ 11. That in addition to the levy hereinabove provided for, 
the special tax of one (1) mill is hereby levied on all taxable prop- 
erty in the County of Newberry for the fiscal year beginning Janu- 
ary Ist, 1933, the amount produced by said levy to be used exclu- 
sively for the maintenance and upkeep of the roads, bridges and 
ferries of said County. 

§ 12. In anticipation of the collection of County taxes for the 
year 1933, the County Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to borrow for ordinary County purposes and 
road maintenance a sum not to exceed Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) 
dollars, at a rate of interest not exceeding six (6%) per cent per 
annum, and shall give their official note or notes therefor, provided 
that Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars shall be borrowed upon 
the approval of this Act, if so much be necessary; Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars on or about May 1st, if so much be necessary ; 
and Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars on or about July Ist, if 
so much be necessary; and Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars on 
or about September lst, if so much be necessary. Said amounts so 
borrowed shall be used respectively for the current expenses and 
road maintenance purposes only for the fiscal year, beginning Janu- 
ary 1, 1933, in the same manner as the taxes herein authorized to be 
used. The tax levy for ordinary County purposes for the fiscal year 
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1933, and the special levy for road maintenance herein levied shall 
stand pledged for the payment of the said note or notes. 

§ 13. A special levy of one-half (14) of a mill for the year 
beginning January 1, 1933 is hereby levied and directed to be col- 
lected on all real and personal property of Newberry County returned 
for taxation for the exclusive purpose of creating a fund for the 
Newberry County Board of Education: Provided, That the revenue 
obtained by said levy shall be expended for insuring certain County 
school buildings and equipment; also for refunding certain school 
balances pro rately and to pay incidentals not to exceed an amount 
of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars. 

§ 14. A special levy of one-fourth (14) of a mill for the year 
beginning January Ist, 1933, is hereby levied and directed to be col- 
lected on all real and personal property of Newberry County re- 
turned for taxation for the exclusive purpose of creating a fund 
for the Newberry County Hospital: Provided, That the revenue 
obtained by said levy shall be expended for charity patients at the 
said Newberry County Hospital. 

§ 15. For the purpose of assisting in the enforcement of law 
and order in District No. 1, Whitmire, and the vicinity thereof, which 
at present is impossible because the officers of Union County have 
no authority to go into Newberry County, and the officers of New- 
berry County have no authority to go into Union County in the dis- 
charge of their respective official duties, in the event the Governor 
of the State shall appoint and commission the Magistrate’s Constable 
appointed by the Magistrate at Whitmire as State Constable an office 
of the State to aid in the enforcement of law and order in the vicinity 
mentioned, and in the event the said officer has conferred upon him 
proper authority to enforce the law of the State in the two Counties 
mentioned, which said Constable or office is to be appointed by the 
Magistrate of District No. 1 at Whitmire, S. C., and said Constable 
shall be under the supervision of the Magistrate of District No. 1 
at all times. The Board of Commissioners are hereby authorized and 
empowered and directed to pay out of the Miscellaneous Contingent 
Fund the sum of not exceeding Three Hundred Sixty ($360.00) 
Dollars to help pay the salary and expenses of such State Constable 
or officer so appointed by the Governor, the amount to be paid for 
said purpose to be fixed by the Legislative Delegation of Newberry 
County, but not to exceed the sum herein appropriated, the said 
sum to be paid the said State Constable or officer in monthly install- 
ments; Provided, That payments shall be discontinued by said Board 
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of Commissioners at any time when notice to said Commissioners to 
discontinue the same is given by the majority of the Legislative Dele- 
gation of Newberry County. The said officer is to peform the duties 
of Magistrate’s Constable for District No. 1, and shall receive the 
salary provided for such Constable, and in the event that the powers 
and duties conferred upon him as a State Constable are taken from 
him by the Board of Commissioners as above provided, then such 
officer or some other person named in his stead shall continue to hold 
and discharge the duties of Magistrate’s Constable for District No. 1, 
and receive only the salary provided therefor. 

§ 16. That County Board of Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to pay from the Miscellaneous 
Contingent Fund hereinabove provided for any and all claims against 
the County, payment of which is barred because of failure of the 
holders thereof to present the same heretofore in due time when 
it appears to said Commissioners that said claims are just and proper 
claims against the County; Provided, That the amount so used, as 
directed herein, shall not exceed the sum of One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars. 

§ 17. That the Supervisor and County Treasurer shall adver- 
tise in two issues of the County papers and one issue of a daily 
paper before placing any loan herein authorized requesting bids for 
the interest on said loan or loans, and interest on said loan or loans 
shall not exceed six (6%) per cent per annum. 

§ 18. That the County Treasurer is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to pay to the Carlisle Courtney Home the 
necessary maintenance charges for such children of Newberry County 
as may be inmates of said Home. That the sum of Five Hundred 
Forty ($540.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated for said purpose if 
so much be necessary. 

§ 19. That the County Auditor of Newberry County is hereby 
authorized and directed, upon the request of the County Superin- 
tendent of Education, to make a sufficient levy upon all the property 
of the County to insure the compliance of the County as a unit for 
the administration of the existing law, providing for the term or 
terms as now provided by law or any excess time thereof, and it 
shall be the duty of the County Superintendent of Education to 
demand and receive from the principal or superintendent of every 
school in said County, along with the annual report and budget of 
teachers’ salaries in his school according to the State schedule or 
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any other information deemed advisable in making County salary 
and operating budget for the ensuing year. 

§ 20. In addition to the funds appropriated for specific pur- 
poses as above set forth, there is hereby appropriated the sum of Thir- 

. teen Hundred and Twenty ($1320.00) Dollars, if so much be neces- 
sary, which shall be expended to provide Newberry County with a 
dairy expert. This money shall be paid out of the Miscellaneous Con- 
tingent Fund of Newberry County. 

§ 21. That the sum of Sixteen and 50/100 ($16.50) Dollars 
per month is hereby appropriated for fuel and stenographic services 
for County Agents, the same to be paid from the Miscellaneous Con- 
tingent Fund, and to be paid directly to the Newberry Chamber of 
Commerce. 

§ 22. The Newberry County Delegation in the General As- 
sembly are hereby vested with full power and authority to order an 
audit during the year 1933 of any or all departments of the County, 
and the sum of Three Hundred and Fifty ($350.00) Dollars is hereby 
appropriated for said purpose, the same to be paid from the Miscel- 
laneous Contingent Fund of Newberry County; Provided, That this 
amount is not sufficient, it shall be supplemented by funds not other- 
wise appropriated. 

§ 23. That in the event there are discovered mistakes in this 
Act, or it becomes necessary to make corrections, or to authorize 
transfers of balances from one Item herein to another, or to provide 
for monies or things not otherwise provided for in this Act, the same 
may be corrected, authorized for upon the unanimous written ap- 
proval of the Legislative Delegation from Newberry County, and a 
copy shall be kept on file at the office of Clerk of Board of Com- 
missioners, 

§ 24, The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to credit 
the several school districts within the County such amounts as collected 
from a millage upon the property of the respective school districts, 
which levy is prescribed by terms of Act 413 of 1925, and which 
amounts have not been credited to the several school districts, pro- 
vided said amounts shall be determined by the Auditor, Treasurer 
and County Superintendent of Education, provided that same has 
not been already done. 

§ 24-A. “The County Board of Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to pay from the contingent fund the sum 
of $75.00 to Hartford School District for certain dog taxes collected 
for which credit was not given.” 
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§ 24-B. “The County Board of Commissioners are hereby di- 
tected to pay out of the contingent fund for Newberry County the 
sum of $100.00 erroneously paid to Newberry County for the year 
1932 by J. W. Bodie as a pool room license, and to Fred Bodie the 
sum of $200.00 paid to Newberry County as pool room license for . 
the years 1931 and 1932 same to be paid by the County Board of 
Commissioners and the said sums being hereby appropriated to be 
refunded to the said parties herein mentioned.”

§ 26. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 27. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

§ 2. That transfers from one item to another may be made only 
upon the written approval of the majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion, and said Legislative Delegation, or a majority thereof, Shall 
have power and authority to provide for and add to the appropria- 
tions herein made, any sum sufficient to take care of any deficit 
which may prove to exist from the maintenance of the cost of the 
County Government during the years 1932 and 1933. 

§ 3. That it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the County Board

§ 5. That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable property 
of the County three (3) mills to be used for the purpose of paying 
the expenses of the schools for the one month as required under the 
6-0-1 Law. And in addition to the above there is hereby levied three- 
fourths (34) mills upon all the taxable property of the County for 
the purpose of paying the salaries of all high school teachers in the 
County for a period of one (1) additional month at the State Sched- 
ule. Provided, however, that-if the State pays the teachers of the 
_ grammar school for the seventh month and high school for the 
eighth month, then the three-fourths (34) of a mill shall not be as- 
sessed or collected, and the three (3) mills shall remain in the bill 
and be distributed to the trustees of each district in proportion to 
enrollment in the County to be used by them for incidentals and 
other necessary expenses in running the schools.

AN ACT to Create and Establish a Waterworks and Fire 
Department and/or Sewerage District in Pickens Coun- 
ty to be Known as “South Calhoun District” and to 
Define its Powers and Authority, and to Provide for 
the Government Thereof, and for the Issuance of Bonds 
or Other Evidence of Indebtedness to Provide Funds 
for Purchasing, Constructing and/or Establishing a 
System of Waterworks and Fire Department and/or 
Sewer and Sewerage Disposal for the Convenience and 
Protection of Health and Property of Residents in Said 
District, and the Maintenance of Proper Sanitary Con- 
ditions Thereon; and to Provide for an Election to be 
Had Relative to the Issuance of Bonds or Other Evi- 
dence of Indebtedness, to Finance Such Waterworks 
and Fire Department and/or Sewerage System. 


Section 1. South Calhoun District, Pickens County— 
Established—Area.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby created and es- 
tablished in Pickens County a waterworks, fire department and 
sewerage district to be known as “South Calhoun District” with such 
duties, powers and authority as herein provided and conferred, and 
which shall be a body politic and corporate and be subject to the 
rules, regulations and provisions hereinafter contained, and shall ‘in- 
clude and be comprised of the territory in Pickens County embraced 
within the following description, all of which is within the town 
limits of the Town of Calhoun, to-wit: Beginning at the southeast 
corner of a lot belonging to Jean B. Sloan, said lot being west of 
the Clemson College Veterinary Hospital and adjoining the property 
of Clemson College, the line of the North Clemson Ward of the in- 
corporated town of Calhoun, S. C. runs thence along the Clemson 
College line to the Calhoun Road, thence along the Calhoun Road 
to the Greenville-Seneca Highway, and thence along that Highway 
‘in a westerly direction to the point where the town line of Calhoun 
intersects said Highway, thence along said town line to a point where 
it intersects the waters of the Sloan Creek, where the town line in- 
tersects said Sloan Creek, from this point up the Sloan Creek to a 
point one-half mile on the eastern side of the bridge on the Calhoun 
Road where it crosses the said creek, and from thence in a southerly 
direction back to the beginning point aforesaid. 
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§ 2. Commissioners—Appointment--Term—Compensa- 
tion.—The district shall be governed by a Commission composed of 
three (3) members, all of whom shall be residents of the district and 
who shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation 
of the Town Council of Calhoun, South Carolina, who shall hold of- 
fice for a period of two (2) years. The compensation of the mem- 
bers of said Commission shall be, for all services to be rendered, a 
monthly salary of One ($1.00) Dollar payable to each Commissioner. 
Upon their appointment the Commissioners shall organize by electing 
one of their number as chairman and one of their number as secre- 
tary; they shali adopt an official seal and procure office quarters 
within the town of Calhoun where all formal meetings shall be held 
and all records kept. 

§ 3. Powers and Duties.—The Commission shall have power 
to purchase, establish, extend, enlarge, maintain and/or operate a 
system of waterworks and fire department, and/or sewerage, sewer 
lines and/or sewer mains and to purchase, construct, operate and/or 
maintain a plant or plants proper and adequate to treat and dispose 
cf the sewerage in the district ; purchase, lease and/or hold real es- 
tate, easements, water, water rights and property rights reasonably 
necessary in their judgment for carrying out the purposes of this 
Act, so that ultimately the district may be adequately served by a 
system of waterworks and fire department and/or sewers and/or 
sewerage disposal efficiently and economically operated; they shall 
have power, and it shall be their duty, to make any and all regula- 
tions which they consider necessary to the construction, establish- 
ment, maintenance and proper operation in said district a system of 
water works and fire department and/or system of sewer and sewer- 
age disposal and generally to do all things proper and necessary to 
’ establish and maintain such systems. 

§ 4. Condemn Property—Procedure.—The Commission 
shall have the power to condemn for the purposes of this Act lands, 
easements, water rights, property rights, sewer systems, lines and 
mains, in all cases where any of these things are reasonably required 
for carrying out this Act, and cannot be obtained by contract from 
the owner or owners, which the Commission is willing to make; the 
right of condemnation to be exercised in the same manner as pre- 
scribed for the condemnation of rights of ways by counties under 
Section 2907, Vol. ITI, Code of Laws for South Carolina, 1922. . 

§ 5. Keep Records of Proceedings and Projects—Annual 
Audit—Award Contracts.—The Commission shall keep a perma- 
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nent record of its proceedings, which shall be at all times accessible 
to the public, and also of all contracts made by it, and an accurate 
map and plan of the work done and projected, and shall keep proper 
books showing in detail all moneys received and disbursed by it; the 
books shall be audited annually by the official auditor of Pickens 
County or by such other person and at such other time as the council 
of the town of Calhoun may direct. The Commission shall advertise 
for bids for at least thirty days in one or more newspapers published 
in Pickens County on contracts for work to be done and materials to 
be furnished, and shall have the right to reject any and all bids and 
to enter contracts with the lowest responsible bidders. 

§ 6. When May Issue Bonds—Bonds.—The Commission 
is hereby authorized and empowered (upon the result favorably 
thereto of the election hereinbelow ordered to be noticed and held) 
to issue and sell bonds or other evidence of indebtedness of the said 
district in a sum not exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars 
or to borrow a like sum or evidences of indebtedness, the proceeds 
of which shall be used by the said Commission for establishing, con- 
structing, extending, enlarging, operating and maintaining water- 
works systems, fire departments and/or sewer systems and lines and 
proper treatment or disposal plants in said district and necessary 
water lines, The said bonds or other evidences of indebtedness shall 
be of such denomination and maturities as said Commission may deem 
advisable and shall bear interest not to exceed five (5%) per cent. 
per annum payable annually or semi-annually as said Commission 
may determine and shall be executed in such manner, contain such 
other terms and conditions not inconsistent herewith as said Com- 
mission may deem advisable. The said bonds or other evidence of in- 
debtedness and sold, or pledged for repayment of borrowed money, 
from time to time and in such amounts as the commissioners may de- 
termine. In case of sale, the sales shall be made to the highest bidder 
for cash after such advertisement as the Commission shall deem 
proper. The Commission shall have the right to reject any and all 
bids as their discretion may dictate. 

§ 7. Payment of Bonds.—Until the principal and interest of 
all bonds, or other evidence of indebtedness, issued under this Act 
shall be fully paid, there shall be levied annually on all taxable prop- 
erty in “South Calhoun District” a tax sufficient to pay such interest 
as it becomes due, and to provide a sinking fund sufficient to pay the 
principal at the date or dates of its maturity. The said annual tax 
shall be levied and collected by the same officers and in the same 
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manner as is provided for the levy and collection of taxes for County 
purposes in Pickens County. The money so collected shall be ap- 
plied by or under the discretion of the County Treasurer to the pay- 
ment of principal and interest of the said bonds as they respectively 
mature, and pending such application shall be deposited or invested 
by, or under the direction of, the South Calhoun District Commis- 
sion, and the County Treasurer. 


§ 8. Proceeeds from Bonds—Custody—Disbursement. 
-—The proceeds of the sale of the bonds, or other evidence of in- 
debtedness shall be kept by the County Treasurer as a separate fund 
and shall be paid out only upon orders or warrants of the South 
Calhoun District Commission for the purposes specified in this Act. 

§ 9. Election on Issuance of Bonds.—The South Calhoun 
District Commission shall, on a date to be fixed by it, not more than 
six months after the adoption of this Act, hold a special election in 
said District, at which there shall be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors in the District the question of issuing bonds or other evidence 
of indebtedness of said District under the provisions of this Act. 
Said election shall be conducted by the Commission, who shall give 
notice thereof by publication once in each week for three successive 
weeks prior thereto, in a newspaper published in Pickens County, 
stating the time for the holding of the election and the question to 
be submitted thereat; the Commission shall provide a box and ap- 
point managers at each polling precinct in said District and shall 
cause to be printed and distributed a sufficient number of ballots to 
be used in voting in said election. The managers of election at each 
precinct shall count the ballots and forthwith return the result to- 
gether with the original ballots and tally sheets to the Commission, 
who shall declare the result. If it shall be determined by the Com- 
mission that a majority of the votes in said election have been cast 
in favor of the issuance of said bonds, the bonds may be issued as 
herein provided; but, if it is determined that a majority of the bal- 
lots cast is against the issuance of bonds, they shall not be issued. 
The validity of said election and the correctness of the declaration 
of the result thereof shall not be questioned except in a suit, action 
or proceeding commenced in any court of competent jurisdiction 
within twenty days after the declaration of the result thereof. 

§ 10. Enter Lands to Inspect and Repair Systems— 
Rules and Regulations.— The Commission shall at all reasonable 
times, with their agents and employees have the right to enter upon 
the lands whereunder the waterworks system and/or sewerage sys- 
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tem may be laid for the purpose of proper insepction and keeping in 
repair of same; they shall have the right to make rules and regula- 
tions to protect such systems and to insure an effective and unin- 
terrupted uniform operation thereof. 


§ II. Effect of Election Unfavorable to Issuing Bonds.— 
That in the event a majority of the votes at said election shall be 
voted against the issuance of the said bonds, then the offices of the 
members of said Board shall on the sixtieth day after said election 
terminate and thereupon said Board shall become abolished and all 
powers of same shall cease; and in stich event all records, files, 
papers, etc. of said Board shall be turned over and delivered to the 
Town Council of Calhoun. 


§ 12. Running Expenses—Payment—Deficits.— That the 
current running expenses of the commission in supplying the resi- 
dents of said district with water and/or sewerage and in keeping the 
waterworks system and/or sewerage system in the proper condition 
and repair shall be borne by those served by such system or systems 
and such shall be collected upon such terms and conditions and in 
such manner as said Board may deem best. That in the event the 
operation and running expenses of said system or systems shall ex- 
ceed the amounts received from the residents of the district served 
by such system or systems, then such deficit may be collected by the 
commission from the property owners of the district by the levying 
of a tax on all taxable property in the district sufficient to pay such 
deficit. Such tax shall be levied and collected in the same manner :as 
provided for taxes in Section 7 herein to pay the principal and in- 
terest on bonds issued. 


§ 13. Definitions.—Wherever the words “commission” or 
“district” are used in this Act they shall be deemed to refer to 
“South Calhoun District Commission” and “South Calhoun District” 
respectively.

The one and one-half (134) mills is to 
be used, if so much be necessary, by the Columbia Hospital of 
Richland County for the treatment of charity patients, both white 
and colored. Salary of the internes and of the house physician shall 
be taken from the appropriation: Provided, That said hospital shall 
cooperate with the State Board of Health, and work in conjunction 
with the County Doctors: Provided, That no charity patient shall 
be admitted to the hospital unless investigated and admitted as per 
regulations adopted by the Board of Trustees of the Hospital.

for shall be made payable direct to said Clerk or Deputy. The 
head of any office shall furnish the County Treasurer with a list of

§ 2. That the County officials of Saluda County are hereby di- 
rected to collect the fees as are allowed them by law as a part of 
their salaries. 

§ 3. That, in anticipation of the collection of the 1933 taxes, 
the County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized to borrow 
an amount sufficient to meet the expenses of the County Government 
as herein provided for, and also an amount to work the roads and 
build bridges as above provided for and to operate the tractors and 
scrapers provided for, and to pledge the taxes of 1933 and the cum- 
mutation road tax for 1933 in payment therefor.

AN ACT to Provide a Jail Commission for Saluda County 
and to Authorize the County Board of Commissioners 
of Said County to Borrow Not Exceeding Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose of Erecting 
a Jail for Said County. 


Section 1. Jail Commission for Saluda County—Mem- 
bers—Appointment—Duties—Pay.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There is hereby cre- 
ated a Jail Commission for Saluda County to be composed of five 
(5) members who shall be appointed by the Governor upon the 
recommendation of the Legislative Delegation from said County, to 
serve until it has discharged the duties imposed under the terms of 
this Act, The duty of the said Commission shall be to erect and 
equip with suitable facilities a jail for Saluda County, and to pur- 
chase as far as practicable all material for said building locally, and 
said Commission shall use local labor for the erection of said build- 
ing, and to that end they are authorized and empowered to expend 
therefor not exceeding the sum of money herein authorized to be 
borrowed for that purpose by the County Board of Commissioners 
of said County.

AN ACT to Authorize Spartanburg County to Issue Fund- 
ing and Refunding Bonds for the Payment of Principal 
and Interest of Outstanding Bonds, and to Provide for 
a Tax to Pay the Principal and Interest of Such Fund- 
ing and Refunding Bonds. 


- Section 1. Spartanburg County May Issue Bonds to Re- 
tire Outstanding Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The County Board of Spartanburg 
County is hereby authorized to issue funding or refunding bonds 
of Spartanburg County in an aggregate principal amount not ex- 
ceeding Seven Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars, the proceeds 
of which shall be used by said County Board for the purpose of 
paying the principal and interest of any outstanding bonds here- 
tofore issued by said county, as such principal and interest may be- 
come due. 


§ 2. Bonds.—That said bonds shall be of the denominations 
of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars and/or One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars each. They shall bear interest from their date at 
a rate of not exceeding five and one-half (514%) per centum per 
annum, payable semi-annually. Said bonds may be issued either all 
at one time or from time to time in separate issues, and each issue 
of said bonds shall mature in annual series of installments of one 
or more bonds each, the first of which series or installments shall 
be due and payable not more than one year after date of the bonds 
and the last not more than twenty years after such date, Such an- 
nual series or installments may be equal or unequal in amount, but 
none shall be greater than twice the amount of any previously ma- 
turing series or installments. The principal and interest of the bonds 
may be made payable within or without the State of South Caro- 
lina, and in such medium of payment as may be indicated on the 
face of the bonds. The bonds shall be issued as coupon bonds, pay- 
able to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder of 
having them registered as to principal on the books of the County 
Treasurer, and the principal thus made payable to the registered 
holder (unless the last registered transfer shall be to bearer) upon 
such conditions as the County Board of Spartanburg County may 
prescribe. The bonds shall be signed by the members of said County 
Board, or majority thereof, and countersigned by the Clerk of Court 
of Spartanburg County, and the seal of Spartanburg Covnty shall 
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be affixed to or impressed on each bond; but the coupons of said 
bonds need not be authenticated. otherwise than by a facsimile signa- 
ture of the County Treasurer.

§ 18. The County Government of Union County shall be ad- 
ministered by the Supervisor and members of the Advisory Board. 
The term of office of the Supervisor shall be four (4) years from 
the date of his qualification for the office and, in the event of a 
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vacancy, his successor shall be elected and in the inter-regnum one 
of the members of the Advisory Board may be named as the Super- 
visor pro-tempore, and as such act and fill the office until the vacancy 
is legally filled. The term of office of members of the Advisory Board 
shall be two years and a vacancy in the membership of said Board 
shall be filled by a majority of the Union County Delegation in the 
General Assembly. The salaries or pay for each shall be fixed each 
year in the Union County Supply Bill and so remain until changed 
by law. 


§ 19. The Supervisor and Advisory Board shall constitute the 
Governing Board for the transaction of all business for the County ; 
and shall be organized into a working body, with the Supervisor as 
Chairman and one of the members of the Advisory Board as Secre- 
tary. All matters coming before said Board shall be decided by a 
majority vote. In the event of a tie vote the Chairman, may vote 
and break the tie. The County Bookkeeper shall attend each meetirig, 
keep the minutes thereof, in the “Minutes Book”, read the same for 
approval, disapproval or correction before adjournment, and have 
the same signed by the Chairman and attested by the Secretary. In 
the event of the Secretary, or Supervisor or Bookkeeper being absent 
an officer pro tem to fill his place at the meeting shall be named for 
the meeting. 


§ 20. The said Governing Board shall elect : 

(a) The Captain of the Chaingang 

(b) The Superintendent of the County Home 

(c) The Mechanic for the upkeep of Machinery 

(d) The County Physician or Physicians 

(e) The Attorney or Attorneys for the County, and shall 

(f) Purchase all County Supplies 

(g) Make and promulgate Rules and Regulations for the Govern- 
ment of the County Home, the Convicts, their treatment, the conduct 
of all employees and have the right to discharge any for the wilful 
violation of the same. The said Board shall fill said Offices and 
places herein named at its last meeting in May and the officer elected 
shall begin serving on June Ist, 1933, and each term shall be for 
two (2) years, Provided, The pay or salary of the County Physician 
or Physicians shall not exceed Five Hundred ($500.00) Doilars per 
annum and the pay or salary of the Attorney or Attorneys shall not 
exceed the sum of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars per annum. 
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§ 21. It shall be the duty of the Supervisor to visit at least 
oncé per week the County Home and its farm, and the Convict 
Camp and its Barracks and farm and report to the said Board any 
violation of its rules and regulations, the sanitary condition of both 
and such recommendations as appeal to him; also he shall as often 
as practicable go with or without the Captain of the Chaingang to 
visit the County and Cross County roads and advise with him and 
the road overseer as to the maintenance and upkeep of the roads, 
the drainage of roads, bridges and culverts and the relocation of road- 
ways, the choosing of top soil and the placing of same on the roads, 
and report his findings and recommendations to said Board. 


§ 22. The County Convicts as organized in working squads 
shall continue to be utilized in the upkeep and maintenance of the 
county and cross-country roads, the building repairing and replace- 
ment of bridges, and all other public work required by the said Board 
and Captain of the Chaingang. 

§ 23. All public buildings, fixtures, and/or material of the 
County shall be insured by the Sinking Fund Commission of South 
Carolina and offered to it for insurance before insuring elsewhere to 
anyone. 

§ 24. The Grand Jury of Union County may: choose an at- 
torney or attorneys for the investigation and/or prosecution of any 
officer, past or present, if it has good and strong grounds therefor: 
Provided, That the retainer fee and other charges for such services 
be named by a majority of the Union County Delegation in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, ; 

§ 25. The Governing Board as herein constituted shall have 
the authority of hiring an Auditor to audit the books of any officer 
in Union County after advertising and asking for sealed bids for 
the same, the said contract, as all others, to be let to the lowest bid- 
der and paid for after the completion of the work and delivery of 
the audit; the original to be filed with the Clerk of Court and a 
copy may be given to the publisher of a County paper for publica- 
tion. 

§ 26. All officers and employees of the County shall receive their 
pay for services performed the prior month on the first day of each 
month and should the first day be on Sunday then on Saturday be- 
fore the first day of the month, but never in excess of the amount 
named in the Supply Bill, unless authorized and directed by a ma- 
jority of the Delegation in writing. 
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§ 27. The following appropriations shall be payable as follows; 
that is to say: on the first of the month and mailed to each address 
by the County Bookkeeper : 

(a) Ten ($10.00) Dollars to each Confederate Soldier 

(b) The Bill for the Rehabilitation case after delivery of the 
limb and satisfaction expressed by the one for whom the limb was 
built—as to fit, workmanship and material by his or her “O. K.” of 
the bill. 

(c) Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars to the Captain of each Military 
Company. 

(d) One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars to the Wallace Thom- 
son Hospital Superintendent. 

(e) Fifty ($50.00) Dollars to the Colored Hospital, Dr. Long 
Superintendent. 

(f) Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars to Captain of the local Salva- 
tion Army. 

(g) Twenty ($20.00) Dollars to Treasurer of the Red Cross 
Chapter at Union, or Associated Charities, by the order of Rev. 
L. M. Rice. 

§ 28. The magistrates and constables shall be paid only after 
the magistrates’ Dockets or Calendars have been submitted to the 
Governing Board for audit by the County Bookkeeper and the pay- 
ment of all fines and/or forfeitures are receipted for by the County 
Treasurer, said books to be submitted on or before the fifteenth of 
each month and payment of salaries made as of the first of the month 
before said audit. ; 

§ 29. The Sheriff shall receive thirty (30¢) cents per diem for 
feeding prisoners in jail. Thirty (30¢) cents per meal while in custody 
in transit to jail from another County or State, and seventy-five 
(75¢) cents per day for safe keeping while in the State Penitentiary. 

§ 30. ‘That whenever it appears that a majority of the Delega- 
tion in the General Assembly shall be required for the signing of any 
authority, the Senator of Union County shall be one of them. 

§ 31. ‘The County Governing Board, as herein constituted, shall 
have the right and power to borrow such sum or sums of money as 
may be needed from time to time throughout the current year, not 
to exceed the amount herein appropriated. after seven days adver- 
tisement therefor in the Union Daily Times and award the loan to 
the lowest bidder therefor at an interest rate not exceeding the legal 
rate per annum; in the event there be no bidders or only one bid of 
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bids over the legal rate of interest, the said Board shall have the right 
and power to accept the best bid or bids for the County or to reject 
any and/or all bids, and in the event no bid is accepted the said Board 
is authorized and directed to negotiate the loan or loans elsewhere 
upon a satisfactory bid or bids and the money borrowed if from a 
Bank, may be deposited with said bank subject to the draft upon the 
deposit by the County Treasurer, and in order to secure the payment 
of all loans borrowed by the County during the current year, the 
said Board may isstie the County note or notes, countersigned by the 
County Treasurer, and pledge for the prompt payment of the same 
the taxes to be collected and other revenues anticipated and applic- 
able to claims for the payment of which the money is borrowed, and 
in addition thereta pledge the full faith and credit of Union County 
to the payment of the same. The within power and authority is in 
addition to any and all other powers and authority heretofore granted 
by statute or otherwise as to the borrowing of money by the County 
of Union for County purposes, 

§ 32. Having an implicit faith in the solvency and safe fin- 
nancial condition of Union County and invitation is extended to all 
our citizeris to loan any available money they have to the County 
at an interest rate not exceeding seven per centum per annum and 
enjoy a fair profit thereon under the same conditions as set out in . 
the preceding Section. 

§ 33/ It shall be unlawful for any individual, whether officer, 
employ¢e or otherwise, w uw any live stock, mules or horses, cattle, 
hogs, goats, sheep, poultry, ducks, geese, turkeys or what not; lo- 
cated on the County Home farm or lands occupied by the County 
Chaingang Camp; and anyone owning or claiming any ownership in 
any such shall dispose of the same, and/or remove the same within 
three (3) months after the approval of this Act, or else the County 
shall sell the same for the lien of feed and the costs of care entailed. 

/§ 34. It shall be unlawful for any officers, employees, agents 
or servants to remove from said land as described in the preceding 
Section any of the crops, and/or production, any produce, butter, 
eggs, milk, poultry, hogs, (live or butchered or parts thereof) but 
| all production from said occupied lands shall be for the inmates of 
‘the County Home and for the Chaingang Camp, any surplus shall 
be disposed of by the said Governing Board. , 


§ 35. The County Bookkeeper shall be named and appointed 
by the County Delegation in the General Assembly, for a term of two 
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(2) years, subject to discharge by said Delegation for inefficiency 
or other cause deemed sufficient; shall occupy the office assigned to 
the Supervisor and Advisory Board and keep all the books required 
by law to be kept by the Supervisor and/or Advisory Board; Before 
entering upon the duties of office the Bookkeeper shall execute his 
bond in the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, payable to 
the County of Union and conditioned for the faithful performance 
of the duty of the office and may execute the same in any surety 
company licensed and doing business in this State. The Bookkeeper 
shall attend all meetings of the Board herein created, take down the 
proceedings of each meeting in writing in the “Minutes Book”; it 
shall be his duty to examine each account and/or claims against the 
County before submitting the same to the said Board for approval 
and/or disapproval and to call the attention of the Board to any 
error found, or any suspicious evidence accompanying the same; he 
shall receive all bids for supplies, for contracts to let, and submit 
the same, by number and not by name of the* bidder; the giving out 
of any advance information to anyone as to the name of a bidder or 
the amount of a bid before submission to the said Board shall con- 
stitute and be deemed a breach of the conditions of his bond in ad- 
dition to any other breach or bad faith or of his duties to the county 
and the faithful performance of the same; he shall visit each county 
officer and request an itemized list of the future needs of the office; 
such as books, stationery, papers, blank forms, ink, pencils, etc., and 
after receiving same from them all, classify them and then submit 
same to said Board for purchase of such as the Board deems neces- 
sary. The bookkeeper is hereby declared to be the official custodian 
of the Court House and its curtilege. It shall be his duty to protect 
it against injuries, damage and vandalism, to keep it clean and sani- 
tary, prohibit all public meetings in which refreshments of any kind 
are used or served and prohibit its use for sleeping and/or camping ; 
Provided, This shall not apply to petit juries in the trial of a case, 
and he is hereby authorized and directed in carrying out this pro- 
vision to hire labor by the day, week or month for the job in ques- 
tion and to hire and employ such labor that he can order and com- 
mand, and such that will obey his orders and commands, and for 
such he is hereby authorized to make his warrant and/or warrants 
for said compensation on the County Treasurer not to exceed the sum 
of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum and charge the same 
against the appropriation for public buildings. 
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It shall also be his duty to receive from the captain of the chain- 
gang the weekly reports of the county road overseers, examine the 
same and bring before the governing board at its meetings and call 
attention to all complaints, the consumption of gasoline and oil by 
each overseer, the particular roads worked, the topsoil dumped and 
spread, the condition of the bridges, accidents, injuries to person 
and damage to property, the condition and complaints of convicts 
and anything else needing attention which is contained in any of the 
different reports. It shall also be the duty of the bookkeeper to make 
up an itemized statement showing what bills were paid by the war- 
rants of the governing board, what constituted them and the manner 
and amount of the warrant or voucher issued to pay the same and to 
what appropriation account charged. The said statement to be made 
in triplicate on the fifteenth of each month for the entire preceding 
month and one of each mailed or delivered to each member of the 
delegation in the General Assembly for Union County. 


§ 36. The Union County Governing Board, as herein created, 
is the only legal purchasing agent of Union County and no bill or 
claim against the County shall be deemed valid unless the same has 
been approved by it and shall be approved by it before payment. It 
shall make all purchases and make contracts involving the purchase 
of supplies, the borrowing of money or contracting for services only 
after advertisement for the same, and shall accept the lowest bid, 
quality and services being equal, approve no bill for payment before 
delivery and the acceptance of articles purchased or services per- 
formed ; approve no bill or claim for payment when and after the ap- 
propriation therefor has been expended; the Bookkeeper shall pre- 
pare all vouchers and drafts for payment of all approved claims and 
the same shall be signed by the Chairman and the Secretary, attest- 
ing with the seal of the County; Provided, in cases of emergency, 
such as sickness, economy, accidents, breakdowns of road machinery 
and/or repairs needed, where the amounts involved are less than 
Five ($5.00) Dollars; and when between five and fifty dollars the 
Bookkeeper is hereby authorized and directed to respond to the 
case as quickly as the emergency demands. 


§ 37. It shall be unlawful for any officer or employee of the 
County to be interested directly or indirectly in trade charged to the 
County and/or department thereof, in any contract or job for ma- 
terial or work the profits or the sales thereof, any services to be fur- 
nished or performed ; wherein the County or any department thereof 
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is directly or indirectly interested financially and any officer or em- 
ployee found guilty of violating this Section or any part thereof 
shall forfeit to the County his unpaid salary or wages and his office 
or job in addition to any other penalty prescribed by law for mal- 
feasance or misfeasance in office. 

§ 38. It shall be unlawful for the governing Board, as herein 
created, to draw its draft or warrant on the County Treasurer pay- 
able out of and chargeable to the Miscellaneous Contingent appropria- 
tion herein named, under the control of County Delegation, except 
upon the written permission of a majority of the Union County 
Delegation in the General Assembly, and it shall be unlawful for the 
County Treasurer to honor and/or pay such a draft or warrant from 
said Board on said appropriation account without the written con- 
sent or permission of said majority of said Delegation in writing. 

§ 39. The County Treasurer shall make and deliver to each 
member of the County Delegation in the General Assembly his trial 
balance statements the first of each month, showing receipts, and 
from what sources collected, disbursements and to what department 
made, the balances in cash and/or deficits, and the names of the 
banks or other depositories and the nature of same and if secured, 
how and with what. 

§ 40. The County Convicts shall have their headquarters on 
the County Farm as at present located; they shall be under the cus- 
tody and care and control of the Captain of the Chaingang who shall 
be held responsible for the health and safekeeping and working of 
them. The convicts shall be put at hard labor in accordance with the 
sentence imposed by the Courts, and shall labor on the County and 
cross-countyroads under the direct orders and supervision of the 
overseers over them and the Captain of the chaingang as required, 
and subject to such discipline as may be ordered—but humanely. 
No convict shall be worked on the public roads while sick or phys- 
ically unfit and the Captain is hereby authorized to procure such 
medical treatment as in his opinion he deems best. The convicts shall 
be properly clothed in accordance with weather conditions, and in 
extremely hot or cold weather shall be given rest periods in which 
to cool or to warm; the Barracks or Camp shall be clean and sanitary 
and comfortable with plenty of good food, water and ventilation. 

§ 41. The Captain of the Chaingang shall be its “Boss” and he 
shall appoint his guards and overseers and direct the work under the 
advice of the Board and Supervisor. He shall have prepared a form 
for each overseer to fill out every night after coming from the labors 
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of the day. He shall visit as many of the scrapers and draggers and 
top-soilers during the day as possible and see that the work is prop- 
erly and efficiently and economically done. He shall listen patiently 
to all complaints and hasten to correct the same by ordering the 
proper overseer or top-soiling crew to the job, and see that the job 
is properly done. He shall discharge any overseer for drinking or 
drunkeness while on duty and for any cruel, unjust or inhuman 
treatment of a convict. He shall at all times govern the Camp while 
present and leave a guard to govern the same in his absence. He 
shall permit no improper conduct at the camp by convicts, guards, 
overseers or visitors. He shall permit no liquor, no gambling and 
no lewd women at the Camp, nor while out in the county on work. 
The guards and overseers and mechanics may bed and board at the 
Camp. The Captain may farm all available land for food-stuff for 
the camp, and work stock and use the convicts therefor and the 
Board is authorized to appropriate such sum or sums as may be 
necessary for stock feed, fertilizer, seed and plants and encourage the 
same. 

There shall be a daily report made by each of the road overseers 
of each working squad, signed and delivered to the captain of the 
chaingang at the camp; there shall be’'two forms, Form No. 1 for 
the road scrapes and draggers, Form No. 2 for the topsoil crew. The 
forms should be the same, excepting Form No: 1, should show— 
what tractor used, what road machinery used, how many miles 
scraped and/or dragged, how much gasoline and oil consumed. Form 
No. 2 should show the number and kind of trucks used, how many 
loads dumped and where, were any used for dumping topsoil or 
other material elsewhere than the road and if so where and for what 
purpose. How much gasoline and oil each truck used, and both 
forms should contain the following: Where the work commenced, 
township, road, place, how many convicts worked, their condition 
and behavior during the day, what complaints by any one of them, 
what condition of the bridges over creeks, branches and road drain- 
age ditches, what needed on each if anything, were the culverts and 
drainage ditches across the road clear or clogged, did you clear 
them, condition of the ditches along side of roadway and whether 
the backwash is forming a dangerous gully, complaints of roads by 
anyone and whether investigated and what done to remedy, if the 
undergrowth on the right-of-way alongside the road was cut and 
cleared, 
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The condition of each machine used, what part needing repair, 
what needed, to whom did you report it, has the repair been made, 
why not, any accidents, personal injuries, who, the extent of the 
injury, whose fault, any damage to property, what kind or ? ? 
the nature and extent, give all particulars and minute details, names 
of all parties and the witnesses, if you did not work any road to 
day, what did you do, give details. 


The Captain of the chaingang will compile weekly reports of each 
overseer and deliver all of them on Saturday afternoon to the 
county bookkeeper. 


§ 42. The monies due Union County from the office of the 
State Game Warden on or about July Ist, 1933, is hereby allocated 
and appropriated to the furnishing of building material in the con- 
struction of the Poplar Grove School Building in Santuc Township 
for colored children, and also a sufficient amount to finish paying 
for said building is hereby allocated and appropriated from any 
funds in and to the credit of the County Board of Education. 

§ 43. There shall be charged by the County bookkeeper, to the 
appropriation to the miscellaneous contingent account to the Union 
County Delegation, if so much be necessary, Fifteen ($15.00) Dol- 
lars per month on the bills of the filling station furnishing gasoline 
and oil to the following officers of Union County, viz: the Deputy 
Sheriff, and the two (2) Rural Policemen. 

§ 44. In addition to the duties required by law of the rural 
policemen, they shall, while not engaged in searches, make trips into, 
through and to the county lines; stop and call on all isolated families 
whether colored or white; receive all complaints, and make proper 
investigations, and those found correct, take immediate proceedings 
to satisfactorily adjust and correct them; report to the supervisor 
any and all defects in the roads of the county and the bridges across 
which they travel, and advise the nature of the same and report all 
violations of law each day to the sheriff of Union County. 

§ 45. The officers of Union County hereinafter named shall 
enter into bonds in the amounts hereinafter named for the faithful 
performance of their duties in surety companies licensed and doing 
business in this State after the expiration of their present bonds, 
to-wit : 
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“County Treasurer, $20,000.00; County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, $20,000.00; Secretary and Treasurer Union County Sinking 
Fund Commission, $20,000.00; Probate Judge and Ex-officio Master, 
$15,000.00; Other Members Sinking Fund Commission each, $5,- 
000.00; Auditor, $5,000.00; Deputy Clerk to County Treasurer, $5,- 
000.00; Clerk of Court, $5,000.00; Sheriff, $5,000.00; County Book- 
keeper, $5,000.00; Coroner, $1,000.00; Supervisor, $1,000.00; Game 
Warden, $1,000.00; Deputy Sheriff, $1,000.00; Rural Policemen, 
each $1,000.00; and all other officers of the county who are required 
by law to enter into bonds shall be in the sum of $1,000.00. 

“The premiums of which shall be paid through the governing 
board by warrants on the County Treasurer and charged to the ap- 
propriation to the Union County’s Delegation Miscellaneous Con- 
tingent Account, 

§ 46. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to apply all collections of delinquent taxes to any of the county’s 
outstanding notes and obligations and when satisfied to apply to the 
account of ‘Special Cash Account.’ 

§ 47. The Sinking Fund Commission of Union County shall 
meet on the first Wednesday of each month for the transaction of 
business and receive as compensation therefor, Five ($5.00) Dollars. 
The Secretary-Treasurer shall receive extra compensation of Five 
($5.00) Dollars for said meetings—and this shall be all the compensa- 
tion paid, The County Treasurer shall pay the vouchers or warrants 
on presentation through the governing board as other salaries are 
paid and charge the samé to the appropriation to the miscellaneous 
contingent account to the Union County Delegation. 

§ 48. The Secretary-Treasurer of the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion of Union County shall have the actual custody and control at 
all times, the books, papers, files, notes, securities and cash and all 
other property thereto belonging; and shall enter into bond for the 
faithful performance of his duties in the sum of Twenty Thousand 
($20,000.00) Dollars payable to Union County. 

§ 49. It shall be unlawful for any member of said Sinking 
_Fund Commission of Union County to be connected or associated 
directly or indirectly with any person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion engaged directly or indirectly in negotiating loans from said 
Commission for a private person or association or corporation; and/ 
or receive directly or indirectly any profit, pay or emolument in cash, 
property, or promise in and/or from the loaning of funds belonging 
to or in possession of said Commission and/or for the collection of 
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any loan by way of trade, commissions and/or through foreclosure 
proceedings and/or execution and/or public sale. 

§ 50. It shall be unlawful for said Commission to make any 
private loans to persons, associations or corporations, except to the 
County, by and through the governing board as other money is bor- 
rowed, and are authorized to charge 7% per annum therefor, the 
said loans to be applied by the County Treasurer to the payment of 
outstanding bonds falling due in 1934 and until this Act is repealed 
or modified. 

§ 51. The laws herein written are cumulative and in addition 
to those already applicable to the government of Union County ex- 
cept wherein there be a conflict therewith or inconsistent thereto, 
and in that event the laws herein written are paramount, ruling and 
controlling, and all laws and/or parts of laws in conflict hereto or 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. This Act in so far as the 
appropriation and change in existing laws is continuous and con- 
tinuing into the future until changed by a repealing Act or the written 
authority of the Union County Delegation in the General Assembly. 

§ 52. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Repeal Act No. 1140 of the Laws of 1930, En- 
titled “An Act to Authorize the Issuance of not Ex- 
ceeding One Hundred Thousand Dollars of Bonds of 
Union County for the Purpose of Paying Outstanding 
Indebtedness and Interest Thereon, and to Provide a 
Tax to Pay Said Bonds.” 


Section 1. Act 1140 of 1930 Acts Repealed—Authori- 
zing Union County to Issue Bonds.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and after 
the passage of this Act and its approval by the Governor, the Act 
No. 1140 of the Laws of 1930, entitled “An Act to Authorize the 
Issuance of Not Exceeding One Hundred Thousand Dollars of 
Bonds of Union County for the purpose of Paying Outstanding In- 
debtedness and Interest Thereon and to Provide a Tax to Pay said 
Bonds”, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

§ 2. This Act shall take effect on its approval by the Governor.

. AN ACT Authorizing and Directing the City of Union, 
South Carolina, to Issue Funding and/or Refunding 
Bonds with Which to Pay off Past Indebtedness. 


Section 1. City of Union, Union County, May Issue 
Bonds to Retire Indebtedness.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The City Council of the 
City of Union, South Carolina, is hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to issue Serial Bonds in such amounts and denomination 
with coupons attached and including coverage costs and charges in 
an amount not exceeding Fifty-five Thousand ($55,000.00) Dollars 
if so much be necessary to run ten years, redeeming one bond and 
interest charges due each year, and bearing interest not exceeding 
six per centum (6%) per year, and payable semi-annually for the 
object and purpose of funding and/or refunding the defaulted Bonds 
and interest thereon and coupons and interest thereon already in 
default and those anticipated herein for the current year 1933, here- 
inafter set forth.

Section 1. City of Union, Union County, Issue Bonds to 
Fund Past Indebtedness.—Be it enacted by the General Assem-

Section 1. Approve 1932-33 School Warrants in Wil- 
liamsburg County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of

Coupon Bonds to Refund Twenty-three Thousand Dol-

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower Rock Hill School Dis- 
trict No. 12, of York County, to Issue Not Exceeding 
Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars Refunding 
Bonds of Said District, to Refund Certain Outstanding 
Bonds, and to Provide for the Payment of the Princi- 
pal and Interest of Such Refunding Bonds. , 


Section 1. Rock Hill School District No. 12, York Coun- 
ty, Issue Bonds to Refund 1913 Bonds.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board of 
Trustees of Rock Hill School District Number Twelve, of York 
County, shall have power to issue and sell Refunding Bonds of said 
District of an aggregate principal amount not exceeding Seventy- 
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five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of refunding 
all or any part of the outstanding bonds of said District of the aggre- 
gate face amount of Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars, 
payable on the first day of May, Nineteen Hundred and Thirty-

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Whereas, Said bonds in the aggregate sum of Seventy-five Thou- 
sand ($75,000.00) Dollars, were issued as of date April 1, 1923, and 
payable ten (10) years thereafter, which said bonds will mature and 
become payable on the first day of April, 1933; and, 

Whereas, It appears that the said State Agricultural and Mechan- 

ical Society of South Carolina has not on hand funds sufficient to 
retire said bonds at their maturity, and the present bondholders 
have agreed to accept new bonds for a period of not more than 
fifteen (15) years at a reduced rate of interest of five per centum 
(5%). per annum instead of the present rate of interest of seven 
per centum (7%) per annum, in order to fund said indebtedness. 
. Section 1. State Agricultural and Mechanical Society 
May Issue Bonds to Fund Its Indebtedness.—Be it enacted by

Committee, of a mortgage by the City of Columbia on that certain

AN ACT to Ratify and Confirm the Charter of Abbeville 
Power Company Granted by the Secretary of State on 
the 12th Day of January, 1933, and to Confer Addi- 
tional Powers and Duties on said Company. 


Whereas the Secretary of State on the 12th day of January, 1933, 
upon compliance by the corporators with the requirements of law, 
regulating the formation of corporations, including full payment 
of charter fees, fixed by law, issued a certificate of incorporation to 
Abbeville Power Company, creating it a corporation for the pur- 
pose of developing, generating, transmitting and selling electric 
power, buying and selling land for the other purposes as set out 
in said charter, Now, 

Section 1. Charter Granted to Abbeville Power Co., Rati- 
fied.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the said charter granted by the Secretary of State 
to Abbeville Power Company on the 12th day of January, 1933, be 
and the same is hereby ratified, confirmed and made valid in all re- 
spects and to the full extent of the powers, duties, privileges and re- 
sponsibilities as if the same had been granted the said Abbeville 
Power Company directly by the General Assembly of South Caro- 
lina. Provided, The charter granted by the Secretary of State shall 
have only such powers and privileges and rights as are conferred by 
the provisions of this Act and the said charter shall be limited in 
its operation by the said provisions contained in this Act. 

§ 2. Construct and Maintain Dam Across Rocky River 
Near Price’s Mill, Abbeville County—Construct, Operate 
and Maintain Power Plants, Transmission Lines, Etc.—Con 
demn Lands.—That the right, power and privilege to construct and 
maintain a dam or dams in and across Rocky River at a point at or 
near Prices’s Mill in Abbeville County, be and the same is hereby 
granted to and conferred upon the Abbeville Power Company together 
with the right, power and privilege to acquire by purchase or by con- 
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demnation proceedings all lands and property which may be over- 
flowed, and inundated by the construction and maintenance of such 
dam or dams as may be constructed and maintained under the power 
and authority conferred by this Act and all other lands and property 
which may be used in the construction and maintenance of said dam 
or dams; and the right, power and privilege for further granting to 
and conferring upon the said Abbeville Power Company to construct, 
operate, maintain power plants, electric transmission lines, substa- 
tions and other equipment, buildings, machinery, etc. necessary or 
proper to the generation, manufacture, development, transmission 
and sale of electric power and to acquire the necessary land and 
property for any and all such purposes by purchase or condemnation: 
Provided, that in constructing such dam or dams, proper fishways 
and sluices shall be constructed and maintained over said dam or 
dams so as to allow migratory fish to cross the same. 


§ 3. Condemnation of Lands—Procedure—Restricted. 
—That the power of condemnation of land, subject to be overflowed, 
inundated or used in the construction and maintenance of the dam 
or dams, or necessary for the construction and maintenance of power 
transmission lines and other equipment, machinery, etc., shall be 
exercised in the same manner as is now provided by the law of this 
State for the condemnation of lands for railways, canals, turnpikes, 
telegraph or telephone purposes: Provided, That the power of con- 
demnation for water rights and property to be inundated shall not be 
exercised by said Power Company on any project developed, or to 
be developed, by said Power Company until not less than 7/11 of 
the water rights and land to be inundated on said project have been 
obtained by the Power Company otherwise than by condemnation. 
Nothing herein contained shall in any wise restrict, impair or destroy 
the general powers of condemnation granted to electric lighting and 
power companies under the now existing law but are hereby de- 
clared to be cumulative and in addition to all rights now existing 
under the present general laws of this State. 

§ 4. Rights, Privileges, Powers, Duties, and Responsi- 
bilities — Projects Limited.—That all the rights, privileges, 
powers, duties and responsibilities set forth in detail in the charter 
granted to Abbeville Power Company by the Secretary of State on 
the 12th day of January, 1933, be and they are hereby granted to 
and conferred and imposed upon the said Abbeville Power Company 
as fully as if set forth in detail in this Act and the said Abbeville 
Power Company shall have all other rights, privileges, powers, duties 
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and responsibilities as are now granted to and conferred or imposed 
upon power companies operating in this State. Provided, The said 
charter shall be limited in its operation to the project set out in Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act known as dam or dams to be constructed across 
Rocky River and its tributaries. 


§ 5. Power—Sale—Rates.—That the said Power Company 
shall on demand and subject to the supervision and control of the 
Railroad Commission of South Carolina, as is now provided by law, 
sell and furnish power to any person or corporation for manufacture, 
lighting or heating purposes as may be required by the Railroad 
Commission of South Carolina, and on such rates and charges as 
may be agreed upon or as may be fixed by the Railroad Commission 
of South Carolina. 

§ 6. Saving Clause.—That if any portion or portions of this 
Act shall be declared to be unconstitutional, it shall not invalidate or 
make ineffective the remaining portion thereof. 

§ 7. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. Commission to Investigate Tax Refunds, As- 
sessment Reductions, and Applications for Refunds and Re- 
ductions Handled by State Tax Commission—Members— 
Appointment—Powers——Report.— Be it resolved by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina : That a Commission is here- 
by created to consist of four members, two to be appointed by the 
Speaker of the House from the membership of the House, and two 
to be appointed by the President of the Senate from the membership 
of the Senate, for the purpose of investigating as far as it may deem 
advisable all tax refunds or applications for tax refunds which have 
been denied or approved, and all matters having to do with reduc- 
tions in assessments and petitions for reductions in assessments which 
have been denied or approved by the South Carolina Tax Commis- 
sion.

Tax Commission, or any member thereof, to furnish from their 
files all information or data concerning refunds and application for 
refunds, reductions in assessments or applications for reductions in 
assessments ; and it is hereby made the duty of the Tax Commission 
to furnish any and all information or data in their possession, to 
permit an investigation of their books, records and documents per- 
taining thereto. The Commission is given the power to elect a Chair- 
man from its membership. It is further given the power to subpoena 
witnesses, administer oaths, to puriish for contempt, and in general 
in the discharge of the special duty herein conferred upon it to have 
. the power of the Judge of Circuit Courts in this State. 
It is also authorized and empowered to examine persons connected 
_ now or heretofore with any corporation, and to require the pro- 
duction of all books, papers, documents or other records of any in- 
dividual or corporation, which in their judgment pertains to the mat- 
ter under investigation. . 

At the conclusion of its work, the Commission shall report the 
result of its findings to both branches of the General Assembly and 
to the Governor.

General Assembly. If, however, it has not had time to complete its 
work prior to the adjournment of the present session of the General 
Assembly, it shall report to the Governor at the conclusion of its 
work and to the General Assembly at its next regular session.

Whereas, in order to protect the interest of the depositors, the 
Banks operating and doing business in the State of South Carolina 
limited the withdrawals of cash to the actual and immediate needs 
from those Banks on March 4th; and 

Whereas, in view of the extreme exigency that has thus arisen 
the Governor of the State of South Carolina did see fit to issue his 
proclamation declaring a Bank holiday beginning 9 A. M. March 6th, 
1933, and extending through March 13th, 1933. 

Section 1. Limiting of Cash Withdrawals by Banks on 
March 4, 1933, Ratified.—Therefore be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the action of 
the Banks of the State of South Carolina in limiting withdrawals of 
cash by depositors on March 4th, 1933 be and the same is hereby 
confirmed, ratified and declared to be legal, valid and binding in all 
respects. 

§ 2. Banking Holidays Ratified.—The action of the Gov- 
ernor of the State of South Carolina declaring a banking holiday 
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from 9 A. M. March 6th, 1933 and extending through March 13th, 
1933, be and the same is hereby confirmed, ratified and declared to 
be legal, valid and binding in all respects, and said days are hereby 
declared banking holidays in the State of South Carolina. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the Governor of the State 
of South Carolina to Assume Plenary Control of the 
State Banking Department and of all Banks, Banking 
Institutions, Building and Loan Associations, Cash De- 
positories or Other Institutions Doing a Banking Busi- 
ness of Whatever Nature, and to Make, Issue and Pro- 
mulgate Such Rules, Regulations and/or Instructions 
As May Be Necessary to Direct, Controi and Protect 
Such Banks, Banking Institutions, Building and Loan 
Associations and Cash Depositories and Depositors and 
to Provide Penalties for Violation of Such Rules and 
Regulations, and to Regulate Litigation in Reference 
Thereto, and to Authorize the Establishment or In- 
corporation of a State Clearing House Association if 
Necessary. 


Section 1. Control and Supervision of State Banking 
Department, Banks, Building and Loan Associations, Etc., 
Vested in the Governor.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: From and after the passage of 
this Act the Governor of the State of South Carolina is hereby vested 
with plenary powers to assume supervision and control of the Bank- 
ing Department and the banks of the State of South Carolina, de- 
positories, Building and Loan Associations, and all other institutions 
that accept and pay deposits, subject to the provisions of this Act. 


§ 2. Powers Conferred on the Governor.——T'he Governor 
in his discretion and whenever in his judgment circumstances war- 
rant it is empowered to: 
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“(a) Authorize, permit or direct and require, individually or col-. 
lectively all banking corporations, Building and Loan Associations,. 
cash depositories and all others doing a banking business within the 
State of South Carolina, under his supervision, to extend for such 
period and upon stich terms as he deems necessary and expedient, 
payment of any demand and/or time deposits, such period and terms 
to be separately governed by the condition of each bank or other. 
banking institution.” 


“(b) Permit, upon such terms as he may deem advisable, the is- 
suance of clearing house certificates or other evidences of claims 
against assets of such banking corporations, Building and Loan As- 
sociations, cash depositories and all others doing a banking business 
within the State of South Carolina which agree thereto.” 


“(c) Authorize and direct the creation in such banking institu- 
tions, Building and Loan Associations, cash depositories and all 
others doing a banking business within the State of South Carolina 
of special trust accounts for the receipt of any deposits, which de- 
posits shall be subject to withdrawal on demand without any restric- 
tion or limitation and shall be kept separate in cash or on deposit 
in their respective correspondent banks as similar special trust ac- 
counts or invested as the governor may permit.” 


“(d) Promulgate for such banks, banking institutions, Building 
and Loan Associations and cash depositories such regulations as are 
necessary in his discretion to enable such banks, banking institutions, 
Building and Loan Associations and cash depositories to comply 
fully with the Federal regulations prescribed for state and/or na- 
tional banks.” 

“(e) To look into and determine whether or not the overhead ex- 
pense of any institution embraced within the terms of this Act ex-. 
ceed the net income of said institution and in case such conditions. 
are found to exist, he is hereby authorized and required to reduce 
such overhead expenses as his judgment may direct or proceed to 
order liquidation of such institutions as he may dem best for the 
interest of depositors.” 

“(f£) Set up and establish, if advisable, a State Clearing House. 
Association, under such rules and regulations as may be proper for. 
such purpose, taking such securities as may be approved for such 
purpose, and empowering such State Clearing House Association 
to issue against such security or securities certificates of such de- 
nominations as may be necessary to facilitate exchange of a State- 
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wide nature: Provided, That such State Clearing House certificates 
may be issued to the State of South Carolina and/or any political 
subdivision thereof on such proper security as may be deposited for 
such purpose, to be approved by the Governor, or the State Board 
of Control herein authorized to be established. In lieu of a State 
Clearing House Association, the Governor shall have power and 
authority to permit the incorporation of a State Clearing House 
Association whose capital stock shall be owned by such Banks, Bank- 
ing Institutions, Building and Loan Associations and Cash De- 
positories, as may subscribe thereto, under such rules and regula- 
tions as he may deem proper for such purpose, which corporation 
shall be permitted to issue against adequate securities to be de- 
termined by the Governor certificates of such denomination as may 
be necessary to facilitate exchange of a State-wide nature, Provided, 
That such corporation may issue certificates to the State of South 
Carolina, and/or any political sub-division thereof, on such proper 
securities as may be deposited for such purpose, to be approved by 
the Governor. Provided, further, That the number of directors of 
such corporation shall not exceed twenty nor be less than ten; that 
certificates issued under this subdivision shall be received at their 
face value in payment of taxes or other dues to the State of South 
Carolina or to any political sub-division thereof, and in payment of 
debts to any corporation chartered by the State of South Carolina. 
Such certificates shall not be subject to any stamp taxes by the State 
of South Carolina or any political sub-division thereof.” 


§ 3. Governor to Make Rules, Regulations and Instruc- 
tions for Institutions Operating Under this Act—Force and 
Effect.—The Governor is hereby authorized, empowered and di- 
rected to make all necessary rules and regulations and to give all 
instructions with respect to such banks, banking institutions, building 
and loan associations and cash depositories which he may authorize, 
permit and/or direct and require to be conducted under the provisions 
of this Act. And it shall be the duty of all such banks, banking in- 
stitutions, building and loan associations and cash depositories and 
their officers; agents and employees to comply fully with any and 
all such rules, regulations and instructions established and promul- 
gated by the Governor with respect to such banks, banking institu- 
tions, building and loan associations and cash depositories under the 
terms of this Act; and such orders, rules and regulations shall have 
the same force and effect as rules, regulations and instructions pro- 
mulgated under the present banking laws. 
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§ 4. Authority of State Bank Examiner Restricted— 
Governor to Approve Legal Proceedings.—The State Bank 
Examiner is hereby prohibited, during the period while this Act shall 
remain in force, unless first authorized to do so by the Governor, 
from taking possession of any bank, banking institution, building 
and loan association or cash depository under his supervision, either 
under resolution of its directors or through legal proceedings for 
failure to meet its liabilities while such bank, banking institution, 
building and loan association or cash depository shall be operated 
under the terms of this Act and the said bank examiner is hereby 
relieved from any and all liabilities for permitting such banks, build- 
ing and loan associations or cash depositories to continue operation 
in accordance herewith. And all persons, firms or corporations are 
hereby prohibited, while the Governor is in control of the banks, 
banking institutions, building and loan associations or cash depos- 
itories under the provisions of this Act, from instituting any legal 
proceedings of any nature whatever against any bank, banking in- 
stitution, building and loan association or cash depository, or any 
stockholder thereof for the collection of a stockholder’s liability, 
without first obtaining the written approval of the Governor. Pro- 
vided, This provision shall not apply to actions already commenced 
or hereafter to be commenced against or in connection with any 
banking institution under liquidation by receivers appointed prior 
to March 1, 1933. Provided, further, That the provisions of this Act 
shall not apply to banks now in the hands of the State Bank Ex- 
aminer for the purpose of liquidation or reorganization. 

§ 5. No Effect on Collateral Pledge to Secure Deposits. 
—-Nothing herein contained shall in any wise change the present 
status of collateral pledged to secure any deposit account. 

§ 6. Script When Issuable.—AII script or other evidence of 
indebtedness issued by any bank, building and loan association, cash 
depository or other banking institution hereafter shall be issued only 
upon approval by the Governor. 

§ 7. Board of Bank Control—Appointment—Powers.— 
The Governor is hereby specifically authorized and empowered, in 
his discretion, to appoint a board of bank control to advise and con- 
sult with him and to vest them with such power and authority as he 
tions.—Any violation of the provisions of this Act or any of the 
deems necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

§ 8. Penalty for Violation of Act or Rules and Regula- 
duly promulgated rules and regulations issued under the authority 
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of this Act shall be punishable by fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars or imprisonment not exceeding two (2) 
years. 

§ 8-A. State to Incur No Liability.—The State of South 
Carolina shall incur no obligation or liability in connection with the 
operation of the provisions of this Act. 

§ 8-B. Effect of Part Invalidity.—If any provision of this 
Act is declared unconstitutional or the applicability thereof to any 
person or circumstances is held invalid, the validity of the remainder 
of the Act and the applicability of such provisions otherwise shall 
not be affected thereby. 

§ 9. Extent of Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsis- 
tent with this Act are hereby suspended to the extent of such in- 
consistency while this Act is in effect. 


§ 9-A. Stockholders of Institutions Affected not to Dis- 
pose of Their Stock.—All stoclcholders of institutions within the 
purview of this Act are hereby prohibited from transferring, selling 
or otherwise disposing of stock in said institutions. 

§ 10. Effective Date — Duration.—This Act shall take 
effect immediately upon its approval by the Governor. Provided, 
however, That the authority and powers granted by this Act shall 
cease and determine eighteen (18) months from the date of the ap- 
proval hereof, unless continued by the General Assembly of this 
State. .

AN ACT to Provide for a Convention for the Purpose of 
Considering and Acting Upon the Proposed Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States to Re- 
peal the 18th Amendment; to Provide for the Number 
and Qualification of the Members of the Convention; 
to Provide for the Date and Manner of the Election and 
to Fix the Time and Place for the Holding of Said Con- 
vention and to Appropriate a Sum of Money to Cover 
the Cost of Said Election and Convention. 


Whereas, on the 20th of February, 1933, Congress of the United 
States did pass the following Resolution: 
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“Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled (two-thirds of each 
house concurring therein :) 

“That, the following article is hereby proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, which shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as part of the Constitution when ratified by con- 
ventions in three-fourths of the several states: 


ARTICLE 


“Section 1. The Eighteenth Article of amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States is hereby repealed. 


Sec. 2. The transportation or importation into any state, terri- 
tory or possession of the United States for delivery or use therein of 
intoxicating liquors, in violation of the laws thereof, is hereby pro- 
hibited.” 


Whereas, it is the desire of the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina to elect delegates who represent the wishes of a 
majority of the qualified voters of the State of South Carolina on 
the question of ratification or rejection of the said proposed 21st 
Amendment of the Constitution of the United States, which amend- 
ment would repeal the 18th Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, and 

Whereas, the choosing of a large convention would be unneces- 
sary and expensive ; now, therefore, . 


Section 1. Convention to Vote on Proposed 21st Amend- 
ment to U. S. Constitution—Time—Place.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There shall 
be held in the City of Columbia, South Carolina at twelve o’clock 
noon on Monday, December 4, 1933, a convention to ratify or reject 
the proposed 21st Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States. 

§ 2. Election of Delgates.—The Convention shall be com- 
prised of forty-six delegates to be elected by the State at large and 
in the manner hereinafter provided, which special election, for the 
purpose of electing delegates, shall be held on the first Tuesday in 
November, 1933. Said special election shall be held at the regular 
voting precincts in the several counties in the manner as is now pro- 
vided by law for the holding of general elections in this State: 
Provided, that the provisions of the Australian Ballot law, now 
applicable to primary elections in this State, shall be enforced at 
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all precincts in this election; and the time and purpose for the hold- 
ing of said election shall be advertised as is now provided by law 
for general elections. The State Commissioners of Election in the 
several counties shall provide for the conducting of this election in 
the manner now provided by law for the conducting of general elec- 
tions, save as is herein specified to the contrary, and shall appoint 
managers for the several precincts who shall be paid the sum of 
One Dollar each for their services. 

§ 2-A. Candidates for Delegates—Noniination.—The 
delegation from each County to the General Assembly, or a 
majority thereof, ‘shall nominate one elector a resident of the 
county who has signified to the delegation his intentions to vote 
for the rejection of the proposed amendment; and shall also nominate 
one elector a resident of the county who has signified to the dele- 
gation his intention to vote for the adoption of the proposed amend- 
ment. The delegation, or a majority thereof, shall certify said nomi- 
nations to the Secretary of State to be placed on the ballot as can- 
didates to said Convention. Provided, that no member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall be named as a candidate for delegate to th 
Convention. 

§ 3. Returns.—The said State-Commissioners of Election in 
the several counties shall meet on the Thursday following this elec- 
tion and shall proceed to canvass the votes, and within five days 
thereafter shall forward to the Governor and the Secretary of State, 
by a messenger, the returns of the election, the poll list and all other 
papers appertaining to the election. Said messenger shall be paid his 
actual expenses, upon a certificate to be furnished him by the Secre- 
tary of State, out of funds herein provided for the expenses of this 
election and Convention. 

§ 4.. Ballots.—The ballot to be used in this election shall be 
provided by the State Commissioners of Election, and the cost of 
same shall be borne out of the sum hereinafter appropriated, and 
shall be as follows: 


“PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 
OF THE UNITED STATES. 


‘Delegates to the Convention to ratify the proposed amendment. 

“The Congress has proposed an amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States which provides in substance that the Eighteenth 
Article of Amendment to the Constitution of the United States re- 
lating to the manufacture, transportation and sale of intoxicating 
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liquors for beverage purposes shall be repealed, and prohibiting 
shipment of intoxicating liquors into any state or territory in viola- 
tion of the laws of such state or territory. 

“Congress has proposed that said amendment shall be ratified by 
conventions in the several states.

Carolina State Penitentiary to Borrow $40,000.00 to 
be Used, in Connection with Other Funds Available 
for that Purpose, in Rebuilding a Manufacturing Plant 
at the State Penitentiary. 


Section 1.. State Penitentiary May Borrow to Rebuild a 
Manufacturing Plant.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Directors of the 
South Carolina State Penitentiary be, and it is hereby, authorized 
and empowered to borrow the sum of $40,000.00, if so much be 
necessary, to be used by it in connection with such other funds as 
it may have on hand applicable to that purpose in rebuilding a man- 
ufacturing plant at the State Penitentiary. As evidence of any such 
loan the Board of Directors is authorized to issue its note or notes 
therefor, payable not later than two years from date at the lowest 
rate of interest obtainable, not to exceed seven per cert. Such notes, 
or renewals, shall be signed by the Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the State Penitentiary and the Superintendent, and there 
is hereby pledged to secure the re-payment of such loan all unpledged 
revenues of the South Carolina State Penitentiary. Such notes may 
be renewed from time to time, provided that no renewal shall be 
made to mature later than two years from the passage of this Act. 

§ 2. State Sinking Fund Commission May Lend.—If the 
State Sinking Fund Commission has funds available for the purpose 
of making this loan, it is authorized to do so.
